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EXPLANATORY  NOTE 


The  rules  and  regulations  contained  herein  have 
been  arranged  according  to  the  acts  under  which  they 
are  promulgated  in  the  order  in  which  these  acts  appear 
in  the  Illinois  Revised  Statutes.  Each  rule  has  a cita- 
tion number  which  consists  of  three  figures.  The  first 
figure  indicates  the  number  of  the  chapter  in  the  Re- 
vised Statutes  in  which  the  act  is  found.  The  second 
figure  refers  to  the  number  of  the  first  section  of  the 
act  under  which  the  rule  is  promulgated.  The  third 
figure  designates  the  particular  rule  under  each  act. 
For  example,  the  first  rule  is  numbered  “8-23a-l.”  The 
first  figure,  “8”,  refers  to  the  chapter  in  the  Revised 
Statutes  in  which  the  authority  for  the  rule  is  found. 
The  second  figure,  “23a”,  indicates  that  the  particular 
act  under  which  the  rule  is  promulgated,  begins  at 
section  23a  of  this  chapter,  The  third  figure,  “1”,  shows 
that  this  rule  is  the  first  one  under  the  Rabies  Act. 
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DIVISION  OF  LIVESTOCK  INDUSTRY 
RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  IN  FURTHERANCE 
OF  LAWS  ENFORCED  BY  THE  DIVISION 

(Note — For  an  explanation  of  the  system  of  numbering 
the  sections,  see  the  note  at  the  beginning.) 

DEFINITIONS 

The  term  “Department”  or  “Department  of  Agri- 
culture,” unless  otherwise  indicated,  shall  mean  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

The  term  “approved,  accredited  veterinarian”  shall 
mean  a veterinarian  who  has  successfully  passed  an 
examination  given  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  by  the  State  in  which  he  is  licensed  to 
practice,  and  in  addition  has  been  approved  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  in  the  State  in  which  he  is 
licensed  to  practice. 

The  term  “quarantine”  shall  mean  a condition  in 
which  animals  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart  from 
and  not  allowed  to  come  in  contact  in  any  way  with 
other  animals. 

The  term  “Bureau  of  Animal  Industry”  shall  mean 
the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  term  “modified  accredited  area”  shall  mean  a 
county  in  which  the  average  percentage  of  tuberculosis, 
as  shown  by  the  last  test  of  all  the  cattle  in  the  county, 
conforms  to  the  requirements  of  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture. 

The  term  “Division”  shall  mean  the  Division  of 
Livestock  Industry  of  the  Illinois  Department  of 
Agriculture. 

RULES  PROMULGATED  UNDER  THE  LAW  FOR  THE 

SUPPRESSION  AND  ERADICATION  OF  RABIES 

AMONG  DOGS.  (Approved  July  8,  1927,  Amended 

July  8,  1933.) 

8-23a-l — Shipments  into  State — Certificate  of  Health 
— Dogs  brought  into  the  State  of  Illinois  must  be  accom- 
panied by  a certificate  of  health  issued  by  an  approved, 
accredited  veterinarian  of  the  State  in  which  the  ship- 
ment originates,  stating  that  the  animal  or  animals  are 
free  from  communicable  disease  and  have  been  vacci- 
nated against  rabies  within  a period  of  six  months. 
This  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  performing  dogs  kept 
under  direct  control  during  their  stay  in  the  State. 
(Adopted  Nov.  10,  1927,  Revised  Jan.  2,  1942.) 

RULES  PROMULGATED  UNDER  THE  GENERAL 

DISEASE  CONTROL  ACT.  (Approved  June  14, 

1909,  Amended  June  29,  1915.) 

8-72-1 — Hogs  shipped  from  public  stockyards — Yac- 
cination  required  for — Quarantine — Hogs  shipped  from 
public  stockyards  must  be  covered  by  a permit  issued 
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by  the  Department,  A permit  for  shipment  will  be 
issued  only  after  immunization  by  the  simultaneous 
treatment,  administered  by  a representative  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  Animal  Industry  or  of  the  Department  or  by 
an  accredited  veterinarian  designated  by  the  Depart- 
ment. Temperature  readings  shall  be  made  to  determine 
that  normal  temperature  prevails  before  treatment  is 
administered.  Such  hogs  shall  be  held  under  quarantine 
for  twenty-one  days  after  arrival  on  the  owner’s  prem- 
ises and  the  owner  shall  report  their  condition  to  the 
Chief  Veterinarian  of  the  Department  at  the  end  of  the 
quarantine  period.  (Adopted  Nov.  10,  1927,  Revised 
May  24,  1928,  Jan.  2,  1942.) 

8-72-2 — When  hogs  not  from  public  stockyards  may 
be  admitted  to  the  State — Hogs  for  feeding  or  breeding 
purposes  not  coming  through  public  stockyards,  will  be 
admitted  to  the  State: 

a — Upon  permit  from  the  Chief  Veterinarian 
when  such  permit  is  accompanied  by  a certificate 
of  health  issued  by  a federal  official  or  an  approved, 
accredited  veterinarian  of  the  state  of  origin.  A 
copy  of  the  permit  must  accompany  the  hogs.  Such 
hogs  are  to  be  vaccinated  on  arrival  either  by  the 
simultaneous  treatment  or  by  the  tissue  or  crystal 
violet  vaccine  method,  provided  that  pigs  treated 
by  either  of  the  last  two  methods  must  be  at  least 
eight  weeks  of  age  at  the  time  of  vaccination.  All 
hogs  vaccinated  shall  be  held  under  quarantine  for 
twenty-one  days,  and  the  owners  of  such  hogs  shall 
report  their  condition  to  the  Chief  Veterinarian  of 
the  Department  at  the  end  of  the  twenty-one  day 
period. 

b — When  accompanied  by  a certificate  issued 
by  a federal  official  or  an  approved,  accredited 
veterinarian  of  the  state  of  origin,  which  certificate 
shows  that  these  hogs  have  been  vaccinated  either 
by  the  simultaneous  treatment  or  by  the  tissue  or 
crystal  violet  vaccine  method  not  less  than  twenty- 
one  days  prior  to  the  date  of  shipment,  provided 
that  pigs  vaccinated  by  either  of  the  last  two 
methods  must  have  been  at  least  eight  weeks  of 
age  at  the  time  of  vaccination.  (Adopted  Nov.  10, 
1927,  Revised  Jan.  2,  1942.) 

8-72-3 — Obligation  of  transportation  company  to  re- 
quire health  certificate — Transportation  companies,  be- 
fore accepting  shipments  of  hogs  into  Illinois,  shall 
require  certificate  of  health.  The  original  of  such  cer- 
tificate shall  accompany  the  hogs,  and  the  veterinarian 
issuing  such  certificate  of  health  shall  immediately  for- 
ward the  duplicate  of  such  certificate  to  the  Chief  Veter- 
inarian of  the  Department,  (Adopted  Nov.  10,  1927, 
Revised  Jan.  2,  1942.) 

8-72-4 — Hogs  for  exhibition — All  hogs  for  exhibition 
in  Illinois  must  be  immunized  against  hog  cholera 
either  by  the  simultaneous  treatment  more  than  twenty- 
one  days  prior  to  the  date  of  exhibition  or  by  the 
serum  alone  treatment  within  ten  days  prior  to  the 
date  of  exhibition,  or  by  the  tissue  or  crystal  violet 
vaccine  method  not  less  than  twenty-one  days  prior  to 
exhibition,  provided  that  pigs  treated  by  either  of  the 
last  two  methods  must  have  been  at  least  eight  weeks 
of  age  at  the  time  of  vaccination.  All  hogs  must  be 
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accompanied  by  a certificate  of  vaccination  issued  by 
an  approved,  accredited  veterinarian  or  by  a notarized 
affidavit  of  the  owner  certifying  that  he  has  vaccinated 
the  hogs  in  compliance  with  the  above  regulations,  giv- 
ing the  date  of  vaccination,  the  name  of  the  company 
distributing  the  serum  and/or  vaccine  used,  and  the 
serial  numbers  of  the  serum  and/or  vaccine  used. 
(Adopted  Nov.  10,  1927,  Revised  June  1,  1938,  June  1, 
1939,  May  1,  1941,  Jan.  2,  1942.) 

8-12-5 — When  sheep  may  be  admitted  to  the  State — 
All  sheep  coming  into  Illinois,  except  for  immediate 
slaughter,  and  except  for  feeding  and  grazing  purposes 
upon  special  permit  from  the  Chief  Veterinarian  of  the 
Department,  must  be  accompanied  by  a health  certifi- 
cate showing  that  the  animals  have  been  inspected  and 
found  free  from  all  infectious,  contagious,  or  communi- 
cable diseases  and  that  they  have  not  been  exposed  to 
scabies  within  the  last  twelve  months.  Such  certificate 
must  be  signed  by  an  approved,  accredited  veterinarian 
or  by  a veterinarian  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry. 
(Adopted  Nov.  10,  1927,  Revised  Aug.  1,  1941,  Jan.  2, 
1942.) 

8-72-6 — When  exposed  sheep  may  be  admitted — 
Sheep  that  have  been  exposed  to  scabies  within  the  last 
twelve  months  must  have  been  dipped  twice  within  ten 
days  prior  to  shipment,  in  a dip  specified  by  the  Bureau 
of  Animal  Industry  or  the  livestock  sanitary  official  of 
the  state  of  origin,  and  the  certificate  of  health  must  so 
state.  (Adopted  Aug.  1,  1941,  Revised  Jan.  2,  1942.) 

8-72-7 — Feeding  and  grazing  sheep  admitted  upon 
special  permit — Quarantine — Sheep  for  feeding  and  graz- 
ing purposes  brought  into  the  State  under  special  permit 
from  the  Chief  Veterinarian  of  the  Department  shall  be 
placed  under  quarantine  until  ready  for  market  and 
must  be  inspected  by  a veterinarian,  at  the  expense  of 
the  owner,  within  ten  days  prior  to  marketing.  If  the 
sheep  are  found  to  be  infected  with  scabies  they  must 
be  dipped,  prior  to  being  marketed,  in  a dip  specified 
by  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  or  shipped  in  a car 
displaying  a placard  “scabies  sheep  consigned  to  yards 
for  slaughter.”  (Adopted  Aug.  1,  1941,  Revised  Jan. 
2,  1942.) 

8-72-8 — Disposal  of  sick,  diseased  and  crippled  ani- 
mals at  stockyards — No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall 
remove  from  any  public  stockyards  any  sick,  diseased 
or  crippled  animals  for  the  purpose  of  producing  meat 
to  be  sold  for  human  consumption,  provided  that  this 
restriction  shall  not  apply  to  any  slaughter  house  where 
Federal  inspection  is  maintained.  (Adopted  May  14, 
1928,  Revised  Jan.  2,  1942.) 

RULES  PROMULGATED  UNDER  THE  BOVINE  TU- 
BERCULOSIS ERADICATION  ACT.  (Approved 

June  25,  1929,  Amended  July  21,  1941.)  (See  Ap- 
pendix “A”,  Page  11.) 

8-87-1 — Tuberculosis-free  accredited  herd  defined — 
A tuberculosis-free  accredited  herd  is  one  in  which  at 
least  two  annual  successive  negative  tests  have  been 
conducted  by  an  approved,  accredited  veterinarian,  on 
all  animals  in  the  herd.  Additions  to  a tuberculosis- 
free  accredited  herd,  unless  from  a tuberculosis-free 
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accredited  herd  must  show  a negative  tuberculin  test 
followed  by  a negative  sixty  day  retest  before  being 
added  to  the  herd.  An  annual  negative  tuberculin  test 
of  all  animals  in  tuberculosis-free  accredited  herds  is 
essential  to  the  continuation  of  tuberculosis-free  accred- 
itation. (Adopted  Jan.  2,  1942.) 

8-87-2 — Sale  of  quarantined  cattle — The  sale  and 
transfer  of  cattle  in  quarantine  is  prohibited  except  as 
follows : 

a — The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the  ship- 
ment of  the  quarantined  animals  to  market  for 
slaughter. 

b — The  owner  secures  a written  permit  from 
the  Division  for  transfer  of  feeding  and  grazing 
cattle,  provided  that  permits  will  not  be  granted 
for  less  than  ten  head,  or  when 

c — An  approved,  accredited  veterinarian  sends 
a report  of  a negative  tuberculin  test  to  the  Division. 
(Adopted  July  1,  1941,  Revised  Jan.  2,  1942.) 

8-87-3 — When  indemnity  will  he  paid — Indemnity 
will  be  paid  to  owners  of  dairy  and  breeding  cattle 
which  react  to  the  tuberculin  test  administered  at  the 
expense  of  the  owner  by  approved,  accredited  veterina- 
rians provided: 

a — Cattle  are  not  in  quarantine  or  subject  to 
quarantine  prior  to  test  and  compliance  is  made 
with  statutory  requirements  governing  payment  of 
indemnity. 

b — That  before  making  such  tests,  the  veteri- 
narian secures  from  the  Division,  a written  permit 
in  compliance  with  Paragraph  1 of  the  Uniform 
Rules  and  Methods,  issued  December  19,  1940. 

c — All  infected  premises  have  been  properly 
cleaned  and  disinfected  with  a disinfectant  specified 
by  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  in  accordance 
with  recommendations  of  the  proper  State  or  Bu- 
reau Official.  (Adopted  July  1,  1931,  Revised  Jan. 
2,  1942.) 

8-87-Jf — Cattle  for  exhihition— AW  cattle  for  exhibi- 
tion purposes  in  Illinois,  must  be  accompanied  by  a 
health  certificate  issued  and  signed  by  an  approved, 
accredited  veterinarian  showing  them  to  have  been  nega- 
tive to  the  tuberculin  test  within  thirty  days  of  exhibi- 
tion, provided: 

a — Cattle  originating  in  a tuberculosis-free  ac- 
credited herd  may  exhibit  when  accompanied  by  a 
health  certificate  issued  and  signed  by  an  approved, 
accredited  veterinarian,  showing  such  cattle  to  have 
originated  in  such  accredited  herd  and  giving  the 
accredited  herd  number. 

b — Cattle  from  other  than  a tuberculosis-free 
accredited  herd,  but  originating  in  a modified  tuber- 
culosis-free accredited  area,  may  exhibit  when  ac- 
companied by  a health  certificate  issued  by  an  ap- 
proved, accredited  veterinarian,  identifying  such 
cattle  and  showing  them  to  have  originated  in  such 
accredited  area,  that  the  herd  in  which  such  cattle 
originated  had  no  reactors  on  last  complete  herd 
test,  and  showing  such  cattle  negative  to  the  tuber- 


culin  test  within  one  year  of  date  of  exhibition. 
(Adopted  Nov.  10,  1927,  Revised  June  1,  1938,  June 
1,  1939,  May  1,  1941,  Jan.  2,  1942.) 

8-87-~) — Sale  and  distrilmtion  of  tuberculin — All  per- 
sons, companies,  partnerships  or  corporations  engaged 
in  the  sale  or  distribution  of  biological  products  within 
the  State  of  Illinois,  must  report  to  the  Division,  all 
sales  of  bovine  and  avian  tuberculin.  Sales  shall  be 
made  only  to  licensed  veterinarians  upon  presentation 
of  permits  issued  by  the  Department.  (Adopted  Nov.  10, 
1927,  Revised  Jan.  2,  1942.) 

8-87-6 — When  steers  to  be  quarantined — Steers,  not 
under  quarantine  as  provided  in  Section  twelve  of  the 
Bovine  Tuberculosis  Eradication  Act  (Rev.  Stat.  Chap.  8 
Sec.  98)  must  be  isolated  and  segregated  from  dairy  and 
breeding  cattle.  (Adopted  Jan.  2,  1942.) 

RULES  PROMULGATED  UNDER  AN  ACT  IN  RELA- 
TION TO  BANG’S  DISEASE  CONTROL  (Ap- 
proved July  12,  1939,  Amended  July  17,  1941.)  (See 
Appendix  “B”  Page  12.) 

8-13. ’i-l — Abortion-free  accredited  herd  defined — An 
“abortion-free  accredited  herd”  is  one  in  which  at  least 
two  annual  successive  negative  tests,  or  three  semi- 
annual successive  negative  tests,  have  been  conducted 
on  all  animals  in  the  herd  over  four  months  of  age. 
The  last  test  must  have  been  conducted  by  a laboratory 
approved  by  the  Department.  Additions  to  an  abortion- 
free  accredited  herd,  unless  from  an  abortion-free  accred- 
ited herd,  must  show  a negative  blood  test  followed  by 
a negative  60-day  retest  before  being  added  to  the  herd. 
Pregnant  cows,  except  from  abortion-free  accredited 
herds  shall  be  maintained  in  isolation  until  after  calv- 
ing, at  which  time  two  negative  blood  tests  at  30  to  60 
day  intervals  shall  be  required.  An  annual  negative 
blood  test  of  all  animals  over  four  months  of  age  in 
abortion-free  accredited  herds  is  essential  to  the  con- 
tinuation of  abortion-free  accreditation.  Calves  that 
have  been  vaccinated  for  Bang’s  disease  in  accordance 
with  the  regulations  of  the  Department,  shall  be  isolated 
from  the  herd  at  time  of  vaccination  and  shall  not  again 
be  added  to  the  herd  until  shown  to  be  negative  to  the 
Bang  test.  (Adopted  Jan.  2,  1942.) 

8-13.'i-2- — Tests — by  ivhom  made — report  required — • 
All  diagnostic  tests  conducted  for  the  detection  of  Bang’s 
disease,  or  bovine  infectious  abortion,  shall  be  conducted 
by  a State  approved  laboratory  or  by  an  accredited 
veterinarian,  approved  by  the  Department  to  make  such 
tests,  and  shall  be  immediately  reported  in  writing,  by 
the  person  who  shall  have  made  such  test,  to  the  De- 
partment. This  report  shall  contain  a statement  of 
results  obtained  in  at  least  three  dilutions,  and,  for  the 
purpose  of  identification,  the  name  and  address  of  the 
owner,  together  with  a complete  description  of  each 
animal  so  tested.  This  description  must  include  the 
color  and  markings  of  the  animal,  its  predominating 
breed,  approximate  age  and  weight,  and  the  number 
of  its  ear  tag,  and  if  a purebred  and  registered  animal, 
the  name  and  registration  number  shall  be  given.  Identi- 
fication of  animals  by  methods  other  than  ear  tags  must 
be  approved  by  the  Department.  (Adopted  Jan.  2,  1942.) 
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8-13J/-3 — When  herd  not  to  be  tested — No  herd  shall 
be  officially  tested  under  State  supervision  for  accredita- 
tion by  the  Department  that  has  been  injected  with  live 
culture  vaccine  or  live  abortion  germs,  until  a period 
of  at  least  one  year  following  such  injection,  nor  less 
than  six  months  following  injection  of  bacterins  and 
serums,  provided  that  where  calfhood  vaccination  is 
practised,  this  regulation  regarding  live  culture  vaccine 
or  live  abortion  germs,  shall  not  apply  to  vaccinated 
animals  that  have  been  Bang  tested  subsequent  to 
vaccination,  and  found  negative.  (Adopted  Jan.  2,  1942.) 

8-JJ//-J — Permit  required  to  vaccinate — report  to  be 
filed — Live  culture  vaccine  or  live  abortion  germs  shall 
not  be  used  on  any  cattle  within  the  State  except  by  a 
graduate  licensed  veterinarian  under  permit  from  the 
Department.  The  permit  may  be  used  by  the  veterina- 
rian, but  only  after  an  aggultination  test  for  Bang’s  dis- 
ease has  been  conducted,  and  the  test,  together  with  the 
herd  history,  indicates  that  the  use  of  live  culture  vac- 
cine or  live  abortion  germs  is  advisable,  provided  that 
no  prior  diagnostic  test  shall  be  required  of  calves  in 
herds  cooperating  under  the  experimental  calfhood  vac- 
cination  plan  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  Animal  In- 
dustry. The  test  chart,  and  the  report  of  vaccination 
shall  be  sent  to  the  Department.  The  report  must  be 
made  on  forms  furnished  by  the  Department  and  shall 
include  the  name  and  address  of  the  owner  of  the  vac- 
cinated cattle,  together  with  ear  tag  numbers.  If  the 
cattle  are  purebred  and  registered,  the  names  and  regis- 
tration numbers  shall  be  included.  (Revised  May  3, 
1937,  Jan.  2,  1942.) 

8-lSJi-o — Vaccinated  cattle  to  be  ear  tagged — All 
cattle  vaccinated  with  live  culture  vaccine  or  live  abor- 
tion germs  shall  be  ear-marked  by  a tag  number.  If  an 
ear  tag  is  lost  or  missing  from  any  vaccinated  animal, 
the  owner  of  the  animal  shall  immediately  have  the 
animal  re-tagged  arid  report  the  missing  number  and 
the  new  number  to  the  Department.  Identification  of 
animals  by  methods  other  than  by  ear  tag,  must  be 
approved  by  the  Department.  (Adopted  Jan.  2,  1942.) 

8-13J/-6 — Transfer  of  vaccinated  animals — The  trans- 
fer of  animals  vaccinated  for  Bang’s  disease  to  another 
herd  is  prohibited  except  on  permit  from  the  Depart- 
ment, or  until  a negative  test  made  by  a veterinarian 
approved  by  the  Department  for  making  Bang  tests  shall 
be  received  by  the  Department.  (Adopted  Jan.  2,  1942.) 

8-13Jf-7 — Sale  of  cattle  in  quarantine — The  sale  and 
transfer  of  cattle  in  quarantine  or  subject  to  quarantine 
is  prohibited  except: 

a — The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the 
shipment  of  quarantined  animals  to  market  for 
slaughter. 

b — The  owner  secures  a permit  from  the  Divi- 
sion for  transfer  to  other  herds,  and  provided  that 
permits  for  feeding  cattle  will  not  be  granted  for 
transfer  of  less  than  ten  head. 

c — An  approved,  accredited  veterinarian  sends  a 
report  of  negative  agglutination  test  to  the  Division. 
(Adopted  July  1,  1931,  Revised  Jan.  2,  1942.) 
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— Disposition  of  infected  animals — Animals 
known  to  be  infected  with  Bang’s  disease,  or  bovine  in- 
fectious abortion,  as  defined  in  section  one  of  the  Bang’s 
Disease  Act,  (Rev.  Stat.  Chap.  8 Sec.  134),  may  be  dis- 
posed of  as  follows: 

a — They  may  be  sold  for  immediate  slaughter, 
b — Under  permit  from  the  Department,  they 
may  be  sold  to  enter  other  herds  already  known  to 
be  infected  with  Bang’s  disease,  or  bovine  infectious 
abortion,  and  remain  under  quarantine. 

8-134-0 — Cattle  for  exhibition — All  cattle,  except 
steers  and  calves  under  five  months  of  age,  for  exhibi- 
tion purposes,  must  be  accompanied  by  a health  certifi- 
cate, issued  by  an  approved,  accredited  veterinarian, 
showing  them  to  be  from  a Bang’s  disease-free  accredited 
herd,  or  they  must  be  covered  by  a health  certificate, 
issued  by  an  approved,  accredited  veterinarian,  showing 
them  to  have  been  negative  to  the  agglutination  test 
for  Bang’s  disease,  such  test  to  have  been  made  within 
ninety  days  of  exhibition.  All  such  certificates  must 
give  the  date  of  test,  the  result  of  each  of  three  dilutions 
and  the  name  of  the  veterinarian  or  of  the  laboratory 
making  the  agglutination  test,  provided  an  animal  under 
eighteen  months  old  that  can  be  positively  identified  by 
either  registration  name  and  number,  ear  tag  number, 
tattoo,  or  other  mark,  nursing  negative  cows,  and  ac- 
companied by  a certificate  issued  by  an  accredited  vet- 
erinarian stating  that  the  animal  has  been  vaccinated 
while  between  five  and  eight  months  of  age  with  a 
product  approved  by  the  State  Department  and  one  pro- 
duced under  license  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry 
for  calfhood  vaccination  against  Bang’s  disease,  and  was 
negative  to  a Bang  test  prior  to  vaccination,  will  be 
permitted  to  show.  (Adopted  June  1,  1939,  Revised 
May  1,  1941,  Jan.  2,  1942.)

RULES  PROMULGATED  UNDER  AN  ACT  IN  RELA- 
TION TO  THE  USE  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  DEAD 
ANIMALS  (Approved  July  16,  1941.) 

8-149-1 — Failure  of  building  to  meet  requirements 
upon  first  ins2)ection — If,  upon  first  inspection,  the  build- 
ing, in  which  the  applicant  for  license  intends  to  conduct 
the  business  of  disposing  of  the  bodies  of  dead  animals, 
fails  to  comply  with  the  statutory  requirements  and  the 
rules  of  the  Department,  the  applicant  shall  be  granted 
a period  of  time  not  to  exceed  sixty  days  in  which  to 
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remedy  the  defects  specified,  except  that  in  extraordinary 
and  meritorious  cases,  and  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  of 
the  Department,  such  time  limit  of  sixty  days  may  be 
further  extended.  At  the  end  of  the  period,  another 
inspection  shall  be  made.  If,  upon  such  final  inspection, 
the  building  complies  with  the  requirements  of  the 
“Dead  Animal  Disposal  Act”  and  the  rules  of  the  Depart- 
ment issued  pursuant  thereto,  a license  shall  be  issued. 
(Adopted  Jan.  2,  1942.) 

8-l.'/0-2 — Fee  to  accompany  application — not  to  he  re- 
funded— The  original  application  for  license  shall  be 
accompanied  by  the  license  fee.  In  no  case  will  this  fee 
be  refunded.  (Adopted  Jan.  2,  1942.) 

8-1J/9-3 — Trucks  to  secure  annual  permit — All  trucks 
used  in  conveying  the  bodies  of  dead  animals  over  the 
highways  of  the  State  must  secure  an  annual  permit 
from  the  Department.  The  issuance  and  effect  of  such 
permit  shall  be  dependent  upon  such  trucks  meeting  the 
standard  for  equipment  and  operation  specified  in  Sec- 
tions 14,  15,  and  16  of  the  Dead  Animal  Disposal  Act. 
(Rev.  Stat.  Chap.  8 Sec.  162-163-164.)  Each  truck  granted 
a permit  under  this  rule  shall  have  the  inscription  “111. 

Dead  An.  Dis.  Act” — “111.  Permit  No ” painted  in  a 

conspicuous  place  in  contrasting  colors  on  the  bed  of 
the  truck  in  letters  not  less  than  three  inches  high. 
(Adopted  Aug.  1,  1941,  Revised  Jan.  2,  1942.) 

8-U/9-4 — Temporary  truck  permits  may  he  issued — 
When  a rendering  plant  has  made  application  for  a 
license  and  changes  or  improvements  are  in  process  of 
being  made  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act, 
the  Department  may  issue  temporary  truck  permits  for 
the  period  allowed  to  conform  with  the  requirements 
for  a license. 
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APPENDIX 

A — Statutory  regulations  Sections  11  to  13  inclusive 
of  the  Bovine  Tuberculosis  Eradication  Law. 

§ 11.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  Section  12 
of  this  Act,  all  cattle  brought  into  the  State  of  Illinois 
or  shipped  from  public  stock  yards  within  the  State  by 
any  person  or  by  any  railroad  or  other  transportation 
company  (unless  said  cattle  are  consigned  to  and  de- 
livered by  the  transportation  comnany  within  the  con- 
fines of  the  Union  Stock  Yards,  Chicago,  the  National 
Stock  Yards,  East  St.  Louis,  or  the  Union  Stock  Yards, 
Peoria,  or  any  other  like  public  stock  yard)  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a certificate  of  health,  including  the 
tuberculin  test,  administered  in  accordance  with  the 
regulations  of  the  United  States  Denartment  of  Agri- 
culture within  thirty  (30)  days  previous  to  said  cattle 
being  brought  into  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  may  be  held 
in  quarantine  for  a tuberculin  retest  to  be  applied  under 
the  direction  of  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture  not 
sooner  than  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  arrival  of  cattle 
within  the  State. 

§ 12.  1.  Cattle  from  State  and  Federal  accredited 

tuberculosis-free  herds  may  be  shipped  into  the  State  of 
Illinois  when  accompanied  by  a certificate  of  health, 
issued  by  an  accredited  veterinarian  in  good  standing, 
showing  such  cattle  to  have  originated  in  an  accredited 
herd,  giving  the  accredited  herd  number  and  identifying 
them  either  by  ear  tag  number  or  registration  name  and 
number.  Such  cattle  shall  not  be  subject  to  quarantine 
for  tuberculosis,  except  as  provided  in  paragraph  6 of 
this  Section. 

2.  Cattle  from  modified  tuberculosis-free  accredited 
area  may  be  shipped  into  Illinois  when  accompanied  by 
a certificate  of  health,  issued  by  an  accredited  veterina- 
rian in  good  standing,  identifying  such  cattle  and  show- 
ing them  to  have  originated  in  such  accredited  area,  that 
the  herd  in  which  such  cattle  originated  had  no  reactors 
on  last  complete  herd  test,  and  showing  such  cattle 
negative  to  tuberculin  test  within  one  year  of  date  of 
shipment.  Such  cattle  shall  not  be  subject  to  quarantine 
for  tuberculosis,  except  as  provided  in  paragraph  6 of 
this  Section. 

3.  Female  cattle  of  the  beef  breeds  for  feeding  or 
grazing  purposes  may  be  shipped  into  Illinois  from  a 
modified  tuberculosis-free  area,  or  from  a public  stock 
yard,  without  tuberculin  test  and  be  held  in  quarantine 
until  released  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

4.  Steers  may  be  shipped  into  Illinois  from  modified 
area,  or  from  public  stock  yards  where  known  tuberculin 
reactors  are  segregated.  Such  cattle  shall  not  be  subject 
to  quarantine  for  tuberculosis,  except  as  provided  in 
paragraph  6 of  this  Section. 

5.  All  cattle  may  be  shipped  for  immediate  slaughter 
without  a tuberculin  test.  Such  cattle,  however,  shall 
be  held  in  quarantine  until  slaughtered. 
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6.  When,  for  the  protection  of  the  live  stock  herds 
of  Illinois,  and  in  the  interest  of  the  general  public,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  it  is 
deemed  advisable,  said  Department  shall  have  the  au- 
thority to  quarantine  for  tuberculosis  all  cattle  shipped 
into  Illinois  or  from  a public  stock  yard  unless  such 
cattle  have  passed  a negative  tuberculin  test  within 
thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  shipment. 

7.  Every  person,  transportation  company  or  truck 
operator  transporting  cattle  into  the  State  from  points 
without  the  State,  consigned  or  delivered  other  than  to 
a public  stock  yard,  shall,  within  twenty-four  (24)  hours 
after  such  cattle  are  unloaded  in  the  State,  report  to  the 
Department,  giving  name  and  address  of  consignor  and 
location  of  loading  point,  the  name  and  address  of  con- 
signee and  location  of  unloading  point,  the  number  and 
kind  of  cattle  and  the  breed. 

§ 13.  All  certificates  of  health  shall  be  issued  in 
duplicate  form  by  veterinarians  in  good  standing  and 
shall  be  approved  by  the  State  Veterinarian  or  official  in 
charge  of  live  stock  sanitary  control  in  the  State  in 
which  the  shipment  has  its  origin,  or  by  an  inspector  of 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.  Before 
accepting  consignment  of  cattle  for  importation  into  the 
State  of  Illinois,  transportation  companies  shall  require 
that  the  original  of  said  certificates  of  health,  be  de- 
livered to  them  to  be  attached  to  the  waybill  and  accom- 
pany the  shipment  to  its  destination.  When  cattle  are 
driven,  moved  by  truck,  or  otherwise  transported  into 
the  State  of  Illinois,  said  certificate  of  health,  must  be 
carried  by  the  person  in  charge  of  said  cattle.  A dupli- 
cate of  each  certificate  of  health  under  which  cattle  are 
brought  into  the  State  of  Illinois,  for  breeding  or  dairy 
purposes  as  in  this  Act  required,  shall  be  mailed  to  the 
Department  of  Agriculture,  on  or  before  the  date  bring- 
ing such  cattle  into  the  State.  Furthermore,  the  agent 
of  any  transportation  company  delivering  cattle  covered 
by  a certificate  of  health  within  the  State  of  Illinois  shall 
immediately  detach  from  said  waybill  said  certificate  of 
health  and  immediately  forward  same  to  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  and  such  transportation  company  may, 
with  each  shipment,  require  an  extra  duplicate  to  be 
filed  with  such  transportation  company  for  record. 

B — Statutory  regulations  Sections  6 to  8 inclusive 
of  the  Bang’s  Disease  Control  Law. 

§ 6.  No  dairy  or  breeding  cattle  more  than  four 
months  of  age  shall  be  imported  into  the  State  of  Illinois 
unless  such  cattle  are  accompanied  by  a certificate  of 
health  issued  by  a veterinarian  in  good  standing  and 
approved  by  the  State  veterinarian  or  livestock  sanitary 
official  of  the  State  of  origin  or  by  an  inspector  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  showing  the 
cattle  to  have  passed  a negative  agglutination  blood  test 
for  Bang’s  disease  within  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the 
date  of  entry  except  as  hereinafter  otherwise  provided. 

No  dairy  or  breeding  cattle  more  than  four  months 
of  age  shall  be  shipped  from  any  public  stockyards  in 
Illinois  consigned  to  any  point  within  the  State  unless 
such  cattle  are  accompanied  by  a certificate  of  health 
issued  by  an  accredited  veterinarian  showing  such  cattle 
to  have  passed  a negative  agglutination  blood  test  for 
Bang’s  disease  before  they  left  such  public  stockyards. 
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Dairy  and  breeding  cattle  consigned  to  public  stock- 
yards  in  Illinois  may  enter  such  public  stockyards  with- 
out test  or  certificates  of  health  showing  them  to  be  free 
from  Bang’s  disease. 

Dairy  and  breeding  cattle  from  abortion-free  ac- 
credited herds  may  enter  the  State  without  a test  for 
Bang’s  disease  when  accompanied  by  a certificate  of 
health  issued  by  an  accredited  veterinarian  of  the  State 
of  origin  showing  such  cattle  to  have  originated  from 
such  abortion-free  accredited  herds  and  giving  the  ac- 
credited herd  number.  The  Department  may  adopt  rules 
and  regulations  permitting  entry  of  cattle  that  have  been 
treated  with  a vaccine  containing  Brucella  micro-organ- 
isms, provided  such  cattle  can  be  positively  identified 
and  a certificate  of  vaccination  issued  by  an  accredited 
veterinarian  is  filed  with  the  Department,  provided  such 
cattle  shall  be  quarantined  and  remain  in  quarantine 
until  they  show  a negative  Bang  test  administered  in 
accordance  with  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture. 

Cattle  for  feeding  and  grazing  purposes  only  may 
enter  the  State  or  may  be  shipped  from  public  stock- 
yards  within  the  State  without  test  for  Bang’s  disease 
or  certificates  of  health  but  such  cattle  shall  be  held 
in  strict  quarantine  during  the  feeding  and  grazing 
period  under  rules  and  regulations  to  be  adopted  by  the 
Department. 

All  certificates  of  health  or  reports  of  tests  shall 
carry  an  identification  of  the  animals  involved  either  by 
registration  name  and  number  or  by  number  on  the  ear 
tag  placed  in  the  right  ear  of  the  animal. 

§ 7.  Before  accepting  any  dairy  or  breeding  cattle 
for  shipment  into  the  State  of  Illinois  or  consigned  to 
points  within  the  State  of  Illinois,  except  to  a public 
stockyards,  every  person,  transportation  company  or 
truck  operator  shall  require  that  a certificate  of  health 
or  certificate  of  origin  from  an  abortion-free  accredited 
herd,  as  required  by  the  immediately  preceding  section, 
accompany  the  bill  of  lading  or  the  animal  to  its  destina- 
tion. Such  person,  transportation  company  or  truck 
operator  shall  have  such  certificate  in  his  or  its  posses- 
sion at  all  times  from  the  loading  of  such  animal  to  the 
delivery  of  such  animal  at  its  destination. 

§ 8.  Every  person,  transportation  company  or  truck 
operator  transporting  cattle  into  the  State  from  points 
without  the  State  consigned  or  delivered  other  than  to 
a public  stockyards,  shall,  within  twenty-four  (24)  hours 
after  such  cattle  are  unloaded  in  the  State,  report  to  the 
Department,  giving  the  name  and  address  of  the  con- 
signor and  the  location  of  the  loading  point,  the  name 
and  address  of  the  consignee  and  the  location  of  the  un- 
loading point,  the  number  and  kind  of  cattle  and  the 
breed. 
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EXPLANATORY  NOTE 


The  rules  and  regulations  contained  herein  have 
been  arranged  according  to  the  acts  under  which  they 
are  promulgated  in  the  order  in  which  these  acts  appear 
in  the  Illinois  Revised  Statutes.  Each  rule  has  a cita- 
tion number  which  consists  of  three  figures.  The  first 
figure  indicates  the  number  of  the  chapter  in  the  Re- 
vised Statutes  in  which  the  act  is  found.  The  second 
figure  refers  to  the  number  of  the  first  section  of  the 
act  under  which  the  rule  is  promulgated.  The  third 
figure  designates  the  particular  rule  under  each  act. 
For  example,  the  first  rule  is  numbered  “8-23a-l.”  The 
first  figure,  “8”,  refers  to  the  chapter  in  the  Revised 
Statutes  in  which  the  authority  for  the  rule  is  found. 
The  second  figure,  “23a”,  indicates  that  the  particular 
act  under  which  the  rule  is  promulgated,  begins  at 
section  23a  of  this  chapter.  The  third  figure,  “1”,  shows 
that  this  rule  is  the  first  one  under  the  Rabies  Act. 
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DIVISION  OF  LIVESTOCK  INDUSTRY

DEFINITIONS 

I:  The  term  “Department,”  or  “Department  of  Agricul- 

! ture,”  unless  otherwise  indicated,  means  the  Department 
|;Of  Agriculture  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

The  term  “Division,”  or  “Livestock  Division,”  means 
! the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  of  the  Illinois  De- 
partment of  Agriculture. 

The  term  “Bureau  of  Animal  Industry”  means  the 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
iiment  of  Agriculture. 

' The  term  “Bang’s  disease”  means  the  disease  where- 
in an  animal  is  infected  with  “Brucella  Abortus  irre- 
spective of  the  occurrence  or  absence  of  clinical  symp- 
jtoms  of  bovine  infectious  abortion. 

The  term  “agglutination  test”  means  a test  made 
*by  using  a standardized  suspension  of  killed  brucella 
''micro-organisms  in  dilution  of  blood  serum  taken  from 
I the  animal  to  be  tested.  The  clumping  or  agglutination 
Oof  the  killed  brucella  micro-organisms  in  a dilution  of 
I I part  of  serum  to  50  parts  of  the  killed  brucella  micro- 
r organisms  is  classed  as  a “suspect.”  The  clumping  or 
I agglutination  of  the  killed  brucella  micro-organisms  in 
I a dilution  of  1 part  of  serum  to  100  parts  of  the  killed 
! brucella  micro-organisms  or  in  any  higher  dilution  is 
classed  as  a “reactor.” 

The  term  “Bang’s  infected  animal”  or  “Bang’s  re- 
actor” means  an  animal  which  has  given  a positive  re- 
j action  to  the  “agglutination  test’  or  any  other  recognized 
tests  for  the  detection  of  Bang’s  disease  approved  by  the 
' Department  or  if  “Brucella  Abortus”. has  been  found  in 
the  body  or  in  the  body  discharges. 

The  term  “accredited  veterinarian”  means  a veter- 
inarian who  has  successfully  passed  an  examination 
‘ given  by  the  State  of  Illinois  and  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture. 

The  term  “quarantine”  means  a condition  in  which 
animals  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart  froni  and  not 
allowed  to  come  in  contact  in  any  way  with  other 
«,  animals. 

The  term  “restriction”  or  “restricted”  means  a con- 
dition in  which  animals  shall  be  kept  on  certain  desig- 
J nated  premises  and  shall  not  be  allowed  to  come  in 
contact  in  any  way  with  animals  from  other  premises. 
1 The  term  “public  stockyards”  means  the  Union 
'■  Stockyards  located  at  Chicago,  the  National  Stockyards 
located  at  East  St.  Louis,  the  Union  Stockyards  located 
at  Peoria,  the  Springfield  Stockyards  located  at  Spring- 
field,  or  any  other  public  stockyards  located  within  the 
{ state  of  Illinois  and  subject  to  regulation  under  the 
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provisions  of  the  “Packers  and  Stockyards  Act”  enacted! 
by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States. 

Infectious  disease”  means  the  reaction  resulting 
from  the  introduction  into  the  body  of  a specific  disease- 
producing  organism  or  its  toxic  product. 

“Contagious  disease”  means  a specific  infectious 
disease  which  is  readily  transmitted  from  host  to  host 
by  direct  contact  or  by  means  of  intermediate  hosts. 

DOGS 

8-23a-l.  Entry  into  State,  and/or  for  Exhibition — 
Certificate  of  Health.  Dogs  brought  into  the  State  of 
Illinois,  or  exhibited  within  the  State,  must  be  accom- 
panied by  a certificate  of  health  issued  by  an  approved, 
accredited  veterinarian  within  30  days  of  entry  and/or 
exhibition,  stating  that  the  animal  or  animals  are  free 
from  communicable  disease,  and  all  animals  over  8 
weeks  of  age  have  been  vaccinated  against  rabies  within 
a period  of  six  months. 


SWINE 

8-9a.-l.  Swine  shipped  from  public  stockyards.  Vac- 
cination and  quarantine  required — Swine  shipped  from 
public  stockyards  must  be  covered  by  a permit  issued 
by  the  Department.  A permit  for  shipment  will  be 
issued  only  after  immunization  by  the  simultaneous 
treatment,  administered  by  a representative  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  Animal  Industry  or  of  the  Department  or  by  an 
accredited  veterinarian  designated  by  the  Department. 
Temperature  readings  shall  be  made  to  determine  that 
normal  temperature  prevails  before  treatment  is  admin- 
istered. Such  swine  shall  be  held  under  quarantine  for 
twenty-one  days  after  arrival  on  the  owner’s  premises, 
and  the  owner  shall  report  their  condition  to  the  Live- 
stock Division  of  the  Department  at  the  end  of  the 
quarantine  period. 

8-9a-2.  When  swine  not  from  public  stockyards  may 
be  admitted  to  the  State.  Swine  for  feeding  or  breeding 
purposes,  not  coming  through  public  stockyards,  will 
be  admitted  to  the  State: 

a.  Upon  permit  from  the  Livestock  Division  when 
such  permit  is  accompanied  by  a certificate  of  health 
issued  by  a federal  official  or  an  approved,  accredited 
veterinarian  of  the  State  of  origin.  A copy  of  the  per- 
mit must  accompany  the  swine.  Such  swine  are  to  be 
vaccinated  by  a licensed  veterinarian  on  arrival,  either 
by  the  simultaneous  treatment  or  by  the  tissue  or 
crystal  violet  vaccine  method,  provided  that  pigs  treated 
by  either  of  the  last  two  methods  must  be  at  least  eight 
weeks  of  age  at  the  time  of  vaccination.  All  swine 
vaccinated  shall  be  held  under  quarantine  for  twenty- 
one  days,  and  the  owner  of  such  swine  shall  report 
their  condition  to  the  Livestock  Division  of  the  Depart- 
ment at  the  end  of  the  twenty-one  day  period. 

b.  When  accompanied  by  a certificate  issued  by  a 
federal  veterinarian  or  an  approved  accredited  veter- 
inarian of  the  State  of  origin  showing  that  these  swine 
have  been  vaccinated  by  the  simultaneous  method  more 
than  twenty-one  days  before  shipment,  or  with  Boynton 
tissue  vaccine  or  crystal  violet  vaccine  not  less  than 
14  days  or  more  than  9 months  before  shipment,  pro- 
vided that  swine  vaccinated  by  either  of  the  last  two 
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tiethods  must  have  been  at  least  eight  weeks  of  age  at 
lie  time  of  vaccination. 

X 8-9a-3.  Ohligation  of  tr'ansportation  company  to  re- 
\ire  Health  Certificate.  Transportation  companies,  be- 
ore  accepting  shipments  of  swine  into  Illinois,  shall 
equire  certificate  of  health.  The  original  of  such  cer- 
jificate  shall  accompany  the  swine,  and  the  veterinarian 
ssuing  such  certificate  of  health  shall  immediately  for- 
/ard  the  duplicate  of  such  certificate  to  the  Livestock 
)ivision  of  the  Department. 

8-9a-4.  Swine  for  exhibition.  All  swine  for  exhibi- 
ion  in  Illinois  must  be  accompanied  by  a certificate  of 
health  issued  by  an  approved,  accredited  veterinarian 
bowing  them  on  clinical  examination  to  be  free  from 
• ny  contagious  or  infectious  disease.  All  swine  must 
ilso  be  immunized  against  hog  cholera  either  by  the 
Simultaneous  treatment  more  than  twenty-one  days  prior 

0 the  date  of  exhibition,  or  by  the  serum  alone  treat- 
nent  within  ten  days  prior  to  date  of  exhibition,  or  by 
loynton  tissue  vaccine  or  crystal  violet  vaccine  not  less 
han  fourteen  days  or  more  than  9 months  prior  to 
xhibition;  provided  that  pigs  treated  by  either  of  the 
ast  two  methods  must  have  been  at  least  eight  weeks 
if  age  at  the  time  of  vaccination.  All  swine  must  be 
.ccompanied  by  certificate  of  vaccination  issued  by  a 
icensed  veterinarian,  or  by  a notarized  affidavit  of  the 
I'wner  certifying  that  he  has  vaccinated  the  swine  in 
'ompliance  with  the  above  regulations,  giving  the  date 
)f  vaccination,  name  of  manufacturer  of  serum  and/or 
^accine,  and  the  serial  number  of  the  serum  and/or 
"accine  used.  Swine  to  be  shown  must  be  identified  on 
:he  vaccination  certificate.  The  certificate  must  identify 
'he  animals  by  breed,  color,  weight,  or  registration 
lumbers. 

j Swine  consigned  to  Community  Sales — See  “Com-

SHEEP 

8-168-1.  When  sheej)  may  be  admitted  to  the  State. 
U1  sheep  coming  into  Illinois,  except  for  immediate 
daughter,  and  except  for  feeding  and  grazing  purposes 
ipon  special  permit  from  the  Livestock  Division  of  the 
Department,  must  be  accompanied  by  a health  certificate 
showing  that  the  animals  have  been  inspected  and  found 
Tee  from  all  infectious,  contagious,  or  communicable 
iisease  and  that  they  have  not  been  exposed  to  scabies 
vithin  the  last  twelve  months.  Such  certificate  must 
)e  signed  by  an  approved,  accredited  veterinarian  or  by 

1 veterinarian  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry.

' 8-168-3.  Feeding  and  grazing  sheep  admitted  upon 

special  permit.  Quarantine.  Sheep  for  feeding  and  graz- 
ng  purposes  brought  into  the  State  under  special  permit 
Tom  the  Livestock  Division  of  the  Department  shall  be 
Dlaced  under  quarantine  until  ready  for  market  and 
'mist  be  inspected  by  a veterinarian,  at  the  expense  of 
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the  owner,  within  ten  days  prior  to  marketing.  If  the 
sheep  are  found  to  be  infected  with  scabies,  they  must 
be  dipped  prior  to  being  marketed  in  a dip  specified  by 
the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  or  shipped  in  a car 
displaying  a placard,  “Scabies  Sheep  Consigned  to  Yards 
for  Slaughter.” 

8-168-4.  All  sheep  known  to  be  infected  with,  or  ex- 
posed to,  sheep  scab  mites  are  required  to  be  dipped 
twice  as  directed  by  the  Department  in  a lime  and  sul- 
phur solution  ten  days  apart  at  temperatures  from  95° 
to  105°  Fahrenheit.  Failure  by  the  owner  or  his  agent 
to  comply  with  this  regulation  will  result  in  a quaran- 
tine of  the  animals  and  premises  affected,  and  will  sub- 
ject the  owner  to  the  penalties  provided  by  law  for 
failure  to  comply  with  quarantine  regulations. 

8-168-5.  Sheep  for  exhibition  . All  sheep  for  exhibi- 
tion purposes  in  Illinois  must  be  accompanied  by  an 
official  health  certificate  signed  by  an  approved,  accred- 
ited veterinarian  or  by  a veterinarian  of  the  Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry,  showing  them  to  be  free  from  infecti- 
ous or  contagious  diseases. 

Sheep  consigned  to  Community  Sale.  See  “Commun- 
ity Sales.” 

SICK,  DISEASED,  AND  CRIPPLED  ANIMALS 

8-168-6.  Disposal  of  sick,  diseased,  and  crippled  ani- 
7nals  at  stockyards.  No  person,  firm,  or  corporation 
shall  remove  from  any  public  stockyards  any  sick,  dis- 
eased, or  crippled  animals  for  the  purpose  of  producing 
meat  to  be  sold  for  human  consumption,  except  in  case 
where  the  Department  releases  such  animals  after  ante- 
mortem inspection,  provided  that  this  restriction  shall 
not  apply  to  any  slaughter  house  where  Federal  Inspec- 
tion is  maintained. 

HORSES,  MULES  AND  ASSES 

8-168-7.  Entry  into  State.  Horses,  mules  and  asses 
must  be  accompanied  by  an  official  health  certificate 
issued  within  30  days  of  shipment  showing  such  animal 

or  animals  to  be  free  from  transmissible  diseases.

GOATS 

8-168-8.  Entry.  Goats  must  be  accompanied  by  an 
official  health  certificate  issued  within  30  days  of  ship- 
ment, showing  such  animals  to  be  free  from  communi- 
cable and  infectious  diseases  and  including  report  of 
negative  test  to  Brucella  melitensis. 

Exhibition.  Goats  must  be  accompanied  by  an  offi- 
cial health  certificate  issued  within  90  days,  showing 
such  animals  to  be  free  from  communicable  and  in- 
fectious diseases  and  including  report  of  negative  test 
to  Brucella  melitensis. 

BOVINE  TUBERCULOSIS 

8-87-1.  Tuberculosis-free  Accredited  Herd  defined. 
A tuberculosis-free  accredited  herd  of  cattle  is  one  in 
which  the  entire  herd  has  passed  two  negative  succes- 
sive annual  physical  examinations  and  tuberculin  tests. 
Herds  in  which  reactors  to  the  tuberculin  test  occur 
shall  be  quarantined  and,  unless  released  under  permit 
by  the  Department,  shall  be  required  to  pass  three  nega- 
tive tuberculin  tests  not  less  than  60  days  apart  to  lift 
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uarantiiie;  and  further,  such  herds  shall  not  be  accred- 
ited until  they  have  passed  a tuberculin  test  without 
vidence  of  reaction,  not  less  than  12  nor  more  than  14 
rnonths  following  the  test  in  which  reactors  to  the  tuber- 
liulin  test  were  disclosed,  or  which  have  been  otherwise 
' ested  in  a manner  approved  by  the  Department.  Such 
jihysical  examinations  and  tuberculin  tests  shall  be  ap- 
i)lied  by  an  accredited  veterinarian,  or  by  a veterinarian 
■egularly  employed  by  the  State  or  United  States  Bureau 
^»f  Animal  Industry. 

8-87-2.  Sale  of  quarantined  cattle.  The  sale  and 
,ransfer  of  cattle  in  quarantine  is  prohibited  except  as 
ollows: 

a.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the  shipment 
of  the  quarantined  animals,  to  market  for 

1 slaughter; 

1 b.  The  owner  secures  a written  permit  from  the 
Division  for  transfer  of  feeding  and  grazing  cat- 
j tie,  provided  that  permits  will  not  be  granted  for

c.  When  an  approved,  accredited  veterinarian  sends

the  Division,  and  quarantine  is  officially  released. 

1 8-87-3.  When  indemnity  will  he  paid  on  tests  made 

by  a practitioner.  Indemnity  will  be  paid  to  owners  of 
dairy  and  breeding  cattle  which  react  to  the  tuberculin 
kest  administered  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  by  ap- 
proved, accredited  veterinarians,  provided: 

J a.  Cattle  are  not  in  quarantine  or  subject  to  quaran- 

I tine  prior  to  test,  and  compliance  is  made  with 

[ statutory  requirements  governing  payment  of  in- 

' demnity; 

b.  That  before  making  such  tests,  the  veterinarian 

I secures  from  the  Division  a written  permit  in 

! compliance  with  Paragraph  1 of  the  Uniform 

Rules  and  Methods,  issued  December  18,  1943; 

c.  All  infected  premises  have  been  properly  cleaned 
and  disinfected  with  a disinfectant  specified  by 
the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  in  accordance 
with  recommendations  of  the  proper  State  or 
Bureau  official. 

8-87-4.  Cattle  for  exhibition.  All  cattle  for  exhibi- 
tion purposes  in  Illinois  must  be  accompanied  by  a 
■health  certificate  issued  and  signed  by  an  approved, 

accredited  veterinarian  showing  them  to  have  been  nega- 
tive to  the  tuberculin  test  within  ninety  (90)  days  of 
exhibition,  provided: 

a.  Cattle  originating  in  a tuberculosis-free  accred- 
ited herd  may  exhibit  when  accompanied  by  a 
health  certificate  issued  and  signed  by  an  ap- 
proved, accredited  veterinarian,  showing  such 
cattle  to  have  originated  in  such  accredited  herd, 
and  giving  the  accredited  herd  number. 

8-87-5.  Sale  and  distribution  of  tuberculin.  All  per- 
sons, companies,  partnerships,  or  corporations  engaged 
in  the  sale  or  distribution  of  biological  products  within 
the  State  of  Illinois  must  report  to  the  Division  all 
'sales  of  bovine  and  avian  tuberculin.  Sales  shall  be 
imade  only  to  licensed  veterinarians. 

8-87-6.  When  steers  are  to  be  quarantined.  Steers, 
I not  under  quarantine  as  provided  in  Section  12  of  the 
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Bovine  Tuberculosis  Eradication  Act  (Rev.  Stat.  Chap. 
8,  Sec.  98)  must  be  isolated  and  segregated  from  dairy 
and  breeding  cattle. 

BANG’S  DISEASE 

8-134-1.  Ahortion-free  Accredited  Herd  defined.  An 
abortion-free  accredited  herd  is  one  in  which  at  least 
two  annual  successive  negative  tests,  or  three  semi- 
annual successive  negative  tests,  have  been  conducted 
on  all  animals  in  the  herd  over  four  months  of  age,  and 
for  which  a certificate  has  been  issued  by  the  Livestock 
Sanitary  authority  of  the  State. 

Additions  to  an  ahortion-free  accredited  herd.  Addi- 
tions to  an  abortion-free  accredited  herd  must  originate 
from: 

1.  Abortion-free  accredited  herds.  All  animals  that 
are  members  of  an  accredited  herd  in  good  stand- 
ing are  eligible.  Or 

2.  Herds  entirely  negative  to  test  within  90  days, 
but  not  accredited,  provided 

A.  Non-pregnant  females  and  bulls  must  have 
been  tested  within  30  days  and  proven  nega- 
tive, and  must  be  retested  in  30  days  before 
entering  herd. 

B.  Pregnant  animals  must  have  been  tested 
within  30  days  and  proven  negative,  and 
m,ust  be  retested  60  days  after  calving  and 
proven  negative. 

C.  Such  additions  are  not  recognized  as  a part 
of  the  accredited  herd  until  negative  retests 
have  been  reported. 

Vaccination  in  accredited  herds.  Calves  that  have 
been  vaccinated  for  Bang’s  disease  in  accordance  with 
the  regulations  of  the  Department  shall  not  be  con- 
sidered a part  of  the  accredited  herd  at  time  of  vaccina- 
tion and  shall  not  again  be  considered  a part  of  the 
accredited  herd  until  shown  to  be  negative  to  the  Bang’s 
test. 

8-134-2.  Tests — -By  Whom  Made — Report  Required. 
All  diagnostic  tests  conducted  for  the  detection  of  Bang’s 
disease,  or  bovine  infectious  abortion,  shall  be  conducted 
by  a State  approved  laboratory,  or  by  an  accredited 
veterinarian  approved  by  the  Department  to  make  such 
tests,  and  shall  be  immediately  reported  in  writing  to 
the  Department  by  the  person  who  shall  have  made  such 
test.  This  report  shall  contain  a statement  of  results 
obtained  in  at  least  three  dilutions  and,  for  the  purpose 
of  identification,  the  name  and  address  of  the  owner, 
together  with  complete  identification  of  each  animal  so 
tested.  This  identification  must  include  the  predominat- 
ing breed,  sex,  approximate  age,  and  the  number  of  its 
ear  tag,  and  if  a purebred  and  registered  animal,  the 
registration  number  shall  be  given.  Identification  of 
animals  by  methods  other  than  ear  tags  must  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Department. 

8-134-3.  Identification  of  vaccinated  cattle.  All  pure- 
bred cattle  vaccinated  with  live  culture  vaccine  or  live 
abortion  germs  shall  be  identified  on  the  vaccination 
certificate  by  name  and  registration  number  and/or 
record  association  approved  individual  tattoos.  All  grade 
or  not  permanently  identified  cattle  so  vaccinated  shall 
be  ear  tagged  in  the  right  ear  with  an  identification 
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ig,  and  also  a tattoo  or  ear  notch  in  the  right  ear 
pproved  by  the  Department.  If  an  ear  tag  is  lost  from 
ay  vaccinated  animal,  the  owner  shall  immediately 
ave  the  animal  retagged  and  report  the  missing  tag 
umber  and  the  new  number  to  the  Department.  Iden- 
fication  of  animals  by  other  than  the  above  methods 
iiust  be  approved  by  the  Department.  When  a tattoo 
! used  for  identification  it  shall  show  the  month  and 
ear 'of  vaccination  with  the  letter  “V.”  The  numeral 
Dr  the  month  shall  precede  the  letter  “V,  and  the  last 
gure  of  the  year  shall  follow  the  letter  “V”  as,  for 
sample,  1V6  means  the  month  of  January,  1946.  “V” 
leans  vaccinated. 

8-134-4.  Disposition  and  tattooing  of  infected  ani- 
lals. — Excepting  registered  purebred  animals  and  vac- 
inated  calves,  all  animals  including  vaccinated  calves 
ot  registered  as  purebreds,  after  20  months  of  age, 
nown  to  be  infected  with  Bang’s  disease,  or  bovine 
ifectious  abortion,  as  defined  in  Section  One  of  the 
lang’s  disease  Act,  shall  be  tattooed  in  the  left  ear  with 
he  letter  “B”  to  be  preceded  by  the  numeral  represent- 
'ug  the  month  and  followed  by  the  last  numeral  of  the 
ear  of  reaction,  as,  for  example,  a reactor  in  May,  1942 
hall  be  tattooed  5B2,  or  identified  by  some  other  iden- 
ification  approved  by  the  Department.  Such  animal  may 
le  disposed  of  as  follows: 

i a.  They  may  be  sold  for  immediate  slaughter. 

b.  Under  permit  from  the  Department,  they  may  be 
sold  to  enter  other  herds  already  known  to  be 
infected  with  Bang’s  disease  (bovine  infectious 
abortion)  or  where  all  animals  have  been  officially 
i vaccinated,  and  remain  under  restriction. 

8-134-5.  Cattle  for  exhihition — Bang's  disease.  All 
attle,  except  steers  and  calves  under  four  months  of 
ige,  for  exhibition  purposes,  must  be  accompanied  by 
in  official  health  certificate  showing  them  to  be  from  a 
Bang’s  disease-free  accredited  herd,  or  they  must  be 
•overed  by  an  official  health  certificate  showing  them 

0 have  been  negative  to  the  agglutination  test  for 
Bang’s  disease,  such  test  to  have  been  made  within 
linety  (90)  days  of  exhibition.  All  such  certificates 
nust  give  the  date  of  test,  the  result  of  each  of  three 
lilutions,  and  the  name  of  the  veterinarian  or  of  the 
aboratory  making  the  agglutination  test,  provided  an 
inimal  under  twenty  months  old  that  can  be  positively 
dentified  by  either  registration  name  and  number,  ear 
;ag  number,  tattoo,  or  other  mark,  and  accompanied  by 

1 certificate  issued  by  an  accredited  veterinarian  stat- 
ng  that  the  animal  has  been  vaccinated  while  between 
>’our  and  eight  months  of  age  with  a product  approved 
jy  the  State  Department  and  one  produced  under  license 
Df  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  for  calfhood  vaccina- 
:ion  against  Bang’s  disease,  will  be  permitted  to  show, 
provided  further: 

Suspects  may  show,  providing  there  was  a complete 
lerd  test  made  at  the  time  the  suspect  was  found,  and 
(Providing  that  the  herd  was  entirely  free  from  reactors. 

Vaccinated  calves  that  are  suspects  at  20  months  of 
age  are  not  eligible  to  show  unless  there  was  a complete 
lerd  test  at  the  time  the  suspect  was  found,  and  pro- 
i^ided  the  entire  herd  was  free  from  reactors. 

( 
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Steers — May  exhibit  without  tuberculin  and  Bang's 
test  provided  they  are  isolated  from  all  other  cattle. 

8-134-6.  Transfer  of  cattle  in  quarantine  or  under 
restriction.  The  transfer  of  animals  in  quarantine  or 
under  restriction,  or  subject  to  quarantine  and  restric- 
tion, is  prohibited  except  on  permit  secured  from  the 
Department. 

8-134-7.  Release  of  cattle  in  quarantine  or  under 
restriction.  Animals  are  released  when : 

A.  An  animal  is  shipped  to  public  stockyards  for 
slaughter,  accompanied  by  report  on  forms  fur- 
nished by  the  Department  (C-24  or  T.  E.  27), 
and  when  a copy  of  such  report  has  been  re- 
ceived by  the  Department; 

B.  When  the  animal  is  slaughtered  at  a place  other 
than  a public  stockyard,  and  a notarized  report 
of  slaughter  is  furnished  to  the  Department 
within  ten  days  of  slaughter; 

C.  All  positive  animals  not  vaccinated,  all  adult 
animals  that  were  positive  to  test  prior  to  vac- 
cination, all  adult  animals  that  were  not  tested 
prior  to  vaccination,  are  required  to  have  two 
successive  negative  tests  not  less  than  30  days 
apart  and  not  less  than  30  days  from  calving, 
one  of  which  tests  must  have  been  read  at  a 
State-Federal  or  State-Federal-approved  labora- 
tory; 

D.  Vaccinated  animals  that  were  negative  to  test 
prior  to  vaccination  must  show  one  negative 
test. 

8-134-8.  Facts  Regarding  Ranges  disease  (hovine 
brucellosis ) control  with  application  for  herd  test. 

PLAFI  A.  Plan  A is  recommended  for  negative  herds, 
and  herds  with  moderate  infection.  All  animals  over 
four  months  of  age  are  to  be  tested  periodically.  Re- 
tests in  Plan  A herds  may  be  made  at  State-Federal 
expense  when  funds  and  veterinarians  are  available. 
Retests  at  State-Federal  expense  will  be  made  not  I 
oftener  than  30  days  apart.  Frequent  tests  should  be 
made  as  long  as  infection  is  found.  When  a herd  has 
shown  two  successive  negative  tests,  thereafter  only 
annual  tests  will  be  made  at  State-Federal  expense. 

Vaccination  of  calves  (4  to  8 months)  is  optional. 
Adult  vaccination  is  prohibited  under  Plan  A.  Tests 
and  vaccinations  at  time  of  herd  test  may  be  made  at 
State-Federal  expense  when  funds  and  veterinarians  are 
available.  Follow-up  vaccination  may  be  at  State-Fed- 
eral expense  when  funds  and  veterinarians  are  available. 
All  calves  should  be  vaccinated  in  herds,  choosing  vac- 
cination procedure,  as  they  arrive  between  4 to  8 months 
of  age. 

All  reactors  must  be  isolated  and  must  be  removed 
from  the  herd  within  fifteen  days  from  date  of  test. 
Indemnities  (after  initial  test),  when  funds  are  avail- 
able, will  be  paid  on  reactor  animals  sent  to  slaughter 
under  State  and  Federal  inspection,  when  all  regulations 
have  been  complied  with. 

Females  born  and  raised  in  the  herd,  and  vaccinated 
between  4 and  8 months,  and  females  added  to  the 
herd  in  accordance  with  D (1)  and  (2),  showing  a 
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■>action  of  1/100  or  more,  eighteen  months  after  vac- 
nation,  are  classed  as  reactors.  All  reactors  in  Plan  A 
,erds  must  be  slaughtered  or  removed  under  perrnit 
'•om  the  Department.  Permits  are  granted  only  for 
•ansfer  to  herds  where  Bang’s  infection  is  known  to 
!cist  or  where  all  animals  in  the  herd  have  been  offi- 
l ally  vaccinated.

From  Accredited  Herds:  All  animals  that  are  mem- 
bers of  an  accredited  herd  in  good  standing  are

1.  Non-pregnant  females  and  bulls,  tested  within  30 
days  and  negative,  may  be  added  but  are  to  be 
retested  at  owner’s  expense  30  days  after  enter- 
ing herd. 

2.  Pregnant  animals,  tested  within  30  days  and 
negative,  may  be  added,  but  are  to  be  retested  at 
owner’s  expense  60  days  after  calving. 

1.  From  Herds  Not  Accredited  and  Without  a Com- 

plete  Negative  Herd  Test  Within  90  Days: 

1.  Non-pregnant  females  and  bulls,  tested  within 
30  days  and  negative,  must  be  placed  in  isola- 
tion and  retested  at  owner’s  expense  after  30 
days,  before  being  placed  in  the  herd. 

2.  Pregnant  animals,  tested  within  30  days  and 
negative,  must  be  placed  in  isolation  and  re- 
tested at  owner’s  expense  not  less  than  60  days 
after  calving,  before  being  placed  in  the  herd. 

D.  Vaccinated  Animals  Showing  a Titre: 

1.  Animals  officially  vaccinated  as  calves  (4  to  8 
months),  born  and  raised  in  an  accredited  herd, 
with  or  without  prebleeding,  and  not  over  20 
months  of  age,  may  be  added. 

2.  Animals  officially  vaccinated  as  calves  (4  to  8 
months),  from  other  than  accredited  herds,  that 
were  prebled  and  negative  at  time  of  vaccina- 
tion, not  bred  (open)  heifers,  and  not  over  20 
months  of  age,  may  be  added. 

PLAN  B.  Plan  B is  recommended  for  herds  show- 
ing heavy  infection  and  where  the  infected  animals 
have  a breeding  or  productive  value  considerably  in 
excess  of  their  current  beef  value.  Under  Plan  B,  all 
animals  over  4 months  of  age  must  be  tested,  and  may 
be  tested  at  State-Federal  expense  when  funds  and 
veterinarians  are  available.  No  indemnities  are  paid 
on  reactors  in  Plan  B.  Reactors  may  be  retained  in 
the  herd,  but  may  not  be  sold  into  other  herds  except 
on  permit  from  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture. 
Reactors  sold  for  slaughter  must  be  accompanied  by 
notice  to  purchaser  and  to  the  Department  on  forms  fur- 
nished by  the  Department  (C-24  or  T.  E.  27).  The  sale 
of  non-reactors  is  not  restricted.  Vaccination  of  calves 
(4  to  8 months)  is  required  under  Plan  B.  Vaccina- 
tion of  calves  at  time  of  herd  test,  and  follow-up  vaccina- 
tion of  calves,  may  be  at  State-Federal  expense  when 
funds  and  veterinarians  are  available. 
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PLAN  C.  Plan  C is  recommended  for  vaccination, 
of  calves  between  the  ages  of  4 and  8 months,  without; 
obligation  for  prior  or  subsequent  test  of  such  calves  i 
or  any  other  animals  in  the  herd,  insofar  as  personnel' 
and  funds  are  available  for  this  work.  In  any  event,;; 
this  Plan  provides  that  the  State  furnish  free  vaccine 
to  qualified  local  or  county  veterinarians  for  vaccina-i 
tion  of  calves  under  this  Plan  to  the  extent  of  such 
funds.

2.  Community  Sales  barns  are  required  to  keep  a 

record  of  each  consignment,  and  also  to  keep  on 
file  the  accompanying  health  certificate  for  each 
consignment,  such  health  certificate  shall  be  re- 
tained on  file  by  the  sales  barn  for  a period  of 
at  least  one  year  from  date  of  sale.

All 
such  infected  sheep  shall  be  held  in  strict  quaran- 
tine and  shall  be  isolated  from  all  other  sheep.

"eeding  purposes  shall  be  single  or  double  treated. 

a.  Hogs  double  treated  for  hog  cholera  more 
than  21  days  prior  to  sale,  if  not  otherwise  showing 
evidence  of  disease,  may  be  sold  when  accompanied 
by  a vaccination  certificate.  The  said  vaccination 
certificate  shall  be  made  by  the  man  who  treated 
the  hogs.  The  certificate  must  identify  the  hogs 
by  breed,  color,  and  weight  at  time  of  vaccination, 
give  the  date  of  injection,  amount  of  serum  and 
virus  used,  and  serial  number  and  name  of  manu- 
facturer. The  identification  must  be  by  the  person 
who  vaccinated  the  hogs.  Sales  barn  records  must 
identify  such  hogs  showing  consignor  and  purchaser. 
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b.  Hogs  that  are  double  treated  at  the  salei 
barn  must  be  identified  by  breed,  color,  and  weight  a 
time  of  vaccination,  and  quarantined  to  purchase!

The  rules  and  regulations  contained  herein  have 
been  arranged  according  to  the  acts  under  which  they 
are  promulgated.  Each  rule  has  a citation  number 
which  consists  of  three  figures.  The  first  figure  in- 
dicates the  number  of  the  chapter  in  the  Revised 
Statutes  in  which  the  act  is  found.  The  second  figure 
refers  to  the  number  of  the  first  section  of  the  act 
under  which  the  rule  is  promulgated.  The  third  figure 
designates  the  particular  rule  under  each  act.  For 
example,  the  first  rule  is  numbered  “8-87-1.”  The 
first  figure,  “8”,  refers  to  the  chapter  in  the  Revised 
Statutes  in  which  the  authority  for  the  rule  is  found. 
The  second  figure,  “87”,  indicates  that  the  particular 
act  under  which  the  rule  is  promulgated,  begins  at 
section  “87”  of  this  chapter.  The  third  figure,  “1”,  shows 
that  this  rule  is  the  first  one  under  Tuberculosis  Eradi- 
cation Act.

DIVISION  OF  LIVESTOCK  INDUSTRY 


RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  IN  FURTHERANCE 
OF  LAWS  ENFORCED  BY  THE  DIVISION 

(Note — For  an  explanation  of  the  system  of  numbering 
the  sections,  see  the  note  at  the  beginning.) 

DEFINITIONS 

The  term,  “Department,”  or  “Department  of  Agri- 
culture,” unless  otherwise  indicated,  means  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

The  term,  “Division,”  or  “Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry,” . means  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  of 
the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  term,  “Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,”  means  the 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture. 

The  term,  “Bang’s  disease,”  means  the  disease  where- 
in an  animal  is  infected  with  “Brucella  Abortus”  irre- 
spective of  the  occurrence  or  absence  of  clinical  symp- 
toms of  bovine  infectious  abortion. 

The  term,  “agglutination  test,”  means  a test  made 
by  using  a standardized  suspension  of  killed  brucella 
micro-organisms  in  dilution  of  blood  serum  taken  from 
the  animal  to  be  tested.  The  clumping  or  agglutination 
of  the  killed  brucella  micro-organisms  in  a dilution  of 
1 part  of  serum  to  50  parts  of  the  killed  brucella  micro- 
organisms is  classed  as  a “suspect.”  The  clumping  or 
agglutination  of  the  killed  brucella  micro-organisms 
in  a dilution  of  1 part  of  serum  to  100  parts  of  the  killed 
brucella  micro-organisms  or  in  any  higher  dilution  is 
classed  as  a “reactor.” 

The  term,  “Bang’s  infected  animal,”  or  “Bang’s  re- 
actor,” means  an  animal  which  has  given  a positive 
reaction  to  the  “agglutination  test,”  or  any  other  recog- 
nized tests  for  the  detection  of  Bang’s  disease  approved 
by  the  Department,  or  if  “Brucella  Abortus”  has  been 
found  in  the  body  or  in  the  body  discharges. 

The  term,  “accredited  veterinarian,”  means  a vet- 
erinarian who  has  successfully  passed  an  examination 
given  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

An  “approved  veterinarian”  is  a duly  licensed  and 
accredited  veterinarian  in  the  State  of  Illinois  who  has 
been  endorsed  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Division 
of  Livestock  Industry.  ' 

The  term,  “quarantine,”  means  a condition  in  which 
animals  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart  from  and  not 
allowed  to  come  in  contact  in  any  way  with  other 
animals. 

The  term,  “restriction,”  or  “restricted,”  means  a 
condition  in  which  animals  shall  be  kept  on  certain 
designated  premises  and  shall  not  be  allowed  to  come 
in  contact  in  any  way  with  animals  from  other  premises. 

The  term,  “public  stockyards,”  means  the  Union 
Stockyard  located  at  Chicago,  the  National  Stockyard 


located  at  East  St.  Louis,  the  Union  Stockyard  located 
at  Peoria,  the  Springfield  Stockyard  located  at  Spring- 
field,  or  any  other  public  stockyards  located  within  the 
State  of  Illinois  and  subject  to  regulation  under  the 
provisions  of  the  “Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,”  en- 
acted by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States. 

“Infectious  disease,”  means  the  reaction  resulting 
from  the  introduction  into  the  body  of  a specific  disease- 
producing  organism  or  its  toxic  product. 

“Contagious  disease,”  means  a specific  infectious 
disease  which  is  readily  transmitted  from  host  to  host 
by  direct  contact  or  by  means  of  intermediate  hosts. 

BOVINE  TUBERCULOSIS 

8-87-1.  Entry  Requirements.  Except  as  hereinafter 
provided,  all  cattle  entering  the  State  of  Illinois,  (except 
those  consigned  to  public  stockyards)  or  shipped  from 
public  stockyards  within  the  State,  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a certificate  of  health  including  the  tuberculin  test, 
administered  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  within  30  days 
previous  to  said  cattle  being  brought  into  the  State 
of  Illinois,  and  may  be  held  in  quarantine  for  a tuber- 
culin retest  to  be  applied  under  the  direction  of  the 
State  Department  of  Agriculture  not  sooner  than  60 
days  after  the  arrival  of  the  cattle  within  the  State. 

PROVIDED:  1.  Cattle  from  State  and  Federal 

tuberculosis-free  accredited  herds  may  be  shipped  into 
the  State  of  Illinois  when  accompanied  by  a certificate 
of  health,  issued  by  an  accredited  veterinarian  in  good 
standing,  showing  such  cattle  to  have  originated  in  an 
accredited  herd,  giving  the  accredited  herd  number,  and 
identifying  them  either  by  ear  tag  number  or  registra- 
tion name  and  number.  Such  cattle  shall  not  be  subject 
to  quarantine  for  tuberculosis  except  as  provided  in  the 
following  paragraph  8. 

2.  Cattle  from  other  than  a tuberculosis-free  ac- 
credited herd,  but  originating  in  a modified  tuberculosis- 
free  accredited  area,  may  be  shipped  into  the  State  of 
Illinois  when  accompanied  by  a certificate  of  health, 
issued  by  an  accredited  veterinarian  in  good  standing, 
identifying  such  cattle  and  showing  them  to  have  orig- 
inated in  such  accredited  area,  that  the  herd  in  which 
such  cattle  originated  had  no  reactors  on  last  complete 
herd  test,  and  showing  such  cattle  negative  to  tuberculin 
test  within  one  year  of  date  of  shipment.  Such  cattle 
shall  not  be  subject  to  quarantine  for  tuberculosis  ex- 
cept as  provided  in  the  following  paragraph  8. 

3.  Female  cattle  of  the  beef  breeds  for  feeding  or 
grazing  purposes  may  be  shipped  into  Illinois  from  a 
modified-tuberculosis-free  accredited  area,  or  from  a pub- 
lic stockyard,  without  tuberculin  test  upon  permit  from 
the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  and  be  held  in  quar- 
antine until  released  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

4.  Steers  for  feeding  or  grazing  purposes  may  be 
shipped  into  Illinois  from  modified  areas,  or  from  public 
stockyards  where  known  tuberculin  reactors  are  segre- 
gated, on  permit  from  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry 
or  on  certificate  of  federal  inspection.  Such  cattle  shall 
not  be  subject  to  quarantine  for  tuberculosis  except 
as  provided  in  the  following  paragraph  8.  Steers  not 
under  quarantine  must  be  isolated  and  segregated  from 
dairy  and  breeding  cattle. 
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5.  Steers  for  exhibition  purposes  must  be  accom- 
panied by  an  official  health  certificate  showing  them  to 
be  free  from  any  contagious  or  infectious  diseases. 
Tuberculin  test  is  not  required  provided  they  are  iso- 
lated from  all  other  cattle  during  exhibition, 

6.  Cattle  for  immediate  slaughter  consigned  to  a 
recognized  slaughtering  center  may  be  shipped  into 
Illinois  without  a tuberculin  test;  however,  such  cattle 
shall  be  held  in  quarantine  until  slaughtered. 

7.  Cattle  for  immediate  slaughter  not  consigned  to 
a recognized  slaughtering  center  may  be  shipped  into 
Illinois  on  an  official  certificate  of  veterinary  inspection, 
or  permit  from  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 
Such  cattle  shall  be  held  in  quarantine  until  slaughtered. 

8.  When,  for  the  protection  of  the  livestock  herds 
of  Illinois,  and  in  the  interest  of  the  general  public,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  it  is 
deemed  advisable,  said  Department  shall  have  the  au- 
thority to  quarantine  for  tuberculosis  all  cattle  shipped 
into  Illinois  or  from  a public  stockyard  unless  such 
cattle  have  passed  a negative  tuberculin  test  within 
thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  shipment. 

8-87-2,  Report  of  Transportation  Companies  and 
Truck  Operators  Required.  Every  person,  transporta- 
tion company,  or  truck  operator  transporting  cattle 
into  the  State  from  points  without  the  State,  consigned 
or  delivered  other  than  to  a public  stockyard,  shall, 
within  twenty-four  (24)  hours  after  such  cattle  are  un- 
loaded in  the  State,  report  to  the  Division,  giving  name 
and  address  of  consignor  and  location  of  loading  point, 
the  name  and  address  of  consignee  and  location  of  un- 
loading point,  the  number  and  kind  of  cattle,  and  the 
breed,  (Violation  of  this  provision  is  punishable  by  a 
fine  not  exceeding  $1,000). 

8-87-3.  Exhibition  Requirements.  All  out-of-state 
cattle  must  meet  Illinois  entry  requirements.  After 
entry,  certificate  will  be  honored  at  exhibitions  for 
90.  days  from  date  of  test.  Illinois  cattle  must  be 
accompanied  by  an  approved  official  health  cer- 
tificate, issued  by  an  approved  accredited  veter- 
inarian, showing  them  to  be  from  a tuberculosis- 
free  accredited  herd  in  good  standing,  or  to  be  from  a 
herd  which  had  no  tuberculosis  reactors  oi^  last  com- 
plete herd  test  and  showing  such  cattle  negative  to  the 
tuberculin  test  within  one  year  of  date  of  exhibition,  or 
to  have  been  negative  to  the  tuberculin  test  within  90 
days  of  date  of  exhibition. 

Steers  for  exhibition  purposes  must  be  accompanied 
by  an  official  health  certificate  showing  them  to  be  free 
from  any  contagious  or  infectious  diseases.  Tuberculin 
test  is  not  required,  provided  they  are  isolated  from  all 
other  cattle  during  exhibition. 

8-87-4.  Sale  of  Quarantined  Cattle.  The  sale  or 
transfer  of  cattle  in  quarantine  is  prohibited  except  as 
follows: 

a.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  the  shipment  of  the  quarantined  animals 
to  market  for  slaughter. 

b.  The  owner  notifies  the  Division  of  the  transfer 
of  feeding  and  grazing  cattle  to  other  owners.  The 
name  and  address  of  the  purchaser,  together  with 
date  of  sale  and  number  and  description  of  cattle 
sold,  must  be  furnished  the  Division  immediately. 
Transfer  of  quarantined  cattle  in  lots  of  less  than 
five  (5)  head  is  prohibited. 
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8-87-5.  Release  of  Cattle  from  Quarantine.  Quar- 
antined animals  are  released  when: 

a.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  the  shipment  of  the  quarantined  animals 
to  market  for  slaughter. 

b.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  the  slaughter  of  the  quarantined  animals 
at  a place  other  than  a public  stockyard. 

c.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  the  death  of  the  quarantined  animals. 

d.  The  owner  notifies  the  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry that  a negative  tuberculin  test  has  been 
conducted  by  an  approved  accredited  veterinarian, 
giving  the  name  of  veterinarian  and  date  of  test. 

8-87-6.  When  Indemnity  Will  be  Paid  on  Tests  Made 
at  Owner's  Expense.  Indemnity  will  be  paid  to  owners 
of  dairy  and  breeding  cattle  which  react  to  the  tuber- 
culin test  administered  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  by 
approved  accredited  veterinarians, . provided: 

a.  That  before  making  such  test  the  veterinarian 
must  secure  from  the  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry a written  authorization; 

b.  Permit  will  be  granted  and  indemnity  allowed  only 
when  the  entire  herd  is  tuberculin  tested; 

c.  That  statutory  requirements  governing  payment 
of  indemnity  are  observed. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  secure  a permit  for  testing 
cattle  for  release  from  quarantine  or  where  incomplete 
herd  tests  are  conducted,  since  any  reactors  found  on 
such  tests  are  not  eligible  for  indemnity. 

8-87-7.  Sale  and  Distribution  of  Tuberculin.  All 
persons,  companies,  partnerships,  or  corporations  en- 
gaged in  the  sale  or  distribution  of  biological  products 
within  the  State  of  Illinois  must  report  to  the  Division 
all  sales  of  bovine  and  avian  tuberculin.  Sales  shall 
be  made  only  to  licensed  veterinarians. 

8-87-8.  Tuberculosis-free  Accredited  Herd  Defined. 
A tuberculosis-free  accredited  herd  of  cattle  is  one  in 
which  the  entire  herd  has  passed  two  negative  successive 
annual  physical  examinations  and  tuberculin  tests,  and 
for  which  a certificate  of  accreditation  has  been  issued. 
Renewal  is  subject  to  annual  negative  complete  herd 
test.  Herds  in  which  infection  occurs  shall  be  quar- 
antined and  shall  be  required  to  pass  three  negative 
tuberculin  tests  not  less  than  60  days  apart  to  lift 
quarantine;  and  further,  such  herds  shall  not  be  ac- 
credited or  reaccredited  until  they  shall  have  passed  a 
tuberculin  test  without  evidence  of  reaction,  not  less 
than  12  nor  more  than  14  months  following  the  test 
on  which  infection  was  disclosed;  such  physical  examin- 
ations and  tuberculin  tests  shall  be  applied  by  an  ac- 
credited veterinarian,  or  a veterinarian  regularly  em- 
ployed by  the  Division  or  United  States  Bureau  of  Ani- 
mal Industry. 

8-87-9.  Penalty.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Tuberculosis  Eradication  Law  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor  and  punished  by  a 
fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000). 

In  addition  to  the  penalty  herein  provided,  if  any 
owner  of  dairy  or  breeding  cattle  refuses  to  submit  such 
cattle  for  a tuberculin  test,  such  cattle  may  be  placed  in 
quarantine  until  submitted  for  test. 
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BANG'S  DISEASE 


8-134-1.  Entry  Requirements.  No  dairy  or  breeding 
cattle  more  than  four  months  of  age  shall  be  imported 
into  the  State  of  Illinois  unless  such  cattle  are  accom- 
panied by  a certificate  of  health  issued  by  a veterinarian 
in  good  standing  and  approved  by  the  state  veterinarian 
or  livestock  sanitary  official  of  the  state  of  origin,  or 
by  an  inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture,  showing  the  cattle  to  have  passed  a nega- 
tive agglutination  blood  test  for  Bang’s  disease  within 
thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  date  of  entry,  except  as 
hereinafter  otherwise  provided,  and  except  that  the 
Department  in  the  case  of  dairy  cattle  originating  in 
herds  where  infection  is  known  to  exist  or  is  suspected, 
may  require  that  such  animals  be  accompanied  by  a 
certificate  of  health  showing  that  such  animals  have 
passed  two  negative  agglutination  tests  made  at  least 
30  days  apart,  the  last  test  to  have  been  made  within 
30  days  prior  to  the  date  of  entry,  or  may  require  that 
such  animals  be  quarantined  and  remain  in  quarantine 
after  entry  until  they  have  passed  a negative  agglutina- 
tion test  given  at  least  30  days  after  entry. 

No  dairy  or  breeding  cattle  more  than  four  months 
of  age  shall  be  shipped  from  any  public  stockyards  in 
Illinois  consigned  to  any  point  within  the  state  unless 
they  are  accompanied  by  a certificate  of  health  issued 
by  an  accredited  veterinarian  showing  such  cattle  to 
have  passed  a negative  agglutination  blood  test  for 
Bang’s  disease  before  they  left  the  public  stockyards. 

Dairy  and  breeding  cattle  consigned  to  public  stock- 
yards  in  Illinois  may  enter  such  public  stockyards  with- 
out test  or  certificates  of  health  showing  them  to  be 
free  from  Bang’s  disease. 

Dairy  and  breeding  cattle  from  Bang’s  disease-free 
accredited  herds  may  enter  the  state  without  a test 
for  Bang’s  disease  when  accompanied  by  a certificate 
of  health  issued  by  an  accredited  veterinarian  of  the 
state  of  origin  showing  the  cattle  to  have  originated 
from  such  Bang’s  disease-free  accredited  herds  and  giv- 
ing the  accredited  herd  number.  Dairy  and  breeding 
cattle  not  more  than  thirty  (30)  months  of  age  may 
enter  the  state  without  a test  for  Bang’s  disease  when 
accompanied  by  a certificate  issued  by  an  accredited 
veterinarian  and  approved  by  the  sanitary  authorities 
of  the  state  of  origin  certifying  that  the  respective 
animals,  identifying  them,  were  tested  for  Bang’s  dis- 
ease and  found  negative  and  were  then  vaccinated 
against  Bang’s  disease  with  an  approved  vaccine,  giving 
the  serial  number  of  such  vaccine  and  the  dosage  used, 
on  a date,  which  shall  be  stated,  when  the  animal  was 
not  less  than  four  nor  more  than  eight  months  of  age, 
and  such  certificate  is  filed  with  the  Department.  The 
Department  may  adopt  rules  and  regulations  permitting 
entry  of  other  cattle  that  have  been  treated  with  a 
vaccine  containing  Brucella  micro-organisms,  provided 
such  cattle  can  be  positively  identified  and  a certificate 
of  vaccination  issued  by  an  accredited  veterinarian  is 
filed  with  the  Department,  provided  such  cattle  shall  be 
quarantined  and  remain  in  quarantine  or  restricted, 
as  the  Department  may  determine,  until  they  show  a 
negative  Bang’s  test  administered  in  accordance  with 
regulations  prescribed  by  the  Department. 

Cattle  for  feeding  and  grazing  purposes  only  may 
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enter  the  state,  or  may  be  shipped  from  public  stock- 
yards  within  the  state,  without  test  for  Bang’s  disease 
or  certificates  of  health,  but  such  cattle  shall  be  held  in 
strict  quarantine  during  the  feeding  and  grazing  period 
under  rules  and  regulations  to  be  adopted  by  the  Depart- 
ment. 

All  female  cattle  and  bulls  sold  for  feeding  and  graz- 
ing purposes  shall  be  permanently  identified  by  placing 
a notch  not  less  than  % inch  deep  in  the  tip  of  the  left 
ear. 

' All  certificates  of  health  or  reports  of  tests  shall 
carry  an  identification  of  the  animals  involved  either  by 
registration  name  and  number,  or  by  number  on  the 
ear  tag  placed  in  the  right  ear  of  the  animal. 

Subject  to  the  minimum  requirements  as  set  forth 
in  this  section,  the  Department  is  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  permit  dairy  and  breeding  cattle  to  enter 
this  state  from  any  other  state  or  territory  upon  the 
same  terms  and  conditions  as  dairy  and  breeding  cattle 
from  this  state  are  permitted  to  enter  such  other  state 
or  territory. 

Before  accepting  any  dairy  or  breeding  cattle  for 
shipment  into  the  State  of  Illinois,  or  consigned  to 
points  within  the  State  of  Illinois,  except  to  a public 
stockyard,  every  person,  transportation  company,  or 
truck  operator  shall  require  that  a certificate  of  health, 
certificate  of  test  and  vaccination,  or  certificate  of  origin 
from  a Bang’s  disease-free  accredited  herd,  as  required 
by  the  immediately  preceding  paragraphs,  accompany 
the  bill  of  lading  or  the  animal  to  its  destination.  Such 
person,  transportation  company,  or  truck  operator  shall 
have  such  certificate  in  his  or  its  possession  at  all  times 
from  the  loading  of  such  animal  to  the  delivery  of  such 
animal  at  its  destination. 

8-134-2.  Report  of  Transportation  Companies  and 
Truck,  Operators  Required.  Every  person,  transportation 
copipany,  or  truck  operator  transporting  cattle  into  the 
state  from  points  without  the  state,  consigned  or  de- 
livered other  than  to  a public  stockyard,  shall,  within 
twenty-four  (24)  hours  after  such  cattle  are  unloaded 
in  the  state,  report  to  the  Department,  giving  the  name 
and  address  of  the  consignor  and  the  location  of  the 
loading  point,  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignee  and 
the  location  of  the  unloading  point,  the  number  and 
kind  of  cattle,  and  the  breed. 

8-134-3.  Exhibition  Requirements.  All  out-of-state 
cattle  must  meet  Illinois  entry  requirements.  After 
entry,  certificate  will  be  honored  at  exhibitions  for  90 
days  from  date  of  test. 

Illinois  cattle,  except  steers  and  calves  under  four 
months  of  age,  must  be  accompanied  by  an  approved 
official  health  certificate  issued  by  an  approved  accredited 
veterinarian  showing  them: 

a.  to  have  originated  in  a Bang’s  disease-free  ac- 
credited herd  in  good  standing,  showing  the  herd 
accreditation  number,  or 

b.  to  be  not  more  than  30  months  of  age  and  to  have 
been  officially  vaccinated  against  Bang’s  disease 
with  an  approved  vaccine  between  the  ages  of  4 
and  8 months,  such  animals  to  be  postively  identi- 
fied and  such  vaccination  to  have  been  officially 
reported  and  recorded,  or 

c.  to  have  been  negative  to  the  agglutination  test 
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for  Bang’s  disease  within  90  days  of  date  of 
exhibition. 

Suspects  may  show,  providing  there  was  a complete 
herd  test  made  at  the  time  the  suspect  was  found,  and 
providing  that  the  herd  was  entirely  free  of  reactors. 

Vaccinated  calves  that  are  suspects  at  30  months  of 
age  are  not  eligible  to  show  unless  there  was  a complete 
herd  test  at  the  time  the  suspect  was  found,  and  pro- 
vided the  entire  herd  was  free  of  reactors. 

8-134-4.  Tests — By  Whom  Made — Report  Required. 
All  diagnostic  tests  conducted  for  the  detection  of  Bang’s 
disease,  except  those  conducted  for  interstate  or  export 
shipments,  shall  be  conducted  by  a State-Federal  ap- 
proved laboratory.  Department  of  Veterinary  Pathology 
and  Hygiene,  College  of  Veterinary  Medicine  of  the 
University  of  Illinois,  or  by  an  accredited  veterinarian 
approved  by  the  Department  to  make  such  tests,  and 
shall  be  immediately  reported  in  writing  to  the  Divi- 
sion by  the  person  who  shall  have  made  such  test.  This 
report  shall  contain  a statement  of  results  obtained  in 
at  least  three  dilutions  and,  for  the  purpose  of  identifica- 
tion, the  name  and  address  of  the  owner,  together  with 
complete  identification  of  each  animal  so  tested.  The 
identification  of  a grade  animal  must  include  the  pre- 
dominating breed,  sex,  approximate  age  and  ear  tag 
number.  A purebred  and  registered  animal  may  be 
identified  by  its  breed,  sex,  age  and  registration  number. 
Identification  of  grade  animals  by  methods  other  than 
ear  tags  must  be  approved  by  the  department. 

8-134-5.  Tests  Conducted  for  Interstate  or  Export 
Shipments.  All  diagnostic  tests  conducted  for  the  de- 
tection of  Bang’s  disease,  for  interstate  or  export  ship- 
ments, must  be  conducted  by  a State-Federal  approved 
laboratory,  or  Department  of  Veterinary  Pathology  and 
Hygiene,  College  of  Veterinary  Medicine  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois.  Tests  conducted  for  interstate  or 
export  shipments  shall  be  reported  in  the  same  manner 
as  prescribed  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

8-134-6.  Identification  of  Vaccinated  Cattle.  All  pure- 
bred cattle  vaccinated  with  live  culture  vaccine  or  live 
abortion  germs  shall  be  identified  on  the  report  of  vac- 
cination by  registration  number  and/or  record  associa- 
tion approved  individual  tattoos.  All  grade  or  not 
permanently  identified  cattle  so  vaccinated  shall  be  ear 
tagged  in  the  right  ear  with  an  identification  tag,  and 
also  a tattoo  in  the  right  ear,  or  other  identification  as 
may  be  approved  by  the  Department.  When  a tattoo  is 
used  for  identification,  it  shall  show  the  month  and 
year  *of  vaccination  with  the  letter,  “V.”  The  numeral 
for  the  month  shall  precede  the  letter,  “V,”  and  the 
last  figure  of  the  year  shall  follow  the  letter,  “V,”  as, 
for  example,  1V8  means  the  month  of  January,  1948; 
“V”  means  vaccinated. 

8-134-7.  Identification  of  Infected  Animals.  All 
grade  cattle,  including  vaccinated  calves  over  30  months 
of  age,  known  to  be  infected  with  Bang’s  disease,  shall 
be  tagged  in  the  left  ear  with  a reactor  tag  to  which 
a yellow  bangle  is  attached.  Purebred  and  registered 
animals  may  be  identified  by  breed,  sex,  age  and  regis- 
tration number. 

8-134-8.  Tattooing  of  Bang's  Reactors  is  Optional. 
If  tattoo  is  used,  it  must  be  placed  in  the  left  ear  of  the 
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reactor  animal  as  follows:  The  letter,  “B”  shall  be 
preceded  by  the  numeral  representing  the  month,  and 
followed  by  the  last  numeral  of  the  year  of  reaction,  as, 
for  example,  a reactor  in  January,  1948,  shall  be  tattooed 
1B8. 

8-134-9.  Reactors  May  he  Disposed  of  as  Follows: 

a.  They  may  be  sold  direct  by  the  owner  for  im- 
mediate slaughter,  or  slaughtered  by  the  owner, 
and  a report  of  such  sale  or  slaughter  made  to 
the  Division  by  the  owner. 

b.  Under  written  permit  from  the  Division  of  Live- 
stock Industry,  they  may  be  sold  to  enter  other 
herds  already  known  to  be  infected  with  Bang’s 
disease  or  where  all  animals  have  been  officially 
vaccinated,  and  remain  under  quarantine. 

8-134-10.  Transfer  of  Cattle  in  Quarantine  or  Under 
Restriction.  The  transfer  of  animals  in  quarantine  or 
under  restriction,  or  subject  to  quarantine  and  restric- 
tion, is  prohibited  except  on  written  permit  secured 
from  the  Division. 

8-134-11.  Release  of  Cattle  under  Quarantine  or  Re- 
striction. Animals  under  quarantine  or  restriction  are 
released  when : 

a.  shipped  to  public  stockyards  for  slaughter,  ac- 
companied by  report  on  forms  furnished  by  the 
Division  (C-24  or  T.E.27),  and  when  a copy  of 
such  report  has  been  received  by  the  Division; 

b.  the  animal  is  slaughtered  at  a place  other  than 
a public  stockyard  and  a notarized  report  of 
slaughter  is  furnished  to  the  Division  within  ten 
days  of  slaughter; 

c.  all  positive  animals  not  vaccinated,  all  animals 
that  were  positive  to  test  prior  to  vaccination, 
are  required  to  have  two  successive  negative  tests 
not  less  than  30  days  apart  and  not  less  than  30 
days  from  calving,  one  of  which  tests  must  have 
been  read  at  a State-Federal-approved  laboratory, 
or  Department  of  Veterinary  Pathology  and  Hy- 
giene, College  of  Veterinary  Medicine  of  the 
University  of  Illinois; 

d.  vaccinated  animals  that  were  negative  to  test 
prior  to  vaccination  must  pass  one  negative  test. 

8-134-12.  Bang's  Disease-Free  Accredited  Herd  De- 
fined. A Bang’s  disease-free  accredited  herd  must  con- 
sist of  at  least  10  animals,  and  shall  have  passed  at  least 
two  annual  successive  negative  complete  herd  tests,  or 
three  semi-annual  successive  negative  complete  herd 
tests,  which  have  been  conducted  on  all  animals  in  the 
herd  over  six  months  of  age,  and  for  which  a certificate 
has  been  issued  by  the  livestock  sanitary  authority  of 
the  state.  Renewal  is  subject  to  annual  negative  com- 
plete herd  test.  Final  test  for  accreditation,  and  re- 
newal tests,  must  be  conducted  by  a State-Federal  ap- 
proved laboratory  or  the  Department  of  Veterinary 
Pathology  and  Hygiene,  College  of  Veterinary  Medicine 
of  the  University  of  Illinois. 

8-134-13.  Additions  to  a Bang's  Disease-free  Ac- 
credited Herd.  Additions  to  Bang’s  disease-free  ac- 
credited herds  must  originate  from: 

a.  Bang’s  disease-free  accredited  herds.  All  animals 
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that  are  members  of  an  accredited  herd  in  good 
standing  are  eligible.  Or, 

b.  herds  entirely  negative  to  test  within  90  days,  but 
not  accredited,  provided: 

1.  Non-pregnant  female  cattle  or  bulls  must  have 
been  tested  within  30  days  and  proven  negative, 
and  must  be  retested  in  30  days  before  enter- 
ing herd. 

2.  Pregnant  animals  must  have  been  tested  with- 
in 30  days  and  proven  negative,  and  must  be 
retested  60  days  after  calving  and  proven 
negative. 

3.  Such  additions  are  not  recognized  as  a part  of 
the  accredited  herd  until  negative  retests  have 
been  reported. 

8-134-14.  Vaccination  in  Accredited  Herds.  Calves 
that  have  been  vaccinated  against  Bang’s  disease  in 
accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Department  shall 
not  be  considered  a part  of  the  accredited  herd  at  time 
of  vaccination  and  shall  not  again  be  considered  a part 
of  the  accredited  herd  until  shown  to  be  negative  to 
the  Bang’s  test  before  30  months  of  age.  Vaccinates 
30  months  of  age  or  over,  showing  an  agglutination 
reaction,  may  not  be  retained  in  an  accredited  herd. 

8-134-15.  Co-operative  Control  Plans  for  Bang's  Dis- 
ease or  Bovine  Brucellosis. 

Three  plans  are  offered,  designated  as  PLAN  A, 
PLAN  B,  and  PLAN  C. 

PLAN  A — requires  the  removal  of  reactors  and 
promises  to  establish  a clean  herd  more 
quickly  than  Plan  B. 

PLAN  B — permits  retention  of  reactors  in  the  herd, 
but  owner  should  aim  to  qualify  for  Plan 
A at  the  earliest  possible  practicable  date. 
If  owner  desires  to  change  from  Plan  B 
to  Plan  A at  a later  date,  he  may  do  so  by 
complying  with  the  requirements  for  such 
change. 

PLAN  C — provides  for  vaccination  of  calves  between 
the  ages  of  4 and  8 months  only,  with  or 
without  blood  test  prior  to  vaccination. 
No  adult  animals  are  to  be  tested  under 
this  plan. 

PLAN  A is  recommended  for  negative  herds,  and 
herds  with  moderate  infection.  All  animals  over  four 
months  of  age  are  to  be  tested  periodically.  Retests  in 
Plan  A herds  may  be  made  at  State-Federal  expense 
when  funds  and  veterinarians  are  available.  Retests 
at  State-Federal  expense  will  be  made  not  oftener  than 
30  days  apart.  Frequent  tests  should  be  made  as  long 
as  infection  is  found.  When  a herd  has  shown  two 
successive  negative  tests,  thereafter  only  annual  tests 
will  be  made  at  State-Federal  expense. 

Vaccination  of  calves  (4  to  8 months)  is  optional. 
Adult  vaccination  is  prohibited  under  Plan  A.  Tests 
and  vaccinations  at  time  of  herd  test  may  be  made  at 
State-Federal  expense  when  funds  and  veterinarians 
are  available.  Follow-up  vaccination  may  be  at  State- 
Federal  expense  when  funds  and  veterinarians  are 
available.  All  calves  should  be  vaccinated,  in  herds 
choosing  vaccination  procedure,  as  they  arrive  between 
4 and  8 months  of  age. 
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Calves  officially  vaccinated  between  4 and  8 months 
of  age,  showing  a reaction  of  1/100  or  more  at  30  months 
of  age  are  classed  as  reactors. 

All  reactors  in  Plan  A herds  must  be  isolated  im- 
mediately and  removed  from  the  premises  within  15 
days,  and  report  of  their  removal  made  to  the  Division 
of  Livestock  Industry. 

Disposoal  of  Bang's  Reactors — Release  or  Transfer 
of  Quarantine.  Bang’s  reactor  animals  may  be  dis- 
posed of,  and  quarantine  released,  as  follows: 

1.  May  be  shipped  direct  to  stockyards  by  owner 
when  accompanied  by  State  Form  C-24,  and  ship- 
ment reported  to  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

2.  Sold  to  local  slaughtering  plants  when  accom- 
panied by  State  Form  C-24,  and  sale  reported  to 
the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

3.  May  be  slaughtered  by  the  owner  and  reported  to 
the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

4.  Upon  written  permission  from  the  Division  of 
Livestock  Industry,  they  may  be  sold  or  trans- 
ferred into  herds  where  all  of  the  animals  in  the 
herd  have  been  vaccinated  against  Bang’s  disease 
or  where  infection  is  known  to  exist.  Written 
permit  must  be  secured  before  sale  or  transfer 
is  made. 

QUALIFICATIONS  FOR  ADDITIONS  TO  HERDS 
UNDER  PLAN  A 

A.  From  Accredited  Herds:  All  animals  that  are  mem- 
bers of  an  accredited  herd  in  good  standing  are 
eligible. 

B.  From  Herds  Entirely  Negative  to  Test  Within  90 
Days,  hut  Not  Accredited: 

1.  Non-pregnant  female  cattle,  or  bulls,  tested  with- 
in 30  days  and  negative,  may  be  added  but  are 
to  be  retested  at  owner’s  expense  30  days  after 
entering  herd. 

2.  Pregnant  animals,  tested  within  30  days  and 
negative,  may  be  added,  but  are  to  be  retested  at 
owner’s  expense  60  days  after  calving. 

C.  From  Herds  Not  Accredited  and  Without  a Complete 
Negative  Herd  Test  Within  90  days: 

1.  Non-pregnant  female  cattle,  or  bulls,  tested  with- 
in 30  days  and  negative,  must  be  placed  in  isola- 
tion and  retested  at  owner’s  expense  after  30 
days,  before  being  placed  in  the  herd. 

2.  Pregnant  animals,  tested  within  30  days  and 
negative,  must  be  placed  in  isolation  and  retested 
at  owner’s  expense  not  less  than  60  days  after 
calving,  before  being  placed  in  herd. 

D.  Vaccinated  Animals  Showing  an  Agglutination  Re- 
action: 

1.  Animals  officially  vaccinated  as  calves  (4  to  8 
months  of  age),  and  not  over  30  months  of  age, 
may  be  added. 

PLAN  B is  recommended  for  herds  showing  heavy 
infection  and  where  the  infected  animals  have  a breed- 
ing or  productive  value  considerably  in  excess  of  their 
current  beef  value.  Under  Plan  B,  all  animals  over  four 
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months  of  age  must  be  tested  and  initial  test  may  be 
made  at  State-Federal  expense  when  funds  and  veter- 
inarians are  available.  Retest  of  Plan  B herds  is  not 
permitted  at  State-Federal  expense.  Reactors  and 
suspects  may  be  retained  in  the  herd,  but  may  not  be 
sold  into  other  herds  except  on  written  permit  from  the 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry.  Reactors  sold  for 
slaughter  must  be  accompanied  by  notice  to  purchaser 
and  to  the  Division  on  forms  (C-24  or  T.E.  27)  furnished 
by  the  Division.  Vaccination  of  calves  at  time  of  herd 
test,  and  follow-up  vaccination  of  calves.  Is  required 
under  this  Plan  and  may  be  at  State-Federal  expense 
when  funds  and  veterinarians  are  available. 

INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  TRANSFER  FROM  PLAN  B 

TO  PLAN  A 

1,  The  owner  must  certify  to  the  veterinarian  that 
he  has  no  known  reactors  in  his  herd. 

2.  The  owner  must  agree  to  remove  thereafter  all 
reactors  from  his  herd  as  required  under  Plan  A. 

When  the  above  provisions  have  been  complied  with, 
the  herd  test  may  be  made  at  State-Federal  expense. 
If  the  records  on  file  in  the  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry show  that  the  above  provisions  have  not  been 
complied  with,  the  herd  owner  will  be  required  to  com- 
pensate his  local  veterinarian  for  the  expense  of  the  test. 

PLAN  C is  recommended  to  livestock  owners  who 
desire  to  carry  on  calfhood  vaccination  without  a com- 
plete herd  test.  No  adult  animals  (animals  over  8 
months  of  age)  are  to  be  tested  under  this  plan.  Calves 
may  be  vaccinated  between  the  ages  of  4 and  8 months, 
with  or  without  pre-bleeding,  at  State  expense  so  long 
as  funds  and  veterinarians  are  available.  State-Federal 
vaccine  will  be  furnished  to  qualified  veterinarians  for 
calfhood  vaccination  under  any  of  the  above  plans,  so 
long  as  funds  are  available. 


IMPORTANT  REQUIREMENTS  ' 

8-134-16.  1.  The  veterinarian  is  required  by  law  to 
report  all  agglutination  tests  and  all  vaccination  of 
cattle  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

2.  All  adult  animals  are  to  be  tested  immediately 
prior  to  vaccination.  The  sale  of  such  vaccinated 
animals  is  restricted  by  law  until  they  are  negative  to 
the  blood  test. 

3.  Sale  of  infected  animals,  except  for  slaughter  or 
upon  written  permit,  is  unlawful. 

4.  Brucella  vaccine  (Strain  19)  is  a living  germ  and 
its  administration  is  restricted  to  licensed  veterinarians. 
Vaccination  by  laymen  is  a violation  of  the  law. 

5.  No  female  cattle  or  breeding  bulls  more  than 
eight  months  of  age  shall  be  sold  in  this  state,  except 
for  slaughter,  unless  such  cattle  either  (a)  have  been 
tested  for  Bang’s  disease  and  found  negative  within 
60  days  prior  to  the  date  of  sale,  (b)  are  under  thirty 
months  of  age  and  were  vaccinated  against  Bang’s  dis- 
ease with  an  approved  vaccine  when  they  were  not  less 
than  4 nor  more  than  8 months  of  age  and  are  positively 
identified,  or  (c)  are  in  a Bang’s  disease-free  accredited 
herd  at  the  time  of  sale;  provided  that  the  Division  may 
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permit  cattle  which  react  to  the  Bang’s  test  to  be  sold 
or  transferred  into  herds  where  all  of  the  animals  have 
been  vaccinated  against  Bang’s  disease  or  where  infec- 
tion is  known  to  exist,  and  provided  further  that  the 
Division  may  permit  such  female  cattle  and  breeding 
bulls  more  than  eight  months  of  age  to  be  sold  at  such 
sales  for  feeding  purposes  only  without  complying  with 
the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section,  under  restric- 
tion or  quarantine  or  upon  conditions  which  will  safe- 
guard against  the  infection  of  any  other  cattle. 

GOATS_ 

8-168-1.  Entry.  Goats  must  be  accompanied  by  an 
official  health  certificate  showing  such  animals  to  be 
free  from  communicable  and  infectious  diseases  and 
including  report  of  negative  test  to  Brucella  melitensis 
within  30  days  of  shipment. 

8-168-2.  Exhibition.  All  out-of-state  goats  must  meet 
Illinois  entry  requirements.  After  entry,  certificate  will 
be  honored  at  exhibitions  for  90  days  from  date  of  test. 
Illinois  goats  must  be  accompanied  by  an  official  health 
certificate,  showing  such  animals  to  be  free  from  com- 
municable and  infectious  diseases  and  including  report 
of  negative  test  to  Brucella  melitensis  within  90  days 
of  date  of  exhibition. 

SWINE 

8-9a-l.  Swine  Shipped  from  Public  Stockyards. 
Vaccination  and  quarantine  required — Swine  shipped 
from  public  stockyards  must  be  covered  by  a permit 
issued  by  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry.  A permit 
for  shipment  will  be  issued  only  after  immunization 
against  hog  cholera  by  the  simultaneous  treatment,  ad- 
ministered by  a representative  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry,  or  of  the  Department,  or  by  a qualified  veter- 
inarian designated  by  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 
Temperature  readings  shall  be  made  to  determine  that 
normal  temperature  prevails  before  treatment  is  ad- 
ministered. Such  swine  shall  be  held  under  quarantine 
for  twenty-one  days  after  arrival  on  the  owner’s  prem- 
ises, and  the  owner  shall  report  their  condition  to  the 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry  at  the  end  of  the  quar- 
antine period. 

8-9a-2.  When  Swine  Not  from  Public  Stockyards 
May  be  Admitted  to  State.  Swine  for  feeding  or  breed- 
ing purposes,  not  coming  through  public  stockyards, 
will  be  admitted  to  the  state: 

a.  Upon  permit  from  the  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry when  such  permit  is  accompanied  by  a 
certificate  of  health  issued  by  a federal  official 
or  an  approved,  accredited  veterinarian  of  the 
state  of  origin.  A copy  of  the  permit  must  accom- 
pany the  swine.  Such  swine  are  to  be  vaccinated 
against  hog  cholera  by  a licensed  veterinarian  on 
arrival,  either  by  the  simultaneous  treatment  or 
by  the  tissue  or  crystal  violet  vaccine  method, 
provided  that  pigs  treated  by  either  of  the  last 
two  methods  must  be  at  least  eight  weeks  of  age 
at  the  time  of  vaccination.  All  swine  vaccinated 
shall  be  held  under  quarantine  for  twenty-one 
days  and  the  owner  of  such  swine  shall  report 
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their  condition  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry at  the  end  of  the  twenty-one  day  period. 

b.  When  accompanied  by  an  official  certificate  issued 
by  a federal  veterinarian  or  an  approved  accredited 
veterinarian  of  the  state  of  origin  showing  that 
the  swine  have  been  vaccinated  against  hog 
cholera  by  the  simultaneous  method  more  than 
twenty-one  days  before  shipment,  or  with  Boynton 
tissue  vaccine  or  crystal  violet  vaccine  not  less 
than  14  days  nor  more  than  9 months  before  ship- 
ment, provided  that  swine  vaccinated  by  either 
of  the  last  two  methods  must  have  been  at  least 
eight  weeks  of  age  at  the  time  of  vaccination. 

8-9a-3.  Obligation  of  Transportation  Company  to 
Require  Health  Certificate.  Transportation  companies, 
before  accepting  shipments  of  swine  into  Illinois,  shall 
require  certificate  of  health.  The  original  of  such  cer- 
tificate shall  accompany  the  swine,  and  the  veterinarian 
issuing  such  certificate  of  health  shall  immediately 
forward  the  duplicate  of  such  certificate  to  the  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  Industry. 

8-9a-4.  Swine  for  Exhibition.  All  out-of-state  swine 
must  meet  Illinois  entry  requirements. 

All  Illinois  swine  for  exhibition  must  be  immunized 
against  hog  cholera  either  by  the  simultaneous  treat- 
ment more  than  twenty-one  days  prior  to  the  date  of 
exhibition,  or  by  the  serum  alone  treatment  within  ten 
days  prior  to  date  of  exhibition,  or  by  Boynton  tissue 
vaccine  or  crystal  violet  vaccine  not  less  than  14  days 
nor  more  than  9 months  prior  to  exhibition;  provided 
that  pigs  treated  by  either  of  the  last  two  methods  must 
have  been  at  least  eight  weeks  of  age  at  the  time  of 
vaccination.  All  Illinois  swine  must  be  accompanied 
by  certificate  of  vaccination  by  a licensed  veterinarian, 
or  by  a notarized  affidavit  of  the  owner  certifying  that 
he  has  vaccinated  the  swine  in  compliance  with  the 
regulations,  giving  the  date  of  vaccination,  name  of 
manufacturer  of  serum  and/or  vaccine,  and  the  serial 
number  of  the  serum  and/or  vaccine  used.  Swine  to  be 
shown  must  be  identified  on  the  vaccination  certificate. 
The  certificate  must  identify  the  animals  by  breed, 
color,  weight,  or  registration  numbers. 

Swine  consigned  to  Community  Sales — See  “Com- 
munity Sales.” 

SHEEP 

8-168-3.  Entry  Requirements.  All  sheep  coming 
into  Illinois,  except  for  immediate  slaughter,  and  except 
for  feeding  and  grazing  purposes  upon  special  permit 
from  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  must  be  accom-  - 
panied  by  an  official  health  certificate  showing  that  the 
animals  have  been  inspected  and  found  free  from  all 
infectious,  contagious,  or  communicable  diseases  and 
that  they  have  not  been  exposed  to  scabies  within  the 
last  twelve  months.  Such  certificate  must  be  signed  by 
an  approved  accredited  veterinarian  or  by  a veter- 
inarian of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry. 

8-168-4.  When  Exposed  Sheep  May  be  Admitted. 
Sheep  coming  into  Illinois  that  have  been  exposed  to 
scabies  within  the  last  twelve  months  must  have  been 
dipped  twice  ten  days  apart,  the  last  dipping  not  more 
than  ten  days  prior  to  shipment,  in  a dip  specified  by 
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the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  or  the  livestock  sanitary 
official  of  the  state  of  origin,  and  the  certificate  of  health 
must  so  state. 

8-168-5.  Feeding  and  grazing  sheep  Admitted  Upon 
Special  Permit.  Sheep  for  feeding  and  grazing  pur- 
poses brought  into  the  state  under  special  permit  from 
the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  shall  be  placed  under 
quarantine  until  ready  for  market  and  must  be  in- 
spected by  a qualified  veterinarian,  at  the  expense  of 
the  owner,  within  ten  days  prior  to  marketing.  If  the 
sheep  are  found  to  be  infested  with  scabies,  they  must 
be  dipped  prior  to  being  marketed  in  a dip  specified  by 
the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  or  shipped  in  a car 
displaying  a placard,  “Scabies  Sheep  Consigned  to  Yards 
for  Slaughter.” 

8-168-6.  Scabies  Infested  Sheep.  All  sheep  known 
to  be  infested  with,  or  exposed  to,  sheep  scab  mites  are 
required  to  be  dipped  twice  at  ten  day  intervals  in 
a lime  and  sulphur  solution  at  temperatures  from  95° 
to  105°  Fahrenheit.  Failure  by  the  owner  or  his  agent 
to  comply  with  this  regulation  will  result  in  a quaran- 
tine of  the  animals  and  premises  affected,  and  will  sub- 
ject the  owner  of  the  penalties  provided  by  law  for 
failure  to  comply  with  quarantine  regulations, 

8-168-7.  Exhibition  Requirements.  All  out-of-state 
sheep  must  meet  Illinois  entry  requirements. 

All  Illinois  sheep  for  exhibition  purposes  must  be 
inspected  by  a qualified  veterinarian  prior  to  exhibition, 
and  found  to  be  free  from  infectious  or  contagious 
diseases. 

Sheep  consigned  to  Community  Sales — See  “Com- 
munity Sales.” 


HORSES,  MULES  AND  ASSES 

8-168-8.  Entry  Requirements.  Horses,  mules,  and 
asses  must  be  accompanied  by  an  official  health  certifi- 
cate showing  such  animal  or  animals  to  be  free  from 
transmissible  diseases,  and  that  they  are  not  infected 
with,  or  have  not  been  exposed  to,  swamp  fever  (equine 
infectious  anemia)  within  30  days  of  shipment. 

8-168-9.  Exhibition  Requirements.  Horses,  Mules,  and 
asses  must  be  accompanied  by  official  health  certificates 
showing  such  animal  or  animals  to  be  free  from  trans- 
^missible  diseases  and  that  they  are  not  infected  with  or 
have  not  been  exposed  to  swamp  fever  (equine  infectious 
anemia). 

This  certificate  will  be  accepted  for  exhibition  of 
animals  listed  thereon  for  a period  of  90  days  from 
date  of  inspection. 

8-168-10.  Requirements  for  All  Race  Horses.  All 
race  horses  must  be  accompanied  by  an  official  health 
certificate  approved  by  the  state  livestock  sanitary 
official  of  the  state  of  origin  showing  such  animal  or 
animals  to  be  free  from  transmissible  diseases  and  that 
they  are  not  infected  with  or  have  not  been  exposed  to 
swamp  fever  (equine  infectious  anemia)  within  30 
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days  of  entry  into  Illinois.  This  certificate  will  be 
accepted  for  race  meets  for  a period  of  90  days  from 
date  of  inspection  of  the  animals  listed  thereon. 

DOGS 

8-23a-l.  Entry  Requirements.  Dogs  brought  into 
the  State  of  Illinois  must  be  accompanied  by  an  official 
health  certificate  issued  by  an  approved  accredited  veter- 
inarian showing  that  the  animal  or  animals  are  free 
from  communicable  diseases  within  30  days  of  entry 
and  that  all  animals  over  eight  (8)  weeks  of  age  have 
been  vaccinated  against  rabies  within  a period  of  six 
months. 

This  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  performing  dogs 
or  dogs  brought  in  for  breeding  purposes  kept  under 
direct  control  during  their  stay  in  the  state. 

8-23a-2.  Exhibition  or  Field  Trials.  Dogs  brought 
into  the  State  of  Illinois  for  exhibition  or  field  trial 
purposes  under  the  auspices  of  the  American  Kennel 
Club,  or  clubs  having  similar  rules,  and  not  remaining 
in  the  state  more  than  ten  days,  are  exempt  from  the 
above  requirements. 

SICK,  DISEASED,  AND  CRIPPLED  ANIMALS 

8-168-11.  Disposal  of  Sick,  Diseased,  and  Crippled 
Animals  at  Stockyards.  No  person,  firm,  or  corporation 
shall  remove  from  any  public  stockyards  any  sick,  dis- 
eased, or  crippled  animals  for  the  purpose  of  producing 
meat  to  be  sold  for  human  consumption,  except  in  case 
where  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  released  such 
animals  after  ante-mortem  inspection,  provided  that 
this  restriction  shall  not  apply  to  any  slaughter  house 
where  Federal  Inspection  is  maintained. 

COMMUNITY  SALES 

121l^-208-l.  Fee  to  Accompany  Application  Not  to 
be  Refunded.  The  application  for  license  to  operate  a 
community  sale  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  license 
fee.  In  no  case  will  this  fee  be  refunded. 

1211/^-208-2.  Release  of  Livestock  for  Interstate  Ship- 
ment. No  livestock  sold  at  community  sales  for  inter- 
state shipment  shall  be  released  by  the  sale  management 
until  the  shipment  complies  with  the  requirements  of 
the  state  to  which  it  is  to  be  shipped. 

1211/^-208-3.  Sheep.  All  sheep  originating  in  the 
State  of  Illinois,  or  that  entered  the  state  in  full  com- 
pliance with  state  regulations,  may  be  sold  through 
community  sales  barns  subject  to  the  following  regula- 
tions: 

a.  Consignments  from  out  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
must  be  accompanied  by  certificate  showing  that 
they  entered  the  state  in  full  compliance  with 
state  regulations,  provided,  however,  that  the 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry  may  issue  a per- 
mit on  request  by  a shipper  or  consignor  for  the 
shipment  and  sale  of  a specified  lot  and  number 
of  sheep  without  the  requirement  of  dipping  prior 
to  shipment,  from  a state  in  which  sheep  scabies 
is  not  known  to  exist  or  to  have  existed  for  the 
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past  12  months,  and  provided  such  fact  is  cer- 
tified to  by  the  livestock  sanitary  oflBcial  in 
charge  of  livestock  sanitation  of  such  state,  and 
provided  further  that  such  shipments  are  trans- 
ported in  clean  and  disinfected  cars  or  trucks. 

b.  Community  sales  barns  are  required  to  keep  a 
record  of  each  consignment,  and  also  to  keep  on 
file  the  accompanying  health  certificate  for  each 
consignment,  such  health  certificate  shall  be  re- 
tained on  file  by  the  sales  barn  for  a period  of  at 
least  one  year  from  date  of  sale. 

c.  Community  sales  barn  veterinary  inspectors  are 
required  to  check  each  consignment  and  certify 
to  the  freedom  from  scabies  or  any  other  con- 
tagious disease  at  the  time  of  presentation  of 
sheep  at  the  sales  barn.  The  community  sales 
barn  veterinary  inspector  and  the  community 
sales  barn  management  are  required  to  report 
to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  any  and 
all  cases  of  infection  on  the  date  of  inspection. 
All  such  infected  sheep  shall  be  held  in  strict 
quarantine  and  shall  be  isolated  from  all  other 
sheep. 

1211/^-208-4.  Swine.  All  hogs  sold  for  feeding  and 
breeding  purposes  shall  be  single  or  double  treated. 

a.  Hogs  double  treated  for  hog  cholera  more  than  21 
days  prior  to  sale,  if  not  otherwise  showing  evi- 
dence of  disease,  may  be  sold  when  accompanied 
by  a vaccination  certificate.  The  said  vaccination 
certificate  shall  be  made  by  the  person  who 
treated  the  hogs.  The  certificate  must  identify 
the  hogs  by  breed,  color,  and  weight  at  time  of 
vaccination,  give  the  date  of  injection,  amount  of 
serum  and  virus  used,  serial  number  and  name 
of  manufacturer,  and  such  identification  must  be 
by  the  person  who  vaccinated  the  hogs.  Sales 
barn  records  must  identify  such  hogs  showing 
consignor  and  purchaser. 

b.  Hogs  that  are  double  treated  at  the  sales  barn 
must  be  identified  by  breed,  color,  and  weight  at 
time  of  vaccination,  and  quarantined  to  pur- 
chaser for  21  days. 

c.  Hogs  that  are  single  treated  must  be  identified 
by  breed,  color,  and  weight  at  the  time  of  vaccina- 
tion. Such  identification,  together  with  name 
and  address  of  consignor  and  purchaser,  must  be 
made  a part  of  the  records  of  the  sale  barn  before 
hogs  so  treated  are  removed. 

d.  The  purchaser  of  hogs  for  slaughter  purposes 
must  file  with  the  sales  barn  management  an 
affidavit  stating  that  the  hogs  are  purchased  for 
slaughter  purposes  and  will  be  disposed  of  accord- 
ingly within  10  days  from  date  of  sale. 

e.  All  imported  hogs  brought  into  the  State  of 
Illinois  on  a permit  must  be  double  treated  with 
serum  and  virus  before  they  leave  the  sales  barn, 
and  quarantined  for  21  days.  The  sales  barn 
shall  immediately  report  to  the  Division  of  Live- 
stock Industry  at  Springfield,  Illinois  the  name 
of  the  purchaser  and  the  place  of  quarantine. 

1211/^-208-5.  Veterinary  Inspection.  A veterinary 
inspector  for  a community  sale  shall  inspect  all  live- 
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stock  consigned  to  the  sale,  before  the  sale  starts.  No 
animal  shall  be  sold  until  approved  for  sale  by  the 
veterinary  inspector.  Sale  of  cattle  through  community 
sales  must  conform  to  the  provisions  of  both  the  Bang’s 
disease  Control  Law  and  the  Community  Sale  Law.  The 
veterinary  inspector  shall  remain  at  the  sales  barn 
until  all  animals  are  sold  and  all  of  the  requirements 
for  their  removal  and  disposition  have  been  fully  com- 
plied with.  The  veterinary  inspector  shall  approve  or 
disapprove  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  sales  barn  at 
the  time  of  sale.  No  sale  shall  be  permitted  until  the 
sanitary  requirements,  as  provided  herein,  are  complied 
with  and  approved  by  the  veterinary  inspector  in  charge. 
The  sanitary  condition  of  the  sales  barn  at  the  time  of 
sale  shall  be  reported  to  the  Department  by  the  in- 
spector in  charge,  indicating  the  condition  thereof  as 
“good,”  “fair,”  “poor.”  The  veterinary  inspector’s  re- 
ports shall  be  completed  and  mailed  to  the  Department 
as  required  by  the  statutes.  , 

1211/^-208-6.  Sanitary  Standards.  1.  All  stalls,  pens, 
alleyways,  and  sales  ring  shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned 
and  disinfected  following  each  sale. 

2.  Windows  shall  be  provided  for  light  and  ventila- 
tion. Light  shall  be  sufficient  to  illuminate  all  pens 
and  stalls. 

3.  Roofs  shall  be  kept  tight  at  all  times  so  as  to 
prevent  leakage  and  keep  out  moisture. 

4.  The  floors  of  all  pens,  alleys,  and  sales  ring  shall 
be  of  concrete  or  other  impervious  material,  gravel,  cin- 
ders, or  other  material  that  is  compact,  easily  cleaned, 
and  drained  in  all  kinds  of  weather. 

5.  Dairy  and  breeding  cattle  shall  be  kept  separate 
from  all  other  cattle  and  not  allowed  to  intermingle. 

6.  All  pens  and  alleys  for  housing  hogs  shall  have 
floors  that  are  made  of  concrete  or  other  impervious 
material.  Such  floors  and  pens  shall  be  provided  with 
drainage  for  flushing. 

1211/^-208-7.  Each  community  sales  barn  will  dis- 
play in  a prominent  place  a license  as  provided  by  law 
and  a poster,  to  be  supplied  by  the  Division,  setting 
forth  the  rules  and  regulations  in  the  sale  of  livestock. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  DEAD  ANIMAL  DISPOSAL 
PLANTS  AND  EQUIPMENT 

8-149-1.  Failure  of  Building  to  Meet  Requirements 
Upon  First  Inspection.  If,  upon  first  inspection,  the 
building  in  which  the  applicant  for  license  intends  to 
conduct  the  business  of  disposing  of  the  bodies  of  dead 
animals  fails  to  comply  with  the  statutory  requirements 
and  the  rules  of  the  Department,  the  applicant  shall  be 
granted  a period  of  time  not  to  exceed  , sixty  days  in 
which  to  remedy  the  defects  specified;  except  that  in 
extraordinary  and  meritorious  cases,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry of  the  Department,  such  time  limit  of  sixty  days 
may  be  further  extended.  At  the  end  of  the  period, 
another  inspection  shall  be  made.  If  upon  such  final 
inspection  the  building  complies  with  the  requirements 
of  the  “Dead  Animal  Disposal  Act”  and  the  rules  of  the 
Department  issued  pursuant  thereto,  a license  shall  be 
issued. 
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8-149-2.  Fee  to  Accompany  Application — Fot  to  he 
Refunded.  The  original  application  for  license  shall 
be  accompanied  by  the  license  fee.  In  no  case  will  this 
fee  be  refunded. 

8-149-3.  Trucks  to  Secure  Annual  Permit.  All  trucks 
used  in  conveying  the  bodies  of  dead  animals  over  the 
highways  of  the  state  must  secure  an  annual  permit 
from  the  Department.  The  issuance  and  effect  of  such 
permit  shall  be  dependent  upon  such  trucks  meeting 
the  standard  for  equipment  and  operation  specified  in 
Sections  14,  15,  and  16  of  the  Dead  Animal  Disposal 
Act.  (Rev.  Stat.  Chap.  8,  Sec.  162-163-164).  Each  truck 
granted  a permit  under  this  rule  shall  have  the  in- 
scription, “111.  Dead  An.  Dis.  Act,  111.  Permit  No. ” 

painted  in  a conspicuous  place  in  contrasting  color  on 
the  bed  of  the  truck  in  letters  not  less  than  three  inches 
high. 

8-149-4.  Temporary  Truck  Permits  May  Be  Issued. 
When  a rendering  plant  has  made  application  for  a 
license  and  changes  or  improvements  are  in  process  of 
being  made  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act, 
the  Department  may  issue  temporary  truck  permits 
for  the  period  allowed  to  conform  with  the  require- 
ments for  a license. 
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EXPLANATORY  NOTE 


The  rules  and  regulations  contained  herein  have 
been  arranged  according  to  the  acts  under  which  they 
are  promulgated.  Each  rule  has  a citation  number 
which  consists  of  three  figures.  The  first  figure  in- 
dicates the  number  of  the  chapter  in  the  Revised 
Statutes  in  which  the  act  is  found.  The  second  figure 
refers  to  the  number  of  the  first  section  of  the  act 
under  which  the  rule  is  promulgated.  The  third  figure 
designates  the  particular  rule  under  each  act.  For 
example,  the  first  rule  is  numbered  “8-87-1.”  The 
first  figure,  “8”  refers  to  the  chapter  in  the  Revised 
Statutes  in  which  the  authority  for  the  rule  is  found. 
The  second  figure,  “87”  indicates  that  the  particular 
act  under  which  the  rule  is  promulgated  begins  at 
section  “87”  of  this  chapter.  The  third  figure,  “1”  shows 
that  this  rule  is  the  first  one  under  Tuberculosis  Eradi- 
cation Act. 
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DIVISION  OF  LIVESTOCK  INDUSTRY 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  IN  FURTHERANCE 
OF  LAWS  ENFORCED  BY  THE  DIVISION 


(Note — For  an  explanation  of  the  system  of  numbering 
the  sections,  see  the  note  at  the  beginning.) 

DEFINITIONS 

The  term,  “Department,”  or  “Department  of  Agri- 
culture,” unless  otherwise  indicated,  means  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

The  term,  “Division,”  or  “Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry,” means  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  of 
the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  term,  “Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,”  means  the 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture. 

The  term,  “brucellosis,”  means  the  disease  wherein 
an  animal  is  infected  with  Brucella  micro-organisms 
irrespective  of  the  occurrence  or  absence  of  clinical 
symptoms  of  infectious  abortion. 

The  term,  “agglutination  test,”  means  a test  made  by 
using  a standardized  suspension  (antigen)  of  killed 
Brucella  micro-organisms  in  dilution  of  blood  serum 
taken  from  the  animal  to  be  tested.  The  clumping  or 
agglutination  of  the  killed  Brucella  micro-organisms 
in  a dilution  of  I part  of  serum  to  50  parts  of  the  killed 
Brucella  micro-organisms  is  classed  as  a “suspect”. 
The  clumping  or  agglutination  of  the  killed  Brucella 
micro-organisms  in  a dilution  of  1 part  of  serum  to  100 
parts  of  the  killed  Brucella  micro-organisms  or  in  any 
higher  dilution  is  classed  as  a “reactor”. 

The  term,  “infected  animal,”  or  “reactor,”  means  an 
animal  which  has  given  a positive  reaction  to  the  “ag- 
glutination test,”  or  any  other  recognized  tests  for  the 
detection  of  brucellosis  approved  by  the  Department, 
or  if  Brucella  micro-organisms  have  been  found  in  the 
body  or  in  the  body  discharges. 

The  term,  “accredited  veterinarian,”  means  a vet- 
erinarian who  has  successfully  passed  an  examination 
given  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

An  “approved  veterinarian”  is  an  accredited  veter- 
inarian licensed  by  the  state  in  which  he  practices  and 
approved  by  the  livestock  sanitary  officials  of  that  state. 

The  term,  “quarantine,”  means  a condition  in  which 
animals  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart  from  and  not 
allowed  to  come  in  contact  in  any  way  with  other 
animals. 

The  term,  “restriction,”  or  “restricted,”  means  a 
condition  in  which  animals  shall  be  kept  on  certain 
designated  premises  and  shall  not  be  allowed  to  come 
in  contact  in  any  way  with  animals  from  other  premises. 

The  term,  “public  stockyards,”  means  the  Union 
Stockyard  located  at  Chicago,  the  National  Stockyard 


located  at  East  St.  Louis,  the  Union  Stockyard  located 
at  Peoria,  the  Springfield  Stockyard  located  at  Spring- 
field,  or  any  other  public  stockyards  located  within  the 
State  of  Illinois  and  subject  to  regulation  under  the 
provisions  of  the  “Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,”  en- 
acted by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States. 

“Infectious  disease,”  means  the  reaction  resulting 
from  the  introduction  into  the  body  of  a specific  disease- 
producing  organism  or  its  toxic  product. 

“Contagious  disease,”  means  a specific  infectious 
disease  which  is  readily  transmitted  from  host  to  host 
by  direct  contact  or  by  means  of  intermediate  hosts. 

The  term,  “infestation,”  or  “infested  with,”  means  the 
invasion  of  the  body  by  animal  parasites. 

A “Certified  Brucellosis-free  herd”  (named  in  the  law 
as  “abortion-free  accredited  herd”)  is  one  in  which  at 
least  two  annual-negative  agglutination  tests  for  brucel- 
losis have  been  conducted  on  all  animals  in  the  herd 
6 months  of  age  or  over  and  for  which  a certificate  has 
been  issued,  by  the  livestock  sanitary  officials  of  the 
state  of  origin. 

A “Tuberculosis-free  Accredited  herd”  is  one  for 
which  a certificate  of  accreditation  has  been  issued  by  the 
livestock  sanitary  officials  of  the  state  of  origin  and  the 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industry. 

The  term,  “health  certificate,”  or  “certificate  of 
health,”  or  “interstate  health  certificate,”  means  a legible 
record,  made  on  an  official  form  of  the  state  of  origin,  or 
the  United  States  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  and  issued 
by  a licensed,  graduate,  accredited  and  approved  veterin- 
arian of  the  state  of  origin  or  a veterinarian  in  the  em- 
ploy of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry, 
which  shows  that  the  animals  or  birds  listed  thereon 
meet  the  health  requirements  of  the  state  of  destina- 
tion. The  health  certificate  shall  contain  the  name  and 
address  of  the  consignor,  the  name  and  address  of  the 
consignee,  and  an  accurate  description  or  identification 
of  the  animals  or  birds  involved,  and  shall  also  indicate 
the  health  status  of  the  animals  or  birds,  including  the 
dates  and  results  of  required  tests  and  dates  of  vaccina- 
tion, if  any. 


BOVINE  TUBERCULOSIS 

8-87-1.  Entry  Requirements.  Except  as  hereinafter 
provided,  all  cattle  entering  the  State  of  Illinois,  (except 
those  consigned  to  public  stockyards,  or  shipped  from 
public  stockyards  within  the  State)  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a certificate  of  health  including  the  tuberculin  test, 
administered  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  within  30  days 
previous  to  said  cattle  being  brought  into  the  State 
of  Illinois,  and  may  be  held  in  quarantine  for  a tuber- 
culin retest  to  be  applied  under  the  direction  of  the 
State  Department  of  Agriculture  not  sooner  than  60 
days  after  the  arrival  of  the  cattle  witliin  the  State.  A 
copy  of  the  health  certificate  bearing  the  approval  of 
the  livestock  sanitary  oflacial  of  the  state  of  origin  must 
be  filed  with  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

PROVIDED:  1.  Cattle  from  State  and  Federal 

tuberculosis-free  accredited  herds  may  be  shipped  into 
the  State  of  Illinois  when  accompanied  by  a certificate 
of  health,  issued  by  an  accredited  veterinarian  in  good 
standing,  showing  such  cattle  to  have  originated  in  an 
accredited  herd,  giving  the  accredited  herd  number,  and 
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identifying  them  either  hy  ear  tag  number  or  registra- 
tion name  and  number.  Such  cattle  shall  not  be  subject 
to  quarantine  for  tuberculosis  except  as  provided  in  the 
following  paragraph  9.  A copy  of  the  health  certificate 
bearing  the  approval  of  the  livestock  sanitary  official 
of  the  state  of  origin  must  be  filed  with  the  Illinois  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  Industry. 

2.  Cattle  from  other  than  a tuberculosis-free  ac- 
credited herd,  but  originating  in  a modified  tuberculosis- 
free  accredited  area,  may  be  shipped  into  the  State  of 
Illinois  when  accompanied  by  a certificate  of  health, 
issued  by  an  accredited  veterinarian  in  good  standing, 
identifying  such  cattle  and  showing  them  to  have  orig- 
inated in  such  accredited  area,  that  the  herd  in  which 
such  cattle  originated  had  no  reactors  on  last_  complete 
herd  test,  and  showing  such  cattle  negative  to  tuberculin 
test  within  one  year  of  date  of  shipment.  Such  cattle 
shall  not  be  subject  to  quarantine  for  tuberculosis  ex- 
cept as  provided  in  the  following  paragraph  9.  A copy 
of  the  health  certificate  bearing  the  approval  of  the 
livestock  sanitary  official  of  the  state  of  origin  must  be 
filed  with  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

3.  Female  cattle  of  the  beef  breeds  for  feeding  or  graz- 
ing purposes  may  be  shipped  into  Illinois  from  a modi- 
fied tuberculosis-free  accredited  area,  or  from  a public 
stockyard,  without  tuberculin  test  when  accompanied  by 
a permit  from  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  or  by 
federal  inspection  Form  II  48  or  F Form  48,  or  by  an  in- 
terstate health  certificate  showing  the  cattle  to  be  free 
from  any  contagious,  infectious  or  communicable  disease 
as  determined  by  a physical  examination.  A copy  of  the 
health  certificate  bearing  the  approval  of  the  livestock 
sanitary  official  of  the  state  of  origin  must  be  filed  with 
the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry.  Such  cat- 
tle shall  be  held  in  quarantine  at  destination  until  re- 
leased by  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

4.  Steers  for  feeding  or  grazing  purposes  may  be 
shipped  into  Illinois  from  a modified  tuberculosis-free 
accredited  area,  or  from  a public  stockyard  where  known 
tuberculous  reactors  are  segregated,  when  accompanied 
by  a permit  from  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry, 
or  by  federal  inspection  Form  II  48  or  F Form  48  or  by 
an  interestate  health  certificate  showing  the  cattle  to 
be  free  from  any  contagious,  infectious  or  communicable 
disease  as  determined  by  a physical  examination.  A 
copy  of  the  health  certificate  bearing  the  approval  of 
the  livestock  sanitary  official  of  the  state  of  origin  must 
be  filed  with  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 
Such  cattle  shall  not  be  subject  to  quarantine  for  tuber- 
culosis except  as  provided  in  the  following  paragraph  9, 
however,  they  must  be  isolated  and  segregated  from  dairy 
and  breeding  cattle. 

5.  Out-of-state  steers  for  exhibition  purposes  may  be 
shipped  into  Illinois  when  accompanied  by  an  approved, 
official  interstate  health  certificate  showing  the  cattle 
to  be  free  from  any  contagious,  infectious  or  com- 
municable disease  as  determined  by  a physical  examina- 
tion. Tuberculin  test  is  not  required  provided  steers 
are  isolated  from  all  other  cattle  during  exhibition.  A 
copy  of  the  health  certificate  bearing  the  approval  of 
the  livestock  sanitary  official  of  the  state  of  origin 
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must  be  filed  with  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry. 

6.  Illinois  steers  for  exhibition  purposes  may  be 
exhibited  when  accompanied  by  an  official  health  cer- 
tificate showing  the  cattle  to  be  free  from  any  con- 
tagious, infectious  or  communicable  disease  as  deter- 
mined by  a physical  examination.  Tuberculin  test  is 
not  required  provided  steers  are  isolated  from  all  other 
cattle  during  exhibition. 

7.  Cattle  for  immediate  slaughter  consigned  to  a 
recognized  slaughtering  center  may  be  shipped  into 
Illinois  without  a tuberculin  test;  however,  such  cattle 
shall  be  held  in  quarantine  until  slaughtered. 

8.  Cattle  for  immediate  slaughter  not  consigned  to 
a recognized  slaughtering  center  may  be  shipped  into 
Illinois  on  an  official  certificate  of  veterinary  inspection, 
or  permit  from  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 
Such  cattle  shall  be  held  in  quarantine  until  slaughtered. 

9.  When,  for  the  protection  of  the  livestock  herds 
of  Illinois,  and  in  the  interest  of  the  general  public,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  it  is 
deemed  advisable,  said  Department  shall  have  the  au- 
thority to  quarantine  for  tuberculosis  all  cattle  shipped 
into  Illinois  or  from  a public  stockyard  unless  such 
cattle  have  passed  a negative  tuberculin  test  within 
thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  shipment. 

8-87-2.  Report  of  Transportation  Companies  and 
Truck  Operators  Required.  Every  person,  transporta- 
tion company,  or  truck  operator  transporting  cattle 
into  the  State  from  points  without  the  State,  consigned 
or  delivered  other  than  to  a public  stockyard,  shall, 
within  twenty-four  (24)  hours  after  such  cattle  are  un- 
loaded in  the  State,  report  to  the  Division,  giving  name 
and  address  of  consignor  and  location  of  loading  point, 
the  name  and  address  of  consignee  and  location  of  un- 
loading point,  the  number  and  kind  of  cattle,  and  the 
breed.  (Violation  of  this  provision  is  punishable  by  a 
fine  not  exceeding  $1,000). 

8-87-3.  Exhibition  Requirements.  All  out-of-state 
cattle  must  meet  Illinois  entry  requirements.  After 
entry,  certificate  will  be  honored  at  exhibitions  for 
90  days  from  date  of  test. 

1.  Out-of-state  steers  for  exhibition  purposes  must 
be  accompanied  by  approved  official  interstate  health 
certificate  showing  the  cattle  to  be  free  from  any  con- 
tagious, infectious  or  communicable  disease  as  deter- 
mined by  a physical  examination.  Tuberculin  test  is 
not  required  provided  steers  are  isolated  from  all  other 
cattle  during  exhibition.  A copy  of  the  health  cer- 
tificate bearing  the  approval  of  the  livestock  sanitary 
official  of  the  state  of  origin  must  be  filed  with  the  Illi- 
nois Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

2.  Illinois  cattle  must  be  accompanied  by  an  official 
health  certificate,  issued  by  an  approved  accredited 
veterinarian,  showing  them  to  be  from  a tuberculosis- 
free  accredited  herd  in  good  standing,  or  to  be  from  a 
herd  which  had  no  tuberculous  reactors  on  last  com- 
plete herd  test  and  showing  such  cattle  negative  to  the 
tuberculin  test  within  one  year  of  date  of  exhibition,  or 
to  have  been  negative  to  the  tuberculin  test  within  90 
days  of  date  of  exhibition. 

3.  Illinois  steers  for  exhibition  purposes  may  be 
exhibited  when  accompanied  by  an  official  health  cer-

tificate  showing  the  cattle  to  be  free  from  any  con- 
tagious, infectious  or  communicable  disease  as  deter- 
mined by  a physical  examination.  Tuberculin  test  is 
not  required  provided  steers  are  isolated  from  all  other 
cattle  during  exhibition. 

8-87-4.  Sale  of  Quarantined  Cattle.  The  sale  or 
transfer  of  feeding  and  grazing  cattle  in  quarantine  is 
prohibited  except  as  follows: 

a.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  the  sale  of  the  quarantined  animals  for 
slaughter  to  a person  regularly  engaged  in  the 
slaughter  of  cattle. 

b.  The  owner  notifies  the  Division  of  the  transfer 
of  feeding  and  grazing  cattle  to  other  owners.  The 
name  and  address  of  the  purchaser,  together  with 
date  of  sale  and  number  and  description  of  cattle 
sold,  must  be  furnished  the  Division  immediately. 
Transfer  of  quarantined  cattle  in  lots  of  less  than 
five  (5)  head  is  prohibited. 

8-87-5.  Release  of  Cattle  from  Quarantine.  Quar- 
antined animals  are  released  when: 

a.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  the  shipment  of  the  quarantined  animals 
to  a public  stockyards. 

b.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  the  sale  of  the  quarantined  animals  for 
slaughter  to  a person  regularly  engaged  in  the 
slaughter  of  cattle,  or  the  slaughter  of  the  animals 
for  his  own  use. 

c.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  the  death  of  the  quarantined  animals. 

d.  The  licensed,  accredited,  approved  veterinarian 
sends  report  of  negative  tuberculin  test  of  the 
quarantined  animals  to  the  Illinois  Division  of 
Livestock  Industry. 

8-87-6.  When  Indemnity  Will  he  Paid  on  Tests  Made 
at  Owner's  Expense.  Indemnity  will  be  paid  to  owners 
of  dairy  and  breeding  cattle  which  react  to  the  tuber- 
culin test  administered  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  by 
approved,  accredited  veterinarians,  provided: 

a.  That  before  making  such  test  the  veterinarian 
must  secure  from  the  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry a written  authorization. 

b.  Permit  will  be  granted  only  when  the  entire  herd 
is  to  be  tuberculin  tested. 

c.  Indemnity  will  be  paid  only  when  the  appraisal 
is  made  by  a regularly  employed  state,  federal,  or 
county  veterinarian,  and  all  statutory  require- 
ments governing  the  payment  of  indemnity  are 
observed. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  secure  a permit  for  testing 
cattle  for  release  from  quarantine  or  where  incomplete 
herd  tests  are  conducted,  since  any  reactors  found  on 
such  tests  are  not  eligible  for  indemnity. 

8-87-7.  Sale  and  Distribution  of  Tuberculin.  All 
persons,  companies,  partnerships,  or  corporations  en- 
gaged in  the  sale  or  distribution  of  biological  products 
within  the  State  of  Illinois  must  report  to  the  Division 
all  sales  of  bovine  and  avian  tuberculin.  Sales  shall 
be  made  only  to  licensed  veterinarians. 
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8-87-8.  Tuberculosis-free  Accredited  Herd  Defined. 
A tuberculosis-free  accredited  herd  of  cattle  is  one  in 
which  the  entire  herd  has  passed  two  negative  successive 
annual  physical  examinations  and  tuberculin  tests,  and 
for  which  a certificate  of  accreditation  has  been  issued. 
Renewal  is  subject  to  annual  negative  complete  herd 
test.  Herds  in  which  infection  occurs  shall  be  quar- 
antined and  shall  be  required  to  pass  three  negative 
tuberculin  tests  not  less  than  60  days  apart  to  lift 
quarantine;  and  further,  such  herds  shall  not  be  ac- 
credited or  reaccredited  until  they  shall  have  passed  a 
tuberculin  test  without  evidence  of  reaction,  not  less 
than  12  nor  more  than  14  months  following  the  test 
on  which  infection  was  disclosed;  such  physical  examin- 
ations and  tuberculin  tests  shall  be  applied  by  an  ac- 
credited veterinarian,  or  a veterinarian  regularly  em- 
ployed by  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  or  the 
United  States  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry. 

8-87-9.  Penalty.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Tuberculosis  Eradication  Law  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor  and  punished  by  a 
fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000). 

In  addition  to  the  penalty  herein  provided,  if  any 
owner  of  dairy  or  breeding  cattle  refuses  to  submit  such 
cattle  for  a tuberculin  test,  such  cattle  may  be  placed  in 
quarantine  until  submitted  for  test. 


BOVINE  BRUCELLOSIS 

8-134-1.  Entry  Requirements.  No  dairy  or  breeding 
cattle  more  than  four  months  of  age  shall  be  imported 
into  the  State  of  Illinois  unless  such  cattle  are  accom- 
panied by  a certificate  of  health  issued  by  a veterinarian 
in  good  standing  and  approved  by  the  state  veterinarian 
or  livestock  sanitary  official  of  the  state  of  origin,  or 
by  an  inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture,  showing  the  cattle  to  have  passed  a nega- 
tive agglutination  blood  test  for  brucellosis  within 
thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  date  of  entry,  except  as 
hereinafter  otherwise  provided,  and  except  that  the 
Department  in  the  case  of  dairy  cattle  originating  in 
herds  where  infection  is  known  to  exist  or  is  suspected, 
may  require  that  the  animals  be  accompanied  by  a cer- 
tificate of  health  showing  that  they  have  passed  two 
negative  agglutination  tests  made  at  least  30  days  apart, 
the  last  of  such  tests  to  have  been  made  within  30  days 
prior  to  the  date  of  entry,  or  may  require  that  the 
animals  be  quarantined  and  remain  in  quarantine  after 
entry  until  they  have  passed  a negative  agglutination 
test  given  at  least  30  days  after  entry. 

No  dairy  or  breeding  cattle  more  than  four  months 
of  age  shall  be  shipped  from  any  public  stockyards  in 
Illinois  consigned  to  any  point  within  the  State  unless 
such  cattle  are  accompanied  by  a certificate  of  health 
issued  by  an  accredited  veterinarian  showing  the  cattle 
to  have  passed  a negative  agglutination  blood  test  for 
brucellosis  before  they  left  the  public  stockyards. 

Cattle  consigned  to  public  stockyards  in  Illinois  may 
enter  such  public  stockyards  without  test  or  certificates 
of  health  showing  them  to  be  free  from  brucellosis. 

Dairy  and  breeding  cattle  from  certified  brucellosis- 
free  herds  may  enter  the  State  without  a test  for  brucel- 
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losis  when  accompanied  by  a certificate  of  health  issued 
by  an  accredited  veterinarian  of  the  state  of  origin 
showing  the  cattle  to  have  originated  from  certified 
herds  and  giving  the  certified  herd  number.  Dairy  and 
breeding  cattle  not  more  than  30  months  of  age  may 
enter  the  State  without  a test  for  brucellosis  when  accom- 
panied by  a certificate  issued  by  an  accredited  veter- 
inarian and  approved  by  the  livestock  sanitary  authori- 
ties of  the  state  of  origin  certifying  that  the  respective 
animals,  identifying  them,  were  vaccinated  against 
brucellosis  with  an  approved  vaccine,  giving  the  serial 
number  of  such  vaccine  and  the  dosage  used,  on  a date, 
which  shall  be  stated,  when  the  animal  was  not  less 
than  4 nor  more  than  8 months  of  age,  and  such  cer- 
tificate is  filed  with  the  Department.  The  Department 
may  adopt  rules  and  regulations  permitting  entry  of 
other  cattle  that  have  been  treated  with  a vaccine  con- 
taining Brucella  micro-organisms,  provided  such  cattle 
can  be  positively  identified  and  a certificate  of  vaccina- 
tion issued  by  an  accredited  veterinarian  is  filed  with 
the  Department.  These  cattle  shall  be  quarantined  and 
remain  in  quarantine  or  restricted,  as  the  Department 
may  determine,  until  they  show  a negative  brucellosis 
test  administered  in  accordance  with  regulations  pre- 
scribed by  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Female  cattle  of  the  recognized  beef  breeds  may 
enter  the  State  or  may  be  shipped  from  public  stock- 
yards  within  the  State,  as  provided  in  the  Law,  without 
test  for  brucellosis  or  certificate  of  health  and  may  be 
held  on  the  farm  during  the  feeding  and  grazing  period 
under  quarantine  where  they  do  not  come  in  contact  with 
other  cattle,  for  a feeding  and  grazing  period  of  not  to 
exceed  12  months.  If  cattle  imported  for  feeding  and 
grazing  purposes  are  permitted  to  come  in  contact  with 
other  cattle,  or  if  they  are  held  for  a longer  period  of 
feeding  and  grazing  than  12  months,  they  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  test.  The  person  importing  the  cattle  or  selling 
from  a stockyard  or  regularly  conducted  market  within 
the  State  shall  report  to  the  Department  the  name  and 
address  of  the  person  to  whom  they  are  sold.  If  they 
are  sold  from  that  farm,  they  shall  be  subject  to  test. 

All  certificates  of  health  or  reports  of  tests  shall 
carry  an  identification  of  the  animals  involved  either  by 
registration  name  and  number,  or  by  record  association 
approved  individual  tattoos,  or  by  number  on  the  ear 
tag  placed  in  the  right  ear  of  the  animal. 

A copy  of  the  health  certificate  bearing  the  approval 
of  the  livestock  sanitary  official  of  the  state  of  origin 
must  be  filed  with  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry. 

Subject  to  the  minimum  requirements  as  set  forth 
in  this  section,  the  Department  is  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  permit  dairy  and  breeding  cattle  to  enter 
this  State  from  any  other  state  or  territory  upon  the 
same  terms  and  conditions  as  dairy  and  breeding  cattle 
from  this  State  are  permitted  to  enter  such  other  state 
or  territory. 

Before  accepting  any  dairy  or  breeding  cattle  for  • 
shipment  into  the  State  of  Illinois,  or  consigned  to 
points  within  the  State  of  Illinois,  except  to  a public 
stockyard,  every  person,  transportation  company,  or 
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truck  operator  shall  require  that  a certificate  of  health, 
certificate  of  test  and  vaccination,  or  certificate  of  origin 
from  a certified  brucellosis-free  herd,  as  required 
by  the  immediately  preceding  paragraphs,  accompany 
the  bill  of  lading  or  the  animal  to  its  destination.  The 
person,  transportation  company,  or  truck  operator  shall 
have  such  certificate  in  his  or  its  possession  at  all  times 
from  the  loading  of  such  animal  to  the  delivery  of  the 
animal  at  its  destination. 

8-134-2.  Report  of  Transportation  Companies  and 
Truck  Operators  Required.  Every  person,  transportation 
company,  or  truck  operator  transporting  cattle  into  the 
State  from  points  without  the  State,  consigned  or  de- 
livered other  than  to  a public  stockyard,  shall,  within 
twenty-four  (24)  hours  after  such  cattle  are  unloaded 
in  the  State,  report  to  the  Department,  giving  the  name 
and  address  of  the  consignor  and  the  location  of  the 
loading  point,  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignee  and 
the  location  of  the  unloading  point,  the  number  and 
kind  of  cattle,  and  the  breed. 

Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Bovine  Brucellosis  Control  Law  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a fine  of  not  exceeding  $500.00. 

8-134-3.  Exhibition  Requirements.  All  out-of-state 
cattle  must  meet  Illinois  entry  requirements.  After 
entry,  certificate  will  be  honored  at  exhibitions  for  90 
days  from  date  of  test. 

Illinois  cattle,  except  steers  and  calves  under  four 
months  of  age,  must  be  accompanied  by  an  approved 
official  health  certificate  issued  by  an  approved,  accred- 
ited veterinarian  showing  them: 

a.  to  have  originated  in  a certified  brucellosis-free 
herd  in  good  standing,  showing  the  herd  certifica- 
tion number,  or 

b.  to  be  not  more  than  30  months  of  age  and  to  have 
been  officially  vaccinated  against  brucellosis 
with  an  approved  vaccine  between  the  ages  of  4 
and  8 months,  such  animals  to  be  postively  identi- 
fied and  such  vaccination  to  have  been  officially 
reported  and  recorded,  or 

c.  to  have  been  negative  to  the  agglutination  test 
for  brucellosis  within  90  days  of  date  of  exhibi- 
tion. 

Suspects  may  show,  providing  there  was  a complete 
herd  test  made  at  the  time  the  suspect  was  found,  and 
providing  that  the  herd  was  entirely  free  of  reactors. 

Vaccinated  calves  that  are  suspects  at  30  months  of 
age  are  not  eligible  to  show  unless  there  was  a complete 
herd  test  at  the  time  the  suspect  was  found,  and  pro- 
vided the  entire  herd  was  free  of  reactors. 

8-134-4.  Tests — By  Whom  Made — Report  Required. 
All  diagnostic  tests  for  the  detection  of  bovine  brucel- 
losis, except  those  conducted  at  State  expense  or  for 
interstate  or  export  shipments,  shall  be  read  at  one  of 
the  State  laboratories  or  Animal  Pathology  Laboratory 
of  the  College  of  Veterinary  Medicine,  University  of 
Illinois,  or  by  a veterinarian  who  has  received  permit 
from  the  Department  to  make  such  tests.  The  tests 
shall  be  immediately  reported  in  writing  to  the  Divi- 
sion. This  report  shall  contain  date  of  test,  a statement 
of  results  obtained  in  at  least  two  dilutions  and,  for  the 
purpose  of  identification,  the  name  and  address  of  the 
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owner,  together  with  complete  identification  of  each 
animal  so  tested.  The  identification  of  a grade  animal 
must  include  the  predominating  breed,  sex,  approximate 
age  and  ear  tag  number.  A purebred  and  registered 
animal  may  be  identified  by  its  breed,  sex,  age,  and 
registration  number  or  record  association  approved  in- 
dividual tattoo.  Identification  of  grade  animals  by 
methods  other  than  ear  tags  must  be  approved  by  the 
Department. 

8-134-5.  Tests  Conducted  at  State  Expense  or  for 
Interstate  or  Export  Shipments.  All  diagnostic  tests 
for  the  detection  of  bovine  brucellosis  at  State  expense 
or  for  interstate  or  export  shipments,  must  be  read  at 
one  of  the  State  laboratories,  or  the  Animal  Pathology 
Laboratory  of  the  College  of  Veterinary  Medincine,  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois;  and  shall  be  reported  in  the  same 
manner  as  prescribed  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

8-134-6.  Identification  of  Vaccinated  Cattle.  All  pure- 
bred cattle  vaccinated  with  brucella  abortus  vaccine 
shall  be  identified  on  the  report  of  vaccination  by  their 
registration  number  or  dam’s  registration  number  or 
record  association  approved  individual  tattoo.  All  grade 
or  not  permanently  identified  cattle  so  vaccinated  shall 
be  ear  tagged  in  the  right  ear  with  an  identification  tag. 
In  addition  to  the  above  identification  each  vaccinated 
animal  shall  be  identified  as  a vaccinate  by  a tattoo  or 
other  identification  approved  by  the  Department.  The 
tattoo  shall  show  the  month  and  year  of  vaccination 
with  the  letter  “V.”  The  numeral  for  the  month  shall 
precede  the  letter  “V,”  and  the  last  figure  of  the  year 
shall  follow  the  letter  “V,”  as,  for  example,  IVO  means 
the  month  of  January,  1950;  “V”  means  vaccinated. 

8-134-7.  Identification  of  Infected  Animals.  All 
grade  cattle,  including  vaccinated  calves  over  30  months 
of  age,  which  are  reactors  to  the  brucellosis  test  shall 
be  tagged  in  the  left  ear  with  a reactor  tag  to  which 
a yellow  bangle  is  attached.  Purebred  and  registered 
animals  may  be  identified  by  breed,  sex,  age  and  regis- 
tration number. 

8-134-8.  Revoked. 

8-134-9.  Revoked. 

8-134-10.  Transfer  of  Cattle  in  Quarantine  or  Under 
Restriction.  The  transfer  of  animals  in  quarantine  or 
under  restriction,  or  subject  to  quarantine  or  restric- 
tion because  of  brucellosis  infection  or  vaccination,  is 
prohibited  except  on  written  permit  from  the  Division. 

8-134-11.  Release  of  Cattle  under  Quarantine  or  Re- 
striction. Animals  under  quarantine  or  restriction  be- 
cause of  brucellosis  infection  or  vaccination  are  released, 
or  may  be  disposed  of,  as  follows: 

a.  They  may  be  shipped  direct  to  public  stockyards 
by  the  owner,  accompanied  by  State  Form  C-24, 
and  shipment  reported  to  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry.  If  shipped  to  stockyards  outside  of 
Illinois,  reactor  must  be  accompanied  by  Federal 
Form  T.E.  27. 

b.  They  may  be  sold  for  immediate  slaughter  to  a 
person  regularly  engaged  in  the  slaughter  of  cattle, 
and  report  by  the  slaughterer  made  to  the  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  Industry  within  ten  days  of 
purchase. 
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c.  They  may  be  slaughtered  by  the  owner  and  re- 
ported to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

d.  When  the  Division  receives  report  of  required 
tests  conducted  not  less  than  30  days  apart  and 
not  less  than  30  days  from  calving,  one  of  which 
tests  must  have  been  read  at  one  of  the  State  diag- 
nostic laboratories  or  the  Animal  Pathology  Lab- 
oratory of  the  College  of  Veterinary  Medicine  of 
the  University  of  Illinois,  Urbana,  as  follows; 

Reactors  2 negative  tests 

Adult  vaccinates  not  prebled . . 2 negative  tests 

Adult  vaccinates  prebled  and 

negative  1 negative  test 

Calfhood  vaccinates  over 

30  months  1 negative  test 

e.  Upon  written  permission  from  the  Division  of 
Livestock  Industry  they  may  be  sold  or  trans- 
ferred into  herds  where  all  of  the  animals  in  the 
herd  have  been  vaccinated  against  brucellosis  or 
where  brucellosis  infection  is  known  to  exist. 
Written  permit  must  be  secured  before  sale  or 
transfer  is  made. 

8-134-12.  Requirements  for  Establishing  and  Main- 
taining Certified  Brucellosis-Free  Herds.  Certified  bru- 
cellosis-free herd  certificates,  which  shall  be  valid  for  one 
year  unless  revoked,  are  issued  by  the  Superintendent  of 
the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  Illinois  Department 
of  Agriculture. 

Certification  may  be  extended  for  a period  of  one 
year  upon  evidence  of  a negative  herd  retest. 

TO  QUALIFY  FOR  CERTIFICATION: 

1.  All  blood  samples  must  be  submitted  for  diag- 
nosis to  one  of  the  State  Diagnostic  Laboratories,  at 
Peoria  or  Centralia,  or  the  State-Federal  Laboratory,  at 
Springfield,  or  the  Animal  Pathology  Laboratory,  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois,  Urbana.  The  qualifying  test  for 
certification,  or  recertification,  must  be  diagnosed  at 
one  of  the  above  laboratories. 

2.  A “herd”  shall  be  considered  as  including  all 
animals  six  months  of  age  or  over,  except  steers  and 
spayed  heifers.  A “certified  herd”  must  consist  of  at 
least  ten  animals  and  shall  include  all  animals  in  the 
herd  six  months  of  age  or  over,  except  steers,  spayed 
heifers,  and  officially  vaccinated  animals  under  thirty 
months  of  age. 

3.  Herds  which  showed  no  previous  infection  may 
be  certified  upon  completion  of  two  successive  negative 
complete  herd  tests  twelve  months  apart,  with  identi- 
fication of  all  purebreds  by  registration  numbers  and 
grades  by  ear  tag  numbers.  (Officially  vaccinated  ani- 
mals which  have  not  as  yet  cleared  and  which  are  under 
thirty  months  of  age  must  be  included  in  the  herd  test 
but  their  reaction  will  not  disqualify  the  herd  from 
certification.) 

4.  Herds  which  have  adopted  practices  leading  to 
certification  through  the  elimination  of  reactors  shall  be 
retested  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  sixty  days  until 
negative,  and  again  within  three  to  four  months  follow- 
ing the  date  of  the  first  clean  test.  Such  herds  may  be 
certified  as  brucellosis-free  when  they  have  passed  at 
least  three  consecutive  tests,  with  the  first  clean  test 
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and  the  certifying  test  not  less  than  twelve  months 
apart,  provided  that  animals  under  thirty  months  of 
age  vaccinated  as  calves  shall  not  be  required  to  be 
negative  to  the  test  since  they  are  not  considered  a part 
of  the  certified  herd  until  they  have  passed  a negative 
test. 

5.  If  any  animals  are  retagged  between  annual  tests, 
the  identification  of  previous  year  must  be  shown  on 
test  chart  opposite  new  retag  number.  Any  change  in 
members  of  the  herd  must  be  accounted  for. 

MAINTENANCE  REQUIREMENTS: 

6.  Annual  retest  must  be  conducted  on  all  animals 
in  the  herd  six  months  of  age  or  over,  including  vac- 
cinates. If  all  animals  over  six  months  of  age,  except 
official  vaccinates,  are  negative,  certification  will  be  ex- 
tended for  a period  of  one  year,  provided  all  other 
requirements  are  complied  with.  When  the  period  be- 
tween tests  exceeds  fourteen  months,  certification  is 
forfeited  and  the  test  will  be  considered  as  an  initial 
test  if  negative. 

SUSPECTS  AND  REACTORS: 

7.  If  the  retest  of  a certified  herd  discloses  suspects, 
but  no  reactors,  herd  status  will  be  suspended  pending 
the  results  of  the  retest  of  the  suspect  animals  at 
owner’s  expense. 

a.  If  the  suspect  becomes  negative  on  a retest  con- 
ducted not  less  than  thirty  days  nor  more  than 
forty  days  from  previous  test,  the  herd  may  be 
recertified. 

b.  If  the  suspect  fails  to  clear  on  the  first  retest  but 
clears  on  the  second  retest,  made  not  less  than 
thirty  days  nor  more  than  forty  days  from  the 
first  retest,  herd  certification  will  be  restored. 

c.  If  the  suspect  from  the  first  retest  fails  to  clear 
on  the  second  retest  (this  would  make  the  third 
successive  test  on  which  the  animal  showed  a 
suspicious  reaction),  it  must  then  be  classified  as 
a reactor.  Animals  so  classified  must  be  removed 
from  the  premises  within  fifteen  days  and  a re- 
port of  disposition  made  to  the  Division  of  Live- 
stock Industry,  and  the  entire  herd  subjected  to 
a retest  within  thirty  days. 

8.  If  one  reactor  is  disclosed  as  a result  of  any  re- 
test of  a certified  herd,  or  animals  from  a certified  herd, 
including  any  suspect  which  showed  suspicious  reaction 
on  second  retest,  it  must  be  disposed  of  within  fifteen 
days  and  the  entire  herd  then  subjected  to  a retest  not 
less  than  thirty  days  following  test  on  which  reactor  is 
revealed.  A negative  test  will  provide  for  reinstatement 
of  certified  herd  status  for  a period  of  twelve  months 
from  the  date  of  the  last  test  of  the  herd. 

9.  If  more  than  one  reactor  or  more  than  one  suspect 
results  from  any  retest  of  a certified  herd,  or  animals 
from  a certified  herd,  including  two  or  more  suspects 
which  showed  a suspicious  reaction  on  second  retest, 
the  herd  will  be  considered  again  in  the  process  of  cer- 
tification as  under  section  4. 

10.  If  any  of  the  suspects  are  not  available  for  re- 
test, or  if  one  reactor  is  disclosed  through  the  retest 
of  the  suspect  animals,  the  reactor  shall  be  removed 
within  fifteen  days  and  the  entire  herd  shall  then  be 
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subjected  to  retest  not  less  than  thirty  days  nor  more 
than  forty  days  following  test  on  which  the  reactor  was 
revealed,  A negative  test  will  provide  for  reinstatement 
of  certified  herd  status  for  a period  of  twelve  months 
from  the  date  of  the  last  test  of  the  herd. 

11.  In  order  to  maintain  certification,  animals  in 
herds  where  infection  has  been  disclosed  will  be  re- 
stricted in  movement  to  the  premises  until  the  herd  has 
passed  a negative  test  not  less  than  thirty  days  following 
the  test  on  which  reactors  were  last  revealed. 

12.  Herds  which  have  adopted  practices  leading  to 
certification  through  the  elimination  of  reactors  shall  be 
retested  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  sixty  days  until 
negative,  and  again  within  three  to  four  months  follow- 
ing the  date  of  the  first  clean  test.  Such  herds  may  be 
certified  as  brucellosis-free  when  they  have  passed  at 
least  three  consecutive  tests,  with  the  first  clean  test 
and  the  certifying  test  not  less  than  twelve  months  apart, 
provided  that  animals  under  thirty  months  of  age  vac- 
cinated as  calves  shall  not  be  required  to  be  negative  to 
the  test  since  they  are  not  considered  a part  of  the 
certified  herd  until  they  have  passed  a negative  test. 

VACCINATES: 

13.  The  Illinois  statutes  provide  that  calves  may  be 
vaccinated  between  the  ages  of  four  and  eight  months. 
However,  since  many  states  have  amended  their  entry 
laws  and  regulations  wherein  calf  vaccination  for  entry 
into  such  states  is  recognized  only  when  the  calves  were 
vaccinated  not  earlier  than  six  months  nor  later  than 
eight  months  of  age,  it  is  recommended  that  calves  in 
certified  herds  be  vaccinated  between  six  and  eight 
months  of  age  rather  than  four  and  eight  months  of  age. 
All  calves  must  show  negative  blood  test  at  the  time  of 
vaccination.  They  are  not  considered  a part  of  the  cer- 
tified herd  until  they  show  a negative  test  before  thirty 
months  of  age  but  they  should  be  included  on  each 
annual  retest  of  the  herd. 

14.  If,  in  order  to  facilitate  interstate  shipments,  it 
is  the  desire  of  an  owner  that  an  officially  vaccinated 
calf  which  reaches  thirty  months  of  age  between  recer- 
tification tests  be  made  a member  of  the  certified  herd, 
the  owner  may  have  the  animal  tested  at  his  expense, 
A report  of  the  negative  brucellosis  test  should  be  for- 
warded the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  together  with 
written  request  of  the  owner  that  the  animal  be  made 
a part  of  the  certified  herd. 

15.  If,  upon  reaching  thirty  months  of  age,  an 

officially  calfhood  vaccinated  animal  shows  a suspicious 
reaction,  the  herd  must  comply  with  section  7. 

16.  If,  upon  reaching  thirty  months  of  age,  an 

officially  calfhood  vaccinated  animal  shows  a positive 
reaction,  the  herd  must  comply  with  section  12. 

ADDITIONS  TO  CERTIFIED  BRUCELLOSIS-FREE 
HERDS: 

Native  Animals — 

17.  All  animals  that  are  members  of  a certified  herd 
in  good  standing  are  eligible 

18.  Members  of  herds  entirely  negative  to  test  within 

ninety  days,  but  not  certified  are  eligible, 
provided: 

Non-pregnant  female  cattle,  or  bulls,  must 
have  been  tested  within  thirty  days  and 
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proven  negative  and  must  show  another  nega- 
tive agglutination  retest  in  thirty  days  before 
entering  the  certified  herd. 

Pregnant  animals  must  have  been  tested  with- 
in thirty  days  and  proven  negative  and  must 
be  retested  at  owner’s  expense  sixty  days  after 
calving  and  proven  negative  before  being 
placed  in  herd. 

19.  Members  of  herds  not  certified  and  without  a 
complete  negative  herd  test  within  ninety  days 
are  eligible,  provided: 

Non-pregnant  female  cattle,  or  bulls,  tested 
within  thirty  days  and  proven  negative,  must 
be  placed  in  isolation  and  retested  at  owner’s 
expense  after  thirty  days,  before  being  placed 
in  the  herd. 

Pregnant  animals,  tested  within  thirty  days 
and  proven  negative,  must  be  placed  in  isola- 
tion and  retested  at  owner’s  expense  not  less 
than  sixty  days  after  calving,  before  being 
placed  in  herd. 

Animals  From  Out  of  the  State — 

20.  Animals  from  out  of  state,  originating  from  clean 
herds  under  state  and  federal  supervision,  ac- 
companied by  an  approved  interestate  health 
certificate  showing  negative  brucellosis  test  with- 
in thirty  days  of  shipment  and  held  in  isolation 
for  a negative  retest  not  less  than  thirty  days 
from  date  of  last  test,  may  be  added  to  a certified 
herd  providing  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  is  furnished  with  a copy  of  such  test 
reports. 

21.  Animals  from  certified  herds  in  good  standing 
may  be  added  providing  the  animals  to  be  im- 
ported have  qualified  as  members  of  the  certified 
herd  on  the  last  certification  test  and  were  tested 
within  twelve  months  of  entry. 

Additions  are  not  recognized  as  a part  of  the  certified 
herd  until  negative  retests  have  been  reported  to  the 
Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

8-134-13.  Co-operative  Control  Plans  for  Bovine 
Brucellosis. 

Three  plans  are  offered,  designated  as  Plan  A,  Plan 
B,  and  Plan  C. 

PLAN  A is  available  for  negative  herds  and  herds 
with  moderate  infection.  All  animals  over  four  months 
of  age  are  to  be  tested,  except  that  the  testing  of  official 
vaccinates  under  thirty  months  of  age  is  optional. 
Initial  tests  and  annual  retests  of  negative  herds  may 
be  made  at  State-Federal  expense  when  funds  and  vet- 
erinarians are  available.  Retests  of  suspect  animals 
must  be  at  the  expense  of  the  owner. 

Vaccination  of  calves  (4  to  8 months)  is  optional. 
Adult  vaccination  is  prohibited  under  Plan  A.  Tests 
and  vaccinations  at  time  of  herd  test  may  be  made  at 
State-Federal  expense  when  funds  and  veterinarians 
are  available.  Follow-up  vaccination  may  be  at  State- 
Federal  expense  when  funds  and  veterinarians  are 
available.  All  calves  should  be  vaccinated,  in  herds 
choosing  vaccination  procedure,  as  they  arrive  between 
4 and  8 months  of  age. 

Calves  officially  vaccinated  between  4 and  8 months 
of  age  showing  a reaction  of  1/100  or  more  at  30  months 
of  age  are  classed  as  reactors. 
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When  reactors  are  disclosed,  they  must  he  immedi- 
ately isolated  from  the  remainder  of  the  herd  and  re- 
moved from  the  premises  within  fifteen  days  from  the 
date  they  were  designated  as  reactors.  A report  of 
their  disposal  must  be  made  to  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry.  Premises  must  be  cleaned  and  disinfected. 
Failure  to  promptly  remove  reactors,  and  properly  clean 
and  disinfect  premises,  will  automatically  remove  the 
herd  from  Plan  A.  After  reactors  are  removed  and  re- 
ported to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  and  the 
premises  cleaned  and  disinfected,  retests  of  the  herd 
may  be  made  at  State-Federal  expense  at  30-60  day  in- 
tervals until  two  successive  negative  tests  are  obtained. 
Thereafter,  only  annual  tests  may  be  made  at  State- 
Federal  expense. 

When  both  reactors  and  suspects  are  disclosed,  the 
reactors  must  be  isolated  and  disposed  of  within  15  days 
and  premises  cleaned  and  disinfected  in  compliance  with 
the  regulations.  The  herd  may  be  retested  at  State- 
Federal  expense  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  thirty  days 
until  two  successive  negative  tests  are  obtained,  pro- 
vided that  any  suspicious  animals  disclosed  be  allowed 
only  two  retests.  The  owner  of  any  animals  which  show 
suspicious  reaction  on  two  successive  retests  must  com- 
ply with  the  regulations  governing  the  handling  of  re- 
actors and  remove  such  animals  from  the  premises 
within  fifteen  days.  When  two  successive  negative  re- 
tests of  the  herd  are  obtained,  thereafter  only  annual 
tests  will  be  made  at  State-Federal  expense. 

When  the  herd  discloses  suspects,  hut  no  reactors, 
the  suspicious  animals  only  are  to  be  retested  at  the 
owner’s  expense  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  thirty  days. 
If  the  suspects  become  negative  on  the  30-day  retest, 
thereafter  only  the  annual  herd  test  will  be  made  at 
State  expense. 

If  the  suspects  fail  to  clear  on  the  30-day  retest,  they 
are  to  be  subjected  to  another  30-day  retest  at  owner’s 
expense.  If  the  suspects  fail  to  clear  on  the  second 
retest,  the  owner  must  comply  with  the  regulations 
governing  reactors  and  the  suspects  must  be  removed 
from  the  premises  within  fifteen  days  and  a report  of 
the  disposition  made  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry, whereupon  the  entire  herd  must  immediately 
be  subjected  to  a retest  at  State  expense.  One  negative 
herd  retest  will  reinstate  the  herd  under  Plan  A. 


QUALIFICATIONS  FOR  ADDITIONS  TO  HERDS 
UNDER  PLAN  A 

A.  From  Certified  Herds:  All  animals  that  are  mem- 

bers of  a certified  herd  in  good  standing  are  eligible. 

B.  From  Herds  Entirely  Negative  to  Test  Within  90 
Days,  hut  Not  Certified: 

1.  Non-pregnant  female  cattle,  or  bulls,  tested  with- 
in 30  days  and  negative,  may  be  added  but  are 
to  be  retested  at  owner’s  expense  and  proven 
negative  30  days  after  entering  herd. 

2.  Pregnant  animals,  tested  within  30  days  and 
proven  negative,  may  be  added,  but  are  to  be 
retested  at  owner’s  expense  60  days  after  calving 
and  proven  negative. 
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C.  From  Herds  not  Certified  and  Without  a Complete 

Negative  Herd  Test  within  90  days: 

1.  Non-pregnant  female  cattle,  or  bulls,  tested  with- 
in 30  days  and  proven  negative,  must  be  placed 
in  isolation  and  retested  at  owner’s  expense  after 
30  days,  before  being  placed  in  the  herd. 

2.  Pregnant  animals,  tested  within  30  days  and 
proven  negative,  must  be  placed  in  isolation  and 
retested  at  owner’s  expense  and  proven  negative 
not  less  than  60  days  after  calving,  before  being 
placed  in  herd. 

D.  Vaccinated  Animals  Showing  an  Agglutination  Re- 
action : 

1.  Animals  officially  vaccinated  as  calves  (4  to  8 
months  of  age),  and  not  over  30  months  of  age, 
may  be  added. 

PLAN  B is  available  for  herds  showing  heavy  in- 
fection and  where  the  infected  animals  have  a breed- 
ing or  productive  value  considerably  in  excess  of  their 
current  beef  value.  Under  Plan  B,  all  animals  over  four 
months  of  age  must  be  tested  and  initial  test  may  be 
made  at  State-Federal  expense  when  funds  and  veter- 
inarians are  available.  Retest  of  Plan  B herds  is  not 
permitted  at  State-Federal  expense.  Reactors  and 
suspects  may  be  retained  in  the  herd,  but  may  not  be 
sold  into  other  herds  except  on  written  permit  from  the 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry.  Reactors  sold  for 
slaughter  must  be  accompanied  by  notice  to  purchaser 
and  to  the  Division  as  provided  in  Section  8-134-11.  Vac- 
cination of  calves  at  time  of  herd  test,  and  follow-up 
vaccination  of  calves,  is  required  under  Plan  B,  and  may 
be  at  State-Federal  expense  when  funds  and  veterin- 
arians are  available. 


INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  TRANSFER  FROM  PLAN  B 

TO  PLAN  A 

1.  The  owner  must  certify  to  the  veterinarian  that 
he  has  no  known  reactors  in  his  herd  and  all  records 
of  previously  known  reactors  must  be  cleared  in  the 
files  of  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  before  trans- 
fer can  be  made  from  Plan  B to  Plan  A. 

2.  The  owner  must  agree  to  remove  thereafter  all 
reactors  from  his  herd  as  required  under  Plan  A. 

When  the  above  provisions  have  been  complied  with, 
the  herd  test  may  be  made  at  State-Federal  expense. 
If  the  records  on  file  in  the  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry show  that  the  above  provisions  have  not  been 
complied  with,  the  herd  owner  will  be  required  to  com- 
pensate the  veterinarian  who  made  the  test  for  the 
expense  of  the  test. 

PLAN  C is  available  to  livestock  owners  who  desire 
to  carry  on  calfhood  vaccination  without  a complete 
herd  test.  No  adult  animals  (animals  over  8 months 
of  age)  are  to  be  tested  under  this  plan.  Calves  may 
be  vaccinated  between  the  ages  of  4 and  8 months,  with 
or  without  pre-bleeding,  at  State  expense  so  long  as 
funds  and  veterinarians  are  available. 

State-Federal  vaccine  will  be  furnished  to  qualified 
veterinarians  for  calfhood  vaccination  under  any  of  the 
above  plans,  so  long  as  funds  are  available. 
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Disposal  of  Brucellosis  Reactors — Brucellosis  re- 
actors may  be  disposed  of  by  the  owner,  and  quarantine 
or  restriction  released,  as  provided  in  Section  8-134-11. 


IMPORTANT  REQUIREMENTS 

8-134-14.  1.  The  veterinarian  is  required  by  law  to 

report  all  brucellosis  tests  and  all  vaccinations  of  cattle 
to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

2.  All  adult  animals  are  to  be  tested  immediately 
prior  to  vaccination.  The  sale  of  such  vaccinated 
animals  is  restricted  by  law  until  they  are  negative, 
except  as  provided  in  Sections  8-134-10  and  -11. 

3.  Sale  of  reactor  or  suspect  animals,  except  as  pro- 
vided in  Sections  8-134-10  and  -11  is  unlawful. 

4.  Brucella  abortus  vaccine  (Strain  19)  is  a living 
organism  and  its  administration  is  restricted  to  licensed 
veterinarians.  Vaccination  by  laymen  is  a violation  of 
the  law. 


CATTLE  SCABIES 

8-168-1.  Entry  Requirements.  No  cattle  infested  with 
scabies  mites  shall  be  brought  into  the  State  of  Illinois. 

8-168-2.  When  Exposed  Cattle  May  he  Admitted. 
Cattle  recently  exposed  to  scabies  mites  may  enter  the 
State  of  Illinois  when  accompanied  by  an  official  inter- 
state health  certificate  showing  that  the  cattle  meet  the 
tuberculosis  and  brucellosis  entry  requirements  and  are 
free  from  any  contagious,  infectious  or  communicable 
diseases  and  that  they  have  been  sprayed  twice  at  10 
day  intervals  with  a lime  and  sulphur  solution  or  other 
spray  specified  by  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  or  the 
livestock  sanitary  official  of  the  state  of  origin,  and  that 
upon  veterinary  examination  within  10  days  of  importa- 
tion were  found  free  from  scabies.  A copy  of  the  health 
certificate  bearing  the  approval  of  the  livestock  sanitary 
official  of  the  state  of  origin  must  be  filed  with  the  Illi- 
nois Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

8-168-3.  Scabies  Infested  Cattle.  All  cattle  within 
the  State  known  to  be  infested  with  or  exposed  to  scabies 
mites  are  required  to  be  sprayed  twice  at  10  day  inter- 
vals with  a lime  and  sulphur  solution  or  other  spray 
specified  by  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry.  Failure 
by  the  owner  or  his  agent  to  comply  with  this  regulation 
will  result  in  a quarantine  of  the  animals  and  premises 
affected  and  will  subject  the  owner  to  the  penalties  pro- 
vided by  law  for  failure  to  comply  with  State  regulations. 


GOATS 

8-168-4.  Entry.  Goats  must  be  accompanied  by  an 
official  health  certificate  showing  such  animals  to  be 
free  from  communicable  and  infectious  diseases  and 
including  report  of  negative  test  to  Brucella  melitensis 
within  30  days  of  shipment,  and  a copy  of  the  health 
certificate  bearing  the  approval  of  the  livestock  sanitary 
official  of  the  state  of  origin  must  be  filed  with  the  Illi- 
nois Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

8-168-5.  Exhibition.  All  out-of-state  goats  must  meet 
Illinois  entry  requirements.  After  entry,  certificate  will 
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be  honored  at  exhibitions  for  90  days  from  date  of  test. 

Illinois  goats  must  be  accompanied  by  an  official 
health  certificate,  showing  such  animals  to  be  free  from 
communicable  and  infectious  diseases  and  including 
report  of  negative  test  to  Brucella  melitensis  within  90 
days  of  date  of  exhibition. 

8-168-6.  Tesfs — Report  and  Quarantine  Required.  All 
diagnostic  tests  conducted  for  the  detection  of  brucellosis 
in  goats  must  be  reported  to  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry. 

All  goats  which  react  to  the  agglutination  test  for 
brucellosis  shall  immediately,  upon  such  reaction,  be 
tagged  in  the  left  ear,  such  tag  to  carry  an  identifica- 
tion number.  The  veterinarian  conducting  the  agglutina- 
tion test  for  brucellosis  shall  tag  such  animals  as  herein 
prescribed  and  shall  immediately  notify  the  Department 
of  such  reactors,  giving  the  number  of  any  tag  placed 
in  the  left  ear  and  also  the  number  of  any  tag  which 
may  be  in  the  right  ear.  No  person  shall  remove  any 
such  identification  tag  without  first  securing  a permit 
so  to  do  from  the  Department. 

After  the  detection  of  brucellosis  in  goats  the  veter- 
inarian conducting  the  agglutination  test  for  brucellosis 
must  immediately  deliver  to  the  owner  of  such  reacting 
animal  a restriction  notice  in  writing  prohibting  the 
movement  of  such  animal  from  the  premises  where  found 
except  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  Department. 

8-168-7.  Disposal  of  Reactors.  Brucellosis  reactors 
may  be  disposed  of  and  quarantine  or  restriction  re- 
leased as  follows: 

a.  They  may  be  shipped  direct  to  public  stockyards 
by  the  owner,  accompanied  by  State  Form  C-24, 
and  shipment  reported  to  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry. 

b.  They  may  be  sold  for  immediate  slaughter  to  a 
person  regularly  engaged  in  the  slaughter  of 
animals,  and  report  made  to  the  Division  of  Live- 
stock Industry  by  the  slaughterer  within  10  days 
of  purchase. 

c.  They  may  be  slaughtered  by  the  owner  and  re- 
ported to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

SWINE 

8-9a-l.  Swine  Shipped  from  Public  Stockyards. 
Vaccination  and  quarantine  required.  Swine  shipped 
from  public  stockyards  must  be  covered  by  a permit 
issued  by  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry.  A permit 
for  shipment  will  be  issued  only  after  immunization 
against  hog  cholera  by  simultaneous  vaccination  with 
anti-hog  cholera  serum  and  virus  administered  by  a 
representative  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  or  of 
the  Department,  or  by  a qualified  veterinarian  desig- 
nated by  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry.  Tempera- 
ture readings  shall  be  made  to  determine  that  normal 
temperature  prevails  before  vaccination.  Such  swine 
shall  be  held  under  quarantine  for  21  days  after  arrival 
on  the  owner’s  premises,  and  the  owner  shall  report 
their  condition  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  at 
the  end  of  the  21  day  period. 

8-9a-2.  When  Swine  Not  from  Public  Stockyards 
May  be  Admitted  to  State.  Swine  for  feeding  or  breed- 
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ing  purposes,  not  coming  through  public  stockyards, 
will  be  admitted  to  the  State: 

a.  Unvaccinated  swine  or  swine  vaccinated  with  anti- 
hog cholera  serum  alone  must  be  accompanied  by  a 
permit  from  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  and  an  official  certificate  of  health  issued 
by  an  approved,  accredited  veferinarian  or  a 
Federal  veterinarian  showing  that  the  swine  are 
free  from  symptoms  of  any  contagious,  infectious 
or  communicable  disease.  The  consignee  must  be 
furnished  a copy  of  the  health  certificate  and  a 
copy  of  the  health  certificate  bearing  the  approval 
of  the  livestock  sanitary  official  of  the  state  of 
origin  must  be  filed  with  the  Illinois  Division  of 
Livestock  Industry.  The  swine  are  to  be  vaccinated 
against  hog  cholera  on  arrival  by  a licensed  veter- 
inarian either  by  the  simultaneous  method  (anti- 
hog cholera  serum  and  virus)  or  by  the  tissue  or 
crystal  vaccine  method,  provided  that  pigs  vac- 
cinated by  either  of  the  last  two  methods  must  be 
at  least  8 weeks  of  age  at  the  time  of  vaccination. 
All  such  swine  shall  be  held  under  quarantine  for 
21  days  and  the  owner  shall  report  their  condi- 
tion to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  at  the 
end  of  the  21-day  period, 

b.  Swine  vaccinated  with  anti-hog  cholera  serum 
and  virus  must  be  accompanied  by  an  official 
health  certificate  issued  by  an  approved,  accredited 
veterinarian  or  Federal  veterinarian  showing  that 
the  swine  are  free  from  symptoms  of  any  con- 
tagious, infectious  or  communicable  disease  and 
that  they  have  been  vaccinated  against  hog  cholera 
by  the  simultaneous  method  more  than  21  days 
before  shipment.  The  consignee  must  be  fur- 
nished a copy  of  the  health  certificate  and  a copy 
of  the  health  certificate  bearing  the  approval  of 
the  livestock  sanitary  official  of  the  state  of  origin 
must  be  filed  with  the  Illinois  Division  of  Live- 
stock Industry. 

c.  Swine  vaccinated  with  Boynton  tissue  vaccine  or 
crystal  violet  vaccine  must  be  accompanied  by  an 
official  health  certificate  issued  by  an  approved, 
accredited  veterinarian  or  Federal  veterinarian 
showing  that  the  swine  are  free  from  symptoms 
of  any  contagious,  infectious  or  communicable 
disease  and  that  they  have  been  vaccinated  not 
less  than  14  days  nor  more  than  6 months  before 
shipment  and  such  swine  were  at  least  8 weeks 
of  age  at  the  time  of  vaccination.  The  consignee 
must  be  furnished  a copy  of  the  health  certificate 
and  a copy  of  the  health  certificate  bearing  the 
approval  of  the  livestock  sanitary  official  of  the 
state  of  origin  must  be  filed  with  the  Illinois 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

8-9a-3.  Obligation  of  Transportation  Company  to  Re- 
quire Health  Certificate.  Before  accepting  any  swine  for 
shipment  into  the  State  of  Illinois,  or  consigned  to 
points  within  the  State  of  Illinois,  except  to  a public 
stockyard,  every  person,  transportation  company,  or 
truck  operator  shall  require  that  all  unvaccinated  swine 
be  accompanied  by  a permit  issued  by  the  Illinois  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  Industry  and  a certificate  of  health 
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showing  freedom  from  disease;  that  vaccinated  swine 
be  accompanied  by  a certificate  of  health  showing  that 
the  swine  are  free  from  symptoms  of  any  contagious, 
infectious,  or  communicable  disease  and  that  they  have 
been  vaccinated  against  hog  cholera  by  the  simultaneous 
method  more  than  21  days  before  shipment,  or  with 
Boynton  tissue  vaccine  or  crystal  violet  vaccine  not  less 
than  14  days  nor  more  than  6 months  before  shipment, 
provided  that  swine  vaccinated  by  either  of  the  last 
two  methods  must  have  been  at  least  8 weeks  of  age  at 
time  of  vaccination. 

8-9a-4.  Swine  for  Exhibition.  All  out-of-state  swine 
must  meet  Illinois  entry  requirements. 

All  Illinois  swine  for  exhibition  must  be  immunized 
against  hog  cholera  by  either  the  simultaneous  treat- 
ment more  than  21  days  prior  to  the  date  of  exhibition, 
or  by  the  serum  alone  treatment  within  15  days  prior 
to  date  of  exhibition,  or  by  Boynton  tissue  vaccine  or 
crystal  violet  vaccine  not  less  than  14  days  nor  more  than 
6 months  prior  to  exhibition;  provided  that  pigs  treated 
by  either  of  the  last  two  methods  must  have  been  at 
least  8 weeks  of  age  at  the  time  of  vaccination.  All 
Illinois  swine  must  be  accompanied  by  certificate  of 
vaccination  by  a licensed  veterinarian,  or  by  a notarized 
affidavit  of  the  owner  certifying  that  he  has  vaccinated 
the  swine  in  compliance  with  the  regulations,  giving 
the  date  of  vaccination,  name  of  manufacturer  and  serial 
number  of  serum  and  virus  or  vaccine  used.  Swine  to 
be  shown  must  be  identified  on  the  vaccination  cer- 
tificate by  breed,  color,  weight  or  registration  numbers. 

Swine  consigned  to  Community  Sales — See  “Com- 
munity Sales.”  Pages  24-26. 


SHEEP 

8-168-8.  Entry  Requirements.  All  sheep  entering 
Illinois,  except  for  immediate  slaughter,  and  except  for 
feeding  and  grazing  purposes  upon  special  permit  from 
the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  must  be  accompanied 
by  an  official  interstate  health  certificate  showing  that 
the  animals  have  been  inspected  and  found  free  from 
all  infectious,  contagious,  or  communicable  diseases  and 
that  they  have  not  been  recently  exposed  to  scabies. 
Such  certificate  must  be  signed  by  an  approved,  ac- 
credited veterinarian  or  by  a veterinarian  of  the  Bureau 
of  Animal  Industry  and  a copy  of  the  health  certificate 
bearing  the  approval  of  the  livestock  sanitary  official 
of  the  state  of  origin  must  be  filed  with  the  Illinois  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  Industry. 

8-168-9.  When  Exposed  Sheep  May  be  Admitted. 
Sheep  which  have  been  recently  exposed  to  scabies  may 
enter  Illinois  if  they  are  accompanied  by  an  official  inter- 
state health  certificate  showing  such  sheep  to  have  been 
inspected  and  found  free  from  all  infectious,  contagious 
or  communicable  diseases,  that  they  have  been  dipped 
twice  10  days  apart  in  a dip  specified  by  the  Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry  or  the  livestock  sanitary  official  of  the 
state  of  origin,  and  that  upon  veterinary  examination 
within  10  days  of  importation  the  sheep  were  found  free 
from  scabies.  A copy  of  the  health  certificate  bearing 
the  approval  of  the  livestock  sanitary  official  of  the  state 
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of  origin  must  be  filed  with  the  Illinois  Division  of  Live- 
stock Industry. 

8-168-10.  Feeding  and  Grazing  Sheep  Admitted  Upon 
Special  Permit.  Sheep  for  feeding  and  grazing  purposes 
brought  into  the  State  under  special  permit  from  the 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry  shall  be  placed  under 
quarantine  until  ready  for  market  and  must  be  in- 
spected by  a qualified  veterinarian,  at  the  expense  of  the 
owner,  within  ten  days  prior  to  marketing.  If  the  sheep 
are  found  to  be  infested  with  scabies,  they  must  be 
dipped  prior  to  being  marketed  in  a lime  and  sulphur 
solution  at  temperatures  from  95°  to  105°  Fahrenheit, 
or  other  dip  specified  by  the  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry, or  shipped  to  the  stockyards  for  slaughter  in  a 
vehicle  displaying  a placard,  “Scabies  Sheep  Consigned 
to  Yards  for  Slaughter.” 

8-168-11.  Exhibition  Requirements.  All  out-of-state 
sheep  must  meet  Illinois  entry  requirements. 

Illinois  sheep  for  exhibition  must  be  accompanied  by 
a certificate  of  health  issued  by  a licensed  veterinarian 
showing  that  the  sheep  were  inspected  and  found  free 
from  scabies  infestation  or  any  contagious,  infectious  or 
communicable  disease  within  90  days  of  exhibition,  and 
have  not  been  recently  exposed  to  scabies. 

8-168-12.  Scabies  Infested  Sheep.  All  sheep  within 
the  State  known  to  be  infested  with,  or  exposed  to, 
sheep  scab  mites  are  required  to  be  dipped  twice  at  10 
day  intervals  in  a lime  and  sulphur  solution  at  tempera- 
tures from  95°  to  105°  Fahrenheit,  or  other  dip  specified 
by  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry.  Failure  by  the 
owner  or  his  agent  to  comply  with  this  regulation  will 
result  in  a quarantine  of  the  animals  and  premises 
affected,  and  will  subject  the  owner  to  the  penalties  pro- 
vided by  law  for  failure  to  comply  with  State  regulations. 

HORSES,  MULES  AND  ASSES 

8-168-13.  Entry  Requirements.  Horses,  mules  and 
asses  must  be  accompanied  by  an  official  interstate  health 
certificate  showing  such  animals  to  be  free  from  trans- 
missible diseases,  and  that  they  are  not  infected  with, 
or  have  not  been  exposed  to,  swamp  fever  (equine  in- 
fectious anemia)  within  30  days  of  shipment. 

A copy  of  the  health  certificate  bearing  the  approval  of 
the  livestock  sanitary  official  of  the  state  of  origin  must 
be  filed  with  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

8-168-14.  Exhibition  Requirements.  Out-of-state 
horses,  mules  and  asses  must  meet  Illinois  entry  re- 
quirements. After  entry  the  official  health  certificate 
will  be  accepted  for  exhibition  purposes  for  a period  of 
90  days  from  date  of  inspection. 

All  race  horses  must  be  accompanied  by  an  official 
health  certificate  approved  by  the  state  livestock  sani- 
tary official  of  the  state  of  origin  showing  such  animals 
to  be  free  from  transmissible  diseases  as  determined  by 
physical  examination,  and  that  they  are  not  infected 
with  or  have  not  been  exposed  to  swamp  fever  (equine 
infectious  anemia)  within  30  days  of  entry  into  Illinois. 
This  certificate  will  be  accepted  for  race  meets  for  a 
period  of  90  days  from  date  of  inspection  of  animals 
listed  thereon. 
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Illinois  horses,  mules  and  asses  must  be  accompanied 
by  an  official  health  certificate  showing  such  animals 
to  be  free  from  transmissible  diseases  as  determined  by 
physical  examination,  and  that  they  are  not  infected 
with  or  have  not  been  recently  exposed  to  swamp  fever 
(equine  infectious  anemia).  This  certificate  will  be 
accepted  for  exhibition  purposes  for  a period  of  90  days 
from  date  of  inspection. 


DOGS 

8-23a-l.  Entry  Requirements.  Dogs  brought  into 
Illinois  must  be  accompanied  by  an  official  health  cer- 
tificate issued  by  a licensed  accredited,  approved  vet- 
erinarian within  30  days  of  entry,  showing  that  the 
animals  are  free  from  communicable  diseases,  that  they 
originated  in  an  area  not  under  quarantine  because  of 
rabies,  and  that  all  animals  over  8 weeks  of  age  have 
been  vaccinated  against  rabies  within  a period  of  6 
months  with  a vaccine  recognized  by  the  Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry.  A copy  of  the  health  certificate  bear- 
ing the  approval  of  the  livestock  sanitary  official  of  the 
state  of  origin  must  be  filed  with  the  Illinois  Division 
of  Livestock  Industry. 

This  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  performing  dogs 
or  dogs  brought  in  for  a limited  period  of  time  for  ex- 
hibition or  breeding  purposes  and  kept  under  direct 
control  during  their  stay  in  the  State.  A copy  of  the 
health  certificate  bearing  the  approval  of  the  livestock 
sanitary  official  of  the  state  of  origin  must  be  filed  with 
the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

8-23a-2.  Field  Trials.  Field  trials  may  not  be  held 
within  10  miles  of  a rabies  quarantined  area.  Out-of- 
state  dogs  entered  in  field  trials  must  meet  Illinois 
entry  requirements.  Illinois  dogs  entered  in  field  trials 
must  originate  from  an  area  not  under  quarantine  be- 
cause of  rabies  and  must  be  vaccinated  against  rabies 
within  a period  of  6 months  with  a vaccine  recognized 
by  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry. 

SICK,  DISEASED,  OR  CRIPPLED  ANIMALS 

8-168-15.  Disposal  of  Sick,  Diseased,  or  Crippled 
Animals  at  Stockyards.  No  person,  firm,  or  corporation 
shall  remove  from  any  public  stockyards  any  sick,  dis- 
eased, or  crippled  animals  for  the  purpose  of  producing 
meat  to  be  sold  for  human  consumption,  except  in  case 
where  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  releases  such 
animals  after  ante  mortem  inspection,  provided  that 
this  restriction  shall  not  apply  to  any  slaughter  house 
where  federal  inspection  is  maintained. 

COMMUNITY  SALES 

121l^-208-l.  Fee  to  Accompany  Application— R ot  to 
he  Refunded.  The  application  for  license  to  operate  a 
community  sale  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  license 
fee.  In  no  case  will  this  fee  be  refunded. 

1211/^-208-2.  Release  of  Livestock  for  Interstate  Ship- 
ment. No  livestock  sold  at  community  sales  for  inter- 
state shipment  shall  be  released  by  the  sale  management 
until  the  shipment  complies  with  the  requirements  of 
the  state  to  which  it  is  to  be  shipped. 
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1211/^-208-3.  Sheep.  All  sheep  originating  in  the 
State  of  Illinois,  or  which  enter  the  State  in  full  com- 
pliance with  State  regulations,  may  be  sold  through 
community  sales  barns  subject  to  the  following  regula- 
tions: 

a.  Consignments  from  out  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
must  be  accompanied  by  certificate  showing  that 
they  entered  in  full  compliance  with  State  regu- 
lations, provided,  however,  that  the  Division  of 
Livestock  Industry  may  issue  a permit  on  request 
by  a shipper  or  consignor  for  the  shipment  and 
sale  of  a specified  lot  and  number  of  sheep  with- 
out the  requirement  of  dipping  prior  to  shipment, 
from  a state  in  which  sheep  scabies  is  not  known 
to  exist  or  to  have  existed  for  the  past  12  months, 
and  provided  such  fact  is  certified  to  by  the  live- 
stock sanitary  official  of  such  state,  and  provided 
further  that  such  shipments  are  transported  in 
clean  and  disinfected  cars  or  trucks. 

b.  Community  sales  barn  managers  are  required  to 
keep  a record  of  each  consignment,  and  also  to 
keep  on  file  the  accompanying  health  certificate 
for  each  consignment,  such  health  certificate  shall 
be  retained  on  file  by  the  sales  barn  management 
for  a period  of  at  least  one  year  from  date  of  sale. 

c.  Community  sales  barn  veterinary  inspectors  are 
required  to  check  each  consignment  and  certify 
to  the  freedom  from  scabies  or  any  contagious 
disease  at  the  time  of  presentation  of  sheep  at 
the  sales  barn.  The  community  sales  barn  vet- 
erinary inspector  and  the  community  sales  barn 
management  are  required  to  report  to  the  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  Industry  any  and  all  cases  of 
scabies  infestation  on  the  date  of  inspection.  All 
such  infested  sheep  shall  be  held  in  strict  quar- 
antine and  shall  be  isolated  from  all  other  sheep. 

121^-208-4.  Swine.  All  swine  sold  for  feeding  or 
breeding  purposes  shall  be  vaccinated  against  hog  cholera 
as  follows: 

Unvaccinated  Illinois  swine  consigned  to  a sales 
barn  for  sale  for  feeding  or  breeding  purposes  must  be 
single  or  double  treated  against  hog  cholera  before  leav- 
ing the  sales  barn. 

Swine  that  are  single  treated  at  the  sales  barn  must 
be  identified  by  breed,  color,  and  weight  at  time  of  vac- 
cination. Purchaser  must  be  furnished  copy  of  the  vac- 
cination certificate. 

Swine  that  are  double  treated  at  the  sales  barn  must 
be  identified  by  breed,  color,  and  weight  at  time  of  vac- 
cination, and  quarantined  to  the  purchaser  for  21  days. 
Purchaser  must  be  furnished  copy  of  the  vaccination 
certificate. 

Swine  vaccinated  prior  to  consignment  to  sales  barn 
must  comply  as  follows: 

a.  Swine  single  treated  against  hog  cholera  within 
15  days  of  sale,  if  not  otherwise  showing  evidence 
of  disease,  may  be  sold  when  accompanied  by  a 
vaccination  certificate  issued  by  a licensed  vet- 
erinarian or  a notarized  vaccination  certificate,  if 
vaccinated  by  other  than  a licensed  veterinarian. 
The  affidavit  of  vaccination  shall  be  made  by  the 
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person  who  vaccinated  the  swine.  The  certificate 
must  identify  the  swine  by  breed,  color  and  weight 
at  time  of  vaccination,  give  the  date  of  injection, 
amount  of  serum  used,  serial  number  and  name  of 
manufacturer,  and  such  identification  must  be  by 
the  person  who  vaccinated  the  swine.  Sale  barn 
records  must  identify  such  swine  showing  the 
consignor  and  purchaser. 

■ b.  Swine  double  treated  for  hog  cholera  more  than  21 
days  prior  to  sale,  if  not  otherwise  showing  evi- 
dence of  disease,  may  be  sold  when  accompanied 
by  a vaccination  certificate  issued  by  a licensed 
veterinarian  or  a notarized  vaccination  certificate, 
if  vaccinated  by  other  than  a licensed  veteri- 
narian. The  affidavit  of  vaccination  shall  be  made 
by  the  person  who  vaccinated  the  swine.  The 
certificate  must  identify  the  swine  by  breed,  color 
and  weight  at  time  of  vaccination,  give  the  date  of 
injection,  amount  of  serum  and  virus  used,  serial 
number  and  name  of  manufacturer,  and  such 
identification  must  be  by  the  person  who  vac- 
cinated the  swine.  Sale  barn  records  must  identify 
such  swine  showing  the  consignor  and  purchaser. 

c.  Swine  vaccinated  with  Boynton  tissue  vaccine  or 
crystal  violet  vaccine,  if  not  otherwise  showing 
evidence  of  disease,  may  be  sold  when  accompanied 
by  a vaccination  certificate  issued  by  a licensed 
veterinarian  showing  such  swine  to  have  been 
vaccinated  not  less  than  14  days  nor  more  than  6 
months  before  sale,  and  stating  that  such  swine 
were  at  least  8 weeks  of  age  at  the  time  of  vac- 
cination. The  certificate  must  identify  the  swine 
by  breed,- color,  age  and  weight  at  time  of  vac- 
cination, give  the  date  of  injection,  serial  number 
and  name  of  manufacturer,  and  such  identifica- 
tion must  be  by  the  veterinarian  who  vaccinated 
the  swine.  Sale  barn  records  must  identify  such 
swine  showing  consignor  and  purchaser. 

Boynton  tissue  vaccine  or  crystal  violet  vaccine  shall 
not  be  used  at  any  sales  barn  at  any  time  for  the  vac- 
cination of  swine  against  hog  cholera. 

Swine  which  are  double  treated  at  the  sales  barn  must 
be  identified  by  breed,  color  and  weight  at  time  of  vac- 
cination and  quarantined  to  the  purchaser  for  21  days. 
Purchaser  must  be  furnished  copy  of  the  vaccination 
certificate. 

Swine  which  are  single  treated  at  the  sales  barn  must 
be  identified  by  breed,  color,  and  weight  at  time  of  vac- 
cination. Purchaser  must  be  furnished  copy  of  the 
vaccination  certificate. 

Identification  of  vaccinated  swine,  together  with  name 
and  address  of  consignor  and  purchaser,  must  be  made 
a part  of  the  records  of  the  sales  barn  before  swine  so 
vaccinated  are  removed. 

The  purchaser  of  swine  for  slaughter  purposes  must 
file  with  the  sales  barn  management  an  affidavit  stating 
that  the  swine  are  purchased  for  slaughter  purposes 
and  will  be  disposed  of  accordingly  within  10  days  from 
date  of  sale. 

All  unvaccinated  swine  brought  into  the  State  of 
Illinois  on  a permit  and  consigned  to  a sales  barn  must 
be  double  treated  with  serum  and  virus  before  they 
leave  the  sales  barn,  and  quarantined  to  the  purchaser

for  21  days.  The  sales  barn  management  shall  immedi- 
ately report  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  at 
Springfield,  Illinois,  the  name  of  the  purchaser  and  the 
place  of  quarantine. 

1211/^-208-5.  Veterinary  Inspection.  A veterinary 
inspector  for  a community  sale  shall  inspect  all  live- 
stock consigned  to  the  sale,  before  the  sale  starts.  No 
animal  shall  be  sold  until  approved  for  sale  by  the 
veterinary  inspector.  Sale  of  cattle  through  community 
sales  must  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the  Tuberculosis 
Eradication  Law,  the  Bovine  Brucellosis  Control  Law 
and  the  Community  Sale  Law.  The  veterinary  inspector 
shall  remain  at  the  sales  barn  until  all  animals  are  sold 
and  all  of  the  requirements  for  their  removal  and  dis- 
position have  been  fully  complied  with.  The  veterinary 
inspector  shall  approve  or  disapprove  the  sanitary  con- 
dition of  the  sales  barn  at  the  time  of  sale.  No  sale 
shall  be  permitted  until  the  sanitary  requirements,  as 
stated  below,  are  complied  with  and  approved  by  the 
veterinary  inspector  in  charge.  The  sanitary  condition 
of  the  sales  barn  at  the  time  of  sale  shall  be  reported  to 
the  Department  by  the  inspector  in  charge,  indicating 
the  condition  thereof  as  “good,”  “fair,”  “poor.”  The 
veterinary  inspector’s  reports  shall  be  completed  and 
mailed  to  the  Department  as  required  by  the  statutes. 

1211/^-208-6.  Sanitary  Standards.  1.  All  stalls,  pens, 
alleyways,  and  sales  ring  shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned 
and  disinfected  following  each  sale. 

2.  Windows  shall  be  provided  for  light  and  ventiU 
tion.  Light  shall  be  sufficient  to  illuminate  all  pens, 
and  stalls. 

3.  Roofs  shall  be  kept  tight  at  all  times  so  as  to 
prevent  leakage  and  keep  out  moisture. 

4.  The  floors  of  all  pens,  alleys,  and  sales  ring  shall 
be  of  concrete  or  other  impervious  material,  gravel,  cin- 
ders, or  other  material  that  is  compact,  easily  cleaned, 
and  drained  in  all  kinds  of  weather. 

5.  Dairy  and  breeding  cattle  shall  be  kept  separate 
from  all  other  cattle  and  not  allowed  to  intermingle. 

6.  All  pens  and  alleys  for  housing  hogs  shall  have 
floors  that  are  made  of  concrete  or  other  impervious 
material.  Such  floors  and  pens  shall  be  provided  with 
drainage  for  flushing. 

121l^-208-7.  Each  community  sales  barn  will  dis- 
play in  a prominent  place  a license  as  provided  by  law 
and  a poster,  to  be  supplied  by  the  Division,  setting 
forth  the  rules  and  regulations  in  the  sale  of  livestock. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  DEAD  ANIMAL  DISPOSAL 
PLANTS  AND  EQUIPMENT 

8-149-1.  Failure  of  Building  to  Meet  Requirements 
Upon  First  Inspection.  If,  upon  first  inspection,  the 
building  in  which  the  applicant  for  license  intends  to 
conduct  the  business  of  disposing  of  the  bodies  of  dead 
animals  fails  to  meet  with  the  statutory  requirements 
and  the  rules  of  the  Department,  the  applicant  shall  be 
granted  a period  of  time  not  to  exceed  sixty  days  in 
which  to  remedy  the  defects  specified;  except  that  in 
extraordinary  and  meritorious  cases,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry of  the  Department,  such  time  limit  of  sixty  days 
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may  be  further  extended.  At  the  end  of  the  period, 
another  inspection  shall  be  made.  If  upon  such  final 
inspection  the  building  meets  the  requirements  of  the 
“Dead  Animal  Disposal  Act”  and  the  rules  of  the  De- 
partment issued  pursuant  thereto,  a license  shall  be 
issued. 


8-149-2.  Fee  to  Accompany  Application — Fot  to  he 
Refunded.  The  original  application  for  license  shall 
be  accompanied  by  the  license  fee.  In  no  case  will  this 
fee  be  refunded. 

8-149-3.  Annual  Truck  Permits  Required.  Operators 
of  all  trucks  used  in  conveying  the  bodies  of  dead  ani- 
mals over  the  highways  of  the  State  must  secure  an 
annual  permit  from  the  Department.  The  issuance  and 
effect  of  such  permit  shall  be  dependent  upon  such  trucks 
meeting  the  standard  for  equipment  and  operation  speci- 
fied in  Sections  14,  15,  and  16  of  the  Dead  Animal  Dis- 
posal Act.  (Rev.  Stat.  Chap.  8,  Sec.  162-163-164).  Each 
truck  granted  a permit  under  this  rule  shall  have  the  in- 
scription, “Illinois  Dead  Animal  Disposal  Permit  No. 

” painted  in  a conspicuous  place  in  contrasting  color 

on  the  left  side  of  the  bed  of  the  truck  in  letters  not 
less  than  three  inches  high. 

8-149-4.  Temporary  Truck  Permits  May  Be  Issued. 
When  an  application  for  license  to  operate  a dead  ani- 
mal disposal  plant  has  been  filed  with  the  Department 
and  changes  or  improvements  are  in  process  of  being 
made  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act,  the 
Department  may  issue  temporary  truck  permits  for  the 
period  allowed  to  conform  with  the  requirements  for 
a license. 
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EXPLANATORY  NOTE 

The  regulations  contained  herein  have  been  arranged 
according  to  the  acts  under  which  they  are  promulgated. 
Each  regulation  has  a citation  number  which  consists 
of  three  figures.  The  first  figure  indicates  the  number  of 
the  chapter  in  the  Illinois  Revised  Statutes  in  which  the 
act  is  found.  The  second  figure  refers  to  the  number  of 
the  first  section  of  the  act  under  which  the  regulation  is 
promulgated.  The  third  figure  designates  the  particular 
regulation  under  each  act.  For  example,  the  first  regula- 
tion is  numbered  “8-87-1,  8-134-1,  8-168-1.”  The  first 
figure,  “8,”  refers  to  the  chapter  in  the  Revised  Statutes 
in  which  the  authority  for  the  regulation  is  found.  The 
second  figures,  “87,”  “134,”  and  “168,”  indicate  that  the 
acts  under  which  this  regulation  is  promulgated  begin  at 
sections  87,  134,  and  168  of  Chapter  8.  The  third  figure, 
“1,”  shows  that  this  is  the  first  regulation  promulgated 
under  the  Tuberculosis  Eradication  Act,  section  87 ; the 
first  one  under  the  Bovine  Brucellosis  Control  Act,  sec- 
tion 134;  and  the  first  one  under  An  Act  in  relation 
to  the  suppression,  prevention  and  extirpation  of  con- 
tagious and  infectious  diseases  among  domestic  animals, 
section  168. 
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DIVISION  OF  LIVESTOCK  INDUSTRY 


Regulations  in  Furtherance  of  Laws 
Enforced  by  the  Division 

Effective  May  23,  1954 

(Note — For  an  explanation  of  the  system  of  numbering 
the  sections,  see  the  note  at  the  beginning.) 

DEFINITIONS 

The  term,  “Department,”  or  “Department  of  Agri- 
culture,” unless  otherwise  indicated,  means  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

The  term,  “Division,”  or  “Division  of  Livestock 
Industry,”  means  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  of 
the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  term,  “Animal  Disease  Eradication  Branch,” 
means  the  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Branch  of  the 
Agricultural  Research  Service,  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture,  formerly  known  as  the  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  term,  “brucellosis,”  means  the  disease  wherein 
an  animal  is  infected  with  Brucella  micro-organisms 
irrespective  of  the  occurrence  or  absence  of  clinical 
symptoms  of  infectious  abortion. 

The  term,  “agglutination  test,”  means  a test  made 
by  using  a standardized  suspension  (antigen)  of  killed 
Brucella  micro-organisms  in  dilution  of  blood  serum 
taken  from  the  animal  to  be  tested. 

The  clumping  or  agglutination  of  the  killed  Brucella 
micro-organisms  in  a dilution  of  1 part  of  bovine  or 
caprine  blood  serum  to  50  parts  of  the  killed  Brucella 
micro-organisms  is  classed  as  a suspicious  reaction  (sus- 
pect). 

The  clumping  or  agglutination  of  the  killed  Brucella 
micro-organisms  in  a dilution  of  1 part  of  bovine  or 
caprine  blood  serum  to  100  parts  of  the  killed  Brucella 
micro-organisms  or  in  any  higher  dilution  is  classed  as  a 
positive  reaction  (reactor). 

The  clumping  or  agglutination  of  the  killed  Brucella 
micro-organisms  in  a dilution  of  1 part  of  porcine  blood 
serum  to  25  parts  of  the  killed  Brucella  micro-organisms 
or  in  any  higher  dilution  is  classed  as  a positive  reaction 
(reactor). 

The  term,  “ring  test,”  means  the  abortus  brucella 
ring  test,  the  same  being  a diagnostic  test  of  milk  or 
cream  to  detect  the  presence  of  brucellosis  in  the  herd 
in  which  such  milk  or  cream  was  produced. 

A “recognized  slaughtering  center”  is  an  establish- 
ment where  slaughtering  is  conducted  under  federal 
inspection. 

An  “unrecognized  slaughtering  center”  is  an  establish- 
ment where  slaughtering  is  conducted,  but  where  federal 
inspection  is  not  maintained. 

The  term,  “infected  animal,”  or  “reactor,”  as  used 
in  the  brucellosis  regulations,  means  an  animal  which 
has  given  a positive  reaction  to  the  “agglutination  test” 
or  any  other  recognized  tests  for  the  detection  of  brucel- 
losis approved  by  the  Department,  or  if  Brucella  micro- 
organisms have  been  found  in  the  body  or  in  the  body 
discharges. 
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The  term,  “infected  animal,”  or  “reactor,”  as  used 
in  the  tuberculosis  regulations,  means  an  animal  which 
evidences  a systemic  or  local  reaction  after  the  injection 
of  tuberculin. 

The  term,  “accredited,  approved  veterinarian,”  means 
a veterinarian  who  has  successfully  passed  an  examina- 
tion given  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, is  licensed  by  the  state  in  which  he  practices, 
and  is  approved  by  the  livestock  sanitary  authority  of 
that  state,  and  accredited  by  the  United  States  Animal 
Disease  Eradication  Branch, 

The  term,  “quarantine,”  means  a condition  in  which 
one  or  more  animals  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart 
from  and  not  allowed  to  come  in  contact  in  any  way 
with  other  animals. 

The  term,  “restriction,”  or  “restricted,”  means  a con- 
dition in  which  one  or  more  animals  shall  be  kept  on 
certain  designated  premises  and  shall  not  be  allowed  to 
come  in  contact  in  any  way  with  animals  from  other 
premises. 

The  term,  “public  stockyards,”  means  the  Union 
Stockyard  located  at  Chicago,  the  National  Stockyard 
located  at  East  St,  Louis,  the  Union  Stockyard  located  at 
Peoria,  the  Springfield  Stockyard  located  at  Springfield, 
or  any  other  public  stockyards  located  within  the  State 
of  Illinois  and  subject  to  regulation  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  “Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,”  enacted 
by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States. 

“Infectious  disease,”  means  the  reaction  resulting 
from  the  introduction  into  the  body  of  a specific  disease- 
producing  organism  or  its  toxic  product. 

“Contagious  disease,”  means  a specific  infectious  dis- 
ease which  is  readily  transmitted  from  host  to  host  by 
direct  contact  or  by  means  of  intermediate  hosts. 

The  term,  “infestation,”  or  “infested  with,”  means 
the  invasion  of  the  body  by  animal  parasites. 

A “Certified  Brucellosis-free  herd”  is  one  in  which 
at  least  two  annual  negative  agglutination  tests  for 
brucellosis  have  been  conducted  on  all  animals  in  the 
herd  6 months  of  age  or  over  and  for  which  a certificate 
has  been  issued  by  the  livestock  sanitary  officials  of  the 
state  of  origin  and  the  Animal  Disease  Eradication 
Branch, 

A “Tuberculosis-free  Accredited  herd”  is  one  for  which 
a certificate  of  accreditation  has  been  issued  by  the  live- 
stock sanitary  officials  of  the  state  of  origin  and  the 
Animal  Disease  Eradication  Branch. 

The  term,  “health  certificate,”  or  “certificate  of 
health,”  or  “interstate  health  certificate,”  means  a legible 
record,  made  on  an  official  form  of  the  state  of  origin, 
or  the  United  States  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Branch, 
and  issued  by  a licensed,  graduate,  accredited  and  ap- 
proved veterinarian  of  the  state  of  origin  or  a veterin- 
arian in  the  employ  of  the  United  States  Animal  Disease 
Eradication  Branch,  which  shows  that  the  animals  or 
birds  listed  thereon  meet  the  health  requirements  of  the 
state  of  destination.  The  health  certificate  shall  contain 
the  name  and  address  of  the  consignor,  the  name  and 
address  of  the  consignee,  and  an  accurate  description  or 
identification  of  the  animals  or  birds  involved,  and  shall 
also  indicate  the  health  status  of  the  animals  or  birds, 
including  the  dates  and  results  of  required  tests  and 
dates  of  vaccination,  if  any. 
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REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  THE  ENTRY  OF  LIVE- 
STOCK AND  DOGS  INTO  ILLINOIS 

Section  I — General 

8-87-1;  8-134-1;  8-168-1.  No  animal  that  is  affected  with 
or  has  recently  been  exposed  to  any  infectious,  contagi- 
ous, or  communicable  disease  shall  be  shipped  or  trans- 
ported in  any  manner,  or  moved  into  the  State  of  Illinois 
except  as  permitted  by  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the 
State  of  Illinois,  except  those  animals  affected  with  such 
diseases  which  are  approved  for  interstate  shipment  by 
the  United  States  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Branch 
for  immediate  slaughter  and  are  consigned  direct  to  a 
recognized  slaughtering  center. 

8-87-2;  8-134-2;  8-168-2.  Ohliga'tion  of  Transportation 
Company  and  Truck  Operators.  Before  accepting  any 
livestock  or  dogs  for  shipment  into  the  State  of  Illinois 
or  consigned  to  points  within  the  State  of  Illinois,  ex- 
cept to  public  stockyards,  every  person,  transportation 
company,  or  truck  operator  shall  require  that  a certificate 
of  health,  or  permit,  or  federal  inspection  certificate  as 
required  in  the  regulations  of  the  Department,  be  fur- 
nished them  to  be  attached  to  the  waybill  and  accompany 
the  livestock  or  dog  to  its  destination.  Such  person, 
transportation  company  or  truck  operator  shall  have  the 
certificate  of  health,  or  permit,  or  federal  inspection 
certificate,  in  his  or  its  possession  at  all  times  from  the 
loading  of  such  livestock  to  the  delivery  of  the  livestock 
at  its  destination,  and  available  for  inspection  upon 
demand. 

8-87-3;  8-134-3;  8-168-3.  Report  of  Transportation 

Companies  and  Truck  Operators  Required.  Every  person, 
transportation  company,  or  truck  operator  transporting 
cattle,  swine  or  sheep  into  Illinois  from  points  without 
the  State  consigned  or  delivered  to  other  than  to  a 
public  stockyards,  shall  within  24  hours  after  such  live- 
stock is  unloaded  in  the  State,  report  to  the  Division 
giving  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignor,  the  loca- 
tion of  the  loading  point,  the  name  and  address  of  the 
consignee,  the  location  of  the  unloading  point  and  the 
number,  sex  and  breed  of  the  livestock. 

8-87-4;  8-134-4;  8-168-4.  Copy  of  Health  Certificate 
Must  Be  Furnished.  A copy  of  the  certificate  of  health 
under  which  livestock  is  brought  into  the  State  of  Illinois, 
bearing  the  approval  or,  if  not  approved,  the  disapproval 
of  the  Livestock  Sanitary  Official  of  the  state  of  origin, 
must  be  furnished  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry. 

8-87-5;  8-134-5;  8-168-5.  Requests  for  Permits.  Re- 
quests for  entry  permits  shall  be  direct  to  the  Division 
of  Livestock  Industry,  Springfield,  Illinois,  and  shall  set 
forth  the  following  information:  Name  and  address  of 
Illinois  consignee,  number  and  kind  of  animals,  origin 
of  shipment,  and  if  for  cattle  the  age,  sex  and  breed  of 
the  cattle. 

Requirements  for  the  Exhibition  of  livestock  may  he 
secured  from  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  State 
Fair  Grounds,  Springfield,  Illinois. 

Section  2 — Cattle 

8-168-6.  Scabies  Requirements.  No  cattle  infested 
with  scabies  mites  shall  be  brought  into  the  State  of 
Illinois. 
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8-168-7.  When  Cattle  Exposed  to  Scabies  May  Be 
AdmAtted.  Cattle  recently  exposed  to  scabies  mites  may 
enter  the  State  of  Illinois  when  accompanied  by  an  offi- 
cial interstate  health  certificate  showing  that  the  cattle 
meet  the  tuberculosis  and  brucellosis  entry  requirements 
and  are  free  from  any  contagious,  infectious  or  communi- 
cable disease,  and  that  they  have  been  sprayed  twice 
at  10-day  intervals  with  wettable  benzene  hexachloride 
(BHC)  or  lindane  containing  gamma  isomer  concentrate 
of  not  less  than  0.06  per  cent,  or  with  a lime  and  sulphur 
solution  or  other  spray  specified  by  the  Animal  Disease 
Eradication  Branch  within  10  days  of  date  of  shipment, 
and  that  upon  veterinary  examination  within  10  days 
prior  to  shipment  were  found  free  from  scabies.  A copy 
of  the  health  certificate  bearing  the  approval  of  the 
livestock  sanitary  official  of  the  state  of  origin  must  be 
filed  with  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry, 

8-87-6;  8-134-6.  Cattle  for  Immediate  Slaughter.  A. 
Cattle  for  immediate  slaughter,  consigned  to  a recognized 
slaughtering  center  may  be  shipped  into  Illinois  without 
tuberculin  or  brucellosis  tests,  health  certificate,  or  other 
entry  certificates.  Such  cattle  shall  be  held  in  quarantine 
until  slaughtered. 

B.  Cattle  for  immediate  slaughter  not  consigned  to  a 
recognized  slaughtering  center  may  be  shipped  into 
Illinois  without  tuberculin  or  brucellosis  tests  if  they 
are  accompanied  by  an  official  certificate  of  veterinary 
inspection  or  a special  entry  permit  issued  by  the  Illinois 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry.  Such  cattle  shall  be 
held  in  quarantine  until  slaughtered, 

8-134-7.  General  Information.  Springer  heifers  and 
cows,  or  heifers  and  cows  with  calves,  are  classed  as 
breeding  cattle  and  as  such  must  comply  with  the  re- 
quirements governing  the  entry  of  breeding  cattle. 

Bulls  of  any  age  unless  consigned  direct  for  im- 
mediate slaughter,  must  be  accompanied  by  an  official 
interstate  health  certificate  showing  compliance  with 
tuberculosis  entry  requirements.  Bulls  6 months  of  age 
and  over  must  also  meet  the  brucellosis  entry  require- 
ments. 

Requests  for  entry  permits  must  give  the  number  of 
cattle  in  the  shipment,  age  and  sex  of  cattle,  and  name 
and  address  of  Illinois  consignee. 

FEEDING  OR  GRAZING  CATTLE 

8-87-7 ; 8-134-8.  Female  cattle  of  the  beef  breeds  under 
18  months  of  age  for  feeding  or  grazing  purposes  only 
may  enter  Illinois  from  a modified  tuberculosis-free  area, 
or  may  be  shipped  from  public  stockyards  within  the 
State,  without  tuberculin  or  brucellosis  tests  when  ac- 
companied by  one  of  the  following; 

a.  Certificate  of  health  showing  freedom  from  disease 
as  evidenced  by  a physical  examination,  or 

b.  Federal  inspection  certificate,  or 

c.  Special  entry  permit  issued  by  Illinois  Division  of 
Livestock  Industry. 

Such  cattle  may  enter  Illinois  under  quarantine  and 
be  held  in  quarantine  not  longer  than  12  months  from 
date  of  entry,  after  which  time  they  must  be  tested  for 
tuberculosis  and  brucellosis  at  owner’s  expense  or 
shipped  direct  for  slaughter  unless  an  extension  of 
feeding  or  grazing  period  not  to  exceed  90  days  is  granted 
by  the  Division.  All  tests  for  quarantine  release  must 
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be  reported  to  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 
Report  of  disposal  for  slaughter,  or  death  of  quaran- 
tined cattle,  must  be  made  to  the  Division  for  quarantine 
clearance. 

8-87-8;  8-134-9.  Female  cattle  of  the  l)eef  breeds  18 
months  of  age  and  over  for  feeding  or  grazing  purposes 
only,  may  enter  Illinois  from  a modified  tuberculosis- 
free  area,  or  may  be  shipped  from  public  stockyards 
within  the  State,  under  the  following  conditions: 

a.  If  they  are  accompanied  by  official  certificate  of 
health  showing  negative  tuberculin  and  brucellosis 
tests  conducted  within  30  days  prior  to  entry,  or 
that  they  are  under  30  months  of  age  and  were 
officially  calfhood  vaccinated  against  brucellosis,  or 

b.  If  they  are  accompanied  by  a special  entry  permit 
issued  by  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry permitting  entry  under  quarantine  subject 

• to  tuberculin  and  brucellosis  tests  to  be  conducted 
at  owner’s  expense  within  10  days  of  arrival. 
Reports  of  such  tests  must  be  forwarded  the  Di- 
vision within  24  hours  after  completion  of  the 
tests. 

8-87-9;  8-134-10.  Steers  for  feeding  or  grazing  pur- 
poses,  from  modified  accredited  tuberculosis-free  areas 
or  from  public  stockyards  where  known  tuberculous 
reactors  are  segregated,  may  enter  Illinois  without  tuber- 
culin or  brucellosis  tests  when  accompanied  by  one  of 
the  following: 

a.  Certificate  of  health  showing  freedom  from  dis- 
ease as  evidenced  by  physical  examination,  or 

b.  Federal  inspection  certificate,  or  . 

c.  Special  entry  permit  issued  by  the  Illinois'* Divis- 
ion of  Livestock  Industry, 

Steers  are  not  subject  to  quarantine. 

DAIRY  OR  BREEDING  CATTLE 

8-87-10;  8-134-11.  All  dairy  or  breeding  cattle  trans- 
ported or  moved  into  the  State  of  Illinois  or  from  public 
stockyards  within  the  State,  unless  said  cattle  are  con- 
signed direct  to  and  delivered  by  the  transportation  com- 
pany within  the  confines  of  the  Union  Stock  Yards, 
Chicago,  the  National  Stock  Yards,  East  St.  Louis,  or 
the  Union  Stock  Yards,  Peoria,  or  any  other  like  public 
stockyard,  must  be  accompanied  by  an  official  certificate 
of  health  showing  tuberculosis  and  brucellosis  status  of 
the  cattle  as  follows: 

8-87-11.  Tuberculosis:  Except  as  otherwise  provided, 
such  cattle  must  be  negative  to  the  tuberculin  test  within 
30  days  previous  to  shipment,  or 

Originate  in  a modified  tuberculosis-free  accredited 
area  from  a herd  which  on  last  complete  tuberculin  test 
of  the  entire  herd  had  no  reactors  and  the  cattle  destined 
for  Illinois  were  tuberculin  tested  and  found  negative 
within  one  year  of  date  of  shipment. 

8-134-12.  Brucellosis:  All  dairy  or  breeding  cattle  over 
6 months  of  age  must  be  negative  to  the  brucellosis  test 
within  30  days  of  shipment,  or 

Originate  in  a certified  brucellosis-free  herd.  Certi- 
fied herd  number  must  be  given  and  the  cattle  must  be 
identified  by  either  ear  tag  number  or  registration  name 
and  number,  or 
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Cattle  must  be  under  30  months  of  age  and  accom- 
panied by  a certificate  of  official  calfhood  vaccination 
approved  by  the  livestock  sanitary  authority  of  the 
state  of  origin,  positively  identifying  the  cattle  and 
showing  that  they  were  officially  vaccinated  against 
brucellosis  when  between  4 and  8 months  of  age  with 
an  approved  vaccine.  The  serial  number  and  name  of 
manufacturer  of  vaccine,  dosage  used,  and  date  of  vac- 
cination must  be  included  in  the  certificate. 

Section  3 — Goats 

8-168-8.  Goats  must  be  accompanied  by  an  official 
health  certificate  showing  them  to  be  free  from  com- 
municable and  infectious  diseases  and  including  a re- 
port of  negative  test  to  brucellosis  within  30  days  of 
entry. 

Section  4 — Swine 

8-7-1.  Swine  for  Feeding  Purposes  Only — From  Public 
Stockyards  Located  in  Illinois.  Swine  for  feeding  pur- 
poses only  from  public  stockyards  located  within  the 
State  of  Illinois  must  be  covered  by  a permit  issued  by 
the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry.  A permit  for  ship- 
ment will  be  issued  only  if  the  swine  do  not  show  any 
symptoms  of  contagious,  infectious  or  communicable  dis- 
eases, are  not  infected  with  or  have  not  been  exposed  to 
vesicular  exanthema,  have  not  been  fed  raw  garbage, 
and  only  after  immunization  against  hog  cholera  by 
simultaneous  vaccination  with  anti-hog  cholera  serum 
and  virus,  or  modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine 
with  anti-hog  cholera  serum  in  the  same  amount  as 
used  in  the  simultaneous  method,  administered  by  a 
representative  of  the  Animal  Disease  Eradication 
Branch,  or  an  inspector  employed  by  the  State  of  Illi- 
nois or  by  a qualified  veterinarian  approved  by  the  Illi- 
nois Division  of  Livestock  Industry.  Temperature  read- 
ings shall  be  made  to  determine  that  normal  temperature 
prevails  before  vaccination.  Such  swine  shall  be  held 
under  quarantine  for  21  days  after  arrival  on  the  owner’s 
premises,  and  the  owner  shall  report  their  condition  to 
the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  at  the  end  of  the 
21-day  period. 

8-7-2.  Swine  for  Feeding  Purposes  Only — From  Public 
Stockyards  Located  Outside  of  Illinois.  Swine  for  feed- 
ing purposes  only,  from  public  stockyards  located  out- 
side of  Illinois,  may  enter  Illinois  when  accompanied 
by  an  official  certificate  issued  by  a veterinarian  em- 
ployed by  the  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Branch  or  a 
veterinarian  employed  by  the  state  of  origin,  showing 
that  the  swine  are  free  from  all  symptoms  of  con- 
tagious, infectious,  or  communicable  diseases,  are  not 
infected  with  or  have  not  been  exposed  to  vesicular 
exanthema,  have  not  been  fed  raw  garbage,  and  that 
before  leaving  the  stockyards  were  immunized  against 
hog  cholera  by  simultaneous  vaccination  with  anti-hog 
cholera  serum  and  virus,  or  modified  live  virus  hog 
cholera  vaccine  with  anti-hog  cholera  serum  in  the  same 
amount  as  used  in  the  simultaneous  method.  Temper- 
ature readings  shall  be  made  to  determine  that  normal 
temperature  prevails  before  vaccination.  Such  swine 
shall  be  held  under  quarantine  for  21  days  after  arrival 
on  the  owner’s  premises  and  the  owner  shall  report  their 
condition  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  at  the 
end  of  the  21-day  period. 
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8-7-3.  Swine  for  Feeding  Purposes  Only — Not  from 
Public  Stockyards.  Swine  for  feeding  purposes  only,  not 
coming  through  public  stockyards,  will  be  admitted  to 
the  State  as  follows: 

a.  Unvaccinated  swine  or  swine  vaccinated  with  anti- 
hog cholera  serum  alone  must  be  accompanied  by 
a permit  from  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  and  an  official  certificate  of  health  issued 
by  an  accredited,  approved  veterinarian  or  a Fed- 
eral veterinarian  showing  that  the  swine  are  free 
from  symptoms  of  any  contagious,  infectious  or 
communicable  disease,  are  from  a non-quarantined 
area,  are  not  infected  with  and  have  not  been  ex- 
posed to  vesicular  exanthema  and  have  not  been 
fed  raw  garbage.  The  consignee  must  be  furnished 
a copy  of  the  health  certificate.  A copy  of  the 
health  certificate  bearing  the  approval  of  the  live- 
stock sanitary  official  of  the  state  of  origin  must 
be  filed  with  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry. The  swine  are  to  be  vaccinated  against 
hog  cholera  on  arrival  by  a licensed  veterinarian 
either  by  the  simultaneous  method  (anti-hog  chol- 
era serum  and  virus),  or  modified  live  virus  hog 
cholera  vaccine  with  anti-hog  cholera  serum  in  the 
same  amount  as  used  in  the  simultaneous  method, 
or  by  the  tissue  or  crystal  vaccine  method,  pro- 
vided that  pigs  vaccinated  by  either  of  the  last  two 
methods  must  be  at  least  8 weeks  of  age  at  the 
time  of  vaccination.  All  such  swine  shall  be  held 
under  quarantine  for  21  days  and  the  owner  shall 
report  their  condition  to  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  at  the  end  of  the  21-day  period. 

b.  Swine  vaccinated  with  anti-hog  cholera  serum  and 
virus  or  modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine 
more  than  21  days  prior  to  entry  into  Illinois 
when  accompanied  by  an  official  health  certificate 
issued  by  an  accredited,  approved  veterinarian  or 
Federal  veterinarian  showing  that  the  swine  are 
free  from  symptoms  of  any  contagious,  infectious, 
or  communicable  disease,  are  from  a non-quaran- 
tined area,  are  not  infected  with  and  have  not 
been  exposed  to  vesicular  exanthema,  have  not 
been  fed  raw  garbage,  and  that  they  have  been  vac- 
cinated against  hog  cholera  by  the  simultaneous 
method  or  with  modified  live  virus  hog  cholera 
vaccine  more  than  21  days  before  shipment.  The 
consignee  must  be  furnished  a copy  of  the  health 
certificate  and  a copy  of  the  health  certificate 
bearing  the  approval  of  the  livestock  sanitary  offi- 
cial of  the  state  of  origin  must  be  filed  with  the 
Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

c.  Swine  vaccinated  with  Boynton  tissue  vaccine  or 
crystal  violet  vaccine  must  be  accompanied  by  an 
official  health  certificate  issued  by  an  accredited, 
approved  veterinarian  or  Federal  veterinarian 
showing  that  the  swine  are  free  from  symptoms 
of  any  contagious,  infectious  or  communicable  dis- 
ease, are  from  a non-quarantined  area  and  are  not 
infected  with  and  have  not  been  exposed  to  vesi- 
cular exanthema,  have  not  been  fed  raw  garbage, 
and  that  they  have  been  vaccinated  not  less  than 
14  days  nor  more  than  6 months  before  ship- 
ment and  such  swine  were  at  least  8 weeks  of 
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age  at  the  time  of  vaccination.  The  consignee 
must  be  furnished  a copy  of  the  health  certificate 
and  a copy  of  the  health  certificate  bearing  the 
approval  of  the  livestock  sanitary  official  of  the 
state  of  origin  must  be  filed  with  the  Illinois  Di- 
vision of  Livestock  Industry. 

8-7-4.  Swine  for  Breeding  Purposes — From  Public 
Stockyards  in  Illinois.  Swine  for  breeding  purposes  from 
public  stockyards  located  within  the  State  of  Illinois 
must  be  accompanied  by  a permit  issued  by  the  Illinois 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry.  A permit  for  release 
from  the  yards  will  be  issued  only  if  the  swine  do  not 
show  any  symptoms  of  contagious,  infectious  or  com- 
municable diseases,  are  not  infected  with  or  have  not 
been  exposed  to  vesicular  exanthema,  have  not  been 
fed  raw  garbage,  and  only  after  the  swine  have  been 
immunized  against  hog  cholera  by  simultaneous  vac- 
cination with  anti-hog  cholera  serum  and  virus,  or  modi- 
fied live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine  with  anti-hog  cholera 
serum  in  the  same  amount  as  used  in  the  simultaneous 
method,  administered  by  a representative  of  the  Ani- 
mal Disease  Eradication  Branch,  or  an  inspector  em- 
ployed by  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  or  by 
a qualified  veterinarian  designated  by  the  Illinois  Di- 
vision of  Livestock  Industry.  Temperature  readings 
shall  be  made  to  determine  that  normal  temperature 
prevails  before  vaccination.  Such  swine  shall  be  held 
under  quarantine  for  21  days  after  arrival  on  the  owner’s 
premises,  and  the  owner  shall  report  their  condition  to 
the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  at  the  end  of  the 
21-day  period. 

In  addition  to  the  anti-hog  cholera  vaccination  re- 
quirements, all  swine  4 months  of  age  and  over  must 
be  negative  to  the  agglutination  test  for  brucellosis  in  a 
dilution  of  1/25  as  evidenced  by  test  conducted  at  an 
official  laboratory  of  the  State  of  Illinois  immediately 
prior  to  release  from  stockyards. 

8-7-5.  Swine  for  Breeding  Purposes — ~Not  From  Pub- 
lic Stock  Yards.  Swine  for  breeding  purposes  entering 
Illinois  from  other  than  public  stockyards  must  be 
accompanied  by  an  official  interstate  health  certificate 
issued  by  an  accredited  approved  veterinarian  of  the 
state  of  origin  or  a veterinarian  employed  by  the  Animal 
Disease  Eradication  Branch  showing  that  the  swine  are 
free  from  all  symptoms  of  contagious,  infectious  or  com- 
municable diseases,  are  from  a non-quarantined  area, 
and  are  not  infected  with  or  have  not  been  exposed  to 
vesicular  exanthema  and  have  not  been  fed  raw  garbage; 
that  any  swine  4 months  of  age  and  over  was  negative 
to  the  agglutination  blood  test  for  brucellosis  in  a 
dilution  of  1 to  25,  as  evidenced  by  test  conducted  by  an 
official  state  laboratory  within  30  days  of  entry. 

8-7-6.  Unvaccinated  breeding  swine  must  also  be  cov- 
ered by  a permit  issued  by  the  Illinois  Division  of  Live- 
stock Industry  allowing  the  entry  of  said  swine  subject 
to  immunization  against  hog  cholera  by  a licensed  vet- 
erinarian by  the  simultaneous  method  (serum  and  virus) 
or  modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine  with  anti-hog 
cholera  serum  in  the  same  amount  as  used  in  the  simul- 
taneous method,  or  by  the  Boynton  tissue  or  crystal 
violet  vaccine  method,  provided  that  pigs  vaccinated  by 
either  of  the  last  two  methods  must  be  at  least  8 weeks 
of  age  at  the  time  of  vaccination.  All  such  swine  shall 
be  held  under  quarantine  for  21  days  on  the  owner’s 
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premises  and  the  owner  shall  report  their  condition  to 
the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  at  the  end  of  the  21- 
day  period. 

8-7-7.  The  health  cet'tificate  covering  swine  for  breed- 
ing purposes  vaccinated  prior  to  entry  into  Illinois  must 
also  show  that  they  have  been  vaccinated  against  hog 
cholera  by  one  of  the  following  methods; 

a.  Vaccinated  with  anti-hog  cholera  serum  and  virus 
or  modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine  more 
than  21  days  prior  to  entry  into  Illinois,  or 

b.  Vaccinated  with  Boynton  tissue  vaccine  or  crystal 
violet  vaccine  not  less  than  14  days  nor  more  than 
6 months  prior  to  entry  into  Illinois,  and  such 
swine  were  at  least  8 weeks  of  age  at  the  time 
of  vaccination. 

The  consignee  must  be  furnished  a copy  of  the  health 
certificate  and  a copy  of  the  health  certificate  bearing 
the  approval  of  the  livestock  sanitary  official  of  the 
state  of  origin  must  be  filed  with  the  Illinois  Division 
of  Livestock  Industry. 

Section  5 — Sheep 

8-168-9.  No  sheep  which  are  known  to  be  infected 
with  scrapie,  and  no  progeny  of  sheep  known  to  be  in- 
fected with  scrapie,  may  be  transported  or  moved  into 
the  State  of  Illinois. 

8-168-10.  No  sheep  infected  with  or  exposed  to  blue 
tongue,  and  no  sheep  from  an  area  under  quarantine 
because  of  blue  tongue,  may  be  transported  or  moved 
into  the  State  of  Illinois. 

8-168-11.  Official  Dipping  Procedures  And  Dips.  The 
following  specified  procedures  and  dips  are  recognized 
by  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  as  official  for  the 
control  and  eradication  of  scabies  among  sheep  and  other 
animals,  and  when  reference  is  made  to  dipping  in  the 
regulations  one  of  the  following  procedures  must  be 
complied  with: 

a.  Dipped  in  a wettable  benzene  hexachloride  (BHC) 
or  lindane  containing  gamma  isomer  concentrate 
of  not  less  than  0.06  per  cent,  and  in  the  case  of 
interstate  movement  of  animals  the  dipping  to  be 
within  10  days  prior  to  date  of  importation,  or 

b.  Dipped  twice  in  lime  and  sulphur  with  the  dip- 
pings 10  to  14  days  apart.  In  the  case  of  inter- 
state movement  of  animals  the  last  dipping  shall 
be  within  10  days  prior  to  date  of  importation. 

c.  Dipped  in  accordance  with  Animal  Disease  Eradi- 
cation Branch  regulations  in  any  other  dip  speci- 
fied by  the  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Branch. 
All  such  dippings  shall  be  under  state  or  federal 
supervision. 

8-168-12.  Breeding  Sheep.  All  sheep  entering  Illinois 
for  breeding  purposes  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  of- 
ficial health  certificate  issued  by  an  accredited,  approved 
veterinarian  or  a veterinarian  of  the  Animal  Disease 
Eradication  Branch  indicating  they  are  free  from  scabies 
and  all  other  infectious  or  communicable  diseases  and 
have  not  recently  been  exposed  to  such  diseases.  Except 
that  if  the  sheep  originate  in  a state  known  to  have 
scabies  they  must  in  addition  to  the  health  certificate 
be  accompanied  by  a permit  from  the  Illinois  Division 
of  Livestock  Industry  which  must  be  attached  to  the 
health  certificate,  which  certificate  shall  show  the  sheep 
to  have  been  dipped  in  accordance  with  official  Illinois 
dipping  procedures. 
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8-168-13.  Feeder  Sheep  and  Lamhs.  Sheep  for  feeding 
or  grazing  purposes  originating  in  states  free  of  scabies 
or  in  scabies-free  areas  in  states  known  to  have  scabies 
infestation  may  be  shipped  or  moved  into  Illinois  direct 
from  states  or  through  public  stockyards  without  dipping 
when  accompanied  by  either  an  official  health  certificate, 
or  federal  inspection  certificate,  or  special  entry  permit 
from  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  subject  to 
quarantine  at  destination.  Such  sheep  must  be  examined 
for  scabies  by  a qualified  veterinarian  not  sooner  than  30 
nor  more  than  60  days  after  date  of  arrival.  A report  of 
the  examination  must  be  furnished  the  Division  of  Live- 
stock Industry  by  the  veterinarian.  If  upon  examination 
the  sheep  are  found  free  of  scabies  the  quarantine  will 
be  released.  If  scabies  infestation  is  found  the  entire 
flock  must  be  dipped  in  accordance  with  official  Illinois 
dipping  procedures.  All  such  dipping  will  be  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  owner.  The  quarantine  will  remain  in  effect 
until  released  by  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

8-168-14.  Sheep  for  feeding  or  grazing  purposes  orig- 
inating in  areas  in  which  scabies  infestation  is  known 
to  exist  must  be  accompanied  by  an  official  interstate 
health  certificate  or  federal  inspection  certificate  show- 
ing the  sheep  to  have  been  dipped  in  accordance  with 
official  Illinois  dipping  procedures. 

Section  6 — Horses,  Mules  and  Asses 

8-168-15.  All  horses,  mules  and  asses  transported  or 
moved  into  Illinois  must  be  accompanied  by  an  official 
interstate  health  certificate  showing  such  animals  to  be 
free  from  infectious  or  communicable  diseases  as  evi- 
denced by  veterinary  examination  within  30  days  of 
shipment. 

Section  7 — Dogs 

8-23e-l.  Dogs  brought  into  Illinois  must  be  accom- 
panied by  an  official  health  certificate  issued  by  a li- 
censed accredited,  approved  veterinarian  within  30  days 
of  entry,  showing  that  the  animals  are  free  from  com- 
municable diseases,  that  they  originated  in  an  area  not 
under  quarantine  because  of  rabies,  and  that  all  animals 
over  8 weeks  of  age  have  been  vaccinated  against  rabies 
within  a period  of  6 months  with  a vaccine  recognized 
by  the  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Branch.  A copy  of 
the  health  certificate  bearing  the  approval  of  the  live- 
stock sanitary  official  of  the  state  of  origin  must  be 
filed  with  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

This  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  performing  dogs 
or  dogs  brought  in  for  a limited  period  of  time  for  ex- 
hibition or  breeding  purposes  and  kept  under  direct  con- 
trol during  their  stay  in  the  State. 

Section  8 — Poultry 

No  entry  requirements.  Exhibition  requirements  may 
be  obtained  from  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry, 
Springfield,  Illinois. 

BOVINE  BRUCELLOSIS 

8-134-13.  The  veterinarian  is  required  to  report  in 
writing  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  all  brucel- 
losis tests  and  all  brucellosis  vaccinations  of  cattle. 

8-134-14.  Tests  Conducted  At  State  Expense  or  for 
Interstate  or  Export  Shipment.  The  agglutination  test 
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for  the  detection  of  bovine  brucellosis,  if  tests  are  made 
at  State  expense,  or  for  interstate  or  export  shipment, 
must  be  at  one  of  the  State  laboratories  or  the  Diagnostic 
Laboratory,  College  of  Veterinary  Medicine,  Urbana.  The 
test  shall  be  reported  immediately  in  writing  to  the 
Division  on  forms  to  be  furnished  by  the  Division.  This 
report  shall  contain  the  date  of  test,  a statement  of 
results  obtained  in  at  least  two  dilutions,  the  name  and 
address  of  the  owner,  together  with  proper  identification 
of  each  animal  so  tested.  The  identification  of  a grade 
animal  must  include  the  predominating  breed,  sex,  ap- 
proximate age,  and  ear  tag  number.  A purebred  regis- 
tered animal  may  be  identified  by  its  breed,  sex,  age, 
and  registration  number  or  record  association  approved 
individual  tattoo. 

8-134-15.  Tests  Conducted  at  Owner’s  Expense  'for 
Intrastate  Movement.  The  agglutination  test  for  the 
detection  of  bovine  brucellosis,  if  tests  are  conducted  at 
owner’s  expense  for  intrastate  movement  of  cattle,  must 
be  made  by  a veterinarian  who  has  received  a permit 
from  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  to  conduct  a 
laboratory  for  the  purpose  of  making  agglutination  tests 
for  bovine  brucellosis,  or  at  one  of  the  State  laboratories, 
or  the  Diagnostic  Laboratory,  College  of  Veterinary 
Medicine,  Urbana.  Tests  must  be  reported  and  reactors 
identified  as  outlined  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

8-134-16.  Identification  of  Vaccinated  Cattle.  All  pure- 
bred cattle  vaccinated  with  brucella  abortus  vaccine 
shall  be  identified  on  the  report  of  vaccination  by  their 
registration  number,  or  dam’s  registration  number,  or 
record  association  approved  individual  tattoo.  All  grade 
or  not  permanently  identified  cattle  so  vaccinated  shall 
be  ear  tagged  in  the  right  ear  with  an  identification  tag. 
In  addition  to  the  above  identification,  all  animals  shall 
be  identified  at  the  time  of  vaccination  by  a tattoo  in  the 
right  ear.  The  tattoo  shall  show  the  month  and  year 
of  vaccination  with  the  letter  “V.”  The  numeral  for  the 
month  shall  precede  the  letter  “V,”  and  the  last  figure 
of  the  year  shall  follow  the  letter  “V,”  as,  for  example, 
1V4  means  the  month  of  January,  1954;  “V”  means 
vaccinated. 

8-134-17.  Identification  of  Infected  Animals.  All  grade 
cattle,  all  officially  vaccinated  calves  over  36  months  of 
age,  and  unregistered  purebred  cattle  over  24  months 
of  age,  which  are  reactors  to  the  brucellosis  test  shall 
be  tagged  in  the  left  ear  with  a reactor  tag,  to  which  a 
yellow  bangle  is  attached,  placed  under  quarantine  and 
branded  with  the  letter  “B”  on  the  left  jaw,  unless  the 
owner  requests  a 60-day  retest  of  the  animal.  If  a 60-day 
retest  is  requested  the  branding  may  be  delayed  pending 
the  result  of  the  60-day  retest. 

If  the  animal  is  negative  on  the  60-day  retest,  another 
retest  must  be  conducted  not  sooner  than  30  days  nor 
more  than  60  days  from  date  of  last  test.  If  the  animal  is 
negative  on  this  test  the  quarantine  will  be  released. 
If  the  animal  fails  to  pass  a negative  test  in  any  dilution 
on  either  of  the  retests,  it  must  be  branded  and  tagged 
as  provided  by  law.  Such  retest  must  be  conducted  at 
owner’s  expense  and  the  testing  of  the  blood  sample  for 
such  retest  must  be  at  one  of  the  State  diagnostic  labora- 
tories or  the  Diagnostic  Laboratory,  College  of  Veterinary 
Medicine,  Urbana. 

Registered  purebred  cattle  which  are  reactors  to  the 
brucellosis  test  may  be  identified  by  their  purebred  regis- 
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tration  number  or  record  association  approved  individual 
tattoo.  Reactors  so  identified  are  not  required  to  be 
reactor  tagged  or  branded. 

8-134-18.  Release  of  Cattle  Under  Quarantine  or 
Restriction.  Animals  under  quarantine  or  restriction  be- 
cause of  brucellosis  infection  or  vaccination  are  released 
or  may  be  disposed  of  as  follows: 

a.  They  may  be  shipped  direct  to  public  stockyards 
by  the  owner,  accompanied  by  State  Form  C-24, 
and  shipment  reported  to  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry.  If  shipped  to  stockyards  outside  of 
Illinois,  reactor  must  be  accompanied  by  Federal 
Form  T.E.  27. 

b.  They  may  be  sold  for  immediate  slaughter  to  a 
person  regularly  engaged  in  the  slaughter  of  cat- 
tle and  report  by  the  owner  and  the  slaughterer 
made  to  the  Division  within  10  days  of  purchase. 

c.  They  may  be  slaughtered  by  the  owner  and  re- 
ported to  the  Division. 

d.  When  the  Division  receives  report  of  required 
tests  conducted  not  less  than  30  days  apart  and 
not  less  than  30  days  prior  to  or  after  calving, 
one  of  which  tests  must  have  been  read  at  one  of 
the  State  diagnostic  laboratories  or  the  Diagnostic 
Laboratory,  College  of  Veterinary  Medicine,  as 
follows: 

Reactors 2 successive  negative  tests 

conducted  not  less  than 
30  days  apart 

Adult  vaccinates  not 

prebled 2 successive  negative  tests 

conducted  not  less  than  30 
days  apart 

Adult  vaccinates  pre- 
bled and  negative . . 1 negative  test 

Calfhood  vaccinates 
over  36  months....!  negative  test 

8-134-19.  Transfer  of  Cattle  Under  Quarantine  or 
Restriction.  The  transfer  of  animals  under  quarantine 
or  restriction,  or  subject  to  quarantine  or  restriction  be- 
cause of  brucellosis  infection  or  vaccination,  is  pro- 
hibited except  as  provided  by  law  and  on  written  permit 
from  the  Division. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ESTABLISHING  AND  MAIN- 
TAINING CERTIFIED  BRUCELLOSIS-FREE 
HERDS  OF  CATTLE 

8-134-20.  Issuance  of  Certified  Brucellosis-free  Herd 
Certificates.  Certified  brucellosis-free  herd  certificates, 
which  shall  be  valid  for  1 year,  unless  revoked,  are  issued 
co-operatively  by  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry and  the  United  States  Animal  Disease  Eradication 
Branch. 

Certification  may  be  extended  for  a period  of  one 
year  upon  evidence  of  a negative  herd  retest  and  com- 
pliance with  Illinois  requirements  for  maintenance  of  a 
certified  brucellosis-free  herd. 

PART  I 

TO  QUALIFY  FOR  CERTIFICATION: 

1.  All  blood  samples  for  certification  or  recertification 
of  herds  must  be  submitted  for  diagnosis  to  one  of  the 
State  Diagnostic  Laboratories  located  at  Peoria,  Cen- 
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tralia,  Aurora,  or  the  State-Federal  Laboratory  at  Spring- 
field,  or  the  Diagnostic  Laboratory,  College  of  Veterinary 
Medicine,  Urbana. 

2.  A “herd”  shall  be  considered  as  including  all 
animals  6 months  of  age  or  over,  except  steers  and 
spayed  heifers. 

3.  A “certified  herd”  must  consist  of  at  least  10 
animals  and  shall  include  all  animals  in  the  herd  6 
months  of  age  or  over,  except  steers,  spayed  heifers  and 
officially  vaccinated  animals  under  36  months  of  age 
which  have  not  passed  a negative  test  subsequent  to 
vaccination.  (Testing  of  official  vaccinates  under  36 
months  of  age  is  optional,  however,  any  official  vaccinate 
under  36  months  of  age  that  passes  a negative  test  may 
become  a part  of  the  certified  herd.) 

4.  Herds  which  showed  no  previous  infection  may  be 
certified  upon  completion  of  two  consecutive  negative 
complete  herd  tests  12  months  apart,  with  identification 
of  all  purebreds  by  registration  numbers,  or  dam’s  regis- 
tration number  or  record  association  approved  individual 
tattoo,  and  grades  by  ear  tag  numbers.  (Testing  of  official 
vaccinates  under  36  months  of  age  is  optional.) 

5.  When  suspects  only  are  disclosed  in  a herd  in  the 
process  of  becoming  certified,  the  suspicious  animals  only 
must  be  retested  at  owner’s  expense  not  less  than  30 
nor  more  than  40  days  from  previous  test.  If  the  sus- 
pects become  negative  on  the  retest,  the  entire  herd 
must  then  be  subjected  to  a retest  at  owner’s  expense. 
If  this  herd  test  is  negative  it  will  serve  as  the  first 
clean  test  toward  certification  and  if  the  herd  passes 
another  ‘negative  test  not  less  than  12  months  from  the 
date  of  the  first  negative  test,  it  will  then  qualify  for 
certification. 

6.  If,  however,  the  suspects  fail  to  clear  on  the  first 
30-day  retest,  they  must  be  subjected  to  another  30-day 
retest  at  owner’s  expense.  If  the  suspects  fail  to  clear 
on  the  second  retest  the  owner  must  comply  with  the 
regulations  governing  reactors,  the  suspects  must  be  re- 
moved from  the  premises  within  15  days,  a report  of 
their  disposal  made  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry, and  the  entire  herd  subjected  to  a retest  within 
30  days.  If  this  herd  retest  is  negative  it  will  serve  as 
the  first  clean  test  towards  certification  and  if  the  herd 
passes  another  negative  test  not  less  than  12  months 
from  the  date  of  the  first  negative  test  it  will  then 
qualify  for  certification.  (Herd  retest  may  be  conducted 
at  State-Federal  expense  provided  funds  are  available.) 

7.  When  reactors  are  disclosed  in  a herd  in  the 
process  of  becoming  certified,  the  reactors  must  be  im- 
mediately isolated  and  removed  from  the  premises  within 
15  days,  a report  of  disposal  made  to  the  Division  of 
Livestock  Industry,  the  premises  cleaned  and  disinfected 
following  removal  of  reacting  animals,  and  the  entire 
herd  subjected  to  retest  at  intervals  of  not  less  than 
30  days  nor  more  than  60  days  until  two  consecutive 
negative  tests  are  obtained.  Such  herds  may  be  certified 
as  brucellosis-free  when  they  have  passed  at  least  three 
consecutive  tests,  with  the  first  clean  test  and  the  certify- 
ing test  12  months  apart.  (Herd  retests  may  be  con- 
ducted at  State-Federal  expense  provided  funds  are 
available.) 

8.  If  any  animals  are  retagged  between  annual  tests, 
the  identification  of  previous  year  must  be  shown  on 
test  chart  opposite  new  retag  number.  Any  change  in 
members  of  the  herd  must  be  accounted  for. 
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PART  II 


MAINTENANCE  REQUIREMENTS: 

1.  If  upon  annual  retest  all  animals  over  6 months 
of  age  are  negative,  except  official  vaccinated  calves 
under  36  months  of  age  which  have  not  passed  a negative 
test  subsequent  to  vaccination,  certification  will  be  ex- 
tended for  another  year,  provided  all  other  requirements 
are  complied  with.  (Testing  of  official  vaccinates  under 
36  months  of  age  is  optional.)  When  the  period  between 
tests  exceeds  14  months,  certification  is  forfeited  and 
the  test  will  be  considered  as  an  initial  test,  if  negative. 

2.  Suspects.  If  the  retest  of  a certified  herd  discloses 
suspects,  but  no  reactors,  herd  status  will  be  suspended 
pending  the  results  of  the  retest  of  the  suspect  animals 
at  owner’s  expense. 

a.  If  any  suspect  becomes  negative  on  a retest  con- 
ducted not  less  than  30  days  nor  more  than  40 
days  from  previous  test,  the  herd  may  be  recerti- 
fied. 

b.  If  any  suspect  fails  to  clear  on  the  first  retest 
but  clears  on  the  second  retest,  made  not  less 
than  30  days  nor  more  than  40  days  from  the  first 
retest,  herd  certification  will  be  restored. 

c.  If  any  suspect  from  the  first  retest  fails  to  clear 
on  the  second  retest  (this  would  make  the  third 
consecutive  test  on  which  the  animal  showed  a 
suspicious  reaction),  it  must  then  be  classified  as  a 
reactor.  Animals  so  classified  must  be  removed 
from  the  premises  within  15  days,  a report  of  dis- 
posal made  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry, 
and  the  entire  herd  subjected  to  a retest  within 
30  days.  If  the  herd  retest  is  negative,  certified 
herd  status  will  be  restored  for  a period  of  12 
months  from  date  of  last  negative  complete  herd 
test.  (Herd  retest  may  be  conducted  at  State-Fed- 
eral expense  provided  funds  are  available.) 

d.  If  any  of  the  suspects  are  not  available  for  retest 
the  entire  herd  shall  be  subjected  to  a retest  not 
less  than  30  nor  more  than  40  days  following  the 
last  test  on  which  infection  was  revealed.  A neg- 
ative herd  test  will  restore  certified  herd  status 
for  a period  of  12  months  from  date  of  last  neg- 
ative test.  (Herd  retest  may  be  conducted  at 
State-Federal  expense  provided  funds  are  avail- 
able.) 

3.  Reactors.  If  as  a result  of  any  retest  of  a certified 
herd  or  animals  from  a certified  herd  (including  any 
suspect  which  showed  suspicious  reaction  on  second 
retest) : 

a.  One  reactor  is  disclosed,  it  must  be  disposed  of 
within  15  days,  the  premises  cleaned  and  disin- 
fected following  removal  of  reactor,  and  the  entire 
herd  subjected  to  a retest  not  less  than  30  days 
following  test  on  which  reactor  was  revealed.  A 
negative  test  will  restore  certified  herd  status  for 
a period  of  12  months.  (Herd  retest  may  be  con- 
ducted at  State-Federal  expense  provided  funds 
are  available.) 

b.  More  than  one  reactor  is  disclosed,  the  herd  will 
be  considered  again  in  the  process  of  certification 
as  under  Section  7 of  Part  I. 

c.  In  order  to  maintain  certification  remaining  ani- 
mals in  herds  where  reactors  have  been  disclosed 
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will  be  restricted  in  movement  to  the  premises 
until  the  herd  has  passed  a negative  test  not  less 
than  30  days  following  the  test  on  which  reactors 
were  last  revealed. 

4.  Vaccinates: 

a.  The  Illinois  statutes  provide  that  calves  may  be 
vaccinated  between  the  ages  of  4 and  8 months, 
however,  since  many  states  have  amended  their 
entry  laws  and  regulations  wherein  calf  vaccina- 
tion for  entry  into  such  states  is  recognized  only 
when  the  calves  were  vaccinated  not  earlier  than 
6 months  nor  later  than  8 months  of  age,  it  is 
recommended  that  calves  in  certified  herds  be  vac- 
cinated between  6 and  8 months  of  age  rather 
than  4 and  8 months  of  age.  All  calves  must 
show  negative  blood  test  at  time  of  vaccination. 
After  vaccination,  they  are  not  considered  a part 
of  the  certified  herd  until  they  show  a negative 
test  before  36  months  of  age. 

b.  If,  in  order  to  facilitate  interstate  shipments,  it 
is  the  desire  of  an  owner  that  an  official  vaccinate 
which  reaches  36  months  of  age  between  recerti- 
fication tests  be  made  a member  of  the  certified 
herd,  the  owner  may  have  the  animal  tested  at 
his  expense.  A report  of  the  negative  brucellosis 
test  should  be  forwarded  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  together  with  written  request  of  the 
owner  that  the  animal  be  made  a part  of  the 
certified  herd. 

c.  If,  upon  reaching  36  months  of  age,  an  officially 
calfhood  vaccinated  animal  shows  a suspicious 
reaction,  the  herd  owner  must  comply  with  re- 
quirements of  Section  2 of  Part  II. 

d.  If,  upon  reaching  36  months  of  age,  an  officially 
calfhood  vaccinated  animal  shows  a positive  re- 
action, the  herd  owner  must  comply  with  Section 
3 of  Part  II. 

5.  Additions  to  Certified  Brucellosis-free  Herds: 
Native  Animals — 

a.  All  animals  that  are  members  of  a certified  herd 
in  good  standing  are  eligible,  or 

b.  Animals  from  herds  entirely  negative  to  test 
within  90  days,  but  not  certified  may  be  added  as 
follows: 

1.  Non-pregnant  female  cattle,  or  bulls,  must  have 
been  tested  within  30  days  and  proven  negative 
and  must  show  another  negative  agglutination 
retest  at  owner’s  expense  in  not  less  than  30  days 
before  entering  the  certified  herd. 

2.  Pregnant  animals  must  have  been  tested  within 
30  days  and  proven  negative  and  must  be  re- 
tested at  owner’s  expense  not  less  than  30  days 
after  calving  and  proven  negative  before  being 
placed  in  herd. 

c.  Animals  from  herds  not  certified  and  without  a 
complete  negative  herd  test  within  90  days  may 
be  added  as  follows: 

1.  Non-pregnant  female  cattle,  or  bulls,  tested 
within  30  days  and  proven  negative,  must  be  placed 
in  isolation  and  retested  at  owner’s  expense  in 
not  less  than  30  days  before  being  placed  in  the 
herd. 
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2.  Pregnant  animals  tested  within  30  days  and 
proven  negative  must  be  placed  in  isolation  and 
retested  at  owner’s  expense  not  less  than  30  days 
after  calving,  before  being  placed  in  the  herd. 

Animals  Prom  Out-of-State — 

All  animals  from  out-of-state  accompanied  by  an 
approved  interstate  health  certificate  showing  compliance 
with  Illinois  entry  requirements  may  be  added  to  a 
certified  herd  if  they  qualify  as  follows: 

a.  Originate  in  a certified  herd  in  good  standing, 
providing  the  animals  imported  have  qualified  as 
members  of  the  certified  herd  on  the  last  certifica- 
tion test  and  were  tested  within  12  months  of 
date  of  entry,  or 

b.  Animals  from  herds  not  certified  if  the  following 
requirements  are  complied  with: 

1.  Non-pregnant  female  cattle,  or  bulls,  tested 
within  30  days  of  entry  and  proven  negative 
must  be  placed  in  isolation  and  retested  at 
owner’s  expense  in  not  less  than  30  days  be- 
fore being  placed  in  the  herd. 

2.  Pregnant  animals  must  be  tested  within  30 
days  of  entry  and  proven  negative  and  must 
be  placed  in  isolation  and  retested  at  owner’s 
expense  in  not  less  than  30  days  after  calving 
before  being  placed  in  the  herd. 

ADDITIONS  ARE  NOT  RECOGNIZED  AS  A PART 
OF  THE  CERTIFIED  HERD  UNTIL  THE  REQUIRED 
NEGATIVE  RETESTS  HAVE  BEEN  REPORTED  TO 
THE  ILLINOIS  DIVISION  OF  LIVESTOCK  INDUSTRY. 

CO-OPERATIVE  CONTROL  PLANS  FOR 
BOVINE  BRUCELLOSIS 

8-134-21.  Three  Control  Plans  Offered.  Three  plans  of 
brucellosis  control  are  offered.  They  are  designated  as 
Plans  A,  B,  and  C.  The  herd  owner’s  method  of  herd 
testing,  elimination  of  reactors  and  calfhood  vaccination 
shall  determine  the  plan  under  which  the  herd  is  operat- 
ing. * Tests  and  vaccinations  at  State-Federal  expense 
are  contingent  upon  availability  of  funds. 

PLAN  A is  available  for  negative  herds  and  herds 
with  moderate  infection.  All  animals  over  4 months  of 
age  are  to  be  tested,  except  that  the  testing  of  official  calf- 
hood  vaccinates  under  36  months  of  age  is  optional. 
Only  initial  tests  and  annual  retests  of  negative  herds 
may  be  made  at  State-Federal  expense,  except  that  if  an 
official  milk  ring  test  is  conducted  on  the  herd  between 
annual  tests  and  the  ring  test  shows  a positive  reaction 
the  herd  may  be  tested  at  State-Federal  expense  before 
the  annual  due  date.* 

Retests  of  suspect  animals  must  be  at  the  expense 
of  the  owner. 

Vaccination  of  calves  between  4 and  8 months  of  age 
is  optional.  Tests  and  vaccinations  at  time  of  herd  test 
may  be  made  at  State-Federal  expense  when  funds  and 
veterinarians  are  available.  Follow-up  vaccination  may 
be  at  State-Federal  expense  when  funds  and  veterin- 
arians are  available.  All  calves  should  be  vaccinated,  in 
herds  choosing  vaccination  procedure,  when  they  are 
between  4 and  8 months  of  age. 

Calves  officially  vaccinated  when  they  are  between 
4 and  8 months  of  age  showing  a reaction  of  1/100  or 
more  at  36  months  of  age  are  classed  as  reactors. 
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When  reactor's  are  disclosed,  they  must  be  immedi- 
ately isolated  from  the  remainder  of  the  herd  and  re- 
moved from  the  premises  within  15  days  from  the  date 
they  were  designated  as  reactors.  A report  of  their 
disposal  must  be  made  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry. Premises  must  be  cleaned  and  disinfected.  Fail- 
ure to  promptly  remove  reactors,  and  properly  clean  and 
disinfect  premises  will  automatically  remove  the  herd 
from  Plan  A.  After  reactors  are  removed  and  reported 
to  the  Division  and  the  premises  cleaned  and  disin- 
fected, retests  of  the  herd  may  be  made  at  State-Federal 
expense  at  30-60  day  intervals  until  two  successive  nega- 
tive tests  are  obtained.  Thereafter,  only  annual  tests 
may  be  made  at  State-Federal  expense.* 

When  both  reactors  and  suspects  are  disclosed,  the 
reactors  must  be  isolated  and  disposed  of  within  15  days 
from  the  date  they  were  designated  as  reactors  and  a 
report  of  their  disposal  made  to  the  Division  of  Live- 
stock Industry.  The  premises  must  be  cleaned  and  dis- 
infected. The  herd  may  be  retested  at  State-Federal 
expense  at  30-60  day  intervals  until  two  successive  neg- 
ative tests  are  obtained,  provided  that  any  suspicious 
animals  disclosed  be  allowed  only  two  retests.  The 
owner  of  any  animals  which  show  suspicious  reaction 
on  two  successive  retests  must  comply  with  the  regula- 
tions governing  the  handling  of  reactors,  remove  such 
animals  from  the  premises  within  15  days  and  report 
their  disposal  to  the  Division  whereupon  the  herd  may 
be  retested  at  State-Federal  expense.  When  two  suc- 
cessive negative  retests  of  the  herd  are  obtained,  there- 
after only  annual  tests  will  be  made  at  State-Federal 
expense.* 

When  the  herd  discloses  suspects,  hut  no  reactors,  the 
suspicious  animals  only  are  to  be  retested  at  the  owner’s 
expense  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  30  days.  If  the 
suspects  become  negative  on  the  30-day  retest,  there- 
after only  the  annual  herd  test  will  be  made  at  State- 
Federal  expense.* 

If  the  suspects  fail  to  clear  on  the  30-day  retest,  they 
are  to  be  subjected  to  another  30-day  retest  at  owner’s 
expense.  If  the  suspects  fail  to  clear  on  the  second 
retest,  the  owner  must  comply  with  the  regulations  gov- 
erning reactors  and  the  suspects  must  be  removed  from 
the  premises  within  15  days  from  date  of  last  test  and 
a report  of  disposal  made  to  the  Division,  whereupon 
the  entire  herd  may  be  immediately  subjected  to  a 
retest  at  State-Federal  expense.  One  negative  herd  retest 
will  reinstate  the  herd  under  Plan  A.* 

IF  ALL  OF  THE  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  THE  MAIN- 
TENANCE OF  A PLAN  A HERD  ARE  NOT  COM- 
PLIED WITH,  THE  HERD  IS  NOT  ELIGIBLE  FOR 
TESTS  AT  STATE-FEDERAL  EXPENSE.* 


QUALIFICATIONS  FOR  ADDITIONS  TO  HERDS 
UNDER  PLAN  A 

A.  From  Certified  Herds:  All  animals  that  are  mem- 
bers of  a certified  herd  in  good  standing  are 
eligible. 

B.  From  Herds  Entirely  Negative  to  Test  Within  90 
Days,  But  Not  Certified: 

1.  Non-pregnant  female  cattle,  or  bulls,  tested 
within  30  days  and  negative,  may  be  added  but 
are  to  be  retested  at  owner’s  expense  and  proven 
negative  30  days  after  entering  herd. 
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2.  Pregnant  animals,  tested  within  30  days 
and  proven  negative,  may  be  added,  but  are  to  be 
retested  at  owner’s  expense  60  days  after  calving 
and  proven  negative. 

C.  From  Herds  not  Certified  and  Without  a Complete 
Negative  Herd  Test  Within  90  Days: 

1.  Non-pregnant  female  cattle,  or  bulls,  tested 
within  30  days  and  proven  negative,  must  be 
placed  in  isolation  and  retested  at  owner’s  ex- 
pense after  30  days,  before  being  placed  in  the 
herd. 

2.  Pregnant  animals,  tested  within  30  days 
and  proven  negative,  must  be  placed  in  isolation 
and  retested  at  owner’s  expense  and  proven  neg- 
ative not  less  than  60  days  after  calving,  before 
being  placed  in  herd. 

D.  Vaccinated  Animals  Showing  an  Agglutination 
Reaction: 

1.  Animals  officially  vaccinated  as  calves  (4 
to  8 months  of  age),  and  not  over  36  months  of 
age,  may  be  added. 

PLAN  B is  available  for  herds  showing  heavy  infec- 
tion and  where  the  infected  animals  have  a breeding 
or  productive  value  considerably  in  excess  of  their  cur- 
rent beef  value.  Under  Plan  B,  all  animals  over  four 
months  of  age  must  be  tested  and  initial  test  may  be 
made  at  State-Federal  expense  when  funds  and  veterinar- 
ians are  available.  Retest  of  Plan  B herds  is  not  per- 
mitted at  State-Federal  expense.  Reactors  and  suspects 
may  be  retained  in  the  herd,  but  may  not  be  sold  into 
other  herds  except  on  written  permit  from  the  Division 
of  Livestock  Industry.  Reactors  sold  for  slaughter  must 
be  accompanied  by  notice  to  purchaser  and  to  the  Di- 
vision as  provided  in  Section  8-134-18.  Vaccination  of 
calves  at  time  of  herd  test,  and  follow-up  vaccination 
of  calves,  is  required  under  Plan  B,  and  may  be  at 
State-Federal  expense  when  funds  and  veterinarians 
are  available. 


INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  TRANSFER  OF  A HERD  FROM 
PLAN  B TO  PLAN  A 

Before  a herd  which  has  been  operating  under  Plan 
B can  qualify  as  a Plan  A herd  and  be  tested  at  State- 
Federal  expense  the  owner  must: 

1.  Certify  to  the  veterinarian  that  he  has  no  known 
reactors  or  suspects  in  his  herd,  and  must  have 
cleared  all  records  of  previously  known  reactors 
or  suspects  with  the  Division. 

2.  Agree  to  remove  thereafter  all  reactors  and  sus- 
pects from  his  herd  as  required  under  Plan  A. 

When  the  above  provisions  have  been  complied  with, 
the  herd  test  may  be  made  at  State-Federal  expense.* 
If  the  records  on  file  in  the  Division  show  that  the  above 
provisions  have  not  been  complied  with,  the  herd  owner 
will  be  required  to  compensate  the  veterinarian  who 
made  the  test  for  the  expense  of  the  test. 

PLAN  C is  available  to  livestock  owners  who  desire  to 
carry  on  calfhood  vaccination  without  a complete  herd 
test.  No  adult  animals  (animals  over  8 months  of  age) 
are  to  be  tested  under  this  plan.  Calves  may  be  vac- 
cinated between  the  ages  of  4 and  8 months,  with  or 
without  pre-bleeding,  at  State-Federal  expense  so  long 
as  funds  and  veterinarians  are  available. 
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Brucella  abortus  vaccine  (Strain  19)  will  be  fur- 
nished to  qualified  veterinarians  for  calfhood  vaccination 
under  any  of  the  above  plans,  so  long  as  funds  are 
available. 

Disposal  of  Brucellosis  Reactors — Brucellosis  reactors 
may  be  disposed  of  by  the  owner,  and  quarantine  or 
restriction  released,  as  provided  in  Section  8-134-18. 

BOVINE  TUBERCULOSIS 

8-87-12.  The  veterinarian  is  required  by  law  to  report 
all  tests  of  cattle  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

8-87-13.  Requirements  for  Illinois  Tuherculosis-free 
Accredited  Herd. 

1.  (a)  A tuberculosis-free  accredited  herd  is  one  in 
which  no  reactors  have  been  found  on  at  least  two 
annual  tuberculin  tests  and  physical  examinations. 
Herds  in  which  infection  occurs  shall  be  quarantined 
and  must  successfully  pass  at  least  two  tuberculin  tests 
and  physical  examinations,  with  the  first  to  be  given  in 
not  less  than  60  days,  (unless  the  cervical  test  is  ap- 
plied), and  the  last  test  between  five  and  six  months 
following  the  date  infection  was  disclosed,  in  order  to 
be  released  from  quarantine.  To  qualify  for  accredita- 
tion or  reaccreditation  the  herd  must  pass  another,  or 
third  test  in  not  less  than  six  months  following  release 
from  quarantine.  Such  physical  examinations  and  tuber- 
culin tests  shall  be  applied  by  a veterinarian  regularly 
employed  by  the  State  or  Federal  Animal  Disease  Eradi- 
cation Branch,  or  by  an  accredited  veterinarian  under 
the  supervision  of  a veterinarian  regularly  employed  by 
the  State  or  Federal  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Branch. 

(b)  A herd  with  no  evidence  of  recent  infection  in 
which  reactors  are  disclosed  as  a result  of  the  tuberculin 
test  may  be  reaccredited  following  a 60-day  negative 
retest  if  no  visible  lesions  or  skin  lesions  only  are  dis- 
closed on  post-mortem  examination  of  the  reactors  found. 

(c)  When  an  accredited  herd  or  a herd  in  the  process 
of  accreditation  is  to  be  tested  by  an  accredited  vet- 
erinarian the  following  regulations  are  to  be  observed: 

(1)  The  accredited  veterinarian  shall  not  conduct 
such  tests  until  he  has  received  written  author- 
ization from  the  proper  co-operating  State  or 
Branch  officials. 

(2)  The  accredited  veterinarian  shall  submit  a re- 
port of  such  tests  in  accordance  with  the  regula- 
tions of  the  co-operating  State  and  Federal  au- 
thorities. These  officials  reserve  the  right  to 
supervise  any  tests  conducted  by  an  accredited 
veterinarian. 

2.  (a)  The  official  tuberculin  test  shall  be  the  intra- 
dermic  or  the  subcutaneous  test.  The  intradermic  injec- 
tion shall  be  a measured  amount  of  tuberculin,  not  less 
than  0.1  cc.  for  routine  testing — nor  less  than  0.2  cc.  for 
testing  known  infected  herds,  when  intradermic  injec- 
tions are  made  in  the  caudal  or  cervical  areas.  The 
intradermic  injection  of  tuberculin  in  the  cervical  area 
shall  be  made  only  in  infected  herds,  and  then  only 
upon  approval  by  State  and  Federal  co-operating  of- 
ficials. 

(b)  State  and  Federal  authorities  may  require  that 
any  herd  in  which  infection  has  been  found  shall  not 
become  accredited  unless  the  final  or  accrediting  test 
has  been  made  by  a combination  of  tests  listed  under 
Paragraph  (a)  of  Sec.  2. 
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8-87-14.  When  Indemnity  Will  he  Paid  on  Tests  Made 
at  Owner's  Expense.  Indemnity  will  be  paid  to  owners 
of  dairy  and  breeding  cattle  which  react  to  the  tuber- 
culin test  administered  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  by 
accredited,  approved  veterinarians,  provided: 

a.  That  before  making  such  test  the  veterinarian 
must  secure  a written  authorization  from  the 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry  or  the  Animal  Dis- 
ease Eradication  Branch. 

b.  Permit  will  be  granted  only  when  the  entire  herd 
is  to  be  tuberculin  tested. 

c.  Indemnity  will  be  paid  only  when  the  appraisal 
is  made  by  a regularly  employed  state,  federal, 
or  county  veterinarian,  and  all  statutory  require- 
ments governing  the  payment  of  indemnity  are 
observed. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  secure  a permit  for  testing 
cattle  for  release  from  quarantine  or  where  incomplete 
herd  tests  are  conducted,  since  any  reactors  found  on 
such  tests  are  not  eligible  for  indemnity. 

8-87-15.  Herds  of  cattle  which  have  been  quarantined 
because  of  tuberculosis  infection  in  the  herd  may  be 
released  from  quarantine  when  the  herd  meets  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Uniform  Methods  and  Rules  of  the 
United  States  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Branch  for 
the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  tuberculosis-free 
accredited  herds  of  cattle  and  modified  accredited  areas. 
Such  requirements  may  be  secured  from  the  Division 
of  Livestock  Industry. 

8-87-16.  Sale  and  Distribution  of  Tuberculin.  All  per- 
sons, companies,  partnerships,  or  corporations  engaged 
in  the  sale  or  distribution  of  biological  products  within 
the  State  of  Illinois  must  report  to  the  Division  all  sales 
of  bovine  and  avian  tuberculin.  Sales  shall  be  made 
only  to  licensed  veterinarians. 

8-87-17;  8-134-22.  Sale  of  Quarantined  Feeding  or 
Grazing  Cattle.  The  sale  or  transfer  of  feeding  or  graz- 
ing cattle  in  quarantine,  except  for  immediate  slaughter, 
is  prohibited. 

8-87-18;  8-134-23.  Release  of  Feeding  or  Grazing  Cattle 
From  Quarantine.  The  quarantine  on  feeding  or  grazing 
cattle  is  released  when: 

a.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the  shipment 
of  the  quarantined  animals  to  a public  stockyard. 

b.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  the  sale  of  the  quarantined  cattle  for 
immediate  slaughter  to  a person  regularly  engaged 
in  the  slaughter  of  cattle,  or  reports  the  slaughter 
of  the  cattle  for  his  own  use. 

c.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the  death  of 
the  quarantined  animals. 

d.  The  Division  receives  a report  of  negative  tuber- 
culin and/or  brucellosis  tests  conducted  by  an 
accredited,  approved  veterinarian  for  the  release 
of  the  quarantine  on  the  animals.  The  report  of 
test  for  quarantine  should  bear  a notation  that 
the  test  is  conducted  for  quarantine  release. 

CATTLE  SCABIES 

8-168-16.  Exposed  Cattle.  The  Department  may  re- 
quire that  any  cattle  within  the  State  that  have  been 
exposed  to  scabies  mites  be  sprayed  twice  at  10-day 
intervals  with  wettable  benzene  hexachloride  (BHC) 
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or  lindane  containing  gamma  isomer  concentrate  of  not 
less  than  0.06%  or  with  a lime  and  sulphur  solution  or 
nicotine  sulphate  solution  or  other  spray  specified  by  the 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry.  Failure  by  the  owner 
or  his  agent  to  comply  with  this  requirement  will  result 
in  a quarantine  of  the  animals  affected  and  will  subject 
the  owner  to  the  penalties  provided  by  law  for  failure 
to  comply  with  State  regulations. 

8-168-17.  Scabies  Infested  Cattle.  All  cattle  within 
the  State  known  to  be  infested  with  scabies  mites  must 
be  placed  under  quarantine  and  are  required  to  be 
sprayed  twice  at  10-day  intervals  with  wettable  benzene 
hexachloride  (BHC)  or  lindane  containing  gamma 
isomer  concentrate  of  not  less  than  0.06%  or  with  a 
lime  and  sulphur  solution  or  nicotine  sulphate  solution 
or  other  spray  specified  by  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry,  and  the  premises  cleaned  and  disinfected  with 
one  of  the  aforementioned  solutions.  The  quarantine 
will  remain  in  effect  until  the  Division  receives  a re- 
port from  a licensed  veterinarian  stating  that  upon 
examination  made  not  less  than  15  days  after  date  of 
last  spraying  the  cattle  were  found  free  of  scabies  mites 
and  that  the  premises  occupied  by  the  infested  cattle 
were  properly  cleaned  and  disinfected.  Failure  by  the 
owner  or  his  agent  to  comply  with  this  regulation  will 
subject  the  owner  to  the  penalties  provided  by  law  for 
failure  to  comply  with  State  regulations. 

8-168-18.  Scabies  Infestation  Must  Be  Reported.  All 
cases  of  scabies  infestation  in  cattle  must  be  immediately 
reported  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

GOATS 

8-168-19.  Test — Report  and  Quarantine  Required.  All 
diagnostic  tests  conducted  for  the  detection  of  brucel- 
losis in  goats  must  be  reported  to  the  Division  of  Live- 
stock Industry. 

All  goats  which  react  to  the  agglutination  test  for 
brucellosis  shall  immediately,  upon  such  reaction,  be 
tagged  in  the  left  ear  with  a reactor  tag.  The  vet- 
erinarian conducting  the  agglutination  test  for  brucel- 
losis shall  tag  such  animals  as  herein  prescribed  and 
shall  immediately  report  such  test  to  the  Division, 
using  the  same  report  form  as  is  used  for  reporting 
bovine  brucellosis  tests,  giving  the  number  of  any  tag 
placed  in  the  left  ear  and  also  the  number  of  any  tag 
which  may  be  in  the  right  ear.  No  person  shall  remove 
any  such  identification  tag. 

After  the  detection  of  brucellosis  in  goats  the  veter- 
inarian applying  the  test  for  brucellosis  must  immedi- 
ately deliver  to  the  owner  of  such  reacting  animals  a 
quarantine  notice  in  writing  prohibiting  the  movement 
of  the  animals  from  the  premises  where  found  except 
for  immediate  slaughter.  A copy  of  the  quarantine  must 
be  furnished  the  Division. 

8-168-20.  Disposal  of  Reactors.  Brucellosis  reactors 
may  be  disposed  of  and  quarantine  released  as  follows: 

a.  They  may  be  shipped  direct  to  a public  stock- 
yard  by  the  owner,  accompanied  by  State  Form 
C-24,  and  shipment  reported  to  the  Division.  If 
shipped  to  a stockyard  outside  of  Illinois  they 
must  be  accompanied  by  Federal  Form  T.  E.  27. 

b.  They  may  be  sold  for  immediate  slaughter  to  a 
person  regularly  engaged  in  the  slaughter  of  ani- 
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mals,  and  report  made  to  the  Division  by  the 
owner  and  the  slaughterer  within  10  days  of 
purchase. 

c.  They  may  be  slaughtered  by  the  owner  and  re- 
port made  to  the  Division  within  10  days  of 
slaughter. 


SHEEP 

8-168-21.  8cal)ies  Infested  Sheep.  All  sheep  within 
the  State  known  to  be  infested  with  or  exposed  to  sheep 
scab  mites  shall  be  placed  under  quarantine  and  are 
required  to  be  dipped  in  a wettable  benzene  hexachloride 
(BHC)  or  lindane  containing  gamma  isomer  concentrate 
of  not  less  than  0.06  per  cent,  or  twice  in  lime  and 
sulphur  with  the  dippings  10  to  14  days  apart.  All  such 
dippings  shall  be  under  state  or  federal  supervision  and 
at  the  expense  of  the  owner.  The  quarantine  will  be 
released  when  the  veterinarian  who  supervised  the 
dippings  reports  to  the  Division  that  the  flock  and 
premises  are  free  from  scabies  infestation. 

VESICULAH  EXANTHEMA 

8-168-22.  Sanitation  of  Yards,  Pens,  Premises,  Rail 
Cars,  Trucks,  and  Other  Vehicles  Used  in  the  Conveyance 
of  Swine.  In  the  case  of  swine  moving  interstate  or 
intrastate  it  is  ordered  that  where  vesicular  exanthema 
is  found  en  route  or  at  destination  that  all  yards,  pens, 
premises,  rail  cars,  trucks,  and  other  vehicles  used  in 
the  conveyance  of  said  swine  shall  be  cleaned  and  dis- 
infected at  the  owners’  expense  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  State  of  Illinois. 

GARBAGE  FEEDING 

8-192-1.  Any  person  feeding  garbage  to  swine,  other 
animals,  or  poultry  within  the  State  of  Illinois  must 
comply  with  the  following: 

1.  All  garbage  fed  to  livestock  or  swine  must  he  cooked 
before  feeding,  and  unless  the  garbage  is  of  a liquid 
nature  or  content  must  be  supplemented  with  a 
minimum  of  25%  by  volume  of  water  before  the 
cooking  process  is  started. 

2.  Garbage  must  be  heated  under  agitation  to  a tem- 
perature of  212°  F.  and  held  at  that  point  or  higher 
for  a period  of  time  of  not  less  than  thirty  (30) 
minutes.  This  may  be  accomplished  by  the  following 
methods: 

a.  Direct  fire  to  kettle 

b.  Steam  injection 

c.  Steel  jacket  kettle 

d.  Pressure  cookers 

e.  Submerged  coil 

3.  A recording  thermometer  must  he  used,  with  the 
temperature  taken  at  points  not  closer  to  the  source 
of  heat  than  the  thermometer  is  located  from  the 
farthest  area  of  the  garbage.  In  short,  the  ther- 
mometer must  not  be  closer  to  the  heat  than  it  is 
from  the  outside  at  the  farthest  point.  Such  record- 
ings shall  be  kept  by  the  operator  for  one  year  and 
made  available  to  the  representative  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  upon  request. 
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4.  If  storage  space  is  required,  it  must  be  of  suf- 
ficient capacity  constructed  of  concrete  for  the 
storage  of  all  garbage  prior  to  the  cooking. 

5.  Upon  the  receipt  of  an  application  for  a permit  to 
feed  garbage,  the  Director  shall  cause  an  inspection 
to  be  made  of  the  premises  to  determine  whether  the 
location  and  construction  of  facilities  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  pertaining  to  the  cook- 
ing of  garbage  and  sanitation. 

6.  Solid  feeding  platforms,  and  troughs  of  an  imperv- 
ious material,  must  be  so  constructed  as  to  be 
convenient  and  handy  for  adequate  cleaning,  steri- 
lization, and  sanitation  purposes. 

7.  An  ample  water  supply  under  pressure  must  be  pro- 
vided to  properly  clean  the  feeding  area  and  an  ap- 
proved drainage  system  connected  to  a sewer,  septic 
tank  or  cesspool  of  proper  capacity  must  be  pro- 
vided for  all  cleaning  operations. 

8.  The  premises  on  which  garbage  is  fed  must  be  main- 
tained in  a sanitary  condition  satisfactory  to  the 
rules  and  requirements  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture with  reference  thereto. 

ANTHRAX 

8-168-23.  Permit  lor  Use  of  Anthrax  Vaccine  Required. 
No  anthrax  vaccine  shall  be  used  within  the  State  of 
Illinois  unless  the  veterinarian  has  secured  a permit 
from  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  for  its  use. 
Permits  will  be  granted  for  the  use  of  anthrax  vaccine 
only  in  areas  where  the  disease  is  known  to  exist  or 
has  been  known  to  exist. 

8-168-24.  Sale  of  Anthrax  Vaccine.  No  anthrax  vac- 
cine shall  be  sold  within  the  State  of  Illinois  except  to 
licensed  veterinarians  who  have  received  a permit  from 
the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  for  the  use  of  such 
vaccine  on  a designated  premises  or  within  a specified 
area. 

8-168-25.  Quarantine  of  Animals  and  Premises  Re- 
quired. When  any  animals  are  vaccinated  against  anth- 
rax, the  premises  and  all  animals  thereon  shall  be  placed 
under  quarantine, 

GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

8-134-24,  County  Veterinarians  to  Be  Furnished  Copy 
of  Reports.  When  a tuberculin  test  or  a brucellosis  test 
and/or  vaccination  is  conducted  on  animals  in  a county 
in  which  there  is  a County  Veterinarian,  the  veterinarian 
conducting  the  test  and/or  vaccination  must  furnish  a 
copy  of  such  test  and/or  vaccination  report  to  the 
County  Veterinarian. 

8-168-26.  Health  Certificates  Not  to  he  Altered.  No 
person  shall  change  the  names,  numbers,  words,  or 
phrases  upon  an  official  health  certificate  or  permit  to 
evade  the  provisions  of  the  law. 

8-87-19;  8-134-25;  8-168-27.  Identification  Tags  Not  to 
he  Removed.  No  person  shall  remove  identification  tags, 
numbers,  or  brands  from  livestock  to  evade  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law. 

8-168-28.  Truck  Cleaning  and  Disinfection.  Any  truck 
or  other  conveyance  in  which  diseased  livestock  is  trans- 
ported must  be  cleaned  and  disinfected  immediately  after 
the  diseased  livestock  is  unloaded. 
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8-87-20;  8-134-26;  8-168-29.  Sale  of  Livestock,  Quaran- 
tined Because  of  Disease.  Except  as  otherwise  provided 
by  statute  and/or  regulation,  the  sale  of  livestock  quar- 
antined because  of  disease  or  exposure  to  disease  is  pro- 
hibited unless  permission  of  the  Division  is  first  obtained. 
The  Division  will  then  prescribe  the  conditions  under 
which  such  sale  may  be  made. 

8-168-30.  Disposal  of  Sick,  Diseased,  or  Crippled  Ani- 
mals at  Stockyards.  No  person,  firm,  or  corporation  shall 
remove  from  any  public  stockyards  any  sick,  diseased, 
or  crippled  animals  for  the  purpose  of  producing  meat 
to  be  sold  for  human  consumption,  except  in  case  where 
the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  releases  such  animals 
after  ante  mortem  inspection,  provided  that  this  re- 
striction shall  not  apply  to  any  slaughter  house  where 
federal  inspection  is  maintained. 

COMMUNITY  SALES 

1211/^-208-1.  Fee  to  Accompany  Application — Fot  to  he 
Refunded.  The  application  for  license  to  operate  a com- 
munity sale  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  license  fee. 
In  no  case  will  this  fee  be  refunded. 

1211/^-208-2.  Release  of  Livestock  for  Interstate  Ship- 
ment. No  livestock  sold  at  community  sales  for  inter- 
state shipment  shall  be  released  by  the  sale  manage- 
ment until  the  shipment  complies  with  the  requirements 
of  the  state  to  which  it  is  to  be  shipped. 

1211/^-208-3.  Veterinary  Inspection.  The  official  com- 
munity sale  veterinarian  shall  inspect  all  livestock  con- 
signed to  the  sale  before  the  sale  starts.  No  animal  shall 
be  sold  until  approved  for  sale  by  the  veterinarian.  Sale 
of  livestock  through  a community  sale  must  conform 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Illinois  laws  and  regulations. 

The  veterinarian  shall  remain  at  the  sale  until  all 
animals  are  sold  and  all  of  the  requirements  for  their 
removal  and  disposition  have  been  fully  complied  with. 
The  veterinarian  shall  approve  or  disapprove  the  sani- 
tary condition  of  the  sales  barn  at  the  time  of  sale. 
No  sale  shall  be  permitted  until  the  sanitary  require- 
ments, as  stated  hereinafter,  are  complied  with  and 
approved  by  the  veterinarian  in  charge.  The  sanitary 
condition  of  the  sale  at  the  time  of  sale  shall  be  reported 
to  the  Department  by  the  veterinarian  indicating  the 
condition  thereof  as  “good,”  “fair,”  “poor.”  The  veter- 
inarian’s reports  shall  be  completed  and  mailed  to  the 
Department  as  required  by  the  statutes. 

Except  as  provided  by  law  and  departmental  regula- 
tions, no  livestock  showing  clinical  or  physical  evidence 
of  disease  may  be  sold  through  a community  sale  for 
any  purpose. 

1211/^-208-4.  Sick,  Diseased,  or  Crippled  Animals, 
Brucellosis  Reactors.  No  sick,  diseased,  or  crippled  ani- 
mals shall  be  consigned  to  a community  sale.  No  sick, 
diseased  or  crippled  animals  shall  be  sold  through  a 
community  sales  barn  except  as  provided  in  Regulations 
1211/2-208-5,  1211/^-208-6  and  1211/2-208-10  herein. 

1211/^-208-5.  Bovine  Brucellosis  Reactors  Found  on 
Test  at  Sales  Barn.  Any  cattle  which,  upon  being  tested 
for  brucellosis  at  a community  sales  barn,  react  to  the 
agglutination  blood  test  in  a dilution  of  1/100  or  more 
shall  be  either  sold  through  the  sale  for  immediate 
slaughter  or  returned  to  the  premises  of  the  consignor. 
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If  they  are  sold  for  immediate  slaughter  they  must 
be  positively  identified  and  branded  as  provided  by  the 
Illinois  Bovine  Brucellosis  Control  Law,  and  the  pur- 
chaser must  sign  an  official  Quarantine  and  Certification 
of  Slaughter  Form  C-24a.  (Federal  regulations  require 
that  brucellosis  reactors  moved  interstate  be  accom- 
panied by  Federal  Form  T.  E.  27.) 

If  they  are  returned  to  the  premises  of  the  con- 
signor they  must  be  quarantined  or  branded  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  5 of  the  Illinois  Bovine  Brucellosis 
Control  Law. 

Nothing  in  this  regulation  shall  be  construed  as 
denying  the  consignor  the  right  of  retest  as  provided 
by  statute. 

1211/^-208-6.  Sale  of  Bovine  Brucellosis  Suspects.  Any 
cattle  which,  upon  being  tested  for  brucellosis  at  a 
community  sales  barn,  react  to  the  agglutination  blood 
test  for  brucellosis  in  a dilution  of  not  more  than  1/50 
shall  be  either  returned  to  the  premises  of  the  con- 
signor or  sold  through  the  sale  for  immediate  slaughter. 
If  they  are  sold  for  immediate  slaughter  the  purchaser 
must  sign  an  official  Certificate  of  Slaughter  Form  C-37. 

1211/^-208-7.  Sanitary  Standards.  1.  All  stalls,  pens, 
alleyways,  and  sales  ring  shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and 
disinfected  following  each  sale. 

2.  Windows  shall  be  provided  for  light  and  ventila- 
tion. Light  shall  be  sufficient  to  illuminate  all  pens  and 
stalls. 

3.  Roofs  shall  be  kept  tight  at  all  times  so  as  to 
prevent  leakage  and  keep  out  moisture. 

4.  The  floors  of  all  pens,  alleys,  and  sales  ring  shall 
be  of  concrete  or  other  material  that  is  compact,  easily 
cleaned,  and  drained  in  all  kinds  of  weather. 

5.  Dairy  and  breeding  cattle  shall  be  kept  separate 
from  all  other  cattle  and  not  allowed  to  intermingle. 

6.  All  pens  and  alleys  for  housing  hogs  shall  have 
floors  that  are  made  of  concrete  or  other  impervious 
material.  Such  floors  and  pens  shall  be  provided  with 
drainage  for  flushing. 

1211/^-208-8.  Each  community  sales  barn  will  display 
in  a prominent  place  a license  as  provided  by  law  and  a 
poster,  to  be  supplied  by  the  Division,  setting  forth  the 
rules  and  regulations  in  the  sale  of  livestock. 

8-148f-l.  Swine.  Out-of-state  swine  must  comply  with 
Illinois  entry  requirements.  All  swine  4 months  of  age 
or  over  sold  for  breeding  purposes  must  be  accompanied 
by  a record  of  negative  test  for  brucellosis  conducted 
within  60  days  of  sale,  provided,  however,  that  such 
test  shall  cover  one  change  of  ownership  or  premises 
only  within  the  60-day  period.  If  more  than  one  change 
of  ownership  is  evidenced,  the  swine  must  be  tested  and 
found  negative  before  being  offered  for  sale. 

1211/^-208-9.  All  swine  sold  through  a community  sale 
for  feeding  or  breeding  purposes  must  have  been  vac- 
cinated against  hog  cholera  before  leaving  the  sale,  and 
the  purchaser  of  such  swine  must  be  furnished  a certifi- 
cate of  vaccination  at  the  time  of  purchase.  The  cer- 
tificate of  vaccination  must  identify  the  swine  by  breed, 
color  and  weight. 

Unvaccinated  Illinois  swine  must  be  vaccinated  by 
one  of  the  following  methods: 

a.  Serum  alone — no  quarantine  required 

b.  Serum  and  virus — under  quarantine  to  purchaser 
for  21  days 
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c.  Modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine  with  anti- 
hog cholera  serum  in  the  same  amount  as  used 
in  the  simultaneous  method.  Quarantined  to  pur- 
chaser for  21  days. 

Note:  Boynton  tissue  or  crystal  violet  vaccine  shall 
not  be  used  at  any  sale  barn  at  any  time  for  the  vac- 
cination of  swine  against  hog  cholera. 

Unvaccinated  out-of-state  swine  must  be  vaccinated 
by  one  of  the  following  methods: 

a.  Serum  and  virus — under  quarantine  to  purchaser 
for  21  days 

b.  Modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine  with  anti- 
hog cholera  serum  in  the  same  amount  as  used 
in  the  simultaneous  method.  Quarantined  to  pur- 
chaser for  21  days. 

Swine  vaccinated  prior  to  consignment  to  sales  barn 
must  be  accompanied  by  a certificate  of  vaccination  at 
the  time  of  consignment  to  sale.  Such  certificate  must 
be  issued  by  a licensed  veterinarian  or  be  a notarized 
affidavit  of  vaccination  if  by  other  than  a licensed  vet- 
erinarian. The  affidavit  of  vaccination  shall  be  made 
by  the  person  who  vaccinated  the  swine.  The  certificate 
must  give  the  date  of  injection,  amount  of  serum  and/or 
virus  used,  serial  number  and  name  of  manufacturer. 
Sale  barn  records  must  identify  such  swine  showing 
the  consignor  and  purchaser.  Certificate  shall  show 
vaccination  by  one  of  the  following  methods: 

a.  Swine  vaccinated  with  serum  alone  within  15 
days  of  sale. 

b.  Swine  vaccinated  with  serum  and  virus  more  than 
21  days  prior  to  sale. 

c.  Swine  vaccinated  with  Boynton  tissue  vaccine  or 
crystal  violet  vaccine  not  less  than  14  days  nor 
more  than  6 months  before  sale.  Swine  must  have 
been  at  least  8 weeks  of  age  at  time  of  vaccination. 

d.  Modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine  more  than 
21  days  prior  to  sale. 

Identification  of  vaccinated  swine,  together  with  name 
and  address  of  consignor  and  purchaser,  must  be  made 
a part  of  the  records  of  the  sales  barn  before  swine  so 
vaccinated  are  removed. 

The  purchaser  of  swine  for  slaughter  purposes  must 
file  with  the  sales  barn  management  an  affidavit  stat- 
ing that  the  swine  are  purchased  for  slaughter  purposes 
and  will  be  disposed  of  accordingly  within  10  days  from 
date  of  sale. 

1211/^-208-10.  Swine  'Which  React  to  the  Test  for 
Brucellosis.  Any  swine  which  upon  being  tested  for 
brucellosis  at  a community  sale  react  to  the  test  in  a 
dilution  of  1/25  or  higher  must  be  identified  as  provided 
in  the  Illinois  Swine  Brucellosis  Law.  Such  swine  must 
either  be  returned  to  the  premises  of  the  consignor  or 
sold  for  immediate  slaughter.  No  such  swine  shall  be 
sold  for  feeding  or  breeding  purposes. 

121%-208-ll.  Sale  of  Garhage-fed  Swine  Prohibited. 
No  garbage-fed  swine  shall  be  allowed  to  be  sold  through 
a community  sales  barn.  All  other  swine  consigned  to  a 
community  sales  barn  must  be  rigidly  examined  and 
found  free  from  vesicular  exanthema  by  a veterinarian 
at  the  unloading  chute  or  pens  immediately  before  be- 
ing placed  in  sales  pens. 
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1211/^-208-12,  Sale  Records  to  he  Maintained.  The 
sales  management  must  keep  a record  of  sales  of  swine, 
showing  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignor,  name 
and  address  of  purchaser,  date  of  sale,  breed  and  number 
of  swine  purchased. 

1211/^-208-13,  Sheep.  All  sheep  originating  in  the 
State  of  Illinois,  or  which  enter  the  State  in  full  com- 
pliance with  State  regulations,  may  be  sold  through  sales 
barns  subject  to  the  following  regulations: 

a.  Sheep  consigned  to  a community  sale  barn  from 
out  of  State  or  from  public  stock  yards  within  the  State 
must  be  accompanied  by  an  official  health  certificate  or 
federal  inspection  certificate  showing  them  to  be  free 
from  scabies  and  all  other  infectious  and  communicable 
diseases,  and  that  such  sheep  have  been  dipped  once  in 
wettable  benzene  hexachloride  (BHC)  or  lindane  con- 
taining gamma  isomer  concentrate  of  not  less  than  0.06 
per  cent  within  10  days  prior  to  date  of  consignment  to 
the  community  sale  barn  or  to  have  been  dipped  twice 
in  lime  and  sulphur  with  the  dippings  10  to  14  days 
apart  and  the  last  dipping  within  10  days  prior  to  date 
of  consignment  to  community  sale  barn.  All  such  dip- 
pings shall  be  under  state  or  federal  supervision.  Sheep 
must  be  transported  in  clean  cars  or  trucks. 

b.  Sheep  consigned  direct  to  a community  sale  barn 
from  Illinois  flocks  may  be  sold  provided  they  are  free 
from  all  infectious  and  communicable  diseases  and  not 
infested  with  or  have  not  been  exposed  to  scabies. 

c.  Community  sale  barn  managers  are  required  to 
keep  a record  of  each  consignment,  and  also  to  keep 
on  file  the  accompanying  health  certificate  or  federal 
inspection  certificate  for  each  consignment  for  at  least 
one  year  from  date  of  sale. 

d.  Community  sale  barn  veterinarians  are  required 
to  check  each  consignment  of  sheep  at  time  of  presenta- 
tion at  the  sale  barn  to  determine  that  to  the  best  of 
their  knowledge  and  belief  the  sheep  are  free  from 
scabies  and  other  infectious  and  communicable  diseases 
and  that  out-of-state  and  stock  yard  sheep  are  accom- 
panied by  proper  health  certificates  or  certificates  of 
federal  inspection. 

e.  When  diseased  sheep  are  found  at  a community 
sale  barn  the  veterinarian  should  immediately  place  the 
diseased  sheep  under  quarantine  and  order  the  owner  to 
return  such  sheep  to  his  premises  under  quarantine. 
The  veterinarian  should  notify  the  Division  of  such 
quarantine.  The  quarantine  will  remain  in  effect  until 
the  Division  receives  notice  of  the  death  of  the  sheep 
or  receives  a report  from  a licensed  veterinarian  that 
the  animal  or  animals  have  recovered  and  are  in  a 
healthy  condition. 

f.  When  scabies-infested  sheep  are  found  at  a com- 
munity sale  barn  the  veterinarian  should  immediately 
place  all  infested  and  exposed  sheep  under  quarantine 
and  order  the  owner  to  return  the  sheep  to  his  premises 
under  quarantine.  The  veterinarian  should  immediately 
notify  the  Division  of  any  and  all  cases  of  scabies 
infestation  and  the  date  of  inspection.  The  sheep  must 
then  be  dipped  in  accordance  with  departmental  regula- 
tions at  the  owner’s  expense.  The  quarantine  will  re- 
main in  effect  until  released  by  the  Division, 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  DEAD  ANIMAL  DISPOSAL 
PLANTS  AND  EQUIPMENT 


8-149-1.  Failure  of  Building  to  Meet  Requirements 
Upon  First  Inspection.  If,  upon  first  inspection,  the 
building  in  which  the  applicant  for  license  intends  to 
conduct  the  business  of  disposing  of  the  bodies  of  dead 
animals  fails  to  meet  with  the  statutory  requirements 
and  the  rules  of  the  Department,  the  applicant  shall  be 
granted  a period  of  time  not  to  exceed  sixty  days  in 
which  to  remedy  the  defects  specified;  except  that  in 
extraordinary  and  meritorious  cases,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  of  the  Department,  such  time  limit  of  sixty 
days  may  be  further  extended.  At  the  end  of  the  period, 
another  inspection  shall  be  made.  If  upon  such  final 
inspection  the  building  meets  the  requirements  of  the 
“Dead  Animal  Disposal  Act”  and  the  rules  of  the  De- 
partment issued  pursuant  thereto,  a license  shall  be 
issued. 

8-149-2.  Fee  to  Accompany  Application — Not  to  he 
Refunded.  The  original  application  for  license  shall  be 
accompanied  by  the  license  fee.  In  no  case  will  this  fee 
be  refunded. 

8-149-3.  Annual  Truck  Permits  Required.  Operators 
of  all  trucks  used  in  conveying  the  bodies  of  dead 
animals  over  the  highways  of  the  State  must  secure  an 
annual  permit  from  the  Department.  The  issuance  and 
effect  of  such  permit  shall  be  dependent  upon  such 
trucks  meeting  the  standard  for  equipment  and  opera- 
tion specified  in  Sections  14,  15,  and  16  of  the  Dead 
Animal  Disposal  Act.  (Rev,  Stat.  Chap.  8,  Sec.  162- 
163-164).  Each  truck  granted  a permit  under  this  rule 
shall  have  the  inscription,  “Illinois  Dead  Animal  Dis- 
posal Permit  No,  — ,”  painted  in  a conspicuous  place  in 
contrasting  color  on  the  left  side  of  the  bed  of  the  truck 
in  letters  not  less  than  three  inches  high. 

8-149-4.  Temporary  Truck  Permits  May  Be  Issued. 
When  an  application  for  license  to  operate  a dead  animal 
disposal  plant  has  been  filed  with  the  Department  and 
changes  or  improvements  are  in  process  of  being  made 
to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act,  the  Depart- 
ment may  issue  temporary  truck  permits  for  the  period 
allowed  to  conform  with  the  requirements  for  a license. 

ILLINOIS  DEAD  ANIMAL  LOADING  PLATFORM 

1111/^-186-1.  Fee  to  Accompany  Application.  The  ap- 
plication for  license  to  operate  a dead  animal  loading 
platform  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  license  fee.  In 
no  case  will  this  fee  be  refunded. 

1111/^-186-2.  Failure  of  Loading  Platform  to  Meet 
Requirements  Upon  First  Inspection.  If,  upon  first  in- 
spection, the  platform  at  which  the  applicant  for  license 
intends  to  conduct  the  business  of  collecting  animals 
for  loading  into  trucks  which  will  take  them  to  render- 
ing plants  fails  to  meet  the  statutory  requirements  and 
the  requirements  of  the  Department,  the  applicant  shall 
be  granted  a period  of  time  not  to  exceed  60  days  in 
which  to  remedy  the  defects  specified;  except  that  in 
extraordinary  and  meritorious  cases,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry of  the  Department,  such  time  limit  of  60  days 
may  be  further  extended.  At  the  end  of  the  period. 
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another  inspection  shall  be  made.  If  upon  such  final 
inspection  the  platform  meets  the  requirements  of  the 
Loading  Platform  Law  and  the  regulations  of  the  De- 
partment issued  pursuant  thereto,  a license  shall  be 
issued. 

1111/^-186-3.  Location  of  Dead  Animal  Loading  Plat- 
form Must  Be  Apinoved.  No  dead  animal  loading  plat- 
form shall  be  licensed  until  the  following  requirements 
have  been  complied  with: 

a.  The  location  of  a dead  animal  loading  platform 
must  be  approved  by  the  Department. 

b.  The  loading  platform  shall  not  be  closer  than  500 
feet  to  any  highway,  and  shall  not  be  closer  than  160 
rods  to  any  residence,  and  shall  not  be  closer  than  80 
rods  to  any  property  owned  by  other  than  those  leasing 
or  owning  the  platform  site. 

c.  The  loading  platform  must  be  covered  by  a build- 
ing of  sheet  metal  construction.  The  building  shall  be 
equipped  with  louver-type  ventilators  which  are  so 
screened  as  to  prevent  the  entrance  of  rodents  and  other 
animals,  birds,  flies  and  other  insects. 

d.  The  loading  platform  must  be  provided  with  a 
satisfactory  drain  into  a septic  tank  or  cesspool  which 
must  be  tightly  covered.  If  a cesspool  is  used,  the  over- 
flow must  be  connected  to  a field  tile  which  must  not 
be  closer  to  the  surface  of  the  ground  than  3 feet.  The 
tile  shall  be  laid  in  a bed  of  gravel  at  least  4 feet  wide 
and  4 feet  deep.  The  overflow  tile  shall  be  not  less  than 
100  feet  in  length  and  at  least  3 feet  under  the  surface 
of  the  ground  at  the  point  of  termination. 

e.  Sufficient  water  shall  be  provided  to  thoroughly 
clean  the  platform  and  premises. 

f.  The  platform  equipment  and  premises  shall  be 
disinfected  with  a product  approved  by  the  Animal  Dis- 
ease Eradication  Branch  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture. 

1111/2-186-4.  Odors  Must  Be  Controlled.  The  operator 
of  a dead  animal  loading  platform  shall  maintain  the 
platform  in  such  sanitary  manner  as  to  eliminate  insofar 
as  possible  all  odors.  The  licensee  shall  provide  and 
have  available  and  use  sufficient  chemicals  to  control  the 
odor  at  all  times. 

All  carcasses  of  animals,  or  parts  thereof,  to  be 
processed  at  a rendering  plant  must  be  picked  up  at 
the  loading  platform  and  transported  to  the  rendering 
plant  daily  except  during  extremely  cold  weather. 

RABIES 

8-23e-2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  each  county 
shall  annually  notify  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry 
of  the  appointed  Rabies  Inspector  and  deputies,  and  their 
addresses. 

8-23e-3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  each  county 
shall  fix  the  vaccination  fee  which  shall  be  charged  for 
vaccinating  dogs  under  the  provisions  of  the  Illinois 
Rabies  Control  Law,  and  shall  designate  that  portion 
of  the  fee  which  the  veterinarian  shall  pay  to  the  County 
Treasurer  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  cost  of  such 
program.  The  veterinarian  vaccinating  dogs  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Illinois  Rabies  Control  Law  shall  pay 
the  specified  portion  of  the  fee  to  the  County  Treasurer 
of  the  county  in  which  the  owner  of  the  dog  resides.

8-23e-4.  The  County  Rabies  Inspector  shall  notify 
the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  of  any  animals  that 
have  been  vaccinated  against  rabies  that  later  succumb 
to  the  disease. 

8-23e-5.  Vaccines  shall  be  administered  to  the  dogs 
or  other  animals  in  the  amount  that  is  recommended  by 
the  producers  of  vaccine  according  to  weight. 

8-23e-6.  Dogs  to  be  inoculated  against  rabies  shall 
be  presented  by  the  owner  or  keeper  to  the  Rabies  In- 
spector or  his  deputies  at  their  place  of  business  unless 
arrangements  have  been  made  otherwise  for  their  inocu- 
lation pursuant  to  the  Rabies  Control  Act. 

8-23e-7.  The  Department  of  Agriculture  shall  each 
year  prescribe  what  the  color  of  the  vaccination  tag  is 
to  be.  The  vaccination  tag  shall  be  red  in  color  for  the 
year  1954. 

8-23e-8.  The  face  of  the  tag  shall  bear  the  inscription 
in  the  sequence  as  follows:  Rabies  Vaccination;  Serial 
Number ; 111.  Dept,  of  Agri.;  and  year  of  vac- 

cination. 

8-23e-9.  The  Rabies  Inspector  shall  promptly  notify 
the  county  and/or  city  health  officers  as  to  confinement 
of  animals  that  have  bitten  persons,  and  names  and  ad- 
dresses of  persons  bitten  or  otherwise  exposed  to  animals 
suspected  of  having  rabies. 

8-23e-10.  The  Rabies  Inspector  shall  promptly  and 
properly  submit  to  a recognized  laboratory  the  heads  of 
all  animals  that  are  suspected  of  having  rabies,  and  also 
the  heads  of  all  animals  that  die  during  the  period  of 
observation. 

8-23e-ll.  The  veterinary  inspector  shall  promptly 
send  a copy  of  the  reports  of  observation  and  laboratory 
diagnosis  to  the  local  health  officer. 

8-23e-12.  The  Rabies  Inspector  shall  notify  the  Di- 
vision of  Livestock  Industry  of  the  number  of  stray  and 
undesirable  dogs  that  were  picked  up  and  destroyed. 

8-23e-13.  Field  Trials.  Field  trials  may  not  be  held 
within  10  miles  of  a rabies  quarantined  area.  Out-of- 
state  dogs  entered  in  field  trials  must  meet  Illinois  entry 
requirements.  Illinois  dogs  entered  in  field  trials  must 
originate  from  an  area  not  under  quarantine  because  of 
rabies  and  must  be  vaccinated  against  rabies  within  a 
period  of  one  year  with  a vaccine  recognized  by  the 
Animal  Disease  Eradication  Branch. 
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EXPLANATORY  NOTE 

The  regulations  contained  herein  have  been  arranged 
according  to  the  acts  under  which  they  are  promulgated. 
Each  regulation  has  a citation  number  which  consists 
of  three  figures.  The  first  figure  indicates  the  number  of 
the  chapter  in  the  Illinois  Revised  Statutes  in  which  the 
act  is  found.  The  second  figure  refers  to  the  number  of 
the  first  section  of  the  act  under  which  the  regulation  is 
promulgated.  The  third  figure  designates  the  particular 
regulation  under  each  act.  For  example,  the  first  regula- 
tion is  numbered  “8-87-1,  8-134-1,  8-168-1.”  The  first 
figure,  “8,”  refers  to  the  chapter  in  the  Revised  Statutes 
in  which  the  authority  for  the  regulation  is  found.  The 
second  figures,  “87,”  “134,”  and  “168,”  indicate  that  the 
acts  under  which  this  regulation  is  promulgated  begin  at 
sections  87,  134,  and  168  of  Chapter  8.  The  third  figure, 
“1,”  shows  that  this  is  the  first  regulation  promulgated 
under  the  Tuberculosis  Eradication  Act,  section  87;  the 
first  one  under  the  Bovine  Brucellosis  Control  Act,  sec- 
tion 134;  and  the  first  one  under  An  Act  in  relation 
to  the  suppression,  prevention  and  extirpation  of  con- 
tagious and  infectious  diseases  among  domestic  animals, 
section  168. 
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DIVISION  OF  LIVESTOCK  INDUSTRY 


Regulations  in  Furtherance  of  Laws 
Enforced  by  the  Division 

Effective  October  12,  1956 

(Note — For  an  explanation  of  the  system  of  numbering 
the  sections,  see  the  note  at  the  beginning.) 

DEFINITIONS 

The  term,  “Department,”  or  “Department  of  Agri- 
culture,” unless  otherwise  indicated,  means  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

The  term,  “Division,”  or  “Division  of  Livestock 
Industry,”  means  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  of 
the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  term,  “Animal  Disease  Eradication  Branch,” 
means  the  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Branch  of  the 
Agricultural  Research  Service,  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture,  formerly  known  as  the  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  term,  “brucellosis,”  means  the  disease  wherein 
an  animal  is  infected  with  Brucella  micro-organisms 
irrespective  of  the  occurrence  or  absence  of  clinical 
symptoms  of  infectious  abortion. 

The  term,  “brucellosis  blood  test,”  or  “agglutination 
test,”  means  a test  made  by  using  a standardized  sus- 
pension of  antigen  of  killed  Brucella  micro-organisms  in 
dilution  of  blood  serum  from  the  animal  to  be  tested. 

The  term,  “suspicious  animal,”  or  “suspect,”  as  used 
in  the  brucellosis  regulations,  means  an  animal  which  has 
given  a suspicious  reaction  to  the  agglutination  test. 

The  term,  “infected  animal,”  or  “reactor,”  as  used  in 
the  brucellosis  regulations,  means  an  animal  which  has 
given  a positive  reaction  to  the  agglutination  test  or  any 
other  recognized  test  for  the  detection  of  brucellosis  ap- 
proved by  the  Department,  or  if  Brucella  micro-organisms 
have  been  found  in  the  body  or  the  body  discharges. 

The  term,  “Ring  test,”  or  “ABR” — abortus  brucella 
ring,  or  “BRT” — brucella  ring  test,  means  the  diagnostic 
test  of  milk  or  cream  to  detect  the  presence  of  brucellosis 
in  the  herd  in  which  such  milk  or  cream  sample  was 
produced. 

“Infectious  disease,”  means  the  reaction  resulting 
from  the  introduction  into  the  body  of  a specific  disease- 
producing  organism  or  its  toxic  product. 

“Contagious  disease,”  means  a specific  infectious  dis- 
ease which  is  readily  transmitted  from  host  to  host  by 
direct  contact  or  by  means  of  intermediate  hosts. 

The  term,  “infestation,”  or  “infested  with,”  means  the 
invasion  of  the  body  by  animal  parasites. 

The  term,  “quarantine,”  means  a condition  in  which 
one  or  more  animals  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart 
from  and  not  allowed  to  come  in  contact  in  any  way  with 
other  animals. 

The  term,  “restriction,”  or  “restricted,”  means  a con- 
dition in  which  one  or  more  animals  shall  be  kept  on 
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certain  designated  premises  and  shall  not  be  allowed  to 
come  in  contact  in  any  way  with  animals  from  other 
premises. 

A “Certified  Brucellosis-free  herd”  is  one  in  which  at 
least  two  annual  negative  agglutination  tests  for  brucel- 
losis have  been  conducted  on  all  animals  in  the  herd 
6 months  of  age  or  over  and  for  which  a certificate  has 
been  issued  by  the  livestock  sanitary  officials  of  the 
state  of  origin  and  the  Animal  Disease  Eradication 
Branch. 

A “Tuberculosis-free  Accredited  herd”  is  one  for  which 
a certificate  of  accreditation  has  been  issued  by  the  live- 
stock sanitary  officials  of  the  state  of  origin  and  the 
Animal  Disease  Eradication  Branch. 

The  term,  “accredited  approved  veterinarian,”  means 
a veterinarian  who  is  licensed  by  the  state  in  which  he 
practices,  is  approved  by  the  livestock  sanitary  authority 
of  that  state,  and  is  accredited  by  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture. 

A “recognized  slaughtering  center”  is  an  establish- 
ment where  slaughtering  is  conducted  under  federal 
inspection. 

An  “unrecognized  slaughtering  center”  is  an  establish- 
ment where  slaughtering  is  conducted,  but  where  federal 
inspection  is  not  maintained. 

The  term,  “public  stockyards,”  means  the  Union 
Stockyard  located  at  Chicago,  the  National  Stockyard 
located  at  East  St.  Louis,  the  Union  Stockyard  located  at 
Peoria,  the  Springfield  Stockyard  located  at  Springfield, 
or  any  other  public  stockyards  located  within  the  State 
of  Illinois  and  subject  to  regulation  under  the  provisions 
of  the  “Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,”  enacted  by  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States. 

The  term,  “health  certificate,”  or  “certificate  of 
health,”  or  “interstate  health  certificate,”  means  a legible 
record,  made  on  an  official  form  of  the  state  of  origin,  or 
the  United  States  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Branch, 
and  issued  by  a licensed,  graduate,  accredited  and  ap- 
proved veterinarian  of  the  state  of  origin  or  a veteri- 
narian in  the  employ  of  the  United  States  Animal  Dis- 
ease Eradication  Branch,  which  shows  that  the  animals 
or  birds  listed  thereon  meet  the  health  requirements  of 
the  state  of  destination.  The  health  certificate  shall  con- 
tain the  name  and  address  of  the  consignor,  the  name 
and  address  of  the  consignee,  and  an  accurate  descrip- 
tion or  identification  of  the  animals  or  birds  involved, 
and  shall  also  indicate  the  health  status  of  the  animals 
or  birds,  including  the  dates  and  results  of  required  tests 
and  dates  of  vaccination,  if  any. 

An  “approved  health  certificate”  is  one  that  has  been 
so  endorsed  by  the  livestock  sanitary  official  of  the  state 
of  origin. 

REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  THE  ENTRY  OF  LIVE- 
STOCK AND  DOGS  INTO  ILLINOIS 

Section  I — General 

8-87-1;  8-134-1;  8-168-1.  No  animal  that  is  affected  with 
or  has  recently  been  exposed  to  any  infectious,  contagi- 
ous, or  communicable  disease  shall  be  shipped  or  trans- 
ported in  any  manner,  or  moved  into  the  State  of  Illinois 
except  as  permitted  by  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the 
State  of  Illinois,  except  those  animals  affected  with  such 
diseases  which  are  approved  for  interstate  shipment  by 
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the  United  States  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Branch 
for  immediate  slaughter  and  are  consigned  direct  to  a 
recognized  slaughtering  center. 

8-87-2;  8-134-2;  8-168-2.  OBLIGATION  OF  TRANS- 
PORTATION COMPANY  AND  TRUCK  OPERATORS. 
Before  accepting  any  livestock  or  dogs  for  shipment  into 
the  State  of  Illinois  or  consigned  to  points  within  the 
State  of  Illinois,  except  to  public  stockyards,  every  per- 
son, transportation  company,  or  truck  operator  shall 
require  that  a certificate  of  health,  or  permit,  or  federal 
inspection  certificate  as  required  in  the  regulations  of 
the  Department,  be  furnished  them  to  be  attached  to  the 
waybill  and  accompany  the  livestock  or  dog  to  its  des- 
tination. Such  person,  transportation  company  or  truck 
operator  shall  have  the  certificate  of  health,  or  permit, 
or  federal  inspection  certificate,  in  his  or  its  possession 
at  all  times  from  the  loading  of  such  livestock  to  the 
delivery  of  the  livestock  at  its  destination,  and  available 
for  inspection  upon  demand. 

8-87-3;  8-134-3;  8-168-3.  REPORT  OF  TRANSPORTA- 
TION COMPANIES  AND  TRUCK  OPERATORS  RE- 
QUIRED. Every  person,  transportation  company,  or 
truck  operator  transporting  cattle,  swine  or  sheep  into 
Illinois  from  points  without  the  State  consigned  or  de- 
livered to  other  than  to  a public  stockyards,  shall  with- 
in 24  hours  after  such  livestock  is  unloaded  in  the  State, 
report  to  the  Division  giving  the  name  and  address  of 
the  consignor,  the  location  of  the  loading  point,  the  name 
and  address  of  the  consignee,  the  location  of  the  unload- 
ing point  and  the  number,  sex  and  breed  of  the  livestock. 

8-87-4;  8-134-4;  8-168-4.  COPY  OF  HEALTH  CER- 
TIFICATE MUST  BE  FURNISHED.  A copy  of  the  cer- 
tificate of  health  under  which  livestock  is  brought  in- 
to the  State  of  Illinois,  bearing  the  approval  or,  if  not 
approved,  the  disapproval  of  the  Livestock  Sanitary 
Official  of  the  state  of  origin,  must  be  furnished  the 
Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

All  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  of  animals 
which  are  intended  for  interstate  movement  shall  be 
made  at  a state  or  federal  laboratory,  or  a laboratory 
approved  by  the  proper  livestock  sanitary  officials  of  state 
of  origin. 

8-87-5;  8-134-5;  8-168-5.  REQUESTS  FOR  PERMITS. 
Requests  for  entry  permits  shall  be  direct  to  the  Division 
of  Livestock  Industry,  Springfield,  Illinois,  and  shall  set 
forth  the  following  information:  Name  and  address  of 
Illinois  consignee,  number  and  kind  of  animals,  origin 
of  shipment,  and  if  for  cattle  the  age,  sex  and  breed  of 
tlllO 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  THE  EXHIBITION  of  live- 
stock may  be  secured  from  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry,  State  Fair  Grounds,  Springfield,  Illinois. 

Section  2 — Cattle 

8-168-6.  SCABIES  REQUIREMENTS.  So  cattle  in- 
fested with  scabies  mites  shall  be  brought  into  the  State 
of  Illinois. 

8-168-7.  WHEN  CATTLE  EXPOSED  TO  SCABIES 
MAY  BE  ADMITTED.  Cattle  recently  exposed  to  scabies 
mites  may  enter  the  State  of  Illinois  when  accompanied 
by  an  official  interstate  health  certificate  showing  that 
the  cattle  meet  the  tuberculosis  and  brucellosis  entry  re- 
quirements and  are  free  from  any  contagious,  infectious 
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or  communcable  disease,  and  that  they  have  been  sprayed 
twice  at  10-day  intervals  with  wettable  benzene  hexa- 
chloride  (BHC)  or  lindane  containing  gamma  isomer  con- 
centrate of  not  less  than  0.075  per  cent,  or  with  a lime 
and  sulphur  solution  or  other  spray  specified  by  the 
Animal  Disease  Eradication  Branch  within  10  days  of 
date  of  shipment,  and  that  upon  veterinary  examination 
within  10  days  prior  to  shipment  were  found  free  from 
scabies.  A copy  of  the  health  certificate  bearing  the 
approval  of  the  livestock  sanitary  official  of  the  state  of 
©rigin  must  be  filed  with  the  Illinois  Division  of  Live- 
stock Industry. 

8-87-6;  8-134-6.  CATTLE  FOR  IMMEDIATE  SLAUGH- 
TER. A.  Cattle  for  immediate  slaughter,  consigned  to  a 
recognized  slaughtering  center  may  be  shipped  into  Illi- 
nois without  tuberculin  or  brucellosis  tests,  health  cer- 
tificate, or  other  entry  certificates.  Such  cattle  shall  be 
held  in  quarantine  until  slaughtered. 

B.  Cattle  for  immediate  slaughter  not  consigned  to  a 
recognized  slaughtering  center  may  be  shipped  into 
Illinois  without  tuberculin  or  brucellosis  tests  if  they 
are  accompanied  by  an  official  certificate  of  veterinary 
inspection  or  a special  entry  permit  issued  by  the  Illinois 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry.  Such  cattle  shall  be 
held  in  quarantine  until  slaughtered. 

8-134-7.  GENERAL  INFORMATION.  Springer  heifers 
and  cows,  or  heifers  and  cows  with  calves,  are  classed  as 
breeding  cattle  and  as  such  must  comply  with  the  re- 
quirements governing  the  entry  of  breeding  cattle. 

Bulls  of  any  age  unless  consigned  direct  for  im- 
mediate slaughter,  must  be  accompanied  by  an  ofiicial 
interstate  health  certificate  showing  compliance  with 
tuberculosis  entry  requirements.  Bulls  6 months  of  age 
and  over  must  also  meet  the  brucellosis  entry  require- 
ments. 

Requests  for  entry  permits  must  give  the  number  of 
cattle  in  the  shipment,  age  and  sex  of  cattle,  and  name 
and  address  of  Illinois  consignee. 

FEEDING  OR  GRAZING  CATTLE 

8-87-7;  8-134-8.  FEMALE  CATTLE  OF  THE  BEEF 
BREEDS  UNDER  18  MONTHS  OF  AGE  for  feeding  or 
grazing  purposes  only  may  enter  Illinois  from  a modified 
tuberculosis-free  area,  or  may  be  shipped  from  public 
stockyards  within  the  State,  without  tuberculin  or 
brucellosis  tests  when  accompanied  by  one  of  the  fol- 
lowing : 

a.  Certificate  of  health  showing  freedom  from  disease 
as  evidenced  by  a physical  examination,  or 

b.  Federal  inspection  certificate,  or 

c.  Special  entry  permit  issued  by  Illinois  Division  of 
Livestock  Industry. 

Such  cattle  may  enter  Illinois  under  quarantine  and 
be  held  in  quarantine  not  longer  than  12  months  from 
date  of  entry,  after  which  time  they  must  be  tested  for 
tuberculosis  and  brucellosis  at  owner’s  expense  or 
shipped  direct  for  slaughter  unless  an  extension  of 
feeding  or  grazing  period  not  to  exceed  90  days  is  granted 
by  the  Division.  All  tests  for  quarantine  release  must 
be  reported  to  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 
Report  of  disposal  for  slaughter,  or  death  of  quaran- 
tined cattle,  must  be  made  to  the  Division  for  quarantine 
clearance. 

8-87-8;  8-134-9.  FEMALE  CATTLE  OF  THE  BEEF 
BREEDS  18  MONTHS  OF  AGE  AND  OVER  for  feeding 
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or  grazing  purposes  only,  may  enter  Illinois  from  a 
modified  tuberculosis  free  area,  or  may  be  shipped  from 
public  stockyards  within  the  State,  under  the  following 
conditions; 

a.  If  they  are  accompanied  by  official  certificate  of 
health  showing  negative  tuberculin  and  brucellosis 
tests  conducted  within  30  days  prior  to  entry,  or 
that  they  are  under  30  months  of  age  and  were 
officially  calfhood  vaccinated  against  brucellosis,  or 

b.  If  they  are  accompanied  by  a special  entry  permit 
issued  by  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry permitting  entry  under  quarantine  subject 
to  tuberculin  and  brucellosis  tests  to  be  conducted 
at  owner’s  expense  within  10  days  of  arrival. 
Reports  of  such  tests  must  be  forwarded  the  Di- 
vision within  24  hours  after  completion  of  the 
tests. 

8-87-9;  8-134-10.  STEERS  FOR  FEEDING  OR  GRAZ- 
ING PURPOSES,  from  modified  accredited  tuberculosis- 
free  areas  or  from  public  stockyards  where  known  tuber- 
culous reactors  are  segregated,  may  enter  Illinois  with- 
out tuberculin  or  brucellosis  tests  when  accompanied 
by  one  of  the  following: 

a.  Certificate  of  health  showing  freedom  from  dis- 
ease as  evidenced  by  physical  examination,  or 

b.  Federal  inspection  certificate,  or 

c.  Special  entry  permit  issued  by  the  Illinois  Divis- 
ion of  Livestock  Industry. 

Steers  are  not  subject  to  quarantine, 

DAIRY  OR  BREEDING  CATTLE 

8-87-10;  8-134-11.  All  dairy  or  breeding  cattle  trans- 
ported or  moved  into  the  State  of  Illinois  or  from  public 
stockyards  within  the  State,  unless  said  cattle  are  con- 
signed direct  to  and  delivered  by  the  transportation  com- 
pany within  the  confines  of  the  Union  Stock  Yards, 
Chicago,  the  National  Stock  Yards,  East  St.  Louis,  or 
the  Union  Stock  Yards,  Peoria,  or  any  other  like  public 
stockyard,  must  be  accompanied  by  an  official  certificate 
of  health  showing  tuberculosis  and  brucellosis  status  of 
the  cattle  as  follows: 

8-87-11.  TUBERCULOSIS:  Except  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided, such  cattle  must  be  negative  to  the  tuberculin  test 
within  30  days  previous  to  shipment,  or 

Originate  in  a modified  tuberculosis-free  accredited 
area  from  a herd  which  on  last  complete  tuberculin  test 
of  the  entire  herd  had  no  reactors  and  the  cattle  destined 
for  Illinois  were  tuberculin  tested  and  found  negative 
within  one  year  of  date  of  shipment. 

8-134-12.  BRUCELLOSIS:  All  dairy  or  breeding  cat- 
tle over  6 months  of  age  must  be  negative  to  the  bru- 
cellosis test  within  30  days  of  shipment.  All  brucellosis 
agglutination  blood  tests  of  animals  which  are  intended 
for  interstate  movement  shall  be  made  at  a state  or  fed- 
eral laboratory,  or  a laboartory  approved  by  the  proper 
livestock  sanitary  officials  of  state  of  origin;  or 

Originate  in  a certified  brucellosis-free  herd.  Certi- 
fied herd  number  must  be  given  and  the  cattle  must  be 
identified  by  either  ear  tag  number  or  registration  name 
and  number,  or 

Cattle  must  be  under  30  months  of  age  and  accom- 
panied by  a certificate  of  official  calfhood  vaccination 
approved  by  the  livestock  sanitary  authority  of  the 
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state  of  origin,  positively  identifying  the  cattle  and 
showing  that  they  were  officially  vaccinated  against 
brucellosis  when  between  4 and  8 months  of  age  with 
an  approved  vaccine.  The  serial  number  and  name  of 
manufacturer  of  vaccine,  dosage  used,  and  date  of  vac- 
cination must  be  included  in  the  certificate. 

Section  3 — Goats 

8-168-8.  Goats  must  be  accompanied  by  an  official 
health  certificate  showing  them  to  be  free  from  com- 
municable and  infectious  diseases  and  including  a re- 
port of  negative  test  to  brucellosis  within  30  days  of 
entry. 

All  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  of  animals 
which  are  intended  for  interstate  movement  shall  be 
made  at  a state  or  federal  laboratory,  or  a laboratory 
approved  by  the  proper  livestock  sanitary  officials  of 
state  of  origin. 

The  reading  of  the  agglutination  test  is  according  to 
Table  2,  page  15  hereof. 

Section  4 — Swine 

8-7-1.  SWINE  FOR  FEEDING  PURPOSES  ONLY— 
FROM  PUBLIC  STOCKYARDS  LOCATED  IN  ILLI- 
NOIS. Swine  for  feeding  purposes  only  from  public 
stockyards  located  within  the  State  of  Illinois  must  be 
covered  by  a permit  issued  by  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry.  A permit  for  shipment  will  be  issued  only  if 
the  swine  do  not  show  any  symptoms  of  contagious,  in- 
fectious or  communicable  diseases,  are  not  infected  with 
or  have  not  been  exposed  to  vesicular  exanthema,  have 
not  been  fed  raw  garbage,  and  only  after  immunization 
against  hog  cholera  by  simultaneous  vaccination  with 
anti-hog  cholera  serum  and  virus,  or  modified  live  virus 
hog  cholera  vaccine  with  anti-hog  cholera  serum  in  the 
same  amount  as  used  in  the  simultaneous  method,  admin- 
istered by  a representative  of  the  Animal  Disease  Eradi- 
cation Branch,  or  an  inspector  employed  by  the  State  of 
Illinois  or  by  a qualified  veterinarian  approved  by  the  Illi- 
nois Division  of  Livestock  Industry.  Temperature  read- 
ings shall  be  made  to  determine  that  normal  temperature 
prevails  before  vaccination.  Such  swine  shall  be  held 
under  quarantine  for  21  days  after  arrival  on  the  owner’s 
premises,  and  the  owner  shall  report  their  condition  to 
the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  at  the  end  of  the 
21-day  period. 

8-7-2.  SWINE  FOR  FEEDING  PURPOSES  ONLY— 
FROM  PUBLIC  STOCKYARDS  LOCATED  OUTSIDE 
OF  ILLINOIS.  Swine  for  feeding  purposes  only,  from 
public  stockyards  located  outside  of  Illinois,  may  enter 
Illinois  when  accompanied  by  an  official  certificate  issued 
by  a veterinarian  employed  by  the  Animal  Disease 
Eradication  Branch  or  a veterinarian  employed  by  the 
state  of  origin,  showing  that  the  swine  are  free  from  all 
symptoms  of  contagious,  infectious,  or  communicable 
diseases,  are  not  infected  with  or  have  not  been  exposed 
to  vesicular  exanthema,  have  not  been  fed  raw  garbage, 
and  that  before  leaving  the  stockyards  were  immunized 
against  hog  cholera  by  simultaneous  vaccination  with 
anti-hog  cholera  serum  and  virus,  or  modified  live  virus 
hog  cholera  vaccine  with  anti-hog  cholera  serum  in  the 
same  amount  as  used  in  the  simultaneous  method.  Tem- 
perature readings  shall  be  made  to  determine  that  nor- 
mal temperature  prevails  before  vaccination.  Such  swine 
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shall  be  held  under  quarantine  for  21  days  after  arrival 
on  the  owner’s  premises  and  the  owner  shall  report  their 
condition  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  at  the 
end  of  the  21-day  period. 

8-7-3.  SWINE  FOR  FEEDING  PURPOSES  ONLY— 
NOT  FROM  PUBLIC  STOCKYARDS.  Swine  for  feeding 
purposes  only,  not  coming  through  public  stockyards, 
will  be  admitted  to  the  State  as  follows: 

a.  Unvaccinated  swine  or  swine  vaccinated  with  anti- 
hog cholera  serum  alone  must  be  accompanied  by 
a permit  from  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  and  an  official  certificate  of  health  issued 
by  an  accredited,  approved  veterinarian  or  a Fed- 
eral veterinarian  showing  that  the  swine  are  free 
from  symptoms  of  any  contagious,  infectious  or 
communicable  disease,  are  from  a non-quarantined 
area,  are  not  infected  with  and  have  not  been  ex- 
posed to  vesicular  exanthema  and  have  not  been 
fed  raw  garbage.  The  consignee  must  be  furnished 
a copy  of  the  health  certificate.  A copy  of  the 
health  certificate  bearing  the  approval  of  the  live- 
stock sanitary  official  of  the  state  of  origin  must 
be  filed  with  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry. The  swine  are  to  be  vaccinated  against 
hog  cholera  on  arrival  by  a licensed  veterinarian 
either  by  the  simultaneous  method  (anti-hog  chol- 
era serum  and  virus),  or  modified  live  virus  hog 
cholera  vaccine  with  anti-hog  cholera  serum  in  the 
same  amount  as  used  in  the  simultaneous  method, 
or  by  the  tissue  or  crystal  vaccine  method,  pro- 
vided that  pigs  vaccinated  by  either  of  the  last  two 
methods  must  be  at  least  8 weeks  of  age  at  the 
time  of  vaccination.  All  such  swine  shall  be  held 
under  quarantine  for  21  days  and  the  owner  shall 
report  their  condition  to  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  at  the  end  of  the  21-day  period. 

b.  Swine  vaccinated  with  anti-hog  cholera  serum  and 
virus  or  modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine 
more  than  21  days  prior  to  entry  into  Illinois 
when  accompanied  by  an  official  health  certificate 
issued  by  an  accredited,  approved  veterinarian  or 
Federal  veterinarian  showing  that  the  swine  are 
free  from  symptoms  of  any  contagious,  infectious, 
or  communicable  disease,  are  from  a non-quaran- 
tined area,  are  not  infected  with  and  have  not 
been  exposed  to  vesicular  exanthema,  have  not 
been  fed  raw  garbage,  and  that  they  have  been  vac- 
cinated against  hog  cholera  by  the  simultaneous 
method  or  with  modified  live  virus  hog  cholera 
vaccine  more  than  21  days  before  shipment.  The 
consignee  must  be  furnished  a copy  of  the  health 
certificate  and  a copy  of  the  health  certificate 
bearing  the  approval  of  the  livestock  sanitary  offi- 
cial of  the  state  of  origin  must  be  filed  with  the 
Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

c.  Swine  vaccinated  with  Boynton  tissue  vaccine  or 
crystal  violet  vaccine  must  be  accompanied  by  an 
official  health  certificate  issued  by  an  accredited, 
approved  veterinarian  or  Federal  veterinarian 
showing  that  the  swine  are  free  from  symptoms 
of  any  contagious,  infectious  or  communicable  dis- 
ease, are  from  a non-quarantined  area  and  are  not 
infected  with  and  have  not  been  exposed  to  vesi- 
cular exanthema,  have  not  been  fed  raw  garbage. 
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and  that  they  have  been  vaccinated  not  less  than 
14  days  nor  more  than  6 months  before  ship- 
ment and  such  swine  were  at  least  8 weeks  of 
age  at  the  time  of  vaccination.  The  consignee 
must  be  furnished  a copy  of  the  health  certificate 
and  a copy  of  the  health  certificate  hearing  the 
approval  of  the  livestock  sanitary  official  of  the 
state  of  origin  must  he  filed  with  the  Illinois  Di- 
vision of  Livestock  Industry. 

8-7-4.  SWINE  FOR  BREEDING  PU RPOSES— FROM 
PUBLIC  STOCKYARDS  IN  ILLINOIS.  Swine  for  breed- 
ing purposes  from  public  stockyards  located  within  the 
State  of  Illinois  must  be  accompanied  by  a permit  issued 
by  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry.  A permit 
for  release  from  the  yards  will  be  issued  only  if  the 
swine  do  not  show  any  symptoms  of  contagious,  infec- 
tious or  communicable  diseases,  are  not  infected  with  or 
have  not  been  exposed  to  vesicular  exanthema,  have  not 
been  fed  raw  garbage,  and  only  after  the  swine  have  been 
immunized  against  hog  cholera  by  simultaneous  vac- 
cination with  anti-hog  cholera  serum  and  virus,  or  modi- 
fied live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine  with  anti-hog  cholera 
serum  in  the  same  amount  as  used  in  the  simultaneous 
method,  administered  by  a representative  of  the  Ani- 
mal Disease  Eradication  Branch,  or  an  inspector  em- 
ployed by  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  or  by 
a qualified  veterinarian  designated  by  the  Illinois  Di- 
vision of  Livestock  Industry.  Temperature  readings 
shall  be  made  to  determine  that  normal  temperature 
prevails  before  vaccination.  Such  swine  shall  be  held 
under  quarantine  for  21  days  after  arrival  on  the  owner’s 
premises,  and  the  owner  shall  report  their  condition  to 
the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  at  the  end  of  the 
21-day  period. 

In  addition  to  the  anti-hog  cholera  vaccination  re- 
quirements, all  breeding  swine  4 months  of  age  and  over 
must  be  negative  to  the  agglutination  test  for  brucellosis 
in  a dilution  of  1 to  25  as  evidenced  by  test  conducted 
at  an  official  laboratory  of  the  State  of  Illinois  immedi- 
ately prior  to  release  from  stockyards. 

8-7-5.  SWINE  FOR  BREEDING  PURPOSES— NOT 
FROM  PUBLIC  STOCK  YARDS.  Swine  for  breeding  pur- 
poses entering  Illinois  from  other  than  public  stockyards 
must  be  accompanied  by  an  official  interstate  health  cer- 
tificate issued  by  an  accredited  approved  veterinarian  of 
the  state  of  origin  or  a veterinarian  employed  by  the  Ani- 
mal Disease  Eradication  Branch  showing  that  the  swine 
are  free  from  all  symptoms  of  contagious,  infectious  or 
communicable  diseases,  are  from  a non-quarantined  area, 
and  are  not  infected  with  or  have  not  been  exposed  to 
vesicular  exanthema  and  have  not  been  fed  raw  garbage; 
that  any  breeding  swine  4 months  of  age  and  over  was 
negative  to  the  agglutination  blood  test  for  brucellosis  in 
a dilution  of  1 to  25,  as  evidenced  by  test  conducted  by  an 
oflicial  state  laboratory  within  30  days  of  entry. 

8-7-6.  UNVACCINATED  BREEDING  SWINE  must 
also  be  covered  by  a permit  issued  by  the  Illinois  Division 
of  Livestock  Industry  allowing  the  entry  of  said  swine 
subject  to  immunization  against  hog  cholera  by  a licensed 
veterinarian  by  the  simultaneous  method  (serum  and 
virus)  or  modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine  with 
anti-hog  cholera  serum  in  the  same  amount  as  used  in 
the  simultaneous  method,  or  by  the  Boynton  tissue  or 
crystal  violet  vaccine  method,  provided  that  pigs  vacci- 
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Rated  by  either  of  the  last  two  methods  must  be  at  least 
8 weeks  of  age  at  the  time  of  vaccination.  All  such  swine 
shall  be  held  under  quarantine  for  21  days  on  the  owner’s 
premises  and  the  owner  shall  report  their  condition  to 
the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  at  the  end  of  the  21- 
day  period. 

8-7-7.  THE  HEALTH  CERTIFICATE  covering  swine 
for  breeding  purposes  vaccinated  prior  to  entry  into  Illi- 
nois must  also  show  that  they  have  been  vaccinated 
against  hog  cholera  by  one  of  the  following  methods: 

a.  Vaccinated  with  anti-hog  cholera  serum  and  virus 
or  modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine  more 
than  21  days  prior  to  entry  into  Illinois,  or 

b.  Vaccinated  with  Boynton  tissue  vaccine  or  crystal 
violet  vaccine  not  less  than  14  days  nor  more  than 
6 months  prior  to  entry  into  Illinois,  and  such 
swine  were  at  least  8 weeks  of  age  at  the  time 
of  vaccination. 

The  consignee  must  be  furnished  a copy  of  the  health 
certificate  and  a copy  of  the  health  certificate  bearing 
the  approval  of  the  livestock  sanitary  oflicial  of  the 
state  of  origin  must  be  filed  with  the  Illinois  Division 
of  Livestock  Industry. 

Any  swine  showing  a positive  reaction  to  the  agglu- 
tination test  for  brucellosis  in  a dilution  of  1 to  25  or 
higher  shall  be  tagged  in  the  left  ear  with  a reactor 
identification  tag.  Such  reactors  shall  not  be  offered  for 
breeding  purposes  and  may  be  sold  for  slaughter  only. 

All  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  of  animals 
intended  for  interstate  movement  shall  be  made  at  a 
state  or  federal  laboratory,  or  a laboratory  approved 
by  the  proper  livestock  sanitary  officials  of  state  of  origin. 

Section  5 — Sheep 

8-168-9.  No  sheep  which  are  known  to  be  infected 
with  scrapie,  and  no  progeny  of  sheep  known  to  be  in- 
fected with  scrapie,  may  be  transported  or  moved  into 
the  State  of  Illinois. 

8-168-10.  No  sheep  infected  with  or  exposed  to  blue 
tongue,  and  no  sheep  from  an  area  under  quarantine 
because  of  blue  tongue,  may  be  transported  or  moved 
into  the  State  of  Illinois. 

8-168-11.  OFFICIAL  DIPPING  PROCEDURES  AND 
DIPS.  The  following  specified  procedures  and  dips  are 
recognized  by  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  as 
official  for  the  control  and  eradication  of  scabies  among 
sheep,  and  when  reference  is  made  to  dipping  in  the 
regulations  one  of  the  following  procedures  must  be 
complied  with: 

a.  Dipped  in  a wettable  benzene  hexachloride  (BHC) 
or  lindane  containing  gamma  isomer  concentrate 
of  not  less  than  0.06  per  cent,  and  in  the  case  of 
interstate  movement  of  animals  the  dipping  to  be 
within  10  days  prior  to  date  of  importation,  or 

b.  Dipped  twice  in  lime  and  sulphur  with  the  dip- 
pings 10  to  14  days  apart.  In  the  case  of  inter- 
state movement  of  animals  the  last  dipping  shall 
be  within  10  days  prior  to  date  of  importation. 

c.  Dipped  in  accordance  with  Animal  Disease  Eradi- 
cation Branch  regulations  in  any  other  dip  speci- 
fied by  the  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Branch. 
All  such  dippings  shall  be  under  state  or  federal 
supervision. 

8-168-12.  BREEDING  SHEEP.  All  sheep  entering  Illi- 
nois for  breeding  purposes  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  of- 
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ficial  health  certificate  issued  by  an  accredited,  approved 
veterinarian  or  a veterinarian  of  the  Animal  Disease 
Eradication  Branch  indicating  they  are  free  from  scabies 
and  all  other  infectious  or  communicable  diseases  and 
have  not  recently  been  exposed  to  such  diseases.  Except 
that  if  the  sheep  originate  in  a state  known  to  have 
scabies  they  must  in  addition  to  the  health  certificate 
be  accompanied  by  a permit  from  the  Illinois  Division 
of  Livestock  Industry  which  must  be  attached  to  the 
health  certificate,  which  certificate  shall  show  the  sheep 
to  have  been  dipped  in  accordance  with  official  Illinois 
dipping  procedures. 

8-168-13.  FEEDER  SHEEP  AND  LAMBS.  Sheep  for 
feeding  or  grazing  purposes  originating  in  states  free  of 
scabies  or  in  scabies-free  areas  in  states  known  to  have 
scabies  infestation  may  be  shipped  or  moved  into  Illinois 
direct  from  states  or  through  public  stockyards  without 
dipping  when  accompanied  by  either  an  official  health 
certificate,  or  federal  inspection  certificate,  or  special 
entry  permit  from  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry, 
subject  to  quarantine  at  destination.  Such  sheep  must 
be  examined  for  scabies  by  a qualified  veterinarian  not 
sooner  than  30  nor  more  than  60  days  after  date  of  ar- 
rival. A report  of  the  examination  must  be  furnished 
the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  by  the  veterinarian. 
If  upon  examination  the  sheep  are  found  free  of  scabies 
the  quarantine  will  be  released.  If  scabies  infestation  is 
found  the  entire  flock  must  be  dipped  in  accordance  with 
official  Illinois  dipping  procedures.  All  such  dipping  will 
be  at  the  expense  of  the  owner.  The  quarantine  will  re- 
main in  effect  until  released  by  the  Division  of  Live- 
stock Industry. 

8-168-14.  SHEEP  FOR  FEEDING  OR  GRAZING  PUR- 
POSES originating  in  areas  in  which  scabies  infestation 
is  known  to  exist  must  be  accompanied  by  an  official  in- 
terstate health  certificate  or  federal  inspection  certifi- 
cate showing  the  sheep  to  have  been  dipped  in  accord- 
ance with  official  Illinois  dipping  procedures. 

Section  6 — Horses,  Mules  and  Asses 

8-168-15.  All  horses,  mules  and  asses  transported  or 
moved  into  Illinois  must  be  accompanied  by  an  official 
interstate  health  certificate  showing  such  animals  to  be 
free  from  infectious  or  communicable  diseases  as  evi- 
denced by  veterinary  examination  within  30  days  of 
shipment,  except  those  horses  consigned  to  a licensed 
slaughterer. 

Section  7 — Dogs 

8-23e-l.  DOGS  BROUGHT  INTO  ILLINOIS  must  be 
accompanied  by  an  official  health  certificate  issued  by  a 
licensed  accredited,  approved  veterinarian  within  30  days 
of  entry,  showing  that  the  animals  are  free  from  com- 
municable diseases,  that  they  originated  in  an  area  not 
under  quarantine  because  of  rabies,  and  that  all  animals 
over  8 weeks  of  age  have  been  vaccinated  against  rabies 
within  a period  of  6 months  with  a vaccine  recognized 
by  the  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Branch.  A copy  of 
the  health  certificate  bearing  the  approval  of  the  live- 
stock sanitary  official  of  the  state  of  origin  must  be 
filed  with  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

This  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  performing  dogs 
or  dogs  brought  in  for  a limited  period  of  time  for  ex- 
hibition or  breeding  purposes  and  kept  under  direct  con- 
trol during  their  stay  in  the  State. 
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Section  8 — Poultry 

No  entry  requirements.  Exhibition  requirements  may 
be  obtained  from  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry, 
Springfield,  Illinois.

This  Table  No.  2 shall  be  used  to  classify  the  results 
of  any  brucellosis  blood  test  for  brucellosis  in  goats. 

All  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  of  animals 
which  are  intended  for  interstate  movement  shall  be 
made  at  a State  or  Federal  laboratory  or  a laboratory 
approved  by  the  proper  livestock  sanitary  officials  of 
state  of  origin. 


BOVINE  BRUCELLOSIS 

8-134-13.  The  veterinarian  is  required  to  report  in 
writing  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  all  brucel- 
losis tests  and  all  brucellosis  vaccinations  of  cattle. 

8-134-14.  TESTS  CONDUCTED  AT  STATE  EX- 
PENSE OR  FOR  INTERSTATE  OR  EXPORT  SHIP- 
MENT. The  agglutination  test  for  the  detection  of  bo- 
vine brucellosis,  if  tests  are  made  at  State  expense, 
or  for  interstate  o r export  shipment,  must  be  at 
one  of  the  State  laboratories  or  the  Diagnostic  Labor- 
atory, College  of  Veterinary  Medicine,  Urbana.  The 
test  shall  be  reported  immediately  in  writing  to  the 
Division  on  forms  to  be  furnished  by  the  Division.  This 
report  shall  contain  the  date  of  test,  a statement  of 
results  obtained  in  at  least  three  dilutions,  the  name  and 
address  of  the  owner,  together  with  proper  identification 
of  each  animal  so  tested.  The  identification  of  a grade 
animal  must  include  the  predominating  breed,  sex,  ap- 


proximate  age,  and  ear  tag  number.  A purebred  regis- 
tered animal  may  be  identified  by  its  breed,  sex,  age, 
and  registration  number  or  record  association  approved 
individual  tattoo. 

8-134-15.  TESTS  CONDUCTED  AT  OWNER’S  EX- 
PENSE  FOR  INTRASTATE  MOVEMENT.  The  aggluti- 
nation test  for  the  detection  of  bovine  brucellosis,  if  tests 
are  conducted  at  owner’s  expense  for  intrastate  move- 
ment of  cattle,  must  be  made  by  a veterinarian  who  has 
received  a permit  from  the  Division  of  Livestock  Indus- 
try to  conduct  a laboratory  for  the  purpose  of  making 
agglutination  tests  for  bovine  brucellosis,  or  at  one  of 
the  State  laboratories,  or  the  Diagnostic  Laboratory,  Col- 
lege of  Veterinary  Medicine,  Urbana.  Tests  must  be  re- 
ported and  reactors  identified  as  outlined  in  the  preced- 
ing paragraph. 

8-134-16.  IDENTIFICATION  OF  VACCINATED  CAT- 
TLE. All  purebred  cattle  vaccinated  with  brucella 
abortus  vaccine  shall  be  identified  on  the  report  of  vacci- 
nation by  their  registration  number,  or  dam’s  registra- 
tion number,  or  record  association  approved  individual 
tattoo.  All  grade  or  not  permanently  identified  cattle  so 
vaccinated  shall  be  ear  tagged  in  the  right  ear  with  an 
identification  tag.  In  addition  to  the  above  identification, 
all  animals  shall  be  identified  at  the  time  of  vaccination 
by  a tattoo  in  the  right  ear.  The  tattoo  shall  show  the 
month  and  year  of  vaccination  and  the  letter  “V.”  The 
numeral  for  the  month  shall  precede  the  letter  “V,”  and 
the  last  figure  of  the  year  shall  follow  the  letter  “V,”  as, 
for  example,  1V4  means  the  month  of  January,  1954;  “V” 
means  vaccinated. 

8-134-17.  IDENTIFICATION  OF  INFECTED  ANI- 
MALS. All  grade  cattle,  all  officially  vaccinated  calves 
over  36  months  of  age,  and  unregistered  purebred  cattle 
over  36  months  of  age  for  which  an  application  for  regis- 
tration has  not  been  filed  with  registry  association,  which 
are  reactors  to  the  brucellosis  test  shall  be  tagged  in  the 
left  ear  with  a reactor  tag,  to  which  a yellow  bangle  is 
attached,  placed  under  quarantine  and  branded  with  the 
letter  “B”  on  the  left  jaw. 

Registered  purebred  cattle  which  are  reactors  to  the 
brucellosis  test  may  be  identified  by  their  purebred  regis- 
tration number  or  record  association  approved  individual 
tattoo  and  reactor  tag.  Reactors  so  identified  are  not 
required  to  be  branded. 

8-134-18.  RELEASE  OF  CATTLE  UNDER  QUARAN- 
TINE OR  RESTRICTION.  Animals  under  quarantine  or 
restriction  because  of  brucellosis  infection  or  vaccination 
are  released  or  may  be  disposed  of  as  follows: 

a.  They  may  be  shipped  direct  to  public  stockyards 
by  the  owner,  accompanied  by  State  Form  C-24, 
and  shipment  reported  to  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry.  If  shipped  to  stockyards  outside  of 
Illinois,  reactor  must  be  accompanied  by  Federal 
Form  T.E.  27. 

b.  They  may  be  sold  for  immediate  slaughter  to  a 
person  regularly  engaged  in  the  slaughter  of  cat- 
tle and  report  by  the  owner  and  the  slaughterer 
made  to  the  Division  within  10  days  of  purchase. 

c.  They  may  be  slaughtered  by  the  owner  and  re- 
ported to  the  Division. 

d.  When  the  Division  receives  report  of  required 
tests  conducted  not  less  than  30  days  apart,  which 
tests  are  read  at  one  of  the  State  diagnostic  labora- 
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tories  or  the  Diagnostic  Laboratory,  College  of 
Veterinary  Medicine,  as  follows:

8-134-19.  TRANSFER  OF  CATTLE  UNDER  QUAR- 
ANTINE OR  RESTRICTION.  The  transfer  of  animals 
under  quarantine  or  restriction,  or  subject  to  quarantine 
or  restriction  because  of  brucellosis  infection  or  vaccina- 
tion, is  prohibited  except  as  provided  by  law  and  on  writ- 
ten permit  from  the  Division. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ESTABLISHING  AND  MAIN- 
TAINING CERTIFIED  BRUCELLOSIS-FREE 
HERDS  OF  CATTLE 

PART  I 

GENERAL  REQUIREMENTS: 

8-134-20.  ISSUANCE  OF  CERTIFIED  BRUCEL- 
LOSIS-FREE HERD  CERTIFICATES.  1.  Certified  bru- 
cellosis-free herd  certificates,  which  shall  be  valid  for 
1 year,  unless  revoked,  are  issued  co-operatively  by  the 
Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  and  the  United 
States  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Branch. 

2.  Certification  may  be  extended  for  a period  of  one 
year  upon  evidence  of  a negative  herd  retest  and  com- 
pliance with  Illinois  requirements  for  maintenance  of  a 
certified  brucellosis-free  herd. 

3.  All  blood  samples  for  certification  or  recertification 
of  herds  must  be  submitted  for  diagnosis  to  one  of  the 
State  Diagnostic  Laboratories  located  at  Peoria,  Cen- 
tralia,  Aurora,  or  the  State-Federal  Laboratory  at  Spring- 
field,  or  the  Diagnostic  Laboratory,  College  of  Veterinary 
Medicine,  Urbana. 

4.  A “herd”  shall  be  considered  as  including  all 
animals  6 months  of  age  or  over,  except  steers  and 
spayed  heifers. 

5.  A “certified  herd”  must  consist  of  at  least  10 
animals  and  shall  include  all  animals  in  the  herd  6 
months  of  age  or  over,  except  steers,  spayed  heifers  and 
officially  vaccinated  animals  under  36  months  of  age 
which  have  not  passed  a negative  test  subsequent  to 
vaccination.  (Testing  of  official  vaccinates  under  36 
months  of  age  is  optional,  however,  any  oflBcial  vaccinate 
under  36  months  of  age  that  passes  a negative  test  may 
become  a part  of  the  certified  herd.) 

6.  All  purebred  animals  should  be  identified  by 
registration  number,  dam’s  registration  number,  or 
record  association  approved  individual  tattoo,  and  grade 
animals  should  be  identified  by  ear  tag  numbers.  If  any 
animal  is  retagged  between  annual  tests,  the  identifica- 
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tion  of  the  previous  year  must  be  shown  on  the  test 
chart  opposite  new  retag  number.  Any  change  in  mem- 
bers of  the  herd  must  also  be  accounted  for. 

PART  II 

TO  QUALIFY  FOR  CERTIFICATION: 

1.  Herds  which  showed  no  previous  infection  may  be 
certified  upon  completion  of  two  consecutive  negative 
complete  herd  tests  12  months  apart.  (Testing  of  oflicial 
vaccinates  under  36  months  of  age  is  optional.) 

2.  When  suspects  only  are  disclosed  in  a herd  in  the 
process  of  becoming  certified,  the  suspicious  animals  only 
must  be  retested  not  less  than  30  nor  more  than  40  days 
from  previous  test.  If  the  suspects  become  negative  on 
the  retest,  the  entire  herd  must  then  be  subjected  to  a 
retest.  If  this  herd  test  is  negative  it  will  serve  as  the 
first  clean  test  toward  certification  and  if  the  herd  passes 
another  negative  test  not  less  than  12  months  from  the 
date  of  the  first  negative  test,  it  will  then  qualify  for 
certification.  (Retest  of  suspects  and  herd  retest  may  be 
made  at  State-Federal  expense  provided  funds  are  avail- 
able.) 

3.  If  the  suspects  fail  to  clear  on  the  first  30-day 
retest,  they  must  be  subjected  to  another  30-day  re- 
test. If  the  suspects  fail  to  clear  on  the  second  retest 
(this  would  make  the  third  consecutive  test  on  which  the 
animal  showed  a suspicious  reaction),  the  owner  must 
comply  with  the  regulations.  The  suspects  must  be  re- 
moved from  the  premises  within  15  days,  a report  of 
their  disposal  made  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry, the  premises  cleaned  and  disinfected  following 
removal,  and  the  entire  herd  subjected  to  a retest  within 
30  days.  If  this  herd  retest  is  negative  it  will  serve  as 
the  first  clean  test  towards  certification  and  if  the  herd 
passes  another  negative  test  not  less  than  12  months 
from  the  date  of  the  first  negative  test  it  will  then 
qualify  for  certification.  (Retest  of  suspects  and  herd 
retest  may  be  made  at  State-Federal  expense  provided 
funds  are  available.) 

4.  When  reactors  are  disclosed  in  a herd  in  the 
process  of  becoming  certified,  the  reactors  must  be  im- 
mediately isolated  and  removed  from  the  premises  within 
15  days,  a report  of  disposal  made  to  the  Division  of 
Livestock  Industry,  the  premises  cleaned  and  disinfected 
following  removal  of  reacting  animals,  and  the  entire 
herd  subjected  to  retest  at  intervals  of  not  less  than 
30  nor  more  than  60  days  until  two  consecutive 
negative  tests  are  obtained.  Such  herds  may  be  certified 
as  brucellosis-free  when  they  have  passed  at  least  three 
consecutive  tests,  with  the  first  clean  test  and  the  certify- 
ing test  12  months  apart.  (Herd  retests  may  be  con- 
ducted at  State-Federal  expense  provided  funds  are 
available.) 


PART  HI 

MAINTENANCE  REQUIREMENTS: 

1.  If  upon  annual  retest  all  animals  over  6 months 
of  age  are  negative,  except  officially  vaccinated  calves 
under  36  months  of  age  which  have  not  passed  a negative 
test  subsequent  to  vaccination,  certification  will  be  ex- 
tended for  another  year,  provided  all  other  requirements 
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are  complied  with.  (Testing  of  official  vaccinates  under 
36  months  of  age  is  optional.)  When  the  period  between 
tests  exceeds  14  months,  certification  is  forfeited  and 
the  test  will  be  considered  as  an  initial  test,  if  negative. 

2.  SUSPECTS.  If  the  retest  of  a certified  herd  dis- 
closes suspects,  but  no  reactors,  herd  status  will  be  sus- 
pended pending  the  results  of  the  retest  of  the  suspect 
animals.  (Retest  of  suspects  may  be  made  at  State- 
Federal  expense  provided  funds  are  available.) 

a.  If  any  suspect  becomes  negative  on  a retest  con- 
ducted not  less  than  30  days  nor  more  than  40 
days  from  previous  test,  the  herd  may  be  recerti- 
fied. 

b.  If  any  suspect  fails  to  clear  on  the  first  retest 
but  clears  on  the  second  retest,  made  not  less 
than  30  nor  more  than  40  days  from  the  first 
retest,  herd  certification  will  be  restored. 

c.  If  any  suspect  from  the  first  retest  fails  to  clear 
on  the  second  retest  (this  would  make  the  third 
consecutive  test  on  which  the  animal  showed  a 
suspicious  reaction),  the  owner  must  comply  with 
the  regulations.  The  suspect  animal  must  be  re- 
moved from  the  premises  within  15  days,  a report 
of  disposal  made  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry, the  premises  cleaned  and  disinfected  fol- 
lowing removal,  and  the  entire  herd  subjected  to  a 
retest  within  30  days.  If  the  herd  retest  is  nega- 
tive, certified  herd  status  will  be  restored  for  a 
period  of  12  months  from  date  of  last  negative 
complete  herd  test.  (Herd  retest  may  be  conducted 
at  State-Federal  expense  provided  funds  are  avail- 
able.) 

d.  If  any  of  the  suspects  are  not  available  for  retest 
the  entire  herd  shall  be  subjected  to  a retest  not 
less  than  30  nor  more  than  40  days  following  the 
last  test  on  which  infection  was  revealed.  A neg- 
ative herd  test  will  restore  certified  herd  status 
for  a period  of  12  months  from  date  of  last  neg- 
ative herd  test.  (Herd  retest  may  be  conducted  at 
State-Federal  expense  provided  funds  are  avail- 
able.) 

3.  REACTORS.  If  as  a result  of  any  retest  of  a cer- 
tified herd  or  animals  from  a certified  herd  (including 
any  suspect  which  showed  suspicious  reaction  on  sec- 
ond retest) : 

a.  One  reactor  is  disclosed,  it  must  be  disposed  of 
within  15  days,  a report  of  disposal  made  to  the 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  the  premises  clean- 
ed and  disinfected  following  removal  of  reactor, 
and  the  entire  herd  subjected  to  a retest  not  less 
than  30  days  following  test  on  which  reactor  was 
revealed.  A negative  test  will  restore  certified  herd 
status  for  a period  of  12  months.  (Herd  retest  may 
be  conducted  at  State-Federal  expense  provided 
funds  are  available.) 

b.  More  than  one  reactor  is  disclosed,  the  herd  will 
be  considered  again  in  the  process  of  certification 
as  under  Section  4 of  Part  II. 

c.  In  order  to  maintain  certification  remaining  ani- 
mals in  herds  where  reactors  have  been  disclosed 
will  be  restricted  in  movement  to  the  premises 
until  the  herd  has  passed  a negative  test  not  less 
than  30  days  following  the  test  on  which  reactors 
were  last  revealed. 
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4.  VACCINATES: 

a.  The  Illinois  statutes  provide  that  calves  may  be 
vaccinated  between  the  ages  of  4 and  8 months. 
However,  many  states  have  amended  their  entry 
laws  and  regulations  and  recognize  as  official  vac- 
cinates only  those  animals  which  were  vaccinated 
not  earlier  than  6 months  of  age  nor  later  than 
8 months  of  age.  It  is,  therefore,  recommended 
that  calves  in  certified  herds  be  pre-bled  and  vac- 
cinated between  6 and  8 months  of  age,  rather  than 
4 and  8 months  of  age,  in  order  to  qualify  them  for 
entry  as  official  vaccinates  into  all  states.  All 
calves  must  show  a negative  blood  test  at  time  of 
vaccination.  After  vaccination,  they  are  not  con- 
sidered a part  of  the  certified  herd  until  they  show 
a negative  test  before  36  months  of  age. 

b.  If,  in  order  to  facilitate  interstate  shipments,  it 
is  the  desire  of  an  owner  that  an  official  vaccinate 
which  reaches  36  months  of  age  between  recerti- 
fication tests  be  made  a member  of  the  certified 
herd,  the  owner  may  have  the  animal  tested  at 
his  expense.  A report  of  the  negative  brucellosis 
test  should  be  forwarded  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  together  with  written  request  of  the 
owner  that  the  animal  be  made  a part  of  the 
certified  herd. 

c.  If,  upon  reaching  36  months  of  age,  an  officially 
calfhood  vaccinated  animal  shows  a suspicious 
reaction,  the  herd  owner  must  comply  with  re- 
quirements of  Section  2 of  Part  III. 

d.  If,  upon  reaching  36  months  of  age,  an  officially 
calfhood  vaccinated  animal  shows  a positive  re- 
action, the  herd  owner  must  comply  with  Section 
3 of  Part  III. 

5.  ADDITIONS  TO  CERTIFIED  BRUCELLOSIS- 
FREE  HERDS: 

Native  Animals — 

a.  All  animals  that  are  members  of  a certified  herd 
in  good  standing  are  eligible,  or 

b.  Animals  from  herds  entirely  negative  to  test 
within  90  days,  but  not  certified  may  be  added  as 
follows : 

1.  Non-pregnant  female  cattle,  or  bulls,  must  have 
been  tested  within  30  days  and  proven  negative 
and  must  show  another  negative  agglutination 
retest  at  owner’s  expense  in  not  less  than  30  days 
before  entering  the  certified  herd. 

2.  Pregnant  animals  must  have  been  tested  within 
30  days  and  proven  negative  and  must  be  re- 
tested at  owner’s  expense  not  less  than  30  days 
after  calving  and  proven  negative  before  being 
placed  in  herd. 

c.  Animals  from  herds  not  certified  and  without  a 
complete  negative  herd  test  within  90  days  may 
be  added  as  follows: 

1.  Non-pregnant  female  cattle,  or  bulls,  tested 
within  30  days  and  proven  negative,  must  be  placed 
in  isolation  and  retested  at  owner’s  expense  in 
not  less  than  30  days  before  being  placed  in  the 
herd. 

2.  Pregnant  animals  tested  within  30  days  and 
proven  negative  must  be  placed  in  isolation  and 
retested  at  owner’s  expense  not  less  than  30  days 
after  calving,  before  being  placed  in  the  herd. 
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Animals  Fjkom  Out-of-State — 

All  animals  from  out-of-state  accompanied  by  an 
approved  interstate  health  certificate  showing  compliance 
with  Illinois  entry  requirements  may  be  added  to  a 
certified  herd  if  they  qualify  as  follows: 

a.  Originate  in  a certified  herd  in  good  standing, 
providing  the  animals  imported  have  qualified  as 
members  of  the  certified  herd  on  the  last  certifica- 
tion test  and  were  tested  within  12  months  of 
date  of  entry,  or 

b.  Animals  from  herds  not  certified  if  the  following 
requirements  are  complied  with: 

1.  Non-pregnant  female  cattle,  or  bulls,  tested 
within  30  days  of  entry  and  proven  negative 
must  be  placed  in  isolation  and  retested  at 
owner’s  expense  in  not  less  than  30  days  be- 
fore being  placed  in  the  herd. 

2.  Pregnant  animals  must  be  tested  within  30 
days  of  entry  and  proven  negative  and  must 
be  placed  in  isolation  and  retested  at  owner’s 
expense  in  not  less  than  30  days  after  calving 
before  being  placed  in  the  herd. 

ADDITIONS  ARB  NOT  RECOGNIZED  AS  A PART 
OF  THE  CERTIFIED  HERD  UNTIL  THE  REQUIRED 
NEGATIVE  RETESTS  HAVE  BEEN  REPORTED  TO 
THE  ILLINOIS  DIVISION  OF  LIVESTOCK  INDUSTRY. 

CO-OPERATIVE  CONTROL  PLANS  FOR 
BOVINE  BRUCELLOSIS 

8-134-21.  THREE  CONTROL  PLANS  OFFERED. 

Three  plans  of  brucellosis  control  are  offered.  They  are 
designated  as  Plans  A,  B,  and  C.  The  herd  owner’s 
method  of  herd  testing,  elimination  of  reactors  and  calf- 
hood  vaccination  shall  determine  the  plan  under  which 
the  herd  is  operating.  Tests  and  vaccinations  at  State- 
Federal  expense  are  contingent  upon  availability  of 
funds.* 

PLAN  A is  available  for  negative  herds  and  herds 
with  moderate  infection.  All  animals  over  4 months  of 
age  are  to  be  tested,  except  that  the  testing  of  ofllcial  calf- 
hood  vaccinates  under  36  months  of  age  is  optional. 
Only  initial  tests  and  annual  retests  of  negative  herds 
may  be  made  at  State-Federal  expense,  except  that  if  an 
official  milk  ring  test  is  conducted  on  the  herd  between 
annual  tests  and  the  ring  test  shows  a positive  reaction 
the  herd  may  be  tested  at  State-Federal  expense  before 
the  annual  due  date.* 

Retests  of  suspect  animals  may  be  made  at  State- 
Federal  expense  provided  funds  are  available. 

Vaccination  of  calves  between  4 and  8 months  of  age 
is  optional.  Tests  and  vaccinations  at  time  of  herd  test 
may  be  made  at  State-Federal  expense  when  funds  and 
veterinarians  are  available.  Follow-up  vaccination  may 
be  at  State-Federal  expense  when  funds  and  veterin- 
arians are  available.  All  calves  should  be  vaccinated,  in 
herds  choosing  vaccination  procedure,  when  they  are 
between  4 and  8 months  of  age. 

Calves  officially  vaccinated  when  they  are  between 
4 and  8 months  of  age  showing  a reaction  of  1/200  or 
more  at  36  months  of  age  are  classed  as  reactors. 

WHEN  REACTORS  ARE  DISCLOSED,  they  must  be 
immediately  isolated  from  the  remainder  of  the  herd  and 
removed  from  the  premises  within  15  days  from  the  date 
they  were  designated  as  reactors.  A report  of  their 
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disposal  must  be  made  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry. Premises  must  be  cleaned  and  disinfected.  Fail- 
ure to  promptly  remove  reactors,  and  properly  clean  and 
disinfect  premises  will  automatically  remove  the  herd 
from  Plan  A.  After  reactors  are  removed  and  reported 
to  the  Division  and  the  premises  cleaned  and  disin- 
fected, retests  of  the  herd  may  be  made  at  State-Federal 
expense  at  30-60  day  intervals  until  two  successive  nega- 
tive tests  are  obtained.  Thereafter,  only  annual  tests 
may  be  made  at  State-Federal  expense.* 

WHEN  BOTH  REACTORS  AND  SUSPECTS  ARE 
DISCLOSED,  the  reactors  must  be  isolated  and  disposed 
of  within  15  days  from  the  date  they  were  designated  as 
reactors  and  a report  of  their  disposal  made  to  the  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  Industry.  The  premises  must  be  cleaned 
and  disinfected.  The  herd  may  be  retested  at  State-Fed- 
eral expense  at  30-60  day  intervals  until  two  successive 
negative  tests  are  obtained,  provided  that  any  suspicious 
animals  disclosed  be  allowed  only  two  retests.  If  the 
suspects  fail  to  clear  on  the  first  30-day  retest,  they  must 
be  subjected  to  another  30-day  retest.  If  the  suspects 
fail  to  clear  on  the  second  retest  (which  would  make 
three  suspicious  reactions),  the  suspects  must  be  re- 
moved from  the  herd  within  15  days,  a report  of  their 
disposal  made  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  and 
the  entire  herd  subjected  to  a retest  in  30  days.  When 
two  successive  negative  retests  of  the  herd  are  obtained, 
thereafter  only  annual  tests  will  be  made  at  State-Federal 
expense.* 

WHEN  THE  HERD  DISCLOSES  SUSPECTS,  BUT 
NO  REACTORS,  the  suspicious  animals  ONLY  are  to  be 
retested  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  30  days.  If  the  sus- 
pects become  negative  on  the  30-day  retest,  thereafter 
only  the  annual  herd  test  will  be  made  at  State-Federal 
expense.* 

If  the  suspects  fail  to  clear  on  the  first  30-day  retest, 
they  must  be  subjected  to  another  30-day  retest.  If  the 
suspects  fail  to  clear  on  the  second  retest  (which  would 
make  three  suspicious  reactions),  the  suspects  must  be 
removed  from  the  herd  within  15  days,  a report  of  their 
disposal  made  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  and 
the  entire  herd  subjected  to  retest  in  30  days,  whereupon 
the  entire  herd  may  be  immediately  subjected  to  a retest 
at  State-Federal  expense.  One  negative  herd  retest  will 
reinstate  the  herd  under  Plan  A.* 

*IF  ALL  OF  THE  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  THE  MAIN- 
TENANCE OF  A PLAN  A HERD  ARE  NOT  COM- 
PLIED WITH,  THE  HERD  IS  NOT  ELIGIBLE  FOR 
TESTS  AT  STATE-FEDERAL  EXPENSE. 


QUALIFICATIONS  FOR  ADDITIONS  TO  HERDS 
UNDER  PLAN  A 

A.  FROM  CERTIFIED  HERDS:  All  animals  that  are 
members  of  a certified  herd  in  good  standing  are 
eligible. 

B.  FROM  HERDS  ENTIRELY  NEGATIVE  TO  TEST 
WITHIN  90  DAYS,  BUT  NOT  CERTIFIED: 

1.  Non-pregnant  female  cattle,  or  bulls,  tested 
within  30  days  and  negative,  may  be  added  but 
are  to  be  retested  at  owner’s  expense  and  proven 
negative  30  days  after  entering  herd. 
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2.  Pregnant  animals,  tested  within  30  days 
and  proven  negative,  may  be  added,  but  are  to  be 
retested  at  owner’s  expense  60  days  after  calving 
and  proven  negative. 

C.  FROM  HERDS  NOT  CERTIFIED  AND  WITHOUT 
A COMPLETE  NEGATIVE  HERD  TEST  WITHIN 
90  DAYS: 

1.  Non-pregnant  female  cattle,  or  bulls,  tested 
within  30  days  and  proven  negative,  must  be 
placed  in  isolation  and  retested  at  owner’s  ex- 
pense after  30  days,  before  being  placed  in  the 
herd. 

2.  Pregnant  animals,  tested  within  30  days 
and  proven  negative,  must  be  placed  in  isolation 
and  retested  at  owner’s  expense  and  proven  neg- 
ative not  less  than  60  days  after  calving,  before 
being  placed  in  herd. 

D.  VACCINATED  ANIMALS  SHOWING  AN  AGGLU- 
TINATION REACTION: 

1.  Animals  ofiBcially  vaccinated  as  calves  (4 
to  8 months  of  age),  and  not  over  36  months  of 
age,  may  be  added. 

PLAN  B is  available  for  herds  showing  heavy  infec- 
tion and  where  the  infected  animals  have  a breeding 
or  productive  value  considerably  in  excess  of  their  cur- 
rent beef  value.  Under  Plan  B,  all  animals  over  four 
months  of  age  must  be  tested  and  initial  test  may  be 
made  at  State-Federal  expense  when  funds  and  veterinar- 
ians are  available.  Retest  of  Plan  B herds  is  not  per- 
mitted at  State-Federal  expense.  Reactors  and  suspects 
may  be  retained  in  the  herd,  but  may  not  be  sold  into 
other  herds  except  on  written  permit  from  the  Division 
of  Livestock  Industry.  Reactors  sold  for  slaughter  must 
be  accompanied  by  notice  to  purchaser  and  to  the  Di- 
vision as  provided  in  Section  8-134-18.  Vaccination  of 
calves  at  time  of  herd  test,  and  follow-up  vaccination 
of  calves,  is  required  under  Plan  B,  and  may  be  at 
State-Federal  expense  when  funds  and  veterinarians 
are  available. 

INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  TRANSFER  OF  A HERD  FROM 
PLAN  B TO  PLAN  A 

Before  a herd  which  has  been  operating  under  Plan 
B can  qualify  as  a Plan  A herd  and  be  tested  at  State- 
Federal  expense  the  owner  must: 

1.  Certify  to  the  veterinarian  that  he  has  no  known 
reactors  in  his  herd,  and  must  have  cleared  all 
records  of  previously  known  reactors  with  the 
Division. 

2.  Agree  to  remove  thereafter  all  reactors  and  sus- 
pects from  his  herd  as  required  under  Plan  A. 

When  the  above  provisions  have  been  complied  with, 
the  herd  test  may  be  made  at  State-Federal  expense. 
If  the  records  on  file  in  the  Division  show  that  the  above 
provisions  have  not  been  complied  with,  the  herd  owner 
will  be  required  to  compensate  the  veterinarian  who 
made  the  test  for  the  expense  of  the  test. 

PLAN  C is  available  to  livestock  owners  who  desire  to 
carry  on  calfhood  vaccination  without  a complete  herd 
test.  No  adult  animals  (animals  over  8 months  of  age) 
are  to  be  tested  under  this  plan.  Calves  may  be  vac- 
cinated between  the  ages  of  4 and  8 months,  with  or 
without  pre-bleeding,  at  State-Federal  expense  so  long 
as  funds  and  veterinarians  are  available. 
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Brucella  abortus  vaccine  (Strain  19)  will  be  fur- 
nished to  qualified  veterinarians  for  calfhood  vaccination 
under  any  of  the  above  plans,  so  long  as  funds  are 
available. 

DISPOSAL  OF  BRUCELLOSIS  REACTORS— Bru- 
cellosis reactors  may  be  disposed  of  by  the  owner,  and 
quarantine  or  restriction  released,  as  provided  in  Sec- 
tion 8-134-18. 

TO  QUALIFY  FOR  GRADE  A MILK  PRODUCTION 
WITH  REGARD  TO  BRUCELLOSIS  REQUIREMENTS 

Herds  may  qualify  for  Grade  A milk  production  by 
the  following  procedures: 

1.  A complete  herd  blood  test  conducted  within  the 
last  12  months  in  which  no  reactors  are  retained, 
or 

2.  A negative  ring  test  conducted  within  6 months, 
when  the  herd  has  no  history  of  infection  within 
the  past  12  months. 

WHEN  THE  RING  TEST  IS  REGULARLY  EM- 
PLOYED. When  the  ring  test  is  employed  as  a routine 
test,  it  shall  be  conducted  at  intervals  of  not  less  than 
once  every  6 months  and  negative  ring  test  shall  con- 
tinue to  qualify  the  herd  for  the  Grade  A market. 

When  a herd  is  found  to  be  positive  to  the  ring  test 
it  shall  be  blood  tested  within  15  days  after  the  owner 
receives  notice  of  the  results  of  the  test. 

If  the  blood  test  discloses  no  reactors,  the  herd  will 
continue  to  qualify  for  the  market. 

If  the  blood  test  discloses  reactors,  they  must  be 
eliminated  within  15  days  of  the  blood  test. 

WHEN  THE  RING  TEST  IS  NOT  EMPLOYED. 
When  the  ring  test  is  not  employed  as  a routine  test, 
the  herd  shall  be  blood  tested  at  intervals  of  not  less 
than  once  every  18  months. 

If  the  blood  test  discloses  reactors,  the  reacting  ani- 
mals must  be  eliminated  within  15  days  of  the  blood 
test. 

The  handling  of  “suspect  animals”  would  be  admin- 
istered by  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Authority  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  U.  S.  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  Animal  Disease  Eradication 
Branch. 

Failure  to  comply  with  the  above  procedures  will  be 
cause  for  the  rejection  of  milk  for  Grade  A purposes 
and/or  the  revocation  of  the  Grade  A permit. 

The  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Authority  in  the  state 
of  origin  will  furnish  the  results  of  the  blood  agglutina- 
tion test  or  the  results  of  the  ring  tests  conducted  on 
each  animal  or  herd  as  the  case  may  be  when  requested 
by  the  official  agency  supervising  the  milk  shed. 

BOVINE  TUBERCULOSIS 

8-87-12.  The  veterinarian  is  required  by  law  to  report 
all  tests  of  cattle  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

8-87-13.  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ILLINOIS  TUBER- 
CULOSIS-FREE ACCREDITED  HERD. 

1.  (a)  A tuberculosis-free  accredited  herd  is  one  in 

which  no  reactors  have  been  found  on  at  least  two 
annual  tuberculin  tests  and  physical  examinations. 
Herds  in  which  infection  occurs  shall  be  quarantined 
and  must  successfully  pass  at  least  two  tuberculin  tests 
and  physical  examinations,  with  the  first  to  be  given  in 
not  less  than  60  days,  (unless  the  cervical  test  is  ap- 
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plied),  and  the  last  test  between  five  and  six  months 
following  the  date  infection  was  disclosed,  in  order  to 
be  released  from  quarantine.  To  qualify  for  accredita- 
tion or  reaccreditation  the  herd  must  pass  another,  or 
third  test  in  not  less  than  six  months  following  release 
from  quarantine.  Such  physical  examinations  and  tuber- 
culin tests  shall  be  applied  by  a veterinarian  regularly 
employed  by  the  State  or  Federal  Animal  Disease  Eradi- 
cation Branch,  or  by  an  accredited  veterinarian  under 
the  supervision  of  a veterinarian  regularly  employed  by 
the  State  or  Federal  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Branch. 

(b)  A herd  with  no  evidence  of  recent  infection  in 
which  reactors  are  disclosed  as  a result  of  the  tuberculin 
test  may  be  reaccredited  following  a 60-day  negative 
retest  if  no  visible  lesions  or  skin  lesions  only  are  dis- 
closed on  post-mortem  examination  of  the  reactors  found, 

(c)  When  an  accredited  herd  or  a herd  in  the  process 
of  accreditation  is  to  be  tested  by  an  accredited  vet- 
erinarian the  following  regulations  are  to  be  observed; 

(1)  The  accredited  veterinarian  shall  not  conduct 
such  tests  until  he  has  received  written  author- 
ization from  the  proper  co-operating  State  or 
Branch  officials.  No  indemnity  shall  be  paid, 
should  any  reactors  be  revealed,  unless  permit  is 
first  obtained. 

(2)  The  accredited  veterinarian  shall  submit  a re- 
port of  such  tests  in  accordance  with  the  regula- 
tions of  the  co-operating  State  and  Federal  au- 
thorities. These  officials  reserve  the  right  to 
supervise  any  tests  conducted  by  an  accredited 
veterinarian. 

2.  (a)  The  official  tuberculin  test  shall  be  the  intra- 
dermic  or  the  subcutaneous  test.  The  intradermic  injec- 
tion shall  be  a measured  amount  of  tuberculin,  not  less 
than  0,1  cc.  for  routine  testing — nor  less  than  0.2  cc.  for 
testing  known  infected  herds,  when  intradermic  injec- 
tions are  made  in  the  caudal  or  cervical  areas.  The 
intradermic  injection  of  tuberculin  in  the  cervical  area 
shall  be  made  only  in  infected  herds,  and  then  only 
upon  approval  by  State  and  Federal  co-operating  of- 
ficials. 

(b)  State  and  Federal  authorities  may  require  that 
any  herd  in  which  infection  has  been  found  shall  not 
become  accredited  unless  the  final  or  accrediting  test 
has  been  made  by  a combination  of  tests  listed  under 
Paragraph  (a)  of  Sec.  2. 

8-87-14.  WHEN  INDEMNITY  WILL  BE  PAID  ON 
TESTS  MADE  AT  OWNER'S  EXPENSE.  Indemnity  will 
be  paid  to  owners  of  dairy  and  breeding  cattle  which 
react  to  the  tuberculin  test  administered  at  the  expense 
of  the  owner  by  accredited,  approved  veterinarians, 
provided: 

a.  That  before  making  such  test  the  veterinarian 
must  secure  a written  authorization  from  the 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry  or  the  Animal  Dis- 
ease Eradication  Branch. 

b.  Permit  will  be  granted  only  when  the  entire  herd 
is  to  be  tuberculin  tested. 

c.  Indemnity  will  be  paid  only  when  the  appraisal 
is  made  by  a regularly  employed  state,  federal, 
or  county  veterinarian,  and  all  statutory  require- 
ments governing  the  payment  of  indemnity  are 
observed. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  secure  a permit  for  testing 
cattle  for  release  from  quarantine  or  where  incomplete 
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herd  tests  are  conducted,  since  any  reactors  found  on 
such  tests  are  not  eligible  for  indemnity. 

8-87-15.  HERDS  OF  CATTLE  WHICH  HAVE  BEEN 
QUARANTINED  BECAUSE  OF  TUBERCULOSIS  IN- 
FECTION in  the  herd  may  be  released  from  quarantine 
when  the  herd  meets  the  requirements  of  the  Uniform 
Methods  and  Rules  of  the  United  States  Animal  Disease 
Eradication  Branch  for  the  establishment  and  mainte- 
nance of  tuberculosis-free  accredited  herds  of  cattle  and 
modified  accredited  areas.  Such  requirements  may  be 
secured  from  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

8-87-16.  SALE  AND  DISTRIBUTION  OF  TUBER- 
CULIN. All  persons,  companies,  partnerships,  or  corpo- 
rations engaged  in  the  sale  or  distribution  of  biological 
products  within  the  State  of  Illinois  must  report  to  the 
Division  all  sales  of  bovine  and  avian  tuberculin.  Sales 
shall  be  made  only  to  licensed  veterinarians. 

8-87-17;  8-134-22.  SALE  OF  QUARANTINED  FEED- 
ING OR  GRAZING  CATTLE.  The  sale  or  transfer  of  feed- 
ing or  grazing  cattle  in  quarantine,  except  for  immediate 
slaughter,  is  prohibited. 

8-87-18;  8-134-23.  RELEASE  OF  FEEDING  OR  GRAZ- 
ING CATTLE  FROM  QUARANTINE.  The  quarantine 
on  feeding  or  grazing  cattle  is  released  when; 

a.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the  shipment 
of  the  quarantined  animals  to  a public  stockyard. 

b.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  the  sale  of  the  quarantined  cattle  for 
immediate  slaughter  to  a person  regularly  engaged 
in  the  slaughter  of  cattle,  or  reports  the  slaughter 
of  the  cattle  for  his  own  use. 

c.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the  death  of 
the  quarantined  animals. 

d.  The  Division  receives  a report  of  negative  tuber- 
culin and/or  brucellosis  tests  conducted  by  an 
accredited,  approved  veterinarian  for  the  release 
of  the  quarantine  on  the  animals.  The  report  of 
test  for  quarantine  should  bear  a notation  that 
the  test  is  conducted  for  quarantine  release. 

CATTLE  SCABIES 

8-168-16.  EXPOSED  CATTLE.  The  Department  may 
require  that  any  cattle  within  the  State  that  have  been 
exposed  to  scabies  mites  be  sprayed  twice  at  10-day 
intervals  with  wettable  benzene  hexachloride  (BHC) 
or  lindane  containing  gamma  isomer  concentrate  of  not 
less  than  0.075%  or  with  a lime  and  sulphur  solution  or 
nicotine  sulphate  solution  or  other  spray  specified  by  the 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry.  Failure  by  the  owner 
or  his  agent  to  comply  with  this  requirement  will  result 
in  a quarantine  of  the  animals  affected  and  will  subject 
the  owner  to  the  penalties  provided  by  law  for  failure 
to  comply  with  State  regulations. 

8-168-17.  SCABIES  INFESTED  CATTLE.  All  cattle 
within  the  State  known  to  be  infested  with  scabies  mites 
must  be  placed  under  quarantine  and  are  required  to  be 
sprayed  twice  at  10-day  intervals  with  wettable  benzene 
hexachloride  (BHC)  or  lindane  containing  gamma 
isomer  concentrate  of  not  less  than  0.075%  or  with  a 
lime  and  sulphur  solution  or  nicotine  sulphate  solution 
or  other  spray  specified  by  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry,  and  the  premises  properly  cleaned  and  disin- 
fected. The  quarantine  will  remain  in  effect  until  the 
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Division  receives  a report  from  a licensed  veterinarian 
stating  that  upon  examination  made  not  less  than  15  days 
after  date  of  last  spraying  the  cattle  were  found  free  of 
scabies  mites  and  that  the  premises  occupied  by  the 
infested  cattle  were  properly  cleaned  and  disinfected. 
Failure  by  the  owner  or  his  agent  to  comply  with  this 
regulation  will  subject  the  owner  to  the  penalties  pro- 
vided by  law  for  failure  to  comply  with  State  regulations. 

8-168-18.  SCABIES  INFESTATION  MUST  BE  RE- 
PORTED. All  cases  of  scabies  infestation  in  cattle  must 
be  immediately  reported  to  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry. 

GOATS 

8-168-19.  TEST— REPORT  AND  QUARANTINE  RE- 
QUIRED. All  diagnostic  tests  conducted  for  the  detec- 
tion of  brucellosis  in  goats  must  be  classified  according 
to  Diagnostic  Table  No.  2 and  reported  to  the  Division 
of  Livestock  Industry. 

All  goats  which  react  to  the  agglutination  test  for 
brucellosis  shall  immediately,  upon  such  reaction,  be 
tagged  in  the  left  ear  with  a reactor  tag.  The  vet- 
erinarian conducting  the  agglutination  test  for  brucel- 
losis shall  tag  such  animals  as  herein  prescribed  and 
shall  immediately  report  such  test  to  the  Division, 
using  the  same  report  form  as  is  used  for  reporting 
bovine  brucellosis  tests,  giving  the  number  of  any  tag 
placed  in  the  left  ear  and  also  the  number  of  any  tag 
which  may  be  in  the  right  ear.  No  person  shall  remove 
any  such  identification  tag. 

After  the  detection  of  brucellosis  in  goats  the  veter- 
inarian applying  the  test  for  brucellosis  must  immedi- 
ately deliver  to  the  owner  of  such  reacting  animals  a 
quarantine  notice  in  writing  prohibiting  the  movement 
of  the  animals  from  the  premises  where  found  except 
for  immediate  slaughter.  A copy  of  the  quarantine  must 
be  furnished  the  Division. 

8-168-20.  DISPOSAL  OF  REACTORS.  Brucellosis  re- 
actors may  be  disposed  of  and  quarantine  released  as 
follows : 

a.  They  may  be  shipped  direct  to  a public  stock- 
yard  by  the  owner,  accompanied  by  State  Form 
C-24,  and  shipment  reported  to  the  Division.  If 
shipped  to  a stockyard  outside  of  Illinois  they 
must  be  accompanied  by  Federal  Form  T.  E.  27. 

b.  They  may  be  sold  for  immediate  slaughter  to  a 
person  regularly  engaged  in  the  slaughter  of  ani- 
mals, and  report  made  to  the  Division  by  the 
owner  and  the  slaughterer  within  10  days  of 
purchase. 

c.  They  may  be  slaughtered  by  the  owner  and  re- 
port made  to  the  Division  within  10  days  of 
slaughter. 


SHEEP 

8-168-21.  SCABIES  INFESTED  SHEEP.  All  sheep 
within  the  State  known  to  be  infested  with  or  exposed  to 
sheep  scab  mites  shall  be  placed  under  quarantine  and  are 
required  to  be  dipped  in  wettable  benzene  hexachloride 
(BHC)  or  lindane  containing  gamma  isomer  concentrate 
of  not  less  than  0.06  per  cent,  or  twice  in  lime  and 
sulphur  with  the  dippings  10  to  14  days  apart.  All  such 
dippings  shall  be  under  state  or  federal  supervision  and 
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at  the  expense  of  the  owner.  The  quarantine  will  be 
released  when  the  veterinarian  who  supervised  the 
dippings  reports  to  the  Division  that  the  flock  and 
premises  are  free  from  scabies  infestation. 

VESICULAR  EXANTHEMA 

8-168-22.  SANITATION  OF  YARDS,  PENS,  PREM- 
ISES, RAIL  CARS,  TRUCKS,  ASD  OTHER  VEHI- 
CLES USED  IN  THE  CONVEYANCE  OF  SWINE.  In 

the  case  of  swine  moving  interstate  or  intrastate  it  is 
ordered  that  where  vesicular  exanthema  is  found  en- 
route  or  at  destination  that  all  yards,  pens,  premises, 
rail  cars,  trucks,  and  other  vehicles  used  in  the  convey- 
ance of  said  swine  shall  be  cleaned  and  disinfected  at 
the  owners’  expense  under  the  supervision  of  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  State  of  Illinois. 

GARBAGE  FEEDING 

8-192-1.  Any  person  feeding  garbage  to  swine,  other 
animals,  or  poultry  within  the  State  of  Illinois  must 
comply  with  the  following: 

1.  All  garbage  fed  to  livestock  or  swine  must  be  cooked 
before  feeding,  and  unless  the  garbage  is  of  a liquid 
nature  or  content  must  be  supplemented  with  a 
minimum  of  25%  by  volume  of  water  before  the 
cooking  process  is  started. 

2.  Garbage  must  be  heated  under  agitation  to  a tem- 
perature of  212°  F.  and  held  at  that  point  or  higher 
for  a period  of  time  of  not  less  than  thirty  (30) 
minutes.  This  may  be  accomplished  by  the  following 
methods: 

a.  Direct  fire  to  kettle 

b.  Steam  injection 

c.  Steel  jacket  kettle 

d.  Pressure  cookers 

e.  Submerged  coil 

3.  A recording  thermometer  must  be  used,  with  the 
temperature  taken  at  points  not  closer  to  the  source 
of  heat  than  the  thermometer  is  located  from  the 
farthest  area  of  the  garbage.  In  short,  the  ther- 
mometer must  not  be  closer  to  the  heat  than  it  is 
from  the  outside  at  the  farthest  point.  Such  record- 
ings shall  be  kept  by  the  operator  for  one  year  and 
made  available  to  the  representative  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  upon  request. 

4.  If  storage  space  is  required,  it  must  be  of  suf- 
ficient capacity  constructed  of  concrete  for  the 
storage  of  all  garbage  prior  to  the  cooking. 

5.  Upon  the  receipt  of  an  application  for  a permit  to 
feed  garbage,  the  Director  shall  cause  an  inspection 
to  be  made  of  the  premises  to  determine  whether  the 
location  and  construction  of  facilities  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  pertaining  to  the  cook- 
ing of  garbage  and  sanitation. 

6.  Solid  feeding  platforms,  and  troughs  of  an  imperv- 
ious material,  must  be  so  constructed  as  to  be 
convenient  and  handy  for  adequate  cleaning,  steri- 
lization, and  sanitation  purposes. 

7.  An  ample  water  supply  under  pressure  must  be  pro- 
vided to  properly  clean  the  feeding  area  and  an  ap- 
proved drainage  system  connected  to  a sewer,  septic 
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tank  or  cesspool  of  proper  capacity  must  be  pro- 
vided for  all  cleaning  operations. 

8.  The  premises  on  which  garbage  is  fed  must  be  main- 
tained in  a sanitary  condition  satisfactory  to  the 
rules  and  requirements  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture with  reference  thereto. 

ANTHRAX 

8-168-23.  PERMIT  FOR  USE  OF  ANTHRAX  VAC- 
CINE REQUIRED.  No  anthrax  vaccine  shall  be  used 
within  the  State  of  Illinois  unless  the  veterinarian  has 
secured  a permit  from  the  Division  of  Livestock  Indus- 
try for  its  use.  Permits  will  be  granted  for  the  use  of 
anthrax  vaccine  only  in  areas  where  the  disease  is  known 
to  exist  or  has  been  known  to  exist. 

8-168-24.  SALE  OF  ANTHRAX  VACCINE.  No  anthrax 
vaccine  shall  be  sold  within  the  State  of  Illinois  except  to 
licensed  veterinarians  who  have  received  a permit  from 
the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  for  the  use  of  such 
vaccine  on  designated  premises  or  within  a specified 
area. 

8-168-25.  QUARANTINE  OF  ANIMALS  AND  PREM- 
ISES REQUIRED.  When  any  animals  are  vaccinated 
against  anthrax,  the  premises  and  all  animals  thereon 
shall  be  placed  under  quarantine. 

GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

8-134-24.  COUNTY  VETERINARIANS  TO  BE  FUR- 
NISHED COPY  OF  REPORTS.  When  a tuberculin  test 
or  a brucellosis  test  and/or  vaccination  is  conducted 
on  animals  in  a county  in  which  there  is  a County 
Veterinarian,  the  veterinarian  conducting  the  test  and/or 
vaccination  must  furnish  a copy  of  such  test  and/or 
vaccination  report  to  the  County  Veterinarian. 

8-168-26.  HEALTH  CERTIFICATES  NOT  TO  BE 
ALTERED.  No  person  shall  change  the  names,  numbers, 
words,  or  phrases  upon  an  official  health  certificate  or 
permit  to  evade  the  provisions  of  the  law. 

8-87-19;  8-134-25;  8-168-27.  IDENTIFICATION  TAGS 
NOT  TO  BE  REMOVED.  No  person  shall  remove  iden- 
tification tags,  numbers,  or  brands  from  livestock  to 
evade  the  provisions  of  the  law. 

8-168-28.  TRUCK  CLEANING  AND  DISINFECTION. 
Any  truck  or  other  conveyance  in  which  diseased  live- 
stock is  transported  must  be  cleaned  and  disinfected 
immediately  after  the  diseased  livestock  is  unloaded. 

8-87-20;  8-134-26;  8-168-29.  SALE  OF  LIVESTOCK 
QUARANTINED  BECAUSE  OF  DISEASE.  Except  as 
otherwise  provided  by  statute  and/or  regulation,  the 
sale  of  livestock  quarantined  because  of  disease  or  ex- 
posure to  disease  is  prohibited  unless  permission  of  the 
Division  is  first  obtained.  The  Division  will  then  pre- 
scribe the  conditions  under  which  such  sale  may  be  made. 

8-168-30.  DISPOSAL  OF  SICK,  DISEASED,  OR  CRIP- 
PLED ANIMALS  AT  STOCKYARDS.  No  person,  firm, 
or  corporation  shall  remove  from  any  public  stockyards 
any  sick,  diseased,  or  crippled  animals  for  the  purpose 
of  producing  meat  to  be  sold  for  human  consumption, 
except  in  case  where  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry 
releases  such  animals  after  ante  mortem  inspection, 
provided  that  this  restriction  shall  not  apply  to  any 
slaughter  house  where  federal  inspection  is  maintained. 
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COMMUNITY  SALES 

I2II/2-2O8-I.  FEE  TO  ACCOMPANY  APPLICATION— 
NOT  TO  BE  REFUNDED.  The  application  for  license 
to  operate  a community  sale  shall  be  accompanied  by 
the  license  fee.  In  no  case  will  this  fee  he  refunded. 

I2IV2-2O8-2.  RELEASE  OF  LIVESTOCK  FOR  IN- 
TERSTATE SHIPMENT.  No  livestock  sold  at  commun- 
ity sales  for  interstate  shipment  shall  he  released  by 
the  sale  management  until  the  shipment  complies  with 
the  requirements  of  the  state  to  which  it  is  to  be  shipped. 

1211/2-208-3.  VETERINARY  INSPECTION.  The  offi- 
cial community  sale  veterinarian  shall  inspect  all  live- 
stock consigned  to  the  sale  before  the  sale  starts.  No 
animal  shall  be  sold  until  approved  for  sale  by  the  veter- 
inarian. Sale  of  livestock  through  a community  sale  must 
conform  to  the  provisions  of  the  Illinois  laws  and  regu- 
lations. 

The  veterinarian  shall  remain  at  the  sale  until  all 
animals  are  sold  and  all  of  the  requirements  for  their 
removal  and  disposition  have  been  fully  complied  with. 
The  veterinarian  shall  approve  or  disapprove  the  sani- 
tary condition  of  the  sales  barn  at  the  time  of  sale. 
No  sale  shall  be  permitted  until  the  sanitary  require- 
ments, as  stated  hereinafter,  are  complied  with  and 
approved  by  the  veterinarian  in  charge.  The  sanitary 
condition  of  the  sale  at  the  time  of  sale  shall  he  reported 
to  the  Department  by  the  veterinarian  indicating  the 
condition  thereof  as  “good,”  “fair,”  “poor.”  The  veter- 
inarian’s reports  shall  be  completed  and  mailed  to  the 
Department  as  required  by  the  statutes. 

Except  as  provided  by  law  and  departmental  regula- 
tions, no  livestock  showing  clinical  or  physical  evidence 
of  disease  may  be  sold  through  a community  sale  for 
any  purpose. 

I2IV2-2O8-4.  SICK,  DISEASED,  OR  CRIPPLED  ANI- 
MALS, BRUCELLOSIS  REACTORS.  No  sick,  diseased, 
or  crippled  animals  shall  be  consigned  to  a community 
sale.  No  sick,  diseased  or  crippled  animals  shall  be 
sold  through  a community  sales  barn  except  as  pro- 
vided in  Regulations  121^-208-5,  1211/4-208-6  and  121i/4- 
208-10  herein. 

1211/4-208-5.  BOVINE  BRUCELLOSIS  REACTORS 
FOUND  ON  TEST  AT  SALES  BARN.  The  results  of 
all  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  made  at  sales 
barns  shall  be  classified  according  to  the  official  Diag- 
nostic Tables  No.  1 and  No.  2.  Any  cattle  which,  upon 
being  tested  for  brucellosis  at  a community  sales  bam, 
react  to  the  agglutination  blood  test  shall  be  either  sold 
through  the  sale  for  immediate  slaughter  or  returned  to 
the  premises  of  the  consignor. 

If  they  are  sold  for  immediate  slaughter  they  must 
be  positively  identified  and  branded  as  provided  by  the 
Illinois  Bovine  Brucellosis  Control  Law,  and  the  pur- 
chaser must  sign  an  official  Quarantine  and  Certification 
of  Slaughter,  Form  C-24a.  (Federal  regulations  require 
that  brucellosis  reactors  moved  interstate  be  accom- 
panied by  Federal  Form  T.  E.  27.) 

If  they  are  returned  to  the  premises  of  the  con- 
signor they  must  be  quarantined  and  branded  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  5 of  the  Illinois  Bovine  Brucellosis 
Control  Law. 

1211/2-208-6.  SALE  OF  BOVINE  BRUCELLOSIS  SUS- 
PECTS. Any  cattle  which,  upon  being  tested  for  bru- 
cellosis at  a community  sales  barn,  are  classified  as  sus- 
pects according  to  the  Official  Diagnostic  Tables  No.  1 
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or  No.  2 shall  be  either  returned  to  the  premises  of  the 
consignor  or  sold  through  the  sale  for  immediate  slaugh- 
ter. If  they  are  sold  for  immediate  slaughter  the  pur- 
chaser must  sign  an  ofRcial  Certificate  of  Slaughter, 
Form  C-37. 

1211^-208-7.  SANITARY  STANDARDS.  1.  All  stalls, 
pens,  alleyways,  and  sales  ring  shall  be  thoroughly 
cleaned  and  disinfected  following  each  sale. 

2.  Windows  shall  be  provided  for  light  and  ventila- 
tion. Light  shall  be  sufficient  to  illuminate  all  pens  and 
stalls. 

3.  Roofs  shall  be  kept  tight  at  all  times  so  as  to 
prevent  leakage  and  keep  out  moisture. 

4.  The  floors  of  all  pens,  alleys,  and  sales  ring  shall 
be  of  concrete  or  other  material  that  is  compact,  easily 
cleaned,  and  drained  in  all  kinds  of  weather. 

5.  Dairy  and  breeding  cattle  shall  be  kept  separate 
from  all  other  cattle  and  not  allowed  to  intermingle. 

6.  All  pens  and  alleys  for  housing  hogs  shall  have 
floors  that  are  made  of  concrete  or  other  impervious 
material.  Such  floors  and  pens  shall  be  provided  with 
drainage  for  flushing. 

1211^-208-8.  Each  community  sales  barn  will  display 
in  a prominent  place  a license  as  provided  by  law  and  a 
poster,  to  be  supplied  by  the  Division,  setting  forth  the 
rules  and  regulations  in  the  sale  of  livestock. 

8-148f-l.  SWINE.  Out-of-state  swine  must  comply 
with  Illinois  entry  requirements.  All  swine  4 months  of 
age  or  over  sold  for  breeding  purposes  must  be  accom- 
panied by  a record  of  negative  test  for  brucellosis  con- 
ducted within  60  days  of  sale,  provided,  however,  that  such 
test  shall  cover  one  change  of  ownership  or  premises 
only  within  the  60-day  period.  If  more  than  one  change 
of  ownership  is  evidenced,  the  swine  must  be  tested  and 
found  negative  before  being  offered  for  sale. 

1211/^-208-9.  All  swine  sold  through  a community  sale 
for  feeding  or  breeding  purposes  must  have  been  vac- 
cinated against  hog  cholera  before  leaving  the  sale,  and 
the  purchaser  of  such  swine  must  be  furnished  a certifi- 
cate of  vaccination  at  the  time  of  purchase.  The  cer- 
tificate of  vaccination  must  identify  the  swine  by  breed, 
color  and  weight.  • 

Unvaccinated  Illinois  swine  must  be  vaccinated  by 
one  of  the  following  methods: 

a.  Serum  alone — no  quarantine  required 

b.  Serum  and  virus — under  quarantine  to  purchaser 
for  21  days 

c.  Modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine  with  anti- 
hog cholera  serum  in  the  same  amount  as  used 
in  the  simultaneous  method.  Quarantined  to  pur- 
chaser for  21  days. 

Note:  Boynton  tissue  or  crystal  violet  vaccine  shall 
not  be  used  at  any  sale  barn  at  any  time  for  the  vac- 
cination of  swine  against  hog  cholera. 

Unvaccinated  out-of-state  swine  must  be  vaccinated 
by  one  of  the  following  methods: 

a.  Serum  and  virus — under  quarantine  to  purchaser 
for  21  days 

b.  Modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine  with  anti- 
hog cholera  serum  in  the  same  amount  as  used 
in  the  simultaneous  method.  Quarantined  to  pur- 
chaser for  21  days. 

Swine  vaccinated  prior  to  consignment  to  sales  barn 
must  be  accompanied  by  a certificate  of  vaccination  at 
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the  time  of  consignment  to  sale.  Such  certificate  must 
be  issued  by  a licensed  veterinarian  or  be  a notarized 
affidavit  of  vaccination  if  by  other  than  a licensed  vet- 
erinarian. The  affidavit  of  vaccination  shall  be  made 
by  the  person  who  vaccinated  the  swine.  The  certificate 
must  give  the  date  of  injection,  amount  of  serum  and/or 
virus  used,  serial  number  and  name  of  manufacturer. 
Sale  barn  records  must  identify  such  swine  showing 
the  consignor  and  purchaser.  Certificate  shall  show 
vaccination  by  one  of  the  following  methods: 

a.  Swine  vaccinated  with  serum  alone  within  15 
days  of  sale. 

b.  Swine  vaccinated  with  serum  and  virus  more  than 
21  days  prior  to  sale. 

c.  Swine  vaccinated  with  Boynton  tissue  vaccine  or 
crystal  violet  vaccine  not  less  than  14  days  nor 
more  than  6 months  before  sale.  Swine  must  have 
been  at  least  8 weeks  of  age  at  time  of  vaccination. 

d.  Modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine  more  than 
21  days  prior  to  sale. 

Identification  of  vaccinated  swine,  together  with  name 
and  address  of  consignor  and  purchaser,  must  be  made 
a part  of  the  records  of  the  sales  barn  before  swine  so 
vaccinated  are  removed. 

The  purchaser  of  swine  for  slaughter  purposes  must 
file  with  the  sales  barn  management  an  affidavit  stat- 
ing that  the  swine  are  purchased  for  slaughter  purposes 
and  will  be  disposed  of  accordingly  within  10  days  from 
date  of  sale. 

1211^-208-10.  SWINE  WHICH  REACT  TO  TH E TEST 
FOR  BRUCELLOSIS.  Any  swine  which  upon  being  test- 
ed for  brucellosis  at  a community  sale  react  to  the  test  in 
a dilution  of  1/25  or  higher  must  be  identified  as  provided 
in  the  Illinois  Swine  Brucellosis  Law.  Such  swine  must 
either  be  returned  to  the  premises  of  the  consignor  or 
sold  for  immediate  slaughter.  No  such  swine  shall  be 
sold  for  feeding  or  breeding  purposes. 

121V2-208-11.  sale  OF  GARBAGE-FED  SWINE  PRO- 
HIBITED. No  garbage-fed  swine  shall  be  allowed  to  be 
sold  through  a community  sales  barn.  All  other  swine 
consigned  to  a community  sales  barn  must  be  rigidly 
examined  and  found  free  from  vesicular  exanthema  by 
a veterinarian  at  the  unloading  chute  or  pens  immedi- 
ately before  being  placed  in  sales  pens. 

1211/2-208-12.  SALE  RECORDS  TO  BE  MAINTAINED. 
The  sales  management  must  keep  a record  of  sales  of 
swine,  showing  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignor, 
name  and  address  of  purchaser,  date  of  sale,  breed  and 
number  of  swine  purchased. 

1211/^-208-13.  SHEEP.  All  sheep  originating  in  the 
State  of  Illinois,  or  which  enter  the  State  in  full  com- 
pliance with  State  regulations,  may  be  sold  through  sales 
barns  subject  to  the  following  regulations: 

a.  Sheep  consigned  to  a community  sale  barn  from 
out  of  State  or  from  public  stock  yards  within  the  State 
must  be  accompanied  by  an  official  health  certificate  or 
federal  inspection  certificate  showing  them  to  be  free 
from  scabies  and  all  other  infectious  and  communicable 
diseases,  and  that  such  sheep  have  been  dipped  once  in 
wettable  benzene  hexachloride  (BHC)  or  lindane  con- 
taining gamma  isomer  concentrate  of  not  less  than  0.06 
per  cent  within  10  days  prior  to  date  of  consignment  to 
the  community  sale  barn  or  to  have  been  dipped  twice 
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in  lime  and  sulphur  with  the  dippings  10  to  14  days 
apart  and  the  last  dipping  within  10  days  prior  to  date 
of  consignment  to  community  sale  barn.  All  such  dip- 
pings shall  be  under  state  or  federal  supervision.  Sheep 
must  be  transported  in  clean  cars  or  trucks. 

b.  Sheep  consigned  direct  to  a community  sale  barn 
from  Illinois  flocks  may  be  sold  provided  they  are  free 
from  all  infectious  and  communicable  diseases  and  not 
infested  with  or  have  not  been  exposed  to  scabies. 

c.  Community  sale  barn  managers  are  required  to 
keep  a record  of  each  consignment,  and  also  to  keep 
on  flle  the  accompanying  health  certiflcate  or  federal 
inspection  certificate  for  each  consignment  for  at  least 
one  year  from  date  of  sale. 

d.  Community  sale  barn  veterinarians  are  required 
to  check  each  consignment  of  sheep  at  time  of  presenta- 
tion at  the  sale  barn  to  determine  that  to  the  best  of 
their  knowledge  and  belief  the  sheep  are  free  from 
scabies  and  other  infectious  and  communicable  diseases 
and  that  out-of-state  and  stock  yard  sheep  are  accom- 
panied by  proper  health  certificates  or  certificates  of 
federal  inspection. 

e.  When  diseased  sheep  are  found  at  a community 
sale  barn  the  veterinarian  should  immediately  place  the 
diseased  sheep  under  quarantine  and  order  the  owner  to 
return  such  sheep  to  his  premises  under  quarantine. 
The  veterinarian  should  notify  the  Division  of  such 
quarantine.  The  quarantine  will  remain  in  effect  until 
the  Division  receives  notice  of  the  death  of  the  sheep 
or  receives  a report  from  a licensed  veterinarian  that 
the  animal  or  animals  have  recovered  and  are  in  a 
healthy  condition. 

f.  When  scabies-infested  sheep  are  found  at  a com- 
munity sale  barn  the  veterinarian  should  immediately 
place  all  infested  and  exposed  sheep  under  quarantine 
and  order  the  owner  to  return  the  sheep  to  his  premises 
under  quarantine.  The  veterinarian  should  immediately 
notify  the  Division  of  any  and  all  cases  of  scabies 
infestation  and  the  date  of  inspection.  The  sheep  must 
then  be  dipped  in  accordance  with  departmental  regula- 
tions at  the  owner’s  expense.  The  quarantine  will  re- 
main in  effect  until  released  by  the  Division. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  DEAD  ANIMAL  DISPOSAL 
PLANTS  AND  EQUIPMENT 

8-149-1.  FAILURE  OF  BUILDING  TO  MEET  RE- 
QUIREMENTS UPON  FIRST  INSPECTION.  If,  upon 
first  inspection,  the  building  in  which  the  applicant  for  li- 
cense intends  to  conduct  the  business  of  disposing  of  the 
bodies  of  dead  animals  fails  to  meet  with  the  statutory  re- 
quirements and  the  rules  of  the  Department,  the  applicant 
shall  be  granted  a period  of  time  not  to  exceed  sixty  days 
in  which  to  remedy  the  defects  specified;  except  that  in 
extraordinary  and  meritorious  cases,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  of  the  Department,  such  time  limit  of  sixty 
days  may  be  further  extended.  At  the  end  of  the  period, 
another  inspection  shall  be  made.  If  upon  such  final 
inspection  the  building  meets  the  requirements  of  the 
“Dead  Animal  Disposal  Act”  and  the  rules  of  the  De- 
partment issued  pursuant  thereto,  a license  shall  be 
issued. 
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8-149-2.  FEE  TO  ACCOMPANY  APPLICATION— 
NOT  TO  BE  REFUNDED.  The  original  application  for 
license  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  license  fee.  In  no 
case  will  this  fee  be  refunded. 

8-149-3.  ANNUAL  TRUCK  PERMITS  REQUIRED. 
Operators  of  all  trucks  used  in  conveying  the  bodies  of 
dead  animals  over  the  highways  of  the  State  must  secure 
an  annual  permit  from  the  Department.  The  issuance  and 
effect  of  such  permit  shall  be  dependent  upon  such 
trucks  meeting  the  standard  for  equipment  and  opera- 
tion specified  in  Sections  14,  15,  and  16  of  the  Dead 
Animal  Disposal  Act.  (Rev.  Stat.  Chap.  8,  Sec.  162- 
163-164).  Each  truck  granted  a permit  under  this  rule 
shall  have  the  inscription,  “Illinois  Dead  Animal  Dis- 
posal Permit  No.  — ,“  painted  in  a conspicuous  place  in 
contrasting  color  on  the  left  side  of  the  bed  of  the  truck 
in  letters  not  less  than  three  inches  high. 

8-149-4.  TEMPORARY  TRUCK  PERMITS  MAY  BE 
ISSUED.  When  an  application  for  license  to  operate  a 
dead  animal  disposal  plant  has  been  filed  with  the  De- 
partment and  changes  or  improvements  are  in  process 
of  being  made  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Act,  the  Department  may  issue  temporary  truck  permits 
for  the  period  allowed  to  conform  with  the  requirements 
for  a license. 

ILLINOIS  DEAD  ANIMAL  LOADING  PLATFORM 

1111^-186-1.  FEE  TO  ACCOMPANY  APPLICATION. 
The  application  for  license  to  operate  a dead  animal 
loading  platform  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  license 
fee.  In  no  case  will  this  fee  be  refunded. 

1111^-186-2.  FAILURE  OF  LOADING  PLATFORM  TO 
MEET  REQUIREMENTS  UPON  FIRST  INSPECTION. 
If,  upon  first  inspection,  the  platform  at  which  the  appli- 
cant for  license  intends  to  conduct  the  business  of  collect- 
ing animals  for  loading  into  trucks  which  will  take  them 
to  rendering  plants  fails  to  meet  the  statutory  require- 
ments and  the  requirements  of  the  Department,  the  appli- 
cant shall  be  granted  a period  of  time  not  to  exceed  60 
days  in  which  to  remedy  the  defects  specified ; except  that 
in  extraordinary  and  meritorious  cases,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry of  the  Department,  such  time  limit  of  60  days 
may  be  further  extended.  At  the  end  of  the  period, 
another  inspection  shall  be  made.  If  upon  such  final 
inspection  the  platform  meets  the  requirements  of  the 
Loading  Platform  Law  and  the  regulations  of  the  De- 
partment issued  pursuant  thereto,  a license  shall  be 
issued. 

lll%-186-3.  LOCATION  OF  DEAD  ANIMAL  LOAD- 
ING PLATFORM  MUST  BE  APPROVED.  No  dead  ani- 
mal loading  platform  shall  be  licensed  until  the  follow- 
ing requirements  have  been  complied  with: 

a.  The  location  of  a dead  animal  loading  platform 
must  be  approved  by  the  Department. 

b.  The  loading  platform  shall  not  be  closer  than  500 
feet  to  any  highway,  and  shall  not  be  closer  than  160 
rods  to  any  residence,  and  shall  not  be  closer  than  80 
rods  to  any  property  owned  by  other  than  those  leasing 
or  owning  the  platform  site. 

c.  The  loading  platform  must  be  covered  by  a build- 
ing of  sheet  metal  construction.  The  building  shall  be 
equipped  with  louver-type  ventilators  which  are  so 
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screened  as  to  prevent  the  entrance  of  rodents  and  other 
animals,  birds,  flies  and  other  insects. 

d.  The  loading  platform  must  be  provided  with  a 
satisfactory  drain  into  a septic  tank  or  cesspool  which 
must  be  tightly  covered.  If  a cesspool  is  used,  the  over- 
flow must  be  connected  to  a fleld  tile  which  must  not 
be  closer  to  the  surface  of  the  ground  than  3 feet.  The 
tile  shall  he  laid  in  a bed  of  gravel  at  least  4 feet  wide 
and  4 feet  deep.  The  overflow  tile  shall  be  not  less  than 
100  feet  in  length  and  at  least  3 feet  under  the  surface 
of  the  ground  at  the  point  of  termination. 

e.  Sufficient  water  shall  be  provided  to  thoroughly 
clean  the  platform  and  premises. 

f.  The  platform  equipment  and  premises  shall  be 
disinfected  with  a product  approved  by  the  Animal  Dis- 
ease Eradication  Branch  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture. 

1111/2-186-4.  ODORS  MUST  BE  CONTROLLED.  The 

operator  of  a dead  animal  loading  platform  shall  main- 
tain the  platform  in  such  sanitary  manner  as  to  elimi- 
nate insofar  as  possible  all  odors.  The  licensee  shall  pro- 
vide and  have  available  and  use  sufficient  chemicals  to 
control  the  odor  at  all  times. 

All  carcasses  of  animals,  or  parts  thereof,  to  be 
processed  at  a rendering  plant  must  be  picked  up  at 
the  loading  platform  and  transported  to  the  rendering 
plant  daily  except  during  extremely  cold  weather. 

RABIES 

8-23e-2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  each  county 
shall  annually  notify  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry 
of  the  appointed  Rabies  Inspector  and  deputies,  and  their 
addresses. 

8-23e-3.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Rabies  Inspector  and 
his  deputies  to  enforce  the  Rabies  Act.  The  Inspector  and 
his  deputies  have  full  police  power,  and  the  sheriff  and 
his  deputies  and  municipal  police  officers  shall  co-operate 
with  the  Inspector  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the 
Act. 

8-23e-4.  Prior  to  June  1,  1954,  and  each  year  there- 
after, every  owner  of  a dog  not  conffned  at  all  times 
shall  cause  such  dog  to  be  inoculated  against  rabies. 
Evidence  of  rabies  inoculation  shall  consist  of  an  Official 
Rabies  Vaccination  Certiflcate,  signed  by  the  veterinarian 
who  administered  the  vaccine.  A supply  of  the  Cer- 
tificates shall  be  prepared  and  furnished  free  of  charge 
by  the  Department  to  the  Rabies  Inspector  of  each  county 
for  distribution  to  the  veterinarians  practicing  in  his 
county. 

8-23e-5.  Veterinarians  who  inoculate  dogs  against 
rabies  shall  procure  serially  numbered  tags  from  the 
County  Board  of  the  county  in  which  the  dog  owner 
resides.  One  tag  is  to  be  issued  to  the  dog  owner  with 
each  Official  Vaccination  Certificate,  and  the  tag  is  to  be 
attached  at  all  times  to  a collar  or  harness  worn  by  the 
dog  for  which  the  Certificate  and  tag  were  issued. 

These  tags  are  to  be  approved  by  the  Department  and 
shall  bear  an  inscription  in  sequence  as  follows:  Rabies 

Vaccination;  Serial  No ; 111.  Dept,  of  Agri.; 

and  the  year  of  vaccination. 

The  charge  made  to  the  veterinarians  for  these  tags 
is  to  be  determined  by  the  County  Board  of  each  county 
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and  is  to  be  in  an  amount  deemed  necessary  to  support 
the  Rabies  Control  Program  of  the  county. 

^8-23e-6.  Veterinarians  shall  at  the  time  of  inocula- 
tion collect  such  fee  from  the  dog  owner  as  is  fixed  by 
the  County  Board  of  the  county  in  which  the  dog  owner 
resides.  Such  fee  shall  be  placed  in  a County  Rabies 
Fund  for  the  purpose  of  paying  all  costs  of  the  Rabies 
Control  Program. 

8-23e-7.  The  County  Rabies  Inspector  shall  notify  the 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry  of  any  animals  that  have 
been  vaccinated  against  rabies  that  later  succumb  to 
the  disease. 

8-23e-8.  Vaccines  shall  be  administered  to  the  dogs 
or  other  animals  in  the  amount  that  is  recommended  by 
the  producers  of  vaccine  according  to  weight. 

8-23e-9.  The  Department  of  Agriculture  shall  each 
year  prescribe  what  the  color  of  the  vaccination  tag  is 
to  be. 

8-23e-10.  The  Rabies  Inspector  shall  promptly  notify 
the  county  and/or  city  health  officers  as  to  confinement 
of  animals  that  have  bitten  persons,  and  names  and  ad- 
dresses of  persons  bitten  or  otherwise  exposed  to  animals 
suspected  of  having  rabies. 

8-23e-ll.  The  Rabies  Inspector  shall  promptly  and 
properly  submit  to  a recognized  laboratory  the  heads  of 
all  animals  that  are  suspected  of  having  rabies,  and  also 
the  heads  of  all  animals  that  die  during  the  period  of 
observation. 

8-23e-12.  The  veterinary  inspector  shall  promptly 
send  a copy  of  the  reports  of  observation  and  laboratory 
diagnosis  to  the  local  health  officer. 

8-23e-13.  The  Rabies  Inspector  shall  notify  the  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  Industry  of  the  number  of  stray  and 
undesirable  dogs  that  were  picked  up  and  destroyed. 

8-23e-14.  MOVEMENT  OF  DOGS.  Out-of-state  dogs 
entered  in  dog  shows,  field  trials,  water  trials,  and  bench 
shows  must  meet  Illinois  entry  requirements. 

Illinois  dogs  entered  in  dog  shows,  field  trials,  water 
restraint  except  when  dogs  are  engaged  in  competition, 
trials,  and  bench  shows  must  be  kept  under  complete 
at  which  time  they  must  be  kept  within  the  confines 
of  the  competition  area  and  shall  at  all  times  be  under 
the  control  of  their  handler.  While  being  transported, 
the  dogs  shall  be  under  restraint  or  adequately  crated 
and  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  official  health  certificate 
issued  by  a licensed,  accredited,  approved  veterinarian, 
or  a certificate  of  inoculation  against  rabies.  Additional 
requirements  may  be  instigated  in  special  cases  where 
deemed  necessary  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for 
the  protection  of  other  animals  and  the  public  against 
rabies  or  other  disease. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  THE  DIVISION 
or  LIVESTOCK  INDUSTRY 

Pursuant  to  Chapter  127,  Section  7 of  “An  Act  in  rela- 
tion to  the  civil  administration  of  State  government”, 

approved  March  7,  1917,  as  amended. 

DEFINITIONS 

The  term  “Department”,  or  “Department  of  Agricul- 
ture”, unless  otherwise  indicated,  means  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

The  term,  “Division”,  or  “Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry”, means  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  of 
the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  term,  “Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division”, 
means  the  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division  of  the 
Agricultural  Research  Service,  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  formerly  known  as  the  Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture. 

The  term,  “brucellosis”,  means  the  disease  wherein 
an  animal  is  infected  with  Brucella  micro-organisms  ir- 
respective of  the  occurrence  or  absence  of  clinical  symp- 
toms of  infectious  abortion. 

The  term,  “brucellosis  blood  test”,  or  “agglutination 
test”,  means  a test  made  by  using  a standardized  sus- 
pension^ of  antigen  of  killed  Brucella  micro-organisms 
in  dilution  of  blood  serum  from  the  animal  to  be  tested. 

The  term,  “suspicious  animal”,  or  “suspect”,  as  used 
in  the  brucellosis  regulations,  means  an  animal  which 
has  given  a suspicious  reaction  to  the  agglutination 
test. 

The  term,  “infected  animal”,  or  “reactor”,  as  used 
in  the  brucellosis  regulations,  means  an  animal  which 
has  given  a positive  reaction  to  the  agglutination  test 
or  any  other  recognized  test  for  the  detection  of  bru- 
cellosis approved  by  the  Department,  or  if  Brucella 
micro-organisms  have  been  found  in  the  body  or  the 
body  discharges. 

The  term,  “ring  test”,  or  “ABR”— abortus  brucella 
ring,  or  “BRT” — brucella  ring  test,  means  the  diagnos- 
tic test  of  milk  or  cream  to  detect  the  presence  of 
brucellosis  in  the  herd  in  which  such  milk  or  cream 
sample  was  produced. 

Infectious  disease”,  means  the  reaction  resulting 
from  the  introduction  into  the  body  of  a specific  dis- 
ease-producing orpnism  or  its  toxic  product. 

“Contagious  disease”,  means  a specific  infectious 
disease  which  is  readily  transmitted  from  host  to  host 
by  direct  contact  or  by  means  of  intermediate  hosts. 

The  term,  “infestation”,  or  “infested  with”,  means 
the  invasion  of  the  body  by  animal  parasites. 

The  term,  “quarantine”,  means  a condition  in  which 
one  or  more  animals  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart 
from  and  not  allowed  to  come  in  contact  in  any  way 
with  other  animals. 

The  term,  “restriction”,  or  “restricted”,  means  a 
condition  in  which  one  or  more  animals  shall  be  kept 
on  certain  designated  premises  and  shall  not  be  allowed 
to  come  in  contact  in  any  way  with  animals  from  other 
premises. 
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A “Certified  Brucellosis-free  herd”  is  one  in  which 
at  least  two  annual  negative  agglutination  tests  for 
brucellosis  have  been  conducted  on  all  animals  in  the 
herd  6 months  of  age  or  over  and  for  which  a cer- 
tificate has  been  issued  by  the  livestock  sanitary  offi- 
cials of  the  state  of  origin  and  the  Animal  Disease 
Eradication  Division, 

A “Tuberculosis-free  Accredited  herd”  is  one  for 
which  a certificate  of  accreditation  has  been  issued 
by  the  livestock  sanitary  officials  of  the  state  of  origin 
and  the  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division. 

The  term,  “accredited  approved  veterinarian”,  means 
a veterinarian  who  is  licensed  by  the  state  in  which 
he  practices,  is  approved  by  the  livestock  sanitary 
authority  of  that  state,  and  is  accredited  by  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

A “recognized  slaughtering  center”  is  an  establish- 
ment where  slaughtering  is  conducted  under  federal 
inspection. 

An  “approved  slaughtering  establishment”  is  one 
which  has  been  specifically  approved  by  the  State  live- 
stock sanitary  official  and  Chief  of  the  Division  to 
slaughter  cattle  not  known  to  be  infected  with  bru- 
cellosis. 

An  “unrecogized  slaughtering  center”  is  an  estab- 
lishment where  slaughtering  is  conducted,  but  where 
federal  inspection  is  not  maintained. 

The  term,  “public  stockyards”,  means  a stockyards 
where  trading  in  livestock  is  carried  on,  where  yarding, 
feeding,  and  watering  facilities  are  provided  by  the 
stockyard,  transportation,  or  similar  company,  and 
where  State  and/or  Federal  inspection  is  maintained 
for  the  inspection  of  livestock  for  communicable  disease, 
such  as  Union  Stockyards  located  at  Chicago,  National 
Stockyards  located  at  East  St.  Louis,  Union  Stockyards 
located  at  Peoria,  Springfield  Stockyards  located  at 
Springfield,  or  a stockyards  which  has  been  specifically 
approved  by  the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture  and 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

A “Marketing  Center”  is  a licensed  community  sale 
which  has  been  so  designated  by  the  Illinois  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  and  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture  as  a marketing  center  after  having 
qualified  under  regulations  of  the  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  the  United  States  Department  of  Ag- 
riculture. 

The  term,  “health  certificate”,  or  “certificate  of 
health”,  or  “interstate  health  certificate”,  means  a 
legible  record,  made  on  an  official  form  of  the  state  of 
origin,  or  the  United  States  Animal  Disease  Eradica- 
tion Division,  and  issued  by  a licensed,  graduate,  ac- 
credited and  approved  veterinarian  of  the  state  of  origin 
or  a veterinarian  in  the  employ  of  the  United  States 
Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division,  which  shows  that 
the  animals  or  birds  listed  thereon  meet  the  health  re- 
quirements of  the  state  of  destination.  The  health  cer- 
tificate shall  contain  the  name  and  address  of  the  con- 
signor, the  name  and  address  of  the  consignee,  and  an 
accurate  description  or  identification  of  the  animals  or 
birds  involved,  and  shall  also  indicate  the  health  status 
of  the  animals  or  birds,  including  the  dates  and  results 
of  required  tests  and  dates  of  vaccination,  if  any. 

An  “approved  health  certificate”  is  one  that  has  been 
so  endorsed  by  the  livestock  sanitary  official  of  the 
state  of  origin. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  THE  PREVEN- 
TION OF  CONTAGIOUS  AND  INFECTIOUS 
DISEASES  AMONG  SWINE 

Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  9a,  Section  3a  of 
“An  Act  to  prevent  the  spread  of  contagious  and 
infectious  diseases  among  swine”,  approved  June 
21,  1895,  as  amended. 

REGULATION  I 

Swine  for  Feeding  Purposes  Only — From  Public 
Stockyards  Located  in  Illinois 

Swine  for  feeding  purposes  only,  from  public  stock- 
yards  located  within  the  State  of  Illinois,  must  be 
covered  by  a permit  issued  by  the  Division  of  Live- 
stock Industry.  A permit  for  shipment  will  be  issued 
only  if  the  swine  do  not  show  any  symptoms  of  con- 
tagious, infectious  or  communicable  disease,  are  not 
infected  with  or  have  not  been  exposed  to  vesicular 
exanthema,  have  not  been  fed  raw  garbage,  and  only 
after  immunization  against  hog  cholera  by  vaccination 
with  modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine  with  anti- 
hog cholera  serum  in  the  same  amount  as  used  with 
the  virulent  virus,  administered  by  a representative  of 
the  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division,  or  an  inspec- 
tor employed  by  the  State  of  Illinois  or  by  a qualified 
veterinarian  approved  by  the  Illinois  Division  of  Live- 
stock Industry.  Temperature  readings  shall  be  made 
to  determine  that  normal  temperature  prevails  before 
vaccination.  Such  swine  shall  be  held  under  quarantine 
for  21  days  after  arrival  on  the  owner’s  premises,  and 
the  owner  shall  report  their  condition  to  the  Division 
of  Livestick  Industry  at  the  end  of  the  21-day  period. 

REGULATION  II 

Swine  for  Feeding  Purposes  Only — From  Public 
Stockyards  Located  Outside  of  Illinois 

Swine  for  feeding  purposes  only,  from  public  stock- 
yards  located  outside  of  Illinois,  may  enter  Illinois 
when  accompanied  by  an  official  certificate  issued  by  a 
veterinarian  employed  by  the  Animal  Disease  Eradi- 
cation Division  or  a veterinarian  employed  by  the 
state  of  origin,  showing  that  the  swine  are  free  from 
ail  symptoms  of  contagious,  infectious,  or  communi- 
cable diseases,  are  not  infected  with  or  have  not  been 
exposed  to  vesicular  exanthema,  have  not  been  fed 
raw  garbage,  and  that  before  leaving  the  stockyards 
were  immunized  against  hog  cholera  by  vaccination 
with  modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine  with 
anti-hog  cholera  serum  in  the  same  amount  as  used 
with  the  virulent  virus.  Temperature  readings  shall 
be  made  to  determine  that  normal  temperature  prevails 
before  vaccination.  Such  swine  shall  be  held  under 
quarantine  for  21  days  after  arrival  on  the  owner’s 
premises  and  the  owner  shall  report  their  condition 
to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  at  the  end  of  the 
21-day  period. 
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REGULATION  ill 


Swine  for  Feeding  Purposes  Only — 

Not  from  Public  Stockyards 

Swine  for  feeding  purposes  only,  not  coming  through 
public  stockyards,  v/ill  be  admitted  to  the  State  as 
follows : 

3.  a.  Unvaccinated  swine  or  swine  vaccinated  with 
anti-hog  cholera  serum  alone  must  be  accompanied 
by  a permit  from  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  and  an  official  certificate  of  health  issued 
by  an  accredited  approved  veterinarian  or  a Federal 
veterinarian  showing  that  the  swine  are  free  from 
symptoms  of  any  contagious,  infectious  or  commu- 
nicable disease,  are  from  a non-quarantined  area, 
are  not  infected  with  and  have  not  been  exposed  to 
vesicular  exanthema  and  have  not  been  fed  raw 
garbage.  The  consignee  must  be  furnished  a copy 
of  the  health  certificate.  A copy  of  the  health  cer- 
tificate bearing  the  approval  of  the  livestock  sani- 
tary official  of  the  state  of  origin  must  be  filed  with 
the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry.  The 
swine  are  to  be  vaccinated  against  hog  cholera,  on 
arrival,  by  a licensed  veterinarian  with  modified  live 
virus  hog  cholera  vaccine  with  anti-hog  cholera  ser- 
um in  the  same  amount  as  used  with  virulent  virus, 
or  by  the  tissue  or  crystal  vaccine  method,  provided 
that  pigs  vaccinated  by  either  of  the  last  two 
methods  must  be  at  least  8 weeks  of  age  at  the  time 
of  vaccination.  All  such  swine  shall  be  held  under 
quarantine  for  21  days  and  the  owner  shall  report 
their  condition  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry 
at  the  end  of  the  21-day  period. 

3.  b.  Swine  vaccinated  with  anti-hog  cholera  serum 
and  virus  or  modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine 
more  than  21  days  prior  to  entry  into  Illinois  when 
accompanied  by  an  official  health  certificate  issued 
by  an  accredited,  approved  veterinarian  or  Federal 
veterinarian  showing  that  the  swine  are  free  from 
symptoms  of  any  contagious,  infectious,  or  com- 
municable disease,  are  from  a non-quarantined  area, 
are  not  infected  with  and  have  not  been  exposed 
to  vesicular  exanthema,  have  not  been  fed  raw 
garbage,  and  that  they  have  been  vaccinated  against 
hog  cholera  by  the  simultaneous  method  or  with 
modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine  more  than 
21  days  before  shipment.  The  consignee  must  be 
furnished  a copy  of  the  health  certificate  and  a copy 
of  the  health  certificate  bearing  the  approval  of  the 
livestock  sanitary  official  of  the  state  of  origin  must 
be  filed  v/ith  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry. 

3.  c.  Swine  vaccinated  by  Boynton  tissue  vaccine 
or  crystal  violet  vaccine  must  be  accompanied  by 
an  official  health  certificate  issued  by  an  accredited, 
approved  veterinarian  or  Federal  veterinarian  show- 
ing that  the  swine  are  free  from  symptoms  of  any 
contagious,  infectious  or  communicable  disease,  are 
from  a non-quarantined  area  and  are  not  infected 
with  and  have  not  been  exposed  to  vesicular  exan- 
thema, have  not  been  fed  raw  garbage,  and  that 
they  have  been  vaccinated  not  less  than  14  days 
nor  more  than  6 months  before  shipment  and  such 
swine  were  at  least  8 weeks  of  age  at  the  time  of 
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vaccination.  The  consignee  must  be  furnished  a 
copy  of  the  health  certificate  and  a copy  of  the 
health  certificate  bearing  the  approval  of  the  live- 
stock sanitary  official  of  the  state  of  origin  must 
be  filed  with  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry, 


REGULATION  IV 

Swine  for  Breeding  Purposes — From 
Public  Stockyards  in  Illinois 

Swine  for  breeding  purposes  from  public  stockyards 
located  within  the  State  of  Illinois  must  be  accom- 
panied by  a permit  issued  by  the  Illinois  Division  of 
Livestock  Industry,  A permit  for  release  from  the 
yards  will  be  issued  only  if  the  swine  do  not  show  any 
symptoms  of  contagious,  infectious  or  communicable 
diseases,  are  not  infected  with  or  have  not  been  ex- 
posed to  vesicular  exanthem,  have  not  been  fed  raw 
garbage,  and  only  after  the  swine  have  been  immunized 
against  hog  cholera  by  vaccination  with  modified  live 
virus  hog  cholera  vaccine  with  anti-hog  cholera  serum  in 
the  same  amount  as  used  with  virulent  virus,  admin- 
istered by  a representative  of  the  Animal  Disease  Eradi- 
cation Division,  or  an  inspector  employed  by  the  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  Industry,  or  by  a qualified  veterinarian 
designated  by  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 
Temperature  readings  shall  be  made  to  determine  that 
normal  temperature  prevails  before  vaccination.  Such 
swine  shall  be  held  under  quarantine  for  21  days  after 
arrival  on  the  owner’s  premises,  and  the  owner  shall 
report  their  condition  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry at  the  end  of  the  21-day  period. 

In  addition  to  the  anti-hog  cholera  vaccination  re- 
quirements, all  breeding  swine  4 months  of  age  and 
over  must  be  negative  to  the  agglutination  test  for 
brucellosis  in  a dilution  of  1 to  50  as  evidenced  by  test 
conducted  at  an  official  laboratory  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
immediately  prior  to  release  from  stockyards. 


REGULATION  V 

Swine  for  Breeding  Purposes — 

Not  from  Public  Stockyards 

Swine  for  breeding  purposes  entering  Illinois  from 
other  than  public  stockyards  must  be  accompanied  by 
an  official  interstate  health  certificate  issued  by  an 
accredited,  approved  veterinarian  of  the  state  of  origin 
or  a veterinarian  employed  by  the  Animal  Disease 
Eradication  Division  showing  that  the  swine  are  free 
from  all  symptoms  of  contagious,  infectious  or  com- 
municable diseases,  are  from  a non-quarantined  area, 
and  are  not  infected  with  or  have  not  been  exposed 
to  vesicular  exanthema  and  have  not  been  fed  raw 
garbage,  that  any  breeing  swine  4 months  of  age  and 
over  was  negative  to  the  agglutination  blood  test  for 
brucellosis  in  a dilution  of  1 to  50,  as  evidenced  by 
test  conducted  by  an  official  state  laboratory  within  30 
days  of  entry,  or  was  from  a brucellosis-free  certified 
herd  and  included  in  the  last  herd  test. 
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REGULATION  VI 
Unvaccinated  Breeding  Swine 

Un vaccinated  breeding  swine  must  also  be  covered 
by  a permit  issued  by  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  allowing  the  entry  of  said  swine  subject  to 
immunization  against  hog  cholera  by  a licensed  veter- 
inarian with  modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine 
and  anti-hog  cholera  serum  in  the  same  amount  as 
used  with  the  virulent  virus,  or  by  the  Boynton  tissue 
or  crystal  violet  vaccine  method,  provided  that  pigs 
vaccinated  by  either  of  the  last  two  methods  must  be 
at  least  8 weeks  of  age  at  the  time  of  vaccination. 
All  such  swine  shall  be  held  under  quarantine  for  21 
days  on  the  owner’s  premises  and  the  owner  shall  re- 
port their  condition  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry 
at  the  end  of  the  21-day  period. 

REGULATION  VII 
Health  Certificate 

The  health  certificate  covering  swine  for  breeding 
purposes  vaccinated  prior  to  entry  into  Illinois  must 
also  show  that  they  have  been  vaccinated  against  hog 
cholera  by  a licensed,  graduate  veterinarian  by  one  of 
the  following  methods; 

7.  a.  Vaccinated  with  anti-hog  cholera  serum  and 
virus  or  modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine 
more  than  21  days  prior  to  entry  into  Illinois,  or 
7.  b.  Vaccinated  with  Boynton  tissue  vaccine  or 
crystal  violet  vaccine  not  less  than  14  days  nor  more 
than  6 months  prior  to  entry  into  Illinois,  and  such 
swine  were  at  least  8 weeks  of  age  at  the  time  of 
vaccination. 

The  consignee  shall  be  furnished  a copy  of  the  health 
certificate  and  a copy  of  the  health  certificate  bearing 
the  approval  of  the  livestock  sanitary  official  of  the 
state  of  origin  shall  be  filed  with  the  Illinois  Division 
of  Livestock  Industry. 

Any  swine  showing  a positive  reaction  to  the  ag- 
glutination test  for  brucellosis  in  a dilution  of  1 to  50 
or  higher  shall  be  tagged  in  the  left  ear  with  a reactor 
identification  tag.  Such  reactors  shall  not  be  offered 
for  breeding  purposes  and  may  be  sold  for  slaughter 
only. 

All  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  of  animals 
intended  for  interstate  movement  shall  be  made  at  a 
state  or  federal  laboratory,  or  a laboratory  approved 
by  the  proper  livestock  sanitary  officials  of  state  of 
origin. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO 
RABIES  CONTROL 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  23u,  Section  17  of 
“The  Rabies  Control  Act”,  approved  July  6,  1953, 
as  amended. 


REGULATION  I 
Dogs  Brought  into  Illinois 

Dogs  brought  into  Illinois  must  be  accompanied  by 
an  official  health  certificate  issued  by  a licensed,  ac- 
credited, approved  veterinarian  within  30  days  of  entry, 
showing  that  the  animals  are  free  from  communicable 
diseases,  that  they  originated  in  an  area  not  under 
quarantine  because  of  rabies,  and  that  all  animals  over 
8 weeks  of  age  have  been  vaccinated  against  rabies 
within  a period  of  6 m.onths  with  a vaccine  recognized 
by  the  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division.  A copy  of 
the  health  certificate  bearing  the  approval  of  the  live- 
stock sanitary  official  of  the  state  of  origin  must  be 
filed  with  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

This  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  performing  dogs 
or  dogs  brought  in  for  a limited  period  of  time  for 
exhibition  or  breeding  purposes  and  kept  under  direct 
control  during  their  stay  in  the  State. 


REGULATION  II 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  each  county  shall  an- 
nually notify  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  of  the 
appointed  Rabies  Inspector  and  deputies,  and  their 
addresses. 


REGULATION  III 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Rabies  Inspector  and  his  deputies 
to  enforce  the  Rabies  Act.  The  Inspector  and  his  depu- 
ties have  full  police  power,  and  the  sheriff  and  his 
deputies  and  municipal  police  officers  shall  cooperate 
with  the  Inspector  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of 
this  Act. 


REGULATION  IV 

Every  owner  of  a dog  not  confined  at  all  times  shall 
cause  such  dog  to  be  inoculated  against  rabies  each 
calendar  year  or  at  such  other  intervals  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  Evi- 
dence of  rabies  inoculation  shall  consist  of  an  Official 
Rabies  Vaccination  Certificate,  signed  by  the  veterin- 
arian who  administered  the  vaccine.  A supply  of  the 
Certificates  shall  be  prepared  and  furnished  free  of 
charge  by  the  Department  to  the  Rabies  Inspector  of 
each  county  for  distribution  to  the  veterinarians  prac- 
ticing in  his  county. 
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REGULATION  V 


Veterinarians  who  inoculate  dogs  against  rabies  shall 
procure  serially  numbered  tags  from  the  County  Board 
of  the  county  in  which  the  dog  owner  resides.  One 
tag  is  to  be  issued  to  the  dog  owner  with  each  OfBcial 
Vaccination  Certificate,  and  the  tag  is  to  be  attached 
at  all  times  to  a collar  or  harness  worn  by  the  dog 
for  which  the  Certificate  and  tag  were  issued. 

These  tags  are  to  be  approved  by  the  Department 
and  shall  bear  an  inscription  in  sequence  as  follows; 
Rabies  Vaccination;  Serial  No ; Illinois  De- 

partment of  Agriculture;  and  the  year  of  vaccination. 

The  charge  made  to  the  veterinarians  for  these  tags 
is  to  be  determined  by  the  County  Board  of  each  county 
and  is  to  be  in  an  amount  deemed  necessary  to  support 
the  Rabies  Control  Program  of  the  county. 


REGULATION  VI 

Veterinarians  shall  at  the  time  of  inoculation  collect 
such  fee  from  the  dog  owner  as  is  fixed  by  the  County 
Board  of  the  county  in  which  the  dog  owner  resides. 
Such  fee  shall  be  placed  in  a county  Rabies  Fund  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  all  costs  of  the  Rabies  Control 
Program. 


REGULATION  VII 

The  County  Rabies  Inspector  shall  notify  the  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  Industry  of  any  animals  that  have 
been  vaccinated  against  rabies  that  later  succumb  to 
the  disease. 


REGULATION  VIII 

Vaccines  shall  be  administered  to  the  dogs  or  other 
animals  in  the  amount  that  is  recommended  by  the 
producers  of  vaccine  according  to  weight. 


REGULATION  IX 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  shall  each  year  pre- 
scribe what  the  color  of  the  vaccination  tag  is  to  be. 


REGULATION  X 

The  Rabies  Inspector  shall  promptly  notify  the  coun- 
ty and  /or  city  health  officers  as  to  confinement  of 
animals  that  have  bitten  persons,  and  names  and  ad- 
dresses of  persons  bitten  or  otherwise  exposed  to  ani- 
mals suspected  of  having  rabies. 


REGULATION  XI 

The  Rabies  Inspector  shall  promptly  and  properly 
submit  to  a recognized  laboratory  the  heads  of  all 
animals  that  are  suspected  of  having  rabies,  and  also 
the  heads  of  all  animals  that  die  during  the  period  of 
observation. 
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REGULATION  XII 


The  veterinary  inspector  shall  promptly  send  a copy 
of  the  reports  of  observation  and  laboratory  diagnosis 
to  the  local  health  officer. 

REGULATION  XIII 

The  Rabies  Inspector  shall  notify  the  Division  of 
Livestock  Industry  of  the  number  of  stray  and  unde- 
sirable dogs  that  were  picked  up  and  destroyed. 

REGULATION  XIV 

Movement  of  Dogs 

Out-of-state  dogs  entered  in  dog  shows,  field  trials, 
water  trials,  and  bench  shows  must  meet  Illinois  entry 
requirements. 

Illinois  dogs  entered  in  dog  shows,  field  trials,  water 
trials,  and  bench  shows  must  be  kept  under  complete 
restraint  except  when  dogs  are  engaged  in  competition, 
at  which  time  they  must  be  kept  within  the  confines 
of  the  competition  area  and  shall  at  all  times  be  under 
the  control  of  their  handler.  While  being  transported, 
the  dogs  shall  be  under  restraint  or  adequately  crated 
and  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  official  health  certificate 
issued  by  a licensed,  accredited,  approved  veterinarian, 
or  a certificate  of  inoculation  against  rabies.  Additional 
requirements  may  be  instigated  in  special  cases  where 
deemed  necessary  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
for  the  protection  of  other  animals  and  the  public 
against  rabies  or  other  disease. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  BOVINE 
TUBERCULOSIS 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  104,  Section  18  of 

“An  Act  in  relation  to  the  eradication  of  Bovine 

Tuberculosis”  approved  June  25,  1929,  as  amended. 

REGULATION  I 

No  animal  that  is  affected  with  or  has  recently  been 
exposed  to  any  infectious,  contagious,  or  communicable 
disease  shall  be  shipped  or  transported  in  any  manner, 
or  moved  into  the  State  of  Illinois  except  as  permitted 
by  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
except  those  animals  affected  with  such  diseases  which 
are  approved  for  interstate  shipment  by  the  United 
States  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division  for  imme- 
diate slaughter  and  are  consigned  direct  to  a recognized 
slaughtering  center. 

REGULATION  II 

Obligation  of  Transportation  Company 
and  Truck  Operators 

Before  accepting  any  livestock  or  dogs  for  shipment 
into  the  State  of  Illinois  or  consigned  to  points  within 
the  State  of  Illinois,  except  to  public  stockyards,  every 
person,  transportation  company,  or  truck  operator  shall 
require  that  a certificate  of  health,  or  permit,  or  federal 
inspection  certificate  as  required  in  the  regulations  of 
the  Department,  be  furnished  them  to  be  attached  to 
the  waybill  and  accompany  the  livestock  or  dog  to  its 
destination.  Such  person,  transportation  companj'^  or 
truck  operator  shall  have  the  certificate  of  health,  or 
permit,  or  federal  inspection  certificate,  in  his  or  its 
possession  at  all  times  from  the  loading  of  such  live- 
stock to  the  delivery  of  the  livestock  at  its  destination, 
and  available  for  inspection  upon  demand. 

-REGULATION  III 

Report  of  Transportation  Companies  and 
Truck  Operators  Required 

Every  person,  transportation  company,  or  truck  op- 
erator transporting  cattle,  swine,  or  sheep  into  Illinois 
from  points  without  the  State  consigned  or  delivered 
to  other  than  a public  stockyards  or  specifiically  ap- 
proved marketing  centers  shall,  within  24  hours  after 
such  livestock  is  unloaded  in  the  State,  report  to  the 
Division  giving  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignor, 
the  location  of  the  loading  point,  the  name  and  address 
of  the  consignee,  the  location  of  the  unloading  point, 
and  the  number,  sex,  and  breed  of  the  livestock. 

REGULATION  IV 

Copy  of  Health  Certificate  Must  Be  Furnished 

A copy  of  the  certificate  of  health  under  which  live- 
stock is  brought  into  the  State  of  Illinois,  bearing  the 
approval  or,  if  not  approved,  the  disapproval  of  the 
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Livestock  Sanitary  Official  of  the  state  of  origin,  must 
be  furnished  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

All  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  of  animals 
which  are  intended  for  interstate  movement  shall  be 
made  at  a state  or  federal  laboratory,  or  a laboratory 
approved  by  the  proper  livestock  sanitary  officials  of 
state  of  origin. 


REGULATION  V 
Requests  for  Permits 

Requests  for  entry  permits  shall  be  direct  to  the 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  Springfield,  Illinois,  and 
shall  set  forth  the  following  information:  Name  and 
address  of  Illinois  consignee,  number  and  kind  of  ani- 
mals, origin  of  shipment,  and  if  for  cattle,  the  age,  sex, 
and  breed  of  the  cattle. 

REGULATION  VI 
Cattle  for  Immediate  Slaughter 

6.  a.  Cattle  for  immedate  slaughter,  consigned  to  a 
recognized  slaughtering  center,  or  specifically  approved 
slaughtering  establishments,  may  be  shipped  into  Illi- 
nois without  tuberculin  or  brucellosis  tests,  health  cer- 
tificates, or  other  entry  certificate.  Such  cattle  shall  be 
held  in  quarantine  until  slaughtered. 

6.  b.  Cattle  for  immediate  slaughter  not  consigned 
to  a recognized  slaughtering  center  may  be  shipped  into 
Illinois  without  tuberculin  or  brucellosis  tests  if  they 
are  accompanied  by  an  official  certificate  of  veterinary 
inspection  or  a special  entry  permit  issued  by  the  Illi- 
nois Division  of  Livestock  Industry.  Such  cattle  shall 
be  held  in  quarantine  until  slaughtered. 

REGULATION  VII 
Feeding  or  Grazing  Cattle 

Female  cattle  of  the  beef  breeds  under  18  months 
of  age  for  feeding  or  grazing  purposes  only  may  enter 
Illinois  from  a modified  tuberculosis-free  area,  or  may 
be  shipped  from  public  stockyards  within  the  State, 
without  tuberculin  or  brucellosis  tests  when  accom- 
panied by  one  of  the  following: 

a.  Certificate  of  health  showing  freedom  from  dis- 
ease as  evidenced  by  a physical  examination,  or 

b.  Federal  inspection  certificate,  or 

c.  Special  entry  permit  issued  by  Illinois  Division 
of  Livestock  Industry. 

Such  cattle  may  enter  Illinois  under  quarantine  and 
be  held  in  quarantine  not  longer  than  12  months  from 
date  of  entry,  after  which  time  they  must  be  tested  for 
tuberculosis  and  brucellosis  at  owner’s  expense  or 
shipped  direct  for  slaughter  unless  an  extension  of 
feeding  or  grazing  period  not  to  exceed  90  days  is 
granted  by  the  Division.  All  tests  for  quarantine  re- 
lease must  be  reported  to  the  Illinois  Division  of  Live- 
stock Industry.  Report  of  disposal  for  slaughter,  or 
death  of  quarantined  cattle,  must  be  made  to  the  Divi- 
sion for  quarantine  clearance. 
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REGULATION  VIII 
Feeding  or  Grazing  Cattle 

Female  cattle  of  the  beef  breeds  18  months  of  age 
and  over  for  feeding  or  grazing  purposes  only,  may 
enter  Illinois  from  a modified  tuberculosis-free  area,  or 
may  be  shipped  from  public  stockyards  within  the  State, 
under  the  following  conditions: 

a.  If  they  are  accompanied  by  official  certificate  of 
health  showing  negative  tuberculin  and  brucello- 
sis tests  conducted  within  30  days  prior  to  entry, 
or  that  they  are  under  30  months  of  age  and 
were  officially  calfhood  vaccinated  against  bru- 
cellosis, or 

b.  If  they  are  accompanied  by  a special  entry  per- 
mit issued  by  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  permitting  entry  under  quarantine  sub- 
ject to  tuberculin  and  brucellosis  tests  to  be 
conducted  at  owner’s  expense  within  10  days  of 
arrival.  Reports  of  such  tests  must  be  forwarded 
the  Division  within  24  hours  after  completion 
of  the  tests. 

REGULATION  IX 

Steers  for  Feeding  or  Grazing  Purposes 

Steers  for  feeding  or  grazing  purposes,  from  modi- 
fied, accredited  tuberculosis-free  areas,  or  from  public 
stockyards  where  known  tuberculous  reactors  are  seg- 
regated, may  enter  Illinois  without  tuberculin  or  bru- 
cellosis tests  when  accompanied  by  one  of  the  following : 

a.  Certificate  of  health  showing  freedom  from  dis- 
ease as  evidenced  by  physical  examination,  or 

b.  Federal  inspection  certificate,  or 

c.  Special  entry  permit  issued  by  the  Illinois  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  Industry. 

Steers  are  not  subject  to  quarantine. 

REGULATION  X 
Dairy  or  Breeding  Cattle 

All  dairy  or  breeding  cattle  transported  or  moved 
into  the  State  of  Illinois  or  from  public  stockyards 
within  the  State,  unless  said  cattle  are  consigned  direct 
to  and  delivered  by  the  transportation  company  within 
the  confines  of  the  Union  Stockyards,  Chicago;  the  Na- 
tional Stockyards,  East  St.  Louis;  the  Union  Stock- 
yards,  Peoria;  or  any  other  like  public  stockyards  or 
specifically  approved  marketing  center,  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  an  official  certificate  of  health  showing 
tuberculosis  and  brucellosis  status  of  the  cattle  as 
follows:  (for  Brucellosis  requirements,  see  Regulation 
12,  page  28  of  Brucellosis  Regulation). 

REGULATION  XI 
T uberculosis 

Except  as  otherwise  provided,  such  cattle  must  be 
negative  to  the  tuberculin  test  within  30  days  previous 
to  shipment,  or 
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Originate  in  a modified,  tuberculosis-free  accredited 
area  from  a herd  which  on  last  complete  tuberculin 
test  of  the  entire  herd  had  no  reactors  and  the  cattle 
destined  for  Illinois  were  tuberculin  tested  and  found 
negative  within  one  year  of  date  of  shipment. 

REaULATION  XII 

The  veterinarian  is  required  by  law  to  report  all 
tests  of  cattle  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

REGULATION  XIII 

Requirements  for  Illinois  Tuberculosis-Free 
Accredited  Herd 

13. 1.  a.  A tuberculosis-free  accredited  herd  is  one 
in  which  no  reactors  have  been  found  on  at  least  two 
annual  tuberculin  tests  and  physical  examinations. 
Herds  in  which  infection  occurs  shall  be  quarantined 
and  must  successfully  pass  at  least  two  tuberculin  tests 
and  physical  examinations,  with  the  first  to  be  given 
in  not  less  than  60  days,  (unless  the  cervical  test  is 
applied),  and  the  last  test  between  five  and  six  months 
following  the  date  infection  was  disclosed,  in  order  to  be 
released  from  quarantine.  To  qualify  for  accreditation 
or  reaccreditation  the  herd  must  pass  another,  or  third 
test  in  not  less  than  six  months  following  release  from 
quarantine.  Such  physical  examinations  and  tuberculin 
tests  shall  be  applied  by  a veterinarian  regularly 
employed  by  the  State  or  Federal  Animal  Disease  Erad- 
ication Division,  or  by  an  accredited  veterinarian  under 
the  supervision  of  a veterinarian  regularly  employed 
by  the  State  or  Federal  Animal  Disease  Eradication 
Division. 

13. 1.  b.  A herd  with  no  evidence  of  recent  infection 
in  which  reactors  are  disclosed  as  a result  of  the  tu- 
berculin test  may  be  reaccredited  following  a 60-day 
negative  retest  if  no  visible  lesions  or  skin  lesions  only 
are  disclosed  on  post-mortem  examination  of  the  re- 
actors found. 

13. 1.  c.  When  an  accredited  herd  or  a herd  in  the 
process  of  accreditation  is  to  be  tested  by  an  accredited 
veterinarian  the  following  regulations  are  to  be  ob- 
served: 

(1)  The  accredited  veterinarian  shall  not  con- 
duct such  tests  until  he  has  received  written  author- 
ization from  the  proper  cooperating  State  or  Federal 
officials.  No  indemnity  shall  be  paid,  should  any 
reactors  be  revealed,  unless  permit  is  first  obtained. 

(2)  The  accredited  veterinarian  shall  submit  a 
report  of  such  tests  in  accordance  with  the  regula- 
tions of  the  cooperating  State  and  Federal  authori- 
ties. These  officials  reserve  the  right  to  supervise 
any  tests  conducted  by  an  accredited  veterinarian. 

13.  2.  a.  The  official  tuberculin  test  shall  be  the  in- 
tradermic  or  the  subcutaneous  test.  The  intradermic 
injection  shall  be  a measured  amount  of  tuberculin,  not 
less  than  0.1  cc.  for  routine  testing — nor  less  than  0.2  cc. 
for  testing  known  infected  herds,  when  intradermic 
Injections  are  made  in  the  caudal  or  cervical  areas. 
The  intradermic  injection  of  tuberculin  in  the  cervical 
area  shall  be  made  only  in  infected  herds,  and  then 
only  upon  approval  by  State  and  Federal  cooperating 
officials. 
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13. 2. b.  State  and  Federal  authorities  may  require 
that  a herd  in  which  infection  has  been  found  shall  not 
become  accredited  unless  the  final  or  accrediting  test 
has  been  made  by  a combination  of  tests  listed  under 
13.  2.  a.  above. 


REGULATION  XIV 

When  Indemnity  Will  Be  Paid  on  Tests  Made 
at  Owner’s  Expense 

Indemnity  will  be  paid  to  owners  of  dairy  and  breed- 
ing cattle  which  react  to  the  tuberculin  test  adminis- 
tered at  the  expense  of  the  owner  by  accredited,  ap- 
proved veterinarians  provided: 

(a)  That  before  making  such  test  the  veterin- 
arian must  secure  a written  authorization  from  the 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry  or  the  Animal  Dis- 
ease Eradication  Division. 

(b)  Permit  will  be  granted  only  when  the  entire 
herd  is  to  be  tuberculin  tested. 

(c)  Indemnity  will  be  paid  only  when  the  ap- 
praisal is  made  by  a regularly  employed  State,  Fed- 
eral, or  County  Veterinarian,  and  all  statutory  re- 
quirements governing  the  payment  of  indemnity  are 
observed. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  secure  a permit  for  testing 
cattle  for  release  from  feeder  quarantine  or  Avhere  in- 
complete herd  tests  are  conducted,  since  any  reactors 
found  on  such  tests  are  not  eligible  for  indemnity. 

REGULATION  XV 

Herds  Quarantined  Because  of  Tuberculin  Infection 

Herds  of  cattle  which  have  been  quarantined  be- 
cause of  tuberculosis  infection  in  the  herd  may  be 
released  from  quarantine  when  the  herd  meets  the 
requirements  of  the  Uniform  Methods  and  Rules  of  the 
United  States  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division  for 
the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  tuberculosis-free 
accredited  herds  of  cattle  and  modified  accredited  areas, 
biich  requirements  may  be  secured  from  the  Division  of 
Livestock  Industry. 

REGULATION  XVI 

Sale  and  Distribution  of  Tuberculin 

All  persons,  companies,  partnerships,  or  corporations 
engaged  in  the  sale  or  distribution  of  biological  products 
within  the  State  of  llinois  must  report  to  the  Division 
all  sales  of  bovine  and  avian  tuberculin.  Sales  shall 
be  made  only  to  licensed  veterinarians. 


REGULATION  XVII 

Sale  of  Quarantined  Feeding  or  Grazing  Cattle 

The  sale  or  transfer  of  feeding  or  grazing  cattle  in 
quarantine,  except  for  immediate  slaughter,  is  pro- 
hibited. 
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REGULATION  XVIII 

Release  of  Feeding  or  Grazing  Cattle  from  Quarantine 

The  quarantine  on  feeding  or  grazing  cattle  is  re- 
leased when: 

a.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the  ship- 
ment of  the  quarantined  animals  to  a public  stock- 
yard  or  a specifically  approved  Marketing  Center. 

b.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  of  Live- 
stock Industry  the  sale  of  the  quarantined  cattle  for 
immediate  slaughter  to  a person  regularly  engaged 
in  the  slaughter  of  cattle,  or  reports  the  slaughter 
of  the  cattle  for  his  own  use. 

c.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the  death 
of  the  quarantined  animals. 

d.  The  Division  receives  a report  of  negative 
tuberculin  and/or  brucellosis  tests  conducted  by  an 
accredited,  approved  veterinarian  for  the  release  of 
the  quarantine  on  the  animals.  The  report  of  test 
for  release  from  quarantine  should  bear  a notation 
that  the  test  is  conducted  for  quarantine  release. 

REGULATION  XIX 

Identification  Tags  Not  To  Be  Removed 

No  person  shall  remove  identification  tags,  numbers, 
or  brands  from  livestock  to  evade  the  provisions  of 
the  law. 


REGULATION  XX 

Sale  of  Livestock  Quarantined  Because  of  Disease 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  statute  and  /or 
regulation,  the  sale  of  livestock  quarantined  because 
of  disease  or  exposure  to  disease  is  prohibited  unless 
permission  of  the  Division  is  first  obtained.  The  Divi- 
sion will  then  prescribe  the  conditions  under  which  such 
sale  may  be  made. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  BOVINE 
BRUCELLOSIS 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  143,  Section  10  of 
“An  Act  in  relation  to  the  suppression,  eradication 
and  control  of  Bovine  Brucellosis  among  domestic 
cattle”,  approved  June  12,  1939,  as  amended. 

REGULATION  I 

No  animal  that  is  affected  with  or  has  recently  been 
exposed  to  any  infectious,  contagious,  or  communicable 
disease  shall  be  shipped  or  transported  in  any  manner, 
or  moved  into  the  State  of  Illinois  except  as  permitted 
by  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
except  those  animals  affected  with  such  diseases  which 
are  approved  for  interstate  shipment  by  the  United 
State  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division  for  imme- 
diate slaughter  and  are  consigned  direct  to  a recog- 
nized slaughtering  center. 

REGULATION  II 

Obligation  of  Transportation  Company  and 

Truck  Operators 

Before  accepting  any  livestock  or  dogs  for  shipment 
into  the  State  of  Illinois  or  consigned  to  points  within 
the  State  of  Illinois,  except  to  public  stockyards,  every 
person,  transportation  company,  or  truck  operator  shall 
require  that  a certificate  of  health,  or  permit,  or  fed- 
eral inspection  certificate  as  required  in  the  regulations 
of  the  Department,  be  furnished  them  to  be  attached 
to  the  waybill  and  accompany  the  livestock  or  dog  to 
its  destination.  Such  person,  transportation  company 
or  truck  operator  shall  have  the  certificate  of  health, 
or  permit,  or  federal  inspection  certificate,  in  his  or 
its  possession  at  all  times  from  the  loading  of  such 
livestock  to  the  delivery  of  the  livestock  at  its  destina- 
tion, and  available  for  inspection  upon  demand. 

REGULATION  III 

Report  of  Transportation  Companies  and 
Truck  Operators  Required 

Every  person,  transportation  company,  or  truck  op- 
erator transporting  cattle,  swine,  or  sheep  into  Illinois 
from  points  without  the  State  consigned  or  delivered 
to  other  than  public  stockyards  or  specifically  approved 
marketing  centers  shall,  within  24  hours  after  such 
livestock  is  unloaded  in  the  State,  report  to  the  Division 
giving  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignee,  the 
location  of  the  unloading  point,  and  the  number,  sex, 
and  breed  of  the  livestock. 

REGULATION  IV 

Copy  of  Health  Certificate  Must  Be  Furnished 

A copy  of  the  certificate  of  health  under  which  live- 
stock is  brought  into  the  State  of  Illinois,  bearing  the 
approval  or,  if  not  approved,  the  disapproval  of  the 
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Livestock  Sanitary  Official  of  the  state  of  origin,  must 
be  furnished  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

All  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  of  animals 
which  are  intended  for  interstate  movement  shall  be 
made  at  a state  or  federal  laboratory,  or  a laboratory 
approved  by  the  proper  livestock  sanitary  officials  of 
state  of  origin. 


REGULATION  V 
Requests  for  Permits 

Requests  for  entry  permits  shall  be  direct  to  the 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  Springfield,  Illinois,  and 
shall  set  forth  the  following  information:  Name  and 
address  of  Illinois  consignee,  number  and  kind  of  ani- 
mals, origin  of  shipment,  and  if  for  cattle  the  age,  sex, 
and  breed  of  the  cattle. 

Requirements  for  the  exhibition  of  livestock  may 
be  secured  from  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry, 
State  Fairgrounds,  Springfield,  Illinois. 

REGULATION  VI 
Cattle  for  Immediate  Slaughter 

6.  A.  Cattle  for  immediate  slaughter,  consigned  to 
a recognized  slaughtering  center,  or  specifically  ap- 
proved slaughtering  establishments,  may  be  shipped 
into  Illinois  without  tuberculin  or  brucellosis  tests, 
health  certificate,  or  other  entry  certificate.  Such  cattle 
shall  be  held  in  quarantine  until  slaughtered. 

6.  B.  Cattle  for  immediate  slaughter  not  consigned 
to  a recognized  slaughtering  center  may  be  shipped 
into  Illinois  without  tuberculin  or  brucellosis  tests  if 
they  are  accompanied  by  an  official  certificate  of  vet- 
erinary inspection  or  a special  entry  permit  issued  by 
the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry.  Such  cattle 
shall  be  held  in  quarantine  until  slaughtered. 

REGULATION  VII 
General  Information 

Springer  heifers  and  cows,  or  heifers  and  cows  with 
calves,  are  classed  as  breeding  cattle  and  as  such  must 
comply  with  the  requirements  governing  the  entry  of 
breeding  cattle. 

Bulls  of  any  age,  unless  consigned  direct  for  imme- 
diate slaughter,  must  be  accompanied  by  an  official 
interstate  health  certificate  showing  compliance  with 
tuberculosis  entry  requirements.  Bulls  6 months  of  age 
and  over  must  also  meet  the  brucellosis  entry  re- 
quirements. 

Requests  for  entry  permits  must  give  the  number 
of  cattle  in  the  shipment,  age  and  sex  of  cattle,  and 
name  and  address  of  Illinois  consignee. 

REGULATION  VIII 
Feeding  or  Grazing  Cattle 

Female  cattle  of  the  beef  breeds  under  18  months 
of  age  for  feeding  or  grazing  purposes  only  may  enter 
Illinois  from  a modified  tuberculosis-free  area,  or  may 
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be  shipped  from  public  stockyards  within  the  State,  with- 
out tuberculin  or  brucellosis  tests  when  accompanied 
by  one  of  the  following: 

a.  Certificate  of  health  showing  freedom  from  dis- 
ease as  evidenced  by  a physical  examination,  or 

b.  Federal  inspection  certificate,  or 

c.  Special  entry  permit  issued  by  Illinois  Division  of 
Livestock  Industry. 

Such  cattle  may  enter  Illinois  under  quarantine 
and  be  held  in  quarantine  not  longer  than  12  months 
from  date  of  entry,  after  which  time  they  must  be 
tested  for  tuberculosis  and  brucellosis  at  owner’s  ex- 
pense or  shipped  direct  for  slaughter  unless  an  exten- 
sion of  feeding  or  grazing  period  not  to  exceed  90  days 
is  granted  by  the  Division.  All  tests  for  quarantine  re- 
lease must  be  reported  to  the  Illinois  Division  of  Live- 
stock Industry.  Report  of  disposal  for  slaughter,  or 
death  of  quarantined  cattle,  must  be  made  to  the  Divi- 
sion for  quarantine  clearance. 


REGULATION  IX 

Female  Cattle — Beef  Breeds — 18  Months  and  Over 

Female  cattle  of  the  beef  breeds  18  months  of  age 
and  over  for  feeding  or  grazing  purposes  only,  may 
enter  Illinois  from  a modified  tuberculosis-free  area, 
or  may  be  shipped  from  public  stockyards  within  the 
State,  under  the  following  conditions: 

a.  If  they  are  accompanied  by  official  certificate  of 
health  showing  negative  tuberculin  and  brucel- 
losis tests  conducted  within  30  days  prior  to 
entry,  or  that  Uiey  are  under  30  months  of  age 
and  were  officially  calfhood  vaccinated  against 
brucellosis,  or 

b.  If  they  are  accompanied  by  a special  entry  per- 
mit issued  by  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  permitting  entry  under  quarantine  sub- 
ject to  tuberculin  and  brucellosis  tests  to  be 
conducted  at  owner’s  expense  within  10  days  of 
arrival.  Reports  of  such  tests  must  be  forwarded 
the  Division  within  24  hours  after  completion 
of  the  tests. 


REGULATION  X 

Steers  for  Feeding  or  Grazing  Purposes 

Steers  for  feeding  or  grazing  purposes,  from  modi- 
fied accredited  tuberculosis-free  areas,  or  from  public 
stockyards  where  known  tuberculous  reactors  are  seg- 
regated, may  enter  Illinois  without  tuberculin  or  bru- 
cellosis tests  when  accompanied  by  one  of  the  fol- 
lowing: 

a.  Certificate  of  health  showing  freedom  from  dis- 
ease as  evidenced  by  physical  examination,  or 

b.  Federal  inspection  certificate,  or 

c.  Special  entry  permit  issued  by  the  Illinois  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  Industry. 

Steers  are  not  subject  to  quarantine. 
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REGULATION  XI 
Dairy  or  Breeding  Cattle 

All  dairy  or  breeding  cattle  transported  or  moved 
into  the  State  of  Illinois  or  from  public  stockyards 
within  the  State,  unless  said  cattle  are  consigned  direct 
to  and  delivered  by  the  transportation  company  within 
the  confines  of  the  Union  Stockyards,  Chicago;  the  Na- 
tional Stockyards,  East  St.  Louis;  the  Union  Stockyards, 
Peoria;  or  any  other  like  public  stockyards  or  spe- 
cifically approved  marketing  center,  shall  be  accompa- 
nied by  an  official  certificate  of  health  showing  tuber- 
culosis and  brucellosis  status  of  the  cattle  as  follows: 
(for  tuberculosis  requirements,  see  Regulation  11,  page 
19  of  Tuberculosis  regulations). 

REGULATION  XII 
Brucellosis 

All  dairy  or  breeding  cattle  over  6 months  of  age 
must  be  negative  to  the  brucellosis  test  within  30  days 
of  shipment.  Cattle  which  enter  Illinois  modified  certi- 
fied brucellosis-free  counties  or  counties  in  the  process 
of  brucellosis  certification  shall  be  placed  under  quar- 
antine and  retested  not  less  than  30  nor  more  than  60 
days  following  their  entry,  and  found  negative.  All 
brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  of  animals  which 
are  intended  for  interstate  movement  shall  be  made 
at  a State  or  Federal  laboratory,  or  a laboratory  ap- 
proved by  the  proper  livestock  sanitary  officials  of  state 
of  origin ; or 

Originate  in  a certified  brucellosis-free  herd.  Cer- 
tified herd  number  must  be  given  and  the  cattle  must 
be  identified  by  either  ear  tag  number  or  registration 
name  and  number,  or 

Cattle  must  be  under  30  months  of  age  and  accom- 
panied by  a certificate  of  official  calfhood  vaccination 
approved  by  the  livestock  sanitary  authority  of  the 
state  of  origin,  positively  identifying  the  cattle  and 
showing  that  they  were  officially  vaccinated  against 
brucellosis  when  between  4 and  8 months  of  age  with 
an  approved  vaccine.  The  serial  number  and  name  of 
manufacturer  of  vaccine,  dosage  used,  and  date  of  vac- 
cination must  be  included  in  the  certificate.

All  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  of  animals 
which  are  intended  for  interstate  movement  shall  be 
made  at  a State  or  Federal  laboratory  or  a laboratory 
approved  by  the  proper  livestock  sanitary  officials  of 
state  of  origin. 

REGULATION  XIII 
Reports  Required 

The  veterinarian  is  required  to  report  in  writing  to 
the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  all  brucellosis-  tests 
and  all  brucellosis  vaccinations  of  cattle. 

REGULATION  XIV 

Tests  Conducted  at  State  Expense  or  for  Interstate 
or  Export  Shipment 

The  agglutination  test  for  the  detection  of  bovine 
brucellosis,  if  tests  are  made  at  State  expense,  or  for 
interstate  or  export  shipment,  must  be  at  one  of  the 
State  laboratories  or  the  Diagnostic  Laboratory,  College 
of  Veterinary  Medicine,  Urbana.  The  test  shall  be  re- 
ported immediately  in  writing  to  the  Division  on  forms 
to  be  furnished  by  the  Division.  This  report  shall  con- 
tain the  date  of  test,  a statement  of  results  obtained 
in  at  least  three  dilutions,  the  name  and  address  of  the 
owner,  together  with  proper  identification  of  each  ani- 
mal so  tested.  The  identification  of  a grade  animal 
must  include  the  predominating  breed,  sex,  approxi- 
mate age,  and  ear  tag  number.  A purebred  registered 
animal  may  be  identified  by  its  breed,  sex,  age,  and 
registration  number  or  record  association  approved  in- 
dividual tattoo. 


REGULATION  XV 

Tests  Conducted  at  Owner’s  Expense  for 
Intrastate  Movement 

The  agglutination  test  for  the  detection  of  bovine 
brucellosis  conducted  at  owner’s  expense  for  intrastate 
movement  of  cattle,  may  be  made  by  a veterinarian  who 
has  received  a permit  from  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  to  conduct  a laboratory  for  the  purpose  of 
making  agglutination  tests  for  bovine  brucellosis,  or  at 
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one  of  the  State  laboratories,  or  the  Diagnostic  Lab- 
oratory of  the  College  of  Veterinary  Medicine,  Urbana. 
Tests  must  be  reported  and  reactors  identified  as  out- 
lined in  the  preceding  regulation. 

REGULATION  XVI 
Identification  of  Vaccinated  Cattle 

All  purebred  cattle  vaccinated  with  Brucella  abortus 
vaccine  shall  be  identified  on  the  report  of  vaccination 
by  their  registration  number,  or  dam’s  registration 
number,  or  record  association  approved  individual  tat- 
too. All  grade  or  not  permanently  identified  cattle  so 
vaccinated  shall  be  ear-tagged  in  the  right  ear  with  an 
identification  tag.  In  addition  to  the  above  identifica- 
tion, all  animals  shall  be  identified  at  the  time  of  vac- 
cination by  a tattoo  in  the  right  ear.  The  tattoo  shall 
show  the  quarter  and  year  of  vaccination  and  the  letter 
“V”  in  the  Federal  shield.  The  number  of  the  quarter 
shall  precede  the  letter  “V”  in  the  shield  and  the  last 
figure  of  the  year  shall  follow  the  letter  “V”  in  the 
shield,  as  for  example,  4V7 — “4”  means  the  last  quarter 
(Oct.  Nov.  Dec.)  of  the  year,  “V”  means  vaccinated, 
and  “7”  means  the  year  1957. 

REGULATION  XVII 
Identification  of  Infected  Animals 

All  purebred  registered  cattle,  all  grade  cattle,  all 
officially  vaccinated  calves  over  36  months  of  age,  and 
unregistered  purebred  cattle  over  36  months  of  age  for 
which  an  application  for  registration  has  not  been  filed 
with  registry  association,  which  are  reactors  to  the 
brucellosis  test  shall  be  tagged  in  the  left  ear  with  a 
reactor  tag,  to  which  a yellow  bangle  is  attached,  placed 
under  quarantine,  and  branded  with  the  letter  “B”  on 
the  left  jaw  with  a hot  iron. 


REGULATION  XVIII 

Disposal  of  Brucellosis  Reactors,  Suspects,  and  Release 
of  Herds  or  Cattle  Under  Quarantine  or  Restriction 

Herds  Revealing  Reactors:  Entire  herd  to  be  quar- 
antined. Reactors  must  be  shipped  direct  for  slaughter 
to  stockyards  under  Federal  inspection;  reactors  to  be 
accompanied  by  State  Form  C-24,  and  shipment  reported 
to  Division.  If  stockyard  is  located  outside  of  Illinois, 
use  Form  ADE  1-27.  Reactors  that  are  eligible  for  in- 
demnity must  be  shipped  within  15  days.  Quarantine 
will  be  released  after  two  successive  negative  retests  of 
entire  herd,  conducted  at  not  less  than  30-day  intervals. 
Tests  for  release  of  quarantine  are  to  be  read  at  one 
of  the  State  diagnostic  laboratories  or  the  Diagnostic 
Laboratory  of  the  College  of  Veterinary  Medicine,  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois,  Urbana. 

Animals  from  herds  under  quarantine  may  be  shipped 
by  the  owner  direct  to  public  stockyards  or  through 
specifically  approved  Marketing  Center,  accompanied 
by  State  Form  C-24  to  be  sold  for  slaughter  only  and 
shipment  reported  to  the  Division. 
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Herds  Revealing  Suspects  Only:  Only  the  suspects 
are  restricted,  using  State  Form  C-41,  and  only  the 
suspects  are  to  be  retested  at  State-Federal  expense 
at  30-day  intervals  until  one  negative  test  is  obtained. 
Tests  are  to  be  read  at  one  of  the  State  diagnostic 
laboratories  or  the  Diagnostic  Laboratory  of  the  Col- 
lege of  Veterinary  Medicine,  University  of  Illinois,  Ur- 
bana. 

Suspects  may  be  shipped  by  the  owner  direct  to 
stockyards  or  through  approved  Marketing  Centers, 
accompanied  by  State  Form  C-24  to  be  sold  for  slaugh- 
ter only  and  shipment  reported  to  the  Division. 

REGULATION  XIX 

Requirements  for  Establishing  and  Maintaining 
Certified  Brucellosis-Free  Herds  of  Cattle 

SECTION  I 
General  Requirements 

19.  1.  A.  Issuance  of  Certified  Brucellosis-Free  Herd 
Certificates 

1.  Certified  brucellosis  - free  herd  certificates, 
which  shall  be  valid  for  1 year,  unless  revoked,  are 
issued  cooperatively  by  the  Illinois  Division  of  Live- 
stock Industry  and  the  United  States  Animal  Disease 
Eradication  Division. 

2.  Certification  may  be  extended  for  a period  of 
one  year  upon  evidence  of  a negative  herd  retest 
and  compliance  with  Illinois  requirements  for  main- 
tenance of  a certified  brucellosis-free  herd. 

3.  All  blood  samples  for  certification  or  recer- 
tification of  herds  must  be  submitted  for  diagnosis 
to  one  of  the  State  Diagnostic  Laboratories  located 
at  Peoria,  Centralia,  Aurora,  or  the  State-Federal 
Laboratory  at  Springfield,  or  the  Diagnostic  Labora- 
tory, College  of  Veterinary  Medicine,  Urbana. 

4.  A “herd”  shall  be  considered  as  including  all 
animals  6 months  of  age  or  over,  except  steers  and 
spayed  heifers. 

5.  A “certified  herd”  must  consist  of  at  least  10 
animals  and  shall  include  all  animals  in  the  herd  6 
months  of  age  or  over,  except  steers,  spayed  heifers, 
and  officially  vaccinated  animals  under  36  months 
of  age  which  have  not  passed  a negative  test  sub- 
sequent to  vaccination.  (Testing  of  official  vaccin- 
ates under  36  months  of  age  is  optional;  however, 
any  official  vaccinate  under  36  months  of  age  that 
passes  a negative  test  may  become  a part  of  the 
certified  herd.) 

6.  All  purebred  animals  should  be  identified  by 
registration  number,  dam’s  registration  number,  or 
record  association  approved  individual  tattoo,  and 
grade  animals  should  be  identified  by  ear  tag  num- 
bers. If  any  animal  is  retagged  between  annual 
tests,  the  identification  of  the  previous  year  must 
be  shown  on  the  test  chart  opposite  new  retag 
number.  Any  change  in  members  of  the  herd  must 
also  be  accounted  for. 
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SECTION  II 


19.  2.  A.  To  Qualify  for  Certification: 

1.  Herds  which  showed  no  previous  infection 
may  be  certified  upon  completion  of  two  consecutive 
negative  complete  herd  tests  12  months  apart. 
(Testing  of  official  vaccinates  under  36  months  of 
age  is  optional.) 

2.  When  suspects  only  are  disclosed  in  a herd 
in  the  process  of  becoming  certified,  the  suspicious 
animals  only  must  be  retested  not  less  than  30  nor 
more  than  40  days  from  previous  test.  If  the  sus- 
pects become  negative  on  the  retest,  the  entire  herd 
must  then  be  subjected  to  a retest.  If  this  herd  test 
is  negative  it  will  serve  as  the  first  clean  test  to- 
ward certification,  and  if  the  herd  passes  another 
negative  test  not  less  than  12  months  from  the  date 
of  the  first  negative  test  it  will  then  qualify  for 
certification.  (Retest  of  suspects  may  be  made  at 
State-Federal  expense  provided  funds  are  available.) 

3.  If  the  suspects  fail  to  clear  on  the  first  30-day 
retest,  they  must  be  subjected  to  another  30-day 
retest.  If  the  suspects  fail  to  clear  on  the  second 
retest  (this  would  make  the  third  consecutive  test 
on  which  the  suspects  showed  a suspicious  reaction), 
they  must  be  removed  from  the  premises  within  15 
days,  a report  of  their  disposal  made  to  the  Division 
of  Livestock  Industry,  the  premises  cleaned  and  dis- 
infected following  removal,  and  the  entire  herd  sub- 
jected to  a retest  within  30  days.  If  this  herd  retest 
is  negative  it  will  serve  as  the  first  clean  test  toward 
certification  and  if  the  herd  passes  another  negative 
test  not  less  than  12  months  from  the  date  of  the 
first  negative  test,  it  will  then  qualify  for  certifica- 
tion. (Retest  of  suspects  may  be  made  at  State- 
Federal  expense  provided  funds  are  available.) 

4.  When  reactors  are  disclosed  in  a herd  in  the 
process  of  becoming  certified,  the  entire  herd  is 
placed  under  quarantine,  the  reactors  must  be  im- 
mediately isolated  and  removed  from  the  premises 
within  15  days,  a report  of  disposal  made  to  the 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  the  premises  cleaned 
and  disinfected  following  removal  of  reacting  ani- 
mals, and  the  entire  herd  subjected  to  retest  at 
intervals  of  not  less  than  30  nor  more  than  60  days 
until  two  consecutive  negative  tests  are  obtained. 
Such  herds  may  be  certified  as  brucellosis-free  when 
they  have  passed  at  least  three  consecutive  tests, 
with  the  first  clean  test  and  the  certifying  test  12 
months  apart. 


SECTION  III 

19.  3.  A.  Maintenance  Requirements 

1.  If  upon  annual  retest  all  animals  over  6 
months  of  age  are  negative,  except  officially  vac- 
cinated calves  under  36  months  of  age  which  have 
not  passed  a negative  test  subsequent  to  vaccination, 
certification  will  be  extended  for  another  year,  pro- 
vided all  other  requirements  are  complied  with. 
(Testing  of  official  vaccinates  under  36  months  of 
age  is  optional.)  When  the  period  between  tests

exceeds  14  months,  certification  is  forfeited  and  the 
test  will  be  considered  as  an  initial  test,  if  negative. 

2.  SUSPECTS.  If  the  retest  of  a certified  herd 
discloses  suspects,  but  no  reactors,  herd  status  will 
be  suspended  pending  the  results  of  the  retest  of  the 
suspect  animals.  (Retest  of  suspects  may  be  made 
at  State-Federal  expense  provided  funds  are  avail- 
able.) 

a.  If  suspects  become  negative  on  a retest  con- 
ducted not  less  than  30  days  nor  more  than  40 
days  from  previous  test,  the  herd  may  be  re- 
certified. 

b.  If  suspects  fail  to  clear  on  the  first  retest 
but  clear  on  the  second  retest,  made  not  less 
than  30  nor  more  than  40  days  from  the  first  re- 
test, herd  certification  will  be  restored. 

c.  If  suspects  from  the  first  retest  fail  to  clear 
on  the  second  retest  (this  would  make  the  third 
consecutive  test  on  which  the  suspects  showed  a 
suspicious  reaction),  they  must  be  removed  from 
the  premises  within  15  days,  a report  of  disposal 
made  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  the 
premises  cleaned  and  disinfected  following  re- 
moval, and  the  entire  herd  subjected  to  a retest 
within  30  days.  If  the  herd  retest  is  negative, 
certified  herd  status  will  be  restored  for  a period 
of  12  months  from  date  of  last  negative  complete 
herd  test. 

d.  If  any  of  the  suspects  are  not  available  for 
retest,  the  entire  herd  shall  be  subject  ,to  a retest 
not  less  than  30  nor  more  than  40  days  following 
the  last  test  on  which  infection  was  revealed. 
A negative  herd  test  will  restore  certified  herd 
status  for  a period  of  12  months  from  date  of 
last  negative  herd  test. 

3.  REACTORS.  If  as  a result  of  any  retest  of  a 
certified  herd  or  animals  from  a certified  herd: 

a.  One  reactor  is  disclosed,  the  entire  herd  is 
placed  under  quarantine,  the  reactor  must  be  dis- 
posed of  within  15  days,  a report  of  disposal  made 
to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  the  premises 
cleaned  and  disinfected  following  removal  of  re- 
actor and  the  entire  herd  subject  to  retests  at 
not  less  than  30-day  intervals  until  it  has  passed 
two  successive  negative  tests.  The  entire  herd 
then  can  be  restored  to  a certified  herd  status. 
(Herd  retest  may  be  conducted  at  State-Federal 
expense  provided  funds  are  available.) 

b.  More  than  one  reactor  is  disclosed,  the  herd 
will  be  considered  again  in  the  process  of  certi- 
fication as  under  2.  A.  4 under  Section  II. 

4.  VACCINATES: 

a.  The  Illinois  statutes  provide  that  calves  may 
be  vaccinated  between  the  ages  of  4 and  8 
months.  However,  many  states  have  amended 
their  entry  laws  and  regulations  and  recognize 
as  official  vaccinates  only  those  animals  which 
were  vaccinated  not  earlier  than  6 months  of  age 
nor  later  than  8 months  of  age.  It  is,  therefore, 
recommended  that  calves  in  certified  herds  be 
pre-bled  and  vaccinated  between  6 and  8 months 
of  age,  rather  than  4 and  8 months  of  age,  in 
order  to  qualify  them  for  entry  as  official  vac- 
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cinates  into  all  states.  All  calves  must  show  a 
negative  blood  test  at  time  of  vaccination.  After 
vaccination,  they  are  not  considered  a part  of 
the  certified  herd  until  they  show  a negative  test 
before  36  months  of  age. 

b.  If,  in  order  to  facilitate  interstate  shipments, 
it  is  the  desire  of  an  owner  that  an  official  vac- 
cinate which  reaches  36  months  of  age  between 
recertification  tests  be  made  a member  of  the 
certified  herd,  the  owner  may  have  the  animal 
tested  at  his  expense.  A report  of  the  negative 
brucellosis  test  should  be  forwarded  the  Division 
of  Livestock  Industry  together  with  written  re- 
quest of  the  owner  that  the  animal  be  made  a 
part  of  the  certified  herd. 

c.  If,  upon  reaching  36  months  of  age,  an  offi- 
cially vaccinated  animal  shows  a suspicious  re- 
action, the  herd  owner  must  comply  with  require- 
ments of  3.  A.  2 of  Section  III. 

d.  If,  upon  reaching  36  months  of  age,  an  offi- 
cially calfhood  vaccinated  animal  shows  a posi- 
tive reaction,  the  herd  owner  must  comply  with 
3.  A.  3 of  Section  III. 

5.  ADDITIONS  TO  CERTIFIED  BRUCELLOSIS- 
FREE  HERDS: 

a.  Native  Animals. 

1.  All  animals  that  are  members  of  a certified 
herd  in  good  standing  are  eligible,  or 

2.  Animals  from  herds  entirely  negative  to 
test  within  90  days,  but  not  certified  may  be 
added  as  follows: 

a.  Non-pregnant  female  cattle,  or  bulls,  must 
have  been  tested  within  30  days  and  proven 
negative  and  must  show  another  negative  ag- 
glutination retest  at  owner’s  expense  in  not 
less  than  30  days  before  entering  the  certified 
herd. 

b.  Pregnant  animals  must  have  been  tested 
within  30  days  and  proven  negative  and  must 
be  retested  at  owner’s  expense  not  less  than 
30  days  after  calving  and  proven  negative 
before  being  placed  in  herd. 

3.  Animals  from  herds  not  certified  and  with- 
out a complete  negative  herd  test  within  90  days 
may  be  added  as  follows: 

a.  Non-pregnant  female  cattle,  or  bulls,  tested 
within  30  days  and  proven  negative,  must  be 
placed  in  isolation  and  retested  at  owner’s 
expense  in  not  less  than  30  days  before  being 
placed  in  the  herd. 

b.  Pregnant  animals  tested  within  30  days 
' and  proven  negative  must  be  placed  in  isola- 
tion and  retested  at  owner’s  expense  not  less 
than  30  days  after  calving,  before  being  placed 
in  the  herd. 

b.  Animals  from  Out-of-State:  All  animals  from 
out-of-state  accompanied  by  an  approved  inter- 
state health  certificate  showing  compliance  with 
Illinois  entry  requirements  may  be  added  to  a 
certified  herd  if  they  qualify  as  follows: 

1.  Originate  in  a certified  herd  in  good  stand- 
ing, providing  the  animals  imported  have  qualified 
as  members  of  the  certified  herd  on  the  last  cer- 
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tification  test  and  were  tested  within  12  months 
of  date  of  entry,  or 

2.  Animals  from  herds  not  certified  if  the 
following  requirements  are  complied  with: 

a.  Non-pregnant  female  cattle,  or  bulls,  tested 
within  30  days  of  entry  and  proven  negative 
must  be  placed  in  isolation  and  retested  at 
owner’s  expense  in  not  less  than  30  days  be- 
fore being  placed  in  the  herd. 

b.  Pregnant  animals  must  be  tested  within 
30  days  of  entry  and  proven  negative  and  must 
be  placed  in  isolation  and  retested  at  owner’s 
expense  in  not  less  than  30  days  after  calving 
before  being  placed  in  the  herd. 

Additions  are  not  recognized  as  a part  of  the  certi- 
fied herd  until  the  required  negative  retests  have  been 
reported  to  the  Ilinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 


REGULATION  XX 

Cooperative  Control  Plan  for  Bovine  Brucellosis 

PLAN  A is  available  for  negative  herds  and  herds 
with  moderate  infection.  All  animals  over  6 months 
of  age  are  to  be  tested,  except  that  the  testing  of 
official  calfhood  vaccinates  under  36  months  of  age  is 
optional.  Only  initial  tests  may  be  made  at  State-Fed- 
eral expense. 

Retests  of  suspect  animals  may  be  made  at  State- 
Federal  expense  provided  funds  are  available. 

Vaccination  of  calves  between  4 and  8 months  of  age 
is  optional.  Initial  tests  and  vaccinations  at  time  of 
herd  tests  may  be  made  at  State-Federal  expense  when 
funds  and  veterinarians  are  available.  All  calves  should 
be  vaccinated,  in  herds  choosing  vaccination  procedure, 
when  they  are  between  4 and  8 months  of  age. 

Calves  officially  vaccinated  when  they  are  between 
4 and  8 months  of  age  showing  a reaction  of  1/200  or 
more  at  36  months  of  age  are  classed  as  reactors. 

WHEN  REACTORS  ARE  DISCLOSED,  the  entire 
herd  is  placed  under  quarantine.  The  reactors  must  be 
immediately  isolated  from  the  remainder  of  the  herd 
and  removed  from  the  premises  within  15  days  from 
the  date  they  were  designated  as  reactors.  A report 
of  their  disposal  must  be  made  to  the  Division  of  Live- 
stock Industry.  Premises  must  be  cleaned  and  disin- 
fected. After  reactors  are  removed  and  reported  to  the 
Division  and  the  premises  cleaned  and  disinfected,  re- 
tests of  the  herd  may  be  made  at  State-Federal  expense 
at  30-60  day  intervals  until  two  successive  negative 
tests  are  obtained,  when  quarantine  of  herd  can  be 
released. 

WHEN  BOTH  REACTORS  AND  SUSPECTS  ARE 
DISCLOSED,  the  entire  herd  is  placed  under  quarantine, 
the  reactors  must  be  isolated  and  disposed  of  within  15 
days  from  the  date  they  were  designated  as  reactors 
and  a report  of  their  disposal  made  to  the  Division  of 
Livestock  Industry.  The  premises  must  be  cleaned  and 
disinfected.  The  herd  may  be  retested  at  State-Federal 
expense  at  30-60  day  intervals  until  two  successive  neg- 
ative tests  are  obtained,  provided  that  any  suspicious 
animals  disclosed  be  allowed  only  two  retests.  If  the 
suspects  fail  to  clear  on  the  first  30-day  retest,  they 
must  be  subjected  to  another  30-day  retest.  If  the  sus- 
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pects  fail  to  clear  on  the  second  retest  (which  would 
make  three  suspicious  reactions),  the  suspects  must  be 
removed  from  the  herd  within  15  days,  a report  of  their 
disposal  made  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry, 
and  the  entire  herd  subjected  to  a retest  in  30  days. 
When  two  successive  negative  retests  of  the  herd  are 
obtained,  the  quarantine  may  be  released. 

WHEN  THE  HERD  DISCLOSES  SUSPECTS,  BUT 
NO  REACTORS,  the  suspicious  animals  only  are  to  be 
retested  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  30  days. 

If  the  suspects  fail  to  clear  on  the  first  30-day  retest, 
they  must  be  subjected  to  another  30-day  retest.  If  the 
suspects  fail  to  clear  on  the  second  retest  (which  would 
make  three  suspicious  reactions),  the  suspects  must  be 
removed  from  the  herd  within  15  days,  a report  of  their 
disposal  made  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 
Retest  of  suspects  may  be  made  at  State  expense. 

QUALIFICATIONS  FOR  ADDITIONS  TO  HERDS 
UNDER  PLAN  A are  as  follows: 

A.  FROM  CERTIFIED  HERDS:  All  animals  that 
are  members  of  a certified  herd  in  good  standing 
are  eligible. 

B.  FROM  HERDS  ENTIRELY  NEGATIVE  TO 
TEST  WITHIN  90  DAYS,  BUT  NOT  CERTI- 
FIED: 

1.  Non-pregnant  female  cattle,  or  bulls,  tested 
within  30  days  and  negative,  may  be  added  but 
are  to  be  retested  at  owner’s  expense  and  proven 
negative  30  days  after  entering  herd. 

2.  Pregnant  animals,  tested  within  30  days  and 
proven  negative,  may  be  added,  but  are  to  be 
retested  at  owner’s  expen-se  60  days  after  calving 
and  proven  negative. 

C.  FROM  HERDS  NOT  CERTIFIED  AND  WITH- 
OUT A COMPLETE  NEGATIVE  HERD  TEST 
WITHIN  90  DAYS: 

1.  Non-pregnant  female  cattle,  or  bulls,  tested 
within  30  days  and  proven  negative,  must  be 
placed  in  isolation  and  retested  at  owner’s  ex- 
pense after  30  days,  before  being  placed  in  the 
herd. 

2.  Pregnant  animals,  tested  within  30  days  and 
proven  negative,  must  be  placed  in  isolation  and 
retested  at  owner’s  expense  and  proven  negative 
not  less  than  60  days  after  calving,  before  being 
placed  in  herd. 

D.  VACCINATED  ANIMALS  SHOWING  AN  AG- 
GLUTINATION REACTION: 

1.  Animals  officially  vaccinated  as  calves  (4  to 
8 months  of  age),  and  not  over  36  months  of 
age,  may  be  added. 

Brucella  abortus  vaccine  (Strain  19)  will  be  fur- 
nished to  qualified  veterinarians  for  calfhood  vaccina- 
tion so  long  as  funds  are  available. 

DISPOSAL  OP  BRUCELLOSIS  REACTORS.  Bfu- 
cellosis  reactors  may  be  disposed  of  by  the  owner,  and 
quarantine  or  restriction  released,  as  provided  in  Regu- 
lation 18. 
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REGULATION  XXI 


When  Indemnity  Will  Be  Paid  on  Tests  Made  at 
Owner’s  Expense 

21.1.  Indemnity  will  be  paid  to  owners  of  dairy  and 
breeding  cattle  which  react  to  the  blood  agglu- 
tination test  for  the  detection  of  bovine  brucellosis 
administered  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  by  ac- 
credited approved  veterinarians,  provided: 

A.  That  before  making  such  test  the  veterinarian 
must  secure  a written  authorization  from  the 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry  or  the  Animal 
Disease  Eradication  Division. 

B.  Permit  will  be  granted  only  when  the  entire 
herd  is  to  be  blood  tested,  except  calves  under  6 
months  of  age  and  official  vaccinates  under  36 
months  of  age. 

C.  Indemnity  will  be  paid  only  when  the  ap- 
praisal is  made  by  a regularly  employed  State, 
Federal  or  County  Veterinarian  and  all  statutory 
requirements  governing  the  payment  of  indem- 
nity are  observed. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  secure  a permit  for  testing 
cattle  for  release  from  feeder  quarantine  or  where  in- 
complete herd  tests  are  conducted,  since  any  reactors 
found  on  such  tests  are  not  eligible  for  indemnity. 

21.2.  TO  QUALIFY  FOR  GRADE  A MILK  PRODUC- 
TION WITH  REGARD  TO  BRUCELLOSIS  RE- 
QUIREMENTS 

A.  Herds  may  qualify  for  Grade  A milk  produc- 
tion by  the  following  procedures: 

1.  A complete  herd  blood  test  conducted 
within  the  last  12  months  in  which  no  reac- 
tors are  retained,  or 

2.  A negative  ring  test  conducted  within  6 
months,  when  the  herd  has  no  history  of 
infection  within  the  past  12  months. 

B.  WHEN  THE  RING  TEST  IS  REGULARLY 

EMPLOYED.  When  the  ring  test  is  employed  as 
a routine  test,  it  shall  be  conducted  at  intervals 
of  not  less  than  once  every  6 months  and  a 

negative  ring  test  shall  continue  to  qualify  the 
herd  for  the  Grade  A market. 

When  a herd  is  found  to  be  positive  to  the 

ring  test,  it  shall  be  blood  tested  within  15  days 

after  the  owner  receives  notice  of  the  results 
of  the  test. 

If  the  blood  test  discloses  no  reactors,  the 
herd  will  continue  to  qualify  for  the  market. 

If  the  blood  test  discloses  reactors,  they  must 
be  eliminated  within  15  days  of  the  blood  test. 

C.  WHEN  THE  RING  TEST  IS  NOT  EM- 

PLOYED. When  the  ring  test  is  not  employed 
as  a routine  test,  the  herd  shall  be  blood  tested 
at  intervals  of  not  less  than  once  every  18  months. 

If  the  blood  test  discloses  reactors,  the  re- 
acting animals  must  be  eliminated  within  15  days 
of  the  blood  test. 

The  handling  of  “suspect  animals”  would  be 
administered  by  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary 
Authority  in  accordance  with  recommendations 
of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  Animal 
Disease  Eradication  Division. 


Failure  to  comply  with  the  above  procedures 
will  be  cause  for  the  rejection  of  milk  for  Grade 
A purposes  and/or  the  revocation  of  the  Grade 
A permit. 

The  State  Livestock  SanitaiT  Authority  in 
the  state  of  origin  will  furnish  the  results  of  the 
blood  agglutination  test  or  the  results  of  the 
ring  tests  conducted  on  each  animal  or  herd  as 
the  case  may  be  when  requested  by  the  official 
agency  supervising  the  milk  shed. 

REGULATION  XXII 

Sale  of  Quarantined  Feeding  or  Grazing  Cattle 

The  sale  or  transfer  of  feeding  or  grazing  cattle  in 
quarantine,  except  for  immediate  slaughter,  is  pro- 
hibited. 


REGULATION  XXIII 

Release  of  Feeding  or  Grazing  Cattle  from  Quarantine 

The  quarantine  on  feeding  or  grazing  cattle  is  re- 
leased when; 

a.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the  ship- 
ment of  the  quarantined  animals  to  a public  stock- 
yard  or  a specifically  approved  Marketing  Center. 

b.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  of  Live- 
stock Industry  the  sale  of  the  quarantined  cattle  for 
immediate  slaughter  to  a person  regularly  engaged 
in  the  slaughter  of  cattle,  or  reports  the  slaughter 
of  the  cattle  for  his  own  use. 

c.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the  death 
of  the  quarantined  animals. 

* d.  The  Division  receives  a report  of  negative 
tuberculin  and/or  brucellosis  tests  conducted  by  an 
accredited,  approved  veterinarian  for  the  release  of 
the  quarantine  on  the  animals.  The  report  of  test 
for  release  from  quarantine  should  bear  a notation 
that  the  test  is  conducted  for  quarantine  release. 

REGULATION  XXIV 

County  Veterinarians  To  Be  Furnished  Copy  of  Reports 

When  a tuberculin  test  or  a brucellosis  test  and/or 
vaccination  is  conducted  on  animals  in  a county  in 
which  there  is  a County  Veterinarian,  the  veterinarian 
conducting  the  test  and/or  vaccination  must  furnish  a 
copy  of  such  test  and  /or  vaccination  report  to  the 
County  Veterinarian. 

REGULATION  XXV 
Identification  Tags  Not  To  Be  Removed 

No  person  shall  remove  identification  tags,  num- 
bers, or  brands  from  livestock  to  evade  the  provisions 
of  the  law. 


REGULATION  XXVI 

Sale  of  Livestock  Quarantined  Because  of  Disease 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  statute  and  /or 
regulation,  the  sale  of  livestock  quarantined  because 
of  disease  or  exposure  to  disease  is  prohibited  unless 
permission  of  the  Division  is  first  obtained.  The  Divi- 
sion will  then  prescribe  the  conditions  under  which 
such  sale  may  be  made. 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ESTABLISHING  AND 
MAINTAINING  CERTIFIED  BRUCELLOSIS- 
FREE  HERDS  OF  SWINE 

Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  1481,  Section  7,  of 
“An  Act  in  relation  to  the  suppression,  eradication, 
and  control  of  brucellosis  among  swine”,  approved 
July  10,  1953,  as  amended. 

REGULATION  I 
General  Requirements 

1.1.  Certified  brucellosis-free  swine  herd  certificates, 
which  shall  be  valid  for  one  year  unless  revoked, 
are  issued  by  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry 
of  the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture. 

1.2.  Certification  may  be  extended  for  a period  of  one 
year  upon  evidence  of  a negative  herd  retest  and 
compliance  with  Illinois  requirements  for  main- 
tenance of  a certified  brucellosis-free  swine  herd. 

1.3.  All  blood  samples  for  certification  or  recertification 
of  herds  and  tests  of  animals  for  addition  to  certi- 
fied herds  shall  be  taken  by  an  approved,  accred- 
ited veterinarian  and  shall  be  submitted  for  diag- 
nosis to  one  of  the  State  Diagnostic  Laboratories 
located  at  Peoria,  Centralia,  Aurora,  or  the  State- 
Federal  Laboratory  at  Springfield,  or  the  Diagnos- 
tic Laboratory,  College  of  Veterinary  Medicine, 
Urhana. 

1.4.  All  tests  shall  be  made  at  owner’s  expense. 

1.5.  A “herd”  shall  be  considered  as  including  all  ani- 
mals 4 months  of  age  or  over,  except  barrows  and 
spayed  gilts. 

1.6.  A “certified  herd”  shall  consist  of  at  least  5 ani- 
mals and  shall  include  all  animals  in  the  herd  4 
months  of  age  or  over,  except  barrows  and  spayed 
gilts. 

1.7.  All  purebred  animals  shall  be  identified  by  regis- 
tration numbers,  dam’s  registration  number,  record 
association-approved  individual  tattoo,  or  by  ear 
notch.  Grade  animals  shall  be  identified  by  ear 
tag  numbers  or  ear  notch.  If  any  animal  is  re- 
tagged between  annual  tests,  the  identification  of 
the  previous  year  shall  be  shown  on  the  test  chart 
opposite  new  retag  number.  Any  change  in  mem- 
bers of  the  herd  shall  also  be  accounted  for. 

REGULATION  II 
To  Qualify  for  Certification 

2.1.  Herds  which  have  shown  no  previous  infection  may 
be  certified  upon  completion  of  two  consecutive 
negative  complete  herd  tests  30  to  60  days  apart. 

2.2.  When  reactors  are  disclosed  in  a herd  in  the  proc- 
ess of  becoming  certified,  the  reactors  shall  be 
immediately  isolated  and  removed  from  the  prem- 
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ises  within  15  days,  a report  of  disposal  made  to 
the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  the  premises 
cleaned  and  disinfected  following  removal  of  re- 
acting animals,  and  the  entire  herd  subjected  to 
brucellosis  retests  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  30 
nor  more  than  60  days.  Upon  completion  of  three 
consecutive  negative  complete  herd  tests,  the  herd 
is  eligible  for  certification. 

REGULATION  III 
Maintenance  Requirements 

3.1.  If,  upon  annual  retest,  all  animals  4 months  of  age 
and  over  are  negative,  certification  will  be  ex- 
tended for  one  year,  provided  all  other  require- 
ments are  complied  with. 

3.2.  When  the  period  between  tests  exceeds  14  months, 
certification  is  forfeited  and  the  test  will  be  con- 
sidered as  an  initial  test,  if  negative. 

3.3.  REACTORS:  If,  as  a result  of  any  retest  of  a cer- 
tified herd  or  animals  from  a certified  herd, 

3.3. a.  One  reactor  is  disclosed,  it  shall  be  disposed 
of  within  15  days,  a report  of  disposal  made  to  the 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  the  premises 
cleaned  and  disinfected  following  removal  of  re- 
actor, and  the  entire  herd  subject  to  a retest  not 
less  than  30  nor  more  than  60  days  following  test 
on  which  the  reactor  was  revealed.  A negative 
test  will  restore  certified  herd  status  for  a period  of 
12  months. 

3.3. b.  More  than  one  reactor  is  disclosed,  the  herd 
will  be  considered  again  in  the  process  of  certifi- 
cation as  under  Section  2.2  of  Regulation  II  hereof. 

3.4.  ADDITIONS  TO  CERTIFIED  BRUCELLOSIS-FREE 
SWINE  HERDS 

3.4. a.  Native  Animals.  All  animals  that  are  mem- 
bers of  a certified  herd  in  good  standing  are  eli- 
gible, or 

3.4. b.  Animals  from  herds  entirely  negative  to  test 
within  60  days,  but  not  certified,  may  be  added  as 
follows: 

1.  Non-pregnant  female  swine,  or  boars,  shall 
have  been  tested  within  30  days  and  proven 
negative  and  shall  show  another  negative  agglu- 
tination retest  in  not  less  than  30  days  before 
entering  the  certified  herd. 

2.  Pregnant  animals  shall  have  been  tested 
within  30  days  and  proven  negative  and  shall 
be  retested  not  less  than  30  days  after  farrowing 
and  proven  negative  before  being  placed  in  the 
certified  herd. 

3.4. C.  Animals  from  herds  not  certified  and  with- 
out a complete  negative  herd  test  within  60  days 
may  be  added  as  follows: 

1.  Non-pregnant  female  swine,  or  boars,  tested 
within  30  days  and  proven  negative,  shall  be 
placed  in  isolation  and  retested  in  not  less  than 
30  days  before  being  placed  in  the  certified  herd. 

2.  Pregnant  animals  tested  within  30  days  and 
proven  negative  shall  be  placed  in  isolation  and 
retested  not  less  than  30  days  after  farrowing 
and  proven  negative  before  being  placed  in  the 
certified  herd. 
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3.4.d.  Animals  from  Out-of-State.  All  animals  from 
out-of-state  accompanied  by  an  approved  interstate 
health  certificate  showing  compliance  with  Illinois 
entry  requirements  may  be  added  to  a certified 
herd  if  they  qualify  as  follows: 

1.  Originated  in  a certified  herd  in  good  stand- 
ing, providing  the  animals  imported  have  quali- 
fied as  members  of  the  certified  herd  on  the 
last  certification  test  and  were  tested  within  12 
months  of  date  of  entry,  or 

2.  Animals  from  herds  not  certified  if  the  fol- 
lowing requirements  are  complied  with: 

a.  Non-pregnant  female  swine,  or  boars, 
tested  within  30  days  of  entry  and  proven 
negative  shall  be  placed  in  isolation  and  re- 
tested in  not  less  than  30  days  before  being 
placed  in  the  certified  herd. 

b.  Pregnant  animals  shall  be  tested  within 
30  days  of  entry  and  proven  negative  and 
shall  be  placed  in  isolation  and  retested  in 
not  less  than  30  days  after  farrowing  and 
proven  negative  before  being  placed  in  the 
certified  herd. 

ADDITIONS  ARE  NOT  RECOGNIZED  AS  A PART 
OF  THE  CERTIFIED  HERD  UNTIL  THE  REQUIRED 
NEGATIVE  RETESTS  HAVE  BEEN  REPORTED  TO 
THE  ILLINOIS  DIVISION  OP  LIVESTOCK  INDUSTRY. 

REGULATION  IV 

4.1.  All  swine  brought  onto  the  farm  for  feeding  pur- 
poses shall  be  segregated  from  the  breeding  herd. 

4.2.  Out-of-state  swine  must  comply  with  Illinois  entry 
requirements.  All  swine  4 months  of  age  and  over 
sold  for  breeding  purposes  must  be  accompanied 
by  a record  of  negative  test  for  brucellosis  con- 
ducted within  60  days  of  sale,  provided,  however, 
that  such  test  shall  cover  one  change  of  ownership 
or  premises  only  within  the  60-day  period.  If  more 
than  one  change  of  ownership  is  evidenced,  the 
swine  must  be  tested  and  found  negative  before 
being  offered  for  sale. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  THE  DISPOSAL 
OF  DEAD  ANIMALS 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  160,  Section  12  of 
“An  Act  in  relation  to  the  use  and  disposal  of  dead 
animals”,  approved  July  16,  1941,  as  amended. 

REGULATION  1 

Failure  of  Building  to  Meet  Requirements 
Upon  First  Inspection 

If,  upon  first  inspection,  the  building  in  which  the 
applicant  for  license  intends  to  conduct  the  business  of 
disposing  of  the  bodies  of  dead  animals  fails  to  meet 
with  the  statutory  requirements  and  the  rules  of  the 
Department,  the  applicant  shall  be  granted  a period 
of  time  not  to  exceed  sixty  days  in  which  to  remedy 
the  defects  specified;  except  that  in  extraordinary  and 
meritorious  cases,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  of  the  De- 
partment, such  time  limit  of  sixty  days  may  be  further 
extended.  At  the  end  of  the  period,  another  inspection 
shall  be  made.  If  upon  such  final  inspection  the  building 
meets  the  requirements  of  the  “Dead  Animal  Disposal 
Act”  and  the  rules  of  the  Department  issued  pursuant 
thereto,  a license  shall  be  issued. 

REGULATION  II 

Fee  to  Accompany  Application — Not  To  Be  Refunded 

The  original  application  for  license  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  the  license  fee.  In  no  case  will  this  fee  be 
refunded. 


REGULATION  III 
Annual  Truck  Permits  Required 

Operators  of  all  trucks  used  in  conveying  the  bodies 
of  dead  animals  over  the  highways  of  the  State  must 
secure  an  annual  permit  from  the  Department.  The  is- 
suance and  effect  of  such  permit  shall  be  dependent 
upon  such  trucks  meeting  the  standard  for  equipment 
and  operation  specified  in  Sections  14,  15,  and  16  of  the 
Dead  Animal  Disposal  Act.  Each  truck  granted  a per- 
mit under  this  rule  shall  have  the  inscription,  “Illinois 

Dead  Animal  Disposal  Permit  No ”,  painted 

in  a conspicuous  place  in  contrasting  color  on  the  left 
side  of  the  bed  of  the  truck  in  letters  not  less  than 
three  inches  high. 


REGULATION  IV 

Temporary  Truck  Permits  May  Be  Issued 

When  an  application  for  license  to  operate  a dead 
animal  disposal  plant  has  been  filed  with  the  Depart- 
ment and  changes  or  improvements  are  in  process  of 
being  made  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act, 
the  Department  may  issue  temporary  truck  permits  for 
the  period  allowed  to  conform  with  the  requirements 
for  a license. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO 
DISEASED  ANIMALS 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  169,  Section  2 of 
“An  Act  to  revise  the  law  in  relation  to  the  suppres- 
sion, prevention  and  extirpation  of  contagious  and 
infectious  diseases  among  domestic  animals”,  ap- 
proved Julj’^  23,  1943,  as  amended. 


REGULATION  I 

No  animal  that  is  affected  with  or  has  recently  been 
exposed  to  any  infectious,  contagious,  or  communicable 
disease  shall  be  shipped  or  transported  in  any  manner, 
or  moved  into  the  State  of  Illinois  except  as  permitted 
by  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  ex- 
cept those  animals  affected  with  such  diseases  which 
are  approved  for  interstate  shipment  by  the  United 
States  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division  for  imme- 
diate slaughter  and  are  consigned  direct  to  a recognized 
slaughtering  center. 


REGULATION  II 

Obligation  of  Transportation  Company  and 
Truck  Operators 

Before  accepting  any  livestock  or  dogs  for  shipment 
into  the  State  of  Illinois  or  consigned  to  points  within 
the  State  of  Illinois,  except  to  public  stockyards,  every 
person,  transportation  company,  or  truck  operator  shall 
require  that  a certificate  of  health,  or  permit,  or  federal 
inspection  certificate  as  required  in  the  regulations  of 
the  Department,  be  furnished  them  to  be  attached  to 
the  waybill  and  accompany  the  livestock  or  dog  to  its 
destination.  Such  person,  transportation  company  or 
truck  operator  shall  have  the  certificate  of  health,  or 
permit,  or  federal  inspection  certificate,  in  his  or  its 
possession  at  all  times  from  the  loading  of  such  live- 
stock to  the  delivery  of  the  livestock  at  its  destination, 
and  available  for  inspection  upon  demand. 


REGULATION  III 

Report  of  Transportation  Companies  and 
Truck  Operators  Required 

Every  person,  transportation  company,  or  truck  op- 
erator transporting  cattle,  swine,  or  sheep  into  Illinois 
from  points  without  the  State  consigned  or  delivered 
to  other  than  a public  stockyards  or  specifically  ap- 
proved marketing  centers  shall,  within  24  hours  after 
such  livestock  is  unloaded  in  the  State,  report  to  the 
Division  giving  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignor, 
the  location  of  the  loading  point,  the  name  and  address 
of  the  consignee,  the  location  of  the  unloading  point, 
and  the  number,  sex,  and  breed  of  the  livestock. 
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REGULATION  IV 

Copy  of  Health  Certificate  Must  Be  Furnished 

A copy  of  the  certificate  of  health  under  which  live- 
stock is  brought  into  the  State  of  Illinois,  bearing  the 
approval  or,  if  not  approved,  the  disapproval  of  the 
Livestock  Sanitary  Official  of  the  state  of  origin,  must 
be  furnished  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

All  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  of  animals 
which  are  intended  for  interstate  movement  shall  be 
made  at  a state  or  federal  laboratory,  or  a laboratory 
approved  by  the  proper  livestock  sanitary  officials  of 
state  of  origin. 


REGULATION  V 
Requests  for  Permits 

Requests  for  entry  permits  shall  be  direct  to  the 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  Springfield,  Illinois,  and 
shall  set  forth  the  following  information:  Name  and  ad- 
dress of  Illinois  consignee,  number  and  kind  of  animals, 
origin  of  shipment,  and  if  for  cattle,  the  age,  sex,  and 
breed  of  the  cattle. 

Requirements  for  the  exhibition  of  livestock  may 
be  secured  from  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry, 
State  Fairgrounds,  Springfield,  Illinois. 

There  are  no  entry  requirements  for  poultry.  Ex- 
hibition requirements  may  be  obtained  from  the  Illinois 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  Springfield,  Illinois. 

REGULATION  VI 
Scabies  Requirements 

No  cattle  infested  with  scabies  mites  shall  be  brought 
into  the  State  of  Illinois. 

REGULATION  VII 

When  Cattle  Exposed  to  Scabies  May  Be  Admitted 

Cattle  recently  exposed  to  scabies  mites  may  enter 
the  State  of  Illinois  when  accompanied  by  an  official 
interstate  health  certificate  showing  that  the  cattle 
meet  the  tuberculosis  and  brucellosis  entry  require- 
ments and  are  free  from  any  contagious,  infectious  or 
communicable  disease,  and  that  they  have  been  sprayed 
twice  at  10-day  intervals  with  wettable  benzene  hexa- 
chloride  (BHC)  or  lindane  containing  gamma  isomer 
concentrate  of  not  less  than  0.075  percent,  or  with  a 
lime  and  sulphur  solution  or  other  spray  specified  by 
the  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division  within  10  days 
of  date  of  shipment,  and  that  upon  veterinary  examin- 
ation within  10  days  prior  to  shipment  were  found  free 
from  scabies.  A copy  of  the  health  certificate  bearing 
the  approval  of  the  livestock  sanitary  official  of  the 
state  of  origin  must  be  filed  with  the  Illinois  Division 
of  Livestock  Industry. 

REGULATION  VIII 

Goats  must  be  accompanied  by  an  official  health  cer- 
tificate showing  them  to  be  free  from  communicable  and 
infectious  diseases  and  including  a report  of  negative 
test  to  brucellosis  within  30  days  of  entry. 
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All  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  of  animals 
which  are  intended  for  interstate  movement  shall  be 
made  at  a state  or  federal  laboratory,  or  a laboratory 
approved  by  the  proper  livestock  sanitary  officials  of 
state  of  origin. 

The  reading  of  the  agglutination  test  is  according 
to  Table  2,  following,  and  shall  be  used  to  classify  the 
results  of  any  brucellosis  blood  test  for  brucellosis  in 
goats.

REGULATION  IX 
Scrapie 

No  sheep  which  are  known  to  be  infected  with 
scrapie,  and  no  progeny  of  sheep  known  to  be  infected 
with  scrapie,  may  be  transported  or  moved  into  the 
State  of  Illinois. 


REGULATION  X 
Blue  Tongue 

No  sheep  infected  with  or  exposed  to  blue  tongue, 
and  no  sheep  from  an  area  under  quarantine  because 
of  blue  tongue,  may  be  transported  or  moved  into  the 
State  of  Illinois. 


REGULATION  XI 
Breeding  Sheep 

All  sheep  entering  Illinois  for  breeding  purposes 
shall  be  accompanied  by  an  official  health  certificate 
issued  by  an  accredited,  approved  veterinarian  or  a 
veterinarian  of  the  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division 
indicating  they  have  been  examined  within  30  days  of 
entry  and  found  free  of  scabies  and  all  other  infectious 
or  communicable  diseases  and  have  not  recently  been 
exposed  to  such  diseases.  Except  that  if  the  sheep 
originate  in  a state  known  to  have  scabies  they  must 
in  addition  to  the  health  certificate  be  accompanied  by 
a permit  from  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Indus- 
try which  must  be  attached  to  the  health  certificate 
which  certificate  shall  show  the  sheep  to  have  been 
dipped  in  accordance  with  official  Illinois  dipping  pro- 
cedures. 


REGULATION  XII 
Feeder  Sheep  and  Lambs 

Sheep  for  feeding  or  grazing  purposes  originating  in 
states  free  of  scabies  or  in  scabies-free  areas  in  states 
known  to  have  scabies  infestation  may  be  shipped  or 
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moved  into  Illinois  direct  from  states  or  through  public 
stockyards  without  dipping  when  accompanied  by  either 
an  official  health  certificate,  or  federal  inspection  cer- 
tificate, or  special  entry  permit  from  the  Division  of 
Livestock  Industr}^,  subject  to  quarantine  at  destination. 
Such  sheep  must  be  examined  for  scabies  by  a qualified 
veterinarian  not  sooner  than  30  days  nor  more  than  60 
days  after  date  of  arrival.  A report  of  the  examination 
shall  be  furnished  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry 
by  the  veterinarian.  If  upon  examination  the  sheep 
are  found  free  of  scabies,  the  quarantine  will  be  re- 
leased. If  scabies  infestation  is  found,  the  entire  flock 
must  be  dipped  in  accordance  with  official  Illinois  dip- 
ping procedures.  All  such  dipping  will  be  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  owner.  The  quarantine  will  remain  in 
effect  until  released  by  the  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry. 


REGULATION  XIII 

Sheep  for  Feeding  or  Grazing  Purposes 

Sheep  for  feeding  or  grazing  purposes  originating 
in  areas  in  which  scabies  infestation  is  known  to  exist 
must  be  accompanied  by  an  official  interstate  health 
certificate  or  federal  inspection  certificate  showing  the 
sheep  to  have  been  dipped  in  accordance  with  official 
Illinois  dipping  procedures. 

REGULATION  XIV 

Official  Dipping  Procedures  and  Dips 

The  following  specified  procedures  and  dips  are  rec- 
ognized by  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  as  official 
for  the  control  and  eradication  of  scabies  among  sheep, 
and  when  reference  is  made  to  dipping  in  these  Regula- 
tions, one  of  the  following  procedures  shall  be  com- 
plied with: 

a.  Dipped  in  a wettable  benzene  hexachloride  (BHC) 
or  lindane  containing  gamma  isomer  concentrate 
of  not  less  than  0.06  percent,  and  in  the  case  of 
interstate  movement  of  animals  the  dipping  to 
be  within  10  days  prior  to  date  of  importation,  or 

b.  Dipped  twice  in  lime  and  sulphur  with  the  dip- 
pings 10  to  14  days  apart.  In  the  case  of  inter- 
state movement  of  animals  the  last  dipping  shall 
be  within  10  days  prior  to  date  of  importation. 

c.  Dipped  in  accordance  with  Animal  Disease  Eradi- 
cation Division  regulations  in  any  other  dip  speci- 
fied by  the  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division. 
All  such  dippings  shall  be  under  state  or  federal 
supervision. 


REGULATION  XV 
Horses,  Mules  and  Asses 

All  horses,  mules  and  asses  transported  or  moved 
into  Illinois  must  be  accompanied  by  an  official  inter- 
state health  certificate  showing  such  animals  to  be 
free  from  infectious  or  communicable  diseases  as  evi- 
denced by  veterinary  examination  within  30  days  of 
shipment,  except  those  horses  consigned  to  a licensed 
slaughterer. 
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REGULATION  XVI 
Cattle  Scabies — Exposed  Cattle 

The  Department  may  require  that  any  cattle  within 
the  State  that  have  been  exposed  to  scabies  mites  be 
sprayed  twice  at  10-day  intervals  with  wettable  ben- 
zene hexachloride  (BHC)  or  lindane  containing  gamma 
isomer  concentrate  of  not  less  than  0.075%  or  with  a 
lime  and  sulphur  solution  or  nicotine  sulphate  solution 
or  other  spray  specified  by  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry.  Failure  by  the  owner  or  his  agent  to  comply 
with  this  requirement  will  result  in  a quarantine  of  the 
animals  affected  and  will  subject  the  owner  to  the  pen- 
alties provided  by  law  for  failure  to  comply  with  State 
regulations. 

REGULATION  XVII 
Scabies  Infested  Cattle 

All  cattle  within  the  State  known  to  be  infested  with 
scabies  mites  must  be  placed  under  quarantine  and  are 
required  to  be  sprayed  twice  at  10-day  intervals  with 
wettable  benzene  hexachloride  (BHC)  or  lindane  con- 
taining gamma  isomer  concentrate  of  not  less  than 
0.075%  or  with  a lime  and  sulphur  solution  or  nicotine 
sulphate  solution  or  other  spray  specified  by  the  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  Industry,  and  the  premises  properly 
cleaned  and  disinfected.  The  quarantine  will  remain 
in  effect  until  the  Division  receives  a report  from  a 
licensed  veterinarian  stating  that  upon  examination 
made  not  less  than  30  days  after  date  of  last  spraying 
cattle  were  found  free  of  scabies  mites  and  that  the 
premises  occupied  by  the  infested  cattle  were  properly 
cleaned  and  disinfected.  Failure  by  the  owner  or  his 
agent  to  comply  with  this  regulation  will  subject  the 
owner  to  the  penalties  provided  by  law  for  failure  to 
comply  with  State  regulations. 

REGULATION  XVIII 
Scabies  Infestation  Must  Be  Reported 

All  cases  of  scabies  infestation  in  cattle  must  be 
immediately  reported  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry. 


REGULATION  XIX 

Test— Report  and  Quarantine  Required 

All  diagnostic  tests  conducted  for  the  detection  of 
brucellosis  in  goats  must  be  classified  according  to 
Diagnostic  Table  No.  2 (Regulation  No.  VIII)  and  re- 
ported to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

When  reactors  to  the  brucellosis  test  are  revealed, 
the  entire  herd  is  placed  under  quarantine.  The  react- 
ors must  be  immediately  isolated,  tagged  in  the  left  ear 
with  a reactor  tag  and  disposed  of  only  for  immediate 
slaughter.  When  a report  of  disposal  has  been  made  to 
the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  the  premises  cleaned 
and  disinfected  following  the  removal  of  reacting  ani- 
mals, the  entire  herd  shall  be  subjected  to  retests  at 
intervals  of  not  less  than  30  days  until  two  consecutive 
negative  tests  are  obtained,  when  the  quarantine  may 
be  released. 
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REGULATION  XX 


Disposal  of  Reactors  and  Herds  or  Animals 
Under  Quarantine 

A.  Reactors  must  be  shipped  direct  for  slaughter  to 
stockyards  under  Federal  inspection  accompa- 
nied by  State  Form  C-24  and  shipment  reported 
to  the  Division.  If  stockyard  is  located  outside 
of  Illinois,  they  must  be  accompanied  by  Fed- 
eral Form  ADE  1-27. 

B.  Animals  from  herds  under  quarantine  may  be 
shipped  by  the  owner  direct  to  public  stockyards 
or  through  specifically  approved  Marketing  Cen- 
ters accompanied  by  State  Form  C-24  to  be  sold 
for  slaughter  only  and  shipment  reported  to  the 
Division. 


REGULATION  XXI 
Scabies  Infested  Sheep 

All  sheep  within  the  State  known  to  be  infested  with 
or  exposed  to  sheep  scab  mites  shall  be  placed  under 
quarantine  and  are  required  to  be  dipped  in  accordance 
with  official  dipping  procedures  and  dips  as  specified 
in  Regulation  XIV  of  these  Regulations.  All  such  dip- 
pings shall  be  under  State  or  Federal  supervision  and 
at  the  expense  of  the  owner.  The  quarantine  will  be 
released  when  the  veterinarian  who  supervised  the 
dippings  reports  to  the  Division  that  the  flock  and  prem- 
ises are  free  from  scabies  infestation. 

REGULATION  XXII 

Sanitation  of  Yards,  Pens,  Premises,  Rail  Cars,  Trucks, 
and  Other  Vehicles  Used  in  the  Conveyance  of  Swine 

In  the  case  of  swine  moving  interstate  or  intrastate 
it  is  ordered  that  where  vesicular  exanthema  is  found 
enroute  or  at  destination  all  yards,  pens,  premises, 
rail  cars,  trucks,  and  other  vehicles  used  in  the  con- 
veyance of  said  swine  shall  be  cleaned  and  disinfected 
at  the  owner’s  expense  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture,  State  of  Illinois. 

REGULATION  XXIII 

Permit  for  Use  of  Anthrax  Vaccine  Required 

No  anthrax  vaccine  shall  be  used  within  the  State  of 
Illinois  unless  the  veterinarian  has  secured  a permit 
from  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  for  its  use. 
Permits  will  be  granted  for  the  use  of  anthrax  vaccine 
only  in  areas  where  the  disease  is  known  to  exist  or 
has  been  known  to  exist. 

REGULATION  XXIV 
Sale  of  Anthrax  Vaccine 

No  anthrax  vaccine  shall  be  sold  within  the  State 
of  Illinois  except  to  licensed  veterinarians  who  have 
received  a permit  from  the  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry for  the  use  of  such  vaccine  on  designated  prem- 
ises or  within  a specified  area. 
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REGULATION  XXV 

Quarantine  of  Animals  and  Premises  Required 

When  any  animals  are  vaccinated  against  anthrax, 
the  premises  and  all  animals  thereon  shall  be  placed 
under  quarantine. 


REGULATION  XXVI 
Health  Certificates  Not  To  Be  Altered 

No  person  shall  change  the  names,  numbers,  words, 
or  phrases  upon  an  official  health  certificate  or  permit 
to  evade  the  provisions  of  the  law. 

REGULATION  XXVII 
Identification  Tags  Not  To  Be  Removed 

No  person  shall  remove  identification  tags,  numbers, 
or  brands  from  livestock  to  evade  the  provisions  of 
the  law. 


REGULATION  XXVIII 
Truck  Cleaning  and  Disinfection 

Any  truck  or  other  conveyance  in  which  diseased 
livestock  is  transported  must  be  cleaned  and  disinfected 
immediately  after  the  diseased  livestock  is  unloaded. 

REGULATION  XXIX 

Sale  of  Livestock  Quarantined  Because  of  Disease 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  statute  and/or 
regulation,  the  sale  of  livestock  quarantined  because  of 
disease  or  exposure  to  disease  is  prohibited  unless  per- 
mission of  the  Division  is  first  obtained.  The  Division 
will  then  prescribe  the  conditions  under  which  such  sale 
may  be  made. 


REGULATION  XXX 

Disposal  of  Sick,  Diseased,  or  Crippled 
Animals  at  Stockyards 

No  person,  firm,  or  corporation  shall  remove  from 
any  public  stockyards  any  sick,  diseased,  or  crippled 
animals  for  the  purpose  of  producing  meat  to  be  sold 
for  human  consumption,  except  in  case  where  the  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  Industry  releases  such  animals  after 
ante  mortem  inspection,  provided  that  this  restriction 
shall  not  apply  to  any  slaughterhouse  where  federal 
inspection  is  maintained. 


REGULATION  XXXI 

Erysipelothrix  Rhusiopathiae  Vaccine  Permit 
Required  for  Use  in  Illinois 

All  licensed,  accredited  and  approved  veterinarians 
in  the  State  of  Illinois  desiring  to  use  Erysipelothrix 
Rhusiopathiae  vaccine  shall  apply  to  and  receive  from 
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the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  a permit  to  purchase 
such  vaccine  from  biological  manufacturers  or  distrib- 
utors who  are  manufacturing,  producing,  or  selling  the 
vaccine  under  ‘Special’  license  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  veterinarian  receiving  the  permit  is  required  to 
make  reports  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  on 
the  use  of  the  vaccine. 

Manufacturers  and  distributors  or  agents  shall  not 
sell  or  distribute  Erysipelothrix  Rhusiopathiae  vaccine 
to  any  person  in  the  State  of  Illinois  except  a licensed, 
accredited  and  approved  veterinarian  who  has  received 
a permit  from  the  Division  to  purchase  such  product. 

REGULATION  XXXII 
Identification  Ear  Tags  for  Cattie 

All  livestock  tested  and  all  cattle  vaccinated  with 
brucella  vaccine  in  the  State  of  Illinois  shall  be  iden- 
tified by  an  ear  tag  placed  in  the  right  ear,  which  tag 
shall  bear  a prefix  number  or  letter  followed  by  the 
number  oh  the  face  of  the  tag,  and  on  the  reverse 
side  shall  bear  the  word,  “Illinois”. 

Except  that  purebred  registered  animals  may  be  iden- 
tified for  test  or  vaccination  by  the  purebred  registration 
number  or  individual  registration  breed  tattoo. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO 
GARBAGE  FEEDING 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  200,  Section  9 of 
“An  Act  in  relation  to  garbage  fed  to  swine,  other 
animals  or  poultry  and  providing  penalties  for  the 
violation  thereof',  approved  May  1,  1953,  as  amended. 

REGULATION  I 

Any  person  feeding  garbage  to  swine,  other  animals, 
or  poultry  on  premises  where  swine  are  kept,  within 
the  State  of  Illinois  must  comply  with  the  following: 

1.  All  garbage  fed  to  livestock  or  swine  must  be 
cooked  before  feeding,  and  unless  the  garbage  is 
of  a liquid  nature  or  content,  must  be  supplemented 
with  a minimum  of  25%  by  volume  of  water  before 
the  cooking  process  is  started. 

2.  Garbage  must  be  heated  under  agitation  to  a 
temperature  of  212°  F.  and  held  at  that  point  or 
higher  for  a period  of  time  of  not  less  than  thirty 
(30)  minutes.  This  may  be  accomplished  by  the  fol- 
lowing methods: 

a.  Direct  fire  to  kettle 

b.  Steam  injection 

c.  Steel  jacket  kettle 

d.  Pressure  cooker 

e.  Submerged  coil. 

3.  A recording  thermometer  must  be  used,  with  the 
temperature  taken  at  points  not  closer  to  the  source 
of  heat  than  the  thermometer  is  located  from  the 
farthest  area  of  the  garbage.  In  short,  the  ther- 
mometer must  not  be  closer  to  the  heat  than  it  is 
from  the  outside  at  the  farthest  point.  Such  re- 
cordings shall  be  kept  by  the  operator  for  one  year 
and  made  available  to  the  representatives  of  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  upon  request. 

4.  If  storage  space  is  required,  it  must  be  of  suf- 
ficient capacity  constructed  of  concrete  for  the  stor- 
age of  all  garbage  prior  to  the  cooking, 

5.  Upon  the  receipt  of  an  application  for  a permit 
to  feed  garbage,  the  Director  shall  cause  an  inspec- 
tion to  be  made  of  the  premises  to  determine  whether 
the  location  and  construction  of  facilities  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  pertaining  to  the  cooking 
of  garbage  and  sanitation. 

6.  Solid  feeding  platforms,  and  troughs  of  an  im- 
pervious material,  must  be  so  constructed  as  to  be 
convenient  and  handy  for  adequate  cleaning,  ster- 
ilization, and  sanitation  purposes. 

7.  An  ample  water  supply  under  pressure  must  be 
provided  to  properly  clean  the  feeding  area  and  an 
approved  drainage  system  connected  to  a sewer,  sep- 
tic tank  or  cesspool  of  proper  capacity  must  be 
provided  for  all  cleaning  operations. 

,8.  The  premises  on  which  garbage  is  fed  must  be 
maintained  in  a sanitary  condition  satisfactory  to 
the  rules  and  requirements  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  with  reference  thereto. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  DEAD  ANIMAL 
LOADING  PLATFORMS 

Pursuant  to  Chapter  IIIV2,  Paragraph  190,  Section  5 
of  “An  Act  in  relation  to  loading  platforms  used  for 
the  collection  of  dead  animals  for  delivery  to  ren- 
dering plants”,  approved  July  13,  1953. 

REGULATION  I 

Fee  to  Accompany  Application 

The  application  for  license  to  operate  a dead  animal 
loading  platform  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  license 
fee.  In  no  case  will  this  fee  be  refunded. 

REGULATION  II 

Failure  of  Loading  Platform  to  Meet  Requirements 
Upon  First  Inspection 

If,  upon  first  inspection,  the  platform  at  which  the 
applicant  for  license  intends  to  conduct  the  business  of 
collecting  animals  for  loading  into  trucks  which  will 
take  them  to  rendering  plants  fails  to  meet  the  statu- 
tory requirements  and  the  requirements  of  the  Depart- 
ment, the  applicant  shall  be  granted  a period  of  time 
not  to  exceed  60  days  in  which  to  remedy  the  defects 
specified;  except  that  in  extraordinary  and  meritorious 
cases,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry  of  the  Department,  such 
time  limit  of  60  days  may  be  further  extended.  At  the 
end  of  the  period,  another  inspection  shall  be  made. 
If  upon  such  final  inspection  the  platform  meets  the 
requirements  of  the  Loading  Platform  Law  and  the  reg- 
ulations of  the  Department  issued  pursuant  thereto, 
a license  shall  be  issued. 

REGULATION  III 

Location  of  Dead  Animal  Loading  Platform 

Must  Be  Approved 

No  dead  animal  loading  platform  shall  be  licensed 
until  the  following  requirements  have  been  complied 
with : 

a.  The  location  of  a dead  animal  loading  platform 
must  be  approved  by  the  Department. 

b.  The  loading  platform  shall  not  be  closer  than 
500  feet  to  any  highway,  and  shall  not  be  closer 
than  160  rods  to  any  residence,  and  shall  not  be 
closer  than  80  rods  to  any  property  owned  by  other 
than  those  leasing  or  owning  the  platform  site. 

c.  The  loading  platform  must  be  covered  by  a 
building  of  sheet  metal  construction.  The  building 
shall  be  equipped  with  louver-type  ventilators  which 
are  so  screened  as  to  prevent  the  entrance  of  rodents 
and  other  animals,  birds,  flies  and  other  insects. 

d.  The  loading  platform  must  be  provided  with  a 
satisfactory  drain  into  a septic  tank  or  cesspool 
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which  must  be  tightly  covered.  If  a cesspool  is 
used,  the  overflow  must  be  connected  to  a field  tile 
which  must  not  be  closer  to  the  surface  of  the 
ground  than  3 feet.  The  tile  shall  be  laid  in  a bed 
of  gravel  at  least  4 feet  wide  and  4 feet  deep.  The 
overflow  tile  shall  not  be  less  than  100  feet  in 
length  and  at  least  3 feet  under  the  surface  of  the 
ground  at  the  point  of  termination. 

e.  Sufficient  water  shall  be  provided  to  thoroughly 
clean  the  platform  and  premises. 

f.  The  platform  equipment  and  premises  shall  be 
disinfected  with  a product  approved  by  the  Animal 
Disease  Eradication  Division  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture. 

REGULATION  IV 
Odors  Must  Be  Controlled 

The  operator  of  a dead  animal  loading  platform 
shall  maintain  the  platform  in  such  sanitary  manner 
as  to  eliminate  insofar  as  possible  all  odors.  The  licen- 
see shall  provide  and  have  available  and  use  sufficient 
chemicals  to  control  the  odor  at  all  times. 

All  carcasses  of  animals,  or  parts  thereof,  to  be 
processed  at  a rendering  plant  must  be  picked  up  at 
the  loading  platform  and  transported  to  the  rendering 
plant  daily  except  during  extremely  cold  weather. 
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REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  A 
MARKETING  CENTER 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  121Y2,  Paragraph  215a,  Section  8a 
of  “An  Act  in  relation  to  the  licensing  and  regulation 
of  community  sales”,  approved  July  15,  1941,  as 
amended. 


REGULATION  I 

“Marketing  Center”  means  a licensed  community 
sale  which  has  been  so  designated  by  the  Illinois  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  and  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  as  a marketing  center  after  having 
qualified  under  regulations  of  the  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  the  United  States  Department  of  Ag- 
riculture. 


REGULATION  il 

A marketing  center  shall  be  operated  under  the 
supervision  of  an  accredited,  approved  veterinarian 
employed  by  the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture. 

REGULATION  III 

All  out-of-state  livestock  consigned  to  a marketing 
center  shall  be  accompanied  from  point  of  origin  by  a 
permit  issued  by  the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture 
or  by  a document  (described  in  the  law  as  a consign- 
ment), issued  by  the  owner  or  shipper  of  the  livestock, 
designating  the  name  of  the  owner  or  shipper,  place  of 
origin,  stockyards,  packing  plant,  or  marketing  center 
of  destination,  date  of  shipment,  number  and  descrip- 
tion of  livestock,  and  that  the  livestock  in  said  con- 
signment are  free  from  any  known  contagious  or  in- 
fectious disease,  certified  to  by  the  owner  or  shipper, 
kept  in  the  possession  of  the  carrier  and  delivered  to 
and  accepted  by  the  stockyards,  packing  plant,  or  mar- 
keting center  of  destination. 

REGULATION  IV 

The  consignment  delivered  with  livestock  at  a mar- 
keting center  shall  be  held  by  the  stockyards,  packing 
plant,  or  marketing  center  for  a period  of  not  less  than 
6 months  for  inspection  by  legally  authorized  officials 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  or  the 
Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture,  or  other  officials 
having  police  powers. 

REGULATION  V 

No  livestock  sold  at  a marketing  center  for  inter- 
state shipment  shall  be  released  by  the  marketing  cen- 
ter management  until  the  shipment  complies  with  the 
requirements  of  the  state  to  which  the  livestock  is  to 
be  shipped. 
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REGULATION  VI 


The  accredited,  approved  veterinarian  who  is  em- 
ployed by  the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture  shall 
inspect  all  livestock  consigned  to  the  marketing  center 
at  the  time  the  consignment  arrives  at  the  marketing 
center,  provided  the  consignment  arrives  during  usual 
working  hours.  No  animal  shall  be  sold  until  approved 
for  sale  by  the  veterinarian.  Sales  of  livestock  through 
a marketing  center  must  conform  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Illinois  laws  and  regulations.  The  veterinarian  shall 
be  present  at  the  marketing  center  when  consignments 
of  livestock  arrive,  and  shall  remain  at  the  marketing 
center  until  all  animals  are  sold  and  all  of  the  require- 
ments for  their  removal  and  disposition  have  been  fully 
complied  with.  The  veterinarian  shall  approve  or  dis- 
approve the  sanitary  condition  of  the  marketing  center. 
The  marketing  center  shall  provide  receiving  pens  for 
livestock  that  arrive  at  night  or  other  than  regular 
hours.  Such  animals  shall  not  be  removed  from  the 
receiving  pens  until  they  have  been  examined  by  the 
marketing  center  veterinarian  and  he  has  authorized 
the  sale  or  removal  of  such  animals. 

REGULATION  VII 

The  management  of  the  marketing  center  shall  clean 
and  disinfect,  or  cause  to  be  cleaned  and  disinfected, 
all  pens,  alleyways,  sale  rings,  loading  and  unloading 
chutes  as  required  by  and  under  the  supervision  of  the 
marketing  center  veterinarian. 

REGULATION  VIM 

Except  as  provided  by  law  and  Departmental  regula- 
tions, no  livestock  showing  clinical  or  physical  evidence 
of  disease  may  be  sold  through  any  marketing  center 
for  any  purpose,  except  where  animals  are  determined 
to  be  reactors  to  the  tuberculosis  or  brucellosis  test 
after  having  been  received  and  tested  at  the  marketing 
center. 


REGULATION  IX 

Each  marketing  center  shall  provide  a quarantine 
pen  for  each  of  the  following  classes  of  animals:  cattle, 
sheep,  and  swine;  and  a separate  chute  for  loading  of 
diseased  animals. 


REGULATION  X 

All  alleyways,  pens,  and  chutes  which  have  become 
contaminated  shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  disin- 
fected immediately  following  the  removal  of  the  dis- 
eased animals. 


REGULATION  XI 

All  animals  that  are  classified  as  diseased  animals^ 
either  by  test  or  clinical  examination  by  the  veterin- 
arian in  charge  of  the  marketing  center,  shall  be  placed 
in  the  quarantine  pens  and  placed  under  lock  and  key 
by  the  veterinarian  or  his  agent  and  shall  remain  in 
such  condition  until  released  by  the  veterinarian  to  be 
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moved  for  slaughter  to  a recognized  slauglitering  center 
where  federal  meat  inspection  is  maintained,  or  to  a 
licensed  dead  animal  disposal  plant,  or  may  be  returned 
to  the  premises  of  the  owner  and  placed  under  quaran- 
tine by  permission  of  the  marketing  center  veterinarian. 

REGULATION  XII 

The  veterinarian  shall  be  responsible  for  a report 
to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  Illinois  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  of  all  tests  of  animals  that  are 
sold  at  the  marketing  center  following  each  day’s  sale, 
and  a report  showing  the  names,  addresses,  number, 
description,  sex,  breed  of  all  animals  that  are  subject 
to  quarantine.  The  veterinarian  shall  also  report  the 
disposition  of  any  diseased  livestock,  giving  name  and 
address  of  the  owner  or  consignor  and  the  name  and 
address  of  the  recognized  slaughtering  center  to  which 
the  diseased  animals  were  moved,  and/or  other  dispo- 
sition. 


REGULATION  XIII 

The  floors  of  all  pens,  alleys,  and  sale  rings  shall  be 
concrete,  black  top,  or  other  impervious  material.  Such 
floors  and  pens  shall  be  provided  Avith  drainage  for 
flushing.  Hard-surfaced  pens,  alleys  and  sale  rings 
shall,  before  each  sale,  be  covered  with  tanbark,  sand, 
or  other  material  to  remove  unnecessary  hazard  to 
livestock. 


REGULATION  XIV 

All  marketing  centers  shall  possess  a pov/er  spray 
or  steam  cleaner  in  order  that  cleaning  and  disinfecting 
may  be  completed  under  pressure. 

REGULATION  XV 

All  marketing  centers  shall  be  equipped  with  a 
dipping  vat  wherein  sheep  and  swine  shall  be  dipped, 
when  required  by  the  marketing  center  veterinarian  or 
authorized  representative  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture. 


REGULATION  XVI 

A roofed  area  shall  be  provided  to  protect  the  live- 
stock from  inclement  weather. 

REGULATION  XVII 

All  marketing  centers  shall  provide  an  office  for  the 
marketing  center  veterinarian,  and  shall  keep  the  office 
properly  painted  and  cleaned.  It  shall  be  properly 
lighted,  heated,  screened,  ventilated,  and  shall  be 
equipped  with  storage  space  for  the  veterinarian’s  bio- 
logical products,  with  an  electric  refrigerator,  sink, 
running  water  and  sewer  connections,  and  shall  be  kept 
at  all  times  in  a sanitary  condition. 

REGULATION  XVIII 

The  veterinarian’s  office  or  laboratory  is  for  his  use 
entirely  and  is  not  to  be  used  for  other  purposes  or  by 
other  personnel. 
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REGULATION  XIX 


The  sale  ring  shall  be  properly  painted,  and  shall 
be  kept  in  a clean,  sanitary  condition  at  all  times. 

REGULATION  XX 

The  marketing  center  shall  provide  a suitable  chute 
to  restrain  all  animals  that  are  to  be  tested,  and  shall 
provide  proper  pens  for  swine  that  are  to  be  vaccinated, 
in  close  proximity  to  the  veterinarian’s  office  or  labora- 
tory. 


REGULATION  XXI 

All  marketing  centers  shall  exercise  reasonable  care 
and  promptness  in  respect  to  unloading,  feeding,  water- 
ing, weighing,  and  transporting  of  livestock  to  prevent 
injury,  death,  or  avoidable  losses. 

REGULATION  XXII 

All  marketing  centers  shall  have  an  ample  supply 
of  clean  water  under  pressure  at  all  times.  All  troughs 
and  other  receptacles  shall  be  kept  clean  at  all  times. 

REGULATION  XXIII 

Each  operator  of  a marketing  center  shall  keep  the 
following  records  for  each  lot  of  livestock  consigned 
to  or  sold  through  such  marketing  center: 

a.  Name  and  address  of  the  consignor; 

b.  Description  of  the  livestock,  including  the  kind, 
approximate  age,  sex,  breed,  and  any  marks, 
brands,  or  other  distinguishing  or  identifying 
marks ; 

c.  The  method  by  which  such  property  was  delivered 
to  the  marketing  center,  and  in  the  case  of  prop- 
erty delivered  by  motor  vehicle,  the  name  of  the 
operator,  make  or  manufacture  of  vehicle,  and 
state  license  number  of  such  motor  vehicle; 

d.  Name  and  address  of  the  purchaser  of  said  live- 
stock; 

e.  The  price  for  which  the  livestock  was  sold  or 
exchanged,  and  the  commission  or  other  fee 
charged  by  the  marketing  center. 

Such  records  shall  be  kept  by  the  operator  of  the 
marketing  center  at  the  establishment  or  premises  or 
such  other  convenient  place  as  may  be  approved  by  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  Illi- 
nois Department  of  Agriculture.  Such  records  shall  at 
all  reasonable  times  be  open  for  inspection  by  legally 
authorized  officials  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriclture 
or  other  officials  having  police  powers,  and  shall  be 
retained  and  preserved  for  a period  of  at  least  2 years. 

REGULATION  XXIV 

All  out-of-state  female  cattle  of  the  beef  breeds  and 
steers  may  be  shipped  or  transported  to  a specifically 
approved  marketing  center  in  the  State  of  Illinois  when 
accompanied  by  a document  described  in  the  law  ae  a 
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“Consignment’'.  Such  animals  shall  comply  with  Illinois 
laws  and  regulations  before  being  released  from  the 
marketing  center. 


REGULATION  XXV 

A report  of  the  receipts  of  all  out-of-state  cattle  or 
other  livestock  shall  be  made  to  the  Illinois  Department 
of  Agriculture,  Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  on  forms 
to  be  furnished  by  the  Department  (Form  M-106A)  im- 
mediately following  each  day’s  sale,  or  at  the  end  of 
each  week  if  the  marketing  center  operates  more  than 
one  day  each  week,  whichever  the  case  may  be. 

REGULATION  XXVI 

Female  cattle  of  the  beef  breeds  under  18  months 
of  age  that  are  under  feeder  quarantine  may  be  con- 
signed to  a marketing  center  for  sale  if  they  have  been 
owned  more  than  30  days.  The  marketing  center  shall 
report  each  consignment  to  the  Illinois  Department  of 
Agriculture,  Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  giving  name 
and  address  of  consignor,  and  number  consigned,  in 
order  that  previous  quarantine  may  be  released. 

REGULATION  XXVII 

The  marketing  center  shall  provide  a dial  system 
scale  which  shows  balance  and  weight,  or  a stamping 
Beam  scale  v/ith  balance  indicator  for  the  weighing  of 
livestock  sold  by  weight  at  such  marketing  center. 

REGULATION  XXVIII 

The  designation  of  a marketing  center  may  be  re- 
moved, after  a hearing  by  the  Director  of  Agriculture 
or  his  designated  representatives,  when  it  has  been 
shown  that  such  marketing  center  has  failed  or  refused 
to  comply  with  the  laws  and  regulations  pertaining 
thereto. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO 
COMMUNITY  SALES 

Pursuant  to  Chapter  121%,,  Paragraph  218,  Section  11 
of  “An  Act  in  relation  to  the  licensing  and  regulation 
of  community  sales”  approved  July  15,  1941,  as 
amended. 


REGULATION  I 

Fee  to  Accompany  Application  Not  To  Be  Refunded 

The  application  for  license  to  operate  a community 
sale  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  license  fee.  In  no 
case  will  this  fee  be  refunded. 

REGULATION  II 

Release  of  Livestock  for  Interstate  Shipment 

No  livestock  sold  at  community  sales  for  interstate 
shipment  shall  be  released  by  the  sale  management 
until  the  shipment  complies  with  the  requirements  of 
the  state  to  which  it  is  to  be  shipped. 

REGULATION  III 
Veterinary  Inspection 

The  official  community  sale  veterinarian  shall  in- 
spect all  livestock  consigned  to  the  sale  before  the  sale 
starts.  No  animal  shall  be  sold  until  approved  for  sale 
by  the  veterinarian.  Sale  of  livestock  through  a com- 
munity sale  must  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Illinois  laws  and  regulations. 

The  veterinarian  shall  remain  at  the  sale  until  all 
animals  are  sold  and  all  of  the  requirements  for  their 
removal  and  disposition  have  been  fully  complied  with. 
The  veterinarian  shall  approve  or  disapprove  the  sani- 
tary condition  of  the  sales  barn  at  the  time  of  sale. 
No  sale  shall  be  permitted  until  the  sanitary  require- 
ments, as  stated  hereinafter,  are  complied  with  and 
approved  by  the  veterinarian  in  charge.  The  sanitary 
condition  of  the  sale  at  the  time  of  sale  shall  be  re- 
ported to  the  Department  by  the  veterinarian  indicating 
the  condition  thereof  as  “good”,  “fair”,  or  “poor”.  The 
veterinarian’s  reports  shall  be  completed  and  mailed  to 
the  Department  as  required  by  the  statutes. 

Except  as  provided  by  law  and  departmental  regula- 
tions, no  livestock  showing  clinical  or  physical  evidence 
of  disease  may  be  sold  through  a community  sale  for 
any  purpose. 


REGULATION  IV 

Sick,  Diseased,  or  Crippled  Animals, 
Brucellosis  Reactors 

No  sick,  diseased,  or  crippled  animals  shall  be  con- 
signed to  a community  sale.  No  sick,  diseased  or 
crippled  animals  shall  be  sold  through  a community 
sales  barn  except  as  provided  in  Regulations  V,  VI, 
and  X herein. 
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REGULATION  V 


Bovine  Brucellosis  Reactors  Found  on  Test 
at  Sales  Barn 

The  results  of  all  brucellosis  agglutination  blood 
tests  made  at  sales  barns  shall  be  classified  according 
to  the  official  Diagnostic  Tables  No.  1 and  No.  2;

Any  cattle 

which. 

upon  being  tested 

for  brucellosis 

at  a community  sales  barn,  react  to  the  agglutination 
blood  test  shall  be  either  sold  through  the  sale  for 
immediate  slaughter  or  returned  to  the  premises  of  the 
consignor. 

If  they  are  sold  for  immediate  slaughter  they  must 
be  positively  identified  and  branded  as  provided  by  the 
Illinois  Bovine  Brucellosis  Control  Law,  and  the  pur- 
chaser must  sign  an  official  Quarantine  and  Certification 
of  Slaughter,  Form  C-24a,  (Federal  regulations  require 
that  brucellosis  reactors  moved  interstate  be  accom- 
panied by  Federal  Form  T.E.  27.) 

If  they  are  returned  to  the  premises  of  the  consignor 
they  must  be  quarantined  and  branded  as  provided  in 
Section  5 of  the  Illinois  Bovine  Brucellosis  Control 
Law. 


REGULATION  VI 

6.a.  Sale  of  Bovine  Brucellosis  Suspects 

Any  cattle,  which,  upon  being  tested  for  brucellosis 
at  a community  sales  barn,  are  classified  as  suspects 
according  to  the  Official  Diagnostic  Tables  No.  1 or  No. 
2 shall  be  either  returned  to  the  premises  of  the  con- 
signor or  sold  through  the  sale  for  immediate  slaughter. 
If  they  are  sold  for  immediate  slaughter  the  purchaser 
must  sign  an  official  Certificate  of  Slaughter,  Form  C-37. 

6.b.  Sale  of  Livestock  for  Immediate  Slaughter  or  Ship- 
ment: 

Females  and  bulls  over  6 months  of  age  may  be 
sold  without  brucellosis  test  or  vaccination  certifi- 
cate for  immediate  slaughter  or  shipment  provid- 
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ing  the  purchaser  signs  an  official  certificate  of 
slaughter,  Form  C-37,  If  slaughtered,  they  must 
be  slaughtered  within  10  days  either  on  the  pur- 
chaser’s premises  or  taken  directly  by  him  to 
slaughter  plant;  if  shipped,  they  must  be  shipped 
by  the  purchaser  within,  10  days  and  must  go 
directly  to  a marketing  center  or  stockyards  under 
State  or  Federal  supervision. 

REGULATION  VII 

Sanitary  Standards 

1.  All  stalls,  pens,  alleyways,  and  sales  rings  shall  be 
thoroughly  cleaned  and  disinfected  following  each 
sale. 

2.  Windows  shall  be  provided  for  light  and  ventilation. 
Light  shall  be  sufficient  to  illuminate  all  pens  and 
stalls. 

3.  Roofs  shall  be  kept  tight  at  all  times  so  as  to  pre- 
vent leakage  and  keep  out  moisture. 

4.  The  floors  of  all  pens,  alleys,  and  sales  rings  shall 
be  of  concrete  or  other  material  that  is  compact, 
easily  cleaned,  and  drained  in  all  kinds  of  weather. 

5.  Dairy  and  breeding  cattle  shall  be  kept  separate 
from  all  other  cattle  and  not  allowed  to  intermingle. 

6.  All  pens  and  alleys  for  housing  hogs  shall  have 
floors  that  are  made  of  concrete  or  other  impervious 
material.  Such  floors  and  pens  shall  be  provided 
with  drainage  for  flushing. 

REGULATION  VIII 

Each  community  sales  barn  will  display  in  a prom- 
inent place  a license  as  provided  by  law  and  a poster, 
to  be  supplied  by  the  Division,  setting  forth  the  rules 
and  regulations  in  the  sale  of  livestock. 


REGULATION  IX 

• 

9.1.  All  swine  sold  through  a community  sale  for  feed- 
ing or  breeding  purposes  must  have  been  vaccin- 
ated against  hog  cholera  before  leaving  the  sale, 
and  the  purchaser  of  such  swine  must  be  fur- 
nished a certificate  of  vaccination  at  the  time  of 
purchase.  The  certificate  of  vaccination  must 
identify  the  swine  by  breed,  color  and  weight. 

9.2.  Unvaccinated  swine  must  be  vaccinated  by  one 
of  the  following  methods: 

a.  Serum  alone — no  quarantine  required, 

b.  Modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine  with 
anti-hog  cholera  serum  in  the  same  amount  as 
used  with  virulent  virus.  Quarantined  to  pur- 
chaser for  21  days. 

Note:  Boynton  tissue  or  crystal  violet  vaccine  shall 
not  be  used  at  any  sale  barn  at  any  time  for  the 
vaccination  of  swine  against  hog  cholera. 

9.3.  Unvaccinated  out-of-state  swine  must  be  vaccin- 
ated by  the  following  method: 

a.  Modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine  with 
anti-hog  cholera  serum  in  the  same  amount  as 
used  with  virulent  virus.  Quarantined  to  pur- 
chaser for  21  days. 
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9.4.  Swine  vaccinated  prior  to  consignment  to  sales 
barns  must  be  accompanied  by  a certificate  of 
vaccination  at  the  time  of  consignment  to  sale. 
Such  certificate  must  be  issued  by  a licensed  vet- 
erinarian or  by  a notarized  affidavit  of  vaccination 
if  by  other  than  a licensed  veterinarian.  The  affi- 
davit of  vaccination  shall  be  made  by  the  person 
who  vaccinated  the  swine.  The  certificate  must 
give  the  date  of  injection,  amount  of  serum  and/or 
virus  used,  serial  number  and  name  of  manufac- 
turer. Sale  barn  records  must  identify  such 
swine  showing  the  consignor  and  purchaser.  Cer- 
tificate shall  show  vaccination  by  one  of  the  fol- 
lowing methods: 

a.  Swine  vaccinated  with  serum  alone  within  15 
days  of  sale. 

b.  Swine  vaccinated  with  serum  and  virus  more 
than  21  days  prior  to  sale. 

c.  Swine  vaccinated  with  Boynton  tissue  vaccine 
or  crystal  violet  vaccine  not  less  than  14  days 
nor  more  than  6 months  before  sale.  Swine 
must  have  been  at  least  8 weeks  of  age  at  time 
of  vaccination. 

d.  Modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine  more 
than  21  days  prior  to  sale. 

Identification  of  vaccinated  swine,  together  with 
name  and  address  of  consignor  and  purchaser,  must  be 
made  a part  of  the  records  of  the  sales  barn  before 
swine  so  vaccinated  are  removed. 

The  purchaser  of  swine  for  slaughter  purposes  must 
sign  an  official  certificate  of  slaughter.  Form  C-37. 

REGULATION  X 

Swine  Which  React  to  the  Test  for  Brucellosis 

Any  swine  which  upon  being  tested  for  brucellosis 
at  a community  sale  react  to  the  test  in  a dilution  of 
1/50  or  higher  must  be  identified  as  provided  in  the 
Illinois  Swine  Brucellosis  Law.  Such  swine  must  either 
be  returned  to  the  premises  of  the  consignor  or  sold 
for  immediate  slaughter.  No  such  swine  shall  be  sold 
for  feeding  or  breeding  purposes. 

REGULATION  XI 

Sale  of  Garbage-Fed  Swine  Prohibited 

No  garbage-fed  swine  shall  be  allowed  to  be  sold 
through  a community  sales  barn.  All  other  swine  con- 
signed to  a community  sales  barn  must  be  rigidly  ex- 
amined and  found  free  from  vesicular  exanthema  by  a 
veterinarian  at  the  unloading  chute  or  pens  immediately 
before  being  placed  in  sales  pens. 

REGULATION  XII 
Sales  Records  To  Be  Maintained 

The  sales  management  must  keep  a record  of  sales 
of  swine,  showing  the  name  and  address  of  the  con- 
signor, name  and  address  of  purchaser,  date  of  sale, 
breed  and  number  of  swine  purchased. 
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REGULATION  XIII 
Sheep 

All  sheep  originating  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  or  which 
enter  the  State  in  full  compliance  with  State  regulations, 
may  be  sold  through  sales  barns  subject  to  the  follow- 
ing regulations: 

a.  Sheep  consigned  to  a community  sale  barn  from 
out-of-state  or  from  public  stockyards  within  the 
State  must  be  accompanied  by  an  official  health 
certificate  or  federal  inspection  certificate  showing 
them  to  be  free  from  scabies  and  all  other  infectious 
and  communicable  diseases  within  30  days  of  entry, 
and  that  such  sheep  have  been  dipped  in  accordance 
with  official  dipping  procedures  and  dips,  as  shown 
in  Regulation  XIV  relating  to  Diseased  Animals.  All 
such  dippings  shall  be  under  state  or  federal  super- 
vision. Sheep  must  be  transported  in  clean  cars 
or  trucks. 

b.  Sheep  consigned  direct  to  a community  sale  bam 
from  Illinois  flocks  may  be  sold  provided  they  are 
free  from  all  infectious  and  communicable  diseases 
and  not  infested  with  or  have  not  been  exposed  to 
‘scabies. 

c.  Community  sale  barn  managers  are  required  to 
keep  a record  of  each  consignment,  and  also  to  keep 
on  file  the  accompanying  health  certificate  or  federal 
inspection  certificate  for  each  consignment  for  at 
least  one  year  from  date  of  sale. 

d.  Community  sale  barn  veterinarians  are  required 
to  check  each  consignment  of  sheep  at  time  of  pres- 
entation at  the  sale  barn  to  determine  that  to  the 
best  of  their  knowledge  and  belief  the  sheep  are  free 
from  scabies  and  other  infectious  and  communicable 
diseases  and  that  out-of-state  and  stockyard  sheep 
are  accompanied  by  proper  health  certificates  or 
certificates  of  federal  inspection. 

e.  When  diseased  sheep  are  found  at  a community 
sale  barn  the  veterinarian  should  immediately  place 
the  diseased  sheep  under  quarantine  and  order  the 
owner  to  return  such  sheep  to  his  premises  under 
quarantine.  The  veterinarian  should  notify  the  Divi- 
sion of  such  quarantine.  The  quarantine  will  remain 
in  effiect  until  the  Division  receives  notice  of  the 
death  of  the  sheep  or  receives  a report  from  a 
licensed  veterinarian  that  the  animal  or  animals 
have  recovered  and  are  in  a healthy  condition. 

f.  When  scabies-infested  sheep  are  found  at  a com- 
munity sale  barn  the  veterinarian  should  immedi- 
ately place  all  infested  and  exposed  sheep  under 
quarantine  and  order  the  owner  to  return  the  sheep 
to  his  premises  under  quarantine.  The  veterinarian 
should  immediately  notify  the  Division  of  any  and  all 
cases  of  scabies  infestation  and  the  date  of  inspec- 
tion. The  sheep  must  then  be  dipped  in  accordance 
with  departmental  regulations  at  the  owner’s  ex- 
pense. The  quarantine  will  remain  in  effect  until 
released  by  the  Division. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  THE  DIVISION 
OF  LIVESTOCK  INDUSTRY 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  127,  Section  7 of  “An  Act  in  rela- 
tion to  the  civil  administration  of  State  government”, 

approved  March  7,  1917,  as  amended. 

DEFINITIONS 

The  term,  “Department”,  or  “Department  of  Agricul- 
ture”, unless  otherwise  indicated,  means  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

The  term,  “Division”,  or  “Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry”, means  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  of 
the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  term,  “Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division”, 
means  the  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division  of  the 
Agricultural  Research  Service,  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  formerly  known  as  the  Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture. 

The  term,  “brucellosis”,  means  the  disease  wherein 
an  animal  is  infected  with  Brucella  micro-organisms  ir- 
respective of  the  occurrence  or  absence  of  clinical  symp- 
toms of  infectious  abortion. 

The  term,  “brucellosis  blood  test”,  or  “agglutination 
test”,  means  a test  made  by  using  a standardized  sus- 
pension of  antigen  of  killed  Brucella  micro-organisms 
in  dilution  of  blood  serum  from  the  animal  to  be  tested. 

The  term,  “suspicious  animal”,  or  “suspect”,  as  used 
in  the  brucellosis  regulations,  means  an  animal  which 
has  given  a suspicious  reaction  to  the  agglutination 
test. 

The  term,  “infected  animal”,  or  “reactor”,  as  used 
in  the  brucellosis  regulations,  means  an  animal  which 
has  given  a positive  reaction  to  the  agglutination  test 
or  any  other  recognized  test  for  the  detection  of  bru- 
cellosis approved  by  the  Department,  or  if  Brucella 
micro-organisms  have  been  found  in  the  body  or  the 
body  discharges. 

The  term,  “ring  test”,  or  “ABR” — abortus  brucella 
ring,  or  “BRT” — brucella  ring  test,  means  the  diagnos- 
tic test  of  milk  or  cream  to  detect  the  presence  of 
brucellosis  in  the  herd  in  which  such  milk  or  cream 
sample  was  produced. 

“Infectious  disease”,  means  the  reaction  resulting 
from  the  introduction  into  the  body  of  a specific  dis- 
ease-producing organism  or  its  toxic  product. 

“Contagious  disease”,  means  a specific  infectious 
disease  which  is  readily  transmitted  from  host  to  host 
by  direct  contact  or  by  means  of  intermediate  hosts. 

The  term,  “infestation”,  or  “infested  with”,  means 
the  invasion  of  the  body  by  animal  parasites. 

The  term,  “quarantine”,  means  a condition  in  which 
one  or  more  animals  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart 
from  and  not  allowed  to  come  in  contact  in  any  way 
with  other  animals. 

The  term,  “restriction”,  or  “restricted”,  means  a 
condition  in  which  one  or  more  animals  shall  be  kept 
on  certain  designated  premises  and  shall  not  be  allowed 
to  come  in  contact  in  any  way  with  animals  from  other 
premises. 


A “Certified  Brucellosis-tree  Herd”  is  one  in  which 
at  least  two  annual  negative  agglutination  tests  for 
brucellosis  have  been  conducted  on  all  animals  in  the 
herd  6 months  of  age  or  over  and  for  which  a cer- 
tificate has  been  issued  by  the  livestock  sanitary  offi- 
cials of  the  state  of  origin  and  the  Animal  Disease 
Eradication  Division. 

A “Tuberculosis-free  Accredited  Herd”  is  one  for 
which  a certificate  of  accreditation  has  been  issued 
by  the  livestock  sanitary  officials  of  the  state  of  origin 
and  the  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division. 

The  term,  “accredited  approved  veterinarian”,  means 
a veterinarian  who  is  licensed  by  the  state  in  which 
he  practices,  is  approved  by  the  livestock  sanitary 
authority  of  that  state,  and  is  accredited  by  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

A “recognized  slaughtering  center”  is  an  establish- 
ment where  slaughtering  is  conducted  under  federal 
inspection. 

An  “approved  slaughtering  establishment”  is  one 
which  has  been  specifically  approved  by  the  State  live- 
stock sanitary  official  and  Chief  of  the  Division  to 
slaughter  cattle  not  known  to  be  infected  with  bru- 
cellosis. 

An  “unrecogized  slaughtering  center”  is  an  estab- 
lishment where  slaughtering  is  conducted,  but  where 
federal  inspection  is  not  maintained. 

The  term,  “public  stockyards”,  means  a stockyards 
where  trading  in  livestock  is  carried  on,  where  yarding, 
feeding,  and  watering  facilities  are  provided  by  the 
stockyard,  transportation,  or  similar  company,  and 
where  State  and/or  Federal  inspection  is  maintained 
for  the  inspection  of  livestock  for  communicable  disease, 
such  as  Union  Stockyards  located  at  Chicago,  National 
Stockyards  located  at  East  St.  Louis,  Union  Stockyards 
located  at  Peoria,  Springfield  Stockyards  located  at 
Springfield,  or  a stockyards  which  has  been  specifically 
approved  by  the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture  and 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

A “Marketing  Center”  is  a licensed  community  sale 
which  has  been  so  designated  by  the  Illinois  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  and  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture  as  a Marketing  Center  after  having 
qualified  under  regulations  of  the  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  the  United  States  Department  of  Ag- 
riculture. 

The  term,  “health  certificate”,  or  “certificate  of 
health”,  or  “interstate  health  certificate”,  means  a 
legible  record,  made  on  an  official  form  of  the  state  of 
origin,  or  the  United  States  Animal  Disease  Eradica- 
tion Division,  and  issued  by  a licensed,  graduate,  ac- 
credited and  approved  veterinarian  of  the  state  of  origin 
or  a veterinarian  in  the  employ  of  the  United  States 
Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division,  which  shows  that 
the  animals  or  birds  listed  thereon  meet  the  health  re- 
quirements of  the  state  of  destination.  The  health  cer- 
tificate shall  contain  the  name  and  address  of  the  con- 
signor, the  name  and  address  of  the  consignee,  and  an 
accurate  description  or  identification  of  the  animals  or 
birds  involved,  and  shall  also  indicate  the  health  status 
of  the  animals  or  birds,  including  the  dates  and  results 
of  required  tests  and  dates  of  vaccination,  if  any. 

An  “approved  health  certificate”  is  one  that  has  been 
so  endorsed  by  the  Livestock  Sanitary  Official  of  the 
state  of  origin. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  THE  PREVEN 
TION  OF  CONTAGIOUS  AND  INFECTIOUS 
DISEASES  AMONG  SWINE 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  9a,  Section  3a  of  “An 
Act  to  prevent  the  spread  of  contagious  and  infec- 
tious diseases  among  swine”,  approved  June  21,  1895, 
as  amended. 


REGULATION  I 

Swine  for  Feeding  Purposes  Only — From  Public 
Stockyards  Located  in  Illinois 

Swine  for  feeding  purposes  only,  from  public  stock- 
yards  located  within  the  State  of  Illinois,  must  be 
covered  by  a permit  issued  by  the  Division  of  Live- 
stock Industry.  A permit  for  shipment  will  be  issued 
only  if  the  swine  do  not  show  any  symptoms  of  con- 
tagious, infectious  or  communicable  diseases,  are  not 
infected  with  or  have  not  been  exposed  to  vesicular 
exanthema,  have  not  been  fed  raw  garbage,  and  only 
after  ear  tagging  in  right  ear,  immunization  against 
hog  cholera  by  vaccination  with  modified  live  virus 
hog  cholera  vaccine  and  with  anti-hog  cholera  serum  in 
the  same  amount  as  used  with  the  virulent  virus,  ad- 
ministered ‘by  a representative  of  the  Animal  Disease 
Eradication  Division,  or  an  inspector  employed  by  the 
State  of  Illinois  or  by  a qualified  veterinarian  approved 
by  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry.  Tem- 
perature readings  shall  be  made  to  determine  that 
normal  temperature  prevails  before  vaccination.  Such 
swine  shall  be  held  under  quarantine  for  14  days  after 
arrival  on  the  owner’s  premises,  and  the  owner  shall 
report  their  condition  to  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  at  the  end  of  the  14-day  period. 

REGULATION  II 

Swine  for  Feeding  Purposes  Only — From  Public 
Stockyards  Located  Outside  of  Illinois 

Swine  for  feeding  purposes  only,  from  public  stock- 
yards  located  outside  of  Illinois,  may  enter  Illinois 
when  accompanied  by  an  official  certificate  issued  by 
a veterinarian  employed  by  the  Animal  Disease  Eradica- 
tion Division  or  a veterinarian  employed  by  the  state 
of  origin,  showing  that  the  swine  are  free  from  all 
symptoms  of  contagious,  infectious,  or  communicable 
diseases,  are  not  infected  with  or  have  not  been  exposed 
to  vesicular  exanthema,  have  not  been  fed  raw  garbage, 
and  that  before  leaving  the  stockyards  were  identified 
by  ear  tag  and  were  immunized  against  hog  cholera 
by  vaccination  with  modified  live  virus  hog  cholera 
vaccine  and  with  anti-hog  cholera  serum  in  the  same 
amount  as  used  with  virulent  virus.  Temperature  read- 
ings shall  be  made  to  determine  that  normal  tempera- 
ture prevails  before  vaccination.  Such  swine  shall  be 
held  under  quarantine  for  14  days  after  arrival  on  the 
owner’s  premises  and  the  owner  shall  report  their  con- 
dition to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  at  the  end 
of  the  14-day  period. 
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REGULATION  III 


Swine  for  Feeding  Purposes  Only — Not  from 
Public  Stockyards 

Swine  for  feeding  purposes  may  enter  the  State  pro- 
vided they  are  identified  by  ear  tag  showing  State  of 
origin  and  accompanied  by  a permit  from  the  Division 
and  an  official  health  certificate  and  meet  one  of  the 
following  conditions: 

1.  Vaccinated  more  than  14  days  prior  to  entry  into 
Illinois  with  anti-hog  cholera  serum  and  modified 
live  virus,  or 

2.  Vaccinated  with  modified  live  virus  and  serum 
within  24  hours  of  loading  or  entry,  to  be  held 
in  quarantine  at  destination  for  not  less  than  14 
days,  or 

3.  Unvaccinated,  but  subject  to  vaccination  by  a 
licensed  veterinarian  within  48  hours  after  entry 
with  modified  live  virus  and  serum  and  held  in 
quarantine  for  14  days 

Official  health  certificate  shall: 

1.  Be  issued  by  an  accredited  veterinarian  of  the 
state  of  origin 

2.  Be  approved  by  the  livestock  sanitary  official  of 
state  of  origin 

3.  Show  the  swine  are  free  from  symptoms  of  any 
contagious,  infectious,  or  communicable  disease 
or  exposure  thereto 

4.  Show  the  swine  have  not  been  fed  raw  garbage 

5.  Show  vaccination  status 
Permit 

1.  Permits  to  import  feeder  pigs  may  be  issued  to 

a.  licensed  bonded  feeder  pig  dealer 

b.  A person  importing  pigs  to  feed  on  his  own 
permises  and  not  for  resale  other  than  to 
slaughter 

2.  The  applicant  shall  furnish  the  following  informa- 
tion to  the  Division: 

a.  Individual  ear  tag  identification  showing  state 
of  origin 

b.  Vaccination  status 

c.  Name  and  address  of  Illinois  destination 

d.  Name  and  address  of  consignor 

REGULATION  III  (A) 

Swine  For  Feeding  Purposes  Only — 

Licensing  Requirement 

Engaging  in  the  “business”  of  a feeder  swine  dealer 
means  any  person  who  derives  any  part  of  his  liveli- 
hood from  the  sale  of  feeder  swine  in  the  State  of  Illi- 
nois or  elsewhere,  but  shall  not  include  individual  sales 
of  feeder  swine  or  lots  thereof,  by  individual  farmers, 
who  are  residents  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  who  did  not 
acquire  such  swine  for  purposes  of  resale. 

All  licensing  requirements  hereunder  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Sections  4,  5,  6,  7 and 
8 of  “An  Act  Providing  For  the  Licensing  of  Feeder 
Swine  Dealers,  Regulating  Such  Business  and  Providing 
Penalties  For  Violations  Hereof”,  approved  July  31,  1961. 
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REGULATION  IV 


Swine  for  Breeding  Purposes — From  Public  Stockyards 

in  Illinois 

Swine  for  breeding  purposes  from  public  stockyards 
located  within  the  State  of  Illinois  must  be  accom- 
panied by  a permit  issued  by  the  Illinois  Division  of 
Livestock  Industry.  A permit  for  release  from  the 
yards  will  be  issued  only  if  the  swine  do  not  show  any 
symptoms  of  contagious,  infectious  or  communicable 
diseases,  are  not  infected  with  or  have  not  been  ex- 
posed to  vesicular  exanthema,  have  not  been  fed  raw 
garbage,  and  only  after  the  swine  have  been  identified 
by  right  ear  tag  or  tattoo  and  immunized  against  hog 
cholera  by  vaccination  with  modified  live  virus  hog 
cholera  vaccine  and  with  anti-hog  cholera  serum  in 
the  same  amount  as  used  with  virulent  virus,  adminis- 
tered by  a representative  of  the  Animal  Disease  Eradi- 
cation Division,  or  an  inspector  employed  by  the  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  Industry,  or  by  a qualified  veterinarian 
designated  by  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry. Temperature  readings  shall  be  made  to  de- 
termine that  normal  temperature  prevails  before  vac- 
cination. Such  swine  shall  be  held  under  quarantine  for 
14  days  after  arrival  on  the  owner’s  premises,  and  the 
owner  shall  report  their  condition  to  the  Division  of 
Livestock  Industry  at  the  end  of  the  14-day  period. 

In  addition  to  the  anti-hog  cholera  vaccination  re- 
quirements, all  breeding  swine  4 months  of  age  and 
over  must  be  negative  to  the  agglutination  test  for 
brucellosis  in  a dilution  of  1 to  50  as  evidenced  by  test 
conducted  at  an  official  laboratory  of  the  State  of 
Illinois  immediately  prior  to  release  from  stockyards. 

REGULATION  V 

Swine  for  Breeding  Purposes — Not  from 

Public  Stockyards 

Swine  for  breeding  purposes  entering  Illinois  from 
other  than  public  stockyards  must  be  accompanied  by 
an  official  interstate  health  certificate  issued  by  an 
accredited,  approved  veterinarian  of  the  state  of  origin 
or  a veterinarian  employed  by  the  Animal  Disease 
Eradication  Division  identifying  such  swine  by  ear  tag 
or  tattoo  and  showing  that  they  are  free  from  all 
symptoms  of  contagious,  infectious  or  communicable 
diseases,  are  from  a non-quarantined  area,  and  are 
not  infected  with  or  have  not  been  exposed  to  vesicular 
exanthema  and  have  not  been  fed  raw  garbage;  that 
any  breeding  swine  4 months  of  age  and  over  was 
negative  to  the  agglutination  blood  test  for  brucellosis 
in  a dilution  of  1 to  50,  as  evidenced  by  test  conducted 
by  an  official  state  laboratory  within  30  days  of  entry, 
or  was  from  a brucellosis-free  certified  herd  and  in- 
cluded in  the  last  herd  test. 

REGULATION  VI 
Unvaccinated  Breeding  Swine 

Unvaccinated  breeding  swine  must  also  be  covered 
by  a permit  issued  by  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  allowing  the  entry  of  swine  subject  to  identi- 
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fication  by  ear  tagging  or  tattoo  and  subject  to  im- 
munization against  hog  cholera  by  a licensed  veterin- 
arian with  modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine  and 
anti-hog  cholera  serum  in  the  same  amount  as  used 
with  the  virulent  virus.  All  such  swine  shall  be  held 
under  quarantine  for  14  days  on  the  owner’s  premises 
and  the  owner  shall  report  their  condition  to  the  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  Industry  at  the  end  of  the  14-day 
period;  swine  over  four  months  of  age  to  be  negative 
to  brucellosis  test  as  stated  in  Regulation  V. 

REGULATION  VII 
Health  Certificate 

The  health  certificate  covering  swine  for  breeding 
purposes  vaccinated  prior  to  entry  into  Illinois  must 
also  show  that  they  have  been  vaccinated  against  hog- 
cholera  by  a licensed,  graduate  veterinarian  by  one  of 
the  following  methods: 

7.  a.  Vaccinated  with  anti-hog  cholera  serum  and 
virus  more  than  21  days  or  with  modified  live 
virus  hog  cholera  vaccine  more  than  14  days 
prior  to  entry  into  Illinois,  or 

7.  b.  Vaccinated  with  Boynton  tissue  vaccine  or 
crystal  violet  vaccine  not  less  than  14  days 
nor  more  than  6 months  prior  to  entry  into 
Illinois,  and  such  swine  were  at  least  8 weeks 
of  age  at  the  time  of  vaccination. 

The  consignee  shall  be  furnished  a copy  of  the 
health  certificate  and  a copy  of  the  health  certificate 
bearing  the  approval  of  the  livestock  sanitary  official 
of  the  state  of  origin  shall  be  filed  with  the  Illinois 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

Any  swine  showing  a positive  reaction  to  the  ag- 
glutination test  for  brucellosis  in  a dilution  of  1 to  50 
or  higher  shall  be  tagged  in  the  left  ear  with  a reactor 
identification  tag.  Such  reactors  shall  not  be  offered 
for  breeding  purposes  and  may  be  sold  for  slaughter  only. 

All  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  of  animals 
intended  for  interstate  movement  shall  be  made  at  a 
state  or  federal  laboratory,  or  a laboratory  approved  by 
the  proper  Livestock  Sanitary  Official  of  state  of  origin. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO 
RABIES  CONTROL 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  23u,  Section  17  of 
“The  Rabies  Control  Act”,  approved  July  6,  1953, 
as  amended. 


REGULATION  I 
Dogs  Brought  into  Illinois 

Dogs  brought  into  Illinois  must  be  accompanied  by 
an  official  health  certificate  issued  by  a licensed,  ac- 
credited, approved  veterinarian  within  30  days  of  entry, 
showing  that  the  animals  are  free  from  communicable 
diseases,  that  they  originated  in  an  area  not  under 
quarantine  because  of  rabies,  and  that  all  animals  over 
8 weeks  of  age  have  been  vaccinated  against  rabies 
within  a period  of  6 months  with  a vaccine  recognized 
by  the  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division.  A copy  of 
the  health  certificate  bearing  the  approval  of  the  live- 
stock sanitary  official  of  the  state  of  origin  must  be 
filed  with  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

This  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  performing  dogs 
or  dogs  brought  in  for  a limited  period  of  time  for 
exhibition  or  breeding  purposes  and  kept  under  direct 
control  during  their  stay  in  the  State. 


REGULATION  II 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  each  county  shall  an- 
nually notify  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  of  the 
appointed  Rabies  Inspector  and  deputies,  and  their 
addresses. 


REGULATION  III 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Rabies  Inspector  and  his  deputies 
to  enforce  the  Rabies  Act.  The  Inspector  and  his  depu- 
ties have  full  police  power,  and  the  sheriff  and  his 
deputies  and  municipal  police  officers  shall  cooperate 
with  the  Inspector  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of 
this  Act. 


REGULATION  IV 

Every  owner  of  a dog  not  confined  at  all  times  shall 
cause  such  dog  to  be  inoculated  against  rabies  each 
calendar  year  or  at  such  other  intervals  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  Evi- 
dence of  rabies  inoculation  shall  consist  of  an  Official 
Rabies  Vaccination  Certificate,  signed  by  the  veterin- 
arian who  administered  the  vaccine.  A supply  of  the 
Certificates  shall  be  prepared  and  furnished  free  of 
charge  by  the  Department  to  the  Rabies  Inspector  of 
each  county  for  distribution  to  the  veterinarians  prac- 
ticing in  his  county. 
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REGULATION  V 


Veterinarians  who  inoculate  dogs  against  rabies  shall 
procure  serially  numbered  tags  from  the  County  Board 
of  the  county  in  which  the  dog  owner  resides.  One 
tag  is  to  be  issued  to  the  dog  owner  with  each  Official 
Vaccination  Certificate,  and  the  tag  is  to  be  attached 
at  all  times  to  a collar  or  harness  worn  by  the  dog 
for  which  the  Certificate  and  tag  were  issued. 

These  tags  are  to  be  approved  by  the  Department 
and  shall  bear  an  inscription  in  sequence  as  follows: 
Rabies  Vaccination;  Serial  No ; Illinois  De- 

partment of  Agriculture;  and  the  year  of  vaccination. 

The  charge  made  to  the  veterinarians  for  these  tags 
is  to  be  determined  by  the  County  Board  of  each  county 
and  is  to  be  in  an  amount  deemed  necessary  to  support 
the  Rabies  Control  Program  of  the  county. 

REGULATION  VI 

Veterinarians  shall  at  the  time  of  inoculation  collect 
such  fee  from  the  dog  owner  as  is  fixed  by  the  County 
Board  of  the  county  in  which  the  dog  owner  resides. 
Such  fee  shall  be  placed  in  a county  Rabies  Fund  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  all  costs  of  the  Rabies  Control 
Program. 


REGULATION  VII 

The  County  Rabies  Inspector  shall  notify  the  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  Industry  of  any  animals  that  have 
been  vaccinated  against  rabies  that  later  succumb  to 
the  disease. 


REGULATION  VIII 

Vaccines  shall  be  administered  to  the  dogs  or  other 
animals  in  the  amount  that  is  recommended  by  the 
producers  of  vaccine  according  to  weight. 

REGULATION  IX 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  shall  each  year  pre- 
scribe what  the  color  of  the  vaccination  tag  is  to  be. 

REGULATION  X 

The  Rabies  Inspector  shall  promptly  notify  the  coun- 
ty and  /or  city  health  officers  as  to  confinement  of 
animals  that  have  bitten  persons,  and  names  and  ad- 
dresses of  persons  bitten  or  otherwise  exposed  to  ani- 
mals suspected  of  having  rabies. 

REGULATION  XI 

The  Rabies  Inspector  shall  promptly  and  properly 
submit  to  a recognized  laboratory  the  heads  of  all 
animals  that  are  suspected  of  having  rabies,  and  also 
the  heads  of  all  animals  that  die  during  the  period  of 
observation. 


REGULATION  XII 

The  veterinary  inspector  shall  promptly  send  a copy 
of  the  reports  of  observation  and  laboratory  diagnosis 
to  the  local  health  officer. 
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REGULATION  XIII 


The  Rabies  Inspector  shall  notify  the  Division  of 
Livestock  Industry  of  the  number  of  stray  and  unde- 
sirable dogs  that  were  picked  up  and  destroyed. 

REGULATION  XIV 
Movement  of  Dogs 

Out-of-state  dogs  entered  in  dog  shows,  field  trials, 
water  trials,  and  bench  shows  must  meet  Illinois  entry 
requirements. 

Illinois  dogs  entered  in  dog  shows,  field  trials,  water 
trials,  and  bench  shows  must  be  kept  under  complete 
restraint  except  when  dogs  are  engaged  in  competition, 
at  which  time  they  must  be  kept  within  the  confines 
of  the  competition  area  and  shall  at  all  times  be  under 
the  control  of  their  handler.  While  being  transported, 
the  dogs  shall  be  under  restraint  or  adequately  crated 
and  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  official  health  certificate 
issued  by  a licensed,  accredited,  approved  veterinarian, 
or  a certificate  of  inoculation  against  rabies.  Additional 
requirements  may  be  instigated  in  special  cases  where 
deemed  necessary  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
for  the  protection  of  other  animals  and  the  public 
against  rabies  or  other  disease. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  BOVINE 
TUBERCULOSIS 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  104,  Section  18  of 

“An  Act  in  relation  to  the  eradication  of  Bovine 

Tuberculosis”  approved  June  25,  1929,  as  amended. 

REGULATION  I 

No  animal  that  is  affected  with  or  has  recently  been 
exposed  to  any  infectious,  contagious,  or  communicable 
disease  shall  be  shipped  or  transported  in  any  manner, 
or  moved  into  the  State  of  Illinois  except  as  permitted 
by  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
except  those  animals  affected  with  such  diseases  which 
are  approved  for  interstate  shipment  by  the  United 
States  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division  for  imme- 
diate Slaughter  and  are  consigned  direct  to  a recognized 
slaughtering  center. 

REGULATION  II 

Obligation  of  Transportation  Company 
and  Truck  Operators 

Before  accepting  any  livestock  or  dogs  for  shipment 
into  the  State  of  Illinois  or  consigned  to  points  within 
the  State  of  Illinois,  except  to  public  stockyards,  every 
person,  transportation  company,  or  truck  operator  shall 
require  that  a certificate  of  health,  or  permit,  or  federal 
inspection  certificate  as  required  in  the  regulations  of 
the  Department,  be  furnished  them  to  be  attached  to 
the  waybill  and  accompany  the  livestock  or  dog  to  its 
destination.  Such  person,  transportation  company  or 
truck  operator  shall  have  the  certificate  of  health,  or 
permit,  or  federal  inspection  certificate,  in  his  or  its 
possession  at  all  times  from  the  loading  of  such  live- 
stock to  the  delivery  of  the  livestock  at  its  destination, 
and  available  for  inspection  upon  demand. 

REGULATION  III 

Report  of  Transportation  Companies  and 
Truck  Operators  Required 

Every  person,  transportation  company,  or  truck  op- 
erator transporting  cattle,  swine,  or  sheep  into  Illinois 
from  points  without  the  State  consigned  or  delivered 
to  other  than  a public  stockyards  or  specifically  ap- 
proved marketing  centers  shall,  within  24  hours  after 
such  livestock  is  unloaded  in  the  State,  report  to  the 
Division  giving  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignor, 
the  location  of  the  loading  point,  the  name  and  address 
of  the  consignee,  the  location  of  the  unloading  point, 
and  the  number,  sex,  and  breed  of  the  livestock. 

REGULATION  IV 

Copy  of  Health  Certificate  Must  Be  Furnished 

A copy  of  the  certificate  of  health  under  which  live- 
stock is  brought  into  the  State  of  Illinois,  bearing  the 
approval  or,  if  not  approved,  the  disapproval  of  the 
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Livestock  Sanitary  Official  of  the  state  of  origin,  must 
be  furnished  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

All  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  of  animals 
which  are  intended  for  interstate  movement  shall  be 
made  at  a state  or  federal  laboratory,  or  a laboratory 
approved  by  the  proper  livestock  sanitary  officials  of 
state  of  origin. 


REGULATION  V 
Requests  for  Permits 

Requests  for  entry  permits  shall  be  direct  to  the 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  Springfield,  Illinois,  and 
shall  set  forth  the  following  information:  Name  and 
address  of  Illinois  consignee,  number  and  kind  of  ani- 
mals, origin  of  shipment,  and  if  for  cattle,  the  age,  sex, 
and  breed  of  the  cattle. 


REGULATION  VI 
Cattle  for  Immediate  Slaughter 

6. a.  Cattle  for  immediate  slaughter,  consigned  to  a 
recognized  slaughtering  center,  or  specifically  approved 
slaughtering  establishments,  may  be  shipped  into  Illi- 
nois without  tuberculin  or  brucellosis  tests,  health  cer- 
tificates, or  other  entry  certificate.  Such  cattle  shall  be 
held  in  quarantine  until  slaughtered. 

6.  b.  Cattle  for  immediate  slaughter  not  consigned 
to  a recognized  slaughtering  center  may  be  shipped  into 
Illinois  without  tuberculin  or  brucellosis  tests  if  they 
are  accompanied  by  an  official  certificate  of  veterinary 
inspection  or  a special  entry  permit  issued  by  the  Illi- 
nois Division  of  Livestock  Industry.  Such  cattle  shall 
be  held  in  quarantine  until  slaughtered. 


REGULATION  VM 


Feeding  or  Grazing  Cattle 

Female  cattle  of  the  beef  breeds  under  18  months 
of  age  for  feeding  or  grazing  purposes  only  may  enter 
Illinois  from  a modified  tuberculosis-free  area,  or  may 
be  shipped  from  public  stockyards  within  the  State, 
without  tuberculin  or  brucellosis  tests  when  accom- 
panied by  one  of  the  following: 

a.  Certificate  of  health  showing  freedom  from  dis- 
ease as  evidenced  by  a physical  examination,  or 

b.  Federal  inspection  certificate,  or 

c.  Special  entry  permit  issued  by  Illinois  Division 
of  Livestock  Industry 

(NOTE:  Federal  regulations  require  health  cer- 

tificate and  permit  for  females  over  8 months  of 
age.) 

Such  cattle  may  enter  Illinois  under  quarantine  and 
be  held  in  quarantine  not  longer  than  12  months  from 
date  of  entry,  after  which  time  they  must  be  tested 
for  tuberculosis  and  brucellosis  at  owner’s  expense  or 
shipped  for  slaughter  unless  an  extension  of  feeding 
or  grazing  period  not  to  exceed  90  days  is  granted  by 


the  Division.  All  tests  for  quarantine  release  must  be 
reported  to  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 
Report  of  disposal  for  slaughter,  death  of  quarantined 
cattle,  or  transfer  of  quarantined  feeder  cattle  as  per- 
mitted by  Regulation  shall  be  made  to  the  Division  for 
quarantine  clearance. 


REGULATION  VIII 
Feeding  or  Grazing  Cattle 

Female  cattle  of  the  beef  breeds  18  months  of  age 
and  over  for  feeding  or  grazing  purposes  only,  may 
enter  Illinois  from  a modified  tuberculosis-free  area,  or 
may  be  shipped  from  public  stockyards  within  the  State, 
under  the  following  conditions: 

a.  If  they  are  accompanied  by  official  certificate  of 
health  showing  negative  tuberculin  and  brucel- 
losis tests  conducted  within  30  days  prior  to 
entry,  or  that  they  are  under  30  months  of  age 
and  were  officially  calfhood  vaccinated  against 
brucellosis,  or 

b.  If  they  are  accompanied  by  a special  entry  per- 
mit issued  by  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  permitting  entry  under  quarantine  sub- 
ject to  tuberculin  and  brucellosis  tests  to  be  con- 
ducted at  owner’s  expense  within  10  days  of 
arrival.  Reports  of  such  tests  must  be  forwarded 
to  the  Division  within  24  hours  after  completion 
of  the  tests. 

If  such  cattle  are  shipped  from  public  stock- 
yards  within  the  State,  the  blood  for  the  brucel- 
losis test  must  be  drawn  at  the  stockyards  and 
tested  at  a State,  Federal,  or  specifically  approved 
commercial  laboratory.  Such  tested  cattle  may 
be  released  under  quarantine  pending  results  of 
the  brucellosis  test. 


REGULATION  IX 

Steers  for  Feeding  or  Grazing  Purposes 

Steers  for  feeding  or  grazing  purposes,  from  modi- 
fied, accredited  tuberculosis-free  areas,  or  from  public 
stockyards  where  known  tuberculous  reactors  are  seg- 
regated, may  enter  Illinois  without  tuberculin  or  bru- 
cellosis tests  when  accompanied  by  one  of  the  following: 

a.  Certificate  of  health  showing  freedom  from  dis- 
ease as  evidenced  by  physical  examination,  or 

b.  Federal  inspection  certificate,  or 

c.  Special  entry  permit  issued  by  the  Illinois  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  Industry. 

Steers  are  not  subject  to  quarantine. 


REGULATION  X 
Dairy  or  Breeding  Cattle 

All  dairy  or  breeding  cattle  transported  or  moved 
into  the  State  of  Illinois  or  from  public  stockyards  within 
the  State,  unless  said  cattle  are  consigned  direct  to  and 
delivered  by  the  transportation  company  within  the 
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confines  of  the  Union  Stockyards,  Chicago;  the  National 
Stockyards,  East  St.  Louis;  the  Union  Stockyards, 
Peoria;  or  any  other  like  public  stockyards  or  spe- 
cifically approved  Marketing  Center,  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  an  official  certificate  of  health  showing  tuber- 
culosis and  brucellosis  status  of  the  cattle  as  follows: 
(for  brucellosis  requirements,  see  Brucellosis  Regula- 
tion XII). 


REGULATION  XI 
Tuberculosis 

Except  as  otherwise  provided,  such  cattle  must  be 
negative  to  the  tuberculin  test  within  30  days  previous 
to  shipment,  or 

Originate  in  a modified,  tuberculosis-free  accredited 
area  from  a herd  which  on  last  complete  tuberculin 
test  of  the  entire  herd  had  no  reactors  and  the  cattle 
destined  for  Illinois  were  tuberculin  tested  and  found 
negative  within  one  year  of  date  of  shipment. 

REGULATION  XII 

The  veterinarian  is  required  by  law  to  report  all 
tests  of  cattle  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

REGULATION  XIII 

Requirements  for  Illinois  Tuberculosis-Free 
Accredited  Herd 

13. 1.  a.  A tuberculosis-free  accredited  herd  is  one 
in  which  no  reactors  have  been  found  on  at  least  two 
annual  tuberculin  tests  and  physical  examinations. 
Herds  in  which  infection  occurs  shall  be  quarantined 
and  must  successfully  pass  at  least  two  tuberculin  tests 
and  physical  examinations,  with  the  first  to  be  given 
in  not  less  than  60  days,  (unless  the  cervical  test  is 
applied),  and  the  last  test  between  five  and  six  months 
following  the  date  infection  was  disclosed,  in  order  to  be 
released  from  quarantine.  To  qualify  for  accreditation 
or  reaccreditation  the  herd  must  pass  another,  or  third 
test  in  not  less  than  six  months  following  release  from 
quarantine.  Such  physical  examinations  and  tuberculin 
tests  shall  be  applied  by  a veterinarian  regularly 
employed  by  the  State  or  Federal  Animal  Disease  Erad- 
ication Division,  or  by  an  accredited  veterinarian  under 
the  supervision  of  a veterinarian  regularly  employed 
by  the  State  or  Federal  Animal  Disease  Eradication 
Division. 

13. 1.  b.  A herd  with  no  evidence  of  recent  infection 
in  which  reactors  are  disclosed  as  a result  of  the  tu- 
berculin test  may  be  reaccredited  following  a 60-day 
negative  retest  if  no  visible  lesions  or  skin  lesions  only 
are  disclosed  on  post-mortem  examination  of  the  re- 
actors found. 

13. 1.  c.  When  an  accredited  herd  or  a herd  in  the 
process  of  accreditation  is  to  be  tested  by  an  accredited 
veterinarian  the  following  regulations  are  to  be  ob- 
served: 

(1)  The  accredited  veterinarian  shall  not  con- 
duct such  tests  until  he  has  received  written  author- 
ization from  the  proper  cooperating  State  or  Federal 
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officials.  No  indemnity  shall  be  paid,  should  any 
reactors  be  revealed,  unless  permit  is  first  obtained. 

(2)  The  accredited  veterinarian  shall  submit  a 
report  of  such  tests  in  accordance  with  the  regula- 
tions of  the  cooperating  State  and  Federal  authori- 
ties. These  officials  reserve  the  right  to  supervise 
any  tests  conducted  by  an  accredited  veterinarian. 

13.  2.  a.  The  official  tuberculin  test  shall  be  the  in- 
tradermic  or  the  subcutaneous  test.  The  intradermic 
injection  shall  be  a measured  amount  of  tuberculin,  not 
less  than  0.1  cc.  for  routine  testing — nor  less  than  0.2  cc. 
for  testing  known  infected  herds,  when  intradermic 
injections  are  made  in  the  caudal  or  cervical  areas. 
The  intradermic  injection  of  tuberculin  in  the  cervical 
area  shall  be  made  only  in  infected  herds,  and  then 
only  upon  approval  by  State  and  Federal  cooperating 
officials. 

13. 2. b.  State  and  Federal  authorities  may  require 
that  a herd  in  which  infection  has  been  found  shall  not 
become  accredited  unless  the  final  or  accrediting  test 
has  been  made  by  a combination  of  tests  listed  under 
13.  2.  a.  above. 


REGULATION  XIV 

When  Indemnity  Will  Be  Paid  on  Tests  Made 
at  Owner’s  Expense 

Indemnity  will  be  paid  to  owners  of  dairy  and  breed- 
ing cattle  which  react  to  the  tuberculin  test  adminis- 
tered at  the  expense  of  the  owner  by  accredited,  ap- 
proved veterinarians  provided: 

(a)  That  before  making  such  test  the  veterin- 
arian must  secure  a written  authorization  from  the 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry  or  the  Animal  Dis- 
ease Eradication  Division. 

(b)  Permit  will  he  granted  only  when  the  entire 
herd  is  to  be  tuberculin  tested. 

(c)  Indemnity  will  be  paid  only  when  the  ap- 
praisal is  made  by  a regularly  employed  State,  Fed- 
eral, or  County  Veterinarian,  and  all  statutory  re- 
quirements governing  the  payment  of  indemnity  are 
observed. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  secure  a permit  for  testing 
cattle  for  release  from  feeder  quarantine  or  where  in- 
complete herd  tests  are  conducted,  since  any  reactors 
found  on  such  tests  are  not  eligible  for  indemnity. 

REGULATION  XV 

Herds  Quarantined  Because  of  Tuberculin  Infection 

Herds  of  cattle  which  have  been  quarantined  be- 
cause of  tuberculosis  infection  in  the  herd  may  be 
released  from  quarantine  when  the  herd  meets  the 
requirements  of  the  Uniform  Methods  and  Rules  of  the 
United  States  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division  for 
the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  tuberculosis-free 
accredited  herds  of  cattle  and  modified  accredited  areas. 
Such  requirements  may  be  secured  from  the  Division  of 
Livestock  Industry. 
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REGULATION  XVI 
Sale  and  Distribution  of  Tuberculin 

All  persons,  companies,  partnerships,  or  corporations 
engaged  in  the  sale  or  distribution  of  biological  products 
within  the  State  of  Illinois  must  report  to  the  Division 
all  sales  of  bovine  and  avian  tuberculin.  Sales  shall 
be  made  only  to  licensed  veterinarians. 

REGULATION  XVII 

Sale  of  Quarantined  Feeding  or  Grazing  Cattle 

The  sale  or  transfer  of  feeding  or  grazing  cattle  in 
quarantine  is  permitted,  providing  that  such  transfer 
of  quarantine  shall  cover  at  least  5 animals  and  that 
the  original  quarantine  holder  shall  immediately  report 
to  the  Division  such  transfer  of  quarantined  animals, 
giving  name  and  address  of  person  to  whom  animals  were 
transferred,  date  of  transfer,  and  number  of  animals 
transferred.  There  may  be  one  transfer  of  ownership 
only;  no  second  transfer  of  quarantines  will  be  per- 
mitted. The  feeder  animals  which  were  transferred 
will  be  quarantined  to  the  new  owner  for  the  remainder 
of  the  feeding  period  and  any  extension  thereof  granted 
by  the  Division. 


REGULATION  XVIII 

Release  of  Feeding  or  Grazing  Cattle  from  Quarantine 

The  quarantine  on  feeding  or  grazing  cattle  is  re- 
leased when: 

a.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the  shipment 
of  the  quarantined  animals  to  a public  stockyard 
or  a specifically  approved  Marketing  Center. 

b.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the  sale  of  the 
quarantined  cattle'  for  immediate  slaughter  to 
a person  regularly  engaged  in  the  slaughter  of 
cattle,  or  reports  the  slaughter  of  the  cattle  for 
his  own  use. 

c.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the  death  of 
the  quarantined  animals. 

d.  The  Division  receives  a report  of  negative  tuber- 
culin and/or  brucellosis  tests  conducted  by  an 
accredited,  approved  veterinarian  for  the  release 
of  the  quarantine  on  the  animals.  The  report  of 
test  for  release  from  quarantine  should  bear  a 
notation  that  the  test  is  conducted  for  quarantine 
release. 

e.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the  transfer 
of  no  less  than  5 of  the  feeder  females.  Name 
and  address  of  purchaser  shall  be  furnished  for 
transfer  of  quarantine  for  remainder  of  feeding 
period  and  any  extension  thereof  granted  by  the 
Division. 


REGULATION  XIX 

Identification  Tags  Not  To  Be  Removed 

No  person  shall  remove  identification  tags,  numbers, 
or  brands  from  livestock  to  evade  the  provisions  of 
the  law. 
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REGULATION  XX 

Sale  of  Livestock  Quarantined  Because  of  Disease 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  statute  and  /or 
regulation,  the  sale  of  livestock  quarantined  because 
of  disease  or  exposure  to  disease  is  prohibited  unless 
permission  of  the  Division  is  first  obtained.  The  Divi- 
sion will  then  prescribe  the  conditions  under  which  such 
sale  may  be  made.

REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  BOVINE 
BRUCELLOSIS 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  143,  Section  10  of 
“An  Act  in  relation  to  the  suppression,  eradication 
and  control  of  Bovine  Brucellosis  among  domestic 
cattle”,  approved  June  12,  1939,  as  amended. 

REGULATION  I 

No  animal  that  is  affected  with  or  has  recently  been 
exposed  to  any  infectious,  contagious,  or  communicable 
disease  shall  be  shipped  or  transported  in  any  manner, 
or  moved  into  the  State  of  Illinois  except  as  permitted 
by  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
except  those  animals  affected  with  such  diseases  which 
are  approved  for  interstate  shipment  by  the  United 
States  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division  for  imme- 
diate slaughter  and  are  consigned  direct  to  a recog- 
nized slaughtering  center. 

REGULATION  II 

Obligation  of  Transportation  Company  and 

Truck  Operators 

Before  accepting  any  livestock  or  dogs  for  shipment 
into  the  State  of  Illinois  or  consigned  to  points  within 
the  State  of  Illinois,  except  to  public  stockyards,  every 
person,  transportation  company,  or  truck  operator  shall 
require  that  a certificate  of  health,  or  permit,  or  fed- 
eral inspection  certificate  as  required  in  the  regulations 
of  the  Department,  be  furnished  them  to  be  attached 
to  the  waybill  and  accompany  the  livestock  or  dog  to 
its  destination.  Such  person,  transportation  company 
or  truck  operator  shall  have  the  certificate  of  health, 
or  permit,  or  federal  inspection  certificate,  in  his  or 
its  possession  at  all  times  from  the  loading  of  such 
livestock  to  the  delivery  of  the  livestock  at  its  destina- 
tion, and  available  for  inspection  upon  demand. 

REGULATION  III 

Report  of  Transportation  Companies  and 
Truck  Operators  Required 

Every  person,  transportation  company,  or  truck  op- 
erator transporting  cattle,  swine,  or  sheep  into  Illinois 
from  points  without  the  State  consigned  or  delivered 
to  other  than  public  stockyards  or  specifically  approved 
marketing  centers  shall,  within  24  hours  after  such 
livestock  is  unloaded  in  the  State,  report  to  the  Division 
giving  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignee,  the 
location  of  the  unloading  point,  and  the  number,  sex, 
and  breed  of  the  livestock. 

REGULATION  IV 

Copy  of  Health  Certificate  Must  Be  Furnished 

A copy  of  the  certificate  of  health  under  which  live- 
stock is  brought  into  the  State  of  Illinois,  bearing  the 
approval  or,  if  not  approved,  the  disapproval  of  the 
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Livestock  Sanitary  Official  of  the  state  of  origin,  must 
be  furnished  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

All  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  of  animals 
which  are  intended  for  interstate  movement  shall  be 
made  at  a state  or  federal  laboratory,  or  a laboratory 
approved  by  the  proper  livestock  sanitary  official  of 
state  of  origin. 


REGULATION  V 
Requests  for  Permits 

Requests  for  entry  permits  shall  be  direct  to  the 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  Springfield,  Illinois,  and 
shall  set  forth  the  following  information:  Name  and 
address  of  Illinois  consignee,  number  and  kind  of  ani- 
mals, origin  of  shipment,  and  if  for  cattle  the  age,  sex, 
and  breed  of  the  cattle. 

Requirements  for  the  exhibition  of  livestock  may 
be  secured  from  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry, 
State  Fairgrounds,  Springfield,  Illinois. 


REGULATION  VI 
Cattle  for  Immediate  Slaughter 

6. a.  Cattle  for  immediate  slaughter,  consigned  to 
a recognized  slaughtering  center,  or  specifically  ap- 
proved slaughtering  establishments,  may  be  shipped 
into  Illinois  without  tuberculin  or  brucellosis  tests, 
health  certificate,  or  other  entry  certificate.  Such  cattle 
shall  be  held  in  quarantine  until  slaughtered. 

6.b.  Cattle  for  immediate  slaughter  not  consigned 
to  a recognized  slaughtering  center  may  be  shipped 
into  Illinois  without  tuberculin  or  brucellosis  tests  if 
they  are  accompanied  by  an  official  certificate  of  vet- 
erinary inspection  or  a special  entry  permit  issued  by 
the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry.  Such  cattle 
shall  be  held  in  quarantine  until  slaughtered. 


REGULATION  VII 
General  Information 

Springer  heifers  and  cows,  or  heifers  and  cows  with 
calves,  are  classed  as  breeding  cattle  and  as  such  must 
comply  with  the  requirements  governing  the  entry  of 
breeding  cattle. 

Bulls  of  any  age,  unless  consigned  direct  for  imme- 
diate slaughter,  must  be  accompanied  by  an  official 
interstate  health  certificate  showing  compliance  with 
tuberculosis  entry  requirements.  Bulls  6 months  of  age 
and  over  must  also  meet  the  brucellosis  entry  re- 
quirements. 

Requests  for  entry  permits  must  give  the  number 
of  cattle  in  the  shipment,  age  and  sex  of  cattle,  and 
name  and  address  of  Illinois  consignee. 


REGULATION  VIII 
Feeding  or  Grazing  Cattle 

Female  cattle  of  the  beef  breeds  under  18  months  of 
age  for  feeding  or  grazing  purposes  only  may  enter 
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Illinois  from  a modified  tuberculosis-free  area,  or  may- 
be shipped  from  public  stockyards  within  the  State, 
without  tuberculin  or  brucellosis  tests  when  accom- 
panied by  one  of  the  following: 

a.  Certificate  of  health  showing  freedom  from  dis- 
ease as  evidenced  by  a physical  examination,  or 

b.  Federal  inspection  certificate,  or 

c.  Special  entry  permit  issued  by  Illinois  Division  of 
Livestock  Industry 

(NOTE:  Federal  regulations  require  health  cer- 
tificate and  permit  for  females  over  8 months  of 
age.) 

Such  cattle  may  enter  Illinois  under  quarantine  and 
be  held  in  quarantine  not  longer  than  12  months  from 
date  of  entry,  after  which  time  they  shall  be  tested 
for  tuberculosis  and  brucellosis  at  owner’s  expense  or 
shipped  for  slaughter  unless  an  extension  of  feeding 
or  grazing  period  not  to  exceed  90  days  is  granted  by 
the  Division.  All  tests  for  quarantine  release  shall  be 
reported  to  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 
Report  of  disposal  for  slaughter,  death  of  quarantined 
cattle,  or  transfer  of  quarantined  feeder  cattle  as  per- 
mitted by  Regulation  shall  be  made  to  the  Division  for 
quarantine  clearance. 


REGULATION  IX 

Female  Cattle — Beef  Breeds — 18  Months  and  Over 

Female  cattle  of  the  beef  breeds  18  months  of  age 
and  over  for  feeding  or  grazing  purposes  only,  may  enter 
Illinois  from  a modified  tuberculosis-free  area,  or  may 
be  shipped  from  public  stockyards  within  the  State, 
under  the  following  conditions: 

a.  If  they  are  accompanied  by  official  certificate  of 
health  showing  negative  tuberculin  and  brucel- 
losis tests  conducted  within  30  days  prior  to 
entry,  or  that  they  are  under  30  months  of  age  and 
were  officially  calfhood  vaccinated  against  brucel- 
losis, or 

b.  If  they  are  accompanied  by  a special  entry  permit 
issued  by  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry permitting  entry  under  quarantine  subject 
to  tuberculin  and  brucellosis  tests  to  be  con- 
ducted at  owner’s  expense  within  10  days  of 
arrival.  Reports  of  such  tests  shall  be  forwarded 
to  the  Division  within  24  hours  after  completion 
of  the  tests. 

If  such  cattle  are  shipped  from  public  stockyards 
within  the  State,  the  blood  for  the  brucellosis  test  shall 
be  drawn  at  the  stockyards  and  tested  at  a State, 
Federal,  or  specifically  approved  commercial  laboratory. 
Such  tested  cattle  may  be  released  under  quarantine 
pending  results  of  the  brucellosis  test. 


REGULATION  X 

Steers  for  Feeding  or  Grazing  Purposes 

Steers  for  feeding  or  grazing  purposes,  from  modi- 
fied accredited  tuberculosis-free  areas,  or  from  public 
stockyards  where  known  tuberculous  reactors  are  seg- 
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regated,  may  enter  Illinois  without  tuberculin  or  bru- 
cellosis tests  when  accompanied  by  one  of  the  fol- 
lowing: 

a.  Certificate  of  health  showing  freedom  from  dis- 
ease as  evidenced  by  physical  examination,  or 

b.  Federal  inspection  certificate,  or 

c.  Special  entry  permit  issued  by  the  Illinois  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  Industry. 

Steers  are  not  subject  to  quarantine. 

REGULATION  XI 
Dairy  or  Breeding  Cattle 

All  dairy  or  breeding  cattle  transported  or  moved 
Into  the  State  of  Illinois  or  from  public  stockyards 
within  the  State,  unless  said  cattle  are  consigned  direct 
to  and  delivered  by  the  transportation  company  within 
the  confines  of  the  Union  Stockyard,  Chicago;  the 
National  Stockyards,  East  St.  Louis;  the  Union  Stock- 
yards,  Peoria;  or  any  other  like  public  stockyards  or 
specifically  approved  Marketing  Center,  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  an  official  certificate  of  health  showing 
tuberculosis  and  brucellosis  status  of  the  cattle  as  fol- 
lows: (for  tuberculosis  requirements,  see  Tuberculosis 
Regulations  XI) 


REGULATION  XII 
Brucellosis 

All  dairy  or  breeding  cattle  over  6 months  of  age 
must  be  negative  to  the  brucellosis  test  within  30  days 
of  shipment.  Cattle  which  enter  Illinois  modified  certi- 
fied brucellosis-free  counties  or  counties  in  the  process 
of  brucellosis  certification  shall  be  placed  under  quar- 
antine and  retested  not  less  than  30  nor  more  than  60 
days  following  their  entry,  and  found  negative.  All 
brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  of  animals  which 
are  intended  for  interstate  movement  shall  be  made 
at  a State  or  Federal  laboratory,  or  a laboratory  ap- 
proved by  the  proper  livestock  sanitary  official  of  state 
of  origin;  or 

Originate  in  a certified  brucellosis-free  herd.  Cer- 
tified herd  number  must  be  given  and  the  cattle  must 
be  identified  by  either  ear  tag  number  or  registration 
name  and  number,  or 

Cattle  must  be  under  30  months  of  age  and  accom- 
panied by  a certificate  of  official  calfhood  vaccination 
approved  by  the  livestock  sanitary  authority  of  the 
state  of  origin,  positively  identifying  the  cattle  and 
showing  that  they  were  officially  vaccinated  against 
brucellosis  when  between  4 and  8 months  of  age  with 
an  approved  vaccine.  The  serial  number  and  name  of 
manufacturer  of  vaccine,  dosage  used,  and  date  of  vac- 
cination must  be  included  in  the  certificate.

All  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  of  animals 
which  are  intended  for  interstate  movement  shall  be 
made  at  a State  or  Federal  laboratory  or  a laboratory 
approved  by  the  proper  livestock  sanitary  officials  of 
state  of  origin. 


REGULATION  XIII 
Reports  Required 

The  veterinarian  is  required  to  report  in  writing  to 
the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  all  brucellosis  tests 
and  all  brucellosis  vaccinations  of  cattle. 

REGULATION  XIV 

Tests  Conducted  at  State  Expense  or  for  Interstate 
or  Export  Shipment 

The  agglutination  test  for  the  detection  of  bovine 
brucellosis,  if  tests  are  made  at  State  expense,  or  for 
interstate  or  export  shipment,  must  be  at  one  of  the 
State  laboratories  or  the  Diagnostic  Laboratory,  College 
of  Veterinary  Medicine,  Urbana.  The  test  shall  be  re- 
ported immediately  in  writing  to  the  Division  on  forms 
to  be  furnished  by  the  Division.  This  report  shall  con- 
tain the  date  of  test,  a statement  of  results  obtained 
in  at  least  three  dilutions,  the  name  and  address  of  the 
owner,  together  with  proper  identification  of  each  ani- 
mal so  tested.  The  identification  of  a grade  animal 
must  include  the  predominating  breed,  sex,  approxi- 
mate age,  and  ear  tag  number.  A purebred  registered 
animal  may  be  identified  by  its  breed,  sex,  age,  and 
registration  number  or  record  association  approved  in- 
dividual tattoo. 
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REGULATION  XV 


Tests  Conducted  at  Owner's  Expense  for  Intrastate 

Movement 

The  agglutination  test  for  the  detection  of  bovine 
brucellosis  conducted  at  owner’s  expense  for  intrastate 
movement  of  cattle,  may  be  made  by  a veterinarian 
who  has  received  a permit  from  the  Division  of  Live- 
stock Industi;y  to  conduct  a laboratory  for  the  purpose 
of  making  agglutination  tests  for  bovine  brucellosis, 
or  at  one  of  the  State  laboratories,  or  the  Diagnostic 
Laboratory  of  the  College  of  Veterinary  Medicine,  Ur- 
bana.  Tests  shall  be  reported  and  reactors  identified 
as  outlined  in  these  regulations. 


REGULATION  XVI 
Identification  of  Vaccinated  Cattle 

All  purebred  cattle  vaccinated  with  Brucella  abortus 
vaccine  shall  be  identified  on  the  report  of  vaccination 
by  their  registration  number,  or  dam’s  registration 
number,  or  record  association  approved  individual  tat- 
too. All  grade  or  not  permanently  identified  cattle  so 
vaccinated  shall  be  ear-tagged  in  the  right  ear  with  an 
identification  tag.  In  addition  to  the  above  identifica- 
tion, all  animals  shall  be  identified  at  the  time  of  vac- 
cination by  a tattoo  in  the  right  ear.  The  tattoo  shall 
show  the  quarter  and  year  of  vaccination  and  the  letter 
“V”  in  the  Federal  shield.  The  number  of  the  quarter 
shall  precede  the  letter  “V”  in  the  shield  and  the  last 
figure  of  the  year  shall  follow  the  letter  “V”  in  the 
shield,  as  for  example,  4V7 — “4”  means  the  last  quarter 
(Oct.  Nov.  Dec.)  of  the  year,  “V”  means  vaccinated, 
and  “7”  means  the  year  1957. 


REGULATION  XVII 
Identification  of  Infected  Animals 

All  purebred  registered  cattle,  all  grade  cattle,  all 
officially  vaccinated  calves  over  36  months  of  age,  and 
unregistered  purebred  cattle  over  36  months  of  age  for 
which  an  application  for  registration  has  not  been  filed 
with  registry  association,  which  are  reactors  to  the 
brucellosis  test  shall  be  tagged  in  the  left  ear  with  a 
reactor  tag,  to  which  a yellow  bangle  is  attached,  placed 
under  quarantine,  and  branded  with  the  letter  “B”  on 
the  left  jaw  with  a hot  iron. 

REGULATION  XVIII 

Disposal  of  Brucellosis  Reactors,  Suspects,  and  Release 
of  Herds  or  Cattle  Under  Quarantine  or  Restriction 

Herds  Revealing  Reactors:  The  entire  herd  to  be 

placed  under  quarantine,  and  the  reactor  animals  im- 
mediately isolated  from  the  remainder  of  the  herd. 
Reactors  shall  be  shipped  direct  for  slaughter  accom- 
panied by  State  Form  C-24,  and  shipment  reported  to 
the  Division.  If  stockyard  is  located  outside  of  Illinois, 
use  Form  ADB  1-27.  Reactors  that  are  eligible  for  in- 
demnity shall  be  appraised,  reactor  tagged,  and  branded 
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by  an  accredited  veterinarian  within  10  days  of  report 
by  the  laboratory.  Such  reactor  animals  shall  be  shipped 
within  15  days  after  appraisal,  and  premises  cleaned 
and  disinfected  following  removal  of  the  reactors.  Quar- 
antine will  be  released  after  two  successive  negative 
retests  of  the  entire  herd  conducted  at  30-60  day  in- 
tervals. Herd  retests  for  release  of  quarantine  may 
be  conducted  at  State-Federal  expense,  provided  funds 
are  available.  Tests  for  release  of  quarantine  are  to 
be  read  at  one  of  the  State  diagnostic  laboratories  or 
the  Diagnostic  Laboratory  of  the  College  of  Veterinary 
Medicine,  University  of  Illinois,  Urbana. 

Animals  from  herds  under  quarantine  may  be  shipped 
by  the  owner  direct  to  public  stockyards  or  through  spe- 
cifically approved  Marketing  Centers,  accompanied  by 
State  Form  C-24  to  be  sold  for  slaughter  only  and  ship- 
ment reported  to  the  Division. 

Herds  Revealing  Suspects  Only:  Only  the  suspects 

are  restricted,  using  State  Form  C-41,  and  only  the 
suspects  are  to  be  retested  at  30-day  intervals  until  one 
negative  test  is  obtained.  Retest  of  suspects  may  be 
conducted  at  State-Federal  expense,  provided  funds  are 
available.  Tests  are  to  be  read  at  one  of  the  State 
diagnostic  laboratories  or  the  Diagnostic  Laboratory  of 
the  College  of  Veterinary  Medicine,  University  of  Illi- 
nois, Urbana. 

Suspects  may  be  shipped  by  the  owner  direct  to  stock- 
yards  or  through  approved  Marketing  Centers,  accom- 
panied by  State  Form  C-24  to  be  sold  for  slaughter  only 
and  shipment  reported  to  the  Division. 

REGULATION  XIX 

Requirements  for  Establishing  and  Maintaining 
Certified  Brucellosis-Free  Herds  of  Cattle 

SECTION  I 
General  Requirements 

19. 1.  A.  Issuance  of  Certified  Brucellosis-Free  Herd 
Certificates 

1.  Certified  brucellosis  - free  herd  certificates, 
which  shall  be  valid  for  1 year,  unless  revoked,  are 
issued  cooperatively  by  the  Illinois  Division  of  Live- 
stock Industry  and  the  United  States  Animal  Disease 
Eradication  Division. 

2.  Certification  may  be  extended  for  a period  of 
one  year  upon  evidence  of  a negative  herd  retest 
and  compliance  with  Illinois  requirements  for  main- 
tenance of  a certified  brucellosis-free  herd. 

3.  All  blood  samples  for  certification  or  recer- 
tification of  herds  must  be  submitted  for  diagnosis 
to  one  of  the  State  Diagnostic  Laboratories  located 
at  Peoria,  Centralia,  Aurora,  or  the  State-Federal 
Laboratory  at  Springfield,  or  the  Diagnostic  Labora- 
tory, College  of  Veterinary  Medicine,  Urbana. 

4.  A “herd”  shall  be  considered  as  including  all 
animals  6 months  of  age  or  over,  except  steers  and 
spayed  heifers. 
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5.  A “certified  herd”  must  consist  of  at  least  10 
animals  and  shall  include  all  animals  in  the  herd  6 
months  of  age  or  over,  except  steers,  spayed  heifers, 
and  officially  vaccinated  animals  under  36  months 
of  age  which  have  not  passed  a negative  test  sub- 
sequent to  vaccination.  (Testing  of  official  vaccin- 
ates under  36  months  of  age  is  optional;  however, 
any  official  vaccinate  under  36  months  of  age  that 
passes  a negative  test  may  become  a part  of  the 
certified  herd.) 

6.  All  purebred  animals  should  he  identified  by 
registration  number,  dam’s  registration  number,  or 
record  association  approved  individual  tattoo,  and 
grade  animals  should  be  identified  by  ear  tag  num- 
bers. If  any  animal  is  retagged  between  annual 
tests,  the  identification  of  the  previous  year  must 
be  shown  on  the  test  chart  opposite  new  retag 
number.  Any  change  in  members  of  the  herd  must 
also  be  accounted  for. 

SECTION  II 

19.  2.  A.  To  Qualify  for  Certification: 

1.  Herds  which  showed  no  previous  infection 
may  be  certified  upon  completion  of  two  consecutive 
negative  complete  herd  tests  12  months  apart. 
(Testing  of  official  vaccinates  under  36  months  of 
age  is  optional.) 

2.  When  suspects  only  are  disclosed  in  a herd 
in  the  process  of  becoming  certified,  the  suspicious 
animals  only  must  be  retested  not  less  than  30  nor 
more  than  40  days  from  previous  test.  If  the  sus- 
pects become  negative  on  the  retest,  the  entire  herd 
must  then  be  subjected  to  a retest.  If  this  herd  test 
is  negative  it  will  serve  as  the  first  clean  test  to- 
ward certification,  and  if  the  herd  passes  another 
negative  test  not  less  than  12  months  from  the  date 
of  the  first  negative  test  it  will  then  qualify  for 
certification.  (Retest  of  suspects  may  be  made  at 
State-Federal  expense  provided  funds  are  available.) 

3.  If  the  suspects  fail  to  clear  on  the  first  30-day 
retest,  they  must  be  subjected  to  another  30-day 
retest.  If  the  suspects  fail  to  clear  on  the  second 
retest  (this  would  make  the  third  consecutive  test 
on  which  the  suspects  showed  a suspicious  reaction), 
they  must  be  removed  from  the  premises  within  15 
days,  a report  of  their  disposal  made  to  the  Division 
of  Livestock  Industry,  the  premises  cleaned  and  dis- 
infected following  removal,  and  the  entire  herd  sub- 
jected to  a retest  within  30  days.  If  this  herd  retest 
is  negative  it  will  serve  as  the  first  clean  test  toward 
certification  and  if  the  herd  passes  another  negative 
test  not  less  than  12  months  from  the  date  of  the 
first  negative  test,  it  will  then  qualify  for  certifica- 
tion. (Retest  of  suspects  may  be  made  at  State- 
Federal  expense  provided  funds  are  available.) 

4.  When  reactors  are  disclosed  in  a herd  in  the 
process  of  becoming  certified,  the  entire  herd  is 
placed  under  quarantine  and  the  reactors  shall  be 
immediately  isolated  from  the  remainder  of  the  herd. 
Such  reactors  shall  be  appraised,  reactor  tagged, 
and  branded  by  an  accredited  veterinarian  within 
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10  days  of  date  of  report  by  the  laboratory,  disposed 
of  within  15  days  after  appraisal,  a report  of  dis- 
posal made  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry, 
the  premises  cleaned  and  disinfected  following  re- 
moval of  reacting  animals,  and  the  entire  herd  sub- 
jected to  retests  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  30  nor 
more  than  60  days  until  two  consecutive  negative 
tests  are  obtained.  Herd  retests  for  release  of 
quarantine  may  be  conducted  at  State-Federal  ex- 
pense, provided  funds  are  available.  Such  herds 
may  be  certified  as  brucellosis-free  when  they  have 
passed  at  least  three  consecutive  tests  with  the 
first  clean  test  and  the  certifying  test  12  months 
apart. 

SECTION  III 

19.  3.  A.  Maintenance  Requirements 

1.  If  upon  annual  retest  all  animals  over  6 
months  of  age  are  negative,  except  officially  vac- 
cinated calves  under  36  months  of  age  which  have 
not  passed  a negative  test  subsequent  to  vaccination, 
certification  will  be  extended  for  another  year,  pro- 
vided all  other  requirements  are  complied  with. 
(Testing  of  official  vaccinates  under  36  months  of 
age  is  optional.)  When  the  period  between  tests 
exceeds  14  months,  certification  is  forfeited  and  the 
test  will  be  considered  as  an  initial  test,  if  negative. 

2.  SUSPECTS.  If  the  retest  of  a certified  herd 
discloses  suspects,  but  no  reactors,  herd  status  will 
be  suspended  pending  the  results  of  the  retest  of  the 
suspect  animals.  (Retest  of  suspects  may  be  made 
at  State-Federal  expense  provided  funds  are  avail- 
able.) 

a.  If  suspects  become  negative  on  a retest  con- 
ducted not  less  than  30  days  nor  more  than  40 
days  from  previous  test,  the  herd  may  be  re- 
certified. 

b.  If  suspects  fail  to  clear  on  the  first  retest 
but  clear  on  the  second  retest,  made  not  less 
than  30  nor  more  than  40  days  from  the  first  re- 
test, herd  certification  will  be  restored. 

c.  If  suspects  from  the  first  retest  fail  to  clear 
on  the  second  retest  (this  would  make  the  third 
consecutive  test  on  which  the  suspects  showed  a 
suspicious  reaction),  they  must  be  removed  from 
the  premises  within  15  days,  a report  of  disposal 
made  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  the 
premises  cleaned  and  disinfected  following  re- 
moval, and  the  entire  herd  subjected  to  a retest 
within  30  days.  If  the  herd  retest  is  negative, 
certified  herd  status  will  be  restored  for  a period 
of  12  months  from  date  of  last  negative  complete 
herd  test. 

d.  If  any  of  the  suspects  are  not  available  for 
retest,  the  entire  herd  shall  be  subject  to  a retest 
not  less  than  30  nor  more  than  40  days  following 
the  last  test  on  which  infection  was  revealed. 
A negative  herd  test  will  restore  certified  herd 
status  for  a period  of  12  months  from  date  of 
last  negative  herd  test. 

3.  REACTORS.  If  as  a result  of  any  retest  of 
a certified  herd  or  animals  from  a certified  herd: 
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a.  One  reactor  is  disclosed,  the  entire  herd  is 
placed  under  quarantine  and  the  reactor  shall  be 
immediately  isolated  from  the  remainder  of  the 
herd.  The  reactor  shall  be  appraised,  reactor 
tagged,  and  branded  by  an  accredited  veterinarian 
within  10  days  of  report  by  the  laboratory,  dis- 
posed of  within  15  days  after  appraisal,  a report 
of  disposal  made  to  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry,  the  premises  cleaned  and  disinfected 
following  removal  of  reactor,  and  the  entire  herd 
subjected  to  retests  at  intervals  of  not  less  than 
30  nor  more  than  60  days  until  two  consecutive 
negative  tests  are  obtained.  The  entire  herd 
then  can  be  restored  to  a certified  herd  status. 
(Herd  retests  for  release  of  quarantine  may  be 
conducted  at  State-Federal  expense  provided 
funds  are  available.) 

b.  More  than  one  reactor  is  disclosed,  the  herd 
will  be  considered  again  in  the  process  of  cer- 
tification as  under  2.A4  under  Section  II. 

4.  VACCINATES: 

a.  The  Illinois  statutes  provide  that  calves  may 
be  vaccinated  between  the  ages  of  4 and  8 
months.  However,  many  states  have  amended 
their  entry  laws  and  regulations  and  recognize 
as  official  vaccinates  only  those  animals  which 
were  vaccinated  not  earlier  than  6 months  of  age 
nor  later  than  8 months  of  age.  It  is,  therefore, 
recommended  that  calves  in  certified  herds  be 
pre-bled  and  vaccinated  between  6 and  8 months 
of  age,  rather  than  4 and  8 months  of  age,  in 
order  to  qualify  them  for  entry  as  official  vac- 
cinates into  all  states.  All  calves  must  show  a 
negative  blood  test  at  time  of  vaccination.  After 
vaccination,  they  are  not  considered  a part  of 
the  certified  herd  until  they  show  a negative  test 
before  36  months  of  age. 

b.  If,  in  order  to  facilitate  interstate  shipments, 
it  is  the  desire  of  an  owner  that  an  official  vac- 
cinate which  reaches  36  months  of  age  between 
recertification  tests  be  made  a member  of  the 
certified  herd,  the  owner  may  have  the  animal 
tested  at  his  expense.  A report  of  the  negative 
brucellosis  test  should  be  forwarded  the  Division 
of  Livestock  Industry  together  with  written  re- 
quest of  the  owner  that  the  animal  be  made  a 
part  of  the  certified  herd. 

c.  If,  upon  reaching  36  months  of  age,  an  offi- 
cially vaccinated  animal  shows  a suspicious  re- 
action, the  herd  owner  must  comply  with  require- 
ments of  3.  A.  2 of  Section  HI. 

d.  If,  upon  reaching  36  months  of  age,  an  offi- 
cially calfhood  vaccinated  animal  shows  a posi- 
tive reaction,  the  herd  owner  must  comply  with 
3.  A.  3 of  Section  III. 

5.  ADDITIONS  TO  CERTIFIED  BRUCELLOSIS- 
FREE  HERDS: 

a.  Native  Animals. 

1.  All  animals  that  are  members  of  a certified 
herd  in  good  standing  are  eligible,  or 

2.  Animals  from  herds  entirely  negative  to 
test  within  90  days,  but  not  certified  may  be 
added  as  follows: 
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a.  Non-pregnant  female  cattle,  or  bulls,  must 
have  been  tested  within  30  days  and  proven 
negative  and  must  show  another  negative  ag- 
glutination retest  at  owner’s  expense  in  not 
less  than  30  days  before  entering  the  certified 
herd. 

b.  Pregnant  animals  must  have  been  tested 
within  30  days  and  proven  negative  and  must 
be  retested  at  owner’s  expense  not  less  than 
30  days  after  calving  and  proven  negative 
before  being  placed  in  herd. 

3.  Animals  from  herds  not  certified  and  with- 
out a complete  negative  herd  test  within  90  days 
may  be  added  as  follows: 

a.  Non-pregnant  female  cattle,  or  bulls,  tested 
within  30  days  and  proven  negative,  must  be 
placed  in  isolation  and  retested  at  owner’s 
expense  in  not  less  than  30  days  before  being 
placed  in  the  herd. 

b.  Pregnant  animals  tested  within  30  days 
and  proven  negative  must  be  placed  in  isola- 
tion and  retested  at  owner’s  expense  not  less 
than  30  days  after  calving,  before  being  placed 
in  the  herd. 

b.  Animals  from  Out-of-State:  All  animals  from 
out-of-state  accompanied  by  an  approved  inter- 
state health  certificate  showing  compliance  with 
Illinois  entry  requirements  may  be  added  to  a 
certified  herd  if  they  qualify  as  follows: 

1.  Originate  in  a certified  herd  in  good  stand- 
ing, providing  the  animals  imported  have  qualified 
as  members  of  the  certified  herd  on  the  last  cer- 
tification test  and  were  tested  within  12  months 
of  date  of  entry,  or 

2.  Animals  from  herds  not  certified  if  the 
following  requirements  are  complied  with: 

a.  Non-pregnant  female  cattle,  or  bulls,  tested 
within  30  days  of  entry  and  proven  negative 
must  be  placed  in  isolation  and  retested  at 
owner’s  expense  in  not  less  than  30  days  be- 
fore being  placed  in  the  herd. 

b.  Pregnant  animals  must  be  tested  within 
30  days  of  entry  and  proven  negative  and  must 
be  placed  in  isolation  and  retested  at  owner’s 
expense  in  not  less  than  30  days  after  calving 
before  being  placed  in  the  herd. 

Additions  are  not  recognized  as  a part  of  the  certi- 
fied herd  until  the  required  negative  retests  have  been 
reported  to  the  Ilinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 


REGULATION  XX 

Cooperative  Control  Plan  for  Bovine  Brucellosis 

PLAN  A is  available  for  negative  herds  and  herds 
with  moderate  infection.  All  animals  over  6 months 
of  age  are  to  be  tested,  except  that  the  testing  of 
official  calfhood  vaccinates  under  36  months  of  age  is 
optional.  Only  initial  tests  may  be  made  at  State-Fed- 
eral expense. 

Retests  of  suspect  animals  may  be  made  at  State- 
Federal  expense  provided  funds  are  available. 
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Vaccination  of  calves  between  4 and  8 months  of  age 
is  optional.  Initial  tests  and  vaccinations  at  time  of 
herd  tests  may  be  made  at  State-Federal  expense  when 
funds  and  veterinarians  are  available.  All  calves  should 
be  vaccinated,  in  herds  choosing  vaccination  procedure, 
when  they  are  between  4 and  8 months  of  age. 

Calves  ofRcially  vaccinated  when  they  are  between 
4 and  8 months  of  age  showing  a reaction  of  1/200  or 
more  at  36  months  of  age  are  classed  as  reactors. 

WHEN  REACTORS  ARE  DISCLOSED— See  Brucel- 
losis Regulation  XVIII,  “Herds  Revealing  Reactors.” 

WHEN  BOTH  REACTORS  AND  SUSPECTS  ARE 
DISCLOSED — The  entire  herd  shall  be  placed  under 
quarantine,  and  the  reactor  animals  immediately  isolated 
from  the  remainder  of  the  herd.  Reactors  shall  be 
shipped  direct  for  slaughter  accompanied  by  State 
Form  C-24,  and  shipment  reported  to  the  Division.  If 
stockyard  is  located  outside  of  Illinois,  use  Form  ADE 
1-27.  Reactors  that  are  eligible  for  indemnity  shall  be 
appraised,  reactor  tagged,  and  branded  by  an  accredited 
veterinarian  within  10  days  of  report  by  the  laboratory. 
Such  reactor  animals  shall  be  shipped  within  15  days 
after  appraisal,  and  premises  cleaned  and  disinfected 
following  removal  of  the  reactors. 

The  entire  herd  shall  be  subjected  to  retests  at 
30-60  day  intervals  until  two  successive  negative  tests 
are  obtained,  provided  that  when  two  retests  have  been 
made  and  no  reactors  are  revealed,  but  suspects  only 
are  found,  the  suspects  only  shall  be  retested  at  not 
less  than  30-day  intervals.  If  the  suspects  are  found 
negative,  the  first  and  second  retests  of  the  herd  when 
no  reactors  were  revealed  will  be  classed  as  negative 
and  the  herd  released  from  quarantine.  If  the  suspects 
remain  suspects,  they  shall  be  retested  at  30-60  day 
intervals  until  they  become  negative  or  are  removed 
from  the  herd.  When  suspects  are  removed  from  the 
herd,  such  removal  shall  be  reported  to  the  Division 
on  State  Form  C-24,  and  the  entire  herd  shall  be  im- 
mediately retested.  If  this  retest  is  negative,  the  herd 
may  be  released  from  quarantine.  Herd  retests  for  re- 
lease of  quarantine  or  retest  of  suspects  may  be  con- 
ducted at  State-Federal  expense,  provided  funds  are 
available.  Tests  for  release  of  quarantine  or  retest  of 
suspects  are  to  be  read  at  one  of  the  State  diagnostic 
laboratories  or  the  Diagnostic  Laboratory  of  the  College 
of  Veterinary  Medicine,  University  of  Illinois,  Urbana. 

WHEN  THE  HERD  DISCLOSES  SUSPECTS,  BUT 
NO  REACTORS — See  Brucellosis  Regulation  XVIII, 
“Herds  Revealing  Suspects  Only.” 


QUALIFICATIONS  FOR  ADDITIONS  TO  HERDS 
UNDER  PLAN  A are  as  follows: 

A.  PROM  CERTIFIED  HERDS:  All  animals  that 
are  members  of  a certified  herd  in  good  standing 
are  eligible. 

B.  FROM  HERDS  ENTIRELY  NEGATIVE  TO 
TEST  WITHIN  90  DAYS,  BUT  NOT  CERTI- 
FIED: 
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1.  Non-pregnant  female  cattle,  or  bulls,  tested 
within  30  days  and  negative,  may  be  added  but 
are  to  be  retested  at  owner’s  expense  and  proven 
negative  30  days  after  entering  herd. 

2.  Pregnant  animals,  tested  within  30  days  and 
proven  negative,  may  be  added,  but  are  to  be 
retested  at  owner’s  expense  60  days  after  calving 
and  proven  negative. 

C.  FROM  HERDS  NOT  CERTIFIED  AND  WITH- 
OUT A COMPLETE  NEGATIVE  HERD  TEST 
WITHIN  90  DAYS: 

1.  Non-pregnant  female  cattle,  or  bulls,  tested 
within  30  days  and  proven  negative,  must  be 
placed  in  isolation  and  retested  at  owner’s  ex- 
pense after  30  days,  before  being  placed  in  the 
herd. 

2.  Pregnant  animals,  tested  within  30  days  and 
proven  negative,  must  be  placed  in  isolation  and 
retested  at  owner’s  expense  and  proven  negative 
not  less  than  60  days  after  calving,  before  being 
placed  in  herd. 

D.  VACCINATED  ANIMALS  SHOWING  AN  AG- 
GLUTINATION REACTION: 

1.  Animals  officially  vaccinated  as  calves  (4  to 
8 months  of  age),  and  not  over  36  months  of 
age,  may  be  added. 

Brucella  abortus  vaccine  (Strain  19)  will  be  fur- 
nished to  qualified  veterinarians  for  calfhood  vaccina- 
tion so  long  as  funds  are  available. 

DISPOSAL  OF  BRUCELLOSIS  REACTORS.  Bru- 
cellosis reactors  may  be  disposed  of  by  the  owner,  and 
quarantine  or  restriction  released,  as  provided  in  Regu- 
lation 1?. 


REGULATION  XXI 

When  Indemnity  Will  Be  Paid  on  Tests  Made  at 
Owner’s  Expense 

21.1.  Indemnity  will  be  paid  to  owners  of  dairy  and 
breeding  cattle  which  react  to  the  blood  agglu- 
tination test  for  the  detection  of  bovine  brucel- 
losis administered  at  the  expense  of  the  owner 
by  accredited  approved  veterinarians,  provided: 

a.  That  before  making  such  test  the  veterinarian 
must  secure  a written  authorization  from  the 
Division  or  the  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Divi- 
sion. 

b.  Permit  will  be  granted  only  when  the  entire 
herd  is  to  be  blood  tested  except  calves  under  6 
months  of  age  and  official  vaccinates  under  36 
months  of  age. 

c.  Indemnity  will  be  paid  only  when  the  ap- 
praisal is  made  by  a regularly  employed  State, 
Federal,  County,  or  Fee-Basis  veterinarian  and 
all_  statutory  requirements  governing  the  pay- 
ment of  indemnity  are  observed. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  secure  a permit  for  testing 
cattle  for  release  from  feeder  quarantine  or  where  in- 
complete herd  tests  are  conducted,  since  any  reactors 
found  on  such  tests  are  not  eligible  for  indemnity. 
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21.2.  TO  QUALIFY  FOR  GRADE  A MILK  PRODUC- 
TION WITH  REGARD  TO  BRUCELLOSIS  RE- 
QUIREMENTS 

a.  Herds  may  qualify  for  Grade  A Milk  produc- 
tion by  the  following  procedures: 

1.  A complete  herd  blood  test  conducted 
within  the  last  12  months  in  which  no  reac- 
tors are  retained,  or 

2.  A negative  ring  test  conducted  within  6 
months,  when  the  herd  has  no  history  of 
infection  within  the  past  12  months. 

b.  WHEN  THE  RING  TEST  IS  REGULARLY 
EMPLOYED.  When  the  ring  test  is  employed  as 
a routine  test,  it  shall  be  conducted  at  intervals  of 
not  less  than  once  every  6 months  and  a negative 
ring  test  shall  continue  to  qualify  the  herd  for 
the  Grade  A market. 

When  a herd  is  found  to  be  positive  to  the 
ring  test,  it  shall  be  blood  tested  within  15  days 
after  the  owner  receives  notice  of  the  results  of 
the  test.  If  the  blood  test  discloses  no  reactors, 
the  herd  will  continue  to  qualify  for  the  market. 
If  the  blood  test  disclosed  reactors  or  suspects, 
the  herd  shall  be  handled  in  accordance  with 
Brucellosis  Regulation  XVIII. 

c.  WHEN  THE  RING  TEST  IS  NOT  EMPLOYED. 
When  the  ring  test  is  not  employed  as  a routine 
test,  the  herd  shall  be  blood  tested  at  intervals  of 
not  less  than  once  every  18  months. 

If  the  blood  test  disclosed  reactors  or  suspects, 
the  herd  shall  be  handled  in  accordance  with 
Brucellosis  Regulation  XVIII. 

Failure  to  comply  with  the  above  procedures 
will  be  cause  for  the  rejection  of  milk  for  Grade 
A purposes  and/or  the  revocation  of  the  Grade  A 
permit. 

The  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Authority  in  the 
state  of  origin  will  furnish  the  results  of  the  blood 
agglutination  test  or  the  results  of  the  ring  tests 
conducted  on  each  animal  or  herd  as  the  case 
may  be  when  requested  by  the  official  agency 
supervising  the  milk  shed. 


REGULATION  XXII 

Sale  of  Quarantined  Feeding  or  Grazing  Cattle 

The  sale  or  transfer  of  feeding  or  grazing  cattle  in 
quarantine  is  permitted,  providing  that  such  transfer  of 
quarantine  shall  cover  at  least  5 animals  and  that  the 
original  quarantine  holder  shall  immediately  report  to 
the  Division  such  transfer  of  quarantined  animals,  giv- 
ing name  and  address  of  person  to  whom  animals  were 
transferred,  date  of  transfer,  and  number  of  animals 
transferred.  There  may  be  one  transfer  of  ownership 
only;  no  second  transfer  of  quarantines  will  be  per- 
mitted. The  feeder  animals  which  were  transferred 
will  be  quarantined  to  the  new  owner  for  the  remainder 
of  the  feeding  period  and  any  extension  thereof  granted 
by  the  Division. 
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REGULATION  XXIII 


Release  of  Feeding  or  Grazing  Cattle  from  Quarantine 

The  quarantine  on  feeding  or  grazing  cattle  is  released 
when: 


a.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the  ship- 
ment of  the  quarantined  animals  to  a public  stock- 
yard  or  a specifically  approved  Marketing  Center. 

b.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the  sale 
of  the  quarantined  cattle  for  immediate  slaughter 
to  a person  regularly  engaged  in  the  slaughter  of 
cattle,  or  reports  the  slaughter  of  the  cattle  for  his 
own  use. 

c.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the  death 
of  the  quarantined  animals. 

d.  The  Division  receives  a report  of  negative 
tuberculin  and/or  brucellosis  tests  conducted  by  an 
accredited,  approved  veterinarian  for  the  release 
of  the  quarantine  on  the  animals.  The  report  of  test 
for  release  from  quarantine  should  bear  a notation 
that  the  test  is  conducted  for  quarantine  release. 

e.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the  transfer 
of  no  less  than  5 of  the  feeder  females.  Name  and 
address  of  purchaser  shall  be  furnished  for  transfer 
of  quarantine  for  remainder  of  feeding  period  and  any 
extension  thereof  granted  by  the  Division. 


REGULATION  XXIV 

County  Veterinarians  To  Be  Furnished  Copy  of  Reports 

When  a tuberculin  test  or  a brucellosis  test  and/or 
vaccination  is  conducted  on  animals  in  a county  in 
which  there  is  a County  Veterinarian,  the  veterinarian 
conducting  the  test  and/or  vaccination  must  furnish  a 
copy  of  such  test  and  /or  vaccination  report  to  the 
County  Veterinarian. 

REGULATION  XXV 
Identification  Tags  Not  To  Be  Removed 

No  person  shall  remove  identification  tags,  num- 
bers, or  brands  from  livestock  to  evade  the  provisions 
of  the  law. 


REGULATION  XXVI 

Sale  of  Livestock  Quarantined  Because  of  Disease 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  statute  and  /or 
regulation,  the  sale  of  livestock  quarantined  because 
of  disease  or  exposure  to  disease  is  prohibited  unless 
permission  of  the  Division  is  first  obtained.  The  Divi- 
sion will  then  prescribe  the  conditions  under  which 
such  sale  may  be  made. 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ESTABLISHING  AND 
MAINTAINING  CERTIFIED  BRUCELLOSIS- 
FREE  HERDS  OF  SWINE 

Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  1481,  Section  7,  of 
“An  Act  in  relation  to  the  suppression,  eradication, 
and  control  of  brucellosis  among  swine”,  approved 
July  10,  1953,  as  amended. 

REGULATION  I 
General  Requirements 

1.1.  Certified  brucellosis-free  swine  herd  certificates, 
which  shall  be  valid  for  one  year  unless  revoked, 
are  issued  by  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry 
of  the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture. 

1.2.  Certification  may  be  extended  for  a period  of  one 
year  upon  evidence  of  a negative  herd  retest  and 
compliance  with  Illinois  requirements  for  main- 
tenance of  a certified  brucellosis-free  swine  herd. 

1.3.  All  blood  samples  for  certification  or  recertification 
of  herds  and  tests  of  animals  for  addition  to  certi- 
fied herds  shall  be  taken  by  an  approved,  accred- 
ited veterinarian  and  shall  be  submitted  for  diag- 
nosis to  one  of  the  State  Diagnostic  Laboratories 
located  at  Peoria,  Centralia,  Aurora,  or  the  State- 
Federal  Laboratory  at  Springfield,  or  the  Diagnos- 
tic Laboratory,  College  of  Veterinary  Medicine, 
Urbana. 

1.4.  All  tests  shall  be  made  at  owner’s  expense. 

1.5.  A “herd”  shall  be  considered  as  including  all  ani- 
mals 4 months  of  age  or  over,  except  barrows  and 
spayed  gilts. 

1.6.  A “certified  herd”  shall  consist  of  at  least  5 ani- 
mals and  shall  include  all  animals  in  the  herd  4 
months  of  age  or  over,  except  barrows  and  spayed 
gilts. 

1.7.  All  purebred  animals  shall  be  identified  by  regis- 
tration numbers,  dam’s  registration  number,  ear 
tag,  or  record  association-approved  individual  tat- 
too. Grade  animals  shall  be  identified  by  ear  tag 
numbers  or  tattoo.  If  any  animal  is  retagged  be- 
tween annual  tests,  the  identification  of  the  pre- 
vious year  shall  be  shown  on  the  test  chart  op- 
posite new  retag  number:  Any  change  in  members 
of  the  herd  shall  also  be  accounted  for. 


REGULATION  II 
To  Qualify  for  Certification 

2.1.  Herds  which  have  shown  no  previous  infection  may 
be  certified  upon  completion  of  two  consecutive 
negative  complete  herd  tests  30  to  60  days  apart. 

2.2.  When  reactors  are  disclosed  in  a herd  in  the  proc- 
ess of  becoming  certified,  the  reactors  shall  be 
immediately  isolated  and  removed  from  the  prem- 
ises within  15  days,  a report  of  disposal  made  to 
the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  the  premises 
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cleaned  and  disinfected  following  removal  of  re- 
acting animals,  and  the  entire  herd  subjected  to 
brucellosis  retests  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  30 
nor  more  than  60  days.  Upon  completion  of  three 
consecutive  negative  complete  herd  tests,  the  herd 
is  eligible  for  certification. 


REGULATION  III 
Maintenance  Requirements 

3.1.  If,  upon  annual  retest,  all  animals  4 months  of  age 
and  over  are  negative,  certification  will  be  ex- 
tended for  one  year,  provided  all  other  require- 
ments are  complied  with. 

3.2.  When  the  period  between  tests  exceeds  14  months, 
certification  is  forfeited  and  the  test  will  be  con- 
sidered as  an  initial  test,  if  negative. 

3.3.  REACTORS:  If,  as  a result  of  any  retest  of  a cer- 
tified herd  or  animals  from  a certified  herd, 

3. 3.  a.  One  reactor  is  disclosed,  it  shall  be  disposed 
of  within  15  days,  a report  of  disposal  made  to  the 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  the  premises 
cleaned  and  disinfected  following  removal  of  re- 
actor, and  the  entire  herd  subjected  to  a retest  not 
less  than  30  nor  more  than  60  days  following  test 
on  which  the  reactor  was  revealed.  A negative 
test  will  restore  certified  herd  status  for  a period  of 
12  months. 

3.3. b.  More  than  one  reactor  is  disclosed,  the  herd 
will  be  considered  again  in  the  process  of  certifi- 
cation as  under  Section  2.2  of  Regulation  II  hereof. 

3.4.  ADDITIONS  TO  CERTIFIED  BRUCELLOSIS-FREE 
SWINE  HERDS 

3.4. a.  Native  Animals.  All  animals  that  are  mem- 
bers of  a certified  herd  in  good  standing  are  eli- 
gible, or 

3.4. b.  Animals  from  herds  entirely  negative  to  test 
within  60  days,  but  not  certified,  may  be  added  as 
follows : 

1.  Non-pregnant  female  swine,  or  boars,  shall 
have  been  tested  within  30  days  and  proven 
negative  and  shall  show  another  negative  agglu- 
tination retest  in  not  less  than  30  days  before 
entering  the  certified  herd. 

2.  Pregnant  animals  shall  have  been  tested 
within  30  days  and  proven  negative  and  shall 
be  retested  not  less  than  30  days  after  farrowing 
and  proven  negative  before  being  placed  in  the 
certified  herd. 

3.4. C.  Animals  from  herds  not  certified  and  with- 
out a complete  negative  herd  test  within  60  days 
may  be  added  as  follows: 

1.  Non-pregnant  female  swine,  or  boars,  tested 
within  30  days  and  proven  negative,  shall  be 
placed  in  isolation  and  retested  in  not  less  than 
30  days  before  being  placed  in  the  certified  herd. 

2.  Pregnant  animals  tested  within  30  days  and 
proven  negative  shall  be  placed  in  isolation  and 
retested  not  less  than  30  days  after  farrowing 
and  proven  negative  before  being  placed  in  the 
certified  herd. 
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3.4.d.  Animals  from  Out-of-State.  All  animals  from 
out-of-state  accompanied  by  an  approved  interstate 
health  certificate  showing  compliance  with  Illinois 
entry  requirements  may  be  added  to  a certified 
herd  if  they  qualify  as  follows: 

1.  Originated  in  a certified  herd  in  good  stand- 
ing, providing  the  animals  imported  have  quali- 
fied as  members  of  the  certified  herd  on  the 
last  certification  test  and  were  tested  within  12 
months  of  date  of  entry,  or 

2.  Animals  from  herds  not  certified  if  the  fol- 
lowing requirements  are  complied  with: 

a.  Non-pregnant  female  swine,  or  boars, 
tested  within  30  days  of  entry  and  proven 
negative  shall  be  placed  in  isolation  and  re- 
tested in  not  less  than  30  days  before  being 
placed  in  the  certified  herd. 

b.  Pregnant  animals  shall  be  tested  within 
30  days  of  entry  and  proven  negative  and 
shall  be  placed  in  isolation  and  retested  in 
not  less  than  30  days  after  farrowing  and 
proven  negative  before  being  placed  in  the 
certified  herd. 

ADDITIONS  ARE  NOT  RECOGNIZED  AS  A PART 
OF  THE  CERTIFIED  HERD  UNTIL  THE  REQUIRED 
NEGATIVE  RETESTS  HAVE  BEEN  REPORTED  TO 
THE  ILLINOIS  DIVISION  OF  LIVESTOCK  INDUSTRY. 


REGULATION  IV 

4.1.  All  swine  brought  onto  the  farm  for  feeding  pur- 
poses shall  be  segregated  from  the  breeding  herd. 

4.2.  Out-of-state  swine  must  comply  with  Illinois  entry 
requirements.  All  swine  4 months  of  age  and  over 
sold  for  breeding  purposes  must  be  accompanied 
by  a record  of  negative  test  for  brucellosis  con- 
ducted within  60  days  of  sale,  provided,  however, 
that  such  test  shall  cover  one  change  of  ownership 
or  premises  only  within  the  60-day  period.  If  more 
than  one  change  of  ownership  is  evidenced,  the 
swine  must  be  tested  and  found  negative  before 
being  offered  for  sale. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  THE  DISPOSAL 
OF  DEAD  ANIMALS 

Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  160,  Section  12  of 
“An  Act  in  relation  to  the  use  and  disposal  of  dead 
animals”,  approved  July  16,  1941,  as  amended. 

REGULATION  I 

Failure  of  Building  to  Meet  Requirements 
Upon  First  Inspection 

If,  upon  first  inspection,  the  building  in  which  the 
applicant  for  license  intends  to  conduct  the  business  of 
disposing  of  the  bodies  of  dead  animals  fails  to  meet 
with  the  statutory  requirements  and  the  rules  of  the 
Department,  the  applicant  shall  be  granted  a period 
of  time  not  to  exceed  sixty  days  in  which  to  remedy 
the  defects  specified;  except  that  in  extraordinary  and 
meritorious  cases,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  of  the  De- 
partment, such  time  limit  of  sixty  days  may  be  further 
extended.  At  the  end  of  the  period,  another  inspection 
shall  be  made.  If  upon  such  final  inspection  the  building 
meets  the  requirements  of  the  “Dead  Animal  Disposal 
Act”  and  the  rules  of  the  Department  issued  pursuant 
thereto,  a license  shall  be  issued. 

REGULATION  II 

Fee  to  Accompany  Application — Not  To  Be  Refunded 

The  original  application  for  license  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  the  license  fee.  In  no  case  will  this  fee  be 
refunded. 


REGULATION  III 
Annual  Truck  Permits  Required 

Operators  of  all  trucks  used  in  conveying  the  bodies 
of  dead  animals  over  the  highways  of  the  State  must 
secure  an  annual  permit  from  the  Department.  The  is- 
suance and  effect  of  such  permit  shall  be  dependent 
upon  such  trucks  meeting  the  standard  for  equipment 
and  operation  specified  in  Sections  14,  15,  and  16  of  the 
Dead  Animal  Disposal  Act.  Each  truck  granted  a per- 
mit under  this  rule  shall  have  the  inscription,  “Illinois 

Dead  Animal  Disposal  Permit  No ”,  painted 

in  a conspicuous  place  in  contrasting  color  on  the  left 
side  of  the  bed  of  the  truck  in  letters  not  less  than 
three  inches  high. 


REGULATION  IV 

Temporary  Truck  Permits  May  Be  Issued 

When  an  application  for  license  to  operate  a dead 
animal  disposal  plant  has  been  filed  with  the  Depart- 
ment and  changes  or  improvements  are  in  process  of 
being  made  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act, 
the  Department  may  issue  temporary  truck  permits  for 
the  period  allowed  to  conform  with  the  requirements 
for  a license. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO 
DISEASED  ANIMALS 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  169,  Section  2 of 
“An  Act  to  revise  the  law  in  relation  to  the  suppres- 
sion, prevention  and  extirpation  of  contagious  and 
infectious  diseases  among  domestic  animals”,  ap- 
proved July  23,  1943,  as  amended. 


REGULATION  I 

No  animal  that  is  affected  with  or  has  recently  been 
exposed  to  any  infectious,  contagious,  or  communicable 
disease  shall  be  shipped  or  transported  in  any  manner, 
or  moved  into  the  State  of  Illinois  except  as  permitted 
by  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  ex- 
cept those  animals  affected  with  such  diseases  which 
are  approved  for  interstate  shipment  by  the  United 
States  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division  for  imme- 
diate slaughter  and  are  consigned  direct  to  a recognized 
slaughtering  center. 


REGULATION  II 

Obligation  of  Transportation  Company  and 
Truck  Operators 

Before  accepting  any  livestock  or  dogs  for  shipment 
into  the  State  of  Illinois  or  consigned  to  points  within 
the  State  of  Illinois,  except  to  public  stockyards,  every 
person,  transportation  company,  or  truck  operator  shall 
require  that  a certificate  of  health,  or  permit,  or  federal 
inspection  certificate  as  required  in  the  regulations  of 
the  Department,  be  furnished  them  to  be  attached  to 
the  waybill  and  accompany  the  livestock  or  dog  to  its 
destination.  Such  person,  transportation  company  or 
truck  operator  shall  have  the  certificate  of  health,  or 
permit,  or  federal  inspection  certificate,  in  his  or  its 
possession  at  all  times  from  the  loading  of  such  live- 
stock to  the  delivery  of  the  livestock  at  its  destination, 
and  available  for  inspection  upon  demand. 


REGULATION  III 

Report  of  Transportation  Companies  and 
Truck  Operators  Required 

Every  person,  transportation  company,  or  truck  op- 
erator transporting  cattle,  swine,  or  sheep  into  Illinois 
from  points  without  the  State  consigned  or  delivered 
to  other  than  a public  stockyards  or  specifically  ap- 
proved Marketing  Centers  shall,  within  24  hours  after 
such  livestock  is  unloaded  in  the  State,  report  to  the 
Division  giving  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignor, 
the  location  of  the  loading  point,  the  name  and  address 
of  the  consignee,  the  location  of  the  unloading  point, 
and  the  number,  sex,  and  breed  of  the  livestock. 
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REGULATION  IV 
Truck  Cleaning  and  Disinfection 

Any  truck  or  other  conveyance  in  which  diseased 
livestock  is  transported  must  he  cleaned  and  disin- 
fected immediately  after  the  diseased  livestock  is  un- 
loaded. 


REGULATION  V 

Sanitation  of  Yards,  Pens,  Premises,  Rail  Cars, 
Trucks,  and  Other  Vehicles  Used  in  the 
Conveyance  of  Swine 

In  the  case  of  swine  moving  interstate  or  intrastate 
it  is  ordered  that  where  vesicular  exanthema  is  found 
en  route  or  at  destination  all  yards,  pens,  premises,  rail 
cars,  trucks,  and  other  vehicles  used  in  the  conveyance 
of  said  swine  shall  be  cleaned  and  disinfected  at  the 
owner’s  expense  under  the  supervision  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  State  of  Illinois. 


REGULATION  VI 

Disposal  of  Sick,  Deceased,  or  Crippled  Animals 
at  Stockyards 

No  person,  firm,  or  corporation  shall  remove  from 
any  public  stockyards  any  sick,  diseased,  or  crippled 
animals  for  the  purpose  of  producing  meat  to  be  sold 
for  human  consumption,  except  in  case  where  the  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  Industry  releases  such  animals  after 
ante  mortem  inspection,  provided  that  this  restriction 
shall  not  apply  to  any  slaughter  house  where  federeal 
inspection  is  maintained. 


REGULATION  VII 

Sale  of  Livestock  Quarantined  Because  of  Disease 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  statute  and/or  regu- 
lation, the  sale  of  livestock  quarantined  because  of  dis- 
ease or  exposure  to  disease  is  prohibited  unless  permis- 
sion of  the  Division  is  first  obtained.  The  Division  will 
then  prescribe  the  conditions  under  which  such  sale  may 
be  made. 


REGULATION  VIII 

Copy  of  Health  Certficate  Must  Be  Furnished 

A copy  of  the  certificate  of  health  under  which  live- 
stock is  brought  into  the  State  of  Illinois,  bearing  the 
approval  or,  if  not  approved,  the  disapproval  of  the 
Livestock  Sanitary  Official  of  the  state  of  origin,  must 
be  furnished  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

All  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  of  animals 
which  are  intended  for  interstate  movement  shall  be 
made  at  a state  or  federal  laboratory,  or  a laboratory 
approved  by  the  proper  Livestock  Sanitary  Official  of 
state  of  origin. 
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REGULATION  IX 

Health  Certificates  Not  To  Be  Altered 

No  person  shall  change  the  names,  numbers,  words, 
or  phrases  upon  an  official  health  certificate  or  permit 
to  evade  the  provisions  of  the  law. 


REGULATION  X 
Requests  for  Permits 

Requests  for  entry  permits  shall  be  direct  to  the 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  Springfield,  Illinois,  and 
shall  set  forth  the  following  information:  Name  and 

address  of  Illinois  consignee,  number  and  kind  of  ani- 
mals, origin  of  shipment,  and  if  for  cattle,  the  age,  sex, 
and  breed  of  the  cattle. 

Requirements  for  the  exhibition  of  livestock  may 
be  secured  from  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry, 
State  Fair  Grounds,  Springfield,  Illinois. 

There  are  no  entry  requirements  for  poultry.  Ex- 
hibition requirements  may  be  obtained  from  the  Illinois 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  Springfield,  Illinois. 


REGULATION  XI 

Identification  Ear  Tags  for  Cattle 

All  livestock  tested  and  all  cattle  vaccinated  with 
brucella  vaccine  in  the  State  of  Illinois  shall  be  identi- 
fied by  an  ear  tag  placed  in  the  right  ear,  which  tag 
shall  bear  a prefix  number  or  letter  followed  by  the 
number  on  the  face  of  the  tag,  and  on  the  reverse 
side  shall  bear  the  word,  “Illinois.” 

Except  that  purebred  registered  animals  may  be 
identified  for  test  or  vaccination  by  the  purebred  regis- 
tration number  or  individual  registration  breed  tattoo. 


REGULATION  XII 

Identification  Tags  Not  To  Be  Removed 

No  person  shall  remove  identification  tags,  num- 
bers, or  brands  from  livestock  to  evade  the  provisions 
of  the  law. 


REGULATION  XIII 
Goats 

Goats  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  official  health 
certificate  showing  them  to  be  free  from  communicable 
and  infectious  diseases  and  including  a report  of  nega- 
tive test  to  brucellosis  within  30  days  of  entry. 

All  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  of  animals 
which  are  intended  for  interstate  movement  shall  be 
made  at  a state  or  federal  laboratory,  or  a laboratory 
approved  by  the  proper  Livestock  Sanitary  Official  of 
state  of  origin. 

The  reading  of  the  agglutination  test  is  according  to 
Table  2,  following,  and  shall  be  used  to  classify  the 
results  of  any  brucellosis  blood  test  for  brucellosis  in 
goats.

REGULATION  XIV 


Test — Report  and  Quarantine  Required 

All  diagnostic  tests  conducted  for  the  detection  of 
brucellosis  in  goats  shall  be  classified  according  to 
Diagnostic  Table  No.  2 (Regulation  No.  XIII)  and  re- 
ported to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

When  reactors  to  the  brucellosis  test  are  revealed, 
the  entire  herd  is  placed  under  quarantine.  The  reactors 
shall  be  immediately  isolated,  tagged  in  the  left  ear 
with  a reactor  tag  and  disposed  of  only  for  immediate 
slaughter.  When  a report  of  disposal  has  been  made 
to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  the  premises, 
cleaned  and  disinfected  following  the  removal  of  react- 
ing animals,  the  entire  herd  shall  be  subjected  to  retests, 
at  intervals  of  not  less  than  30  days  until  two  con- 
secutive negative  tests  are  obtained,  when  the  quaran- 
tine may  be  released. 


REGULATION  XV 

Disposal  of  Reactors  and  Herds  or  Animals 

Under  Quarantine 

Reactors  shall  be  shipped  direct  for  slaughter  to 
stockyards  under  Federal  inspection  accompanied  by 
State  Form  C-24  and  shipment  reported  to  the  Divi- 
sion. If  stockyard  is  located  outside  of  Illinois,  they 
shall  be  accompanied  by  Federal  Form  ADE  1-27. 

Animals  from  herds  under  quarantine  may  be  shipped 
by  the  owner  direct  to  public  stockyards  or  through 
specifically  approved  Marketing  Centers  accompanied 
by  State  Form  C-24  to  be  sold  for  slaughter  only  and 
shipment  reported  to  the  Division. 

REGULATION  XVI 
Horses,  Mules  and  Asses 

All  horses,  mules  and  asses  transported  or  moved 
into  Illinois  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  official  inter- 
state health  certificate  showing  such  animals  to  be  free 
from  infectious  or  communicable  diseases  as  evidenced 
by  veterinary  examination  within  30  days  of  shipment, 
except  those  horses  consigned  to  a licensed  slaughterer. 

REGULATION  XVII 

Permit  for  Use  of  Anthrax  Vaccine  Required 

No  anthrax  vaccine  shall  be  used  within  the  State  of 
Illinois  unless  the  veterinarian  has  secured  a permit 
from  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  for  its  use.  Per- 
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mils  will  be  granted  for  the  use  of  anthrax  vaccine 
only  in  areas  where  the  disease  is  known  to  exist  or 
has  been  known  to  exist. 

REGULATION  XVIII 
Sale  of  Anthrax  Vaccine 

No  anthrax  vaccine  shall  be  sold  within  the  State 
of  Illinois  except  to  licensed  veterinarians  who  have 
received  a permit  from  the  Division  of  Livestock  Indus- 
try for  the  use  of  such  vaccine  on  designated  premises 
or  within  a specified  area. 

REGULATION  XIX 

Quarantine  of  Animals  and  Premises  Required 

When  any  animals  are  vaccinated  against  anthrax, 
the  premises  and  all  animals  thereon  shall  be  placed 
under  quarantine. 


REGULATION  XX 

Erysipelothrix  Rhusiopathiae  Vaccine  Permit 
Required  for  Use  In  Illinois 

All  licensed,  accredited  veterinarians  in  the  State 
of  Illinois  desiring  to  use  Erysipelothrix  Rhusiopathiae 
vaccine  shall  apply  to  and  receive  from  the  Division  of 
Livestock  Industry  a permit  to  purchase  such  vaccine 
from  biological  manufacturers  or  distributors  who  are 
manufacturing,  producing,  or  selling  the  vaccine  under 
“Special”  license  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture. 

The  veterinarian  receiving  the  permit  is  required  to 
make  reports  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  on 
the  use  of  the  vaccine. 

Manufacturers  and  distributors  or  agents  shall  not 
sell  or  distribute  Erysipelothrix  Rhusiopathiae  vaccine 
to  any  person  in  the  State  of  Illinois  except  a licensed, 
accredited  veterinarian  who  has  received  a permit  from 
the  Division  to  purchase  such  product. 

REGULATION  XXI 
Scrapie 

No  sheep  which  are  known  to  be  infected  with  scrapie, 
and  no  progeny  of  sheep  known  to  be  infected  with 
scrapie,  may  be  transported  or  moved  into  the  State 
of  Illinois. 


REGULATION  XXII 
Blue  Tongue 

No  sheep  infected  with  or  exposed  to  blue  tongue, 
and  no  sheep  from  an  area  under  quarantine  because 
of  blue  tongue,  may  be  transported  or  moved  into  the 
State  of  Illinois. 


REGULATION  XXIII 

Scabies  Infestation  Shall  Be  Reported 

All  cases  of  scabies  infestation  in  cattle,  sheep,  and 
goats  shall  be  immediately  reported  to  the  Division 
of  Livestock  Industry. 
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REGULATION  XXIV 
Cattle  Scabies 

1.  Official  Spraying  Procedures  and  Sprays.  The 
following  specified  procedures  and  sprays  are  recognized 
by  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  as  official  for  the 
control  and  eradication  of  scabies  In  cattle,  and  when 
reference  is  made  to  spraying  in  these  Regulations,  one 
of  the  following  procedures  shall  have  been  followed. 

(a)  with  a recognized  toxaphene  spray  or 

(b)  with  lindane  containing  gamma  iso- 
mer concentrate  of  not  less  than  0.075 

> per  cent,  or 

(c)  with  a lime  and  sulphur  solution,  or 

(d)  other  spray  specified  by  the  Animal 
Disease  Eradication  Division. 

2.  No  cattle  infested  with  scabies  mites  shall  be 
brought  into  the  State  of  Illinois. 

3.  Cattle  recently  exposed  to  scabies  mites  may 
enter  the  State  of  Illinois  when  accompanied  by  an 
official  interstate  health  certificate  showing  that  the 
cattle  meet  the  tuberculosis  and  brucellosis  entry  re- 
quirements and  are  free  from  contagious,  infectious  or 
communicable  diseases,  and  that  they  have  been  sprayed 
twice  in  compliance  with  official  spray  procedures  as 
mentioned  in  these  Regulations.  A copy  of  the  health 
certificate  bearing  the  approval  of  the  Livestock  Sanitary 
Official  of  the  state  of  origin  shall  be  filed  with  the 
Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

4.  Illinois  cattle  exposed  to  scabies:  The  Depart- 

ment may  require  that  any  cattle  within  the  State  which 
have  been  exposed  to  scabies  mites  be  sprayed  in  com- 
pliance with  official  spraying  procedures.  Failure  by 
the  owner  or  his  agent  to  comply  with  this  requirement 
will  result  in  a quarantine  of  the  animals  on  the  premises 
and  will  subject  the  owner  to  the  penalties  provided 
by  law  for  failure  to  comply  with  State  regulations. 

5.  All  cattle  within  the  State  known  to  be  infested 
with  scabies  mites  shall  be  placed  under  quarantine  and 
are  required  to  be  sprayed  in  compliance  with  official 
spraying  procedures;  premises  shall  be  thoroughly 
cleaned  and  disinfected. 

The  quarantine  will  remain  in  effect  until  the  Divi- 
sion receives  a report  from  a licensed  veterinarian 
stating  that  upon  examination  made  not  less  than  30 
days  after  date  of  last  spraying  cattle  were  found  free 
of  scabies  mites  and  that  the  premises  occupied  by  the 
infested  cattle  were  properly  cleaned  and  disinfected. 
Failure  by  the  owner  or  his  agent  to  comply  with  this 
regulation  will  subject  the  owner  to  the  penalties  pro- 
vided by  law  for  failure  to  comply  with  State  regulations. 

REGULATION  XXV 
Sheep  Scabies 

Regulations  were  approved  Spet.  23,  1960 

1.  No  sheep  infested  with  or  exposed  to  scabies  shall 
be  moved  into  or  within  the  State  for  any  purpose, 
except  as  provided  in  these  Regulations. 

2.  All  sheep  loaned,  traded,  exchanged,  or  sold  for 
purposes  other  than  immediate  slaughter  directly 
to  a public  stockyard  where  Federal  inspection  is 


Sprayed 
twice 
at  10-day 
intervals 
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maintained  or  to  a recognized  slaughtering  center 
shall  have  been  dipped  in  accordance  with  these 
Regulations  within  30  days  of  transfer,  and  dipping 
certified  by  a State  or  Federal  employee,  accredited 
veterinarian,  or  an  approved  commercial  dipper. 
They  shall  be  accompanied  by  a dipping  certificate 
signed  by  a State  or  Federal  employee,  or  accredited 
veterinarian,  or  an  approved  commercial  dipper, 
a copy  of  which  shall  be  sent  to  the  Division  of 
Livestock  Industry,  Springfield,  giving  name  of 
owner,  number  and  kind  of  sheep,  date  of  dipping, 
dip  used,  and  purpose  for  dipping. 

3.  Sheep  breeders  may  dip  their  flocks,  provided  the 
entire  flock  is  dipped  at  least  once  each  six  months 
in  accordance  with  these  regulations,  and  pro- 
vided sheep  are  not  infested  with  or  have  not  re- 
cently been  exopsed  to  scabies.  Sheep  breeders  shall 
register  such  dipping  with  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  by  furnishing  a report  of  each  six-month 
dipping  certified  by  a State  or  Federal  employee,  or 
accredited  veterinarian,  or  approved  commercial 
dipper,  giving  name  and  address  of  owner,  number 
and  kind  of  sheep,  date  of  dipping,  and  dip  used. 
Sheep  so  dipped  and  reported  may  be  sold  for  any 
purpose  intrastate  without  additional  dipping. 

4.  Feeder  sheep  imported  from  scab-free  areas  of  the 
United  States  and  not  mixed  with  sheep  from  in- 
fested or  eradication  areas  may  be  sold  without 
dipping  and  placed  under  quarantine  for  inspec- 
tion not  less  than  30  nor  more  than  60  days  after 
entry,  and  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart  from 
all  other  sheep  while  under  quarantine. 

5.  Sheep  infested  with  or  exposed  to  scabies  may  be 
sold  for  immediate  slaughter  within  the  State  to 
stockyards  where  State  or  Federal  inspection  is 
maintained,  or  to  a recognized  slaughtering  center, 
to  be  slaughtered  within  10  days,  after  owner  has 
applied  for  and  received  permission  from  the  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  Industry.  The  request  for  per- 
mit shall  give  the  owner’s  name  and  address,  num- 
ber and  kind  of  sheep,  the  name  and  address  of 
commission  firm  or  slaughtering  establishment 
sheep  will  be  consigned  to,  date  of  shipment;  name 
and  kind  of  carrier,  such  as  make  and  license  num- 
ber of  truck,  and  truck  operator’s  name,  if  by  rail, 
railroad  car  number  and  name  of  carrier.  After  un- 
loading infested  or  exposed  sheep,,  conveyance  shall 
be  immediately  cleaned  and  disinfected. 

6.  Infested  sheep  will  be  permitted  movement  for  any 
purpose  after  they  have  been  dipped  twice  10  to  14 
days  apart  in  a permitted  dip  under  supervision  of  a 
State  or  Federal  inspector,  and  certified  by  such 
inspector. 

7.  All  sheep  in  a certain  flock  or  shipment  in  which 
the  disease  of  scabies  is  present  shall  be  classed  as 
infested  sheep,  and  none  of  them  shall  be  offered 
for  sale  or  movement  until  dipped  as  provided  in 
No.  6,  or  for  immediate  slaughter  according  to 
No.  5 of  these  Regulations.  The  practice  of  “pick- 
ing” a flock — that  is,  removing  sheep  which  are  visi- 
bly infested — and  then  offering  any  portion  of  the  re- 
maining for  either  inspection,  movement,  or  sale  is 
prohibited.  All  persons  are  required  to  report  all 
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scabies,  suspicious  and  infested  sheep  to  the  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  Industry. 

8.  The  dipping  of  sheep  other  than  those  infested  with 
or  exposed  to  scabies  shall  be  according  to  these 
regulations  and  at  the  owner’s  expense.  Those 
flocks  found  infested  with  or  exposed  to  scabies  will 
be  dipped  in  the  State-owned  portable  dipping  vats 
or  other  approved  dipping  vats  under  supervision 
of  State  or  Federal  employees  and  only  the  material 
used  to  dip  the  sheep  will  be  supplied  at  the  owner’s 
expense. 

9.  Permitted  dips: 

a.  Lindane  25% — 2 lbs.  to  100  gal.  of  water,  an 
0.06%  solution  and  a temperature  less  than  80°F. 
Animals  dipped  in  this  material  shall  not  be  sold 
for  slaughter  within  60  days  of  dipping;  or 

b.  Toxaphene — 1 gal.  to  150  gal.  of  water  which 
makes  a solution  of  0.5%  at  40°  to  80°  F.  tem- 
perature. Sheep  dipped  in  this  material  shall  not 
be  offered  for  slaughter  within  30  days  of 
dipping;  or 

c.  Other  dipping  preparations  recognized  by  the 
U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  Illinois 
Department  of  Agriculture. 

REGULATION  XXVI 
Breeding  Sheep 

All  sheep  entering  Illinois  for  breeding  purposes  shall 
be  accompanied  by  an  official  health  certificate  issued 
by  an  accredited,  approved  veterinarian  or  a veterinarian 
of  the  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division.  Health 
certificate  shall  indicate  the  sheep  have  been  examined 
within  30  days  of  entry  and  found  free  of  scabies  and 
all  other  infectious  or  communicable  diseases,  have  not 
recently  been  exposed  to  such  diseases,  and  have  been 
dipped  for  scabies  in  accordance  with  these  Regulations. 


REGULATION  XXVII 
Feeder  Sheep  and  Lambs 

Sheep  for  feeding  or  grazing  purposes  originating 
in  states  free  of  scabies  or  in  scabies-free  areas  in 
states  known  to  have  scabies  infestation  may  be  shipped 
or  moved  into  Illinois  direct  from  states  or  through 
public  stockyards  without  dipping  when  accompanied 
by  either  an  official  health  certificate,  or  federal  in- 
spection certificate,  or  special  entry  permit  from  the 
Division,  provided  that  in  transit  such  sheep  are  not 
mixed  with  sheep  from  infested  or  eradication  areas. 
They  are  subject  to  quarantine  at  destination.  Such 
sheep  must  be  examined  for  scabies  by  a qualified  vet- 
erinarian not  sooner  than  30  days  nor  more  than  60  days 
after  date  of  arrival.  A report  of  the  examination  shall 
be  furnished  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  by  the 
veterinarian.  If  upon  examination  the  sheep  are  found 
free  of  scabies,  the  quarantine  will  be  released.  If 
scabies  infestation  is  found,  the  entire  flock  shall  be 
dipped  in  accordance  with  official  Illinois  dipping  pro- 
cedures. All  such  dipping  will  be  at  the  expense  of 
the  owner.  The  quarantine  will  remain  in  effect  until 
released  by  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 
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REGULATION  XXVIII 
Sheep  for  Feeding  or  Grazing  Purposes 

Sheep  for  feeding  or  grazing  purposes  originating 
in  areas  in  which  scabies  infestation  is  known  to  exist 
shall  be  accompanied  by  an  official  interstate  health 
certificate  or  federal  inspection  certificate  showing  the 
sheep  to  have  been  dipped  in  accordance  with  official 
Illinois  dipping  procedures. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO 
GARBAGE  FEEDING 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  200,  Section  9 of 
“An  Act  in  relation  to  garbage  fed  to  swine,  other 
animals  or  poultry  and  providing  penalties  for  the 
violation  thereof”,  approved  May  1,  1953,  as  amended. 

REGULATION  I 

Any  person  feeding  garbage  to  swine,  other  animals, 
or  poultry  on  premises  where  swine  are  kept,  within 
the  State  of  Illinois  must  comply  with  the  following: 

1.  All  garbage  fed  to  livestock  or  swine  must  be 
cooked  before  feeding,  and  unless  the  garbage  is 
of  a liquid  nature  or  content,  must  be  supplemented 
with  a minimum  of  25%  by  volume  of  water  before 
the  cooking  process  is  started. 

2.  Garbage  must  be  heated  under  agitation  to  a 
temperature  of  212°  F.  and  held  at  that  point  or 
higher  for  a period  of  time  of  not  less  than  thirty 
(30)  minutes.  This  may  be  accomplished  by  the  fol- 
lowing methods: 

a.  Direct  fire  to  kettle 

b.  Steam  injection 

c.  Steel  jacket  kettle 

d.  Pressure  cooker 

e.  Submerged  coil. 

3.  A recording  thermometer  must  be  used,  with  the 
temperature  taken  at  points  not  closer  to  the  source 
of  heat  than  the  thermometer  is  located  from  the 
farthest  area  of  the  garbage.  In  short,  the  ther- 
mometer must  not  be  closer  to  the  heat  than  it  is 
from  the  outside  at  the  farthest  point.  Such  re- 
cordings shall  be  kept  by  the  operator  for  one  year 
and  made  available  to  the  representatives  of  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  upon  request. 

4.  If  storage  space  is  required,  it  must  be  of  suf- 
ficient capacity  constructed  of  concrete  for  the  stor- 
age of  all  garbage  prior  to  the  cooking. 

5.  Upon  the  receipt  of  an  application  for  a permit 
to  feed  garbage,  the  Director  shall  cause  an  inspec- 
tion to  be  made  of  the  premises  to  determine  whether 
the  location  and  construction  of  facilities  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  pertaining  to  the  cooking 
of  garbage  and  sanitation. 

6.  Solid  feeding  platforms,  and  troughs  of  an  im- 
pervious material,  must  be  so  constructed  as  to  be 
convenient  and  handy  for  adequate  cleaning,  ster- 
ilization, and  sanitation  purposes. 

7.  An  ample  water  supply  under  pressure  must  be 
provided  to  properly  clean  the  feeding  area  and  an 
approved  drainage  system  connected  to  a sewer,  sep- 
tic tank  or  cesspool  of  proper  capacity  must  be 
provided  for  all  cleaning  operations. 

8.  The  premises  on  which  garbage  is  fed  must  be 
maintained  in  a sanitary  condition  satisfactory  to 
the  rules  and  requirements  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  with  reference  thereto. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  FEEDER  SWINE 
DEALER  LICENSING  ACT 


Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  House  Bill  1726  passed 
by  the  72nd  General  Assembly  for  “An  Act  Providing 
for  the  licensing  of  feeder  swine  dealers,  regulating 
such  business,  and  providing  penalties  for  violations 
hereof,”  approved  July  31,  1961. 

REGULATION  I 

A Feeder  Swine  Dealer  means  any  person  who  sells 
or  offers  to  sell  feeder  swine  in  the  State  of  Illinois, 
whether  the  swine  are  raised  in  this  State  or  brought 
into  the  State  from  another  state,  provided  that  a per- 
son who  sells  only  feeder  swine  which  he  has  produced 
and  raised  shall  not  be  considered  a dealer  under  this 
law. 


REGULATION  II 

Licensed  feeder  swine  dealers  shall  have  a permanent 
place  of  business  and  facilities  for  the  holding  of  pigs 
on  his  premises,  subject  to  approval  of  the  Division. 

REGULATION  III 

Fee  to  accompany  application,  not  to  be  refunded. 
The  original  application  for  license  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  the  license  fee.  In  no  case  will  this  fee  be 
refunded. 


REGULATION  IV 

Feeder  swine  imported  into  Illinois  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  official  health  certificate  and  permit  as  out- 
lined in  Feeder  Swine  Regulation  III. 

REGULATION  V 

Feeder  swine  from  Illinois: 

1.  Shall  have  been  vaccinated  with  modified  live  virus 
hog  cholera  vaccine  and  serum  more  than  14  days 
prior  to  sale,  or 

2.  Unvaccinated  native  swine  shall  be  vaccinated 
against  hog  cholera  by  a licensed  veterinarian  with 
modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine  and  with 
anti-hog  cholera  serum  in  the  same  amount  as  used 
with  virulent  virus.  Veterinarian  shall  issue  quaran- 
tine. All  such  swine  shall  be  held  under  quarantine 
14  days  and  the  owner  shall  report  their  condition  to 
the  veterinarian  at  the  end  of  the  14-day  period. 

REGULATION  VI 

Duties  of  a licensed  swine  dealer: 

1.  Licensee  under  this  Act  shall  provide  suitable 
facilities  at  his  place  of  business  for  yarding, 
feeding  and  watering  of  swine,  and  shall  protect 
swine  from  unfavorable  weather  conditions  at  all 
times  while  they  are  on  his  premises 
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2.  Sanitation  shall  be  maintained 

3.  Separate  pens  shall  be  assigned  to  accommodate 
vaccinated  and  unvaccinated  swine 

4.  No  swine  showing  clinical  or  physical  evidence  of 
disease  may  be  sold 

REGULATION  VII 

Maintenance  of  Records: 

1.  Licensees  under  this  Act  shall  maintain  records 
of  all  feeder  pig  transactions,  including  name  and 
address  of  producer  from  whom  pigs  are  purchased; 
name  and  address  of  purchasers  of  pigs,  vaccination 
status,  number,  kind  and  breed  of  pigs  purchased 
and  ear  tag  identification 

2.  Records  shall  be  retained  for  at  least  12  months 

3.  Records  shall  be  available  for  inspection  by  repre- 
sentatives of  Division. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  DEAD  ANIMAL 
LOADING  PLATFORMS 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  111V2,  Paragraph  190,  Section  5 
of  “An  Act  in  relation  to  loading  platforms  used  for 
the  collection  of  dead  animals  for  delivery  to  ren- 
dering plants”,  approved  July  13,  1953. 

REGULATION  I 

Fee  to  Accompany  Application 

The  application  for  license  to  operate  a dead  animal 
loading  platform  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  license 
fee.  In  no  case  will  this  fee  be  refunded. 

REGULATION  II 

Failure  of  Loading  Platform  to  Meet  Requirements 
Upon  First  Inspection 

If,  upon  first  inspection,  the  platform  at  which  the 
applicant  for  license  intends  to  conduct  the  business  of 
collecting  animals  for  loading  into  trucks  which  will 
take  them  to  rendering  plants  fails  to  meet  the  statu- 
tory requirements  and  the  requirements  of  the  Depart- 
ment, the  applicant  shall  be  granted  a period  of  time 
not  to  exceed  60  days  in  which  to  remedy  the  defects 
specified;  except  that  in  extraordinary  and  meritorious 
cases,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry  of  the  Department,  such 
time  limit  of  60  days  may  be  further  extended.  At  the 
end  of  the  period,  another  inspection  shall  be  made. 
If  upon  such  final  inspection  the  platform  meets  the 
requirements  of  the  Loading  Platform  Law  and  the  Reg- 
ulations of  the  Department  issued  pursuant  thereto, 
a license  shall  be  issued. 

REGULATION  III 

Location  of  Dead  Animal  Loading  Platform 

Must  Be  Approved 

No  dead  animal  loading  platform  shall  be  licensed 
until  the  following  requirements  have  been  complied 
with: 

a.  The  location  of  a dead  animal  loading  platform 
must  be  approved  by  the  Department. 

b.  The  loading  platform  shall  not  be  closer  than 
500  feet  to  any  highway,  and  shall  not  be  closer 
than  160  rods  to  any  residence,  and  shall  not  be 
closer  than  80  rods  to  any  property  owned  by  other 
than  those  leasing  or  owning  the  platform  site. 

c.  The  loading  platform  must  be  covered  by  a 
building  of  sheet  metal  construction.  The  building 
shall  be  equipped  with  louver-type  ventilators  which 
are  so  screened  as  to  prevent  the  entrance  of  rodents 
and  other  animals,  birds,  flies  and  other  insects. 

d.  The  loading  platform  must  be  provided  with  a 
satisfactory  drain  into  a septic  tank  or  cesspool 
which  must  be  tightly  covered.  If  a cesspool  is 
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used,  the  overflow  must  be  connected  to  a field  tile 
which  must  not  be  closer  to  the  surface  of  the 
ground  than  3 feet.  The  tile  shall  be  laid  in  a bed 
of  gravel  at  least  4 feet  wide  and  4 feet  deep.  The 
overflow  tile  shall  not  be  less  than  100  feet  in 
length  and  at  least  3 feet  under  the  surface  of  the 
ground  at  the  point  of  termination. 

e.  Sufficient  water  shall  be  provided  to  thoroughly 
clean  the  platform  and  premises. 

f.  The  platform  equipment  and  premises  shall  be 
disinfected  with  a product  approved  by  the  Animal 
Disease  Eradication  Division  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture. 


REGULATION  IV 
Odors  Must  Be  Controlled 

The  operator  of  a dead  animal  loading  platform 
shall  maintain  the  platform  in  such  sanitary  manner 
as  to  eliminate  insofar  as  possible  all  odors.  The  licen- 
see shall  provide  and  have  available  and  use  sufficient 
chemicals  to  control  the  odor  at  all  times. 

All  carcasses  of  animals,  or  parts  thereof,  to  be 
processed  at  a rendering  plant  must  be  picked  up  at 
the  loading  platform  and  transported  to  the  rendering 
plant  daily  except  during  extremely  cold  weather. 
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REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  A 
MARKETING  CENTER 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  121 Paragraph  215a,  Section  8a 
of  “An  Act  in  relation  to  the  licensing  and  regulation 
of  community  sales”,  approved  July  15,  1941,  as 
amended. 


REGULATION  I 

“Marketing  Center”  means  a licensed  community 
sale  which  has  been  so  designated  by  the  Illinois  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  and  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  as  a Marketing  Center  after  having 
qualified  under  regulations  of  the  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  the  United  States  Department  of  Ag- 
riculture. 


REGULATION  II 

A Marketing  Center  shall  be  operated  under  the 
supervision  of  an  accredited,  approved  veterinarian 
employed  by  the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture. 


REGULATION  III 

All  out-of-state  livestock  consigned  to  a Marketing 
Center  shall  be  accompanied  from  point  of  origin  by  a 
permit  issued  by  the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture 
or  by  a document  (described  in  the  law  as  a consign- 
ment), issued  by  the  owner  or  shipper  of  the  livestock, 
designating  the  name  of  the  owner  or  shipper,  place  of 
origin,  stockyards,  packing  plant,  or  Marketing  Center 
of  destination,  date  of  shipment,  number  and  descrip- 
tion of  livestock,  and  that  the  livestock  in  said  con- 
signment are  free  from  any  known  contagious  or  in- 
fectious disease,  certified  to  by  the  owner  or  shipper, 
kept  in  the  possession  of  the  carrier  and  delivered  to 
and  accepted  by  the  stockyards,  packing  plant,  or  Mar- 
keting Center  of  destination. 


REGULATION  IV 

The  consignment  delivered  with  livestock  at  a Mar- 
keting Center  shall  be  held  by  the  stockyards,  packing- 
plant,  or  Marketing  Center  for  a period  of  not  less  than 
6 months  for  inspection  by  legally  authorized  officials 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  or  the 
Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture,  or  other  officials 
having  police  powers. 

REGULATION  V 

No  livestock  sold  at  a Marketing  Center  for  inter- 
state shipment  shall  be  released  by  the  Marketing  Cen- 
ter management  until  the  shipment  complies  with  the 
requirements  of  the  state  to  which  the  livestock  fs  to 
be  shipped. 
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REGULATION  VI 


The  accredited,  approved  veterinarian  who  is  em- 
ployed by  the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture  shall 
inspect  all  livestock  consigned  to  the  Marketing  Center 
at  the  time  the  consignment  arrives  at  the  Marketing 
Center,  provided  the  consignment  arrives  during  usual 
working  hours.  No  animal  shall  be  sold  until  approved 
for  sale  by  the  veterinarian.  Sales  of  livestock  through 
a Marketing  Center  must  conform  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Illinois  laws  and  regulations.  The  veterinarian  shall 
be  present  at  the  Marketing  Center  when  consignments 
of  livestock  arrive,  and  shall  remain  at  the  Marketing 
Center  until  all  animals  are  sold  and  all  of  the  require- 
ments for  their  removal  and  disposition  have  been  fully 
complied  with.  The  veterinarian  shall  approve  or  dis- 
approve the  sanitary  condition  of  the  Marketing  Center. 
The  Marketing  Center  shall  provide  receiving  pens  for 
livestock  that  arrive  at  night  or  other  than  regular 
hours.  Such  animals  shall  not  be  removed  from  the 
receiving  pens  until  they  have  been  examined  by  the 
Marketing  Center  veterinarian  and  he  has  authorized 
the  sale  or  removal  of  such  animals. 


REGULATION  VII 

The  management  of  the  Marketing  Center  shall  clean 
and  disinfect,  or  cause  to  be  cleaned  and  disinfected, 
all  pens,  alleyways,  sale  rings,  loading  and  unloading 
chutes  as  required  by  and  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Marketing  Center  veterinarian. 


REGULATION  VIII 

Except  as  provided  by  law  and  Departmental  regula- 
tions, no  livestock  showing  clinical  or  physical  evidence 
of  disease  may  be  sold  through  any  Marketing  Center 
for  any  purpose,  except  where  animals  are  determined 
to  be  reactors  to  the  tuberculosis  or  brucellosis  test 
after  having  been  received  and  tested  at  the  Marketing 
Center. 


REGULATION  IX 

Each  Marketing  Center  shall  provide  a quarantine 
pen  for  each  of  the  following  classes  of  animals:  cattle, 
sheep,  and  swine;  and  a separate  chute  for  loading  of 
diseased  animals. 


REGULATION  X 

All  alleyways,  pens,  and  chutes  which  have  become 
contaminated  shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  disin- 
fected immediately  following  the  removal  of  the  dis- 
eased animals. 


REGULATION  XI 

All  animals  that  are  classified  as  diseased  animals,, 
either  by  test  or  clinical  examination  by  the  veterin- 
arian in  charge  of  the  Marketing  Center,  shall  be  placed 
in  the  quarantine  pens  and  placed  under  lock  and  key 
by  the  veterinarian  or  his  agent  and  shall  remain  in 
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such  condition  until  released  by  the  veterinarian  to  be 
moved  for  slaughter  to  a recognized  slaughtering  center 
where  federal  meat  inspection  is  maintained,  or  to  a 
licensed  dead  animal  disposal  plant,  or  may  be  returned 
to  the  premises  of  the  owner  and  placed  under  quaran- 
tine by  permission  of  the  Marketing  Center  veterinarian, 

REGULATION  XII 

The  veterinarian  shall  be  responsible  for  a report 
to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  Illinois  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  of  all  tests  of  animals  that  are 
sold  at  the  Marketing  Center  following  each  day’s  sale, 
and  a report  showing  the  names,  addresses,  number, 
description,  sex,  breed  of  all  animals  that  are  subject 
to  quarantine.  The  veterinarian  shall  also  report  the 
disposition  of  any  diseased  livestock,  giving  name  and 
address  of  the  owner  or  consignor  and  the  name  and 
address  of  the  recognized  slaughtering  center  to  which 
the  diseased  animals  were  moved,  and/or  other  dispo- 
sition. 


REGULATION  XIII 

The  floors  of  all  pens,  alleys,  and  sale  rings  shall  be 
concrete,  black  top,  or  other  impervious  material.  Such 
floors  and  pens  shall  be  provided  with  drainage  for 
flushing.  Hard-surfaced  pens,  alleys  and  sale  rings 
shall,  before  each  sale,  be  covered  with  tanbark,  sand, 
or  other  material  to  remove  unnecessary  hazard  to 
livestock. 


REGULATION  XIV 

All  Marketing  Centers  shall  possess  a power  spray 
or  steam  cleaner  in  order  that  cleaning  and  disinfecting 
may  be  completed  under  pressure. 


REGULATION  XV 

All  Marketing  Centers  shall  be  equipped  with  a 
dipping  vat  wherein  sheep  and  swine  shall  be  dipped, 
when  required  by  the  Marketing  Center  veterinarian  or 
authorized  representative  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture. 


REGULATION  XVI 

A roofed  area  shall  be  provided  to  protect  the  live- 
stock from  inclement  weather. 


REGULATION  XVII 

All  Marketing  Centers  shall  provide  an  office  for  the 
Marketing  Center  veterinarian,  and  shall  keep  the  office 
properly  painted  and  cleaned.  It  shall  be  properly 
lighted,  heated,  screened,  ventilated,  and  shall  be 
equipped  with  storage  space  for  the  veterinarian’s  bio- 
logical products,  with  an  electric  refrigerator,  sink, 
running  water  and  sewer  connections,  and  shall  be  kept 
at  all  times  in  a sanitary  condition. 
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REGULATION  XVIII 


The  veterinarian’s  office  or  laboratory  is  for  his  use 
entirely  and  is  not  to  be  used  for  other  purposes  or  by 
other  personnel. 


REGULATION  XIX 

The  sale  ring  shall  be  properly  painted,  and  shall 
be  kept  in  a clean,  sanitary  condition  at  all  times. 


REGULATION  XX 

The  Marketing  Center  shall  provide  a suitable  chute 
to  restrain  all  animals  that  are  to  be  tested,  and  shall 
provide  proper  pens  for  swine  that  are  to  be  vaccinated, 
in  close  proximity  to  the  veterinarian’s  office  or  labora- 
tory. 


REGULATION  XXI 

All  Marketing  Centers  shall  exercise  reasonable  care 
and  promptness  in  respect  to  unloading,  feeding,  water- 
ing, weighing,  and  transporting  of  livestock  to  prevent 
injury,  death,  or  avoidable  losses. 


REGULATION  XXII 

All  Marketing  Centers  shall  have  an  ample  supply 
of  clean  water  under  pressure  at  all  times.  All  troughs 
and  other  receptacles  shall  be  kept  clean  at  all  times. 


REGULATION  XXIII 

Each  operator  of  a Marketing  Center  shall  keep  the 
following  records  for  each  lot  of  livestock  consigned 
to  or  sold  through  such  Marketing  Center: 

a.  Name  and  address  of  the  consignor; 

b.  Description  of  the  livestock,  including  the  kind, 
approximate  age,  sex,  breed,  and  any  marks, 
brands,  or  other  distinguishing  or  identifying 
marks ; 

c.  The  method  by  which  such  property  was  delivered 
to  the  Marketing  Center,  and  in  the  case  of  prop- 
erty delivered  by  motor  vehicle,  the  name  of  the 
operator,  make  or  manufacture  of  vehicle,  and 
state  license  number  of  such  motor  vehicle; 

d.  Name  and  address  of  the  purchaser  of  said  live- 
stock; 

e.  The  price  for  which  the  livestock  was  sold  or 
exchanged,  and  the  commission  or  other  fee 
charged  by  the  Marketing  Center. 

Such  records  shall  be  kept  by  the  operator  of  the 
Marketing  Center  at  the  establishment  or  premises  or 
such  other  convenient  place  as  may  be  approved  by  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  Illi- 
nois Department  of  Agriculture.  Such  records  shall  at 
all  reasonable  times  be  open  for  inspection  by  legally 
authorized  officials  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture 
or  other  officials  having  police  powers,  and  shall  be 
retained  and  preserved  for  a period  of  at  least  2 years. 
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REGULATION  XXIV 


All  out-of-state  female  cattle  of  the  beef  breeds  and 
steers  may  be  shipped  or  transported  to  a specifically 
approved  Marketing  Center  in  the  State  of  Illinois  when 
accompanied  by  a document  described  in  the  law  as  a 
“Consignment”.  Such  animals  shall  comply  with  Illinois 
laws  and  regulations  before  being  released  from  the 
Marketing  Center. 


REGULATION  XXV 

A report  of  the  receipts  of  all  out-of-state  cattle  or 
other  livestock  shall  be  made  to  the  Illinois  Department 
of  Agriculture,  Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  on  forms 
to  be  furnished  by  the  Department  (Form  M-106A)  im- 
mediately following  each  day’s  sale,  or  at  the  end  of 
each  week  if  the  Marketing  Center  operates  more  than 
one  day  each  week,  whichever  the  case  may  be. 


REGULATION  XXVI 

Female  cattle  of  the  beef  breeds  under  18  months 
of  age  that  are  under  feeder  quarantine  may  be  con- 
signed to  a Marketing  Center  for  sale  if  they  have  been 
owned  more  than  30  days.  The  Marketing  Center  shall 
report  each  consignment  to  the  Illinois  Department  of 
Agriculture,  Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  giving  name 
and  address  of  consignor,  and  number  consigned,  in 
order  that  previous  quarantine  may  be  released. 


REGULATION  XXVII 

The  Marketing  Center  shall  provide  a dial  system 
scale  which  shows  balance  and  weight,  or  a stamping 
Beam  scale  with  balance  indicator  for  the  weighing  of 
livestock  sold  by  weight  at  such  Marketing  Center. 


REGULATION  XXVIII 

The  designation  of  a Marketing  Center  may  be  re- 
moved, after  a hearing  by  the  Director  of  Agriculture 
or  his  designated  representatives,  v/hen  it  has  been 
shown  that  such  Marketing  Center  has  failed  or  refused 
to  comply  with  the  laws  and  regulations  pertaining 
thereto. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO 
COMMUNITY  SALES 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  121^,  Paragraph  218,  Section  11 
of  “An  Act  in  relation  to  the  licensing  and  regulation 
of  community  sales”  approved  July  15,  1941,  as 
amended. 


REGULATION  I 

Fee  to  Accompany  Application  Not  To  Be  Refunded 

The  application  for  license  to  operate  a community 
sale  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  license  fee.  In  no 
case  will  this  fee  be  refunded. 

REGULATION  II 

Release  of  Livestock  for  Interstate  Shipment 

No  livestock  sold  at  community  sales  for  interstate 
shipment  shall  be  released  by  the  sale  management 
until  the  shipment  complies  with  the  requirements  of 
the  state  to  which  it  is  to  be  shipped. 

REGULATION  III 
Veterinary  Inspection 

The  official  community  sale  veterinarian  shall  in- 
spect all  livestock  consigned  to  the  sale  before  the  sale 
starts.  No  animal  shall  be  sold  until  approved  for  sale 
by  the  veterinarian.  Sale  of  livestock  through  a com- 
munity sale  must  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Illinois  laws  and  regulations. 

The  veterinarian  shall  remain  at  the  sale  until  all 
animals  are  sold  and  all  of  the  requirements  for  their 
removal  and  disposition  have  been  fully  complied  with. 
The  veterinarian  shall  approve  or  disapprove  the  sani- 
tary condition  of  the  sales  barn  at  the  time  of  sale. 
No  sale  shall  be  permitted  until  the  sanitary  require- 
ments, as  stated  hereinafter,  are  complied  with  and 
approved  by  the  veterinarian  in  charge.  The  sanitary 
condition  of  the  sale  at  the  time  of  sale  shall  be  re- 
ported to  the  Department  by  the  veterinarian  indicating 
the  condition  thereof  as  “good”,  “fair”,  or  “poor”.  The 
veterinarian’s  reports  shall  be  completed  and  mailed  to 
the  Department  as  required  by  the  statutes. 

Except  as  provided  by  law  and  Departmental  regula- 
tions, no  livestock  showing  clinical  or  physical  evidence 
of  disease  may  be  sold  through  a community  sale  for 
any  purpose. 


REGULATION  IV 

Sick,  Diseased,  or  Crippled  Animals, 
Brucellosis  Reactors 

No  sick,  diseased,  or  crippled  animals  shall  be  con- 
signed to  a community  sale.  No  sick,  diseased,  or 
crippled  animals  shall  be  sold  through  a community 
sales  barn  except  as  provided  in  Regulations  V.  VI, 
and  X herein. 
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REGULATION  V 


Bovine  Brucellosis  Reactors  Found  on  Test 
at  Sales  Barn 

The  results  of  all  brucellosis  agglutination  blood 
tests  made  at  sales  barns  shall  be  classified  according 
to  the  official  Diagnostic  Tables  No.  1 and  No.  2:

Any  cattle  which,  upon  being  tested  for  brucellosis 
at  a community  sales  barn,  react  to  the  agglutination 
blood  test  shall  be  either  sold  through  the  sale  for 
immediate  slaughter  or  returned  to  the  premises  of  the 
consignor. 

If  they  are  sold  for  immediate  slaughter  they  must 
be  positively  identified  and  branded  as  provided  by  the 
Illinois  Bovine  Brucellosis  Control  Law,  and  the  pur- 
chaser must  sign  an  official  Quarantine  and  Certification 
of  Slaughter,  Form  C-24a,  (Federal  regulations  require 
that  brucellosis  reactors  moved  interstate  be  accom- 
panied by  Federal  Form  1-27.) 

If  they  are  returned  to  the  premises  of  the  consignor 
they  must  be  quarantined  and  branded  as  provided  in 
Section  5 of  the  Illinois  Bovine  Brucellosis  Control 
Law. 


REGULATION  VI 

6. a.  Sale  of  Bovine  Brucellosis  Suspects 

Any  cattle  which,  upon  being  tested  for  brucellosis 
at  a community  sales  barn,  are  classified  as  suspects 
according  to  the  Official  Diagnostic  Tables  No.  1 or 
No.  2 shall  be  either  returned  to  the  premises  of  the 
consignor  or  sold  through  the  sale  for  immediate  slaugh- 
ter. If  they  are  sold  for  immediate  slaughter,  the  owner 
shall  sign  an  official  C-24a  report  of  sale  for  slaughter. 


6.b.  Sale  of  Livestock  for  Immediate  Slaughter  or 
Shipment: 

Females  and  bulls  over  6 months  of  age  may  be 
sold  without  brucellosis  test  or  vaccination  cer- 
tificate for  immediate  slaughter  or  shipment.  At 
the  discretion  of  the  sale  barn  veterinarian  in 
charge,  the  purchaser  may  be  required  to  sign  an 
official  certificate  of  slaughter,  Form  C-37.  If 
slaughtered,  they  shall  be  slaughtered  within  10 
days  either  on  the  purchaser’s  premises  or  taken 
directly  by  him  to  slaughter  plant;  if  shipped,  they 
shall  be  shipped  by  the  purchaser  within  10  days 
and  shall  go  directly  to  a Marketing  Center  or 
stockyard  under  State  or  Federal  supervision. 


REGULATION  VII 
Sanitary  Standards 

1.  All  stalls,  pens,  alleyways,  and  sales  rings  shall  be 
thoroughly  cleaned  and  disinfected  following  each 
sale. 

2.  Windows  shall  be  provided  for  light  and  ventilation. 
Light  shall  be  sufficient  to  illuminate  all  pens  and 
stalls. 

3.  Roofs  shall  be  kept  tight  at  all  times  so  as  to  pre- 
vent leakage  and  keep  out  moisture. 

4.  The  floors  of  all  pens,  alleys,  and  sales  rings  shall 
be  of  concrete  or  other  material  that  is  compact, 
easily  cleaned,  and  drained  in  all  kinds  of  weather. 

5.  Dairy  and  breeding  cattle  shall  be  kept  separate 
from  all  other  cattle  and  not  allow'ed  to  intermingle. 

6.  All  pens  and  alleys  for  housing  hogs  shall  have 
floors  that  are  made  of  concrete  or  other  impervious 
material.  Such  floors  and  pens  shall  be  provided 
with  drainage  for  flushing. 


REGULATION  VIII 

Each  community  sales  barn  will  display  in  a promi- 
nent place  a license  as  provided  by  law. 


REGULATION  IX 

9.1.  All  swine  sold  through  a community  sale  for 
feeding  or  breeding  purposes  shall  have  been  vaccinated 
against  hog  cholera  before  leaving  the  sale,  and  the 
purchaser  of  such  swine  shall  be  furnished  a certificate 
of  vaccination  at  the  time  of  purchase.  The  certificate 
of  vaccination  shall  identify  the  swine  by  breed,  color, 
weight,  and  right  ear  identification  tag. 

In  addition  to  the  anti-hog  cholera  vaccination  re- 
quirement, all  breeding  swine  4 months  of  age  and  over 
must  be  negative  to  the  agglutination  test  for  brucel- 
losis in  a dilution  of  1 to  50  within  30  days  or  be  from 
a brucellosis-free  certified  herd  and  included  in  the 
last  herd  test. 

9.2.  Unvaccinated  swine  shall  be  vaccinated  by  one 
of  the  following  methods: 

a.  Serum  alone — will  be  permitted  for  bred  females 
only 
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b.  Modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine  with 
anti-hog  cholera  serum  in  the  same  amount  as 
used  with  virulent  virus.  Quarantined  to  pur- 
chaser for  14  days. 

NOTE:  Boynton  tissue  or  crystal  violet  vaccine 

shall  not  be  used  at  any  sale  bam  at  any 
time  for  the  vaccination  of  swine  against 
hog  cholera. 

9.3.  Unvaccinated  out-of-state  swine  shall  be  vacci- 
nated by  the  following  method : 

a.  Modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine  with 
anti-hog  cholera  serum  in  same  amount  as  used 
with  virulent  virus.  Quarantined  to  purchaser 
for  14  days. 

9.4.  Swine  vaccinated  prior  to  consignment  to  sales 
barns  shall  be  accompanied  by  a certificate  of  vacci- 
nation at  the  time  of  consignment  to  sale.  Such  cer- 
tificate shall  be  issued  by  a licensed  veterinarian  or 
be  a notarized  affidavit  of  vaccination  if  by  other  than 
a licensed  veterinarian.  The  affidavit  of  vaccination 
shall  be  made  by  the  person  who  vaccinated  the  swine. 
The  certificate  shall  give  the  date  of  injection,  amount 
of  serum  and  virus  used,  serial  number  and  name  of 
manufacturer.  Sale  barn  records  shall  identify  such 
swine  showing  the  consignor  and  purchaser.  Certificate 
shall  show  vaccination  by  one  of  the  following  methods: 

a.  Vaccination  with  serum  alone  within  14  days  of 
sale  will  be  accepted  only  for  bred  females 

b.  Vaccination  with  serum  and  live  virus  more  than 
21  days  prior  to  sale  will  be  accepted  only  for 
breeding  swine 

c.  Vaccination  with  Boynton  tissue  vaccine  or  crys- 
tal violet  vaccine  not  less  than  14  days  nor 
more  than  6 months  before  sale.  Swine  shall 
have  been  at  least  8 weeks  of  age  at  time  of 
vaccination 

d.  Vaccination  with  modified  live  virus  hog  cholera 
vaccine  more  than  14  days  prior  to  sale.  Swine 
shall  have  been  at  least  8 weeks  of  age  at  time 
of  vaccination. 

Ear  tag  identification  of  vaccinated  swine,  together 
with  name  and  address  of  consignor  and  purchaser,  shall 
be  made  a part  of  the  records  of  the  sales  barn  before 
swine  so  vaccinated  are  removed. 


REGULATION  X 

Swine  Which  React  to  the  Test  for  Brucellosis 

All  breeding  swine  4 months  of  age  and  over  shall 
be  negative  to  the  agglutination  test  for  brucellosis. 
Any  swine  which  upon  being  tested  for  brucellosis  at 
a community  sale  reacts  to  the  test  in  a dilution  of 
1/50  or  higher  shall  be  identified  as  provided  in  the 
Illinois  Swine  Brucellosis  Law.  Such  swine  shall  be 
either  returned  to  the  premises  of  the  consignor  or 
sold  for  immediate  slaughter.  No  such  swine  may  be 
sold  for  feeding  or  breeding  purposes. 
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REGULATION  XI 
Sale  of  Garbage-fed  Swine 

Garbage-fed  swine  may  be  sold  through  a community 
sales  barn  for  immediate  slaughter  only.  All  other 
swine  consigned  to  a community  sales  barn  must  be 
rigidly  examined  and  found  free  from  vesicular  exan- 
thema by  a veterinarian  at  the  unloading  chute  or  pens 
immediately  before  being  placed  in  sales  pens. 

REGULATION  XII 
Sales  Records  to  be  Maintained 

The  sales  management  shall  keep  a record  of  sales 
of  swine,  showing  the  name  and  address  of  the  con- 
signor, name  and  address  of  purchaser,  date  of  sale, 
breed  and  number  of  swine  purchased,  and  ear  tag 
identification  of  such  swine. 

REGULATION  XIII 
Sheep 

No  sheep  may  be  released  from  sales  barns  with- 
out dipping,  except  those  sheep  going  for  immediate 
slaughter.  This  is  without  regard  to  previous  dipping. 

a.  Sheep  consigned  to  a community  sales  barn 
from  out-of-state  or  from  public  stockyards  within  the 
State  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  official  health  certifi- 
cate or  federal  inspection  certificate  showing  them  to 
be  free  from  scabies  and  all  other  infectious  and  com- 
municable diseases  within  30  days  of  entry,  and  that 
such  sheep  have  been  dipped  in  accordance  with  offi- 
cial dipping  procedures  and  dips.  Sheep  shall  be  trans- 
ported in  clean  cars  or  trucks. 

b.  Sheep  consigned  direct  to  a community  sale 
barn  from  Illinois  flocks  may  be  sold  provided  they  are 
free  from  all  infectious  and  communicable  diseases  and 
are  not  infested  with  or  have  not  been  exposed  to 
scabies. 

c.  Community  sale  barn  managers  are  required  to 
keep  a record  of  each  consignment,  and  also  to  keep 
on  file  the  accompanying  health  certificate  or  federal 
inspection  certificate  for  each  consignment  for  at  least 
one  year  from  date  of  sale. 

d.  Community  sale  barn  veterinarians  are  required 
to  check  each  consignment  of  sheep  at  time  of  presenta- 
tion at  the  sale  barn  to  determine  that  to  the  best  of 
their  knowledge  and  belief  the  sheep  are  free  from 
scabies  and  other  infectious  and  communicable  diseases 
and  that  out-of-state  and  stockyard  sheep  are  accom- 
panied by  proper  health  certificates  or  certificates  of 
federal  inspection. 

e.  When  diseased  sheep  are  found  at  a community 
sale  barn  the  veterinarian  should  immediately  place  the 
diseased  sheep  under  quarantine  and  order  the  owner 
to  return  such  sheep  to  his  premises  under  quarantine. 
The  veterinarian  should  notify  the  Division  of  such 
quarantine.  The  quarantine  will  remain  in  effect  until 
the  Division  receives  notice  of  the  death  of  the  sheep 
or  receives  a report  from  a licensed  veterinarian  that 
the  animal  or  animals  have  recovered  and  are  in  a 
healthy  condition. 
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t.  If  scabies-infested  sheep  are  observed  while  on 
the  transporting  vehicle,  they  shall  not  be  unloaded 
into  the  sale  barn.  The  sale  barn  veterinarian  shall 
issue  a quarantine  and  return  the  sheep  to  farm  of 
origin.  If  sheep  are  found  to  be  scabies-infested  in  the 
sale  barn  pens,  they  may  be  sold  direct  to  slaughter 
providing  special  permit  is  obtained  from  the  Division 
of  Livestock  Industry,  or  they  may  be  dipped  and  re- 
turned to  the  farm  of  origin,  and  the  entire  flock  will  be 
placed  under  quarantine  and  dipped.  Pens  where 
scabies-infested  sheep  have  been  held  shall  be  cleaned 
and  disinfected  at  the  end  of  sale  day. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  THE  DIVISION 
OF  LIVESTOCK  INDUSTRY 

Pursuant  to  Chapter  127,  Section  7 of  “An  Act  in  rela- 
tion to  the  civil  administration  of  State  government”, 

approved  March  7,  1917,  as  amended. 

DEFINITIONS 

The  term,  “Department”,  or  “Department  of  Agricul- 
ture”, unless  otherwise  indicated,  means  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

The  term,  “Division”,  or  “Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry”, means  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  of 
the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  term,  “Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division”, 
means  the  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division  of  the 
Agricultural  Research  Service,  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  formerly  known  as  the  Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture. 

The  term,  “brucellosis”,  means  the  disease  wherein 
an  animal  is  infected  with  Brucella  micro-organisms  ir- 
respective of  the  occurrence  or  absence  of  clinical  symp- 
toms of  infectious  abortion. 

The  term,  “brucellosis  blood  test”,  or  “agglutination 
test”,  means  a test  made  by  using  a standardized  sus- 
pension of  antigen  of  killed  Brucella  micro-organisms 
in  dilution  of  blood  serum  from  the  animal  to  be  tested. 

The  term,  “suspicious  animal”,  or  “suspect”,  as  used 
in  the  brucellosis  regulations,  means  an  animal  which 
has  given  a suspicious  reaction  to  the  agglutination 
test. 

The  term,  “infected  animal”,  or  “reactor”,  as  used 
in  the  brucellosis  regulations,  means  an  animal  which 
has  given  a positive  reaction  to  the  agglutination  test 
or  any  other  recognized  test  for  the  detection  of  bru- 
cellosis approved  by  the  Department,  or  if  Brucella 
micro-organisms  have  been  found  in  the  body  or  the 
body  discharges. 

The  term,  “ring  test”,  or  “ABR” — abortus  brucella 
ring,  or  “BRT” — brucella  ring  test,  means  the  diagnos- 
tic test  of  milk  or  cream  to  detect  the  presence  of 
brucellosis  in  the  herd  in  which  such  milk  or  cream 
sample  was  produced. 

“Infectious  disease”,  means  the  reaction  resulting 
from  the  introduction  into  the  body  of  a specific  dis- 
ease-producing organism  or  its  toxic  product. 

“Contagious  disease”,  means  a specific  infectious 
disease  which  is  readily  transmitted  from  host  to  host 
by  direct  contact  or  by  means  of  intermediate  hosts. 

The  term,  “infestation”,  or  “infested  with”,  means 
the  invasion  of  the  body  by  animal  parasites. 

The  term,  “quarantine”,  means  a condition  in  which 
one  or  more  animals  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart 
from  and  not  allowed  to  come  in  contact  in  any  way 
with  other  animals. 

The  term,  “restriction”,  or  “restricted”,  means  a 
condition  in  which  one  or  more  animals  shall  be  kept 
on  certain  designated  premises  and  shall  not  be  allowed 
to  come  in  contact  in  any  way  with  animals  from  other 
premises. 
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A “Certified  Brucellosis-free  Herd”  is  one  in  which 
at  least  two  annual  negative  agglutination  tests  for 
brucellosis  have  been  conducted  on  all  animals  in  the 
herd  6 months  of  age  or  over  and  for  which  a cer- 
tificate has  been  issued  by  the  Livestock  Sanitary  Offi- 
cials of  the  state  of  origin  and  the  Animal  Disease 
Eradication  Division. 

A “Tuberculosis-free  Accredited  Herd”  is  one  for 
which  a certificate  of  accreditation  has  been  issued 
by  the  Livestock  Sanitary  Officials  of  the  state  of  origin 
and  the  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division. 

The  term,  “accredited  approved  veterinarian”,  means 
a veterinarian  who  is  licensed  by  the  state  in  which 
he  practices,  is  approved  by  the  livestock  sanitary 
authority  of  that  state,  and  is  accredited  by  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

A “recognized  slaughtering  center”  is  an  establish- 
ment where  slaughtering  is  conducted  under  federal 
inspection. 

An  “approved  slaughtering  establishment”  is  one 
which  has  been  specifically  approved  by  the  State  Live- 
stock Sanitary  Official  and  Chief  of  the  Division  to 
slaughter  cattle  not  known  to  be  infected  with  bru- 
cellosis. 

An  “unrecogized  slaughtering  center”  is  an  estab- 
lishment where  slaughtering  is  conducted,  but  where 
federal  inspection  is  not  maintained. 

The  term,  “public  stockyards”,  means  a stockyards 
where  trading  in  livestock  is  carried  on,  where  yarding, 
feeding,  and  watering  facilities  are  provided  by  the 
stockyard,  transportation,  or  similar  company,  and 
where  State  and/or  Federal  inspection  is  maintained 
for  the  inspection  of  livestock  for  communicable  disease, 
such  as  Union  Stockyards  located  at  Chicago,  National 
Stockyards  located  at  East  St.  Louis,  Union  Stockyards 
located  at  Peoria,  Springfield  Stockyards  located  at 
Springfield,  or  a stockyards  which  has  been  specifically 
approved  by  the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture  and 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

A “Marketing  Center”  is  a licensed  community  sale 
which  has  been  so  designated  by  the  Illinois  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  and  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture  as  a Marketing  Center  after  having 
qualified  under  regulations  of  the  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  the  United  States  Department  of  Ag- 
riculture. 

The  term,  “health  certificate”,  or  “certificate  of 
health”,  or  “interstate  health  certificate”,  means  a 
legible  record,  made  on  an  official  form  of  the  state  of 
origin,  or  the  United  States  Animal  Disease  Eradica- 
tion Division,  and  issued  by  a licensed,  graduate,  ac- 
credited and  approved  veterinarian  of  the  state  of  origin 
or  a veterinarian  in  the  employ  of  the  United  States 
Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division,  which  shows  that 
the  animals  or  birds  listed  thereon  meet  the  health  re- 
quirements of  the  state  of  destination.  The  health  cer- 
tificate shall  contain  the  name  and  address  of  the  con- 
signor, the  name  and  address  of  the  consignee,  and  an 
accurate  description  or  identification  of  the  animals  or 
birds  involved,  and  shall  also  indicate  the  health  status 
of  the  animals  or  birds,  including  the  dates  and  results 
of  required  tests  and  dates  of  vaccination,  if  any. 

An  “approved  health  certificate”  is  one  that  has  been 
so  endorsed  by  the  Livestock  Sanitary  Official  of  the 
state  of  origin. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  THE  PREVEN- 
TION OF  CONTAGIOUS  AND  INFECTIOUS 
DISEASES  AMONG  SWINE 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  9a,  Section  3a  of  “An 
Act  to  prevent  the  spread  of  contagious  and  infec- 
tious diseases  among  swine”,  approved  June  21,  1895, 
as  amended. 


REGULATION  I 

Swine  for  Feeding  Purposes  Only — From  Public 
Stockyards  Located  in  Illinois 

Swine  for  feeding  purposes  only,  from  public  stock- 
yards  located  within  the  State  of  Illinois,  shall  be 
covered  by  a permit  issued  by  the  Division  of  Live- 
stock Industry.  A permit  for  shipment  will  be  issued 
only  if  the  swine  do  not  show  any  symptoms  of  con- 
tagious, infectious  or  communicable  diseases,  are  not 
infected  with  or  have  not  been  exposed  to  vesicular 
exanthema,  have  not  been  fed  raw  garbage,  and  only 
after  ear  tagging  in  right  ear,  immunization  against 
hog  cholera  by  vaccination  with  modified  live  virus 
hog  cholera  vaccine  and  with  anti-hog  cholera  serum  in 
the  amount  as  required  under  Regulation  VUI,  Page  15. 
Vaccine  shall  have  been  administered  by  a representa- 
tive of  the  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division,  or  an 
inspector  employed  by  the  State  of  Illinois  or  by  a 
qualified  veterinarian  approved  by  the  Illinois  Division 
of  Livestock  Industry.  Temperature  readings  shall  be 
made  to  determine  that  normal  temperature  prevails 
before  vaccination.  Such  swine  shall  be  held  under 
quarantine  for  21  days  after  arrival  on  the  owner’s 
premises,  and  the  owner  shall  report  their  condition  to 
the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  at  the  end  of  the 
21-day  period. 


REGULATION  II 

Swine  for  Feeding  Purposes  Only — From  Public 
Stockyards  Located  Outside  of  Illinois 

Swine  for  feeding  purposes  only,  from  public  stock- 
yards  located  outside  of  Illinois,  may  enter  Illinois 
when  accompanied  by  an  official  certificate  issued  by 
a veterinarian  employed  by  the  Animal  Disease  Eradica- 
tion Division  or  a veterinarian  employed  by  the  state 
of  origin,  showing  that  the  swine  are  free  from  all 
symptoms  of  contagious,  infectious,  or  communicable 
diseases,  are  not  infected  with  or  have  not  been  exposed 
to  vesicular  exanthema,  have  not  been  fed  raw  garbage, 
and  that  before  leaving  the  stockyards  were  identified 
by  ear  tag  and  were  immunized  against  hog  cholera 
by  vaccination  with  modified  live  virus  hog  cholera 
vaccine  and  with  anti-hog  cholera  serum  in  the  amount 
as  required  under  Regulation  VIII,  Page  15.  Tempera- 
ture readings  shall  be  made  to  determine  that  normal 
temperature  prevails  before  vaccination.  Such  swine 
shall  be  held  under  quarantine  for  21  days  after  arrival 
on  the  owner’s  premises  and  the  owner  shall  report 
their  condition  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry 
at  the  end  of  the  21-day  period. 
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REGULATION  Ml 


Swine  for  Feeding  Purposes  Only — Not  from 
Public  Stockyards 

Swine  for  feeding  purposes  may  enter  the  State  pro- 
vided they  are  identified  by  ear  tag  showing  State  of 
origin  and  accompanied  by  a permit  from  the  Division 
and  an  official  health  certificate  and  meet  one  of  the 
following  conditions: 

1.  Vaccinated  more  than  21  days  prior  to  entry  into 
Illinois  with  anti-hog  cholera  serum  and  modified 
live  virus,  or 

2.  Vaccinated  with  modified  live  virus  and  serum 
by  a licensed  veterinarian  within  24  hours  of  load- 
ing or  entry,  to  be  held  in  quarantine  at  destina- 
tion for  not  less  than  21  days,  or 

3.  Unvaccinated,  but  subject  to  vaccination  with 
modified  live  virus  and  serum  by  a licensed  veter- 
inarian within  48  hours  after  entry,  and  held  in 
quarantine  for  21  days. 

Official  health  certificate  shall: 

1.  Be  issued  by  an  accredited  veterinarian  of  the 
state  of  origin 

2.  Be  approved  by  the  Livestock  Sanitary  Official  of 
state  of  origin 

3.  Show  the  swine  are  free  from  symptoms  of  any 
contagious,  infectious,  or  communicable  disease 
or  exposure  thereto 

4.  Show  the  swine  have  not  been  fed  raw  garbage 

5.  Show  vaccination  status 
Permit 

1.  Permits  to  import  feeder  pigs  may  be  issued  to 

a.  licensed  bonded  feeder  pig  dealer 

b.  A person  importing  pigs  to  feed  on  his  own 
premises  and  not  for  resale  other  than  to 
slaughter 

2.  The  applicant  shall  furnish  the  following  informa- 
tion to  the  Division: 

a.  Individual  ear  tag  identification  showing  state 
of  origin 

b.  Vaccination  status 

c.  Name  and  address  of  Illinois  destination 

d.  Name  and  address  of  consignor 

REGULATION  IV 

Sv./ine  For  Feeding  Purposes  Only — 

Licensing  Requirement 

Engaging  in  the  “business”  of  a feeder  swine  dealer 
means  any  person  who  derives  any  part  of  his  liveli- 
hood from  the  sale  of  feeder  swine  in  the  State  of  Illi- 
nois or  elsewhere,  but  shall  not  include  individual  sales 
of  feeder  swine  or  lots  thereof,  by  individual  farmers, 
who  are  residents  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  who  did  not 
acquire  such  swine  for  purposes  of  resale. 

All  licensing  requirements  hereunder  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  “An  Act  Providing 
For  the  Licensing  of  Feeder  Swine  Dealers,  Regulating 
Such  Business  and  Providing  Penalties  For  Violations 
Hereof”,  approved  July  31,  1961,  as  amended. 
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REGULATION  V 


Swine  for  Breeding  Purposes — From  Public  Stockyards 

in  Illinois 

Swine  for  breeding  purposes  from  public  stockyards 
located  within  the  State  of  Illinois  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  a permit  issued  by  the  Illinois  Division  of 
Livestock  Industry.  A permit  for  release  from  the 
yards  will  be  issued  only  if  the  swine  do  not  show  any 
symptoms  of  contagious,  infectious  or  communicable 
diseases,  are  not  infected  with  or  have  not  been  ex- 
posed to  vesicular  exanthema,  have  not  been  fed  raw 
garbage,  and  only  after  the  swine  have  been  identified 
by  right  ear  tag  or  tattoo  and  immunized  against  hog 
cholera  by  vaccination  with  modified  live  virus  hog 
cholera  vaccine  and  with  anti-hog  cholera  serum  in 
the  amount  as  required  under  Regulation  VIII,  Page  15. 
Vaccine  shall  have  been  administered  by  a representa- 
tive of  the  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division,  or  an 
inspector  employed  by  the  Division  of  Livestock  Indus- 
try, or  by  a qualified  veterinarian  designated  by  the 
Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry.  Temperature 
readings  shall  be  made  to  determine  that  normal  tem- 
perature prevails  before  vaccination.  Such  swine  shall 
be  held  under  quarantine  for  21  days  after  arrival  on 
the  owner’s  premises,  and  the  owner  shall  report  their 
condition  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  at  the 
end  of  the  21-day  period. 

In  addition  to  the  anti-hog  cholera  vaccination  re- 
quirements, all  breeding  swine  4 months  of  age  and 
over  shall  be  negative  to  the  agglutination  test  for 
brucellosis  in  a dilution  of  1 to  50  as  evidenced  by  test 
conducted  at  an  official  laboratory  of  the  State  of 
Illinois  immediately  prior  to  release  from  stockyards. 


REGULATION  VI 

Swine  for  Breeding  Purposes — Not  from 
Public  Stockyards 

Swine  for  breeding  purposes  entering  Illinois  from 
other  than  public  stockyards  shall  be  accompanied  by 
an  official  interstate  health  certificate  issued  by  an 
accredited,  approved  veterinarian  of  the  state  of  origin 
or  a veterinarian  employed  by  the  Animal  Disease 
Eradication  Division  identifying  such  swine  by  ear  tag 
or  tattoo  and  showing  that  they  are  free  from  all 
symptoms  of  contagious,  infectious  or  communicable 
diseases,  are  from  a non-quarantined  area,  and  are 
not  infected  with  or  have  not  been  exposed  to  vesicular 
exanthema  and  have  not  been  fed  raw  garbage;  that 
any  breeding  swine  4 months  of  age  and  over  was 
negative  to  the  agglutination  blood  test  for  brucellosis 
in  a dilution  of  1 to  50,  as  evidenced  by  test  conducted 
by  an  official  state  laboratory  within  30  days  of  entry, 
or  was  from  a brucellosis-free  validated  herd. 

REGULATION  VII 
Unvaccinated  Breeding  Swine 

Unvaccinated  breeding  swine  shall  also  be  covered 
by  a permit  issued  by  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  allowing  the  entry  of  swine  subject  to  identi- 
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fication  by  ear  tagging  or  tattoo  and  subject  to  im- 
munization against  hog  cholera  by  a licensed  veterin- 
arian with  modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine  and 
anti-hog  cholera  serum  in  the  amount  as  required  under 
Regulation  VIII,  Page  15.  All  such  swine  shall  be  held 
under  quarantine  for  21  days  on  the  owner’s  premises 
and  the  owner  shall  report  their  condition  to  the  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  Industry  at  the  end  of  the  21-day 
period;  swine  over  four  months  of  age  to  be  negative 
to  brucellosis  test  as  stated  in  Regulation  VI. 


REGULATION  VIII 
Health  Certificate 

The  health  certificate  covering  swine  for  breeding 
purposes  vaccinated  prior  to  entry  into  Illinois  shall 
also  show  that  they  have  been  vaccinated  against  hog 
cholera  by  a licensed,  graduate  veterinarian  by  one  of 
the  following  methods: 

1.  Vaccination  with  modified  live  virus  vaccine  and 
serum  more  than  21  days  or  less  than  one  year 
prior  to  shipment,  or 

2.  Vaccinated  with  Boynton  tissue  vaccine  or  crystal 
violet  vaccine  not  less  than  21  days  nor  more 
than  6 months  prior  to  entry  into  Illinois,  and 
such  swine  were  at  least  8 weeks  of  age  at  the 
time  of  vaccination. 

The  consignee  shall  be  furnished  a copy  of  the 
health  certificate  and  a copy  of  the  health  certificate 
bearing  the  approval  of  the  Livestock  Sanitary  Ofllcial 
of  the  state  of  origin  shall  be  filed  with  the  Illinois 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

Any  swine  showing  a positive  reaction  to  the  ag- 
glutination test  for  brucellosis  in  a dilution  of  1 to  50 
or  higher  shall  be  tagged  in  the  left  ear  with  a reactor 
identification  tag.  Such  reactors  shall  not  be  offered 
for  breeding  purposes  and  may  be  sold  for  slaughter  only. 

All  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  of  animals 
intended  for  interstate  movement  shall  be  made  at  a 
state  or  federal  laboratory,  or  a laboratory  approved  by 
the  proper  Livestock  Sanitary  Official  of  state  of  origin. 
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REGULATION  RELATING  TO  SWINE  HERDS 
QUARANTINED  AS  SUSPICIOUS  OF  BEING 
INFECTED  WITH  HOG  CHOLERA 

Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  169,  Section  2 of  “An 

Act  to  revise  the  law  in  relation  to  the  suppression, 

prevention  and  extirpation  of  contagious  and  in- 

fectous  diseases  among  domestic  animals,”  approved 

July  23, 1943,  as  amended. 

1.  Herds  suspected  of  or  being  infected  with  hog 
cholera  will  be  quarantined. 

2.  The  quarantine  shall  be  issued  by  the  attending 
veterinarian  or  a representative  of  the  Division  of  Live- 
stock Industry. 

3.  Permit  to  ship  disease-free  hogs  from  a quaran- 
tined herd  direct  to  slaughtering  plant  may  be  issued 
by  the  attending  veterinarian. 

4.  Trucks  transporting  disease-free  hogs  from  a 
quarantined  herd  under  permit  to  slaughter  are  to  be 
cleaned,  washed,  and  disinfected  under  supervision  im- 
mediately following  unloading. 

5.  Quarantine  will  remain  in  effect  for  21  days  after 
last  death  of  a hog  from  hog  cholera  and  will  be  re- 
leased by  the  attending  veterinarian  or  representative 
of  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

6.  Quarantine  signs,  supplied  by  the  Division,  shall 
be  posted  at  the  entrance  of  each  infected  premise  by 
the  attending  veterinarian  or  representative  of  the  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  Industry. 

7.  Herd  owners  or  veterinarians  failing  to  report 
suspected  outbreaks  of  hog  cholera  or  who  are  respon- 
sible for  the  spread  of  the  disease  shall  be  subject  to 
the  statutory  penalty  as  provided  by  law. 

8.  A herd  owner  desiring  to  market  disease-free 
hogs  from  a herd  suspected  of  or  infected  with  hog 
cholera  shall,  before  marketing  those  hogs  which  are 
declared  disease-free  by  a licensed  veterinarian,  obtain 
a permit  so  to  do  from  the  attending  veterinarian. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  VACCINATION 
OF  SWINE  OFFERED  FOR  SALE  (EXCEPT 
FOR  SLAUGHTER)  IN  ILLINOIS  BY  PERSONS 
NOT  LICENSED  AS  FEEDER  SWINE  DEALERS 

REGULATION  I 

All  Illinois  produced  swine  offered  for  sale  by  pro- 
ducer of  such  swine  shall  comply  with  one  of  the  fol- 
lowing requirements  for  vaccination  prior  to  sale: 

1.  Vaccinated  more  than  14  days  and  less  than  24 
months  with  modified  live  virus  vaccine  and  ser- 
um, or 

2.  Vaccinated  within  24  hours  prior  to  sale  with 
modified  live  virus  and  serum  with  minimum  of 
15cc  of  anti-hog  cholera  serum  or  7.5cc  of  anti- 
body concentrate,  by  a licensed  accredited  veter- 
inarian, or 

3.  Vaccinated  more  than  14  days  and  less  than  6 
months  with  killed  or  inactivated  hog  cholera 
virus  vaccine  in  the  amount  recommended  on  the 
product  label  by  the  licensed  manufacturer. 

4.  Suckling  pigs  are  not  required  to  be  vaccinated 
if  nursing  sows  that  were  vaccinated  less  than  one 
year  prior  to  farrowing  with  modified  live  virus 
vaccine  or  less  than  6 months  prior  to  farrowing 
with  killed  tissue  vaccine. 

5.  Suckling  pigs  are  required  to  be  vaccinated,  if 
nursing  sows  which  do  not  comply  with  vaccina- 
tion requirements,  as  outlined  in  Section  4 of 
this  regulation.  Such  pigs  shall  be  vaccinated  by 
licensed  veterinarian  using  modified  live  virus 
vaccine  and  serum  or  serum  alone  in  the  same 
dosage  as  if  virulent  virus  were  used.  Selection 
of  vaccine  or  serum  to  be  made  by  veterinarian 
depending  on  age  of  pigs  and  recommendation 
for  respective  vaccines. 


REGULATION  II 

Pregnant  Sows  Which  Do  Not  Comply  With 
Regulation  I Above 

1.  Vaccinated  more  than  14  days  prior  to  sale  and 
less  than  6 months  with  killed  or  inactivated  hog 
cholera  virus  vaccine  with  amount  recommended 
on  the  product  label  by  the  licensed  manufacturer, 
or 

2.  Vaccinated  by  licensed  veterinarian  within  14 
days  prior  to  sale  with  anti-hog  cholera  serum  in 
the  same  dosage  as  if  virulent  virus  were  used. 

Records  of  vaccination  shall  be  issued  within  48 
hours  of  time  of  vaccination  by  person  administering 
vaccine.  These  records  to  be  made  in  triplicate  on 
vaccination  certificates  furnished  by  vaccine  distributors. 
Original  copy  to  accompany  swine  at  time  of  sale,  dupli- 
cate retained  by  producer  of  swine  and  triplicate  to  be 
retained  by  veterinarian  or  serum  distributor  and  to  be 
held  on  file  for  one  (1)  year. 
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Swine  consigned  to  Licensed  Community  Sale  or 
Licensed  Feeder  Swine  Dealer  are  not  required  to  be 
vaccinated  prior  to  consignment  or  sale,  but  shall  com- 
ply with  regulations  as  required  under  the  Community 
Sale  Act  and  Feeder  Swine  Dealer  Act  before  release  or 
sale  by  the  Community  Sale  or  Feeder  Swine  Dealer. 

All  Breeding  swine  four  (4)  months  of  age  and  over 
shall  be  negative  to  the  agglutination  blood  test  for 
brucellosis  in  a dilution  of  1 to  50  within  60  days  of 
sale,  or  originate  in  a validated  brucellosis-free  herd. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  FEEDER  SWINE 
DEALER  LICENSING  ACT 


Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  House  Bill  1726  passed 
by  the  72nd  General  Assembly  for  “An  Act  providing 
for  the  licensing  of  feeder  swine  dealers,  regulating 
such  business,  and  providing  penalties  for  violations 
hereof,”  approved  July  31,  1961,  as  amended. 

REGULATION  I 

A Feeder  Swine  Dealer  means  any  person  who  sells 
or  offers  to  sell  feeder  swine  in  the  State  of  Illinois, 
whether  the  swine  are  raised  in  this  State  or  brought 
into  the  State  from  another  state,  provided  that  a per- 
son who  sells  only  feeder  swine  which  he  has  produced 
and  raised  shall  not  be  considered  a dealer  under  this 
law. 


REGULATION  II 

Licensed  feeder  swine  dealers  shall  have  a permanent 
place  of  business  and  facilities  for  the  holding  of  pigs 
on  his  premises,  subject  to  approval  of  the  Division. 

REGULATION  III 

Fee  to  accompany  application,  not  to  be  refunded. 
The  original  application  for  license  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  the  license  fee.  In  no  case  will  this  fee  be 
refunded. 


REGULATION  IV 

Feeder  swine  imported  into  Illinois  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  official  health  certificate  and  permit  as  out- 
lined in  Feeder  Swine  Regulation  III. 

REGULATION  V 

Feeder  swine  from  Illinois: 

1.  Shall  have  been  vaccinated  with  modified  live  virus 
hog  cholera  vaccine  and  serum  more  than  14  days 
prior  to  sale,  or 

2.  Unvaccinated  native  swine  shall  be  vaccinated 
against  hog  cholera  by  a licensed  veterinarian  with 
modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine  and  with 
anti-hog  cholera  serum  in  the  amount  as  required 
by  regulation  VIII  under  this  Act.  Veterinarian 
shall  issue  quarantine.  All  such  swine  shall  be 
held  under  quarantine  14  days  and  the  owner  shall 
report  their  condition  to  the  veterinarian  at  the  end 
of  the  14-day  period. 

3.  All  pigs  shall  be  ear  tagged  with  consecutively 
numbered  tags  showing  state  of  origin. 

REGULATION  VI 

Duties  of  a licensed  swine  dealer: 

1.  Licensee  under  this  Act  shall  provide  suitable 
facilities  at  his  place  of  business  for  yarding, 
feeding  and  watering  of  swine,  and  shall  protect 
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swine  from  unfavorable  weather  conditions  at  all 
times  while  they  are  on  his  premises. 

2.  Sanitation  shall  be  maintained. 

3.  Separate  pens,  with  concrete  floors,  shall  be  as- 
signed to  accommodate  vaccinated  and  unvaccinated 
swine. 

4.  No  swine  showing  clinical  or  physical  evidence  of 
disease  may  be  sold. 

5.  Records  and  premises  shall  be  opened  for  inspec- 
tion by  authorized  Department  inspectors. 


REGULATION  VII 

Maintenance  of  Records: 

1.  Licensees  under  this  Act  shall  maintain  records 
of  all  feeder  pig  transactions,  including  name  and 
address  of  producer  from  whom  pigs  are  purchased; 
name  and  address  of  purchasers  of  pigs,  vaccination 
record,  number,  kind  and  breed  of  pigs  purchased 
and  ear  tag  identification. 

2.  Records  shall  be  retained  for  at  least  12  months. 

3.  Records  shall  be  available  for  inspection  by  repre- 
sentative of  Division. 

REGULATION  VIII 

Amount  Of  Serum  To  Be  Used  With  Modified  Live 
Virus  When  Swine  Are  Vaccinated  At  Swine 
Concentration  Points,  Such  As  Sale  Barns 
Or  Feeder  Swine  Dealer  Premises 

Dosage  of  anti-hog  cholera  serum  or  antidody  con- 
centrate. Except  for  swine  under  20  pounds  in  weight, 
the  dosage  of  serum  should  not  exceed  one  cc.  per 
pound  body  weight,  or  V2  cc.  per  pound  body  weight  if 
antibody  concentrate  is  used.

REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO 
RABIES  CONTROL 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  23u,  Section  17  of 
“The  Rabies  Control  Act”,  approved  July  6,  1953, 
as  amended. 


REGULATION  I 
Dogs  Brought  into  Illinois 

Dogs  brought  into  Illinois  shall  be  accompanied  by 
an  official  health  certificate  issued  by  a licensed,  ac- 
credited, approved  veterinarian  within  30  days  of  entry, 
showing  that  the  animals  are  free  from  communicable 
diseases,  that  they  originated  in  an  area  not  under 
quarantine  because  of  rabies,  and  that  all  animals  over 
8 weeks  of  age  have  been  vaccinated  against  rabies 
within  a period  of  6 months  with  killed  rabies  vaccine 
or  within  12  months  with  modified  live  virus  vaccine. 
A copy  of  the  health  certificate  bearing  the  approval 
of  the  Livestock  Sanitary  Official  of  the  state  of  origin 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry. 

This  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  performing  dogs 
or  dogs  brought  in  for  a limited  period  of  time  for 
exhibition  or  breeding  purposes  and  kept  under  direct 
control  during  their  stay  in  the  State. 


REGULATION  II 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  each  county  shall  an- 
nually notify  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  of  the 
appointed  Rabies  Inspector  and  deputies,  and  their 
addresses. 


REGULATION  III 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Rabies  Inspector  and  his  deputies 
to  enforce  the  Rabies  Act.  The  Inspector  and  his  depu- 
ties have  full  police  power,  and  the  sheriff  and  his 
deputies  and  municipal  police  officers  shall  cooperate 
with  the  Inspector  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of 
this  Act. 


REGULATION  IV 

Every  owner  of  a dog  not  confined  at  all  times  shall 
cause  such  dog  to  be  inoculated  against  rabies  each 
calendar  year  or  at  such  other  intervals  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  Evi- 
dence of  rabies  inoculation  shall  consist  of  an  Official 
Rabies  Vaccination  Certificate,  signed  by  the  veterin- 
arian who  administered  the  vaccine.  A supply  of  the 
Certificates  shall  be  prepared  and  furnished  free  of 
charge  by  the  Department  to  the  Rabies  Inspector  of 
each  county  for  distribution  to  the  veterinarians  prac- 
ticing in  his  county. 
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REGULATION  V 


Veterinarians  who  inoculate  dogs  against  rabies  shall 
procure  serially  numbered  tags  from  the  County  Board 
of  the  county  in  which  the  dog  owner  resides.  One 
tag  is  to  be  issued  to  the  dog  owner  with  each  Official 
Vaccination  Certificate,  and  the  tag  is  to  be  attached 
at  all  times  to  a collar  or  harness  worn  by  the  dog 
for  which  the  Certificate  and  tag  were  issued. 

These  tags  are  to  be  approved  by  the  Department 
and  shall  bear  an  inscription  in  sequence  as  follows: 
Rabies  Vaccination;  Serial  No ; Illinois  De- 

partment of  Agriculture;  and  the  year  of  vaccination. 

The  charge  made  to  the  veterinarians  for  these  tags 
is  to  be  determined  by  the  County  Board  of  each  county 
and  is  to  be  in  an  amount  deemed  necessary  to  support 
the  Rabies  Control  Program  of  the  county. 

REGULATION  VI 

Veterinarians  shall  at  the  time  of  inoculation  collect 
such  fee  from  the  dog  owner  as  is  fixed  by  the  County 
Board  of  the  county  in  which  the  dog  owner  resides. 
Such  fee  shall  be  placed  in  a county  Rabies  Fund  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  all  costs  of  the  Rabies  Control 
Program. 


REGULATION  VII 

The  County  Rabies  Inspector  shall  notify  the  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  Industry  of  any  animals  that  have 
been  vaccinated  against  rabies  that  later  succumb  to 
the  disease. 


REGULATION  VIII 

Vaccines  shall  be  administered  to  the  dogs  or  other 
animals  in  the  amount  that  is  recommended  by  the 
producers  of  vaccine  according  to  weight. 

REGULATION  IX 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  shall  each  year  pre- 
scribe what  the  color  of  the  vaccination  tag  is  to  be. 

REGULATION  X 

The  Rabies  Inspector  shall  promptly  notify  the  coun- 
ty and  /or  city  health  officers  as  to  confinement  of 
animals  that  have  bitten  persons,  and  names  and  ad- 
dresses of  persons  bitten  or  otherwise  exposed  to  ani- 
mals suspected  of  having  rabies. 

REGULATION  XI 

The  Rabies  Inspector  shall  promptly  and  properly 
submit  to  a recognized  laboratory  the  heads  of  all 
animals  that  are  suspected  of  having  rabies,  and  also 
the  heads  of  all  animals  that  die  during  the  period  of 
observation. 


REGULATION  XII 

The  veterinary  inspector  shall  promptly  send  a copy 
of  the  reports  of  observation  and  laboratory  diagnosis 
to  the  local  health  officer. 
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REGULATION  XIII 


The  Rabies  Inspector  shall  notify  the  Division  of 
Livestock  Industry  of  the  number  of  stray  and  unde- 
sirable dogs  that  were  picked  up  and  destroyed. 

REGULATION  XIV 
Movement  of  Dogs 

Out-of-state  dogs  entered  in  dog  shows,  field  trials, 
water  trials,  and  bench  shows  shall  meet  Illinois  entry 
requirements. 

Illinois  dogs  entered  in  dog  shows,  field  trials,  water 
trials,  and  bench  shows  shall  be  kept  under  complete 
restraint  except  when  dogs  are  engaged  in  competition, 
at  which  time  they  shall  be  kept  within  the  confines 
of  the  competition  area  and  shall  at  all  times  be  under 
the  control  of  their  handler.  While  being  transported, 
the  dogs  shall  be  under  restraint  or  adequately  crated 
and  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  official  health  certificate 
issued  by  a licensed,  accredited,  approved  veterinarian, 
or  a certificate  of  inoculation  against  rabies.  Additional 
requirements  may  be  instigated  in  special  cases  where 
deemed  necessary  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
for  the  protection  of  other  animals  and  the  public 
against  rabies  or  other  disease. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  BOVINE 
TUBERCULOSIS 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  104,  Section  18  of 
“An  Act  in  relation  to  the  eradication  of  Bovine 
Tuberculosis”  approved  June  25,  1929,  as  amended. 

REGULATION  I 

No  animal  that  is  affected  with  or  has  recently  been 
exposed  to  any  infectious,  contagious,  or  communicable 
disease  shall  be  shipped  or  transported  in  any  manner, 
or  moved  into  the  State  of  Illinois  except  as  permitted 
by  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
except  those  animals  affected  with  such  diseases  which 
are  approved  for  interstate  shipment  by  the  United 
States  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division  for  imme- 
diate slaughter  and  are  consigned  direct  to  a recognized 
slaughtering  center. 

REGULATION  II 

Obligation  of  Transportation  Company 
and  Truck  Operators 

Before  accepting  any  livestock  or  dogs  for  shipment 
into  the  State  of  Illinois  or  consigned  to  points  within 
the  State  of  Illinois,  except  to  public  stockyards,  every 
person,  transportation  company,  or  truck  operator  shall 
require  that  a certificate  of  health,  or  permit,  or  federal 
inspection  certificate  as  required  in  the  regulations  of 
the  Department,  be  furnished  them  to  be  attached  to 
the  waybill  and  accompany  the  livestock  or  dog  to  its 
destination.  Such  person,  transportation  company  or 
truck  operator  shall  have  the  certificate  of  health,  or 
permit,  or  federal  inspection  certificate,  in  his  or  its 
possession  at  all  times  from  the  loading  of  such  live- 
stock to  the  delivery  of  the  livestock  at  its  destination, 
and  available  for  inspection  upon  demand.  Waybill  shall 
consist  of  names  of  consignor  and  consignee,  number 
and  description  of  animals. 

Waybill  shall  accompany  all  animals  consigned  to 
public  stockyards. 


REGULATION  III 

Report  of  Transportation  Companies  and 
Truck  Operators  Required 

Every  person,  transportation  company,  or  truck  op- 
erator transporting  cattle,  swine,  or  sheep  into  Illinois 
from  points  without  the  State  consigned  or  delivered 
to  other  than  a public  stockyards  or  specifically  ap- 
proved marketing  centers  shall,  within  24  hours  after 
such  livestock  is  unloaded  in  the  State,  report  to  the 
Division  giving  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignor, 
the  location  of  the  loading  point,  the  name  and  address 
of  the  consignee,  the  location  of  the  unloading  point, 
and  the  number,  sex,  and  breed  of  the  livestock. 

REGULATION  IV 

Copy  of  Health  Certificate  Shall  Be  Furnished 
A copy  of  the  certificate  of  health  under  which  live- 
stock is  brought  into  the  State  of  Illinois,  bearing  the 
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approval  or,  if  not  approved,  the  disapproval  of  the 
Livestock  Sanitary  Official  of  the  state  of  origin,  shall 
be  furnished  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

All  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  of  animals 
which  are  intended  for  interstate  movement  shall  be 
made  at  a state  or  federal  laboratory,  or  a laboratory 
approved  by  the  proper  livestock  sanitary  officials  of 
state  of  origin. 


REGULATION  V 
Requests  for  Permits 

Requests  for  entry  permits  shall  be  direct  to  the 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  Springfield,  Illinois,  and 
shall  set  forth  the  following  information:  Name  and 
address  of  Illinois  consignee,  number  and  kind  of  ani- 
mals, origin  of  shipment,  and  if  for  cattle,  the  age,  sex, 
and  breed  of  the  cattle. 


REGULATION  VI 
Cattle  for  Immediate  Slaughter 

1.  Cattle  for  immediate  slaughter,  consigned  to  a 
recognized  slaughtering  center,  or  specifically  approved 
slaughtering  establishments,  may  he  shipped  into  Illi- 
nois without  tuberculin  or  brucellosis  tests,  health  cer- 
tificates, or  other  entry  certificate.  Such  cattle  shall  be 
held  in  quarantine  until  slaughtered. 

2.  Cattle  for  immediate  slaughter  not  consigned 
to  a recognized  slaughtering  center  may  be  shipped  into 
Illinois  without  tuberculin  or  brucellosis  tests  if  they 
are  accompanied  by  an  official  certificate  of  veterinary 
inspection  or  a special  entry  permit  issued  by  the  Illi- 
nois Division  of  Livestock  Industry.  Such  cattle  shall 
be  held  in  quarantine  until  slaughtered. 


REGULATION  VII 


Feeding  or  Grazing  Cattle 

Steers,  spayed  heifers  and  calves  of  the  beef  breeds 
under  8 months  of  age  may  enter  Illinois  when  accom- 
panied by  health  certificate  issued  by  an  accredited 
and  approved  veterinarian  showing  physical  inspection, 
OR  by  a Federal  inspection  certificate,  OR  by  a permit 
from  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry.  Steers 
and  spayed  heifers  are  not  subject  to  quarantine  restric- 
tions. Heifers  are  placed  under  quarantine  at  destina- 
tion and  may  be  held  under  quarantine  for  a period  of 
feeding  not  to  exceed  12  months,  with  extension  of  90 
days  granted  on  request  to  the  Division  office,  after 
which  time  they  shall  be  tested  for  tuberculosis  and 
brucellosis  at  owner’s  expense  or  shipped  to  slaughter. 

Heifers,  untested,  of  the  beef  breeds  over  8 months 
of  age  and  under  18  months  for  feeding  and  grazing 
purposes  only  may  enter  Illinois  when  accompanied  by 
certificate  issued  by  a Federal  or  State  inspector  or  an 
accredited  veterinarian  AND  a permit  from  the  Illinois 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry.  They  are  placed  under 
quarantine  at  destination  and  may  be  held  under  quar- 
antine for  a period  of  feeding  not  to  exceed  12  months.

REGULATION  VIII 

Female  Cattle-Beef  Breeds — 18  Months  and  Over 

Female  cattle  of  the  beef  breeds  18  months  of  age 
and  over  for  feeding  or  grazing  purposes  only,  may 
enter  Illinois  from  a modified  tuberculosis-free  area,  or 
may  be  shipped  from  public  stockyards  within  the  State, 
under  the  following  conditions: 

1.  If  they  are  accompanied  by  official  certificate  of 
health  showing  negative  tuberculin  and  brucel- 
losis tests  conducted  within  30  days  prior  to 
entry,  or  that  they  are  under  30  months  of  age 
and  were  officially  calfhood  vaccinated  against 
brucellosis,  or 

2.  If  they  are  accompanied  by  a special  entry  per- 
mit issued  by  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  permitting  entry  under  quarantine  sub- 
ject to  tuberculin  and  brucellosis  tests  to  be  con- 
ducted at  owner’s  expense  within  10  days  of 
arrival.  Reports  of  such  tests  shall  be  forwarded 
to  the  Division  within  24  hours  after  completion 
of  the  tests. 

If  such  cattle  are  shipped  from  public  stock- 
yards  within  the  State,  the  blood  for  the  brucel- 
losis test  shall  be  drawn  at  the  stockyards  and 
tested  at  a State,  Federal,  or  specifically  approved 
commercial  laboratory.  Such  tested  cattle  may 
be  released  under  quarantine  pending  results  of 
the  brucellosis  test. 

REGULATION  IX 
Dairy  or  Breeding  Cattle 

All  dairy  or  breeding  cattle  transported  or  moved 
into  the  State  of  Illinois  or  from  public  stockyards  within 
the  State,  unless  said  cattle  are  consigned  direct  to  and 
delivered  by  the  transportation  company  within  the 
confines  of  the  Union  Stockyards,  Chicago;  the  National 
Stockyards,  East  St.  Louis;  the  Union  Stockyards, 
Peoria;  or  any  other  like  public  stockyards  or  spe- 
cifically approved  Marketing  Center,  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  an  official  certificate  of  health  showing  tuber- 
culosis and  brucellosis  status  of  the  cattle  as  follows: 
(for  brucellosis  requirements,  see  Brucellosis  Regula- 
tion X). 


REGULATION  X 

Sale  of  Quarantined  Feeding  or  Grazing  Cattle 

The  sale  or  transfer  of  feeding  or  grazing  cattle  in 
quarantine  is  permitted,  providing  that  such  transfer 
of  quarantine  shall  cover  at  least  5 animals  and  that 
the  original  quarantine  holder  shall  immediately  report 
to  the  Division  such  transfer  of  quarantined  animals. 
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giving  name  and  address  of  person  to  whom  animals  were 
transferred,  date  of  transfer,  and  number  of  animals 
transferred.  There  may  be  one  transfer  of  ownership 
only;  no  second  transfer  of  quarantines  will  be  per- 
mitted. The  feeder  animals  which  were  transferred 
will  be  quarantined  to  the  new  owner  for  the  remainder 
of  the  feeding  period  and  any  extension  thereof  granted 
by  the  Division. 


REGULATION  XI 

Release  of  Feeding  or  Grazing  Cattle  from  Quarantine 

The  quarantine  on  feeding  or  grazing  cattle  is  re- 
leased when: 

1.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the  shipment 
of  the  quarantined  animals  to  a public  stockyard 
or  a specifically  approved  Marketing  Center. 

2.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the  sale  of  the 
quarantined  cattle  for  immediate  slaughter  to 
a person  regularly  engaged  in  the  slaughter  of 
cattle,  or  reports  the  slaughter  of  the  cattle  for 
his  own  use. 

3.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the  death  of 
the  quarantined  animals. 

4.  The  Division  receives  a report  of  negative  tuber- 
culin and/or  brucellosis  tests  conducted  by  an 
accredited,  approved  veterinarian  for  the  release 
of  the  quarantine  on  the  animals.  The  report  of 
test  for  release  from  quarantine  should  bear  a 
notation  that  the  test  is  conducted  for  quarantine 
release. 

5.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the  transfer 
of  no  less  than  5 of  the  feeder  females.  Name 
and  address  of  purchaser  shall  be  furnished  for 
transfer  of  quarantine  for  remainder  of  feeding 
period  and  any  extension  thereof  granted  by  the 
Division. 


REGULATION  XII 
Tuberculosis 

Except  as  otherwise  provided,  such  cattle  shall  be 
negative  to  the  tuberculin  test  within  30  days  previous 
to  shipment,  or 

Originate  in  a modified,  tuberculosis-free  accredited 
area  from  a herd  which  on  last  complete  tuberculin 
test  of  the  entire  herd  had  no  reactors  and  the  cattle 
destined  for  Illinois  were  tuberculin  tested  and  found 
negative  within  one  year  of  date  of  shipment. 

REGULATION  XIII 

The  veterinarian  is  required  by  law  to  report  all 
tests  of  cattle  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

REGULATION  XIV 

Requirements  for  Illinois  Tuberculosis-Free 
Accredited  Herd 

1.  A tuberculosis-free  accredited  herd  is  one  in 
which  no  reactors  have  been  found  on  at  least  two 
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annual  tuberculin  tests  and  physical  examinations. 
Herds  in  which  infection  occurs  shall  be  quarantined 
and  shall  successfully  pass  at  least  two  tuberculin  tests 
and  physical  examinations,  with  the  first  to  be  given 
in  not  less  than  60  days,  (unless  the  cervical  test  is 
applied),  and  the  last  test  between  five  and  six  months 
following  the  date  infection  was  disclosed,  in  order  to  be 
released  from  quarantine.  To  qualify  for  accreditation 
or  reaccreditation  the  herd  shall  pass  another,  or  third 
test  in  not  less  than  six  months  following  release  from 
quarantine.  Such  physical  examinations  and  tuberculin 
tests  shall  be  applied  by  a veterinarian  regularly 
employed  by  the  State  or  Federal  Animal  Disease  Erad- 
ication Division,  or  by  an  accredited  veterinarian  under 
the  supervision  of  a veterinarian  regularly  employed 
by  the  State  or  Federal  Animal  Disease  Eradication 
Division. 

2.  A herd  with  no  evidence  of  recent  infection 
in  which  reactors  are  disclosed  as  a result  of  the  tu- 
berculin test  may  be  reaccredited  following  a 60-day 
negative  retest  if  no  visible  lesions  or  skin  lesions  only 
are  disclosed  on  post-mortem  examination  of  the  re- 
actors found. 

3.  When  an  accredited  herd  or  a herd  in  the  process 
of  accreditation  is  to  be  tested  by  an  accredited  veter- 
inarian the  following  regulations  are  to  be  observed: 

(a)  The  accredited  veterinarian  shall  submit  a 
report  of  such  tests  in  accordance  with  the  regula- 
tions of  the  cooperating  State  and  Federal  authori- 
ties. These  officials  reserve  the  right  to  supervise 
any  tests  conducted  by  an  accredited  veterinarian. 

(b)  The  official  tuberculin  test  shall  be  the  in- 
tradermic  or  the  subcutaneous  test.  The  intradermic 
injection  shall  be  a measured  amount  of  tuberculin, 
not  less  than  0.1  cc.  for  routine  testing — nor  less  than 

0. 2. cc.  for  testing  known  infected  herds,  when  intra- 
dermic injections  are  made  in  the  caudal  or  cervical 
areas.  The  intradermic  injection  of  tuberculin  in 
the  cervical  area  shall  be  made  only  in  infected 
herds,  and  then  only  upon  approval  by  State  and 
Federal  cooperating  officials. 

(c)  State  and  Federal  authorities  may  require 
that  a herd  in  which  infection  has  been  found  shall 
not  become  accredited  unless  the  final  or  accrediting 
test  has  been  made  by  a combination  of  tests  listed 
under  3.b.  above. 

REGULATION  XV 

When  Indemnity  Will  Be  Paid  on  Tests  Made 
at  Owner's  Expense 

Indemnity  will  be  paid  to  owners  of  dairy  and  breed- 
ing cattle  which  react  to  the  tuberculin  test  adminis- 
tered at  the  expense  of  the  owner  by  accredited,  ap- 
proved veterinarians  provided: 

1.  Indemnity  will  be  paid  only  when  the  entire  herd 
is  to  be  tuberculin  tested. 

2.  Indemnity  will  be  paid  only  when  the  appraisal 
is  made  by  a regularly  employed  State,  Federal,  or 
County  Veterinarian,  and  all  statutory  requirements  gov- 
erning the  payment  of  indemnity  are  observed. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  secure  a permit  for  testing 
cattle  for  release  from  feeder  quarantine  or  where  in- 
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complete  herd  tests  are  conducted,  since  any  reactors 
found  on  such  tests  are  not  eligible  for  indemnity. 

REGULATION  XVI 

Herds  Quarantined  Because  of  Tuberculosis  Infection 

Herds  of  cattle  which  have  been  quarantined  be- 
cause of  tuberculosis  infection  in  the  herd  may  be 
released  from  quarantine  when  the  herd  meets  the 
requirements  of  the  Uniform  Methods  and  Rules  of  the 
United  States  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division  for 
the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  tuberculosis-free 
accredited  herds  of  cattle  and  modified  accredited  areas. 
Such  requirements  may  be  secured  from  the  Division  of 
Livestock  Industry. 

REGULATION  XVII 
Sale  and  Distribution  of  Tuberculin 

All  persons,  companies,  partnerships,  or  corporations 
engaged  in  the  sale  or  distribution  of  biological  products 
within  the  State  of  Illinois  shall  report  to  the  Division 
all  sales  of  bovine  and  avian  tuberculin.  Sales  shall 
be  made  only  to  licensed  veterinarians. 

REGULATION  XVIII 
Identification  Tags  Not  To  Be  Removed 

No  person  shall  remove  identification  tags,  numbers, 
or  brands  from  livestock  to  evade  the  provisions  of 
the  law. 


REGULATION  XIX 

Sale  of  Livestock  Quarantined  Because  of  Disease 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  statute  and  /or 
regulation,  the  sale  of  livestock  quarantined  because 
of  disease  or  exposure  to  disease  is  prohibited  unless 
permission  of  the  Division  is  first  obtained.  The  Divi- 
sion will  then  prescribe  the  conditions  under  which  such 
sale  may  be  made. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  BOVINE 
BRUCELLOSIS 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  143,  Section  10  of 
“An  Act  in  relation  to  the  suppression,  eradication 
and  control  of  Bovine  Brucellosis  among  domestic 
cattle”,  approved  June  12,  1939,  as  amended. 

REGULATION  I 

No  animal  that  is  affected  with  or  has  recently  been 
exposed  to  any  infectious,  contagious,  or  communicable 
disease  shall  be  shipped  or  transported  in  any  manner, 
or  moved  into  the  State  of  Illinois  except  as  permitted 
by  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
except  those  animals  affected  with  such  diseases  which 
are  approved  for  interstate  shipment  by  the  United 
States  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division  for  imme- 
diate slaughter  and  are  consigned  direct  to  a recog- 
nized slaughtering  center. 

REGULATION  II 

Obligation  of  Transportation  Company  and 

Truck  Operators 

Before  accepting  any  livestock  or  dogs  for  shipment 
into  the  State  of  Illinois  or  consigned  to  points  within 
the  State  of  Illinois,  except  to  public  stockyards,  every 
person,  transportation  company,  or  truck  operator  shall 
require  that  a certificate  of  health,  or  permit,  or  fed- 
eral inspection  certificate  as  required  in  the  regulations 
of  the  Department,  be  furnished  them  to  be  attached 
to  the  waybill  and  accompany  the  livestock  or  dog  to 
its  destination.  Such  person,  transportation  company 
or  truck  operator  shall  have  the  certificate  of  health, 
or  permit,  or  federal  inspection  certificate,  in  his  or 
its  possession  at  all  times  from  the  loading  of  such 
livestock  to  the  delivery  of  the  livestock  at  its  destina- 
tion, and  available  for  inspection  upon  demand. 

Waybill  shall  consist  of  names  of  consignor  and 
consignee,  number  and  description  of  animals.  Waybill 
shall  accompany  all  animals  consigned  to  public  stock- 
yards. 


REGULATION  III 

Report  of  Transportation  Companies  and 
Truck  Operators  Required 

Every  person,  transportation  company,  or  truck  op- 
erator transporting  cattle,  swine,  or  sheep  into  Illinois 
from  points  without  the  State  consigned  or  delivered 
to  other  than  public  stockyards  or  specifically  approved 
marketing  centers  shall,  within  24  hours  after  such 
livestock  is  unloaded  in  the  State,  report  to  the  Division 
giving  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignee,  the 
location  of  the  unloading  point,  and  the  number,  sex, 
and  breed  of  the  livestock. 
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REGULATION  IV 

Copy  of  Health  Certificate  Shall  Be  Furnished 

A copy  of  the  certificate  of  health  under  which  live- 
stock is  brought  into  the  State  of  Illinois,  bearing  the 
approval  or,‘  if  not  approved,  the  disapproval  of  the 
Livestock  Sanitary  Official  of  the  state  of  origin,  shall 
be  furnished  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

All  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  of  animals 
which  are  intended  for  interstate  movement  shall  be 
made  at  a state  or  federal  laboratory,  or  a laboratory 
approved  by  the  proper  livestock  sanitary  official  of 
state  of  origin. 


REGULATION  V 
Requests  for  Permits 

Requests  for  entry  permits  shall  be  direct  to  the 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  Springfield,  Illinois,  and 
shall  set  forth  the  following  information:  Name  and 
address  of  Illinois  consignee,  number  and  kind  of  ani- 
mals, origin  of  shipment,  and  if  for  cattle  the  age,  sex, 
and  breed  of  the  cattle. 

Requirements  for  the  exhibition  of  livestock  may 
be  secured  from  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry, 
State  Fairgrounds,  Springfield,  Illinois. 


REGULATION  VI 
Cattle  for  Immediate  Slaughter 

1.  Cattle  for  immediate  slaughter,  consigned  to 
a recognized  slaughtering  center,  or  specifically  ap- 
proved slaughtering  establishments,  may  be  shipped 
into  Illinois  without  tuberculin  or  brucellosis  tests, 
health  certificate,  or  other  entry  certificate.  Such  cattle 
shall  be  held  in  quarantine  until  slaughtered. 

2.  Cattle  for  immediate  slaughter  not  consigned 
to  a recognized  slaughtering  center  may  be  shipped 
into  Illinois  without  tuberculin  or  brucellosis  tests  if 
they  are  accompanied  by  an  official  certificate  of  vet- 
erinary inspection  or  a special  entry  permit  issued  by 
the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry.  Such  cattle 
shall  be  held  in  quarantine  until  slaughtered. 


REGULATION  VII 
General  Information 

Springer  heifers  and  cows,  or  heifers  and  cows  with 
calves,  are  classed  as  breeding  cattle  and  as  such  shall 
comply  with  the  requirements  governing  the  entry  of 
breeding  cattle. 

Bulls  of  any  age,  unless  consigned  direct  for  imme- 
diate slaughter,  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  official 
interstate  health  certificate  showing  compliance  with 
tuberculosis  entry  requirements.  Bulls  6 months  of  age 
and  over  shall  also  meet  the  brucellosis  entry  re- 
quirements. 

Requests  for  entry  permits  shall  give  the  number 
of  cattle  in  the  shipment,  age  and  sex  of  cattle,  and 
name  and  address  of  Illinois  consignee. 
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REGULATION  VIII

Female  cattle  of  the  beef  breeds  18  months  of  age 
and  over  for  feeding  or  grazing  purposes  only,  may  enter 
Illinois  from  a modified  tuberculosis-free  area,  or  may 
be  shipped  from  public  stockyards  within  the  State, 
under  the  following  conditions; 

1.  If  they  are  accompanied  by  official  certificate  of 
health  showing  negative  tuberculin  and  brucel- 
losis tests  conducted  within  30  days  prior  to 
entry,  or  that  they  are  under  30  months  of  age  and 
were  officially  calfhood  vaccinated  against  brucel- 
losis, or 

2.  If  they  are  accompanied  by  a special  entry  permit 
issued  by  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  In- 
dustry permitting  entry  under  quarantine  subject 
to  tuberculin  and  brucellosis  tests  to  be  con- 
ducted at  owner’s  expense  within  10  days  of 
arrival.  Test  shall  be  conducted  at  State  or  Fed- 
eral Laboratory.  Reports  of  such  tests  shall  be 
forwarded  to  the  Division  within  24  hours  after 
completion  of  the  tests. 

If  such  cattle  are  shipped  from  public  stockyards 
within  the  State,  the  blood  for  the  brucellosis  test  shall 
be  drawn  at  the  stockyards  and  tested  at  a State, 
Federal,  or  specifically  approved  commercial  laboratory.

REGULATION  X 
Dairy  or  Breeding  Cattle 

All  dairy  or  breeding  cattle  transported  or  moved 
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into  the  State  of  Illinois  or  from  public  stockyards 
within  the  State,  unless  said  cattle  are  consigned  direct 
to  and  delivered  by  the  transportation  company  within 
the  confines  of  the  Union  Stockyard,  Chicago;  the 
National  Stockyards,  East  St.  Louis;  the  Union  Stock- 
yards,  Peoria;  or  any  other  like  public  stockyards  or 
specifically  approved  Marketing  Center,  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  an  official  certificate  of  health  showing 
tuberculosis  and  brucellosis  status  of  the  cattle  as  fol- 
lows: (for  tuberculosis  requirements,  see  Tuberculosis 
Regulation  IX). 


REGULATION  XI 

Sale  of  Quarantined  Feeding  or  Grazing  Cattle 

The  sale  or  transfer  of  feeding  or  grazing  cattle  in 
quarantine  is  permitted,  providing  that  such  transfer  of 
quarantine  shall  cover  at  least  5 animals  and  that  the 
original  quarantine  holder  shall  immediately  report  to 
the  Division  such  transfer  of  quarantined  animals,  giv- 
ing name  and  address  of  person  to  whom  animals  were 
transferred,  date  of  transfer,  and  number  of  animals 
transferred.

4.  The  Division  receives  a report  of  negative 
tuberculin  and/or  brucellosis  tests  conducted  by  an 
accredited,  approved  veterinarian  for  the  release 
of  the  quarantine  on  the  animals.  The  report  of  test 
for  release  from  quarantine  should  bear  a notation 
that  the  test  is  conducted  for  quarantine  release. 

5.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the  transfer 
of  no  less  than  5 of  the  feeder  females.  Name  and 
address  of  purchaser  shall  be  furnished  for  transfer 
of  quarantine  for  remainder  of  feeding  period  and  any 
extension  thereof  granted  by  the  Division. 

REGULATION  XIII 
Brucellosis 

All  dairy  or  breeding  cattle  over  6 months  of  age 
shall  be  negative  to  the  brucellosis  test  within  30  days

of  shipment.  All  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests 
of  animals  which  are  intended  for  interstate  movement 
shall  be  made  at  a State  or  Federal  laboratory,  or  a 
laboratory  approved  by  the  proper  livestock  sanitary 
official  of  state  of  origin ; or 

Originate  in  a certified  brucellosis-free  herd.  Cer- 
tified herd  number  shall  be  given  and  the  cattle  shall

Cattle  shall  be  under  30  months  of  age  and  accom- 
panied by  a record  of  official  calfhood  vaccination  ap- 
proved by  the  Livestock  Sanitary  Authority  of  the  state 
of  origin,  positively  identifying  the  cattle  and  showing 
that  they  were  officially  vaccinated  against  brucellosis 
when  between  4 and  8 months  of  age  with  an  approved 
vaccine.

All  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  of  animals 
which  are  intended  for  interstate  movement  shall  be 
made  at  a State  or  Federal  laboratory  or  a laboratory 
approved  by  the  proper  livestock  sanitary  officials  of 
state  of  origin. 


REGULATION  XIV 
Reports  Required 

The  veterinarian  is  required  to  report  in  writing  to 
the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  all  brucellosis  tests 
and  all  brucellosis  vaccinations  of  cattle. 
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REGULATION  XV 


Tests  Conducted  at  State  Expense  or  for  Interstate 
or  Export  Shipnnent 

The  agglutination  test  for  the  detection  of  bovine 
brucellosis,  if  tests  are  made  at  State  expense,  or  for 
interstate  or  export  shipment,  shall  be  at  one  of  the 
State  laboratories  or  the  Diagnostic  Laboratory,  College 
of  Veterinary  Medicine,  Urbana.  The  test  shall  be  re- 
ported immediately  in  writing  to  the  Division  on  forms 
to  be  furnished  by  the  Division.  This  report  shall  con- 
tain the  date  of  test,  a statement  of  results  obtained 
in  at  least  three  dilutions,  the  name  and  address  of  the 
owner,  together  with  proper  identification  of  each  ani- 
mal so  tested.  The  identification  of  a grade  animal 
shall  include  the  predominating  breed,  sex,  approxi- 
mate age,  and  ear  tag  number.  A purebred  registered 
animal  may  be  identified  by  its  breed,  sex,  age,  and 
registration  number  or  record  association  approved  in- 
dividual tattoo. 


REGULATION  XVI 

Tests  Conducted  at  Owner’s  Expense  for  Intrastate 

Movement 

The  agglutination  test  for  the  detection  of  bovine 
brucellosis  conducted  at  owner’s  expense  for  intrastate 
movement  of  cattle,  may  be  made  by  a veterinarian 
who  has  received  a permit  from  the  Division  of  Live- 
stock Industry  to  conduct  a laboratory  for  the  purpose 
of  making  agglutination  tests  for  bovine  brucellosis, 
or  at  one  of  the  State  laboratories,  or  the  Diagnostic 
Laboratory  of  the  College  of  Veterinary  Medicine,  Ur- 
bana. Tests  shall  be  reported  and  reactors  identified 
as  outlined  in  these  regulations. 

REGULATION  XVII 
Identification  of  Vaccinated  Cattle 

All  purebred  cattle  vaccinated  with  Brucella  abortus 
vaccine  shall  be  identified  on  the  report  of  vaccination 
by  their  registration  number,  or  dam’s  registration 
number,  or  record  association  approved  individual  tat- 
too. All  grade  or  not  permanently  identified  cattle  so 
vaccinated  shall  be  ear-tagged  in  the  right  ear  with  an 
identification  tag.  In  addition  to  the  above  identifica- 
tion, all  animals  shall  be  identified  at  the  time  of  vac- 
cination by  a tattoo  in  the  right  ear.  The  tattoo  shall 
show  the  quarter  and  year  of  vaccination  and  the  letter 
“V”  in  the  Federal  shield.  The  number  of  the  quarter 
shall  precede  the  letter  “V”  in  the  shield  and  the  last 
figure  of  the  year  shall  follow  the  letter  “V”  in  the 
shield,  as  for  example,  4V7 — “4”  means  the  last  quarter 
(Oct.  Nov.  Dec.)  of  the  year,  “V”  means  vaccinated, 
and  “7”  means  the  year  1957. 


REGULATION  XVIII 
Identification  of  Infected  Animals 

All  purebred  registered  cattle,  all  grade  cattle,  all 
officially  vaccinated  calves  over  36  months  of  age,  and 
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unregistered  purebred  cattle  over  36  months  of  age  for 
which  an  application  for  registration  has  not  been  filed 
with  registry  association,  which  are  reactors  to  the 
brucellosis  test  shall  be  tagged  in  the  left  ear  with  a 
reactor  tag,  to  which  a yellow  bangle  is  attached,  placed 
under  quarantine,  and  branded  with  the  letter  “B”  on 
the  left  jaw  with  a hot  iron. 

REGULATION  XIX 

Disposal  of  Brucellosis  Reactors,  Suspects,  and  Release 
of  Herds  or  Cattle  Under  Quarantine  or  Restriction 

Herds  Revealing  Reactors:  The  entire  herd  to  be 

placed  under  quarantine,  and  the  reactor  animals  im- 
mediately isolated  from  the  remainder  of  the  herd.  Re- 
actors shall  be  shipped  direct  for  slaughter  through 
approved  Public  Stockyards  or  directly  to  State-Federal 
approved  slaughtering  establishment  accompanied  by 
State  Form  C-24,  and  shipment  reported  to  the  Division. 
If  stockyard  is  located  outside  of  Illinois,  use  Form 
ADE  1-27.  Reactors  that  are  eligible  for  indemnity 
shall  be  appraised,  reactor  tagged,  and  branded  by  an 
accredited  veterinarian  within  10  days  of  report  by  the 
laboratory.  Such  reactor  animals  shall  be  shipped  with- 
in 15  days  after  appraisal,  and  premises  cleaned  and 
disinfected  following  removal  of  the  reactors.  If  more 
than  one  reactor  is  disclosed  on  any  test,  quarantine  will 
be  released  after  two  successive  negative  retests  of  the 
entire  herd  conducted  at  30-60  day  intervals.  If  not 
more  than  one  reactor  is  disclosed  on  any  herd  test, 
one  negative  test  is  necessary  to  release  quarantine. 
Herd  retests  for  release  of  quarantine  may  be  con- 
ducted at  State-Federal  expense,  provided  funds  are 
available.  Tests  for  release  of  quarantine  are  to  be 
read  at  one  of  the  State  Regional  Diagnostic  laboratories 
or  the  State-University  Diagnostic  and  Research  Labora- 
tory at  the  College  of  Veterinary  Medicine,  University 
of  Illinois,  Urbana. 

Animals  from  herds  under  quarantine  may  be 
shipped  by  the  owner  direct  to  public  stockyards  or 
through  licensed  community  sale,  accompanied  by  State 
Form  C-24  to  be  sold  for  slaughter  only  and  shipment 
reported  to  the  Division. 

Herds  Revealing  Suspects  Only:  Only  the  suspects 

are  restricted,  using  State  Form  C-41,  and  only  the 
suspects  are  to  be  retested  at  30-day  intervals  until  one 
negative  test  is  obtained.  Retest  of  suspects  may  be 
conducted  at  State-Federal  expense,  provided  funds  are 
available.  Tests  for  release  of  quarantine  are  to  be 
read  at  one  of  the  State  Regional  Diagnostic  laboratories 
or  the  State-University  Diagnostic  and  Research  Labora- 
tory at  the  College  of  Veterinary  Medicine,  University 
of  Illinois,  Urbana. 

Suspects  may  be  shipped  by  the  owner  direct  to 
stockyards  or  through  approved  Marketing  Centers, 
or  under  permit  from  the  Division  to  licensed  com- 
munity sale,  accompanied  by  State  Form  C-24  to  be  sold 
for  slaughter  only  and  shipment  reported  to  the  Division. 
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REGULATION  XX 


Requirements  for  Establishing  and  Maintaining  Certi- 
fied Brucellosis-Free  Herds  of  Cattle 

SECTION  I 
General  Requirements 

1.  Certified  brucellosis  - free  herd  certificates, 
which  shall  be  valid  for  one  year,  unless  revoked,  are 
issued  cooperatively  by  the  Illinois  Division  of  Live- 
stock Industry  and  the  United  States  Animal  Disease 
Eradication  Division, 

2.  Certification  may  be  extended  for  a period  of 
one  year  upon  evidence  of  a negative  herd  retest 
and  compliance  vdth  Illinois  requirements  for  main- 
tenance of  a certified  brucellosis-free  herd. 

3.  All  blood  samples  for  certification  or  recer- 
tification of  herds  shall  be  submitted  for  diagnosis 
to  one  of  the  State  Diagnostic  Laboratories  located 
at  Peoria,  Centralia,  Aurora,  or  the  State-Federal 
Laboratory  at  Springfield,  or  the  Diagnostic  Labora- 
tory, College  of  Veterinary  Medicine,  Urbana. 

4.  A “herd”  shall  be  considered  as  including  all 
animals  6 months  of  age  or  over,  except  steers  and 
spayed  heifers. 

5.  A “certified  herd”  shall  consist  of  at  least  10 
animals  and  shall  include  all  animals  in  the  herd  6 
months  of  age  or  over,  except  steers,  spayed  heifers, 
and  officially  vaccinated  animals  under  36  months 
of  age  which  have  not  passed  a negative  test  sub- 
sequent to  vaccination.  (Testing  of  official  vaccin- 
ates under  36  months  of  age  is  optional,  however, 
any  official  vaccinate  under  36  months  of  age  that 
passes  a negative  test  may  become  a part  of  the 
certified  herd.) 

6.  All  purebred  animals  shall  be  identified  by 
registration  number,  dam’s  registration  number,  or 
record  association  approved  individual  tattoo,  and 
grade  animals  shall  be  identified  by  ear  tag  num- 
bers. If  any  animal  is  retagged  between  annual 
tests,  the  identification  of  the  previous  year  shall 
be  shown  on  the  test  chart  opposite  new  retag 
number.  Any  change  in  members  of  the  herd  shall 
also  be  accounted  for. 

SECTION  II 

To  Qualify  for  Certification 

1.  Herds  which  showed  no  previous  infection 
may  be  certified  upon  completion  of  two  consecutive 
negative  complete  herd  tests  12  months  apart. 
(Testing  of  official  vaccinates  under  36  months  of 
age  is  optional.) 

2.  When  suspects  only  are  disclosed  in  a herd 
in  the  process  of  becoming  certified,  the  suspicious 
animals  only  shall  be  retested  not  less  than  30  nor 
more  than  40  days  from  previous  test.  If  the  sus- 
pects become  negative  on  the  retest,  the  entire  herd 
shall  then  be  subjected  to  a retest.  If  this  herd  test 
is  negative  it  will  serve  as  the  first  clean  test  to- 
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ward  certification,  and  if  the  herd  passes  another 
negative  test  not  less  than  12  months  from  the  date 
of  the  first  negative  test  it  will  then  qualify  for 
certification.  (Retest  of  suspects  may  be  made  at 
State-Federal  expense,  provided  funds  are  available.) 

3.  If  the  suspects  fail  to  clear  on  the  first  30-day 
retest,  they  shall  be  subjected  to  another  30-day 
retest.  If  the  suspects  fail  to  clear  on  the  second 
retest  (this  would  make  the  third  consecutive  test 
on  which  the  suspects  showed  a suspicious  reaction), 
they  shall  be  removed  from  the  premises  within  15 
days,  a report  of  their  disposal  made  to  the  Division 
of  Livestock  Industry,  the  premises  cleaned  and  dis- 
infected following  removal,  and  the  entire  herd  sub- 
jected to  a retest  within  30  days.  If  this  herd  retest 
is  negative  it  will  serve  as  the  first  clean  test  toward 
certification  and  if  the  herd  passes  another  negative 
test  not  less  than  12  months  from  the  date  of  the 
first  negative  test,  it  will  then  qualify  for  certifica- 
tion. (Retest  of  suspects  may  be  made  at  State- 
Federal  expense,  provided  funds  are  available.) 

4.  REACTORS:  If  on  initial  herd  test  or  as  a 

result  of  any  retest  of  animals  in  a herd  in  the  process 
of  qualifying  for  certification: 

a.  One  reactor  is  disclosed,  the  entire  herd 
is  placed  under  quarantine  and  the  reactor  shall 
be  immediately  isolated  from  the  remainder  of 
the  herd.  The  reactor  shall  be  appraised,  reactor 
tagged,  and  branded  by  an  accredited  veterinar- 
ian within  10  days  of  report  by  the  laboratory, 
disposed  of  within  15  days  after  appraisal,  a re- 
port of  disposal  made  to  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry,  the  premises  cleaned  and  disinfected 
following  removal  of  reactor,  and  the  entire  herd 
subjected  to  a brucellosis  retest  in  not  less  than 
60  days  following  date  of  test  on  which  the  reactor 
was  disclosed.  If  this  herd  retest  is  negative  the 
quarantine  will  be  released  and  the  negative  herd 
retest  considered  the  first  clean  test  toward  cer- 
tification. Another  negative  herd  test  conducted 
not  less  than  12  months  from  the  date  of  the  first 
negative  test  will  qualify  the  herd  for  certifica- 
tion. (Herd  retest  for  release  of  quarantine  may 
be  conducted  at  State-Federal  expense,  provided 
funds  are  available.) 

b.  More  than  one  reactor  is  disclosed,  the  entire 
herd  is  placed  under  quarantine  and  the  reactors 
shall  be  immediately  isolated  from  the  remainder 
of  the  herd.  The  reactors  shall  be  appraised, 
reactor  tagged,  and  branded  by  an  accredited 
veterinarian  within  10  days  of  report  by  the  labo- 
ratory, disposed  of  within  15  days  after  appraisal, 
a report  of  disposal  made  to  the  Division  of  Live- 
stock Industry,  the  premises  cleaned  and  dis- 
infected following  removal  of  reactors,  and  the 
entire  herd  subjected  to  retests  at  intervals  of 
not  less  than  30  nor  more  than  60  days  until  two 
consecutive  negative  tests  are  obtained.  Such 
herds  may  be  certified  as  brucellosis-free  when 
they  have  passed  at  least  three  consecutive  tests 
with  the  first  clean  test  and  the  certifying  test 
12  months  apart.  (Herd  retests  for  release  of 
quarantine  may  be  conducted  at  State-Federal 
expense,  provided  funds  are  available.) 
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SECTION  III 

Maintenance  Requirements 

1.  If  upon  annual  retest  all  animals  over  6 
months  of  age  are  negative,  except  officially  vacci- 
nated animals  under  36  months  of  age  which  have 
not  passed  a negative  test  subsequent  to  vaccination, 
certification  will  be  extended  for  another  year,  pro- 
vided all  other  requirements  are  complied  with. 
(Testing  of  official  vaccinates  under  36  months  of  age 
is  optional.) 

When  the  period  between  tests  exceeds  14  months, 
certification  is  forfeited  and  the  test  will  be  con- 
sidered as  an  initial  test,  if  negative. 

2.  SUSPECTS:  If  the  retest  of  a certified  herd 
discloses  suspects,  but  no  reactors,  herd  status  will 
be  suspended  pending  the  results  of  the  retest  of  the 
suspect  animals.  (Retest  of  suspects  may  be  made 
at  State-Federal  expense,  provided  funds  are  avail- 
able.) 

a.  If  suspects  become  negative  on  a retest  con- 
ducted not  less  than  30  days  nor  more  than  40 
days  from  previous  test,  the  herd  may  be  re- 
certified. 

b.  If  suspects  fail  to  clear  on  the  first  retest 
but  clear  on  the  second  retest,  made  not  less 
than  30  nor  more  than  40  days  from  the  first  re- 
test, herd  certification  will  be  restored. 

c.  If  suspects  from  the  first  retest  fail  to  clear 
on  the  second  retest  (this  would  make  the  third 
consecutive  test  on  which  the  suspects  showed  a 
suspicious  reaction),  they  shall  be  removed  from 
the  premises  within  15  days,  a report  of  disposal 
made  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  the 
premises  cleaned  and  disinfected  following  re- 
moval, and  the  entire  herd  subjected  to  a retest 
within  30  days.  If  the  herd  retest  is  negative, 
certified  herd  status  will  be  restored  for  a period 
of  12  months  from  date  of  last  negative  complete 
herd  test. 

d.  If  any  of  the  suspects  are  not  available  for  re- 
test, the  entire  herd  shall  be  subjected  to  a retest 
not  less  than  30  nor  more  than  40  days  following 
the  last  test  on  which  infection  was  revealed. 
A negative  herd  test  will  restore  certified  herd 
status  for  a period  of  12  months  from  date  of 
last  negative  herd  test.  (If  only  one  (1)  suspect 
is  not  available  for  retest  and  if  that  suspect  was 
an  official  vaccinate,  the  herd  test  shall  be  con- 
sidered negative  and  the  herd  recertified.) 

3.  REACTORS:  If  as  a result  of  any  retest  of 
a certified  herd  or  animals  from  a certified  herd: 

a.  One  reactor  is  disclosed,  the  entire  herd  is 
placed  under  quarantine  and  the  reactor  shall  be 
immediately  isolated  from  the  remainder  of  the 
herd.  The  reactor  shall  be  appraised,  reactor 
tagged,  and  branded  by  an  accredited  veterinarian 
within  10  days  of  report  by  the  laboratory,  dis- 
posed of  within  15  days  after  appraisal,  a report 
of  disposal  made  to  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry,  the  premises  cleaned  and  disinfected 
following  removal  of  reactor,  and  the  entire  herd 
subjected  to  a brucellosis  retest  in  not  less  than 
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60  days  following  date  of  test  on  which  the 
reactor  was  disclosed.  If  this  herd  retest  is  nega- 
tive quarantine  will  be  released,  and  the  entire 
herd  can  then  be  restored  to  a certified  herd 
status.  (Herd  retest  for  release  of  quarantine 
may  be  conducted  at  State-Federal  expense,  pro- 
vided funds  are  available.) 

b.  More  than  one  reactor  is  disclosed,  the  herd 
will  be  considered  again  in  the  process  of  cer- 
tification as  under  4b  of  Section  II. 

4.  VACCINATES: 

a.  Illinois  statutes  provide  that  calves  may  be 
vaccinated  when  they  are  not  less  than  4 months 
nor  more  than  8 months  of  age.  The  pre-bleeding 
of  calves  is  optional.  After  vaccination,  animals 
are  not  considered  a part  of  the  certified  herd 
until  they  show  a negative  brucellosis  test  before 
36  months  of  age. 

b.  If,  in  order  to  facilitate  interstate  shipments, 
it  is  the  desire  of  an  owner  that  an  official  vac- 
cinate which  reaches  36  months  of  age  between 
recertification  tests  be  made  a member  of  the 
certified  herd,  the  owner  may  have  the  animal 
tested  at  his  expense.  A report  of  the  negative 
brucellosis  test  should  be  forwarded  the  Division 
of  Livestock  Industry  together  with  written  re- 
quest of  the  owner  that  the  animal  be  made  a 
part  of  the  certified  herd. 

c.  If,  upon  reaching  36  months  of  age,  an  offi- 
cially vaccinated  animal  shows  a suspicious  re- 
action, the  herd  owner  shall  comply  with  require- 
ments under  2 of  Section  III. 

d.  If,  upon  reaching  36  months  of  age,  an  offi- 
cially calfhood  vaccinated  animal  shows  a posi- 
tive reaction,  the  herd  owner  shall  comply  with 
3 of  Section  III. 

5.  ADDITIONS  TO  CERTIFIED  BRUCELLOSIS- 
FREE  HERDS: 

A.  NATIVE  ANIMALS 

1.  Official  calfhood  vaccinates  under  36 
months  of  age  (be  sure  to  request  record  of  vac- 
cination), or 

2.  Animals  that  are  members  of  a certified 
herd  in  good  standing,  or 

3.  Animals  from  herds  not  certified,  provided: 

a.  Non-pregnant  female  cattle,  or  bulls,  shall 
have  been  tested  within  30  days  and  proven 
negative  and  shall  show  another  negative  ag- 
glutination retest  at  owner’s  expense  in  not 
less  than  30  days  before  being  placed  in  the 
certified  herd. 

b.  Pregnant  animals  shall  have  been  tested 
within  30  days  and  proven  negative  and  shall 
be  retested  at  owner’s  expense  not  less  than 
30  days  after  calving  and  proven  negative 
before  being  placed  in  the  certified  herd. 

B.  ANIMALS  FROM  OUT-OF-STATE:  All  ani- 

mals from  out-of-state  accompanied  by  an  ap- 
proved interstate  health  certificate  showing  com- 
pliance with  Illinois  entry  requirements  may 
be  added  to  a certified  herd  if  they  qualify  as 
follows : 

1.  Official  calfhood  vaccinates  under  30 
months  of  age,  or 
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2.  Animals  originating  in  a certified  herd  in 
good  standing,  provided  the  animals  imported 
have  qualified  as  members  of  the  certified  herd 
on  the  last  certification  test  and  were  tested 
within  12  months  of  date  of  entry,  or 

3.  Animals  from  herds  not  certified  if  the 
following  requirements  are  complied  with: 

a.  Non-pregnant  female  cattle,  or  bulls,  tested 
within  30  days  of  entry  and  proven  negative 
and  shall  be  placed  in  isolation  and  retested  at 
owner’s  expense  in  not  less  than  30  days  be- 
fore being  placed  in  the  certified  herd. 

b.  Pregnant  animals  shall  be  tested  within 
30  days  of  entry  and  proven  negative  and  shall 
be  placed  in  isolation  and  retested  at  owner’s 
expense  in  not  less  than  30  days  after  calving 
before  being  placed  in  the  certified  herd. 

Additions  are  not  recognized  as  a part  of  the  certi- 
fied herd  until  the  required  negative  retests  have  been 
reported  to  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

REGULATION  XXI 

When  Indemnity  Will  Be  Paid  on  Tests  Made  at 
Owner’s  Expense 

Indemnity  will  be  paid  to  owners  of  dairy  and  breed- 
ing cattle  which  react  to  the  blood  agglutination  test 
for  the  detection  of  bovine  brucellosis  administered 
at  the  expense  of  the  owner  by  accredited  approved 
veterinarians,  provided: 

1.  Tests  are  to  he  read  at  one  of  the  State-Federal 
Diagnostic  Laboratories. 

2.  Indemnity  will  be  paid  only  when  a report  has  been 
received  that  the  entire  herd  has  been  blood  tested 
except  calves  under  6 months  of  age  and  official 
vaccinates  under  36  months  of  age. 

3.  Indemnity  will  be  paid  only  when  the  appraisal  is 
made  by  a regularly  employed  State,  Federal,  Coun- 
ty or  Fee-Basis  veterinarian  and  all  statutory  re- 
quirements governing  the  payment  of  indemnity 
are  observed. 

Indemnity  will  not  he  paid  for  reactors  disclosed 
on  test  for  release  of  feeder  quarantine  or  where  in- 
complete herd  tests  are  conducted. 

REGULATION  XXII 

TO  QUALIFY  FOR  GRADE  A MILK  PRODUC- 
TION WITH  REGARD  TO  BRUCELLOSIS  RE- 
QUIREMENTS 

1.  Herds  may  qualify  for  Grade  A Milk  produc- 
tion by  the  following  procedures: 

a.  A complete  herd  blood  test  conducted 
within  the  last  12  months  in  which  no  reac- 
tors are  retained,  or 

h.  A negative  ring  test  conducted  within  6 
months,  when  the  herd  has  no  history  of 
infection  within  the  past  12  months. 

2.  WHEN  THE  RING  TEST  IS  REGULARLY 
EMPLOYED.  When  the  ring  test  is  employed  as 
a routine  test,  it  shall  be  conducted  at  intervals  of 
not  less  than  once  every  6 months  and  a negative 
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ring  test  shall  continue  to  qualify  the  herd  for 
the  Grade  A market. 

When  a herd  is  found  to  be  positive  to  the 
ring  test,  it  shall  be  blood  tested  within  15  days 
after  the  owner  receives  notice  of  the  results  of 
the  test.  If  the  blood  test  discloses  no  reactors, 
the  herd  will  continue  to  qualify  for  the  market. 
If  the  blood  test  discloses  reactors  or  suspects, 
the  herd  shall  be  handled  in  accordance  with 
Brucellosis  Regulation  XIX. 

3.  WHEN  THE  RING  TEST  IS  NOT  EMPLOYED. 
When  the  ring  test  is  not  employed  as  a routine 
test,  the  herd  shall  be  blood  tested  at  intervals  of 
not  less  than  once  every  18  months. 

If  the  blood  test  discloses  reactors  or  suspects, 
the  herd  shall  be  handled  in  accordance  with 
Brucellosis  Regulation  XIX. 

Failure  to  comply  with  the  above  procedures 
will  be  cause  for  the  rejection  of  milk  for  Grade 
A purposes  and/or  the  revocation  of  the  Grade  A 
permit. 

The  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Authority  in  the 
state  of  origin  will  furnish  the  results  of  the  blood 
agglutination  test  or  the  results  of  the  ring  tests 
conducted  on  each  animal  or  herd  as  the  case 
may  be  when  requested  by  the  official  agency 
supervising  the  milk  shed. 


REGULATION  XXIII 

County  Veterinarians  To  Be  Furnished  Copy  of  Reports 

When  a tuberculin  test  or  a brucellosis  test  and/or 
vaccination  is  conducted  on  animals  in  a county  in 
which  there  is  a County  Veterinarian,  the  veterinarian 
conducting  the  test  and/or  vaccination  shall  furnish  a 
copy  of  such  test  and  /or  vaccination  report  to  the 
County  Veterinarian. 

REGULATION  XXIV 
Identification  Tags  Not  To  Be  Removed 

No  person  shall  remove  identification  tags,  num- 
bers, brands,  or  market  cattle  testing  program  backtags 
from  livestock  to  evade  the  provisions  of  the  law. 

REGULATION  XXV 

Sale  of  Livestock  Quarantined  Because  of  Disease 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  statute  and  /or 
regulation,  the  sale  of  livestock  quarantined  because 
of  disease  or  exposure  to  disease  is  prohibited  unless 
permission  of  the  Division  is  first  obtained.  The  Divi- 
sion will  then  prescribe  the  conditions  under  which 
such  sale  may  be  made. 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ESTABLISHING  AND 
MAINTAINING  VALIDATED  BRUCELLOSIS- 
FREE  HERDS  OF  SWINE 

REGULATION  I 
General  Requirements 

1.  Validated  brucellosis-free  swine  herd  certificates, 
which  shall  be  valid  for  one  year,  unless  revoked, 
are  issued  co-operatively  by  the  Illinois  Division 
of  Livestock  Industry  and  the  United  States  Animal 
Disease  Eradication  Division. 

2.  Validation  may  be  extended  for  a period  of  one 
year  upon  evidence  of  a negative  herd  retest  and 
compliance  with  Illinois  requirements  for  mainte- 
nance of  a validated  brucellosis-free  swine  herd. 

3.  All  blood  samples  for  validation  or  revalidation  of 
herds  and  tests  of  animals  for  addition  to  validated 
herds  shall  be  taken  by  an  approved  accredited 
veterinarian  and  shall  be  submitted  for  diagnosis 
to  one  of  the  State  Diagnostic  Laboratories  located 
at  Peoria,  Centralia,  Aurora,  or  the  State-Federal 
Laboratory  at  Springfield,  or  the  Diagnostic- 
Research  Laboratory,  College  of  Veterinary  Medi- 
cine, Urbana.  (NOTE:  Facilities  have  been  installed 
at  the  Diagnostic-Research  Laboratory,  College  of 
Veterinary  Medicine,  Urbana,  Illinois,  to  conduct 
the  “heat-tube”  test  for  brucellosis  on  swine  blood. 
This  test  will  eliminate  certain  non-specific  reac- 
tions sometimes  obtained  by  other  methods  of  test. 
The  results  of  this  “heat-tube”  test  will  be  con- 
sidered final.  Until  further  notice,  we  suggest  that 
you  instruct  your  veterinarian  to  submit  all  blood 
samples  from  your  validated  swine  herd  to  the 
Diagnostic-Research  Laboratory,  College  of  Veter- 
inary Medicine,  Urbana,  Illinois.  Be  sure  to  have 
your  veterinarian  indicate  on  the  test  chart  that 
the  blood  samples  are  from  swine  from  a “validated” 
swine  herd.) 

4.  All  tests  shall  be  made  at  owner’s  expense. 

5.  A “herd”  shall  be  considered  as  including  all  ani- 
mals 4 months  of  age  or  over,  except  barrows  and 
spayed  gilts. 

6.  A “validated”  herd  shall  consist  of  at  least  5 animals 
and  shall  include  all  animals  in  the  herd  4 months 
of  age  or  over,  except  barrows  and  spayed  gilts. 

7.  All  purebred  animals  shall  be  identified  by  regis- 
tration numbers,  dam’s  registration  number,  record 
association  approved  individual  tattoo,  ear  tag,  or 
ear  notch.  Grade  animals  shall  be  identified  by 
ear  tag  number,  or  ear  notch.  If  any  animal  is 
retagged  between  annual  tests,  the  identification 
of  the  previous  year  shall  be  shown  on  the  test 
chart  opposite  new  retag  number.  Any  change  in 
members  of  the  herd  shall  also  be  accounted  for. 

REGULATION  II 
To  Qualify  For  Validation 

1.  Herds  which  have  shown  no  previous  infection  may 
be  validated  upon  completion  of  two  consecutive 
negative  complete  herd  tests  30  to  60  days  apart. 
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2.  When  reactors  are  disclosed  in  a herd  in  the  process 
of  becoming  validated,  the  reactors  shall  be  im- 
mediately isolated,  the  reactor  animals  shall  be 
tagged  in  the  left  ear  with  a reactor  identification 
tag,  disposed  of  within  15  days  of  report  by  the 
laboratory,  a report  of  disposal  made  to  the  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  Industry,  the  premises  cleaned 
and  disinfected  following  removal  of  reacting  ani- 
mals, and  the  entire  herd  subjected  to  brucellosis 
retests  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  30  nor  more 
than  60  days.  Upon  completion  of  three  consecutive 
negative  complete  herd  tests,  the  herd  is  eligible 
for  validation. 


REGULATION  III 
Maintenance  Requirements 

1.  If  upon  annual  retest  all  animals  4 months  of  age 
and  over  are  negative  validation  will  be  extended 
for  one  year,  provided  all  other  requirements  are 
complied  with. 

2.  When  the  period  between  tests  exceeds  14  months, 
validation  is  forfeited  and  the  test  will  be  considered 
as  an  initial  test,  if  negative. 

3.  REACTORS:  If  as  a result  of  any  retest  of  a 

validated  herd  or  animals  from  a validated  herd 

a.  One  reactor  is  disclosed,  the  reactor  animal  shall 
be  immediately  isolated,  tagged  in  the  left  ear 
with  a reactor  identification  tag,  disposed  of 
within  15  days  of  report  by  the  laboratory,  a 
report  of  disposal  made  to  the  Division  of  Live- 
stock Industry,  the  premises  cleaned  and  disin- 
fected following  removal  of  reactor,  and  the 
entire  herd  subjected  to  a retest  not  less  than  30 
nor  more  than  60  days  following  test  on  which 
the  reactor  was  revealed.  A negative  test  will 
restore  validated  herd  status  for  a period  of  12 
months. 

b.  More  than  one  reactor  is  disclosed,  the  herd  will 
be  considered  again  in  the  process  of  validation 
as  under  2 of  Regulation  II  hereof. 

4.  ADDITIONS  TO  VALIDATED  BRUCELLOSIS- 
FREE  SWINE  HERDS: 

A.  NATIVE  ANIMALS: 

1.  Animals  originating  in  a validated  herd  in 
good  standing,  or 

2.  Animals  from  herds  not  validated  provided: 

a.  Non-pregnant  female  swine,  or  boars, 
shall  have  been  tested  within  30  days 
and  proven  negative  and  shall  show  an- 
other negative  agglutination  retest  in  not 
less  than  30  days  before  being  placed  in 
the  validated  herd. 

b.  Pregnant  animals  shall  have  been  tested 
within  30  days  and  proven  negative  and 
shall  be  retested  not  less  than  30  days 
after  farrowing  and  proven  negative  be- 
fore being  placed  in  the  validated  herd. 

B.  ANIMALS  FROM  OUT-OF-STATE:  All  ani- 

mals from  out-of-state  accompanied  by  an  ap- 
proved interstate  health  certificate  showing 
compliance  with  Illinois  entry  requirements  may 
be  added  to  a validated  herd  if  they  qualify  as 
follows: 
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1.  Animals  originating  in  a validated  herd  in 
good  standing,  or 

2.  Animals  from  herds  not  validated  provided: 

a.  Non-pregnant  female  swine,  or  boars, 
shall  have  been  tested  within  30  days  and 
proven  negative  and  shall  show  another 
negative  agglutination  retest  in  not  less 
than  30  days  before  being  placed  in  the 
validated  herd. 

b.  Pregnant  animals  shall  have  been  tested 
within  30  days  and  proven  negative  and 
shall  be  retested  not  less  than  30  days 
after  farrowing  and  proven  negative  be- 
fore being  placed  in  the  validated  herd. 

ADDITIONS  ARE  NOT  RECOGNIZED  AS  A PART 
OF  THE  VALIDATED  HERD  UNTIL  THE  REQUIRED 
NEGATIVE  RETESTS  HAVE  BEEN  REPORTED  TO 
THE  ILLINOIS  DIVISION  OF  LIVESTOCK  INDUSTRY. 

REGULATION  IV 

1.  All  swine  brought  on  to  the  farm  for  feeding  pur- 
poses shall  be  segregated  from  the  breeding  herd. 
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REGULATION  RELATING  TO  THE  DISPOSAL 
or  DEAD  ANIMALS.  POULTRY.  FISH. 
AND  PARTS  OF  BODIES  THEREOF 

Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  160,  Section  12,  ap- 
proved July  16,  1941,  as  amended  August  2,  1951  and 
August  5,  1963. 


REGULATION  I 
Plant  Buildings 

If,  upon  first  inspection,  the  building  in  which  the 
applicant  for  license  intends  to  conduct  such  business 
fails  to  meet  statutory  requirements  and  rules  of  the 
Department,  the  applicant  shall  be  granted  a period  of 
time  not  to  exceed  sixty  (60)  days  in  which  to  remedy 
the  defects  specified;  except  that  in  extraordinary  and 
meritorious  cases,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  such  time 
limit  of  sixty  (60)  days  may  be  further  extended.  At 
the  end  of  the  period,  another  inspection  shall  be  made. 
If  upon  such  final  inspection  the  building  meets  the 
requirements  of  the  “Dead  Animal  Disposal  Act”  as 
amended  to  include  poultry,  fish,  and  parts  thereof,  and 
the  rules  of  the  Department  issued  pursuant  thereto,  a 
license  shall  be  issued.  A separate  building  or  storage 
area  for  the  purpose  of  storing  the  finished  products  is 
necessary  to  avoid  contamination  after  completion  of 
processing.  No  tools  or  equipment  used  in  handling 
the  unfinished  product  shall  be  used  in  storage  areas 
or  in  handling  of  finished  product. 

Licensee  shall  provide  for  employees’  use  adequate 
toilet,  showering,  dressing  and  disinfecting  facilities. 


REGULATION  II 
Plant  Premises 

Plants  shall  be  separated  and  apart  from  any  other 
business.  In  the  event  this  is  not  practical,  all  pre- 
cautions shall  be  taken  to  avoid  the  use  of  equipment, 
tools,  vehicles,  and  personnel  in  any  other  business. 
Uncontrolled  animals  and  birds  shall  not  be  tolerated 
on  the  premises.  Rodent,  vermin,  and  insect  control 
shall  be  diligently  practiced.  Buildings  and  surround- 
ing grounds  shall  be  kept  clean  and  free  from  refuse, 
trash,  or  the  accumulation  of  product  or  products  of 
processing;  with  special  emphasis  on  paunch  manure 
disposal  to  eliminate  insect  breeding  areas. 

Proper  choice  of  location  for  a new  plant  is  very 
important.  Location  will  be  a factor  in  determining 
class  of  license  issued  to  an  applicant  for  first  license 
where  plant  has  been  in  its  present  location  for  some 
time. 


REGULATION  III 
Annual  Truck  Permits 

Operators  of  all  trucks  used  in  conveying  the  bodies 
of  dead  animals,  poultry,  fish,  and  parts  of  bodies  thereof, 
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over  the  highways  of  the  State  of  Illinois  shall  secure 
an  annual  permit  from  the  Department. 

Owners  or  operators  of  trucks  not  owned  by  licensed 
rendering  plants  in  Illinois  shall  secure  a permit 
through  the  licensed  rendering  plant  or  plants  to  which 
delivery  will  be  made. 

The  issuance  and  effect  of  such  permit  shall  be 
dependent  upon  such  trucks  meeting  a standard  for 
equipment  and  operation  specified  in  Sections  14,  15, 
and  16  of  the  Dead  Animal  Disposal  Act  as  amended  to 
include  poultry,  fish,  and  parts  of  bodies  thereof. 

Each  truck  granted  a permit  under  this  rule  for  the 
purpose  of  hauling  dead  animals  shall  have  the  inscrip- 
tion, “Illinois  Dead  Animal  Disposal  Permit  No “ 

Each  truck  granted  a permit  for  hauling  grease,  scrap 
and  parts  of  bodies  of  animals  shall  have  the  inscrip- 
tion, “Illinois  Scrap  and  Grease  Permit  No ” 

painted  in  a conspicuous  place  in  contrasting  color  on 
the  left  side  of  the  bed  of  the  truck  in  letters  not  less 
than  three  (3)  inches  high.  Truck  beds,  tanks,  and 
barrels  used  for  the  transportation  of  dead  animals, 
poultry,  fish,  and  parts  thereof,  when  loaded  or  par- 
tially loaded,  shall  be  covered  with  a tarpaulin,  if  not 
a van  type  truck,  when  traveling  highways  of  the  State 
of  Illinois.  Truck  beds  shall  be  leak  proof  or  so  con- 
structed that  no  drippings  or  seepage  can  escape. 

Collection  vehicles  used  for  transporting  dead  stock, 
poultry,  fish,  or  parts  of  bodies  thereof  shall  be  thor- 
oughly scrubbed  and  disinfected  after  hauling  each  load, 
or  before  proceeding  for  another  load.  All  truck  beds 
shall  he  painted  as  necessary,  and  kept  in  good  con- 
dition and  repair  at  all  times. 

REGULATION  IV 

Temporary  Truck  Permits  May  Be  Issued 

When  application  for  license  to  operate  a rendering 
plant  has  been  filed  with  the  Department  and  changes 
or  improvements  are  in  process  of  being  made  to  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Act,  the  Department  may 
issue  temporary  truck  permits  for  the  period  allowed 
to  conform  with  the  requirements  for  a license. 


REGULATION  V 

Odors  and  Insects  Shall  Be  Controlled 

The  operator  of  a rendering  plant  which  processes 
bodies  of  dead  animals,  poultry,  fish,  and  parts  of  bodies 
thereof  shall  maintain  the  plant  in  such  sanitary  manner 
as  to  eliminate,  insofar  as  possible,  all  odors  and  in- 
sects. The  licensee  shall  provide  and  have  available 
and  use  sufficient  chemicals  approved  by  the  Depart- 
ment to  control  the  odor  at  all  times,  as  well  as  exercise 
other  regular  procedures.  Especially  during  hot  weath- 
er, the  licensee  shall  provide  and  have  available  chemi- 
cals approved  by  the  Department  or  use  other  effective 
means  to  eliminate  insects,  with  special  emphasis  on 
sanitation  to  eliminate  breeding  places  of  insects,  and 
an  ample  amount  of  live  steam  for  scrubbing  and  clean- 
ing floors  and  equipment. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  LOADING 
PLATFORMS  OR  COLLECTION  CENTERS 
FOR  DEAD  ANIMALS,  POULTRY,  FISH, 
AND  PARTS  OF  BODIES  THEREOF 

Pursuant  to  Chapter  lllYz,  Paragraph  190,  Section  5 
of  “An  Act  in  Relation  to  Loading  Platforms  . . . 
approved  July  13,  1953,  and  amended  July  25,  1963 
to  include  collection  centers  for  poultry,  fish,  and 
parts  of  bodies  thereof. 

REGULATION  I 

Failure  of  Loading  Platform  or  Collection  Center  to 
Meet  Requirements  Upon  First  inspection 

If,  upon  first  inspection,  the  platform  or  collection 
center  at  which  the  applicant  for  license  intends  to 
conduct  the  business  of  collecting  animals,  poultry,  fish, 
and  parts  of  bodies  thereof  for  loading  into  trucks 
which  will  take  them  to  the  rendering  plant  fails  to 
meet  the  statutory  requirements  and  the  regulations  of 
the  Department,  the  applicant  shall  be  granted  a period 
of  time  not  to  exceed  60  days  in  which  to  remedy  the 
defects  specified;  except  that  in  extraordinary  and  meri- 
torious cases,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  of  the  Department, 
such  time  limit  of  60  days  may  be  further  extended.  At 
the  end  of  the  period,  another  inspection  shall  be  made. 
If  upon  such  final  inspection  the  platform  or  collection 
center  meets  the  requiremnets  for  loading  platforms  or 
collection  centers  and  the  regulations  of  the  Department 
issued  pursant  thereto,  a license  shall  be  issued. 


REGULATION  II 

Location  of  Loading  Piatform  and  Collection 
Center  Shall  be  Approved 

No  loading  platform  or  collection  center  for  dead 
animals,  poultry,  fish,  and  parts  of  bodies  thereof  shall 
be  licensed  until  the  following  requirements  have  been 
complied  with: 

1.  The  location  of  a loading  platform  or  collection 
center  shall  be  approved  by  the  Department. 

2.  The  loading  platform  or  collection  center  shall  not 
be  closer  than  500  feet  to  any  highway,  and  shall 
not  be  closer  than  a reasonable  distance  of  any 
residence. 

3.  The  loading  platform  or  collection  center  shall  be 
covered  by  a building  of  sheet  metal  construction. 
The  building  shall  be  equipped  with  louver-type 
ventilators  which  are  so  screened  as  to  prevent 
rodents  and  other  animals,  birds,  flies  and  insects 
from  entering. 

4.  Sufficient  water  shall  be  provided  to  thoroughly 
clean  the  platform  or  collection  center  premises. 

5.  The  platform  or  collection  center  equipment  and 
premises  shall  be  disinfected  with  a product  ap- 
proved by  the  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 
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REGULATION  III 

Disposal  of  Unusable  Materials 

Paunch  manure,  quantities  of  hair  and  other  un- 
usable materials  shall  be  routinely  disposed  of  by  burn- 
ing or  burying. 


REGULATION  IV 

All  Insects  and  Odors  Shall  be  Controlled 

The  operator  of  a loading  platform  or  collection 
center  for  the  assembling  of  dead  animals,  poultry,  fish, 
and  parts  of  bodies  thereof  shall  maintain  the  platform 
or  collection  center  in  such  sanitary  manner  as  to 
eliminate  insofar  as  possible  all  odors  and  insects.  The 
licensee  shall  provide  and  have  available  and  use  suf- 
ficient chemicals  approved  by  the  Department  to  control 
the  insects  and  odor  at  all  times.  All  dead  animals, 
poultry,  fish,  and  parts  of  bodies  thereof  to  be  processed 
at  a rendering  plant  shall  be  picked  up  at  the  loading 
platform  or  collection  center  and  transported  to  the 
rendering  plant  daily,  except  during  extremely  cold 
weather. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO 
DISEASED  ANIMALS 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  169,  Section  2 of 
“An  Act  to  revise  the  law  in  relation  to  the  suppres- 
sion, prevention  and  extirpation  of  contagious  and 
infectious  diseases  among  domestic  animals”,  ap- 
proved July  23,  1943,  as  amended. 

REGULATION  I 

No  animal  that  is  affected  with  or  has  recently  been 
exposed  to  any  infectious,  contagious,  or  communicable 
disease  shall  be  shipped  or  transported  in  any  manner, 
or  moved  into  the  State  of  Illinois  except  as  permitted 
by  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  ex- 
cept those  animals  affected  with  such  diseases  which 
are  approved  for  interstate  shipment  by  the  United 
States  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division  for  imme- 
diate slaughter  and  are  consigned  direct  to  a recognized 
slaughtering  center. 

REGULATION  II 

Obligation  of  Transportation  Company  and 

Truck  Operators 

Before  accepting  any  livestock  or  dogs  for  shipment 
into  the  State  of  Illinois  or  consigned  to  points  within 
the  State  of  Illinois,  except  to  public  stockyards,  every 
person,  transportation  company,  or  truck  operator  shall 
require  that  a certificate  of  health,  or  permit,  or  federal 
inspection  certificate  as  required  in  the  regulations  of 
the  Department,  be  furnished  them  to  be  attached  to 
the  waybill  and  accompany  the  livestock  or  dog  to  its 
destination.  Such  person,  transportation  company  or 
truck  operator  shall  have  the  certificate  of  health,  or 
permit,  or  federal  inspection  certificate,  in  his  or  its 
possession  at  all  times  from  the  loading  of  such  live- 
stock to  the  delivery  of  the  livestock  at  its  destination, 
and  available  for  inspection  upon  demand. 

Waybill  shall  consist  of  names  of  consignor  and 
consignee,  number  and  description  of  animals.  Waybill 
shall  accompany  all  animals  consigned  to  public  stock- 
yards. 


REGULATION  III 

Report  of  Transportation  Companies  and 
Truck  Operators  Required 

Every  person,  transportation  company,  or  truck  op- 
erator transporting  cattle,  swine,  or  sheep  into  Illinois 
from  points  without  the  State  consigned  or  delivered 
to  other  than  a public  stockyards  or  specifically  ap- 
proved Marketing  Centers  shall,  within  24  hours  after 
such  livestock  is  unloaded  in  the  State,  report  to  the 
Division  giving  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignor, 
the  location  of  the  loading  point,  the  name  and  address 
of  the  consignee,  the  location  of  the  unloading  point, 
and  the  number,  sex,  and  breed  of  the  livestock. 
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REGULATION  IV 
Truck  Cleaning  and  Disinfection 

Any  truck  or  other  conveyance  in  which  diseased 
livestock  is  transported  shall  be  cleaned  and  disin- 
fected immediately  after  the  diseased  livestock  is  un- 
loaded. 


REGULATION  V 

Sanitation  of  Yards,  Pens,  Premises,  Rail  Cars, 
Trucks,  and  Other  Vehicles  Used  in  the 
Conveyance  of  Swine 

In  the  case  of  swine  moving  interstate  or  intrastate 
it  is  ordered  that  where  vesicular  exanthema  is  found 
en  route  or  at  destination  all  yards,  pens,  premises,  rail 
cars,  trucks,  and  other  vehicles  used  in  the  conveyance 
of  said  swine  shall  be  cleaned  and  disinfected  at  the 
owner’s  expense  under  the  supervision  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  State  of  Illinois. 

REGULATION  VI 

Disposal  of  Sick,  Diseased,  or  Crippled  Animals 
at  Stockyards 

No  person,  firm,  or  corporation  shall  remove  from 
any  public  stockyards  any  sick,  diseased,  or  crippled 
animals  for  the  purpose  of  producing  meat  to  be  sold 
for  human  consumption,  except  in  case  where  the  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  Industry  releases  such  animals  after 
ante  mortem  inspection,  provided  that  this  restriction 
shall  not  apply  to  any  slaughter  house  where  federal 
inspection  is  maintained. 

REGULATION  VII 

Sale  of  Livestock  Quarantined  Because  of  Disease 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  statute  and/or  regu- 
lation, the  sale  of  livestock  quarantined  because  of  dis- 
ease or  exposure  to  disease  is  prohibited  unless  permis- 
sion of  the  Division  is  first  obtained.  The  Division  will 
then  prescribe  the  conditions  under  which  such  sale  may 
be  made. 


REGULATION  VIII 

Copy  of  Health  Certificate  Shall  Be  Furnished 

A copy  of  the  certificate  of  health  under  which  live- 
stock is  brought  into  the  State  of  Illinois,  bearing  the 
approval  or,  if  not  approved,  the  disapproval  of  the 
Livestock  Sanitary  Official  of  the  state  of  origin,  shall 
be  furnished  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

All  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  of  animals 
which  are  intended  for  interstate  movement  shall  be 
made  at  a state  or  federal  laboratory,  or  a laboratory 
approved  by  the  proper  Livestock  Sanitary  Official  of 
state  of  origin. 


REGULATION  IX 

Health  Certificates  Not  To  Be  Altered 

No  person  shall  change  the  names,  numbers,  words, 
or  phrases  upon  an  official  health  certificate  or  permit 
to  evade  the  provisions  of  the  law. 
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REGULATION  X 
Requests  for  Permits 

Requests  for  entry  permits  shall  be  direct  to  the 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  Springfield,  Illinois,  and 
shall  set  forth  the  following  information:  Name  and 

address  of  Illinois  consignee,  number  and  kind  of  ani- 
mals, origin  of  shipment,  and  if  for  cattle,  the  age,  sex, 
and  breed  of  the  cattle. 

Requirements  for  the  exhibition  of  livestock  may 
be  secured  from  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry, 
State  Pair  Grounds,  Springfield,  Illinois. 

There  are  no  entry  requirements  for  poultry.  Ex- 
hibition requirements  may  be  obtained  from  the  Illinois 
Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  Springfield,  Illinois. 

REGULATION  XI 
Identification  Ear  Tags  for  Cattle 

All  livestock  tested  and  all  cattle  vaccinated  with 
brucella  vaccine  in  the  State  of  Illinois  shall  be  identi- 
fied by  an  ear  tag  placed  in  the  right  ear,  which  tag 
shall  bear  a prefix  number  or  letter  followed  by  the 
number  on  the  face  of  the  tag,  and  on  the  reverse 
side  shall  bear  the  word,  “Illinois.” 

Except  that  purebred  registered  animals  may  be 
identified  for  test  or  vaccination  by  the  purebred  regis- 
tration number  or  individual  registration  breed  tattoo. 

REGULATION  XII 

Identification  Tags  Not  To  Be  Removed 

No  person  shall  remove  identification  tags,  num- 
bers, or  brands  from  livestock  to  evade  the  provisions 
of  the  law. 


REGULATION  XIII 
Goats 

Goats  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  official  health 
certificate  showing  them  to  be  free  from  communicable 
and  infectious  diseases  and  including  a report  of  nega- 
tive test  to  brucellosis  within  30  days  of  entry. 

All  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  of  animals 
which  are  intended  for  interstate  movement  shall  be 
made  at  a state  or  federal  laboratory,  or  a laboratory 
approved  by  the  proper  Livestock  Sanitary  Official  of 
state  of  origin. 

The  reading  of  the  agglutination  test  is  according  to 
Table  2,  following,  and  shall  be  used  to  classify  the 
results  of  any  brucellosis  blood  test  for  brucellosis  in 
goats.

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REGULATION  XIV 

Test — Report  and  Quarantine  Required 

All  diagnostic  tests  conducted  for  the  detection  of 
brucellosis  in  goats  shall  be  classified  according  to 
Diagnostic  Table  No.  2 (Regulation  No.  XIII)  and  re- 
ported to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

When  reactors  to  the  brucellosis  test  are  revealed, 
the  entire  herd  is  placed  under  quarantine.  The  reactors 
shall  be  immediately  isolated,  tagged  in  the  left  ear 
with  a reactor  tag  and  disposed  of  only  for  immediate 
slaughter.  When  a report  of  disposal  has  been  made 
to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  the  premises 
cleaned  and  disinfected  following  the  removal  of  react- 
ing animals,  the  entire  herd  shall  be  subjected  to  retests 
at  intervals  of  not  less  than  30  days  until  two  con- 
secutive negative  tests  are  obtained,  when  the  quaran- 
tine may  be  released. 


REGULATION  XV 

Disposal  of  Reactors  and  Herds  or  Animals 

Under  Quarantine 

Reactors  shall  be  shipped  direct  for  slaughter  to 
stockyards  under  Federal  inspection  accompanied  by 
State  Form  C-24  and  shipment  reported  to  the  Divi- 
sion. If  stockyard  is  located  outside  of  Illinois,  they 
shall  be  accompanied  by  Federal  Form  ADE  1-27. 

Animals  from  herds  under  quarantine  may  be  shipped 
by  the  owner  direct  to  public  stockyards  or  through 
specifically  approved  Marketing  Centers  accompanied 
by  State  Form  C-24  to  be  sold  for  slaughter  only  and 
shipment  reported  to  the  Division. 

REGULATION  XVI 
Horses,  Mules  and  Asses 

All  horses,  mules  and  asses  transported  or  moved 
into  Illinois  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  official  inter- 
state health  certificate  showing  such  animals  to  be  free 
from  infectious  or  communicable  diseases  as  evidenced 
by  veterinary  examination  within  30  days  of  shipment, 
except  those  horses  consigned  to  a licensed  slaughterer. 

REGULATION  XVII 

Permit  for  Use  of  Anthrax  Vaccine  Required 

No  anthrax  vaccine  shall  be  used  within  the  State  of 
Illinois  unless  the  veterinarian  has  secured  a permit 
from  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  for  its  use.  Per- 
mits will  be  granted  for  the  use  of  anthrax  vaccine 
only  in  areas  where  the  disease  is  known  to  exist  or 
has  been  known  to  exist. 

REGULATION  XVIII 
Sale  of  Anthrax  Vaccine 

No  anthrax  vaccine  shall  be  sold  within  the  State 
of  Illinois  except  to  licensed  veterinarians  who  have 
received  a permit  from  the  Division  of  Livestock  Indus- 
try for  the  use  of  such  vaccine  on  designated  premises 
or  within  a specified  area. 
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REGULATION  XIX 

Quarantine  of  Animals  and  Premises  Required 

When  any  animals  are  vaccinated  against  anthrax, 
the  premises  and  all  animals  thereon  shall  he  placed 
under  quarantine. 


REGULATION  XX 

Limitation  of  Sale  of  Erysipelothrix  insidiosa 
(formerly  designated  as  Erysipelothrix  rhusiopathiae) 

Vaccine 

Manufacturers  and  distributors  or  agents  shall  not 
sell  or  distribute  Erysipelothrix  insidiosa  (formerly 
designated  as  Erysipelothrix  rhusiopathiae)  vaccine  to 
any  person  in  the  State  of  Illinois  except  a licensed,  ac- 
credited veterinarian. 

REGULATION  XXI 
Scrapie 

No  sheep  which  are  known  to  be  infected  with  scrapie, 
and  no  progeny  of  sheep  known  to  be  infected  with 
scrapie,  may  be  transported  or  moved  into  the  State 
of  Illinois. 


REGULATION  XXII 
Blue  Tongue 

No  sheep  infected  with  or  exposed  to  blue  tongue, 
and  no  sheep  from  an  area  under  quarantine  because 
of  blue  tongue,  may  be  transported  or  moved  into  the 
State  of  Illinois. 


REGULATION  XXIII 
Scabies  Infestation  Shall  Be  Reported 

All  cases  of  scabies  infestation  in  cattle,  sheep,  and 
goats  shall  be  immediately  reported  to  the  Division 
of  Livesto<’k  Industry. 

REGULATION  XXIV 
Cattle  Scabies 

1.  Official  Spraying  Procedures  and  Sprays.  The 

following  specified  procedures  and  sprays  are  recognized 
by  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  as  official  for  the 
control  and  eradication  of  scabies  in  cattle,  and  when 
reference  is  made  to  spraying  in  these  Regulations,  one 
of  the  following  procedures  shall  have  been  followed. 
Sprayed  ) (a)  with  a recognized  toxaphene  spray,  or 
twice  ((b)  with  a lime  and  sulphur  solution,  or 

at  10-day  T (c)  other  spray  specified  by  the  Animal 

intervals  ' Disease  Eradication  Division. 

2.  No  cattle  infested  with  scabies  mites  shall  be 
brought  into  the  State  of  Illinois. 

3.  Cattle  recently  exposed  to  scabies  mites  may 
enter  the  State  of  Illinois  when  accompanied  by  an 
official  interstate  health  certificate  showing  that  the 
cattle  meet  the  tuberculosis  and  brucellosis  entry  re- 
quirements and  are  free  from  contagious,  infectious  or 
communicable  diseases,  and  that  they  have  been  sprayed 
twice  in  compliance  with  official  spray  procedures  as 
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mentioned  in  these  Regulations.  A copy  of  the  health 
certificate  bearing  the  approval  of  the  Livestock  Sanitary 
Official  of  the  state  of  origin  shall  he  filed  with  the 
Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

4.  Illinois  cattle  exposed  to  scabies:  The  Depart- 

ment may  require  that  any  cattle  within  the  State  which 
have  been  exposed  to  scabies  mites  be  sprayed  in  com- 
pliance with  official  spraying  procedures.  Failure  by 
the  owner  or  his  agent  to  comply  with  this  requirement 
will  result  in  a quarantine  of  the  animals  on  the  premises 
and  will  subject  the  owner  to  the  penalties  provided 
by  law  for  failure  to  comply  with  State  regulations. 

5.  All  cattle  within  the  State  known  to  be  infested 
with  scabies  mites  shall  be  placed  under  quarantine  and 
are  required  to  be  sprayed  in  compliance  with  official 
spraying  procedures;  premises  shall  be  thoroughly 
cleaned  and  disinfected. 

The  quarantine  will  remain  in  effect  until  the  Divi- 
sion receives  a report  from  a licensed  veterinarian 
stating  that  upon  examination  made  not  less  than  30 
days  after  date  of  last  spraying  cattle  were  found  free 
of  scabies  mites  and  that  the  premises  occupied  by  the 
infested  cattle  were  properly  cleaned  and  disinfected. 
Failure  by  the  owner  or  his  agent  to  comply  with  this 
regulation  will  subject  the  owner  to  the  penalties  pro- 
vided by  law  for  failure  to  comply  with  State  regulations. 

REGULATION  XXV 
Sheep  Scabies 

1.  No  sheep  infested  with  or  exposed  to  scabies  shall 
be  moved  into  or  within  the  State  for  any  purpose, 
except  as  provided  in  these  Regulations. 

2.  All  sheep  loaned,  traded,  exchanged,  or  sold  for 
purposes  other  than  immediate  slaughter  directly 
to  a public  stockyard  where  Federal  inspection  is 
maintained  or  to  a recognized  slaughtering  center 
shall  have  been  dipped  in  accordance  with  these 
Regulations  within  30  days  of  transfer,  and  dipping 
certified  by  a State  or  Federal  employee,  accredited 
veterinarian,  or  an  approved  commercial  dipper. 
They  shall  be  accompanied  by  a dipping  certificate 
signed  by  a State  or  Federal  employee,  or  accredited 
veterinarian,  or  an  approved  commercial  dipper, 
a copy  of  which  shall  be  sent  to  the  Division  of 
Livestock  Industry,  Springfield,  giving  name  of 
owner,  number  and  kind  of  sheep,  date  of  dipping, 
dip  used,  and  purpose  for  dipping. 

Provided,  however,  that  for  the  period  of  12:01 
a.m.  of  December  1st  of  each  year  until  12:01  a.m. 
of  April  1st  of  the  following  year,  this  paragraph  and 
the  rule  of  subparagraph  “2”  of  Rule  XIII  of  the 
“Rules  and  Regulations  Relating  to  Community 
Sales,”  shall  not  apply  to  sheep  from  Illinois  flocks 
not  reasonably  suspected  of,  or  the  owner  not  having- 
knowledge  or  reasonable  grounds  to  suspect  said 
sheep  of  being  infested  with,  or  of  their  having  been 
exposed  to  the  disease  known  as  “scabies.”  Sheep 
not  dipped  during  the  above  period  shall,  however, 
be  automatically  quarantined  at  the  owner’s  farm. 
Said  quarantine  shall  remain  in  effect  until  released 
by  the  Department  in  writing  after  application  in 
writing  by  the  owner  for  such  release.  At  all  times 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  or  person  having 
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charge  of  any  imported  sheep  to  have  same  dipped 
and  of  the  owner  of  any  Illinois  sheep  having  knowl- 
edge of  or  reasonable  grounds  to  suspect  the  exist- 
ence among  said  Illinois  sheep  of  the  disease  known 
as  “scabies,”  or  any  other  contagious  or  infectious 
diseases,  to  fully  comply  with  all  of  the  provisions 
of  this  and  other  regulations  including  the  dipping 
of  said  sheep  before,  during  and  after  the  above 
described  dates. 

3.  Sheep  breeders  may  dip  their  flocks,  provided  the 
entire  flock  is  dipped  at  least  once  each  six  months 
in  accordance  with  these  regulations,  and  pro- 
vided sheep  are  not  infested  with  or  have  not  re- 
cently been  exopsed  to  scabies.  Sheep  breeders  shall 
register  such  dipping  with  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Industry  by  furnishing  a report  of  each  six-month 
dipping  certified  by  a State  or  Federal  employee,  or 
accredited  veterinarian,  or  approved  commercial 
dipper,  giving  name  and  address  of  owner,  number 
and  kind  of  sheep,  date  of  dipping,  and  dip  used. 
Sheep  so  dipped  and  reported  may  be  sold  for  any 
purpose  intrastate  following  second  dipping  without 
additional  dipping. 

4.  Feeder  sheep  imported  from  scab-free  areas  of  the 
United  States  and  not  mixed  with  sheep  from  in- 
fested or  eradication  areas  may  be  sold  without 
dipping  and  placed  under  quarantine  for  inspec- 
tion not  less  than  30  nor  more  than  60  days  after 
entry,  and  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart  from 
all  other  sheep  while  under  quarantine. 

5.  Sheep  infested  with  or  exposed  to  scabies  may  be 
sold  for  immediate  slaughter  within  the  State  to 
stockyards  where  State  or  Federal  inspection  is 
maintained,  or  to  a recognized  slaughtering  center, 
to  be  slaughtered  within  10  days,  after  owner  has 
applied  for  and  received  permission  from  the  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  Industry.  The  request  for  per- 
mit shall  give  the  owner’s  name  and  address,  num- 
ber and  kind  of  sheep,  the  name  and  address  of 
commission  firm  or  slaughtering  establishment 
sheep  will  be  consigned  to,  date  of  shipment;  name 
and  kind  of  carrier,  such  as  make  and  license  num- 
ber of  truck,  and  truck  operator’s  name,  if  by  rail, 
railroad  car  number  and  name  of  carrier.  After  un- 
loading infested  or  exposed  sheep,  conveyance  shall 
be  immediately  cleaned  and  disinfected. 

6.  Infested  sheep  will  be  permitted  movement  for  any 
purpose  after  they  have  been  dipped  twice  10  to  14 
days  apart  in  a permitted  dip  under  supervision  of  a 
State  or  Federal  inspector,  and  certified  by  such 
inspector. 

7.  All  sheep  in  a certain  flock  or  shipment  in  which 
the  disease  of  scabies  is  present  shall  be  classed  as 
infested  sheep,  and  none  of  them  shall  be  offered 
for  sale  or  movement  until  dipped  as  provided  in 
No.  6,  or  for  immediate  slaughter  according  to 
No.  5 of  these  Regulations.  The  practice  of  “pick- 
ing” a flock — that  is,  removing  sheep  which  are  visi- 
bly infested — and  then  offering  any  portion  of  the  re- 
maining for  either  inspection,  movement,  or  sale  is 
prohibited.  All  persons  are  required  to  report  all 
scabies  suspicious  and  infested  sheep  to  the  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  Industry. 

8.  The  dipping  of  sheep  other  than  those  infested  with 
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or  exposed  to  scabies  shall  be  according  to  these 
regulations  and  at  the  owner’s  expense.  Those 
flocks  found  infested  with  or  exposed  to  scabies  will 
be  dipped  in  the  State-owned  portable  dipping  vats 
or  other  approved  dipping  vats  under  supervision 
of  State  or  Federal  employees  and  only  the  material 
used  to  dip  the  sheep  will  be  supplied  at  the  owner’s 
expense. 

9.  Permitted  dips: 

a.  Toxaphene — 3 quarts  to  100  gallons  of  water 
which  makes  a solution  of  0.5%  at  40°  to  80°  F. 
temperature.  Sheep  dipped  in  this  material  shall 
not  be  offered  for  slaughter  within  30  days  of 
dipping,  or 

b.  Other  dipping  preparations  recognized  by  the 
U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  Illinois 
Department  of  Agriculture. 

REGULATION  XXVI 
Breeding  Sheep 

All  sheep  entering  Illinois  for  breeding  purposes  shall 
be  accompanied  by  an  official  health  certificate  issued 
by  an  accredited,  approved  veterinarian  or  a veterinarian 
of  the  Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division.  Health 
certificate  shall  indicate  the  sheep  have  been  examined 
within  30  days  of  entry  and  found  free  of  scabies  and 
all  other  infectious  or  communicable  diseases,  have  not 
recently  been  exposed  to  such  diseases,  and  have  been 
dipped  for  scabies  in  accordance  with  these  Regulations. 

REGULATION  XXVII 
Feeder  Sheep  and  Lambs 

Sheep  for  feeding  or  grazing  purposes  originating 
in  states  free  of  scabies  or  in  scabies-free  areas  in 
states  known  to  have  scabies  infestation  may  be  shipped 
or  moved  into  Illinois  direct  from  states  or  through 
public  stockyards  without  dipping  when  accompanied 
by  either  an  official  health  certificate,  or  federal  in- 
spection certificate,  or  special  entry  permit  from  the 
Division,  provided  that  in  transit  such  sheep  are  not 
mixed  with  sheep  from  infested  or  eradication  areas. 
They  are  subject  to  quarantine  at  destination.  Such 
sheep  shall  be  examined  for  scabies  by  a qualified  vet- 
erinarian not  sooner  than  30  days  nor  more  than  60  days 
after  date  of  arrival.  A report  of  the  examination  shall 
be  furnished  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  by  the 
veterinarian.  If  upon  examination  the  sheep  are  found 
free  of  scabies,  the  quarantine  will  be  released.  If 
scabies  infestation  is  found,  the  entire  flock  shall  be 
dipped  in  accordance  with  official  Illinois  dipping  pro- 
cedures. All  such  dipping  will  be  at  the  expense  of 
the  owner.  The  quarantine  will  remain  in  effect  until 
released  by  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry. 

REGULATION  XXVIII 

Sheep  for  Feeding  or  Grazing  Purposes 

Sheep  for  feeding  or  grazing  purposes  originating 
in  areas  in  which  scabies  infestation  is  known  to  exist 
shall  be  accompanied  by  an  official  interstate  health 
certificate  or  federal  inspection  certificate  showing  the 
sheep  to  have  been  dipped  in  accordance  with  official 
Illinois  dipping  procedures. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO 
GARBAGE  FEEDING 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  200,  Section  9 of 
“An  Act  in  relation  to  garbage  fed  to  swine,  other 
animals  or  poultry  and  providing  penalties  for  the 
violation  thereof”,  approved  May  1,  1953,  as  amended. 

REGULATION  I 

Any  person  feeding  garbage  to  swine,  other  animals, 
or  poultry  on  premises  where  swine  are  kept,  within 
the  State  of  Illinois  shall  comply  with  the  following: 

1.  All  garbage  fed  to  livestock  or  swine  shall  be 
cooked  before  feeding,  and  unless  the  garbage  is 
of  a liquid  nature  or  content,  shall  be  supplemented 
with  a minimum  of  25%  by  volume  of  water  before 
the  cooking  process  is  started. 

2.  Garbage  shall  be  heated  under  agitation  to  a 
temperature  of  212°  F.  and  held  at  that  point  or 
higher  for  a period  of  time  of  not  less  than  thirty 
(30)  minutes.  This  may  be  accomplished  by  the  fol- 
lowing methods: 

a.  Direct  fire  to  kettle,  or 

b.  Steam  injection,  or 

c.  Steel  jacket  kettle,  or 

d.  Pressure  cooker,  or 

e.  Submerged  coil. 

3.  A recording  thermometer  shall  be  used,  with  the 
temperature  taken  at  points  not  closer  to  the  source 
of  heat  than  the  thermometer  is  located  from  the 
farthest  area  of  the  garbage.  In  short,  the  ther- 
mometer shall  not  be  closer  to  the  heat  than  it  is 
from  the  outside  at  the  farthest  point.  Such  re- 
cordings shall  be  kept  by  the  operator  and  made 
available  to  the  representatives  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  for  examination  and  transfer  to  the 
Division  files. 

4.  If  storage  space  is  required,  it  shall  be  of  suf- 
ficient capacity  constructed  of  concrete  for  the  stor- 
age of  all  garbage  prior  to  the  cooking. 

5.  Upon  the  receipt  of  an  application  for  a permit 
to  fe^  garbage,  the  Director  shall  cause  an  inspec- 
tion to  be  made  of  the  premises  to  determine  whether 
the  location  and  construction  of  facilities  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  pertaining  to  the  cooking 
of  garbage  and  sanitation. 

6.  Solid  feeding  platforms,  and  troughs  of  an  im- 
pervious material,  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  be 
convenient  and  handy  for  adequate  cleaning,  ster- 
ilization, and  sanitation  purposes. 

7.  An  ample  water  supply  under  pressure  shall  be 
provided  to  properly  clean  the  feeding  area  and  an 
approved  drainage  system  connected  to  a sewer,  sep- 
tic tank  or  cesspool  of  proper  capacity  shall  be 
provided  for  all  cleaning  operations. 

8.  The  premises  on  which  garbage  is  fed  shall  be 
maintained  in  a sanitary  condition  satisfactory  to 
the  rules  and  requirements  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  with  reference  thereto. 
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REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  A 
MARKETING  CENTER 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  121Y2,  Paragraph  215a,  Section  8a 
of  “An  Act  in  relation  to  the  licensing  and  regulation 
of  community  sales”,  approved  July  15,  1941,  as 
amended. 


REGULATION  I 

“Marketing  Center”  means  a licensed  community 
sale  which  has  been  so  designated  by  the  Illinois  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  and  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  as  a Marketing  Center  after  having 
qualified  under  regulations  of  the  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  the  United  States  Department  of  Ag- 
riculture. 


REGULATION  II 

A Marketing  Center  shall  be  operated  under  the 
supervision  of  an  accredited,  approved  veterinarian 
employed  by  the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture. 

REGULATION  III 

All  out-of-state  livestock  consigned  to  a Marketing 
Center  shall  be  accompanied  from  point  of  origin  by  a 
permit  issued  by  the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture 
or  by  a document  (described  in  the  law  as  a consign- 
ment), issued  by  the  owner  or  shipper  of  the  livestock, 
designating  the  name  of  the  owner  or  shipper,  place  of 
origin,  stockyards,  packing  plant,  or  Marketing  Center 
of  destination,  date  of  shipment,  number  and  descrip- 
tion of  livestock,  and  that  the  livestock  in  said  con- 
signment are  free  from  any  known  contagious  or  in- 
fectious disease,  certified  to  by  the  owner  or  shipper, 
kept  in  the  possession  of  the  carrier  and  delivered  to 
and  accepted  by  the  stockyards,  packing  plant,  or  Mar- 
keting Center  of  destination. 

REGULATION  IV 

The  consignment  delivered  with  livestock  at  a Mar- 
keting Center  shall  be  held  by  the  stockyards,  packing 
plant,  or  Marketing  Center  for  a period  of  not  less  than 
6 months  for  inspection  by  legally  authorized  officials 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  or  the 
Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture,  or  other  officials 
having  police  powers. 

REGULATION  V 

No  livestock  sold  at  a Marketing  Center  for  inter- 
state shipment  shall  be  released  by  the  Marketing  Cen- 
ter management  until  the  shipment  complies  with  the 
requirements  of  the  state  to  which  the  livestock  fs  to 
be  shipped. 


REGULATION  VI 

The  accredited  approved  veterinarian  who  is  ap- 
proved by  the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture  shall 
inspect  all  livestock  consigned  to  the  Marketing  Center 
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at  the  time  the  consignment  arrives  at  the  Marketing 
Center,  provided  the  consignment  arrives  during  usual 
working  hours.  No  animal  shall  be  sold  until  approved 
for  sale  by  the  veterinarian.  Sales  of  livestock  through 
a Marketing  Center  shall  conform  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Illinois  laws  and  regulations.  The  veterinarian  shall 
be  present  at  the  Marketing  Center  when  consignments 
of  livestock  arrive,  and  shall  remain  at  the  Marketing 
Center  until  all  animals  are  sold  and  all  of  the  require- 
ments for  their  removal  and  disposition  have  been  fully 
complied  with.  The  veterinarian  shall  approve  or  dis- 
approve the  sanitary  condition  of  the  Marketing  Center. 
The  Marketing  Center  shall  provide  receiving  pens  for 
livestock  that  arrive  at  night  or  other  than  regular 
hours.  Such  animals  shall  not  be  removed  from  the 
receiving  pens  until  they  have  been  examined  by  the 
Marketing  Center  veterinarian  and  he  has  authorized 
the  sale  or  removal  of  such  animals. 

REGULATION  VII 

The  management  of  the  Marketing  Center  shall  clean 
and  disinfect,  or  cause  to  be  cleaned  and  disinfected, 
all  pens,  alleyways,  sale  rings,  loading  and  unloading 
chutes  as  required  by  and  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Marketing  Center  veterinarian. 

REGULATION  VIII 

Except  as  provided  by  law  and  Departmental  regula- 
tions, no  livestock  showing  clinical  or  physical  evidence 
of  disease  may  be  sold  through  any  Marketing  Center 
for  any  purpose,  except  where  animals  are  determined 
to  be  reactors  to  the  tuberculosis  or  brucellosis  test 
after  having  been  received  and  tested  at  the  Marketing 
Center. 


REGULATION  IX 

Each  Marketing  Center  shall  provide  a quarantine 
pen  for  each  of  the  following  classes  of  animals:  cattle, 
sheep,  and  swine;  and  a separate  chute  for  loading  of 
diseased  animals. 


REGULATION  X 

All  alleyways,  pens,  and  chutes  which  have  become 
contaminated  shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  disin- 
fected immediately  following  the  removal  of  the  dis- 
eased animals. 


REGULATION  XI 

All  animals  that  are  classified  as  diseased  animals, 
either  by  test  or  clinical  examination  by  the  veterin- 
arian in  charge  of  the  Marketing  Center,  shall  be  placed 
in  the  quarantine  pens  and  placed  under  lock  and  key 
by  the  veterinarian  or  his  agent  and  shall  remain  in 
such  condition  until  released  by  the  veterinarian  to  be 
moved  for  slaughter  to  a recognized  slaughtering  center 
where  federal  meat  inspection  is  maintained,  or  to  a 
licensed  dead  animal  disposal  plant,  or  may  be  returned 
to  the  premises  of  the  owner  and  placed  under  quaran- 
tine by  permission  of  the  Marketing  Center  veterinarian. 
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REGULATION  XII 


The  veterinarian  shall  be  responsible  for  a report 
to  the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  Illinois  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  of  all  tests  of  animals  that  are 
sold  at  the  Marketing  Center  following  each  day’s  sale, 
and  a report  showing  the  names,  addresses,  number, 
description,  sex,  breed  of  all  animals  that  are  subject 
to  quarantine.  The  veterinarian  shall  also  report  the 
disposition  of  any  diseased  livestock,  giving  name  and 
address  of  the  owner  or  consignor  and  the  name  and 
address  of  the  recognized  slaughtering  center  to  which 
the  diseased  animals  were  moved,  and/or  other  dispo- 
sition. 


REGULATION  XIII 

The  floors  of  all  pens,  alleys,  and  sale  rings  shall  be 
concrete,  black  top,  or  other  impervious  material.  Such 
floors  and  pens  shall  be  provided  with  drainage  for 
flushing.  Hard-surfaced  pens,  alleys  and  sale  rings 
shall,  before  each  sale,  be  covered  with  tanbark,  sand, 
or  other  material  to  remove  unnecessary  hazard  to 
livestock. 


REGULATION  XIV 

All  Marketing  Centers  shall  possess  a power  spray 
or  steam  cleaner  in  order  that  cleaning  and  disinfecting 
may  be  completed  under  pressure. 

REGULATION  XV 

All  Marketing  Centers  shall  be  equipped  with  a 
dipping  vat  wherein  sheep  and  swine  shall  be  dipped, 
when  required  by  the  Marketing  Center  veterinarian  or 
authorized  representative  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture. 


REGULATION  XVI 

A roofed  area  shall  be  provided  to  protect  the  live- 
stock from  inclement  weather. 

REGULATION  XVII 

All  Marketing  Centers  shall  provide  an  office  for  the 
Marketing  Center  veterinarian,  and  shall  keep  the  office 
properly  painted  and  cleaned.  It  shall  be  properly 
lighted,  heated,  screened,  ventilated,  and  shall  be 
equipped  with  storage  space  for  the  veterinarian’s  bio- 
logical products,  with  an  electric  refrigerator,  sink, 
running  water  and  sewer  connections,  and  shall  be  kept 
at  all  times  in  a sanitary  condition. 

REGULATION  XVIII 

The  veterinarian’s  office  or  laboratory  is  for  his  use 
entirely  and  is  not  to  be  used  for  other  purposes  or  by 
other  personnel. 


REGULATION  XIX 

The  sale  ring  shall  be  properly  painted,  and  shall 
be  kept  in  a clean,  sanitary  condition  at  all  times. 
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REGULATION  XX 


The  Marketing  Center  shall  provide  a suitable  chute 
to  restrain  all  animals  that  are  to  be  tested,  and  shall 
provide  proper  pens  for  swine  that  are  to  be  vaccinated, 
in  close  proximity  to  the  veterinarian’s  office  or  labora- 
tory. 


REGULATION  XXI 

All  Marketing  Centers  shall  exercise  reasonable  care 
and  promptness  in  respect  to  unloading,  feeding,  water- 
ing, weighing,  and  transporting  of  livestock  to  prevent 
injury,  death,  or  avoidable  losses. 

REGULATION  XXII 

All  Marketing  Centers  shall  have  an  ample  supply 
of  clean  water  under  pressure  at  all  times.  All  troughs 
and  other  receptacles  shall  be  kept  clean  at  all  times. 


REGULATION  XXIII 

Each  operator  of  a Marketing  Center  shall  keep  the 
following  records  for  each  lot  of  livestock  consigned 
to  or  sold  through  such  Marketing  Center: 

1.  Name  and  address  of  the  consignor; 

2.  Description  of  the  livestock,  including  the  kind, 
approximate  age,  sex,  breed,  and  any  marks, 
brands,  or  other  distinguishing  or  identifying 
marks ; 

3.  The  method  by  which  such  property  was  delivered 
to  the  Marketing  Center,  and  in  the  case  of  prop- 
erty delivered  by  motor  vehicle,  the  name  of  the 
operator,  make  or  manufacture  of  vehicle,  and 
state  license  number  of  such  motor  vehicle; 

4.  Name  and  address  of  the  purchaser  of  said  live- 
stock; 

5.  The  price  for  which  the  livestock  was  sold  or 
exchanged,  and  the  commission  or  other  fee 
charged  by  the  Marketing  Center. 

Such  records  shall  be  kept  by  the  operator  of  the 
Marketing  Center  at  the  establishment  or  premises  or 
such  other  convenient  place  as  may  be  approved  by  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  Illi- 
nois Department  of  Agriculture.  Such  records  shall  at 
all  reasonable  times  be  open  for  inspection  by  legally 
authorized  officials  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture 
or  other  officials  having  police  powers,  and  shall  be 
retained  and  preserved  for  a period  of  at  least  2 years. 

REGULATION  XXIV 

All  out-of-state  female  cattle  of  the  beef  breeds  and 
steers  may  be  shipped  or  transported  to  a specifically 
approved  Marketing  Center  in  the  State  of  Illinois  when 
accompanied  by  a document  described  in  the  law  as  a 
“Consignment”.  Such  animals  shall  comply  with  Illinois 
laws  and  regulations  before  being  released  from  the 
Marketing  Center. 
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REGULATION  XXV 


A report  of  the  receipts  of  all  out-of-state  cattle  or 
other  livestock  shall  be  made  to  the  Illinois  Department 
of  Agriculture,  Division  of  Livestock  Industry,  on  forms 
to  be  furnished  by  the  Department  (Form  M-106A)  im- 
mediately following  each  day’s  sale,  or  at  the  end  of 
each  week  if  the  Marketing  Center  operates  more  than 
one  day  each  week,  whichever  the  case  may  be. 


REGULATION  XXVI 

The  Marketing  Center  shall  provide  a dial  system 
scale  which  shows  balance  and  weight,  or  a stamping 
beam  scale  with  balance  indicator  for  the  weighing  of 
livestock  sold  by  weight  at  such  Marketing  Center. 


REGULATION  XXVII 

The  designation  of  a Marketing  Center  may  be  re- 
moved, after  a hearing  by  the  Director  of  Agriculture 
or  his  designated  representatives,  when  it  has  been 
shown  that  such  Marketing  Center  has  failed  or  refused 
to  comply  with  the  laws  and  regulations  pertaining 
thereto. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO 
COMMUNITY  SALES 

Pursuant  to  Chapter  121Y2,  Paragraph  218,  Section  11 
of  “An  Act  in  relation  to  the  licensing  and  regulation 
of  community  sales”  approved  July  15,  1941,  as 
amended. 


REGULATION  I 

Fee  to  Accompany  Application  Not  To  Be  Refunded 

The  application  for  license  to  operate  a community 
sale  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  license  fee.  In  no 
case  will  this  fee  be  refunded. 

REGULATION  II 

Release  of  Livestock  for  Interstate  Shipment 

No  livestock  sold  at  community  sales  for  interstate 
shipment  shall  be  released  by  the  sale  management 
until  the  shipment  complies  with  the  requirements  of 
the  state  to  which  it  is  to  be  shipped. 

REGULATION  III 
Veterinary  Inspection 

The  official  community  sale  veterinarian  shall  in- 
spect all  livestock  consigned  to  the  sale  before  the  sale 
starts.  No  animal  shall  be  sold  until  approved  for  sale 
by  the  veterinarian.  Sale  of  livestock  through  a com- 
munity sale  shall  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Illinois  laws  and  regulations. 

The  veterinarian  shall  remain  at  the  sale  until  all 
animals  are  sold  and  all  of  the  requirements  for  their 
removal  and  disposition  have  been  fully  complied  with. 
The  veterinarian  shall  approve  or  disapprove  the  sani- 
tary condition  of  the  sales  barn  at  the  time  of  sale. 
No  sale  shall  be  permitted  until  the  sanitary  require- 
ments, as  stated  hereinafter,  are  complied  with  and 
approved  by  the  veterinarian  in  charge.  The  sanitary 
condition  of  the  sale  at  the  time  of  sale  shall  be  re- 
ported to  the  Department  by  the  veterinarian  indicating 
the  condition  thereof  as  “good”,  “fair”,  or  “poor”.  The 
veterinarian’s  reports  shall  be  completed  and  mailed  to 
the  Department  as  required  by  the  statutes. 

Except  as  provided  by  law  and  Departmental  regula- 
tions, no  livestock  showing  clinical  or  physical  evidence 
of  disease  may  be  sold  through  a community  sale  for 
any  purpose. 


REGULATION  IV 

Sick,  Diseased,  or  Crippled  Animals, 
Brucellosis  Reactors 

No  sick,  diseased,  or  crippled  animals  shall  be  con- 
signed to  a community  sale.  No  sick,  diseased,  or 
crippled  animals  shall  be  sold  through  a community 
sales  barn  except  as  provided  in  Regulations  V,  VI, 
and  X herein. 
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REGULATION  V 


Bovine  Brucellosis  Reactors  Found  on  Test 
at  Sales  Barn 

The  results  of  all  brucellosis  agglutination  blood 
tests  made  at  sales  barns  shall  be  classified  according 
to  the  official  Diagnostic  Tables  No.  1 and  No.  2:

Any  cattle  which,  upon  being  tested  for  brucellosis 
at  a community  sales  barn,  react  to  the  agglutination 
blood  test  shall  be  either  sold  through  the  sale  for 
immediate  slaughter  or  returned  to  the  premises  of  the 
consignor. 

If  they  are  sold  for  immediate  slaughter  they  shall 
be  positively  identified  and  branded  as  provided  by  the 
Illinois  Bovine  Brucellosis  Control  Law,  and  the  pur- 
chaser shall  sign  an  official  Quarantine  and  Certification 
of  Slaughter,  Form  C-24a,  (Federal  regulations  require 
that  brucellosis  reactors  moved  interstate  be  accom- 
panied by  Federal  Form  1-27.) 

If  they  are  returned  to  the  premises  of  the  consignor 
they  shall  be  quarantined  and  branded  as  provided  in 
Section  5 of  the  Illinois  Bovine  Brucellosis  Control 
Law. 


REGULATION  VI 

1.  Sale  of  Bovine  Brucellosis  Suspects 

Any  cattle  which,  upon  being  tested  for  brucellosis 
at  a community  sales  barn,  are  classified  as  suspects  ac- 
cording to  the  Official  Diagnostic  Tables  No.  1 or  No.  2 
shall  be  either  returned  to  the  premises  of  the  con- 
signor or  sold  through  the  sale  for  immediate  slaughter. 
If  they  are  sold  for  immediate  slaughter,  the  purchaser 
shall  sign  an  official  C-24a  report  of  sale  for  slaughter. 
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2.  Sale  of  Livestock  for  Immediate  Slaughter  or 

Shipment 

Females  and  bulls  over  6 months  of  age  may  be  sold 
without  brucellosis  test  or  vaccination  certificate  for 
immediate  slaughter  or  shipment.  The  purchaser  of 
all  livestock  for  immediate  slaughter  shall  sign  an  offi- 
cial certificate  of  slaughter  Form  C-37  except  those 
persons  recognized  by  affidavit  to  the  effect  that  the 
purchaser,  trucker,  or  buyer  deals  entirely  with  animals 
consigned  to  approved  slaughtering  establishment  or 
public  stockyards  under  State  or  Federal  supervision. 
All  persons  exempt  from  signing  certificate  of  slaughter 
Form  C-37  are  in  violation  of  this  exemption  if  any  live- 
stock is  purchased  for  other  than  slaughter  within  a 10- 
day  period  following  purchase.  If  slaughtered,  they  shall 
be  slaughtered  within  10  days  either  on  the  purchaser’s 
premises  or  taken  directly  by  him  to  slaughter  plant; 
if  shipped,  they  shall  be  shipped  by  the  purchaser  within 
10  days  and  shall  go  directly  to  approved  slaughtering 
establishment  or  public  stockyards  under  State  or  Fed- 
eral supervision. 


REGULATION  VII 
Sanitary  Standards 

1.  All  stalls,  pens,  alleyways,  and  sales  rings  shall  be 
thoroughly  cleaned  and  disinfected  following  each 
sale. 

2.  Windows  shall  be  provided  for  light  and  ventilation. 
Light  shall  be  sufficient  to  illuminate  all  pens  and 
stalls. 

3.  Roofs  shall  be  kept  tight  at  all  times  so  as  to  pre- 
vent leakage  and  keep  out  moisture. 

4.  The  floors  of  all  pens,  alleys,  and  sales  rings  shall 
be  of  concrete  or  other  material  that  is  compact, 
easily  cleaned,  and  drained  in  all  kinds  of  weather. 

5.  Dairy  and  breeding  cattle  shall  be  kept  separate 
from  all  other  cattle  and  not  allowed  to  intermingle. 

6.  All  pens  and  alleys  for  housing  hogs  shall  have 
floors  that  are  made  of  concrete  or  other  impervious 
material.  Such  floors  and  pens  shall  be  provided 
with  drainage  for  flushing. 

REGULATION  VIM 

Each  community  sales  barn  will  display  in  a promi- 
nent place  a license  as  provided  by  law. 

REGULATION  IX 

1.  All  swine  sold  through  a community  sale  for 
feeding  or  breeding  purposes  shall  have  been  vaccinated 
against  hog  cholera  before  leaving  the  sale,  and  the 
purchaser  of  such  swine  shall  be  furnished  a certificate 
of  vaccination  at  the  time  of  purchase.  The  certificate 
of  vaccination  shall  identify  the  swine  by  breed,  color, 
weight,  and  right  ear  identification  tag. 

In  addition  to  the  anti-hog  cholera  vaccination  re- 
quirement, all  breeding  swine  4 months  of  age  and  over 
shall  be  negative  to  the  agglutination  test  for  brucel- 
losis in  a dilution  of  1 to  50  within  30  days  or  be  from 
a brucellosis-free  validated  herd. 
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2.  Unvaccinated  swine  shall  be  vaccinated  by  one 
of  the  following  methods: 

a.  Serum  alone — will  be  permitted  for  bred  females 
only. 

b.  Modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine  with 
anti-hog  cholera  serum  in  the  amount  as  required 
under  section  6 of  this  regulation.  Quarantined 
to  purchaser  for  14  days. 

c.  Suckling  pigs  are  not  required  to  be  vaccinated 
if  nursing  sows  that  were  vaccinated  less  than 
one  year  prior  to  farrowing  with  modified  live 
virus  vaccine  or  less  than  6 months  prior  to  far- 
rowing with  killed  tissue  vaccine. 

d.  Suckling  pigs  are  required  to  be  vaccinated,  if 
nursing  sows  which  do  not  comply  with  vaccina- 
tion requirements,  as  outlined  under  section  2-c. 
of  this  regulation.  Such  pigs  shall  be  vaccinated 
by  licensed  veterinarian  using  modified  live  virus 
vaccine  and  serum  or  serum  alone  in  the  same 
dosage  as  if  virulent  virus  were  used.  Selection 
of  vaccine  or  serum  to  be  made  by  veterinarian 
depending  on  age  of  pigs  and  recommendation 
for  respective  vaccines. 

NOTE:  Boynton  tissue  or  crystal  violet  vaccine 

shall  not  be  used  at  any  sale  bam  at  any 
time  for  the  vaccination  of  swine  against 
hog  cholera. 

3.  Unvaccinated  out-of-state  swine  shall  be  vacci- 
nated by  the  following  method: 

a.  Modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine  with 
anti-hog  cholera  serum  in  amount  as  required 
under  section  6 of  this  regulation.  Quarantined 
to  purchaser  for  21  days, 

4.  Swine  vaccinated  prior  to  consignment  to  sales 
barns  shall  be  accompanied  by  a certificate  of  vacci- 
nation at  the  time  of  consignment  to  sale.  Such  cer- 
tificate shall  be  issued  by  a licensed  veterinarian  or 
be  a notarized  affidavit  of  vaccination  if  by  other  than 
a licensed  veterinarian.  The  affidavit  of  vaccination 
shall  be  made  by  the  person  who  vaccinated  the  swine. 
The  certificate  shall  give  the  date  of  injection,  amount 
of  serum  and  virus  used,  serial  number  and  name  of 
manufacturer.  Sale  barn  records  shall  identify  such 
swine  showing  the  consignor  and  purchaser.  Certificate 
shall  show  vaccination  by  one  of  the  following  methods: 

a.  Vaccination  with  serum  alone  within  14  days  of 
sale  will  be  accepted  only  for  bred  females. 

b.  Vaccination  with  Boynton  tissue  vaccine  or  crys- 
tal violet  vaccine  not  less  than  14  days  nor  more 
than  6 months  before  sale.  Swine  shall  have 
been  at  least  8 weeks  of  age  at  time  of  vaccina- 
tion. 

c.  Vaccination  with  modified  live  virus  hog  cholera 
vaccine  more  than  14  days  and  less  than  24 
months  prior  to  sale.  Swine  shall  have  been  at 
least  8 weeks  of  age  at  time  of  vaccination. 
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Ear  tag  identification  of  vaccinated  swine,  together 
with  name  and  address  of  consignor  and  purchaser,  shall 
be  made  a part  of  the  records  of  the  sales  barn  before 
swine  so  vaccinated  are  removed. 

5.  Out-of-state  swine  vaccinated  within  24  hours  of 
entry  which  have  entered  Illinois  accompanied  by 
health  certificate,  prior  permit,  and  ear  tagged  with 
consecutively  numbered  tags  showing  state  of  origin 
may  be  sold  through  licensed  community  sale  barn,  if 
sold  within  72  hours  of  time  of  vaccination.  A report 
of  sale  shall  be  made  within  48  hours  of  time  of  sale  to 
the  Division  of  Livestock  Industry  office,  Springfield, 
stating  name  and  address  of  purchaser  and  number  of 
animals  purchased.  These  animals  will  be  quarantined 
to  farm  of  purchaser  for  21  days  by  the  Division  office. 

6.  AMOUNT  OF  SERUM  TO  BE  USED  WITH 
MODIFIED  LIVE  VIRUS 

Dosage  of  anti-hog  cholera  serum  or  antidody  con- 
centrate. Except  for  swine  under  20  pounds  in  weight, 
the  dosage  of  serum  should  not  exceed  one  cc.  per  pound 
body  weight,  or  V2CC.  per  pound  body  weight  if  antibody 
concentrate  is  used.

Dosage  of  modified  live  virus  vaccine.  The  dosage  of 
modified  live  virus  vaccine  should  be  that  recommended 
on  the  product  label  by  the  licensed  manufacturer. 


REGULATION  X 

Swine  Which  React  to  the  Test  for  Brucellosis 

All  breeding  swine  4 months  of  age  and  over  shall 
be  negative  to  the  agglutination  test  for  brucellosis. 
Any  swine  which  upon  being  tested  for  brucellosis  at 
a community  sale  reacts  to  the  test  in  a dilution  of 
1 to  50  or  higher  shall  be  identified  as  provided  in  the 
Illinois  Swine  Brucellosis  Law.  Such  swine  shall  be 
either  returned  to  the  premises  of  the  consignor  or 
sold  for  immediate  slaughter.  No  such  swine  may  be 
sold  for  feeding  or  breeding  purposes. 

REGULATION  XI 
Sale  of  Garbage-fed  Swine 

Garbage-fed  swine  may  be  sold  through  a community 
sales  bam  for  immediate  slaughter  only.  All  other 
swine  consigned  to  a community  sales  barn  shall  be 
rigidly  examined  and  found  free  from  vesicular  exan- 
thema by  a veterinarian  at  the  unloading  chute  or  pens 
immediately  before  being  placed  in  sales  pens. 


REGULATION  XII 

Sales  Records  to  be  Maintained 

The  sales  management  shall  keep  a record  of  sales 
of  swine,  showing  the  name  and  address  of  the  con- 
signor, name  and  address  of  purchaser,  date  of  sale. 
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breed  and  number  of  swine  purchased,  and  ear  tag 
identification  of  such  swine. 


REGULATION  XIII 
Sheep 

No  sheep  may  be  released  from  sales  barns  with- 
out dipping,  except  those  sheep  going  for  immediate 
slaughter.  This  is  without  regard  to  previous  dipping. 

1.  Sheep  consigned  to  a community  sales  barn 
from  out-of-state  or  from  public  stockyards  within  the 
State  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  official  health  certifi- 
cate or  federal  inspection  certificate  showing  them  to 
be  free  from  scabies  and  all  other  infectious  and  com- 
municable diseases  within  30  days  of  entry,  and  that 
such  sheep  have  been  dipped  within  10  days  of  entry 
in  accordance  with  official  dipping  procedures  and  dips. 
Sheep  shall  be  transported  in  clean  cars  or  trucks. 

2.  Sheep  consigned  direct  to  a community  sale 
barn  from  Illinois  flocks  may  be  sold  provided  they  are 
free  from  all  infectious  and  communicable  diseases  and 
are  not  infested  with  or  have  not  been  exposed  to 
scabies. 

Provided,  however,  that  for  the  period  of  12:01  a.m. 
of  December  1st  of  each  year  until  12:01  a.m.  of  April 
1st  of  the  following  year,  this  paragraph  and  the  rule 
of  subparagraph  2 of  Regulation  XXV  of  “Regulations 
Relating  to  Diseased  Animals,”  shall  not  apply  to  sheep 
from  Illinois  flocks  not  reasonably  suspected  of,  or  the 
owner  not  having  knowledge  or  reasonable  grounds  to 
suspect  said  sheep  of  being  infested  with,  or  of  their 
having  been  exposed  to  the  disease  known  as  “scabies.” 
Sheep  not  dipped  during  the  above  period  shall,  however, 
be  automatically  quarantined  at  the  owner’s  farm.  Said 
quarantine  shall  remain  in  effect  until  released  by  the 
Department  in  writing  after  application  in  writing  by 
the  owner  for  such  release.  At  all  times  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  owner  or  person  having  charge  of  any  im- 
ported sheep  to  have  same  dipped  and  of  the  owner  of 
any  Illinois  sheep  having  knowledge  of  or  reasonable 
grounds  to  suspect  the  existence  among  said  Illinois 
sheep  of  the  disease  known  as  “scabies,”  or  any  other 
contagious  or  infectious  diseases,  to  fully  comply  with 
all  of  the  provisions  of  this  and  other  regulations  in- 
cluding the  dipping  of  said  sheep  before,  during  and 
after  the  above  described  dates. 

3.  Community  sale  barn  managers  are  required  to 
keep  a record  of  each  consignment,  and  also  to  keep 
on  file  the  accompanying  health  certificate  or  federal 
inspection  certificate  for  each  consignment  for  at  least 
one  year  from  date  of  sale. 

4.  Community  sale  barn  veterinarians  are  required 
to  check  each  consignment  of  sheep  at  time  of  presenta- 
tion at  the  sale  barn  to  determine  that  to  the  best  of 
their  knowledge  and  belief  the  sheep  are  free  from 
scabies  and  other  infectious  and  communicable  diseases 
and  that  out-of-state  and  stockyard  sheep  are  accom- 
panied by  proper  health  certificates  or  certificates  of 
federal  inspection. 

5.  When  diseased  sheep  are  found  at  a community 
sale  barn  the  veterinarian  should  immediately  place  the 
diseased  sheep  under  quarantine  and  order  the  owner 
to  return  such  sheep  to  his  premises  under  quarantine. 
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The  veterinarian  should  notify  the  Division  of  such 
quarantine.  The  quarantine  will  remain  in  effect  until 
the  Division  receives  notice  of  the  death  of  the  sheep 
or  receives  a report  from  a licensed  veterinarian  that 
the  animal  or  animals  have  recovered  and  are  in  a 
healthy  condition. 

6.  If  scabies-infested  sheep  are  observed  while  on 
the  transporting  vehicle,  they  shall  not  be  unloaded 
into  the  sale  barn.  The  sale  barn  veterinarian  shall 
issue  a quarantine  and  return  the  sheep  to  farm  of 
origin.  If  sheep  are  found  to  be  scabies-infested  in  the 
sale  barn  pens,  they  may  be  sold  direct  to  slaughter 
providing  special  permit  is  obtained  from  the  Division 
of  Livestock  Industry,  or  they  may  be  dipped  and  re- 
turned to  the  farm  of  origin,  and  the  entire  flock  will  be 
placed  under  quarantine  and  dipped.  Pens  where 
scabies-infested  sheep  have  been  held  shall  be  cleaned 
and  disinfected  at  the  end  of  sale  day. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  THE 
DIVISION  OF  LIVESTOCK 
AND  POULTRY  INDUSTRY 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  127,  Section  7 of  ”An  Act  in  relation 
to  the  civil  administration  of  State  government”,  ap- 
proved March  7,  1917,  as  amended. 


DEFINITIONS 


The  term,  "Department”,  or  "Department  of  Agricul- 
ture”, unless  otherwise  indicated,  means  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

The  term,  "Division”,  or  "Division  of  Livestock  and 
Poultry  Industry”,  means  the  Division  of  Livestock  and 
Poultry  Industry  of  the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  term,  "Animal  Health  Division”,  means  the  Animal 
Health  Division  of  the  Agricultural  Research  Service,  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  formerly  known  as  the 
Animal  Disease  Eradication  Division  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  term,  "brucellosis”,  means  the  disease  wherein  an 
animal  is  infected  with  Brucella  micro-organisms  irrespective 
of  the  occurrence  or  absence  of  clinical  symptoms  of  infec- 
tious abortion. 

The  term,  "brucellosis  blood  test”,  or  "agglutination 
test”,  means  a test  made  by  using  a standardized  suspension 
of  antigen  of  killed  Brucella  micro-organisms  in  dilution  of 
blood  serum  from  the  animal  to  be  tested. 

The  term,  "suspicious  animal”,  or  "suspect”,  as  used  in 
the  brucellosis  regulations,  means  an  animal  which  has  given 
a suspicious  reaction  to  the  agglutination  test. 

The  term,  "infected  animal”,  or  "reactor”,  as  used  in 
the  brucellosis  regulations,  means  an  animal  which  has  given 
a positive  reaction  to  the  agglutination  test  or  any  other 
recognized  test  for  the  detection  of  brucellosis  approved  by 
the  Department,  or  if  Brucella  micro-organisms  have  been 
found  in  the  body  or  the  body  discharges. 

The  term,  "ring  test”,  or  "BRT” — brucella  ring  test, 
means  the  diagnostic  test  of  milk  or  cream  to  detect  the 
presence  of  brucellosis  in  the  herd  in  which  such  milk  or 
cream  sample  was  produced. 

"Infectious  disease”,  means  the  reaction  resulting  from 
the  introduction  into  the  body  of  a specific  disease-producing 
organism  or  its  toxic  product. 

"Contagious  disease”,  means  a specific  infectious  disease 
which  is  readily  transmitted  from  host  to  host  by  direct 
contact  or  by  means  of  intermediate  hosts. 

The  term,  "infestation”,  or  "infested  with”,  means  the 
invasion  of  the  body  by  animal  parasites. 

The  term,  "quarantine”,  means  a condition  in  which 
one  or  more  animals  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart  from 
and  not  allowed  to  come  in  contact  in  any  way  with  other 
animals. 
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The  term,  ’’restriction”,  or  ’’restricted”,  means  a condi- 
tion in  which  one  or  more  animals  shall  be  kept  on  certain 
designated  premises  and  shall  not  be  allowed  to  come  in 
contact  in  any  way  with  animals  from  other  premises. 

A ’’Certified  Brucellosis-free  Herd”  is  one  in  which  at 
least  two  annual  negative  agglutination  tests  for  brucellosis 
have  been  conducted  on  all  animals  in  the  herd  6 months 
of  age  or  over  and  for  which  a certificate  has  been  issued  by 
the  Livestock  Sanitary  Officials  of  the  state  of  origin  and 
the  Animal  Health  Division. 

A ’’Tuberculosis-free  Accredited  Herd”  is  one  for  which 
a certificate  of  accreditation  has  been  issued  by  the  Livestock 
Sanitary  Officials  of  the  state  of  origin  and  the  Animal  Health 
Division. 

The  term,  ’’accredited,  approved  veterinarian”,  means  a 
veterinarian  who  is  licensed  by  the  state  in  which  he  prac- 
tices, is  approved  by  the  livestock  sanitary  authority  of  that 
state,  and  is  accredited  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture. 

A ’’recognized  slaughtering  center”  is  an  establishment 
where  slaughtering  is  conducted  under  Federal  or  State  in- 
spection. 

An  ’’approved  slaughtering  establishment”  is  one  which 
has  been  specifically  approved  by  the  State  Livestock  Sani- 
tary Official  and  Chief  of  the  Division  to  slaughter  cattle  not 
known  to  be  infected  with  brucellosis. 

The  term,  ’’public  stockyards”,  means  a stockyards 
where  trading  in  livestock  is  carried  on,  where  yarding, 
feeding,  and  watering  facilities  are  provided  by  the  stock- 
yard,  transportation,  or  similar  company,  and  where  State 
and/or  Federal  inspection  is  maintained  for  the  inspection 
of  livestock  for  communicable  disease,  such  as  Union  Stock- 
yards  located  at  Chicago,  National  Stockyards  located  at  East 
St.  Louis,  Union  Stockyards  located  at  Peoria,  Springfield 
Stockyards  located  at  Springfield. 

A ’’Marketing  Center”  is  a licensed  community  sale 
which  has  been  so  designated  by  the  Illinois  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
as  a Marketing  Center  after  having  qualified  under  regula- 
tions of  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  term,  ’’health  certificate”,  or  ’’certificate  of  health”, 
or  ’’interstate  health  certificate”,  means  a legible  record,  made 
on  an  official  form  of  the  state  of  origin,  or  the  United 
States  Animal  Health  Division,  and  issued  by  a licensed, 
graduate,  accredited  and  approved  veterinarian  of  the  state 
of  origin  or  a veterinarian  in  the  employ  of  the  United 
States  Animal  Health  Division,  which  shows  that  the  ani- 
mals or  birds  listed  thereon  meet  the  health  requirements 
of  the  state  of  destination.  The  health  certificate  shall  contain 
the  name  and  address  of  the  consignor,  the  name  and  address 
of  the  consignee,  and  an  accurate  description  or  identifica- 
tion of  the  animals  or  birds  involved,  and  shall  also  indicate 
the  health  status  of  the  animals  or  birds,  including  the  dates 
and  results  of  required  tests  and  dates  of  vaccination,  if  any. 

An  ’’approved  health  certificate”  is  one  that  has  been 
so  endorsed  by  the  Livestock  Sanitary  Official  of  the  state 
of  origin. 

The  term,  ’’State  Inspector”,  means  a Field  Investigator 
employed  by  the  Division  of  Livestock  and  Poultry  Industry 
of  the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  term,  ’’Federal  Inspector”,  means  a Livestock  In- 
spector employed  by  the  Animal  Health  Division  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.

REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO 
RABIES  CONTROL 

Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  23u,  Section  17  of  "The 
Rabies  Control  Act”,  approved  July  6,  1953,  as  amended. 


REGULATION  I 
Dogs  Brought  into  Illinois 

Dogs  brought  into  Illinois  shall  be  accompanied  by  an 
official  health  certificate  issued  by  a licensed,  accredited,  ap- 
proved veterinarian  "within  30  days  of  entry,  showing  that 
the  animals  are  free  from  communicable  diseases,  that  they 
originated  in  an  area  not  under  quarantine  because  of  rabies, 
and  that  all  animals  over  8 weeks  of  age  have  been  vaccinated 
against  rabies  within  a period  of  6 months  with  killed  rabies 
vaccine  or  within  12  months  with  modified  live  virus  vaccine. 
A copy  of  the  health  certificate  bearing  the  approval  of  the 
Livestock  Sanitary  Official  of  the  state  of  origin  shall  be 
filed  with  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  and  Poultry 
Industry. 

This  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  performing  dogs  or 
dogs  brought  in  for  a limited  period  of  time  for  exhibition 
or  breeding  purposes  and  kept  under  direct  control  during 
their  stay  in  the  State. 

Out-of-state  dogs  entered  in  dog  shows,  field  trials, 
water  trials,  and  bench  shows  shall  meet  Illinois  entry  re- 
quirements. 

Illinois  dogs  entered  in  dog  shows,  field  trials,  water 
trials,  and  bench  shows  shall  be  kept  under  complete  restraint 
except  when  dogs  are  engaged  in  competition,  at  which  time 
they  shall  be  kept  within  the  confines  of  the  competition 
area  and  shall  at  all  times  be  under  the  control  of  their 
handler.  While  being  transported,  the  dogs  shall  be  under 
restraint  or  adequately  crated  and  shall  be  accompanied  by 
an  official  health  certificate  issued  by  a licensed,  accredited, 
approved  veterinarian,  or  a certificate  of  inoculation  against 
rabies.  Additional  requirements  may  be  instigated  in  special 
cases  where  deemed  necessary  by  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture for  the  protection  of  other  animals  and  the  public 
against  rabies  or  other  disease. 


REGULATION  II 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  each  county  shall  an- 
nually notify  the  Division  of  Livestock  and  Poultry  Industry 
of  the  appointed  Rabies  Inspector  and  deputies,  and  their 
addresses. 


REGULATION  III 

Illinois  rabies  vaccination  tags  are  to  be  approved  by 
the  Department  and  shall  bear  an  inscription  in  sequence  as 

follows:  Rabies  Vaccination;  Serial  No ; Illinois 

Department  of  Agriculture;  and  the  year  of  vaccination. 


REGULATION  IV 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  shall  each  year  prescribe 
what  the  color  of  the  vaccination  tag  is  to  be. 
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REGULATION  V 


Rabies  vaccines  shall  be  administered  to  the  dogs  or 
other  animals  in  the  amount  that  is  recommended  by  the 
producers  of  vaccine  according  to  weight. 


REGULATION  VI 

The  Rabies  Inspector  shall  promptly  and  properly  sub- 
mit to  a recognized  laboratory  the  heads  of  all  animals  that 
are  suspected  of  having  rabies,  and  also  the  heads  of  all 
animals  that  die  during  the  period  of  observation. 


REGULATION  VII 

The  County  Rabies  Inspector  shall  notify  the  Division 
of  Livestock  and  Poultry  Industry  of  any  animals  that  have 
been  vaccinated  against  rabies  that  later  succumb  to  the 
disease. 


REGULATION  VIII 

The  Rabies  Inspector  shall  notify  the  Division  of  Live- 
stock and  Poultry  Industry  of  the  number  of  stray  and  un- 
desirable dogs  that  were  picked  up  and  destroyed. 


REGULATION  IX 

The  Rabies  Inspector  shall  promptly  notify  the  county 
and/or  city  health  officers  as  to  confinement  of  animals  that 
have  bitten  persons,  and  names  and  addresses  of  persons 
bitten  or  otherwise  exposed  to  animals  suspected  of  having 
rabies. 


REGULATION  X 

The  Rabies  Inspector  shall  promptly  send  a copy  of  the 
reports  of  observation  and  laboratory  diagnosis  to  the  local 
health  officer. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  THE 
PET  SHOP  OPERATOR  AND  DOG 
DEALER  LICENSING  ACT 


Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  House  Bill  536  passed  by  the 
74th  General  Assembly  for  "An  Act  providing  for  the 
licensing  of  pet  shop  operators  and  dog  dealers  or  com- 
bination thereof,  regulating  such  business,  and  providing 
penalties  for  violations  thereof,”  approved  August  13, 
1965.  (Chap.  8,  Sec.  301-322  111.  Rev.  Stat.) 


REGULATION  I 

"Animal”  means  any  animal  offered  for  sale,  trade,  or 
adoption  by  a pet  shop  operator  or  dog  dealer. 


REGULATION  II  ; 

Buildings  and  Premises 

1.  All  buildings  and  premises  shall  be  maintained  in  a 
sanitary  condition  and  the  licensee  shall: 

a.  Have  equipment  available  for  proper  storage  or 
disposal  of  waste  material  to  control  vermin,  in- 
sects, and  obnoxious  odors. 

b.  Dispose  of  dead  animals  in  compliance  with  the 
Dead  Animal  Disposal  Law  and  regulations  en- 
acted pursuant  to  that  Law.  Compliance  with 
this  State  Law  shall  not  exempt  licensee  from 
compliance  with  local  ordinances. 

c.  Take  effective  control  measures  to  prevent  in- 
festation of  animals  and  premises  with  external 
parasites  and  vermin. 

2.  All  buildings  shall  be  constructed  so  as  to  provide 
adequate  shelter  for  the  comfort  of  the  animals  and 
shall  provide  adequate  facilities  for  isolation  of 
diseased  animals  to  avoid  exposure  to  healthy  and 
salable  animals. 

3.  Animal  cages  and  runs  in  current  use  shall  be  clean- 
ed and  disinfected  daily,  or  more  often  if  necessary 
to  maintain  a sanitary  condition.  Cages  and  runs  not 
in  use  shall  also  be  maintained  in  a sanitary  condi- 
tion. 

4.  Cages,  pens,  and  runs  shall  be  designed  so  as  to 
provide  maximum  physical  comfort  for  the  animals 
and  shall: 

a.  Keep  the  animals  clean  and  dry. 

b.  Maintain  a relative  state  of  thermal  neutrality. 

c.  Provide  sufficient  space  to  assure  freedom  of 
movement. 

d.  Provide  access  to  clean  food  and  water. 

5.  If  animals  are  group  housed,  they  shall  be  main- 
tained in  compatible  groups  without  overcrowding. 
No  female  in  season  shall  be  placed  in  a pen  with 
male  animals. 
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REGULATION  III 
General  Care  of  Animals 

1.  Sufficient  clean  water  and  fresh  food  shall  be  offered 
to  each  animal  daily.  In  the  case  of  young  animals, 
they  shall  be  fed  more  than  once  daily. 

2.  The  licensee  or  his  representative  shall  be  present 

for  general  care  and  maintenance  of  the  animals  at 
least  once  daily.  ' 


REGULATION  IV 
Dogs  Brought  into  Illinois 

"Dogs  brought  into  Illinois  shall  be  accompanied  by 
an  official  health  certificate  issued  by  a licensed,  accredited, 
approved  veterinarian  within  30  days  of  entry,  showing  that 
the  animals  are  free  from  communicable  diseases,  that  they 
originated  in  an  area  not  under  quarantine  because  of  rabies, 
and  that  all  animals  over  8 weeks  of  age  have  been  vaccinated 
against  rabies  within  a period  of  6 months  with  killed  rabies 
vaccine  or  within  12  months  with  modified  live  virus  vaccine. 
A copy  of  the  health  certificate  bearing  the  approval  of  the 
Livestock  Sanitary  Official  of  the  state  of  origin  shall  be  filed 
with  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  and  Poultry  Industry. 

This  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  performing  dogs 
or  dogs  brought  in  for  a limited  period  of  time  for  exhibi- 
tion or  breeding  purposes  and  kept  under  direct  control  dur- 
ing their  stay  in  the  State.”  (Regulation  I relating  to  rabies 
control) 

REGULATION  V 
Animals  in  Transit 

1.  Animals  shall  be  transported  in  crates  constructed 
of  a smooth,  durable  material  which  is  easily  cleaned 
and  shall: 

a.  Have  a solid  floor  which  may  have  a false  bot- 
tom above  it. 

b.  Be  so  constructed  as  to  provide  maximum  safety 
for  the  particular  animal  or  animals  being  trans- 
ported. 

c.  Have  openings  on  2 sides  and  the  top  to  assure 
adequate  ventilation. 

2.  In  all  cases,  the  crates  shall  be  large  enough  to  pro- 
vide space  for  the  animals  to  lie  down  in  an  ex- 
tended position  and  to  allow  ease  of  movement  when 
standing  or  turning  around.  When  the  temperature 
is  over  85°  F.,  increased  space  shall  be  provided 
within  reason. 

3.  The  crates  shall  be  cleaned  before  use  for  each  trip. 

4.  Food  and  water  containers  shall  be  cleaned  and 
sanitized  before  each  trip. 

5.  If  bedding  is  used  it  shall  be  clean,  dry,  and  dust- 
free. 

6.  Animals  in  transit  for  4 or  more  hours  shall  be 
offered  food  2 hours  before  loading  and  fresh  water 
about  30  minutes  before  loading. 

7.  The  person  or  persons  responsible  for  the  welfare 
of  the  animal  or  animals  while  in  transit  shall: 

a.  Offer  the  animals  food  at  least  once  each  24 
hours,  except  that  newly  weaned  young  shall  be 
offered  suitable  food  at  4-hour  intervals. 
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b.  Oflfer  all  animals  water  at  12-hour  intervals  at 
least,  except  that  water  shall  be  offered  at  4-hour 
intervals  when  the  temperature  reaches  90°  F. 

c.  Clean  the  crate  or  crates  at  least  every  24  hours 
and,  if  bedding  is  used,  shall  provide  clean  bed- 
ding. 

d.  Inspect  each  animal  at  4-hour  intervals,  or  oftener. 

8.  No  female  obviously  near  parturition  shall  be  trans- 
ported. 

9.  Trucks  transporting  animals  shall  provide  protection 
from  the  sun  in  hot  weather,  and  protection  from 
cold  weather.  Adequate  ventilation  shall  be  pro- 
vided in  hot  weather,  and  the  trucks  shall  be  draft- 
free  in  cold  weather.  Provisions  shall  be  made  for 
warming  an  area  carrying  weaned  young  if  the  tem- 
perature falls  below  50°  F.,  and  for  unweaned  young 
if  the  temperature  falls  below  65°  F. 


REGULATION  VI 

Health  of  Animals  at  Time  of  Release 

1.  The  following  shall  deem  an  animal  unfit  for  sale 

or  release: 

a.  Obvious  signs  of  infectious  diseases  such  as  dis- 
temper, hepatitis,  leptospirosis,  rabies,  or  other 
similar  diseases.  (Not  to  be  construed  to  include 
incubating  diseases.) 

b.  Obvious  signs  of  nutritional  deficiencies  which 
may  include  rickets,  emaciation,  etc. 

c.  Obvious  signs  of  severe  parasitism  — extreme 
enough  to  be  influencing  general  health  of  animal. 

d.  Fractures  or  congenital  abnormalities  affecting 
general  health  of  animal. 


REGULATION  VII 
Quarantine 

1.  The  Superintendent  of  the  Division  of  Livestock  and 
Poultry  Industry  may  order  a quarantine  placed  on 
the  entire  premises  of  the  licensee,  on  a specific 
species  of  animals,  or  on  a specific  group  of  animals 
for  any  one  of  the  following: 

a.  Excessive  parasitism. 

b.  General  malnutrition. 

c.  Presence  of  contagious  disease  on  premises. 

This  quarantine  may  be  placed  after  consultation 
with  licensee  or  his  duly  authorized  representative 
concerning  the  nature,  frequency,  and  extent  of  the 
disease  or  diseases  involved. 

2.  Conditions  not  specified  above  may  be  cause  for 
quarantine  at  the  discretion  of  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Division  of  Livestock  and  Poultry  Industry. 

REGULATION  VIII 
Records 

1.  Record  of  each  retail  sale  shall  be  maintained  by  the 
licensee  for  a minimum  period  of  12  months  after 
date  of  sale  or  transfer  of  animal,  and  shall  include 
the  date  of  sale,  identification  and  sex  of  animal 
sold,  and  the  name  and  address  of  purchaser. 
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2.  If  record  of  prophylactic  medication  is  used  in  ad- 
vertisement or  is  furnished  the  purchaser  or  person 
acquiring  an  animal,  specific  information  regarding 
type,  amount,  and  date  of  prophylactic  medication 
shall  be  kept  by  the  licensee  and  shall  become  a part 
of  the  retail  sales  record. 

3.  Upon  request  from  the  purchaser,  the  licensee  or  his 
representative  shall  furnish  the  purchaser  -with  a 
record  as  outlined  in  Section  2 of  this  regulation. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  THE 
PREVENTION  OF  CONTAGIOUS  AND 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AMONG  SWINE 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  9a,  Section  3a  of  "An  Act 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  contagious  and  infectious 
diseases  among  swine”,  approved  June  21,  1895,  as 
amended. 


REGULATION  I 

Swine  Entering  Illinois  for  Feeding  Purposes  Only 

Swine  for  feeding  purposes  may  enter  Illinois  provided 
they  are  identified  by  ear  tag  in  right  ear  showing  state  of 
origin  and  accompanied  by  a permit  from  the  Division  and 
an  official  health  certificate  and  meet  one  of  the  following 
conditions: 

1.  Vaccinated  by  licensed  veterinarian  more  than  21 
days  prior  to  entering  Illinois  with  anti-hog  cholera 
serum  and  modified  live  virus,  or 

2.  Vaccinated  with  modified  live  virus  and  serum  by 
a licensed  veterinarian  within  24  hours  of  loading 
or  entering,  to  be  held  in  quarantine  at  destination 
for  not  less  than  21  days;  owner  shall  report  health 
condition  of  pigs  to  Division  at  end  of  the  quaran- 
tine period,  or 

3.  Unvaccinated,  but  subject  to  vaccination  with  modi- 
fied live  virus  and  a minimum  of  15  cc.  serum  or 
71/2  cc.  antibody  concentrate  by  a licensed  veterinar- 
ian within  48  hours  after  entry,  and  held  in  quaran- 
tine for  21  days  Owner  shall  report  health  condition 
of  pigs  to  the  Division  at  the  end  of  the  quarantine 
period. 

Official  health  certificate  shall: 

1.  Be  issued  by  an  accredited  veterinarian  of  the  state 
of  origin 

2.  Be  approved  by  the  Livestock  Sanitary  Official  of 
state  of  origin 

3.  Show  the  swine  are  free  from  symptoms  of  any  con- 
tagious, infectious,  or  communicable  disease  or  ex- 
posure thereto 

4.  Show  the  swine  have  not  been  fed  raw  garbage 

5.  Show  vaccination  status 

6.  List  ear  tag  series,  or  location  of  ear  tag  records 
when  pigs  originate  from  co-operative  feeder  pig 
sales. 


Permits: 

1.  Permits  to  import  feeder  pigs  may  be  issued  to 

a.  Illinois  licensed,  bonded  feeder  pig  dealer 

b.  A person  importing  pigs  to  feed  on  his  own  pre- 
mises and  not  for  resale  other  than  to  slaughter 

2.  Applicant  for  permit  shall  furnish  the  following  in- 
formation to  the  Division: 

a.  Vaccination  status 

b.  Name  and  address  of  Illinois  destination 

c.  Name  and  address  of  consignor 

d.  Number  of  swine  in  shipment 
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REGULATION  II 

Swine  for  Breeding  Purposes  Entering  Illinois 

Swine  for  breeding  purposes  may  enter  Illinois  pro- 
vided they  are  accompanied  by  a permit  when  required,  and 
interstate  health  certificate  issued  by  an  accredited  veterinar- 
ian of  the  state  of  origin  or  a veterinarian  employed  by  the 
Animal  Health  Division  showing: 

1.  Each  animal  identified  by  ear  tag,  tattoo,  or  ear 
notch  approved  by  the  respective  breed  registry 

2.  They  are  free  from  all  symptoms  of  contagious,  in- 
fectious, or  communicable  diseases 

3.  They  have  not  been  fed  raw  garbage 

4.  Any  swine  more  than  four  (4)  months  of  age  are 
negative  to  the  agglutination  blood  test  for  brucel- 
losis in  a dilution  of  1 to  50  as  evidenced  by  test 
conducted  by  an  official  state  or  federal  laboratory 
within  30  days  of  entry,  or  that  the  swine  are  from 
a validated  brucellosis-free  herd 

5.  Vaccination  by  one  of  the  following  methods; 

a.  Vaccinated  by  licensed  veterinarian  with  modified 
live  virus  vaccine  and  serum  more  than  21  days 
and  less  than  one  year  prior  to  shipment,  or 

b.  Vaccinated  by  licensed  veterinarian  with  Boynton 
tissue  vaccine  or  crystal  violet  vaccine  not  less 
than  21  days  nor  more  than  6 months  prior  to 
entering  Illinois,  and  such  swine  were  at  least 
8 weeks  of  age  at  the  time  of  vaccination. 

c.  Vaccinated  with  modified  live  virus  and  serum 
by  a licensed  veterinarian  within  24  hours  of 
loading  or  entry,  to  be  held  in  quarantine  at 
destination  for  not  less  than  21  days. 

d.  Unvaccinated,  but  subject  to  vaccination  with 
modified  live  virus  and  serum,  by  a licensed 
veterinarian  within  48  hours  after  entry,  and 
held  in  quarantine  for  21  days. 

e.  Pregnant  sows  vaccinated  at  any  time  during 
pregnancy  with  modified  live  virus  will  not  be 
permitted  entry  into  the  State  of  Illinois. 

If  swine  are  vaccinated  as  provided  under  either  *'c” 
or  ”d”  above,  owner  shall  report  health  condition 
of  swine  to  the  Division  at  the  end  of  the  quarantine 
period. 

6.  PERMIT.  Permit  to  import  breeding  swine  requir- 
ed for: 

a.  Unvaccinated  swine 

b.  Swine  vaccinated  within  24  hours  of  entry 

c.  Swine  less  than  4 months  of  age 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  MOVEMENT 
OF  UVESTOCK  INTO  ILUNOIS 

Pursuant  to  Chap.  8,  Par.  104,  Sec.  18  of  the  Bovine  Tuber- 
culosis Eradication  Law;  Par.  143,  Sec.  10  of  the  Bovine 
Brucellosis  Control  Law;  and  Par.  169,  Sec.  2 of  an  Act 
in  Relation  to  Diseased  Animals. 


REGULATION  I 

No  animal  that  is  affected  with  or  has  recently  been 
exposed  to  any  infectious,  contagious,  or  communicable 
disease  shall  be  shipped  or  transported  in  any  manner,  or 
moved  into  the  State  of  Illinois  except  as  permitted  by  the 
laws  and  regulations  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  except  those 
animals  affected  with  such  diseases  which  are  approved  for 
interstate  shipment  by  the  United  States  Animal  Health  Di- 
vision for  immediate  slaughter  and  are  consigned  direct  to 
a recognized  slaughtering  center. 


REGULATION  II 

Obligation  of  Transportation  Company 
and  Truck  Operators 

Before  accepting  any  livestock  or  dogs  for  shipment 
into  the  State  of  Illinois  or  consigned  to  points  within  the 
State  of  Illinois,  except  to  public  stockyards,  every  person, 
transportation  company,  or  truck  operator  shall  require  that 
a certificate  of  health,  or  permit,  or  federal  inspection  cer- 
tificate as  required  in  the  regulations  of  the  Department,  be 
furnished  them  to  be  attached  to  the  waybill  and  accom- 
pany the  livestock  or  dog  to  its  destination.  Such  person, 
transportation  company  or  truck  operator  shall  have  the 
certificate  of  health,  or  permit,  or  federal  inspection  certifi- 
cate, in  his  or  its  possession  at  all  times  from  the  loading  of 
such  livestock  to  the  delivery  of  the  livestock  at  its  destina- 
tion, and  available  for  inspection  upon  demand. 

Waybill  shall  consist  of  names  of  consignor  and  con- 
signee, number  and  description  of  animals.  Waybill  shall 
accompany  all  animals  consigned  to  public  stockyards. 

No  livestock  shall  be  diverted  enroute  within  the  State, 
except  on  special  permit  from  the  Division. 


REGULATION  III 

Copy  of  Health  Certificate  Shall  Be  Furnished 

A copy  of  the  certificate  of  health  under  which  livestock 
is  brought  into  the  State  of  Illinois,  bearing  the  approval 
or,  if  not  approved,  the  disapproval  of  the  Livestock  Sanitary 
Official  of  the  state  of  origin,  shall  be  furnished  the  Illinois 
Division  of  Livestock  and  Poultry  Industry. 

No  person  shall  change  the  names,  numbers,  words,  or 
phrases  upon  an  official  health  certificate  or  permit  to  evade 
the  provisions  of  the  law. 

All  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  of  animals 
which  are  intended  for  interstate  movement  shall  be  made 
at  a state  or  federal  laboratory,  or  a laboratory  approved  by 
the  proper  livestock  sanitary  officials  of  state  of  origin. 
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REGULATION  IV 
Requests  for  Permits 

Requests  for  entry  permits  shall  be  direct  to  the  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  and  Poultry  Industry,  Springfield,  Illinois, 
and  shall  set  forth  the  folio-wing  information:  Name  and 
address  of  Illinois  consignee,  number  and  kind  of  animals, 
origin  of  shipment,  and  if  for  cattle,  the  age,  sex,  and  breed 
of  the  cattle. 

Exhibition  regulations  may  be  secured  from  the  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  and  Poultry  Industry,  State  Fairgrounds, 
Springfield,  Illinois, 

There  are  no  entry  requirements  for  poultry. 


REGULATION  V 
Cattle  for  Immediate  Slaughter 

1.  Cattle  for  immediate  slaughter,  consigned  to  a re- 
cognized slaughtering  center,  or  specifically  approved 
slaughtering  establishments,  may  be  shipped  into  Illinois 
without  tuberculin  or  brucellosis  tests,  health  certificates,  or 
other  entry  certificate.  Such  cattle  shall  be  held  in  quaran- 
tine until  slaughtered. 

2.  Cattle  for  immediate  slaughter  not  consigned  to  a 
recognized  slaughtering  center  may  be  shipped  into  Illinois 
without  tuberculin  or  brucellosis  tests  if  they  are  accom- 
panied by  an  official  certificate  of  veterinary  inspection  or  a 
special  entry  permit  issued  by  the  Illinois  Division  of  Live- 
stock and  Poultry  Industry.  Such  cattle  shall  be  held  in 
quarantine  until  slaughtered. 


REGULATION  VI 
Feeding  or  Grazing  Cattle 

All  steers  and  spayed  heifers,  and  calves  of  the  beef 
breeds  under  8 months  of  age  may  enter  Illinois  when  ac- 
companied by  health  certificate  issued  by  an  accredited  and 
approved  veterinarian  showing  physical  inspection,  OR  by 
a federal  inspection  certificate,  OR  by  a permit  from  the 
Division.  Steers  and  spayed  heifers  are  not  subject  to  quaran- 
tine restrictions.  Heifers  are  placed  under  quarantine  at  des- 
tination and  may  be  held  under  quarantine  for  a period  of 
feeding  not  to  exceed  12  months,  with  extension  of  90  days 
granted  on  request  to  the  Division  office. 

Heifers,  untested,  of  the  beef  breeds  over  8 months  of 
age  and  under  18  months  for  feeding  and  grazing  purposes 
only  may  enter  Illinois  when  accompanied  by  certificate  is- 
sued by  a Federal  or  State  inspector  or  by  an  accredited 
veterinarian  AND  a permit  from  the  Illinois  Division  of 
Livestock  and  Poultry  Industry,  They  are  placed  under 
quarantine  at  destination  and  may  be  held  under  quarantine 
for  a period  of  feeding  not  to  exceed  12  months  with  ex- 
tension of  90  days  granted  on  request  to  the  Division  office. 

The  owner  shall  report  to  the  Division  office  the  dis- 
position of  heifers  that  are  under  quarantine  for  feeding  and 
grazing  purposes.  If  such  heifers  are  retained  longer  than 
the  allowed  feeding  period,  they  shall  be  tested  for  tubercu- 
losis and  brucellosis  at  owner’s  expense.  All  brucellosis  tests 
for  release  of  quarantine  shall  be  conducted  at  a state  or 
federal  laboratory. 
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REGULATION  VII 

Female  Cattle  — Beef  Breeds  — 18  Months  and  Over 

Female  cattle  of  the  beef  breeds  18  months  of  age  and 
over  for  feeding  or  grazing  purposes  only,  may  enter  Illinois, 
or  may  be  shipped  from  public  stockyards  within  the  State, 
under  the  following  conditions: 

1.  If  they  are  accompanied  by  official  certificate  of 
health  showing  negative  tuberculin  and  brucellosis 
tests  conducted  within  30  days  prior  to  entry,  or 
that  they  are  under  30  months  of  age  and  were  offi- 
cially calfhood  vaccinated  against  brucellosis,  or 

2.  If  they  are  accompanied  by  a health  certificate  issued 
by  an  accredited  and  approved  veterinarian  show- 
ing physical  examination,  or  by  a federal  inspection 
certificate,  AND  a special  entry  permit  issued  by  the 
Division  permitting  entry  under  quarantine  subject 
to  tuberculosis  and  brucellosis  tests  to  be  conducted 
at  owner’s  expense  within  10  days  after  arrival.  Re- 
ports of  such  tests  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Division 
within  24  hours  after  completion  of  the  tests.  Any 
brucellosis  reactors  found  on  tests  shall  be  reactor 
tagged  and  branded  by  an  accredited  veterinarian 
within  10  days  of  report  by  the  laboratory,  and  dis- 
posed of  within  15  days. 

If  such  cattle  are  shipped  from  public  stock- 
yards  within  the  State,  brucellosis  test  shall  be  con- 
ducted prior  to  release  from  the  yards. 


REGULATION  VIII 

Sale  of  Quarantined  Feeding  or  Grazing  Cattle 

The  sale  or  transfer  of  feeding  or  grazing  cattle  in 
quarantine  is  permitted,  providing  that  such  transfer  of 
quarantine  shall  cover  at  least  5 animals  and  that  the  origi- 
nal quarantine  holder  shall  immediately  report  to  the  Divi- 
sion such  transfer  of  quarantined  animals,  giving  name  and 
address  of  person  to  whom  animals  were  transferred,  date  of 
transfer,  and  number  of  animals  transferred.  There  may  be 
one  transfer  of  ownership  only;  no  second  transfer  of  quaran- 
tines will  be  permitted.  The  feeder  animals  which  were  trans- 
ferred will  be  quarantined  to  the  new  owner  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  feeding  period  and  any  extension  thereof 
granted  by  the  Division. 


REGULATION  IX 

Release  of  Feeding  or  Grazing  Cattle  from  Quarantine 

The  quarantine  on  feeding  or  grazing  cattle  is  released 
when: 

1.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the  shipment  of 
the  quarantined  animals  to  a public  stockyard  or  a 
specifically  approved  Marketing  Center. 

2.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the  sale  of  the 
quarantined  cattle  for  immediate  slaughter  to  a per- 
son regularly  engaged  in  the  slaughter  of  cattle,  or 
reports  the  slaughter  of  the  cattle  for  his  own  use. 

3.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the  death  of  the 
quarantined  animals. 

4.  The  Division  receives  a report  of  negative  tuber- 
culin and/or  brucellosis  tests  conducted  by  an  ac- 
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credited,  approved  veterinarian  for  the  release  of 
the  quarantine  on  the  animals.  The  report  of  test  for 
release  from  quarantine  should  bear  a notation  that 
the  test  is  conducted  for  quarantine  release. 

5.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the  transfer  of 
no  less  than  5 of  the  feeder  females.  Name  and 
address  of  purchaser  shall  be  furnished  for  transfer 
of  quarantine  for  remainder  of  feeding  period  and 
any  extension  thereof  granted  by  the  Division. 


REGULATION  X 
Dairy  or  Breeding  Cattle 

All  dairy  or  breeding  cattle  transported  or  moved  into 
the  State  of  Illinois  or  from  public  stockyards  within  the 
State,  unless  said  cattle  are  consigned  direct  to  and  delivered 
by  the  transportation  company  within  the  confines  of  the 
Union  Stockyards,  Chicago;  the  National  Stockyards,  East 
St.  Louis;  the  Union  Stockyards,  Peoria;  or  any  other  like 
public  stockyards  or  specifically  approved  Marketing  Center, 
shall  be  accompanied  by  an  official  certificate  of  health  show- 
ing tuberculosis  and  brucellosis  status  of  the  cattle  as 
follows: 

1.  Brucellosis — All  cattle  over  six  months  of  age  nega- 
tive to  brucellosis  test  within  30  days  of  shipment. 
All  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  of  animals 
which  are  intended  for  interstate  movement  shall  be 
made  at  a state  or  federal  laboratory  or  a labora- 
tory approved  by  the  proper  livestock  sanitary  official 
of  state  of  origin,  or 

Originate  in  a certified  brucellosis-free  herd. 
Certified  herd  number  shall  be  given  and  the  cattle 
shall  be  identified  by  either  ear  tag  number  or  regis- 
tration name  and  number,  or 

Cattle  shall  be  under  30  months  of  age  and  ac- 
companied by  a record  of  official  calfhood  vaccina- 
tion approved  by  the  Livestock  Sanitary  Authority 
of  the  state  of  origin,  positively  identifying  the  cattle 
and  showing  that  they  were  officially  vaccinated 
against  brucellosis  when  between  4 and  8 months, 
of  age  with  an  approved  vaccine. 

2.  Tuberculosis — Except  as  otherwise  provided,  such 
cattle  shall  be  negative  to  the  tuberculin  test  within 
30  days  previous  to  shipment,  or 

Originate  in  a modified,  tuberculosis-free  ac- 
credited area  from  a herd  which  on  last  complete 
tuberculin  test  of  the  entire  herd  had  no  reactors 
and  the  cattle  destined  for  Illinois  were  tuberculin 
tested  and  found  negative  within  one  year  of  date 
of  shipment. 


REGULATION  XI 
Goats 

Goats  imported  into  Illinois  shall  be  accompanied  by 
an  official  health  certificate  showing  them  to  be  free  from 
communicable  and  infectious  diseases  and  including  a report 
of  negative  test  to  brucellosis  within  30  days  of  entry. 

All  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  of  animals 
■which  are  intended  for  interstate  movement  shall  be  made 
at  a state  or  federal  laboratory,  or  a laboratory  approved  by 
the  proper  Livestock  Sanitary  Official  of  state  of  origin. 
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The  reading  of  the  agglutination  test  is  according  to 
Table  2,  following,  and  shall  be  used  to  classify  the  results 
of  any  brucellosis  blood  test  for  brucellosis  in  goats.

REGULATION  XII 
Horses,  Mules  and  Asses 

All  horses,  mules  and  asses  transported  or  moved  into 
Illinois  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  official  interstate  health 
certificate  showing  such  animals  to  be  free  from  infectious 
or  communicable  diseases  as  evidenced  by  veterinary  exami- 
nation within  30  days  of  shipment,  except  those  horses  con- 
signed to  a licensed  slaughterer. 

All  horses  consigned  to  a licensed  slaughterer  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a consignment. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  SWINE 
HERDS  QUARANTINED  AS  SUSPICIOUS 
OF  BEING  INFECTED  WITH 
HOG  CHOLERA 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  169,  Section  2 of  "An  Act 
to  revise  the  law  in  relation  to  the  suppression,  pre- 
vention and  extirpation  of  contagious  and  infectious 
diseases  among  domestic  animals”,  approved  July  23, 
1943,  as  amended. 

1.  Herds  infected  with  or  suspected  of  being  infected 
with  hog  cholera  will  be  quarantined;  such  quarantine  to  be 
issued  by  the  attending  veterinarian,  a representative  of  the 
Division,  or  a representative  of  the  Animal  Health  Division. 

2.  Quarantine  will  remain  in  effect  for  21  days  after 
the  last  death  from  hog  cholera  and  will  be  released  by  the 
attending  veterinarian,  a representative  of  the  Division,  or 
a representative  of  the  Animal  Health  Division. 

3.  Swine  may  not  be  moved  from  herds  under  quaran- 
tine because  of  hog  cholera  except  that  marketable,  healthy 
swine  may  be  shipped  for  slaughter  only,  direct  to  slaughter- 
ing establishments  approved  to  accept  such  shipments,  when 
accompanied  by  special  permit  (Form  H-63)  issued  by  the 
attending  veterinarian. 

4.  Trucks  transporting  disease-free  hogs,  under  per- 
mit, from  a herd  quarantined  because  of  hog  cholera  shall 
be  cleaned,  washed,  and  disinfected  under  supervision  imme- 
diately following  unloading. 

5.  Quarantine  signs,  supplied  by  the  Division,  shall 
be  posted  at  the  entrance  of  each  infected  premise  by  the 
attending  veterinarian,  a representative  of  the  Division,  or 
a representative  of  the  Animal  Health  Division. 

6.  Any  person  failing  to  report  suspected  outbreaks  of 
hog  cholera  or  who  is  responsible  for  the  spread  of  the 
disease  shall  be  subject  to  the  statutory  penalty  as  provided 
by  law. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO 
VACaNATION  OF  SWINE  OFFERED 
FOR  SALE  (EXCEPT  FOR  SLAUGHTER) 
IN  ILUNOIS  BY  PERSONS  NOT  LICENSED 
AS  FEEDER  SWINE  DEALERS 

Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  10.52  of  "An  Act  Relating 
to  the  sale  of  swine  in  Illinois  that  have  not  been  vac- 
cinated against  hog  cholera.” 


REGULATION  I 

All  Illinois  produced  swine  offered  for  sale  by  pro- 
ducer of  such  swine  shall  comply  with  one  of  the  following 
requirements  for  vaccination  prior  to  sale: 

1.  Vaccinated  more  than  14  days  and  less  than  24 
months  with  modified  live  virus  vaccine  and  serum, 
or 

2.  Vaccinated  within  24  hours  prior  to  sale  with  modi- 
fied live  virus  and  serum  with  minimum  of  15cc  of 
anti-hog  cholera  serum  or  7.5cc  of  antibody  con- 
centrate, by  a licensed  accredited  veterinarian,  or 

3.  Vaccinated  more  than  l4  days  and  less  than  6 months 
with  killed  or  inactivated  hog  cholera  virus  vaccine 
in  the  amount  recommended  on  the  product  label  by 
the  licensed  manufacturer. 

4.  Suckling  pigs  are  not  required  to  be  vaccinated  if 
nursing  sows  that  were  vaccinated  less  than  one 
year  prior  to  farrowing  with  modified  live  virus  vac- 
cine or  less  than  6 months  prior  to  farrowing  with 
killed  tissue  vaccine. 

5.  Suckling  pigs  are  required  to  be  vaccinated,  if  nurs- 
ing sows  which  do  not  comply  with  vaccination  re- 
quirements, as  outlined  in  Section  4 of  this  regula- 
tion. Such  pigs  shall  be  vaccinated  by  licensed  veteri- 
narian using  modified  live  virus  vaccine  and  serum 
or  serum  alone  in  the  same  dosage  as  if  virulent 
virus  were  used.  Selection  of  vaccine  or  serum  to  be 
made  by  veterinarian  depending  on  age  of  pigs  and 
recommendation  for  respective  vaccines. 

REGULATION  II 

Pregnant  Sows  Which  Do  Not  Comply  With 
Regulation  I Above 

1.  Vaccinated  more  than  14  days  prior  to  sale  and 
less  than  6 months  with  killed  or  inactivated  hog 
cholera  virus  vaccine  with  amount  recommended  on 
the  product  label  by  the  licensed  manufacturer,  or 

2.  Vaccinated  by  licensed  veterinarian  within  14  days 
prior  to  sale  with  anti-hog  cholera  serum  in  the  same 
dosage  as  if  virulent  virus  were  used. 

3.  Pregnant  sows  vaccinated  at  any  time  during  preg- 
nancy with  modified  live  virus  will  not  be  permitted 
to  be  sold. 
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REGULATION  III 
Records 

Records  of  vaccination  shall  be  issued  within  48  hours 
of  time  of  vaccination  by  person  administering  vaccine. 
These  records  to  be  made  in  triplicate  on  vaccination  certifi- 
cates furnished  by  vaccine  distributors  or  the  Division  (Divi- 
sion Form  H-64).  Original  copy  to  accompany  swine  at  time 
of  sale,  duplicate  retained  by  producer  of  swine  and  tripli- 
cate to  be  retained  by  veterinarian  or  serum  distributor  and 
to  be  held  on  file  for  one  (1)  year. 

Swine  consigned  to  licensed  community  sale  or  licensed 
feeder  swine  dealer  are  not  required  to  be  vaccinated  prior 
to  consignment  or  sale,  but  shall  comply  with  regulations  as 
required  under  the  Community  Sale  Act  and  Feeder  Swine 
Dealer  Act  before  release  or  sale  by  the  community  sale  or 
feeder  swine  dealer. 

All  breeding  swine  four  (4)  months  of  age  and  over 
shall  be  negative  to  the  agglutination  blood  test  for  brucel- 
losis in  a dilution  of  1 to  50  within  60  days  of  sale,  or  origi- 
nate in  a validated  brucellosis-free  herd. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  FEEDER 
SWINE  DEALER  UCENSING  ACT 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  10.35,  "An  Act  Providing 
for  the  licensing  of  feeder  swine  dealers,  regulating  such 
business,  and  providing  penalties  for  violations  hereof”, 
approved  July  31,  1961,  as  amended. 

REGULATION  I 

Licensed  feeder  swine  dealers  shall  have  a permanent 
place  of  business  and  facilities  for  the  holding  of  pigs  on 
his  premises,  subject  to  approval  of  the  Division. 


REGULATION  II 

A feeder  swine  dealer  may  upon  written  request  to  the 
Department  and  upon  payment  of  a $2  fee,  obtain  an  agent’s 
card  for  any  one  whom  the  dealer  wishes  to  represent  him. 
Licensee  shall  be  responsible  for  feeder  pig  transactions  con- 
ducted by  his  agents. 

REGULATION  III 

Feeder  swine  imported  into  Illinois  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  a health  certificate  and  permit,  in  compliance  with 
regulations  relating  to  importation  of  feeding  swine. 


REGULATION  IV 
Feeder  swine  from  Illinois: 

1.  Shall  have  been  vaccinated  with  modified  live  virus 
hog  cholera  vaccine  and  serum  in  the  amounts  re- 
commended on  the  product  label  by  the  licensed 
manufacturer,  more  than  14  days  prior  to  sale;  or 
vaccinated  more  than  14  days  and  less  than  6 months 
with  killed  or  inactivated  hog  cholera  vaccine  in  the 
amount  recommended  on  the  product  label  by  the 
licensed  manufacturer. 

Positive  evidence  of  such  vaccination,  either  by 
a notarized  affidavit,  or  vaccination  certificate  signed 
by  a licensed  veterinarian,  shall  be  obtained  upon 
purchase. 

2.  A dealer  purchasing  unvaccinated  native  swine  shall 
cause  them  to  be  vaccinated  against  hog  cholera 
prior  to  transfer  or  re-sale,  and  within  48  hours  after 
purchase.  Vaccination  shall  be  by  a licensed  veteri- 
narian with  modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine 
and  with  anti-hog  cholera  serum  or  antibody  con- 
centrate as  required  by  regulation  VII  under  this  Act. 

3.  Under  paragraph  2 of  this  Regulation  IV,  the  li- 
censed feeder  swine  dealer  may  sell  these  swine  at 
any  time,  however,  these  swine  shall  be  considered 
under  quarantine  for  14  days  after  vaccination,  and 
shall  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  swine  not 
immune  to  hog  cholera. 

4.  All  pigs  shall  be  ear  tagged  in  right  ear  with  con- 
secutively numbered  ear  tags  showing  state  of  origin 
before  being  sold  or  commingled  with  any  other 
swine. 
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REGULATION  V 


Duties  of  a licensed  swine  dealer: 

1.  Licensee  under  this  Act  shall  provide  suitable  facil- 
ities at  his  place  of  business  for  yarding,  feeding 
and  watering  of  swine,  and  shall  protect  swine  from 
unfavorable  weather  conditions  at  all  times  while 
they  are  on  his  premises. 

2.  Sanitation  of  feeding,  watering,  and  other  facilities 
shall  be  maintained  at  all  times. 

3.  All  floors  shall  be  concrete  or  other  hard  surface  as 
approved  by  the  Department,  and  separate  pens  shall 
be  available  to  accommodate  vaccinated  and  unvac- 
cinated swine. 

4.  No  swine  showing  clinical  or  physical  evidence  of 
disease  may  be  sold. 

5.  Premises  shall  be  opened  for  inspection  by  author- 
ized Department  inspectors. 

6.  A feeder  swine  dealer  or  his  agent  shall  in  no  way 
act  as  a peddler  of  feeder  swine  by  traveling  about 
from  place  to  place  with  feeder  swine  in  his  posses- 
sion, offering  to  sell,  trade,  give  away,  barter,  ex- 
change or  dispose  of  them  in  any  manner. 


REGULATION  VI 
Maintenance  of  Records: 

1.  Licensees  under  this  Act  shall  maintain  records  of 
all  feeder  pig  transactions,  including  name  and 
address  of  person  from  whom  pigs  are  purchased, 
name  and  address  of  purchasers  of  pigs,  vaccination 
record,  number,  kind  and  breed  of  pigs  purchased, 
and  ear  tag  identification. 

2.  Records  shall  be  retained  for  at  least  12  months. 

3.  Records  shall  be  available  to  inspection  by  a repre- 
sentative of  the  Division. 


REGULATION  VII 

Amount  of  serum  to  be  used  with  modified  live  virus 
when  swine  are  vaccinated  at  swine  concentration  points, 
such  as  community  sales  or  feeder  swine  dealer  premises: 

Dosage  of  Anti-Hog  Cholera  Serum 
Or  Antibody  Concentrate 

Except  for  swine  under  20  pounds  in  weight,  the  dosage 
of  serum  should  not  exceed  one  cc  per  pound  body  weight, 
or  1/^  cc  per  pound  body  weight  if  antibody  concentrate  is 
used.

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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  THE 
UVESTOCK  DEALER  LICENSING  ACT 


Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  House  Bill  487  passed  by  the 
74th  General  Assembly  for  "An  Act  providing  for  the 
licensing  of  livestock  dealers,  regulating  such  business, 
and  providing  penalties  for  violations  thereof”,  approved 
August  13,  1965.  (Chap.  8,  Sec.  271-289  111.  Rev.  Stat.) 


REGULATION  I 

Identify  Trucks  Transporting  Livestock 

Each  application  for  license  shall  be  accompanied  by  a 
description  of  each  truck  owned  by  the  livestock  dealer 
which  is  used  in  transporting  livestock  and  shall  specify  the 
make,  year,  model,  size,  and  type  of  truck  and  the  name  and 
address  printed  on  the  truck. 

Any  change  in  the  above  shall  be  reported  to  the  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  and  Poultry  Industry  within  10  days. 


REGULATION  II 
Entry  Requirements 

All  livestock  imported  into  the  State  shall  meet  Illinois 
entry  requirements. 


REGULATION  III 
Records 

Records  of  all  transactions  shall  be  maintained  by  li- 
censee for  a period  of  3 years  and  shall  contain  the  follow- 
ing: 

a.  Date  of  purchase. 

b.  Name  and  address  of  person  from  whom  livestock  is 
purchased. 

c.  Type  of  livestock  (swine,  cattle,  sheep). 

d.  Number  of  animals  purchased. 

e.  Identification  of  animals  including  breed,  age,  sex,  etc. 

f.  Date  of  resale. 

g.  Name  and  address  of  person  to  whom  sold. 

h.  Record  of  required  health  examinations,  tests,  vac- 
cinations, or  dipping,  including  dates  and  name  of 
veterinarian  or  other  person  performing  same. 

REGULATION  IV 

Breeding  Cattle  Health  Requirements 

1.  All  Illinois  breeding  cattle  purchased  by  a licensed 
livestock  dealer  shall  comply  with  one  of  the  fol- 
lowing: 

a.  Negative  brucellosis  test  within  30  days  prior  to 
purchase,  or 
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b.  Officially  calfhood  vaccinated  and  under  30 
months  of  age,  or 

c.  Consigned  direct  to  a community  sale  and  shall 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  Community  Sale 
Law  and  regulations  pursuant  thereto. 

2.  All  breeding  cattle  sold  by  dealer,  except  direct  to 
slaughter,  shall  be  accompanied  by  a negative  bru- 
cellosis test  conducted  within  30  days  of  sale,  or 
shall  be  official  calfhood  vaccinates  under  30  months 
of  age. 

3.  Any  cattle  which,  upon  being  tested  for  brucellosis 
for  the  dealer,  are  classified  as  reactors  or  suspects 
shall  automatically  come  under  the  jurisdiction  oH 
the  Illinois  Bovine  Brucellosis  Control  Law  and 
regulations. 

REGULATION  V 
Swine  Health  Requirements 

1.  All  Illinois  breeding  swine  4 months  of  age  and 
over  purchased  by  a licensed  livestock  dealer  shall 
comply  with  the  Illinois  Swine  Brucellosis  Law  and 
regulations. 

2.  All  Illinois  breeding  swine  purchased  by  a licensed 
livestock  dealer  shall  comply  with  one  of  the  follow- 
ing hog  cholera  vaccination  requirements: 

a.  Vaccinated  against  hog  cholera  prior  to  purchase 
as  set  forth  in  Division  regulations  governing 
sale  of  swine  by  persons  not  licensed  as  feeder 
swine  dealers,  or 

b.  Unvaccinated,  unbred  females  and  boars  shall  be 
vaccinated  by  a licensed  veterinarian  within  48 
hours  with  modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine 
and  anti-hog  cholera  serum  or  concentrate  in  the 
amount  as  required  under  the  feeder  swine  dealer 
regulations  set  forth  in  this  book,  and  quaran- 
tined for  14  days. 

NOTE:  Serum  alone  will  be  permitted  for  bred 

females  only. 

Boynton  tissue  or  crystal  violet  vaccine 
shall  not  be  used. 

c.  Unvaccinated,  bred  females  shall  be  vaccinated 
by  a licensed  veterinarian  within  48  hours  after 
purchase  with  anti-hog  cholera  serum  or  con- 
centrate as  recommended  by  the  biologies  pro- 
ducer when  used  with  live  virus.  Bred  sows  shall 
be  vaccinated  with  serum  alone  within  14  days 
prior  to  resale. 

NOTE:  The  use  of  modified  live  virus  is  not  per- 

mitted for  bred  females. 

3.  Swine  purchased  and  consigned  direct  to  a com- 
munity sale  shall  not  be  governed  by  1 and  2 above 
but  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Com- 
munity Sale  Law  and  regulations. 


REGULATION  VI 
Prevent  Spread  of  Livestock  Diseases 

All  other  species  of  breeding  animals,  to  wit:  cattle  and 
sheep,  shall  comply  with  Department  laws  and  regulations 
relating  to  such  animals,  and  no  practice  or  condition  shall 
be  allowed  to  exist  which  shall  be  conducive  to  the  spread 
of  infectious  or  contagious  diseases. 
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REGULATION  VII 
Feeder  Animals 

Dealers  purchasing  Illinois  animals  for  feeding  purposes 
shall; 

a.  Keep  such  animals  separate  from  breeding  animals. 

b.  Submit  to  the  Division  a weekly  report  of  the  sale 
of  all  female  feeder  cattle  under  18  months  of  age 
giving  the  date  of  each  sale,  number  sold,  age,  breed, 
and  the  name  and  address  of  the  purchaser. 


REGULATION  VIII 
Slaughter  Animals 

Dealers  purchasing  animals  for  slaughter  purposes  only 
shall: 

a.  Keep  slaughter  animals  isolated  from  all  other 
animals. 

b.  Sell  such  animals  to  slaughter  within  10  days  of 
purchase. 

c.  Maintain  individual  records  on  all  livestock  pur- 
chased at  less  than  prevailing  market  price.  This 
class  of  livestock  shall  include  "downer”  cows,  cows 
with  carcinoma-affected  eyes,  crippled  animals,  and 
animals  whose  general  physical  appearance  would 
indicate  they  are  not  healthy  or  are  suffering  from 
malnutrition. 

REGULATION  IX 
Care  of  Livestock 

Dealer  shall  provide  livestock  in  his  possession  with 
suitable  feed,  water,  yarding,  housing,  and  protection  from 
unfavorable  weather  conditions  at  all  times. 


REGULATION  X 
Inspection 

Records  and  premises  shall  be  open  for  inspection  by 
authorized  Department  inspectors. 

REGULATION  XI 

Identification  Not  To  Be  Altered 

The  removal  or  altering  of  any  identification  of  animals 
such  as  ear  tags,  back  tags,  tattooes,  etc.,  is  prohibited. 

REGULATION  XII 

Comply  With  Market  Cattle  Test  Program 

1.  All  cattle  over  3 years  of  age  purchased  from  estab- 
lished herds  in  Illinois,  and  consigned  to  slaughter, 
shall  comply  with  the  Market  Cattle  Testing  Pro- 
gram as  follows: 

a.  Each  animal  shall  be  backtagged  with  official 
Illinois  market  cattle  back  tags. 

b.  Reports  of  such  backtagging  shall  be  furnished 
the  Division  on  approved  forms  within  30  days 
of  application  of  the  back  tag. 

2.  Cattle  consigned  directly  from  farm  of  origin  to  an 
establishment  cooperating  in  the  Market  Cattle  Test- 
ing Program  may  be  backtagged  upon  arrival  at 
such  an  establishment. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO 
BOVINE  TUBERCULOSIS 


Pursuant  to  Chap.  8,  Paragraph  104,  Sec.  18  of  "An  Act  in 

relation  to  the  eradication  of  Bovine  Tuberculosis.” 

REGULATION  I 

Requirements  for  Illinois  Tuberculosis-Free 
Accredited  Herd 

A cattle  herd  may  qualify  as  a tuberculosis-free  accredit- 
ed herd  when  it  meets  the  requirements  of  the  Uniform 
Methods  and  Rules  for  such  herds  as  recommended  by  the 
United  States  Livestock  Sanitary  Association  and  approved 
by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  Animal 
Health  Division,  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of 
a tuberculosis-free  accredited  herd  of  cattle. 

REGULATION  II 

When  Indemnity  Will  Be  Paid  on  Tests  Made 

at  Owner’s  Expense 

Indemnity  will  be  paid  to  owners  of  dairy  and  breeding 
cattle  which  react  to  the  tuberculin  test  administered  at  the 
expense  of  the  owner  by  accredited,  approved  veterinarians 
provided: 

1.  Indemnity  will  be  paid  only  when  the  entire  herd 
is  to  be  tuberculin  tested. 

2.  Indemnity  will  be  paid  only  when  the  appraisal  is 
made  by  a regularly  employed  State,  Federal,  or  County 
Veterinarian,  and  all  statutory  requirements  governing  the 
payment  of  indemnity  are  observed. 

Feeder  cattle  are  not  eligible  for  indemnity;  tuberculosis 
reactors  found  when  there  is  not  a complete  herd  test  are  not 
eligible  for  indemnity. 

REGULATION  III 

Herds  Quarantined  Because  of  Tuberculosis  Infection 

Herds  of  cattle  which  have  been  quarantined  because 
of  tuberculosis  infection  in  the  herd  may  be  released  from 
quarantine  when  the  herd  meets  the  requirements  as  recom- 
mended by  the  United  States  Livestock  Sanitary  Association 
and  approved  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture, Animal  Health  Division,  for  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  a tuberculosis-free  accredited  herd  of  cattle 
and  modified  accredited  areas.  Such  requirements  may  be 
secured  from  the  Division  of  Livestock  and  Poultry  Industry. 

REGULATION  IV 
Sale  and  Distribution  of  Tuberculin 

All  persons,  companies,  partnerships,  or  corporations 
engaged  in  the  sale  or  distribution  of  biological  products 
within  the  State  of  Illinois  shall  report  to  the  Division  all 
sales  of  bovine  and  avian  tuberculin.  Sales  shall  be  made 
only  to  licensed  veterinarians. 

REGULATION  V 

Identification  Tags  Not  To  Be  Removed 

No  person  shall  remove  identification  tags,  numbers,  or 
brands  from  livestock  to  evade  the  provisions  of  the  law.

REGULATION  I 

OFFICIAL  CLASSIFICATION  OF  THE  RESULTS  OF

This  Table  No.  2 shall  be  used  to  classify  the  results  of 
any  brucellosis  blood  test  for  brucellosis  in  goats. 

All  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  of  animals 
which  are  intended  for  interstate  movement  shall  be  made  at 
a State  or  Federal  laboratory  or  a laboratory  approved  by 
the  proper  livestock  sanitary  officials  of  state  of  origin. 


REGULATION  II 
Reports  Required 

The  veterinarian  is  required  to  report  in  writing  to  the 
Division  of  Livestock  and  Poultry  Industry  all  brucellosis 
tests  and  all  brucellosis  vaccinations  of  cattle. 
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When  a tuberculin  test  or  a brucellosis  test  and/or 
vaccination  is  conducted  on  animals  in  a county  in  which 
there  is  a County  Veterinarian,  the  veterinarian  conducting 
the  test  and/or  vaccination  shall  furnish  a copy  of  such  test 
and/or  vaccination  report  to  the  County  Veterinarian. 


REGULATION  III 

Tests  Conducted  at  State  Expense  or  for  Interstate 
or  Export  Shipment 

The  agglutination  test  for  the  detection  of  bovine  bru- 
cellosis, if  tests  are  made  at  State  expense,  or  for  interstate 
or  export  shipment,  shall  be  at  one  of  the  State  laboratories 
or  the  Diagnostic  and  Research  Laboratory,  College  of 
Veterinary  Medicine,  Urbana.  The  test  shall  be  reported 
immediately  in  writing  to  the  Division  on  forms  to  be 
furnished  by  the  Division.  This  report  shall  contain  the 
date  of  test,  a statement  of  results  obtained  in  at  least  three 
dilutions,  the  name  and  address  of  the  owner,  together  with 
proper  identification  of  each  animal  so  tested.  The  identifica- 
tion of  a grade  animal  shall  include  the  predominating  breed, 
sex,  approximate  age,  and  ear  tag  number.  A purebred  regis- 
tered animal  may  be  identified  by  its  breed,  sex,  age,  and 
registration  number  or  record  association  approved  individual 
tattoo. 


REGULATION  IV 

Tests  Conducted  at  Owner’s  Expense  for 
Intrastate  Movement 

The  agglutination  test  for  the  detection  of  bovine  bru- 
cellosis conducted  at  owner’s  expense  for  intrastate  move- 
ment of  cattle,  may  be  made  by  a veterinarian  who  has  re- 
ceived a permit  from  the  Division  to  conduct  a laboratory 
for  the  purpose  of  making  agglutination  tests  for  bovine 
brucellosis,  or  at  one  of  the  State  laboratories,  or  the  Diag- 
nostic and  Research  Laboratory  of  the  College  of  Veterinary 
Medicine.  Urbana.  Tests  shall  be  reported  and  reactors 
identified  as  outlined  in  these  regulations. 


REGULATION  V 

When  Indemnity  Will  Be  Paid  on  Tests  Made  at 
Owner’s  Expense 

Indemnity  will  be  paid  to  owners  of  dairy  and  breeding 
cattle  which  react  to  the  blood  agglutination  test  for  the  de- 
tection of  bovine  brucellosis  administered  at  the  expense  of 
the  owner  by  accredited,  approved  veterinarians,  provided: 

1.  Tests  are  to  be  read  at  one  of  the  State-Federal  diagnos- 
tic laboratories. 

2.  Indemnity  will  be  paid  only  when  a report  has  been 
received  that  the  entire  herd  has  been  blood  tested 
except  calves  under  6 months  of  age  and  official  vac- 
cinates under  30  months  of  age. 

3.  Indemnity  will  be  paid  only  when  the  appraisal  is 
made  by  a regularly  employed  State,  Federal,  County 
or  Fee-Basis  veterinarian  and  all  statutory  requirements 
governing  the  payment  of  indemnity  are  observed. 
Indemnity  will  not  be  paid  for  reactors  disclosed  on  test 

for  release  of  feeder  quarantine  or  where  incomplete  herd 
tests  are  conducted. 
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REGULATION  VI 
Identification  of  Vaccinated  Cattle 

All  purebred  cattle  vaccinated  with  Brucella  abortus 
vaccine  shall  be  identified  on  the  report  of  vaccination  by 
their  registration  number,  or  dam’s  registration  number,  or 
record  association  approved  individual  tattoo.  All  grade  or 
not  permanently  identified  cattle  so  vaccinated  shall  be  ear- 
tagged  in  the  right  ear  with  an  identification  tag.  In  addition 
to  the  above  identification,  all  animals  shall  be  identified 
at  the  time  of  vaccination  by  a tattoo  in  the  right  ear.  The 
tattoo  shall  show  the  quarter  and  year  of  vaccination  and 
the  letter  ”V”  in  the  Federal  shield.  The  number  of  the 
quarter  shall  precede  the  letter  "V”  in  the  shield  and  the 
last  figure  of  the  year  shall  follow  the  letter  ”V”  in  the 
shield,  as  for  example,  4V7 — ”4”  means  the  last  quarter 
(Oct.,  Nov.,  Dec.)  of  the  year,  "V”  means  vaccinated,  and 
”7”  means  the  year  1957. 

All  livestock  tested  for  brucellosis  and  tuberculosis  in 
the  State  of  Illinois  shall  be  identified  by  an  ear  tag  placed 
in  the  right  ear,  which  tag  shall  bear  a prefix  number  or 
letter  followed  by  the  number  on  the  face  of  the  tag,  and 
on  the  reverse  side  shall  bear  the  word,  "Illinois.” 

Purebred  registered  animals  may  be  identified  for  test  or 
vaccination  by  the  purebred  registration  number  or  individual 
registration  breed  tattoo. 


REGULATION  VII 
Identification  of  Infected  Animals 

All  cattle,  excepting  those  officially  vaccinated  and  under 
30  months  of  age,  which  are  reactors  to  the  brucellosis  test 
shall  be  tagged  in  the  left  ear  with  a reactor  tag,  to  which 
a yellow  bangle  is  attached,  placed  under  quarantine,  and 
branded  with  the  letter  "B”  on  the  left  jaw  with  a hot  iron. 


REGULATION  VIII 
Herds  Revealing  Reactors 

The  entire  herd  shall  be  placed  under  quarantine  and  the 
reactor  animals  immediately  isolated  from  the  remainder 
of  the  herd.  Reactors  shall  be  shipped  direct  for  slaughter 
through  approved  public  stockyards  or  directly  to  State- 
Federal  approved  slaughtering  establishment  accompanied  by 
State  Form  C-24  and  shipment  reported  to  the  Division. 
If  stockyard  is  located  outside  of  Illinois,  use  Form  ADE 
1-27.  Reactors  that  are  eligible  for  indemnity  shall  be  ap- 
praised, reactor  tagged,  and  branded  by  an  accredited  veteri- 
narian within  10  days  of  report  by  the  laboratory.  Such 
reactor  animals  shall  be  shipped  within  15  days  after  ap- 
praisal, and  premises  cleaned  and  disinfected  following  re- 
moval of  the  reactors. 


REGULATION  IX 

Release  of  Herds  or  Cattle  Under  Quarantine 

If  more  than  one  reactor  is  disclosed  on  any  test,  quaran- 
tine will  be  released  after  two  successive  negative  retests  of 
the  entire  herd  conducted  at  30-60  day  intervals.  If  not  more 
than  one  reactor  is  disclosed  on  any  herd  test,  one  negative 
test  conducted  not  less  than  30  days  following  date  of  test 
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on  which  the  reactor  was  disclosed  is  necessary  to  release 
quarantine.  Herd  retests  for  release  of  quarantine  may  be 
conducted  at  State-Federal  expense,  provided  funds  are 
available.  Tests  for  release  of  quarantine  are  to  be  read  at 
one  of  the  State  regional  diagnostic  laboratories  or  the 
Diagnostic  and  Research  Laboratory  at  the  College  of  Veteri- 
nary Medicine,  University  of  Illinois,  Urbana. 


REGULATION  X 
Herds  Revealing  Suspects  Only 

Only  the  suspects  are  restricted,  using  State  Form  C-4l, 
and  only  the  suspects  need  to  be  retested  at  30-day  intervals 
until  one  negative  test  is  obtained.  Retest  of  suspects  may 
be  conducted  at  State-Federal  expense,  provided  funds  are 
available. 


REGULATION  XI 

Sale  of  Suspects  and  Negative 
Animals  From  Quarantined  Herds 

Negative  animals  from  herds  under  quarantine  may  be 
shipped  by  the  owner  direct  to  public  stockyards  or  through 
licensed  community  sale,  accompanied  by  State  Form  C-24 
to  be  sold  for  slaughter  only  and  shipment  reported  to  the 
Division. 

Suspects  may  be  shipped  by  the  owner  direct  to  stock- 
yards  or  through  approved  Marketing  Center,  or  under  per- 
mit from  the  Division  to  licensed  community  sale,  accom- 
panied by  State  Form  C-24  to  be  sold  for  slaughter  only  and 
shipment  reported  to  the  Division. 


REGULATION  XII 
Identification  Tags 

No  person  shall  remove  identification  tags,  numbers, 
brands,  or  market  cattle  testing  program  back  tags  from  live- 
stock to  evade  the  provisions  of  the  law. 


REGULATION  XIII 

Requirements  for  Establishing  and  Maintaining 
Certified  Brucellosis-Free  Herds  of  Cattle 


SECTION  I 
General  Requirements 

1.  Certified  brucellosis-free  herd  certificates,  which 
shall  be  valid  for  one  year,  unless  revoked,  are  issued  co- 
operatively by  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  and  Poultry 
Industry  and  the  United  States  Animal  Health  Division. 

2.  Certification  may  be  extended  for  a period  of  one 
year  upon  evidence  of  a negative  herd  retest  and  compliance 
with  Illinois  requirements  for  maintenance  of  a certified 
brucellosis-free  herd. 

3.  All  blood  samples  for  certification  or  recertification 
of  herds  shall  be  submitted  for  diagnosis  to  one  of  the  State 
diagnostic  laboratories  located  at  Peoria,  Centralia,  Aurora, 
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or  the  State-Federal  Laboratory  at  Springfield,  or  the  Diag- 
nostic and  Research  Laboratory,  College  of  Veterinary  Medi- 
cine, Urbana. 

4.  A "herd”  shall  be  considered  as  including  all  ani- 
mals 6 months  of  age  or  over,  except  steers  and  spayed 
heifers. 

5.  A "certified  herd”  shall  consist  of  at  least  10  ani- 
mals and  shall  include  all  animals  in  the  herd  6 months  of 
age  or  over,  except  steers,  spayed  heifers,  and  officially  vac- 
cinated animals  under  30  months  of  age  which  have  not 
passed  a negative  test  subsequent  to  vaccination.  (Testing  of 
official  vaccinates  under  30  months  of  age  is  optional,  how- 
ever, any  official  vaccinate  under  30  months  of  age  that  passes 
a negative  test  may  become  a part  of  the  certified  herd.) 

6.  All  purebred  animals  shall  be  identified  by  registra- 
tion number,  dam’s  registration  number,  or  record  associa- 
tion approved  individual  tattoo,  and  grade  animals  shall  be 
identified  by  ear  tag  numbers.  If  any  animal  is  retagged 
between  annual  tests,  the  identification  of  the  previous  year 
shall  be  shown  on  the  test  chart  opposite  new  retag  num- 
ber. Any  change  in  members  of  the  herd  shall  also  be  ac- 
counted for. 


SECTION  II 

To  Qualify  for  Certification 

1.  Herds  which  showed  no  previous  infection  may  be 
certified  upon  completion  of  two  consecutive  negative  com- 
plete herd  tests  12  months  apart.  (Testing  of  official  vac- 
cinates under  30  months  of  age  is  optional.) 

2.  When  suspects  only  are  disclosed  in  a herd  in  the 
process  of  becoming  certified,  the  suspicious  animals  only 
shall  be  retested  not  less  than  30  nor  more  than  40  days 
from  previous  test.  If  the  suspects  become  negative  on  the 
retest,  the  entire  herd  shall  then  be  subjected  to  a retest.  If 
this  herd  test  is  negative  it  will  serve  as  the  first  clean  test 
toward  certification,  and  if  the  herd  passes  another  negative 
test  not  less  than  12  months  from  the  date  of  the  first 
negative  test  it  will  then  qualify  for  certification.  (Retest  of 
suspects  may  be  made  at  State-Federal  expense,  provided 
funds  are  available.) 

3.  If  the  suspects  fail  to  clear  on  the  first  30-day  re- 
test, they  shall  be  subjected  to  another  30-day  retest.  If  the 
suspects  fail  to  clear  on  the  second  retest  (this  would  make 
the  third  consecutive  test  on  which  the  suspects  showed  a 
suspicious  reaction),  they  shall  be  removed  from  the  pre- 
mises within  15  days,  a report  of  their  disposal  made  to 
the  Division  of  Livestock  and  Poultry  Industry,  the  premises 
cleaned  and  disinfected  following  removal,  and  the  entire 
herd  subjected  to  a retest  within  30  days.  If  this  herd  retest 
is  negative  it  will  serve  as  the  first  clean  test  toward  certifi- 
cation and  if  the  herd  passes  another  negative  test  not  less 
than  12  months  from  the  date  of  the  first  negative  test,  it 
will  then  qualify  for  certification.  (Retest  of  suspects  may 
be  made  at  State-Federal  expense,  provided  funds  are  avail- 
able.) 

4.  REACTORS:  If  on  initial  herd  test  or  as  a result 
of  any  retest  of  animals  in  a herd  in  the  process  of  qualify- 
ing for  certification: 

a.  One  reactor  is  disclosed,  the  entire  herd  is  placed 
under  quarantine  and  the  reactor  shall  be  immediately 
isolated  from  the  remainder  of  the  herd.  The  reactor 
shall  be  appraised,  reactor  tagged,  and  branded  by  an 
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accredited  veterinarian  within  10  days  of  report  by  the 
laboratory,  disposed  of  within  15  days  after  appraisal, 
a report  of  disposal  made  to  the  Division  of  Livestock 
and  Poultry  Industry,  the  premises  cleaned  and  disin- 
fected following  removal  of  reactor,  and  the  entire  herd 
subjected  to  a brucellosis  retest  in  not  less  than  60  days 
following  date  of  test  on  which  the  reactor  was  dis- 
closed. Ir  this  herd  retest  is  negative  the  quarantine  will 
be  released  and  the  negative  herd  retest  considered  the 
first  clean  test  toward  certification.  Another  negative 
herd  test  conducted  not  less  than  12  months  from  the 
date  of  the  first  negative  test  will  qualify  the  herd  for 
certification.  (Herd  retest  for  release  of  quarantine  may 
be  conducted  at  State-Federal  expense,  provided  funds 
are  available.) 

b.  More  than  one  reactor  is  disclosed,  the  entire  herd 
is  placed  under  quarantine  and  the  reactors  shall  be 
immediately  isolated  from  the  remainder  of  the  herd. 
The  reactors  shall  be  appraised,  reactor  tagged,  and 
branded  by  an  accredited  veterinarian  within  10  days  of 
report  by  the  laboratory,  disposed  of  within  15  days 
after  appraisal,  a report  of  disposal  made  to  the  Division 
of  Livestock  and  Poultry  Industry,  the  premises  cleaned 
and  disinfected  following  removal  of  reactors,  and  the 
entire  herd  subjected  to  retests  at  intervals  of  not  less 
than  30  nor  more  than  60  days  until  two  consecutive 
negative  tests  are  obtained.  Such  herds  may  be  certified 
as  brucellosis-free  when  they  have  passed  at  least  three 
consecutive  tests  with  the  first  clean  test  and  the  certify- 
ing test  12  months  apart.  (Herd  retests  for  release  of 
quarantine  may  be  conducted  at  State-Federal  expense, 
provided  funds  are  available.) 


SECTION  III 

Maintenance  Requirements 

1.  If  upon  annual  retest  all  animals  over  6 months  of 
age  are  negative,  except  officially  vaccinated  animals  under 
30  months  of  age  which  have  not  passed  a negative  test  sub- 
sequent to  vaccination,  certification  will  be  extended  for  an- 
other year,  provided  all  other  requirements  are  complied 
with.  (Testing  of  official  vaccinates  under  30  months  of  age 
is  optional.) 

When  the  period  between  tests  exceeds  14  months,  cer- 
tification is  forfeited  and  the  test  will  be  considered  as  an 
initial  test,  if  negative. 

2.  SUSPECTS:  If  the  retest  of  a certified  herd  dis- 

closes suspects,  but  no  reactors,  herd  status  will  be  sus- 
pended pending  the  results  of  the  retest  of  the  suspect  ani- 
mals. (Retest  of  suspects  may  be  made  at  State-Federal  ex- 
pense, provided  funds  are  available.) 

a.  If  suspects  become  negative  on  a retest  conducted 
not  less  than  30  days  nor  more  than  40  days  from  pre- 
vious test,  the  herd  may  be  re-certified. 

b.  If  suspects  fail  to  clear  on  the  first  retest  but  clear 
on  the  second  retest,  made  not  less  than  30  nor  more 
than  40  days  from  the  first  retest,  herd  certification  will 
be  restored. 

c.  If  suspects  from  the  first  retest  fail  to  clear  on  the 
second  retest  (this  would  make  the  third  consecutive 
test  on  which  the  suspects  showed  a suspicious  reaction), 
they  shall  be  removed  from  the  premises  within  15  days, 
a report  of  disposal  made  to  the  Division  of  Livestock 
and  Poultry  Industry,  the  premises  cleaned  and  disin- 
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fected  following  removal,  and  the  entire  herd  subjected 
to  a retest  within  30  days.  If  the  herd  retest  is  negative, 
certified  herd  status  will  be  restored  for  a period  of  12 
months  from  date  of  last  negative  complete  herd  test, 
d.  If  any  of  the  suspects  are  not  available  for  retest, 
the  entire  herd  shall  be  subjected  to  a retest  not  less  than 
30  nor  more  than  40  days  following  the  last  test  on 
which  infection  was  revealed.  A negative  herd  test  will 
restore  certified  herd  status  for  a period  of  12  months 
from  date  of  last  negative  herd  test.  (If  only  one 
suspect  is  not  available  for  retest  and  if  that  suspect  was 
an  official  vaccinate,  the  herd  test  shall  be  considered 
negative  and  the  herd  recertified.) 

3.  REACTORS:  If  as  a result  of  any  retest  of  a 

certified  herd  or  animals  from  a certified  herd: 

a.  One  reactor  is  disclosed,  the  entire  herd  is  placed 
under  quarantine  and  the  reactor  shall  be  immediately 
isolated  from  the  remainder  of  the  herd.  The  reactor 
shall  be  appraised,  reactor  tagged,  and  branded  by  an 
accredited  veterinarian  within  10  days  of  report  by  the 
laboratory,  disposed  of  within  15  days  after  appraisal, 
a report  of  disposal  made  to  the  Division  of  Livestock 
and  Poultry  Industry,  the  premises  cleaned  and  disin- 
fected following  removal  of  reactor,  and  the  entire  herd 
subjected  to  a brucellosis  retest  in  not  less  than  60  days 
following  date  of  test  on  which  the  reactor  was  dis- 
closed. If  this  herd  retest  is  negative  quarantine  will  be 
released,  and  the  entire  herd  can  then  be  restored  to  a 
certified  herd  status.  (Herd  retest  for  release  of  quaran- 
tine may  be  conducted  at  State-Federal  expense,  provided 
funds  are  available.) 

b.  More  than  one  reactor  is  disclosed,  the  herd  will 
be  considered  again  in  the  process  of  certification  as 
under  4b  of  Section  II. 

4.  VACCINATES: 

a.  Illinois  statutes  provide  that  calves  may  be  vaccinated 
when  they  are  not  less  than  4 months  nor  more  than 
8 months  of  age.  The  pre-bleeding  of  calves  is  optional. 
After  vaccination,  animals  are  not  considered  a part  of 
the  certified  herd  until  they  show  a negative  brucellosis 
test  before  30  months  of  age. 

b.  If,  in  order  to  facilitate  interstate  shipments,  it  is 
the  desire  of  an  owner  that  an  official  vaccinate  which 
reaches  30  months  of  age  between  recertification  tests 
be  made  a member  of  the  certified  herd,  the  owner  may 
have  the  animal  tested  at  his  expense.  A report  of  the 
negative  brucellosis  test  should  be  forwarded  the  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock  and  Poultry  Industry  together  with 
written  request  of  the  owner  that  the  animal  be  made 
a part  of  the  certified  herd. 

c.  If,  upon  reaching  30  months  of  age,  an  officially 
vaccinated  animal  shows  a suspicious  reaction,  the  herd 
owner  shall  comply  with  requirements  under  2 of  Section 
III. 

d.  If,  upon  reaching  30  months  of  age,  an  officially 
calfhood  vaccinated  animal  shows  a positive  reaction, 
the  herd  owner  shall  comply  with  3 of  Section  III. 

5.  ADDITIONS  TO  CERTIFIED  BRUCELLOSIS- 
FREE  HERDS: 

A.  NATIVE  ANIMALS 

1.  Official  calfhood  vaccinates  under  30  months  of 
age  (be  sure  to  request  record  of  vaccination),  or 
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2.  Animals  that  are  members  of  a certified  herd 
in  good  standing,  or 

3.  Animals  from  herds  not  certified,  provided: 

a.  Non-pregnant  female  cattle,  or  bulls,  shall  have 
been  tested  "within  30  days  and  proven  negative 
and  shall  show  another  negative  agglutination  retest 
at  owner’s  expense  in  not  less  than  30  days  before 
being  placed  in  the  certified  herd. 

b.  Pregnant  animals  shall  have  been  tested  within 
30  days  and  proven  negative  and  shall  be  retested 
at  owner’s  expense  not  less  than  30  days  after  calv- 
ing and  proven  negative  before  being  placed  in  the 
certified  herd. 

B.  ANIMALS  FROM  OU'T-OF-STATE:  All  animals 

from  out-of-state  accompanied  by  an  approved  inter- 
state health  certificate  showing  compliance  with  Illinois 
entry  requirements  may  be  added  to  a certified  herd  if 
they  qualify  as  follows: 

1.  Official  calfhood  vaccinates  under  30  months  of 
age,  or 

2.  Animals  originating  in  a certified  herd  in  good 
standing,  provided  the  animals  imported  have  qualified 
as  members  of  the  certified  herd  on  the  last  certification 
test  and  were  tested  within  12  months  of  date  of  entry, 
or 

3.  Animals  from  herds  not  certified  if  the  follow- 
ing requirements  are  complied  with: 

a.  Non-pregnant  female  cattle,  or  bulls,  tested 
within  30  days  of  entry  and  proven  negative 
shall  be  placed  in  isolation  and  retested  at  owner’s 
expense  in  not  less  than  30  days  before  being  placed 
in  the  certified  herd. 

b.  Pregnant  animals  tested  within  30  days  of  entry 
and  proven  negative  shall  be  placed  in  isolation  and 
retested  at  owner’s  expense  in  not  less  than  30 
days  after  calving  before  being  placed  in  the  cer- 
tified herd. 

Additions  are  not  recognized  as  a part  of  the  certified 
herd  until  the  required  negative  retests  have  been  reported 
to  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  and  Poultry  Industry. 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ESTABLISHING 
AND  MAINTAINING  VAUDATED 
BRUCELLOSIS-FREE  HERDS  OF  SWINE 

Pursuant  to  Chap.  8,  Sec.  148F-148M  of  the  Swine  Brucellosis 
Law. 


REGULATION  I 
General  Requirements 

1.  Validated  brucellosis-free  swine  herd  certificates,  which 
shall  be  valid  for  one  year,  unless  revoked,  are  issued 
cooperatively  by  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  and 
Poultry  Industry  and  the  United  States  Animal  Health 
Division. 

2.  Validation  may  be  extended  for  a period  of  one  year 
upon  evidence  of  a negative  herd  retest  and  compliance 
with  Illinois  requirements  for  maintenance  of  a validated 
brucellosis-free  swine  herd. 

3.  All  blood  samples  for  validation  or  revalidation  of  herds 
and  tests  of  animals  for  addition  to  validated  herds  shall 
be  taken  by  an  approved  accredited  veterinarian  and 
shall  be  submitted  for  diagnosis  to  one  of  the  State 
diagnostic  laboratories  located  at  Peoria,  Centralia, 
Aurora,  or  the  State-Federal  Laboratory  at  Springfield, 
or  the  Diagnostic  and  Research  Laboratory,  College  of 
Veterinary  Medicine,  Urbana.  (NOTE:  Facilities  have 
been  installed  at  the  Diagnostic  and  Research  Labora- 
tory, College  of  Veterinary  Medicine,  Urbana,  Illinois, 
to  conduct  the  "heat-tube”  test  for  brucellosis  on  swine 
blood.  This  test  will  eliminate  certain  non-specific  reac- 
tions sometimes  obtained  by  other  methods  of  test.  The 
results  of  this  "heat-tube”  test  will  be  considered  final. 
Until  further  notice,  we  suggest  that  you  instruct  your 
veterinarian  to  submit  all  blood  samples  from  your 
validated  swine  herd  to  the  Diagnostic  and  Research 
Laboratory,  College  of  Veterinary  Medicine,  Urbana, 
Illinois.  Be  sure  to  have  your  veterinarian  indicate  on 
the  test  chart  that  the  blood  samples  are  from  swine 
from  a "validated”  swine  herd.) 

4.  All  tests  shall  be  made  at  owner’s  expense. 

5.  A "herd”  shall  be  considered  as  including  all  animals 
6 months  of  age  or  over,  except  barrows  and  spayed 
gilts. 

6.  A "validated”  herd  shall  consist  of  at  least  5 animals 
and  shall  include  all  animals  in  the  herd  6 months  of 
age  or  over,  except  barrows  and  spayed  gilts. 

7.  All  purebred  animals  shall  be  identified  by  registration 
numbers,  dam’s  registration  number,  record  association 
approved  individual  tattoo,  ear  tag,  or  ear  notch.  Grade 
animals  shall  be  identified  by  ear  tag  number,  or  ear 
notch.  If  any  animal  is  retagged  between  annual  tests, 
the  identification  of  the  previous  year  shall  be  shown 
on  the  test  chart  opposite  new  retag  number.  Any  change 
in  members  of  the  herd  shall  also  be  accounted  for. 

REGULATION  II 
To  Qualify  For  Validation 

1.  Herds  which  have  shown  no  previous  infection  may  be 
validated  upon  completion  of  two  consecutive  negative 
complete  herd  tests  30  to  60  days  apart. 
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A herd  consisting  entirely  of  primary  Specific  Patho- 
gen Free  (SPF)  swine,  or  a swine  herd  that  originated 
in  its  entirety  from  a validated  herd,  may  be  validated 
upon  completion  of  one  negative  complete  herd  test. 

2.  When  reactors  are  disclosed  in  a herd  in  the  process  of 
becoming  validated,  the  reactors  shall  be  immediately 
isolated,  the  reactor  animals  shall  be  tagged  in  the  left 
ear  with  a reactor  identification  tag,  disposed  of  within 
15  days  of  report  by  the  laboratory,  a report  of  disposal 
made  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  and  Poultry  Industry, 
the  premises  cleaned  and  disinfected  following  removal 
of  reacting  animals,  and  the  entire  herd  subjected  to 
brucellosis  retests  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  30  nor 
more  than  60  days.  Upon  completion  of  three  consecu- 
tive negative  complete  herd  tests,  the  herd  is  eligible 
for  validation. 


REGULATION  III 
Maintenance  Requirements 

1.  If  upon  annual  retest  all  animals  6 months  of  age  and 
over  are  negative,  validation  will  be  extended  for  one 
year  provided  all  other  requirements  are  complied  with. 

2.  When  the  period  between  tests  exceeds  14  months,  vali- 
dation is  forfeited  and  the  test  will  be  considered  as  an 
initial  test,  if  negative. 

3.  REACTORS:  If  as  a results  of  any  retest  of  a validated 

herd  or  animals  from  a validated  herd: 

a.  One  reactor  is  disclosed,  the  reactor  animal  shall  be 
immediately  isolated,  tagged  in  the  left  ear  with 
a reactor  identification  tag,  disposed  of  within  15 
days  of  report  by  the  laboratory,  a report  of  disposal 
made  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  and  Poultry  In- 
dustry, the  premises  cleaned  and  disinfected  follow- 
ing removal  of  reactor,  and  the  entire  herd  subjected 
to  a retest  not  less  than  30  nor  more  than  60  days 
following  test  on  which  the  reactor  was  revealed. 
A negative  test  will  restore  validated  herd  status  for 
a period  of  12  months. 

b.  More  than  one  reactor  is  disclosed,  the  herd  will  be 
considered  again  in  the  process  of  validation  as  un- 
der 2 of  Regulation  II  hereof. 

4.  ADDITIONS  TO  VALIDATED  BRUCELLOSIS-FREE 
SWINE  HERDS: 

A.  NATIVE  ANIMALS: 

1.  Animals  originating  in  a validated  herd  in  good 
standing,  or 

2.  Animals  from  herds  not  validated  provided: 

a.  Non-pregnant  female  swine,  or  boars,  shall 
have  been  tested  within  30  days  and  proven 
negative  and  shall  show  another  negative 
agglutination  retest  in  not  less  than  30  nor 
more  than  60  days  before  being  placed  in 
the  validated  herd. 

b.  Pregnant  animals  shall  have  been  tested 
within  30  days  and  proven  negative  and  shall 
be  retested  not  less  than  30  nor  more  than 
60  days  after  farrowing  and  proven  negative 
before  being  placed  in  the  validated  herd. 

B.  ANIMALS  FROM  OUT-OF-STATE:  All  animals 
from  out-of-state  accompanied  by  an  approved  in- 
terstate health  certificate  showing  compliance  with 
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Illinois  entry  requirements  may  be  added  to  a vali- 
dated herd  if  they  qualify  as  follows; 

1.  Animals  originating  in  a validated  herd  in  good 
standing,  or 

2.  Animals  from  herds  not  validated  provided: 

a.  Non-pregnant  female  swine,  or  boars,  shall 
have  been  tested  within  30  days  and  proven 
negative  and  shall  show  another  negative 
agglutination  retest  in  not  less  than  30  nor 
more  than  60  days  before  being  placed  in  the 
validated  herd. 

b.  Pregnant  animals  shall  have  been  tested  with- 
in 30  days  and  proven  negative  and  shall  be 
retested  not  less  than  30  nor  more  than  60 
days  after  farrowing  and  proven  negative 
before  being  placed  in  the  validated  herd. 

ADDITIONS  ARE  NOT  RECOGNIZED  AS  A PART 
OF  THE  VALIDATED  HERD  UNTIL  THE  REQUIRED 
NEGATIVE  RETESTS  HAVE  BEEN  REPORTED  TO  THE 
ILLINOIS  DIVISION  OF  LIVESTOCK  AND  POULTRY 
INDUSTRY. 


REGULATION  IV 

1.  All  swine  brought  on  to  the  farm  for  feeding  purposes 
shall  be  segregated  from  the  breeding  herd. 
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REGULATION  RELATING  TO  THE 
DISPOSAL  OF  DEAD  ANIMALS,  POULTRY, 
FISH,  AND  PARTS  OF  BODIES  THEREOF 

Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  160,  Section  12,  approved 
July  l6,  1941,  as  amended  August  2,  1951  and  August 
5,  1963. 


REGULATION  I 
Plant  Buildings 

If,  upon  first  inspection,  the  building  in  which  the  appli- 
cant for  license  intends  to  conduct  such  business  fails  to  meet 
statutory  requirements  and  rules  of  the  Department,  the 
applicant  shall  be  granted  a period  of  time  not  to  exceed 
sixty  (60)  days  in  which  to  remedy  the  defects  specified.  At 
the  end  of  the  period,  another  inspection  shall  be  made.  If 
upon  inspection  the  building  meets  the  requirements  of  the 
Dead  Animal  Disposal  Act  as  amended  to  include  poultry, 
fish,  and  parts  thereof,  and  the  rules  of  the  Department  is- 
sued pursuant  thereto,  a license  shall  be  issued.  A separate 
building  or  storage  area  for  the  purpose  of  storing  the  finish- 
ed products  is  necessary  to  avoid  contamination  after  comple- 
tion of  processing.  No  tools  or  equipment  used  in  handling 
the  unfinished  product  shall  be  used  in  storage  areas  or  in 
handling  of  finished  product. 

Licensee  shall  provide  for  employees’  use  adequate  toilet, 
showering,  dressing  and  disinfecting  facilities. 


REGULATION  II 
Plant  Premises 

Plants  shall  be  separated  and  apart  from  any  other  busi- 
ness. In  the  event  this  is  not  practical,  all  precautions  shall 
be  taken  to  avoid  the  use  of  equipment,  tools,  vehicles,  and 
personnel  in  any  other  business.  Uncontrolled  animals  and 
birds  shall  not  be  tolerated  on  the  premises.  Rodent,  vermin, 
and  insect  control  shall  be  diligently  practiced.  Buildings 
and  surrounding  grounds  shall  be  kept  clean  and  free  from 
refuse,  trash,  or  the  accumulation  of  product  or  products  of 
processing;  with  special  emphasis  on  paunch  manure  dis- 
posal to  eliminate  insect  breeding  areas. 

Proper  choice  of  location  for  a new  plant  is  very  im- 
portant. Location  will  be  a factor  in  determining  class  of 
license  issued  to  an  applicant  for  first  license  where  plant 
has  been  in  its  present  location  for  some  time. 


REGULATION  III 
Annual  Truck  Permits 

Operators  of  all  trucks  used  in  conveying  the  bodies 
of  dead  animals,  poultry,  fish,  and  parts  of  bodies  thereof, 
over  the  highways  of  the  State  of  Illinois  shall  secure  an 
annual  permit  from  the  Department. 

Owners  or  operators  of  trucks  not  owned  by  licensed 
rendering  plants  in  Illinois  shall  secure  a permit  through  the 
licensed  rendering  plant  or  plants  to  which  deliveries  will 
be  made.

In  cases  where  delivery  is  not  routinely  made  to  an 
Illinois  licensed  plant,  permit  to  be  secured  through  plant 
in  state  of  destination;  or,  if  delivery  is  not  made  to  licensed 
rendering  plant  in  another  state,  permit  may  be  issued 
directly  to  owner  of  vehicle  by  the  Division. 

The  issuance  and  effect  of  such  permit  shall  be  depen- 
dent upon  such  trucks  meeting  a standard  for  equipment 
and  operation  specified  in  Sections  14,  15,  and  16  of  the 
Dead  Animal  Disposal  Act  as  amended  to  include  poultry, 
fish,  and  parts  of  bodies  thereof. 

Each  truck  granted  a permit  under  this  rule  for  the 
purpose  of  hauling  dead  animals  shall  have  the  inscription, 

"Illinois  Dead  Animal  Disposal  Permit  No ” and 

each  truck  granted  a permit  for  hauling  grease,  scrap  and 
parts  of  bodies  of  animals  shall  have  the  inscription,  "Illinois 
Scrap  and  Grease  Permit  No ” painted  in  a con- 

spicuous place  in  contrasting  color  on  the  left  side  of  the 
bed  of  the  truck  in  letters  not  less  than  three  (3)  inches 
high.  Truck  beds,  tanks,  and  barrels  used  for  the  transpor- 
tation of  dead  animals,  poultry,  fish,  and  parts  thereof,  when 
loaded  or  partially  loaded,  shall  be  covered,  if  not  a van  type 
truck,  when  travelling  highways  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 
Truck  beds  shall  be  leak-proof  or  so  constructed  that  no 
drippings  or  seepage  can  escape. 

Collection  vehicles  used  for  transporting  dead  stock, 
poultry,  fish,  or  parts  of  bodies  thereof  shall  be  thoroughly 
scrubbed  and  disinfected  after  hauling  each  load,  or  before 
proceeding  for  another  load.  All  truck  beds  shall  be  painted 
as  necessary,  and  kept  in  good  condition  and  repair  at  all 
times. 


REGULATION  IV 
Odors  and  Insects  Shall  Be  Controlled 

The  operator  of  a rendering  plant  which  processes  bodies 
of  dead  animals,  poultry,  fish,  and  parts  of  bodies  thereof 
shall  maintain  the  plant  in  such  sanitary  manner  as  to  elimi- 
nate, insofar  as  possible,  all  odors  and  insects.  The  licensee 
shall  provide  and  have  available  and  use  sufficient  chemicals 
approved  by  the  Department  to  control  the  odor  at  all  times, 
as  well  as  exercise  other  regular  procedures.  Especially  dur- 
ing hot  weather,  the  licensee  shall  provide  and  have  available 
chemicals  approved  by  the  Department  or  use  other  effective 
rneans  to  eliminate  insects,  with  special  emphasis  on  sanita- 
tion to  eliminate  breeding  places  of  insects,  and  an  ample 
amount  of  live  steam  for  scrubbing  and  cleaning  floors  and 
equipment. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  LOADING 
PLATFORMS  OR  COLLECTION  CENTERS 
FOR  DEAD  ANIMALS,  POULTRY,  FISH, 
AND  PARTS  OF  BODIES  THEREOF 

Pursuant  to  Chapter  lllYz,  Paragraph  190,  Section  5 of 
"An  Act  in  Relation  to  Loading  Platforms  . . /’  ap- 
proved July  13,  1953,  and  amended  July  25,  1963  to 
include  collection  centers  for  poultry,  fish,  and  parts 
of  bodies  thereof. 


REGULATION  I 

Failure  of  Loading  Platform  or  Collection  Center  to 
Meet  Requirements  Upon  First  Inspection 

If,  upon  first  inspection,  the  platform  or  collection 
center  at  which  the  applicant  for  license  intends  to  conduct 
the  business  of  collecting  animals,  poultry,  fish,  and  parts 
of  bodies  thereof  for  loading  into  trucks  which  will  take 
them  to  the  rendering  plant  fails  to  meet  the  statutory  re- 
quirements and  the  regulations  of  the  Department,  the  ap- 
plicant shall  be  granted  a period  of  time  not  to  exceed  60 
days  in  which  to  remedy  the  defects  specified.  At  the  end 
of  the  period,  another  inspection  shall  be  made.  If  upon 
such  final  inspection  the  platform  or  collection  center  meets 
the  requirements  for  loading  platforms  or  collection  centers 
and  the  regulations  of  the  Department  issued  pursuant 
thereto,  a license  shall  be  issued. 


REGULATION  II 

Location  of  Loading  Platform  and  Collection 
Center  Shall  be  Approved 

No  loading  platform  or  collection  center  for  dead  ani- 
mals, poultry,  fish,  and  parts  of  bodies  thereof  shall  be 
licensed  until  the  following  requirements  have  been  com- 
plied with: 

1.  The  location  of  a loading  platform  or  collection  center 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Department. 

2.  The  loading  platform  or  collection  center  shall  be 
covered  as  approved  by  the  Department.  The  building 
shall  be  equipped  with  louver-type  ventilators  which 
are  so  screened  as  to  prevent  rodents  and  other  animals, 
birds,  flies  and  insects  from  entering. 

3.  Sufficient  water  shall  be  provided  to  thoroughly  clean 
the  platform  or  collection  center  premises. 

4.  The  platform  or  collection  center  equipment  and  pre- 
mises shall  be  disinfected  with  a product  approved  by 
the  Animal  Health  Division  of  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture. 


REGULATION  III 
Disposal  of  Unusable  Materials 

Paunch  manure,  quantities  of  hair,  feathers,  and  other 
unusable  materials  shall  be  routinely  disposed  of  by  burn- 
ing, burying,  or  spreading  with  manure  spreader  on  culti- 
vated ground  not  used  for  pasture  of  livestock. 
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REGULATION  IV 

All  Insects  and  Odors  Shall  be  Controlled 

The  operator  of  a loading  platform  or  collection  center 
for  the  assembling  of  dead  animals,  poultry,  fish,  and  parts 
of  bodies  thereof  shall  maintain  the  platform  or  collection 
center  in  such  sanitary  manner  as  to  eliminate  insofar  as 
possible  all  odors  and  insects.  The  licensee  shall  provide  and 
have  available  and  use  sufficient  chemicals  approved  by  the 
Department  to  control  the  insects  and  odor  at  all  times.  All 
dead  animals,  poultry,  fish,  and  parts  of  bodies  thereof  to  be 
processed  at  a rendering  plant  shall  be  picked  up  at  the 
loading  platform  or  collection  center  and  transported  to  the 
rendering  plant  daily,  except  during  extremely  cold  weather. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO 
DISEASED  ANIMALS 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  169,  Section  2 of  "An  Act 
to  revise  the  law  in  relation  to  the  suppression,  preven- 
tion and  extirpation  of  contagious  and  infectious  diseases 
among  domestic  animals”,  approved  July  23,  1943,  as 
amended. 


REGULATION  I

Any  herd  owner,  flock  owner,  or  veterinarian  failing  to 
report  a suspect  outbreak  of  any  of  the  above  diseases  im- 
mediately after  discovery,  or  who  is  responsible  for  the 
spread  of  the  disease,  shall  be  subject  to  penalty  as  provided 
by  law.

REGULATION  II 
Reports  Required 

The  veterinarian  is  required  to  report  in  writing  to  the 
Division  all  brucellosis  tests  of  swine. 
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REGULATION  III 

Truck  Cleaning  and  Disinfection 

Any  truck  or  other  conveyance  in  which  diseased  live- 
stock is  transported  shall  be  cleaned  and  disinfected  imme- 
diately after  the  diseased  livestock  is  unloaded. 


REGULATION  IV 

Disposal  of  Sick,  Diseased,  or 
Crippled  Animals  at  Stockyards 

No  person,  firm,  or  corporation  shall  remove  from  any 
public  stockyards  any  sick,  diseased,  or  crippled  animals 
for  the  purpose  of  producing  meat  to  be  sold  for  human 
consumption,  except  in  case  where  the  Division  releases  such 
animals  after  ante  mortem  inspection,  provided  that  this 
restriction  shall  not  apply  to  any  slaughter  house  where 
federal  or  state  inspection  is  maintained. 


REGULATION  V 

Sale  of  Livestock  Quarantined  Because  of  Disease 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  statute  and/or  regu- 
lation, the  sale  of  livestock  quarantined  because  of  disease 
or  exposure  to  disease  is  prohibited  unless  permission  of  the 
Division  is  first  obtained.  The  Division  will  then  prescribe 
the  conditions  under  which  such  sale  may  be  made. 


REGULATION  VI 
Identification  Ear  Tags  for  Cattle 

All  livestock  tested  for  brucellosis  and  tuberculosis  in 
the  State  of  Illinois  shall  be  identified  by  an  ear  tag  placed 
in  the  right  ear,  which  tag  shall  bear  a prefix  number  or  let- 
ter followed  by  the  number  on  the  face  of  the  tag,  and  on 
the  reverse  side  shall  bear  the  word,  "Illinois.” 

Purebred  registered  animals  may  be  identified  for  test 
or  vaccination  by  the  purebred  registration  number  or  in- 
dividual registration  breed  tattoo. 


REGULATION  VII 

Identification  Tags  Not  To  Be  Removed 

No  person  shall  remove  identification  tags,  numbers, 
brands,  or  market  cattle  testing  program  back  tags  from  live- 
stock to  evade  the  provisions  of  the  law. 


REGULATION  VIII 
Goats 

Dairy  goats  loaned,  traded,  exchanged,  or  sold  for  pur- 
poses other  than  immediate  slaughter  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a report  of  negative  test  to  brucellosis  within  30  days, 
or  originate  in  a herd  which  had  a negative  complete  herd 
brucellosis  test  within  one  year  of  date  of  such  transaction. 

All  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  of  animals 
which  are  intended  for  interstate  movement  shall  be  made 
at  a state  or  federal  laboratory,  or  a laboratory  approved  by 
the  proper  livestock  sanitary  official  of  state  of  origin. 
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The  reading  of  the  agglutination  test  is  according  to 
Table  2,  following,  and  shall  be  used  to  classify  the  results 
of  any  brucellosis  blood  test  for  brucellosis  in  goats.

REGULATION  IX 

Test — Report  and  Quarantine  Required 

All  diagnostic  tests  conducted  for  the  detection  of  bru- 
cellosis in  goats  shall  be  classified  according  to  Diagrwstic 
Table  No.  2 (Regulation  No.  VIII)  and  reported  to  the  Divi- 

sion.  , j t 

W^hen  reactors  to  the  brucellosis  test  are  revealed,  ^he 
entire  herd  is  placed  under  quarantine.  The  reactors  shall 
be  immediately  isolated,  tagged  in  the  left  pr  with  a reactor 
tag  and  disposed  of  only  for  immediate  slaughter.  When  a 
report  of  disposal  has  been  made  to  the  Division,  the  pre- 
mises cleaned  and  disinfected  following  the^  removal  of  re- 
acting animals,  the  entire  herd  shall  be  subjected  to  retests 
at  intervals  of  not  less  than  30  days  until  two  consecutive 
negative  tests  are  obtained,  when  the  quarantine  may  be 
released. 


REGULATION  X 

Disposal  of  Reactors  and  Herds  or  Animals 
Under  Quarantine 

Reactors  shall  be  shipped  direct  for  slaughter  to  stock- 
yards  under  Federal  inspection  accompanied  by  State  Form 
C-24  and  shipment  reported  to  the  Division.  If  stockyard  is 
located  outside  of  Illinois,  they  shall  be  accompanied  by 
Federal  Form  ADE  1-27. 

Animals  from  herds  under  quarantine  may  be  shipped 
by  the  owner  direct  to  public  stockyards  or  through  speafa- 
callv  approved  Marketing  Centers  accompanied  by  State 
Form  C-24  to  be  sold  for  slaughter  only  and  shipment  re- 
ported to  the  Division. 


REGULATION  XI 

Permit  for  Use  of  Anthrax  Vaccine  Required 

No  anthrax  vaccine  shall  be  used  within  the  State  of 
Illinois  unless  the  veterinarian  has  secured  a permit  from 
the  Division  for  its  use.  Permits  will  be  granted  for  the  use 
of  anthrax  vaccine  only  in  areas  where  the  disease  is  known 
to  exist  or  has  been  known  to  exist. 


REGULATION  XII 
Sale  of  Anthrax  Vaccine 

No  anthrax  vaccine  shall  be  sold  within  the  State  of 
Illinois  except  to  licensed  veterinarians  who  have  received 
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a permit  from  the  Division  for  the  use  of  such  vaccine  on 
designated  premises  or  within  a specified  area. 


REGULATION  XIII 

Quarantine  of  Animals  and  Premises  Required 

When  any  animals  are  vaccinated  against  anthrax  the 
premises  and  all  animals  thereon  shall  be  placed  under 
quarantine. 


REGULATION  XIV 

Limitation  of  Sale  of  Erysipelothrix  Insidiosa  (formerly 
designated  as  Erysipelothrix  Rhusiopathiae)  Biologicals 

Manufacturers  and  distributors  or  their  agents  shall  not 
sell  or  distribute  Erysipelothrix  insidiosa  biologicals  con- 
taining live  organisms  to  any  person  in  the  State  of  Illinois 
except  a licensed,  accredited  veterinarian. 


REGULATION  XV 
Scrapie 

No  sheep  which  are  known  to  be  infected  with  scrapie 
and  no  progeny  of  sheep  known  to  be  infected  with  scrapie 
may  be  transported  or  moved  into  the  State  of  Illinois  ’ 


REGULATION  XVI 
Bluetongue 

No  sheep  infected  with  or  exposed  to  bluetongue  and 
no  sneep  from  an  area  under  quarantine  because  of  blue- 
tongue, may  be  transported  or  moved  into  the  State  of  Illi-

spraying  or  dipping  in  these  Regulations,  one  of  the  follow- 
ing procedures  shall  have  been  followed: 

Sprayed  or  (a)  with  a recognized  toxaphene  spray,  or 

dipped  twice  (b)  with  a lime  and  sulphur  solution,  or 

at  10-day  /^\  Qj-ber  acaricide  approved  by  the  Animal 

intervals  Division. 


2.  No  cattle  infested  with  scabies  mites  shall  be 
brought  into  the  State  of  Illinois. 

3.  Cattle  recently  exposed  to  scabies  mites  may  enter 
the  State  of  Illinois  when  accompanied  by  an  official  inter- 
state health  certificate  showing  that  the  cattle  meet  the  tuber- 
culosis and  brucellosis  entry  requirements  and  are  free  from 
contagious,  infectious  or  communicable  diseases,  and  that 
they  have  been  sprayed  or  dipped  twice  in  compliance  with 
official  procedures  as  mentioned  in  these  Regulations.  A 
copy  of  the  health  certificate  bearing  the  approval  of  the 
Livestock  Sanitary  Official  of  the  state  of  origin  shall  be  filed 
with  the  Illinois  Division  of  Livestock  and  Poultry  Industry. 


4.  Illinois  cattle  exposed  to  scabies.  The  Department 
may  require  that  any  cattle  within  the  State  which  have  been 
exposed  to  scabies  mites  be  sprayed  or  dipped  in  compliance 
with  official  procedures.  Failure  by  the  owner  or  his  agent 
to  comply  with  this  requirement  will  result  in  a quarantine 
of  the  animals  on  the  premises  and  will  subject  the  owner 
to  the  penalties  provided  by  law  for  failure  to  comply  with 
State  regulations. 

5.  All  cattle  within  the  State  known  to  be  infested 
with  scabies  mites  shall  be  placed  under  quarantine  and 
are  required  to  be  sprayed  or  dipped  in  compliance  with  offi- 
cial procedures;  premises  shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and 
disinfected. 

The  quarantine  will  remain  in  effect  until  the  Division 
receives  a report  from  a licensed  veterinarian  stating  that 
upon  examination  made  not  less  than  30  days  after  date  of 
last  spraying  or  dipping  cattle  were  found  free  of  scabies 
mites  and  that  the  premises  occupied  by  the  infested  cattle 
were  properly  cleaned  and  disinfected.  Failure  by  the  owner 
or  his  agent  to  comply  with  this  Regulation  will  subject  the 
owner  to  the  penalties  provided  by  law  for  failure  to  com- 
ply with  State  regulations. 


REGULATION  XX 
Sheep  Scabies 

1.  No  sheep  infested  with  or  exposed  to  scabies  shall  be 
moved  into  or  within  the  State  for  any  purpose,  except 
as  provided  in  these  Regulations. 

2.  Sheep  breeders  may  dip  their  flocks,  provided  the  entire 
flock  is  dipped  at  least  once  each  six  months  in  accor- 
dance with  these  Regulations,  and  provided  sheep  are 
not  infested  with  or  have  not  recently  been  exposed  to 
scabies.  Sheep  breeders  shall  register  such  dipping  with 
the  Division  by  furnishing  a report  of  each  six-month 
dipping  certified  by  a State  or  Federal  employee,  or 
accredited  veterinarian,  or  approved  commercial  dipper, 
giving  name  and  address  of  owner,  number  and  kind 
of  sheep,  date  of  dipping,  and  dip  used.  When  dipping 
requirements  for  intrastate  movement  are  in  effect, 
sheep  so  dipped  and  reported  may  be  sold  for  any  pur- 
pose intrastate  following  second  dipping  without  addi- 
tional dipping. 
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3.  Sheep  infested  with  or  exposed  to  scabies  may  be  sold 
for  immediate  slaughter  within  the  State  to  stockyards 
where  State  or  Federal  inspection  is  maintained,  or  to 
a recognized  slaughtering  center,  to  be  slaughtered  with- 
in 10  days,  after  owner  has  applied  for  and  received 
permission  from  the  Division.  The  request  for  permit 
shall  give  the  owner’s  name  and  address,  number  and 
kind  of  sheep,  the  name  and  address  of  commission 
firm  or  slaughtering  establishment  sheep  will  be  con- 
signed to,  date  of  shipment;  name  and  kind  of  carrier, 
such  as  make  and  license  number  of  truck,  and  truck 
operator’s  name,  if  by  rail,  railroad  car  number  and 
name  of  carrier.  After  unloading  infested  or  exposed 
sheep,  conveyance  shall  be  immediately  cleaned  and 
disinfected. 

4.  Infested  sheep  will  be  permitted  movement  for  any 
purpose  after  quarantine  has  been  released.  Quarantine 
will  be  released  if  flock  is  found  free  of  scabies  after 
following  procedure:  sheep  dipped  twice  in  approved 
dip  and  with  approved  procedure  by  State  or  Federal 
inspector,  inspection  60  days  following  last  dipping. 

5.  All  sheep  in  a certain  flock  or  shipment  in  which  the 
disease  of  scabies  is  present  shall  be  classed  as  infested 
sheep,  and  none  of  them  shall  be  offered  for  sale  or 
movement  until  dipped  as  provided  in  No.  4 or  for 
immediate  slaughter  according  to  No.  3 of  these  Regu- 
lations. The  practice  of  "picking”  a flock — that  is,  re- 
moving sheep  which  are  visibly  infested — and  then  of- 
fering any  portion  of  the  remaining  for  either  inspec- 
tion, movement,  or  sale  is  prohibited.  All  persons  are 
required  to  report  all  scabies  suspicious  and  infested 
sheep  to  the  Division. 

6.  The  dipping  of  sheep  other  than  those  infested  with  or 
exposed  to  scabies  shall  be  according  to  these  Regula- 
tions and  at  the  owner’s  expense.  Those  flocks  found 
infested  with  or  exposed  to  scabies  will  be  dipped  in 
the  State-owned  portable  dipping  vats  or  other  ap- 
proved dipping  vats  under  supervision  of  State  or  Fed- 
eral employees  and  only  the  material  used  to  dip  the 
sheep  will  be  supplied  at  the  owner’s  expense. 

7.  Permitted  dips: 

a.  Toxaphene — 3 quarts  to  100  gallons  of  water  which 
makes  a solution  of  0.5%  at  40°  to  80°  F.  tempera- 
ture. Sheep  dipped  in  this  material  shall  not  be  of- 
fered for  slaughter  within  30  days  of  dipping,  or 

b.  Other  dipping  preparations  recognized  by  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  Illinois  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture. 


REGULATION  XXI 
Breeding  Sheep 

All  sheep  entering  Illinois  for  breeding  purposes  shall 
be  accompanied  by  an  official  health  certificate  issued  by  an 
accredited,  approved  veterinarian  or  a veterinarian  of  the 
Animal  Health  Division.  Health  certificate  shall  indicate  the 
sheep  have  been  examined  within  30  days  of  entry  and 
found  free  of  scabies  and  all  other  infectious  or  communi- 
cable diseases,  have  not  recently  been  exposed  to  such  diseases, 
and  have  been  dipped  for  scabies  in  accordance  with  these 
Regulations. 
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REGULATION  XXII 
Feeder  Sheep  and  Lambs 

Sheep  for  feeding  or  grazing  purposes  originating  in 
states  free  of  scabies  or  in  scabies-free  areas  in  states  known 
to  have  scabies  infestation  may  be  shipped  or  moved  into 
Illinois  direct  from  states  or  through  public  stockyards  with- 
out dipping  when  accompanied  by  either  an  official  health 
certificate,  or  federal  inspection  certificate,  or  special  entry 
permit  from  the  Division,  provided  that  in  transit  such  sheep 
are  not  mixed  with  sheep  from  infested  or  eradication  areas. 


REGULATION  XXIII 
Sheep  for  Feeding  or  Grazing  Purposes 

Sheep  for  feeding  or  grazing  purposes  originating  in 
areas  in  which  scabies  infestation  is  known  to  exist  shall  be 
accompanied  by  an  official  interstate  health  certificate  or 
federal  inspection  certificate  showing  the  sheep  to  have  been 
dipped  in  accordance  with  regulations  of  the  Animal  Health 
Division,  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO 
GARBAGE  FEEDING 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  200,  Section  9 of  ”An  Act 
in  relation  to  garbage  fed  to  swine,  other  animals  or 
poultry  and  providing  penalties  for  the  violation  there- 
of', approved  May  1,  1953,  as  amended. 


REGULATION  I 

Any  person  who  feeds  garbage  or  allows  garbage  to  be 
fed  to  swine  or  other  animals  or  poultry  on  premises  owned, 
rented,  leased,  or  in  any  way  under  his  supervision  or  con- 
trol, within  the  State  of  Illinois  shall  comply  with  the 
following: 

1.  All  garbage  fed  to  livestock  or  swine  shall  be  cooked 
before  feeding,  and  unless  the  garbage  is  of  a liquid 
nature  or  content,  shall  be  supplemented  with  a mini- 
mum of  25%  by  volume  of  water  before  the  cooking 
process  is  started. 

2.  Garbage  shall  be  heated  under  agitation  to  a tempera- 
ture of  212°  F.  and  held  at  that  point  or  higher  for  a 
period  of  time  of  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  minutes.  This 
may  be  accomplished  by  the  following  methods: 

a.  Direct  fire  to  kettle,  or 

b.  Steam  injection,  or 

c.  Steel  jacket  kettle,  or 

d.  Pressure  cooker,  or 

e.  Submerged  coil. 

3.  A recording  thermometer  shall  be  used,  with  the  tem- 
perature taken  at  points  not  closer  to  the  source  of  heat 
than  the  thermometer  is  located  from  the  farthest  area 
of  the  garbage.  In  short,  the  thermometer  shall  not  be 
closer  to  the  heat  than  it  is  from  the  outside  at  the 
farthest  point.  Such  recordings  shall  be  kept  by  the 
operator  and  made  available  to  the  representatives  of 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  examination  and 
transfer  to  the  Division  files. 

4.  If  storage  space  is  required,  it  shall  be  of  sufficient  capa- 
city and  construction  as  approved  by  the  Department 
for  storage  of  garbage  prior  to  cooking. 

5.  Upon  the  receipt  of  an  application  for  a permit  to  feed 
garbage,  the  Director  shall  cause  an  inspection  to  be 
made  of  the  premises  to  determine  whether  the  location 
and  construction  of  facilities  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture pertaining  to  the  cooking  of  garbage  and  sani- 
tation. 

6.  Solid  feeding  platforms,  and  troughs  of  an  impervious 
material,  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  be  convenient 
and  handy  for  adequate  cleaning,  sterilization,  and 
sanitation  purposes. 

7.  An  ample  water  supply  under  pressure  shall  be  pro- 
vided to  properly  clean  the  feeding  area  and  an  ap- 
proved drainage  system  connected  to  a sewer,  septic 
tank  or  cesspool  of  proper  capacity  shall  be  provided 
for  all  cleaning  operations. 

8.  The  premises  on  which  garbage  is  fed  shall  be  main- 
tained in  a sanitary  condition  satisfactory  to  the  rules 
and  requirements  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  with 
reference  thereto. 
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REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  A 
MARKETING  CENTER 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  121V2,  Paragraph  215a,  Section  8a  of 
"An  Act  in  relation  to  the  licensing  and  regulation  of 
community  sales”,  approved  July  15,  1941,  as  amended. 


REGULATION  I 

"Marketing  Center”  means  a licensed  community  sale 
which  has  been  so  designated  by  the  Illinois  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  the  United  States  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture as  a Marketing  Center  after  having  qualified  under 
regulations  of  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 


REGULATION  II 

A Marketing  Center  shall  be  operated  under  the  super- 
vision of  an  accredited  veterinarian  approved  by  the  Illinois 
Department  of  Agriculture. 


REGULATION  III 

All  out-of-state  livestock  consigned  to  a Marketing 
Center  shall  be  accompanied  from  point  of  origin  by  a 
permit  issued  by  the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture  or 
by  a document  (described  in  the  law  as  a consignment), 
issued  by  the  owner  or  shipper  of  the  livestock,  designating 
the  name  of  the  owner  or  shipper,  place  of  origin,  stock- 
yards,  packing  plant,  or  Marketing  Center  of  destination, 
date  of  shipment,  number  and  description  of  livestock,  and 
that  the  livestock  in  said  consignment  are  free  from  any 
known  contagious  or  infectious  disease,  certified  to  by  the 
owner  or  shipper,  kept  in  the  possession  of  the  carrier  and 
delivered  to  and  accepted  by  the  stockyards,  packing  plant, 
or  Marketing  Center  of  destination. 


REGULATION  IV 

The  consignment  delivered  with  livestock  at  a Market- 
ing Center  shall  be  held  by  the  stockyards,  packing  plant, 
or  Marketing  Center  for  a period  of  not  less  than  6 months 
for  inspection  by  legally  authorized  officials  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  or  the  Illinois  Department 
of  Agriculture,  or  other  officials  having  police  powers. 


REGULATION  V 

No  livestock  sold  at  a Marketing  Center  for  interstate 
shipment  shall  be  released  by  the  Marketing  Center  man- 
agement until  the  shipment  complies  with  the  requirements 
of  the  state  to  which  the  livestock  is  to  be  shipped. 


REGULATION  VI 

The  accredited  veterinarian  who  is  approved  by  the 
Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture  shall  inspect  all  livestock 
consigned  to  the  Marketing  Center  at  the  time  the  consign- 
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ment  arrives  at  the  Marketing  Center.  No  animal  shall  be 
sold  or  released  from  Marketing  Center  until  approved  by 
the  veterinarian.  Sales  or  release  of  livestock  through  a 
Marketing  Center  shall  conform  to  the  provisions  of  Illinois 
laws  and  regulations.  The  veterinarian  shall  be  present  at 
the  Marketing  Center  when  consignments  of  livestock  arrive 
on  regular  sale  days,  and  shall  remain  at  the  Marketing 
Center  until  all  animals  are  sold  and  all  of  the  requirements 
for  their  removal  and  disposition  have  been  fully  complied 
with.  The  veterinarian  shall  approve  or  disapprove  the 
sanitary  condition  of  the  Marketing  Center.  The  Marketing 
Center  shall  provide  receiving  pens  for  livestock  that  arrive 
at  night  or  other  than  regular  hours.  Such  animals  shall  not 
be  removed  from  the  receiving  pens  until  they  have  been 
examined  by  the  Marketing  Center  veterinarian  and  he  has 
authorized  the  sale  or  removal  of  such  animals. 


REGULATION  VII 

The  management  of  the  Marketing  Center  shall  clean 
and  disinfect,  or  cause  to  be  cleaned  and  disinfected,  all  pens, 
alleyways,  sale  rings,  loading  and  unloading  chutes  as  re- 
quired by  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  Marketing  Center 
veterinarian. 


REGULATION  VIII 

Except  as  provided  by  law  and  Departmental  regulations, 
no  livestock  showing  clinical  or  physical  evidence  of  disease 
may  be  sold  through  any  Marketing  Center  for  any  purpose, 
except  where  animals  are  determined  to  be  reactors  to  the 
tuberculosis  or  brucellosis  test  after  having  been  received  and 
tested  at  the  Marketing  Center. 


REGULATION  IX 

Each  Marketing  Center  shall  provide  a quarantine  pen 
for  each  of  the  following  classes  of  animals:  cattle,  sheep, 
and  swine;  and  a separate  chute  for  loading  of  diseased  ani- 
mals. 


REGULATION  X 

All  alleyways,  pens,  and  chutes  which  have  become  con- 
taminated shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  disinfected  imme- 
diately following  the  removal  of  the  diseased  animals. 


REGULATION  XI 

All  animals  that  are  classified  as  diseased  animals,  either 
by  test  or  clinical  examination  by  the  veterinarian  in  charge 
of  the  Marketing  Center,  shall  be  placed  in  the  quarantine 
pens  and  placed  under  lock  and  key  by  the  veterinarian  or 
his  agent  and  shall  remain  in  such  condition  until  released 
by  the  veterinarian  to  be  moved  for  slaughter  to  a recog- 
nized slaughtering  center  where  Federal  meat  inspection  is 
maintained,  or  to  a licensed  dead  animal  disposal  plant,  or 
may  be  returned  to  the  premises  of  the  owner  and  placed 
under  quarantine  by  permission  of  the  Marketing  Center 
veterinarian. 


REGULATION  XII 

The  veterinarian  shall  be  responsible  for  a report  to  the 
Division  of  Livestock  and  Poultry  Industry,  Illinois  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  of  all  tests  of  animals  that  are  sold  or 
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released  at  the  Marketing  Center  following  each  day’s  sale, 
and  a report  showing  the  names,  addresses,  number,  descrip- 
tion, sex,  breed  of  all  animals  that  are  subject  to  quarantine. 
The  veterinarian  shall  also  report  the  disposition  of  any 
diseased  livestock,  giving  name  and  address  of  the  owner 
or  consignor  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  recognized 
slaughtering  center  to  which  the  diseased  animals  were 
moved,  and/or  other  disposition. 


REGULATION  XIII 

The  floors  of  all  swine  pens,  alleys,  quarantine  pens,  and 
sale  ring  shall  be  concrete.  Floors  of  all  other  pens  may  be 
either  concrete,  black  top,  or  other  impervious  material.  Such 
floors  and  pens  shall  be  provided  with  drainage  for  flushing. 
Concreted  pens,  alleys,  and  sale  ring  shall,  before  each  sale, 
be  covered  with  tanbark,  sand,  or  other  material  to  remove 
unnecessary  hazard  to  livestock. 


REGULATION  XIV 

All  Marketing  Centers  shall  possess  a power  spray  or 
steam  cleaner  in  order  that  cleaning  and  disinfecting  may 
be  completed  under  pressure. 


REGULATION  XV 

All  Marketing  Centers  shall  be  equipped  with  a dipping 
vat  wherein  sheep  and  swine  shall  be  dipped,  when  required 
by  the  Marketing  Center  veterinarian  or  authorized  repre- 
sentative of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 


REGULATION  XVI 

A roofed  area  shall  be  provided  to  protect  the  livestock 
from  inclement  weather. 


REGULATION  XVII 

All  Marketing  Centers  shall  provide  an  office  for  the 
Marketing  Center  veterinarian,  and  shall  keep  the  office 
properly  painted  and  cleaned.  It  shall  be  properly  lighted, 
heated,  screened,  ventilated,  and  shall  be  equipped  with 
storage  space  for  the  veterinarian’s  biological  products,  with 
an  electric  refrigerator,  sink,  running  water  and  sewer  con- 
nections, and  shall  be  kept  at  all  times  in  a sanitary  condi- 
tion. 


REGULATION  XVIII 

The  veterinarian’s  office  or  laboratory  is  for  his  use 
entirely  and  is  not  to  be  used  for  other  purposes  or  by  other 
personnel. 


REGULATION  XIX 

The  sale  ring  shall  be  properly  painted,  and  shall  be 
kept  in  a clean,  sanitary  condition  at  all  times. 


REGULATION  XX 

The  Marketing  Center  shall  provide  a suitable  chute 
to  restrain  all  animals  that  are  to  be  tested,  and  shall  provide 
proper  pens  for  swine  that  are  to  be  vaccinated,  in  close 
proximity  to  the  veterinarian’s  office  or  laboratory.

REGULATION  XXI 


All  Marketing  Centers  shall  exercise  reasonable  care 
and  promptness  in  respect  to  unloading,  feeding,  watering, 
weighing,  and  transporting  of  livestock  to  prevent  injury, 
death,  or  avoidable  losses. 


REGULATION  XXII 

All  Marketing  Centers  shall  have  an  ample  supply  of 
clean  water  under  pressure  at  all  times.  All  troughs  and 
other  receptacles  shall  be  kept  clean  at  all  times. 


REGULATION  XXIII 

Each  operator  of  a Marketing  Center  shall  keep  the 
following  records  for  each  lot  of  livestock  consigned  to  or 
sold  through  such  Marketing  Center: 

1.  Name  and  address  of  the  consignor; 

2.  Description  of  the  livestock,  including  the  kind, 
approximate  age,  sex,  breed,  and  any  marks,  brands, 
or  other  distinguishing  or  identifying  marks; 

3.  The  method  by  which  such  property  was  delivered 
to  the  Marketing  Center,  and  in  the  case  of  property 
delivered  by  motor  vehicle,  the  name  of  the  opera- 
tor, make  or  manufacture  of  vehicle,  and  state  license 
number  of  such  motor  vehicle; 

4.  Name  and  address  of  the  purchaser  of  said  livestock; 

5.  The  price  for  which  the  livestock  was  sold  or  ex- 
changed, and  the  commission  or  other  fee  charged 
by  the  Marketing  Center. 

Such  records  shall  be  kept  by  the  operator  of  the  Mar- 
keting Center  at  the  establishment  or  premises  or  such  other 
convenient  place  as  may  be  approved  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  Illinois  Department  of 
Agriculture.  Such  records  shall  at  all  reasonable  times  be 
open  for  inspection  by  legally  authorized  officials  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  Illinois 
Department  of  Agriculture  or  other  officials  having  police 
powers,  and  shall  be  retained  and  preserved  for  a period  of 
at  least  2 years. 


REGULATION  XXIV 

All  out-of-state  female  cattle  of  the  beef  breeds  and 
steers  may  be  shipped  or  transported  to  a specifically  ap- 
proved Marketing  Center  in  the  State  of  Illinois  when  ac- 
companied by  a document  described  in  the  law  as  a "Con- 
signment”. Such  animals  shall  comply  with  Illinois  laws  and 
regulations  before  being  released  from  the  Marketing  Center. 


REGULATION  XXV 

A report  of  the  receipts  of  all  out-of-state  cattle  or  other 
livestock  shall  be  made  to  the  Illinois  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, Division  of  Livestock  and  Poultry  Industry,  on  forms 
to  be  furnished  by  the  Department  (Form  M-106)  imme- 
diately following  each  day’s  sale,  or  at  the  end  of  each  week 
if  the  Marketing  Center  operates  more  than  one  day  each 
week,  whichever  the  case  may  be. 
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REGULATION  XXVI 


The  Marketing  Center  shall  provide  a dial  system  scale 
which  shows  balance  and  weight,  or  a stamping  beam  scale 
with  balance  indicator  for  the  weighing  of  livestock  sold  by 
weight  at  such  Marketing  Center. 


REGULATION  XXVII 

The  designation  of  a Marketing  Center  may  be  removed, 
after  a hearing  by  the  Director  of  Agriculture  or  his  desig- 
nated representatives,  when  it  has  been  shown  that  such 
Marketing  Center  has  failed  or  refused  to  comply  with  the 
laws  and  regulations  pertaining  thereto. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO 
COMMUNITY  SALES 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  12lV2>  Paragraph  218,  Section  11  of 
"An  Act  in  relation  to  the  licensing  and  regulation  of 
community  sales”  approved  July  15,  1941,  as  amended. 


REGULATION  I 

Fee  to  Accompany  Application  Not  To  Be  Refunded 

The  application  for  license  to  operate  a community  sale 
shall  be  accompanied  by  the  license  fee.  In  no  case  will  this 
fee  be  refunded. 


REGULATION  II 

Release  of  Livestock  for  Interstate  Shipment 

No  livestock  sold  at  community  sales  for  interstate  ship- 
ment shall  be  released  by  the  sale  management  until  the  ship- 
ment complies  with  the  requirements  of  the  state  to  which 
it  is  to  be  shipped. 


REGULATION  III 
Veterinary  Inspection 

The  official  community  sale  veterinarian  shall  inspect 
all  livestock  consigned  to  the  sale  before  the  sale  starts.  No 
animal  shall  be  sold  until  approved  for  sale  by  the  veteri- 
narian. Sale  of  livestock  through  a community  sale  shall 
conform  to  the  provisions  of  the  Illinois  laws  and  regulations. 

The  veterinarian  shall  remain  at  the  sale  until  all  ani- 
mals are  sold  and  all  of  the  requirements  for  their  removal 
and  disposition  have  been  fully  complied  with.  The  veteri- 
narian shall  approve  or  disapprove  the  sanitary  condition  of 
the  sales  premises  at  the  time  of  sale.  No  sale  shall  be  per- 
mitted until  the  sanitary  requirements,  as  stated  hereinafter, 
are  complied  with  and  approved  by  the  veterinarian  in  charge. 
The  sanitary  condition  of  the  sale  at  the  time  of  sale  shall 
be  reported  to  the  Department  by  the  veterinarian  indicating 
the  condition  thereof  as  "good”,  "fair”,  or  "poor”.  The 
veterinarian’s  reports  shall  be  completed  and  mailed  to  the 
Department  as  required  by  the  statutes. 

Except  as  provided  by  law  and  Departmental  regula- 
tions, no  livestock  showing  clinical  or  physical  evidence  of 
disease  may  be  sold  through  a community  sale  for  any  pur- 
pose. 


REGULATION  IV 
Veterinary  Office 

All  community  sales  shall  provide  an  office  for  the 
community  sale  veterinarian,  and  shall  keep  the  office  pro- 
perly painted  and  cleaned.  It  shall  be  properly  lighted,  heat- 
ed, screened,  ventilated,  and  shall  be  equipped  with  storage 
space  for  the  veterinarian’s  biological  products,  with  an 
electric  refrigerator,  sink,  running  water  and  sewer  connec- 
tions, and  shall  be  kept  at  all  times  in  a sanitary  condition. 
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REGULATION  V 
Quarantine  Pen 

Each  community  sale  shall  provide  a quarantine  pen 
which  shall  be  labeled  as  such.  Such  pen  shall  be  constructed 
with  concrete  floor  and  provided  with  drainage  to  prevent 
contamination  of  other  pens. 

All  alleyways,  pens,  and  chutes  which  might  have  be- 
come contaminated  shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  disin- 
fected immediately  following  removal  of  the  animals  from 
the  quarantine  pen. 


REGULATION  VI 
Sick,  Diseased,  or  Crippled  Animals 

No  animals  exhibiting  evidence  of  a contagious  disease 
may  be  consigned  to  a licensed  community  sale. 

Swine  affected  with  atrophic  rhinitis  not  detected  prior 
to  unloading  may  not  be  sold  through  the  auction  ring  and 
shall  be  placed  in  the  quarantine  pen  and  sold  from  such 
pen,  for  slaughter  only. 

Brucellosis  reactors,  suspects,  and  cattle  affected  with 
carcinoma  of  the  eye  (cancer  eye)  shall  be  placed  in  the 
quarantine  pen.  They  may  be  sold  through  the  auction  ring 
at  the  completion  of  the  sale,  for  slaughter  only. 

All  animals  from  quarantine  pen  shall  be  delivered  to 
a Federal  or  State  inspected  slaughtering  establishment  or 
public  stockyard. 


REGULATION  VII 

Bovine  Brucellosis  Reactors  Found 
on  Test  at  Community  Sales 

The  results  of  all  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests 
made  at  community  sales  shall  be  classified  according  to  the 
official  Diagnostic  Tables  No.  1 and  No.  2:

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Any  cattle  which,  upon  being  tested  for  brucellosis  at 
a community  sale,  react  to  the  agglutination  blood  test  shall 
be  placed  in  the  quarantine  pen  and  sold  for  immediate 
slaughter. 

The  animals  when  sold  shall  be  delivered  to  a public 
stockyard  or  approved  slaughter  establishment  and  be  posi- 
tively identified  and  branded  as  provided  by  the  Illinois 
Bovine  Brucellosis  Control  Law,  and  the  purchaser  shall 
sign  an  official  Quarantine  and  Certification  of  Slaughter, 
Form  C-24a,  (Federal  regulations  require  that  brucellosis 
reactors  moved  interstate  be  accompanied  by  Federal  Form 
ADE  1-27). 


REGULATION  VIII 

1.  Sale  of  Bovine  Brucellosis  Suspects 

Any  cattle  which,  upon  being  tested  for  brucellosis  at 
a community  sale,  are  classified  as  suspects  according  to  the 
Official  Diagnostic  Tables  No.  1 or  No.  2 shall  be  placed 
in  quarantine  pen  and  sold  for  immediate  slaughter  or  re- 
turned to  the  premises  of  the  consignor.  If  they  are  sold  for 
immediate  slaughter,  the  purchaser  shall  sign  an  official 
C-24a  report  of  sale  for  slaughter. 

2.  The  Sale  of  Livestock  for  Immediate 
Slaughter  or  Shipment 

The  purchaser  of  all  livestock  for  immediate  slaughter 
or  shipment  shall  sign  an  official  certificate  of  slaughter  or 
shipment  (Form  C-37)  or  purchaser’s  invoice.  If  slaughtered, 
they  shall  be  slaughtered  within  10  days  either  on  the  pur- 
chaser’s premises  or  taken  directly  to  a slaughtering  plant. 
If  shipped,  they  shall  be  shipped  by  the  purchaser  within 
10  days  and  shall  go  directly  to  an  approved  slaughtering 
establishment  or  public  stockyards  under  State  or  Federal 
supervision. 


REGULATION  IX 
Feeder  Cattle  Subject  to  Quarantine 

All  female  cattle  of  beef  breeds  under  18  months  of  age, 
sold  or  released  from  a community  sale  for  feeding  or  graz- 
ing purposes,  are  subject  to  quarantine  and  shall  be  reported 
on  Form  M-91  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  and  Poultry 
Industry  following  each  sale,  or  at  the  end  of  each  week. 


REGULATION  X 
Backtagging 

All  cattle  over  3 years  of  age  purchased  from  estab- 
lished herds  in  Illinois,  and  consigned  to  slaughter,  shall 
comply  with  the  Market  Cattle  Testing  Program  as  follows: 

1.  Each  animal  shall  be  backtagged  with  official  Illinois 
Market  Cattle  back  tags. 

2.  Report  of  such  backtagging  on  approved  forms  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  Division  within  7 days  of  back 
tag  application. 


REGULATION  XI 
Sanitary  Standards 

1.  All  stalls,  pens,  alleyways,  and  sale  ring  shall  be 
thoroughly  cleaned  and  disinfected  following  each  sale. 
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2.  Windows  shall  be  provided  for  light  and  ventilation. 
Light  shall  be  sufficient  to  illuminate  all  pens  and  stalls. 

3.  Roofs  shall  be  kept  tight  at  all  times  so  as  to  prevent 
leakage  and  keep  out  moisture. 

4.  The  floors  of  all  pens,  alleys,  and  sale  ring  shall  be 
of  concrete  or  other  material  that  is  compact,  easily 
cleaned,  and  drained  in  all  kinds  of  weather. 

5.  Dairy  and  breeding  cattle  shall  be  kept  separate  from 
all  other  cattle  and  not  allowed  to  intermingle. 

6.  All  pens  and  alleys  for  housing  swine  shall  have  floors 
that  are  made  of  concrete.  Such  floors  and  pens  shall  be 
provided  with  drainage  for  flushing. 


REGULATION  XII 

Each  community  sale  will  display  in  a prominent  place 
a license  as  provided  by  law. 


REGULATION  XIII 
Swine 

1.  All  swine  sold  through  a community  sale  for  feed- 
ing or  breeding  purposes  shall  have  been  vaccinated  against 
hog  cholera  before  leaving  the  sale,  and  the  purchaser  of 
such  swine  shall  be  furnished  a certificate  of  vaccination  at 
the  time  of  purchase.  The  certificate  of  vaccination  shall 
identify  the  swine  by  breed,  color,  weight,  and  right  ear 
identification  tag. 

In  addition  to  the  anti-hog  cholera  vaccination  require- 
ment, all  breeding  swine  4 months  of  age  and  over  shall 
be  negative  to  the  agglutination  test  for  brucellosis  in  a 
dilution  of  1 to  50  within  30  days  or  be  from  a validated 
brucellosis-free  herd. 

2.  Unvaccinated  swine  shall  be  vaccinated  by  one  of 
the  following  methods: 

a.  Serum  alone — will  be  permitted  for  bred  females 
only. 

b.  Modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine  with  anti- 
hog cholera  serum  in  the  amount  as  required  under 
section  6 of  this  Regulation.  Quarantined  to  pur- 
chaser for  14  days. 

c.  Suckling  pigs  are  not  required  to  be  vaccinated  if 
nursing  sows  that  were  vaccinated  less  than  one  year 
prior  to  farrowing  with  modified  live  virus  vaccine 
or  less  than  6 months  prior  to  farrowing  with  killed 
tissue  vaccine. 

d.  Suckling  pigs  are  required  to  be  vaccinated,  if  nurs- 
ing sows  which  do  not  comply  with  vaccination 
requirements,  as  outlined  under  section  2-c  of  this 
Regulation.  Such  pigs  shall  be  vaccinated  by  licens- 
ed veterinarian  using  modified  live  virus  vaccine  and 
serum  or  serum  alone  in  the  same  dosage  as  if  viru- 
lent virus  were  used.  Selection  of  vaccine  or  serum 
to  be  made  by  veterinarian  depending  on  age  of  pigs 
and  recommendation  for  respective  vaccines. 

NOTE:  Boynton  tissue  or  crystal  violet  vaccine  shall 

not  be  used  at  any  community  sale  at  any 
time  for  the  vaccination  of  swine  against  hog 
cholera. 
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3.  Unvaccinated  out-of-state  swine  shall  be  vaccinated 
by  the  following  method: 

a.  Modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine  with  anti- 
hog cholera  serum  in  amount  as  required  under 
section  6 of  this  Regulation.  Quarantine  to  purchaser 
for  21  days. 

4.  Swine  vaccinated  prior  to  consignment  to  com- 
munity sales  shall  be  accompanied  by  a certificate  of  vacci- 
nation at  the  time  of  consignment  to  sale.  Such  certificate 
shall  be  issued  by  a licensed  veterinarian  or  be  a notarized 
affidavit  of  vaccination  if  by  other  than  a licensed  veteri- 
narian. The  affidavit  of  vaccination  shall  be  made  by  the 
person  who  vaccinated  the  swine.  The  certificate  shall  give 
the  date  of  injection,  amount  of  serum  and  virus  used,  serial 
number  and  name  of  manufacturer.  Sale  records  shall  identify 
such  swine  showing  the  consignor  and  purchaser.  Certificate 
shall  show  vaccination  by  one  of  the  following  methods: 

a.  Vaccination  with  serum  alone  within  14  days  of  sale 
will  be  accepted  only  for  bred  females. 

b.  Vaccination  with  Boynton  tissue  vaccine  or  crystal 
violet  vaccine  not  less  than  14  days  nor  more  than 
6 months  before  sale.  Swine  shall  have  been  at  least 
8 weeks  of  age  at  time  of  vaccination. 

c.  Vaccination  with  modified  live  virus  hog  cholera 
vaccine  more  than  14  days  and  less  than  24  months 
prior  to  sale.  Swine  shall  have  been  at  least  8 weeks 
of  age  at  time  of  vaccination. 

Ear  tag  identification  of  vaccinated  swine,  together  with 
name  and  address  of  consignor  and  purchaser,  shall  be  made 
a part  of  the  records  of  the  community  sale  before  swine  so 
vaccinated  are  removed. 

5.  Out-of-state  swine  vaccinated  within  24  hours  of 
entry  which  have  entered  Illinois  accompanied  by  health 
certificate,  prior  permit,  and  ear  tagged  with  consecutively 
numbered  tags  showing  state  of  origin  may  be  sold  through 
a licensed  community  sale,  if  sold  within  72  hours  of  time 
of  vaccination.  A report  of  sale  shall  be  made  within  48 
hours  of  time  of  sale  to  the  Division  of  Livestock  and 
Poultry  Industry  office,  Springfield,  stating  name  and  ad- 
dress of  purchaser  and  number  of  animals  purchased.  These 
animals  will  be  quarantined  to  farm  of  purchaser  for  21  days 
by  the  Division  office. 

6.  AMOUNT  OF  SERUM  TO  BE  USED  WITH 
MODIFIED  LIVE  VIRUS 

Dosage  of  anti-hog  cholera  serum  or  antibody  con- 
centrate. Except  for  swine  under  20  pounds  in  weight,  the 
dosage  of  serum  should  not  exceed  one  cc  per  pound  body 
weight,  or  Yzcc  per  pound  body  weight  if  antibody  concen- 
trate is  used.

Dosage  of  modified  live  virus  vaccine.  The  dosage  of 
modified  live  virus  vaccine  should  be  that  recommended  on 
the  product  label  by  the  licensed  manufacturer. 
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REGULATION  XIV 

Swine  Which  React  to  the  Test  for  Brucellosis 

All  breeding  swine  4 months  of  age  and  over  shall  be 
negative  to  the  agglutination  test  for  brucellosis.  Any  swine 
which  upon  being  tested  for  brucellosis  at  a community  sale 
reacts  to  the  test  in  a dilution  of  1 to  50  or  higher  shall  be 
placed  in  the  quarantine  pen  and  sold  for  slaughter  only. 
The  animal  when  sold  shall  be  delivered  to  State  or  Federal 
inspected  slaughter  establishment  and  shall  be  identified  as 
provided  in  the  Illinois  Swine  Brucellosis  Law.  Such  swine 
shall  be  either  returned  to  the  premises  of  the  consignor  or 
sold  for  immediate  slaughter.  No  such  swine  may  be  sold 
for  feeding  or  breeding  purposes. 


REGULATION  XV 
Sale  of  Garbage-fed  Swine 

Garbage-fed  swine  may  be  sold  through  a community 
sale  for  immediate  slaughter  only.  All  swine  consigned  to 
a community  sale  shall  be  rigidly  examined  and  found  free 
from  vesicular  exanthema  or  other  contagious  diseases  by 
a veterinarian  at  the  unloading  chute  or  pens  immediately 
before  being  placed  in  sales  pens. 


REGULATION  XVI 
Sales  Records  to  be  Maintained 

The  sales  management  shall  keep  a record  of  sales  of 
swine,  showing  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignor, 
name  and  address  of  purchaser,  date  of  sale,  breed  and  num- 
ber of  swine  purchased,  and  ear  tag  identification  of  such 
swine. 


REGULATION  XVII 
Sheep 

1.  Sheep  may  be  released  from  community  sales  without 
dipping,  provided  no  sheep  are  consigned  to  the  community 
sale  from  a state  or  area  that  is  not  scabies-free. 

2.  If  sheep  are  consigned  to  a community  sale  from 
a state  or  area  that  is  not  scabies-free,  all  sheep  consigned 
to  such  community  sale  shall  be  dipped  except  those  for 
immediate  slaughter;  this  shall  include  Illinois  sheep. 

3.  Community  sales  managers  are  required  to  keep  a 
record  of  each  consignment,  and  also  to  keep  on  file  the 
accompanying  health  certificate  or  federal  inspection  certifi- 
cate for  each  consignment  for  at  least  one  year  from  date  of 
sale. 

4.  Community  sales  veterinarians  are  required  to  check 
each  consignment  of  sheep  at  time  of  presentation  at  the  sale 
to  determine  that  to  the  best  of  their  knowledge  and 
belief  the  sheep  are  free  from  scabies  and  other  infectious 
and  communicable  diseases  and  that  out-of-state  and  stock- 
yard  sheep  are  accompanied  by  proper  health  certificates  or 
certificates  of  federal  inspection. 

5.  When  diseased  sheep  are  found  at  a community 
sale  the  veterinarian  shall  immediately  place  the  diseased 
sheep  under  quarantine  and  order  the  owner  to  return  such 
sheep  to  his  premises  under  quarantine.  The  veterinarian 
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shall  notify  the  Division  of  such  quarantine.  The  quarantine 
will  remain  in  effect  until  the  Division  receives  notice  of  the 
death  of  the  sheep,  or  receives  a report  from  a licensed 
veterinarian  that  the  animal  or  animals  have  recovered  and 
are  in  a healthy  condition. 

6.  If  scabies-infested  sheep  are  observed  while  on  the 
transporting  vehicle,  they  shall  not  be  unloaded.  The  sales 
veterinarian  shall  issue  a quarantine  and  return  the  sheep 
to  farm  of  origin.  If  sheep  are  found  to  be  scabies-infested 
at  the  community  sale  pens,  they  may  be  sold  direct  to 
slaughter  providing  special  permit  is  obtained  from  the 
Division,  or  they  may  be  dipped  and  returned  to  the  farm 
of  origin,  and  the  entire  flock  will  be  placed  under  quaran- 
tine and  dipped.  Pens  where  scabies-infested  sheep  have  been 
held  shall  be  cleaned  and  disinfected  at  the  end  of  sale  day. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  THE 
DIVISION  OF  MEAT,  POULTRY  AND 
LIVESTOCK  INSPECTION 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  127,  Section  7 of  “An  Act  in  relation  to  the 

civil  administration  of  State  government”,  approved 

March  7,  1917,  as  amended. 

DEFINITIONS 

The  term  “Department”  or  “Department  of  Agriculture”, 
unless  otherwise  indicated,  means  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

The  term  “Division”  or  “Division  of  Meat,  Poultry  and 
Livestock  Inspection”  means  the  Division  of  Meat,  Poultry  and 
Livestock  Inspection  of  the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  term  “Animal  and  Plant  Health  Service”  means  the 
Animal  and  Plant  Health  Service  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture. 

The  term  “brucellosis”  means  the  disease  wherein  an  ani- 
mal is  infected  with  Brucella  micro-organisms  irrespective  of 
the  occurrence  or  absence  of  clinical  signs. 

The  term  “brucellosis  blood  test”  or  “official  test”  means 
any  test  for  the  detection  of  brucellosis  approved  by  the  Depart- 
ment and  the  Animal  and  Plant  Health  Service  which  is  based 
on  the  use  of  a standardized  suspension  (antigen)  of  Brucella 
micro-organisms  and  blood  serum  taken  from  the  animal  to  be 
tested. 

The  term  “suspicious  animal”  or  “suspect”  as  used  in  the 
brucellosis  regulations  means  an  animal  which  has  given  a sus- 
picious reaction  to  the  official  test. 

The  term  “infected  animal”  or  “reactor”  as  used  in  the 
brucellosis  regulations  means  an  animal  which  has  given  a posi- 
tive reaction  to  an  official  test  for  the  detection  of  brucellosis,  or 
if  Brucella  micro-organisms  have  been  found  in  the  body  or  in 
the  body  discharges. 

The  term  “approved  laboratory”  means  one  of  the  State 
veterinary  diagnostic  laboratories,  the  State-Federal  Serology 
Laboratory,  the  Laboratories  of  Veterinary  Diagnostic  Medi- 
cine at  the  College  of  Veterinary  Medicine,  University  of  Illi- 
nois, or  a laboratory  approved  by  the  Animal  Health  Official  of 
the  exporting  state  to  conduct  official  brucellosis  tests. 

The  term  “ring  test”  or  “BRT” — brucellosis  ring  test, 
means  the  diagnostic  test  of  milk  or  cream  to  detect  the  pres- 
ence of  brucellosis  in  the  herd  in  which  such  milk  or  cream 
sample  was  produced. 

“Infectious  disease”  means  the  reaction  resulting  from  the 
introduction  into  the  body  of  a specific  disease-producing  orga- 
nism or  its  toxic  product. 

“Contagious  disease”  means  a specific  infectious  disease 
which  is  readily  transmitted  from  host  to  host  by  direct  contact 
or  by  means  of  intermediate  hosts. 

The  term  “infestation”  or  “infested  with”  means  the  inva- 
sion of  the  body  by  animal  parasites. 

The  term  “quarantine”  means  a condition  in  which  one  or 
more  animals  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart  from  and  not 
allowed  to  come  in  contact  in  any  way  with  other  animals. 

The  term  “restriction”  or  “restricted”  means  a condition  in 
which  one  or  more  animals  shall  be  kept  on  certain  designated 
premises  and  shall  not  be  allowed  to  come  in  contact  in  any  way 
with  animals  from  other  premises. 
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A “Certified  Brucellosis-Free  Herd”  is  one  in  which  at  least 
two  annual  negative  official  tests  for  brucellosis  have  been  con- 
ducted on  all  animals  in  the  herd  6 months  of  age  or  over  and 
for  which  a certificate  has  been  issued  by  the  Animal  Health 
Official  of  the  state  of  origin  and  the  Animal  and  Plant  Health 
Service. 

A “Tuberculosis-free  Accredited  Herd”  is  one  for  which  a 
certificate  of  accreditation  has  been  issued  by  the  Animal 
Health  Official  of  the  state  of  origin  and  the  Animal  and  Plant 
Health  Service. 

The  term  “accredited  veterinarian”  means  a veterinarian 
who  is  licensed  by  the  state  in  which  he  practices,  is  approved 
by  the  animal  health  authority  of  that  state,  and  is  accredited 
by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

A “recognized  slaughtering  center”  is  an  establishment 
where  slaughtering  is  conducted  under  Federal  or  State  inspec- 
tion. 

An  “approved  slaughtering  establishment”  is  one  which 
has  been  specifically  approved  by  the  State  Animal  Health  Of- 
ficial to  slaughter  cattle  not  known  to  be  infected  with  brucel- 
losis. 

The  term  “public  stockyards”  means  a stockyards  where 
trading  in  livestock  is  conducted,  where  yarding,  feeding,  and 
watering  facilities  are  provided  by  the  stockyard,  transporta- 
tion, or  similar  company,  and  where  State  and/or  Federal 
inspection  is  maintained  for  the  inspection  of  livestock  for 
communicable  disease,  such  as  Chicago-Joliet  Marketing  Cen- 
ter, Inc.  located  at  Joliet,  National  Stockyards  located  at  East 
St.  Louis,  Union  Stockyards  located  at  Peoria,  and  Springfield 
Stockyards  located  at  Springfield. 

A “Marketing  Center”  is  a licensed  livestock  auction  mar- 
ket which  has  been  so  designated  by  the  Department  and  the 
United  States  Departn\ent  of  Agriculture  as  a marketing  center 
after  having  qualified  under  regulations  of  the  Department  and 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

A “consignment”  means  a document  issued  by  the  owner  or 
shipper  of  livestock,  designating  the  name  of  the  owner  and/or 
shipper;  place  of  origin;  stockyards,  packing  plant,  or  market- 
ing center  of  destination;  date  of  shipment;  number  and  de- 
scription of  livestock;  and  that  the  livestock  in  said  consign- 
ment are  free  from  any  known  contagious  or  infectious  disease, 
certified  to  by  the  owner  or  shipper,  kept  in  possession  of  the 
carrier  and  delivered  to  a stockyard,  packing  plant,  or  market- 
ing center  of  destination  upon  acceptance.  This  consignment 
shall  be  held  by  the  stockyards,  packing  plant,  or  marketing 
center  for  a period  of  not  less  than  six  months  for  inspection  by 
the  legally  authorized  officials  of  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture  and  the  Department  and  other  officials  having 
police  powers. 

The  term  “health  certificate”  or  “certificate  of  health”  or 
“interstate  health  certificate”  means  a legible  record,  made  on 
an  official  form  of  the  state  of  origin,  or  the  Animal  and  Plant 
Health  Service,  and  issued  by  an  accredited  veterinarian  of  the 
state  of  origin,  a veterinarian  in  the  employ  of  the  Animal  and 
Plant  Health  Service,  or  a veterinarian  in  the  employ  of  the 
United  States  Armed  Services,  which  shows  that  the  animals  or 
birds  listed  thereon  meet  the  health  requirements  of  the  state  of 
destination.  The  health  certificate  shall  contain  the  name  and 
address  of  the  consignor,  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignee, 
and  an  accurate  description  or  identification  of  the  animals  or 
birds  involved,  and  shall  also  indicate  the  health  status  of  the 
animals  or  birds,  including  the  dates  and  results  of  required 
tests  and  dates  of  vaccination,  if  any. 
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An  “approved  health  certificate”  is  one  that  has  been  so 
endorsed  by  the  Animal  Health  Official  of  the  state  of  origin. 

A “modified  live  virus  vaccine”  means  a living  hog  cholera 
virus  vaccine  produced  from  a modified  or  attenuated  strain  of 
hog  cholera  virus  and  prepared  under  license  from  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

An  “inactivated  hog  cholera  virus  vaccine”  means  a vac- 
cine produced  from  inactivated  hog  cholera  virus  and  prepared 
under  license  from  the  United  States  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture. 

“Official  serum  prophylaxis”  means  the  treatment  of  swine 
with  anti-hog  cholera  serum  alone  or  hog  cholera  antibody  con- 
centrate alone  prepared  under  license  from  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  in  the  amount  specified  by  the  bio- 
logic producer. 

The  term  “State  Inspector”  means  a Field  Inspector  em- 
ployed by  the  Division  of  Meat,  Poultry  and  Livestock  Inspec- 
tion of  the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  term  “Federal  Inspector”  means  a Livestock  Inspector 
employed  by  the  Animal  and  Plant  Health  Service  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  Department  of  Agriculture. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO 
RABIES  CONTROL 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  23u,  Section  17  of  “The  Ra- 
bies Control  Act,”  approved  July  6,  1953,  as  amended. 

Effective  May  13,  1972 

REGULATION  I. 

Dogs 

1.  Dogs  of  any  age  brought  into  Illinois  shall  be  accompa- 
nied by  an  official  health  certificate  issued  within  30  days  of 
entry,  showing  the  age,  sex,  breed,  and  description  of  each  ani- 
mal; that  the  animals  in  shipment  are  free  from  visible  evidence 
of  communicable  diseases;  that  they  originated  in  an  area  not 
under  quarantine  because  of  rabies;  and  that  all  animals  over 
16  weeks  of  age  have  been  vaccinated  against  rabies  as  set  forth 
in  Regulation  IX,  paragraph  1.  A copy  of  the  health  certificate 
bearing  the  approval  of  the  Animal  Health  Official  of  the  state 
of  origin  shall  be  filed  with  the  Division. 

2.  This  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  dogs  consigned  to  hos- 
pitals, pharmaceutical  companies,  or  licensed  research  institu- 
tions for  research  or  teaching,  nor  to  performing  dogs  or  dogs 
brought  in  for  a limited  period  of  time  for  exhibition  or  breeding 
purposes  and  kept  under  direct  control  while  in  Illinois. 

REGULATION  II 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  each  county  shall  annually 
notify  the  Division  of  Meat,  Poultry  and  Livestock  Inspection 
of  the  appointed  Rabies  Inspector  and  deputies,  and  their  ad- 
dresses. 


REGULATION  III 

Illinois  rabies  vaccination  tags  are  to  be  approved  by  the 
Department  and  shall  bear  an  inscription  in  sequence  as  fol- 
lows: Rabies  Vaccination;  Serial  No ; Illinois 

Department  of  Agriculture;  name  of  county  and  year. 

REGULATION  IV 

The  Department  shall  each  year  prescribe  what  the  color 
of  the  vaccination  tag  is  to  be. 

REGULATION  V 

The  heads  of  all  animals  which  are  suspected  of  having 
rabies  and  the  heads  of  all  animals  which  die  during  the  period 
of  observation  shall  be  promptly  and  properly  submitted  to  a 
laboratory  approved  by  the  Division  for  rabies  examination. 

REGULATION  VI 

The  Rabies  Inspector  shall  promptly  notify  the  county 
and/or  city  health  officers  as  to  confinement  of  animals  which 
have  bitten  persons,  and  names  and  addresses  of  persoiis  bitten 
or  otherwise  exposed  to  animals  suspected  of  having  rabies. 

REGULATION  VII 

The  Rabies  Inspector  shall  promptly  send  a copy  of  the 
reports  of  observation  and  laboratory  diagnosis  to  the  local 
health  officer. 
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REGULATION  VIII 

Any  dog  or  other  animal  which  bites  a person  or  persons 
shall  be  confined  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ra- 
bies Control  Act.  Any  dog  or  other  animal  which  has  been  so 
confined  three  or  more  times  for  biting  while  unaccompanied 
by  or  not  under  the  direct  supervision  of  its  owner  or  keeper 
may  be  euthanized. 


REGULATION  IX 

1.  Rabies  vaccines  currently  licensed  by  the  Veterinary 
Biologies  Program,  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
will  be  recognized  in  Illinois  for  either  a 1-year  or  a 3-year 
immunization  period  as  recommended  by  the  Center  for  Dis- 
ease Control,  United  States  Department  of  Health,  Education, 
and  Welfare,  on  the  basis  of  research  and  tests: 

a.  3-year  immunity:  Low  egg  passage  chicken  embryo  ori- 
gin modified  live  virus  Flury  strain  rabies  vaccines  (safe 
for  use  on  dogs  only)  will  be  recognized  for  3 years;  pro- 
vided, the  dog  is  at  least  1 year  of  age  at  the  time  of  vac- 
cination. If  dogs  under  1 year  of  age  are  vaccinated  with 
this  type  of  vaccine,  immunity  will  be  recognized  for  a 
period  of  one  year. 

b.  1-year  immunity:  All  other  rabies  vaccines  currently 
licensed  by  the  Veterinary  Biologies  Program,  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  are  recognized  for  a 
1-year  immunization  period. 

At  such  time  as  new  vaccines  are  recognized  or  revisions  in 
recommendations  are  made  by  the  Center  for  Disease  Control, 
the  Department  may  issue  a directive  authorizing  their  imple- 
mentation. 

(NOTE  TO  VETERINARIANS:  You  will  recall  you  pre- 

viously received  a 7J21I71  listing  of  rabies  vaccines  presently 
recognized  in  Illinois  as  conferring  3-year  immunity  when  ad- 
ministered to  dogs  1 year  of  age  and  over.  This  information  is 
still  available  upon  request  to  the  Division.) 

2.  Dogs  required  to  be  inoculated  against  rabies  as  specifi- 
ed in  Section  5 of  the  Rabies  Control  Act  shall  be  revaccinated 
within  the  time  period  specified  for  the  particular  vaccine  used, 
except  as  provided  in  l.a  in  regard  to  dogs  under  1 year  of  age. 
The  certificate  of  vaccination  issued  shall  specify  the  duration 
of  immunity. 

3.  Rabies  vaccine  shall  be  administered  to  dogs  or  other 
animals  by  the  route  and  in  the  amount  that  is  recommended 
by  the  producer  of  the  vaccine. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  THE 
PET  SHOP  OPERATOR  AND  DOG 
DEALER  LICENSING  ACT 

Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraphs  301-322,  of  “An  Act  provid- 
ing for  the  licensing  of  pet  shop  operators  and  dog  dealers 
or  combination  thereof,  reflating  such  business,  and  pro- 
viding penalties  for  violations  thereof,”  approved  August 
13,  1965,  as  amended. 

Effective  May  13,  1972 

REGULATION  I 

“Animal”  means  any  animal  offered  for  sale,  trade,  or 
adoption  by  a pet  shop  operator  or  dog  dealer. 

REGULATION  II 
Building  and  Premises 

1.  All  buildings  and  premises  shall  be  maintained  in  a san- 
itary condition  and  the  licensee  shall: 

a.  Have  equipment  available  for  proper  storage  or  dis- 
posal of  waste  material  to  control  vermin  and  insects. 

b.  Dispose  of  dead  animals  in  compliance  with  the 
Dead  Animal  Disposal  Law  and  regulations  enacted 
pursuant  to  that  Law.  Compliance  with  this  State 
Law  shall  not  exempt  licensee  from  compliance  with 
local  ordinances. 

c.  Take  effective  control  measures  to  prevent  infesta- 
tion of  animals  and  premises  with  external  parasites 
and  vermin. 

d.  Hand  washing  facilities  shall  be  provided. 

2.  All  buidlings  shall  be  constructed  so  as  to  provide  ade- 
quate shelter  for  the  comfort  of  the  animals  and  shall 
provide  adequate  facilities  for  isolation  of  diseased  ani- 
mals to  avoid  exposure  to  healthy  and  salable  animals. 

3.  Animal  cages  and  runs  in  current  use  shall  be  cleaned 
and  sanitized  daily  or  more  often  if  necessary  to  main- 
tain a sanitary  condition.  Cages  and  runs  not  in  use 
shall  also  be  maintained  in  a sanitary  condition. 

4.  Cages,  pens,  and  runs  shall  be  designed  so  as  to  provide 
physical  comfort  for  the  animals  and  shall: 

a.  Keep  the  animals  clean  and  dry. 

b.  Maintain  a relative  state  of  thermal  neutrality. 

c.  Provide  sufficient  space  to  assure  freedom  of  move- 
ment. 

d.  Provide  access  to  clean  food  and  water. 

5.  If  animals  are  group  housed,  they  shall  be  maintained  in 
compatible  groups  without  overcrowding.  No  female  dog 
or  cat  in  season  shall  be  placed  in  a pen  with  male  ani- 
mals, except  for  breeding  purposes. 

REGULATION  III 
General  Care  of  Animals 

1.  Sufficient  clean  water  and  fresh  food  shall  be  offered  to 
each  animal  daily.  In  the  case  of  young  animals,  they 
shall  be  fed  more  than  once  daily. 

2.  The  licensee  or  his  representative  shall  be  present  for 
general  care  and  maintenance  of  the  animals  at  least 
once  daily. 
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REGULATION  IV 
Dogs  Brought  into  Illinois 

Dogs  of  any  age  brought  into  Illinois  shall  be  accompained 
by  an  official  health  certificate  issued  within  30  days  of  entry, 
showing  the  age,  sex,  breed,  and  description  of  each  animal; 
that  the  animals  in  shipment  are  free  from  visible  evidence  of 
communicable  diseases;  that  they  originated  in  an  area  not 
under  quarantine  because  of  rabies;  and  that  all  animals  over 
16  weeks  of  age  have  been  vaccinated  against  rabies  as  set  forth 
in  Regulation  IX,  paragraph  1,  of  regulations  relating  to  rabies 
control.  A copy  of  the  health  certificate  bearing  the  approval  of 
the  Animal  Health  Official  of  the  state  of  origin  shall  be  filed 
with  the  Division. 

“This  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  dogs  consigned  to  hospi- 
tals, pharmaceutical  compaines,  or  licensed  research  institu- 
tions for  research  or  teaching,”  (Regulation  I relating  to  rabies 
control). 


REGULATION  V 
Shipment  of  Animals 

1.  Animals  shall  be  transported  in  crates  constructed  of  a 
smooth,  durable  material  which  is  easily  cleaned  and 
shall: 

a.  Have  a solid  floor  which  may  have  a false  bottom 
above  it. 

b.  Be  so  constructed  as  to  provide  maximum  safety  for 
the  particular  animal  or  animals  being  transported. 

c.  Have  openings  on  2 sides  and  the  top  to  assure  ade- 
quate ventilation. 

2.  In  all  cases,  the  crates  shall  be  large  enough  to  provide 
space  for  the  animals  to  lie  down  in  an  extended  position 
and  to  allow  ease  of  movement  when  standing  or  turning 
around.  When  the  temperature  is  over  85°  F.,  increased 
space  shall  be  provided  within  reason. 

3.  The  crates  shall  be  cleaned  before  use  for  each  trip. 

4.  Food  and  water  containers  shall  be  cleaned  and  sani- 
tized before  each  trip. 

5.  If  bedding  is  used  it  shall  be  clean,  dry,  and  relatively 
dust-free. 

6.  Animals  in  transit  for  4 or  more  hours  shall  be  offered 
food  2 hours  before  loading  and  fresh  water  about  30 
minutes  before  loading. 

7.  The  person  or  persons  responsible  for  the  welfare  of  the 
animal  or  animals  while  in  transit  shall: 

a.  Offer  the  animals  food  at  least  once  each  24  hours, 
except  that  newly  weaned  young  shall  be  offered 
suitable  food  at  4-hour  intervals. 

b.  Offer  all  animals  water  at  12-hour  intervals  at  least, 
except  that  water  shall  be  offered  at  4-hour  intervals 
when  the  temperature  reaches  90°  F. 

c.  Clean  the  crate  or  crates  at  least  every  24  hours  and, 
if  bedding  is  used,  shall  provide  clean  bedding. 

d.  Inspect  each  animal  at  4-hour  intervals,  or  oftener. 

8.  No  female  obviously  near  parturition  shall  be  transport- 
ed. 

9.  Trucks  transporting  animals  shall  provide  protection 
from  the  sun  in  hot  weather,  and  protection  from  cold 
weather.  Adequate  ventilation  shall  be  provided  in  hot 
weather,  and  the  trucks  shall  be  draft-free  in  cold 
weather.  Provisions  shall  be  made  for  warming  an  area 
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carrying  weaned  young  if  the  temperature  falls  below 
50°  F.,  and  for  unweaned  young  if  the  temperature  falls 
below  65°  F, 


REGULATION  VI 

Health  of  Animals  at  Time  of  Release 

1.  The  following  shall  deem  an  animal  unfit  for  sale  or  re- 
lease: 

a.  Obvious  signs  of  infectious  diseases  such  as  distem- 
per, hepatitis,  leptospirosis,  rabies,  or  other  similar 
diseases.  (Not  to  be  construed  to  include  incubating 
diseases.) 

b.  Obvious  signs  of  nutritional  deficiencies  which  may 
include  rickets,  emaciation,  etc. 

c.  Obvious  signs  of  severe  parasitism — extreme  enough 
to  be  influencing  general  health  of  animal. 

d.  Fractures  or  congenital  abnormalities  affecting  gen- 
eral health  of  animal. 

REGULATION  VII 

The  Department  may  restrict  the  sale  of  any  animal  sus- 
pected of  being  diseased  or  otherwise  unfit  for  sale. 

REGULATION  VIII 
Quarantine 

1.  The  Superintendent  of  the  Division  of  Meat,  Poultry 
and  Livestock  Inspection  may  order  a quarantine 
placed  on  the  entire  premises  of  the  licensee,  on  a spe- 
cific species  of  animals,  or  on  a specific  group  of  ani- 
mals for  any  one  of  the  following: 

a.  Excessive  parasitism. 

b.  General  malnutrition. 

c.  Presence  of  contagious  disease  on  premises. 

This  quarantine  may  be  placed  after  consultation  with 
licensee  or  his  duly  authorized  representative  concern- 
ing the  nature,  frequency,  and  extent  of  the  disease  or 
diseases  involved. 

2.  Conditions  not  specified  above  may  be  cause  for  quar- 
antine at  the  discretion  of  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Division  of  Meat,  Poultry  and  Livestock  Inspection. 

REGULATION  IX 
Records 

1.  Record  of  each  dog,  cat  or  non-human  primate  sale  shall 
be  maintained  by  the  licensee  for  a minimum  period  of 
12  months  after  date  of  sale  or  transfer  of  animal,  and 
shall  include  the  source  of  animal,  date  of  sale,  descrip- 
tion and  sex  of  animal  sold,  and  the  name  and  address 
of  purchaser. 

2.  If  record  of  prophylactic  medication  is  used  in  adver- 
tisement or  is  furnished  the  purchaser  or  person  acquir- 
ing an  animal,  specific  information  regarding  type, 
amount,  and  date  of  prophylactic  medication  shall  be 
kept  by  the  licensee  and  shall  become  a part  of  the  retail 
sales  record. 

3.  The  licensee  or  his  representative  shall  furnish  the  pur- 
chaser a written  statement  at  the  time  of  sale.  The  state- 
ment shall  show: 

a.  Date  of  sale. 
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b.  Name,  address,  and  telephone  number  of  licensee. 

c.  Name,  address,  and  telephone  number  of  purchaser. 

d.  Breed  and  description  of  dog,  cat  or  non-human  pri- 
mate. 

e.  Prophylactic  immunizations  and  dates  adminis- 
tered. 

f.  Internal  parasite  medication(s)  and  date(s)  adminis- 
tered. 

g.  Guarantee,  if  offered;  if  none,  so  state. 

This  information  may  be  recorded  on  Division 
Form  PS-5  (Animal  Welfare  Release  Statement),  or  on 
a similar  form  prepared  by  the  licensee  and  approved  in 
advance  by  the  Department. 

REGULATION  X 
Inspection 

Premises  and  records  on  purchases  and  sales  of  dogs,  cats, 
and  non-human  primates  shall  be  open  for  inspection  by  autho- 
rized Department  personnel  during  reasonable  hours. 

REGULATION  XI 
Sale  of  Pet  Skunks 

Licensees  may  not  offer  skunks  for  sale  as  pets. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  THE 
PREVENTION  OF  CONTAGIOUS  AND 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AMONG  SWINE 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  515,  Section  15  of  the  Illinois 
Swine  Disease  Control  and  Eradication  Act,  approved 
effective  July  1,  1972. 


REGULATION  I 

Swine  Entering  Illinois  for  Feeding  Purposes  Only 

Swine  for  feeding  purposes  may  enter  Illinois  provided 
they  are  identified  by  an  ear  tag  in  the  right  ear  showing  state  of 
origin  and  accompanied  by  a permit  from  the  Division  and  an 
official  health  certificate. 

Official  health  certificate  shall: 

1.  Be  issued  by  an  accredited  veterinarian  of  the  state  of 
origin; 

2.  Be  approved  by  the  Animal  Health  Official  of  state  of 
origin; 

3.  Show  the  swine  are  free  from  visible  evidence  of  any 
contagious,  infectious,  or  communicable  disease  or  ex- 
posure thereto; 

4.  Show  the  swine  have  not  been  fed  raw  garbage; 

5.  List  ear  tag  series  or  location  of  ear  tag  records  when 
pigs  originate  from  cooperative  feeder  pig  sales. 

Permits: 

1.  Permits  to  import  feeder  pigs  may  be  issued  to: 

a.  Illinois  licensed  feeder  swine  dealer; 

b.  A person  importing  pigs  to  feed  on  his  own  premises 
and  not  for  resale  other  than  to  slaughter. 

2.  Applicant  for  permit  shall  furnish  the  following  infor- 
mation to  the  Division: 

a.  Name  and  address  of  Illinois  destination. 

b.  Name  and  address  of  consignor. 

c.  Number  of  swine  in  shipment. 

REGULATION  II 

Swine  Entering  Illinois  For  Breeding  Purposes 

Swine  for  breeding  purposes  may  enter  Illinois  provided 
they  are  accompanied  by  an  official  health  certificate. 

Official  health  certificate  shall: 

1.  Be  issued  by  an  accredited  veterinarian  of  the  state  of 
origin; 

2.  Be  approved  by  the  Animal  Health  Official  of  the  state 
of  origin; 

3.  Identify  each  animal  by  ear  tag,  tattoo,  or  ear  notch 
approved  by  the  respective  breed  registry; 

4.  Show  the  swine  are  free  from  visible  evidence  of  conta- 
gious, infectious,  or  communicable  diseases; 

5.  Show  that  the  swine  have  not  been  fed  raw  garbage; 

6.  Show  any  swine  more  than  4 months  of  age  to  be  nega- 
tive to  an  official  test  for  brucellosis,  conducted  by  an 
official  State  or  Federal  laboratory  within  30  days  prior 
to  entry,  or  that  the  swine  originate  from  a validated 
brucellosis-free  herd. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO 
MOVEMENT  OF  LIVESTOCK 
INTO  ILLINOIS 


Pursuant  to  Chap.  8,  Par.  104,  Sec.  18  of  the  Bovine  Tuberculo- 
sis Eradication  Law;  Par.  143,  Sec.  10  of  the  Bovine  Bru- 
cellosis Control  Law;  and  Par.  169,  Sec.  2 of  An  Act  in  Re- 
lation to  Diseased  Animals. 

Effective  January  27,  1972 

REGULATION  I 

No  animal  that  is  affected  with  or  has  recently  been  ex- 
posed to  any  infectious,  contagious,  or  communicable  disease 
shall  be  shipped  or  transported  in  any  manner,  or  moved  into 
the  State  of  Illinois  except  as  permitted  by  the  laws  and  regula- 
tions of  the  State  of  Illinois,  except  those  animals  affected  with 
such  diseases  which  are  approved  for  interstate  shipment  by  the 
Animal  and  Plant  Health  Service  for  immediate  slaughter  and 
are  consigned  direct  to  a recognized  slaughtering  center. 

REGULATION  II 

Obligation  of  Transportation  Company 
and  Truck  Operators 

Before  accepting  any  livestock  or  dogs  for  shipment  into 
the  State  of  Illinois  or  consigned  to  points  within  the  State  of  Il- 
linois, except  to  public  stockyards,  every  person,  transportation 
company,  or  truck  operator  shall  require  that  a certificate  of 
health,  or  permit,  or  federal  inspection  certificate  as  required  in 
the  regulations  of  the  Department,  be  furnished  them  to  be  at- 
tached to  the  waybill  and  accompany  the  livestock  or  dog  to  its 
destination.  Such  person,  transportation  company  or  truck  op- 
erator shall  have  the  certificate  of  health,  or  permit,  or  federal 
inspection  certificate,  in  his  or  its  possession  at  all  times  from 
the  loading  of  such  livestock  to  the  delivery  of  the  livestock  at 
its  destination,  and  available  for  inspection  upon  demand. 

Waybill  shall  consist  of  names  of  consignor  and  consignee, 
number  and  description  of  animals.  Waybill  shall  accompany 
all  animals  consigned  to  public  stockyards. 

No  livestock  shall  be  diverted  en  route  within  the  State, 
except  on  special  permit  from  the  Division. 

REGULATION  III 

Copy  of  Health  Certificate  Shall  Be  Furnished 

A copy  of  the  certificate  of  health  under  which  livestock  is 
brought  into  the  State  of  Illinois,  bearing  the  approval  or,  if  not 
approved,  the  disapproval  of  the  Animal  Health  Official  of  the 
state  of  origin,  shall  be  furnished  the  Division. 

No  person  shall  change  the  names,  numbers,  words,  or 
phrases  upon  an  official  health  certificate  or  permit  to  evade 
the  provisions  of  the  law. 

All  official  brucellosis  tests  of  animals  which  are  intended 
for  interstate  movement  shall  be  made  at  an  approved  laborato- 
ry- 


REGULATION  IV 
Requests  for  Permits 

Requests  for  entry  permits  shall  be  direct  to  the  Division  of 
Meat,  Poultry  and  Livestock  Inspection,  State  Fairgrounds, 
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Springfield,  Illinois  62706,  and  shall  set  forth  the  following  in- 
formation; Name  and  address  of  Illinois  consignee,  number 
and  kind  of  animals,  origin  of  shipment,  and  if  for  cattle,  the 
age,  sex,  and  breed  of  the  cattle. 

Exhibition  regulations  may  be  secured  from  the  Division  of 
Meat,  Poultry  and  Livestock  Inspection,  State  Fairgrounds, 
Springfield,  Illinois  62706. 

REGULATION  V 
Cattle  for  Immediate  Slaughter 

1.  Cattle  for  immediate  slaughter  accompanied  by  a con- 
signment and  consigned  to  a recognized  slaughtering  center  or 
specifically  approved  slaughtering  establishment  may  be 
shipped  into  Illinois  without  tuberculin  or  brucellosis  tests  or 
official  interstate  health  certificate.  Such  cattle  shall  not  be 
diverted  en  route  and  shall  be  held  in  quarantine  until  slaugh- 
tered. 

2.  Cattle  for  immediate  slaughter  not  consigned  to  a recog- 
nized slaughtering  center  may  be  shipped  into  Illinois  without 
tuberculin  or  brucellosis  tests  if  they  are  accompanied  by  an 
official  certificate  of  veterinary  inspection  or  a special  entry 
permit  issued  by  the  Division.  Such  cattle  shall  be  held  in  quar- 
antine until  slaughtered  and  each  group  shall  be  reported  with- 
in 10  days  to  the  Division  on  a separate  invoice  listing  the  pur- 
chaser, description  of  animal,  and  the  slaughtering  establish- 
ment where  slaughtered. 

REGULATION  VI 

Consignments  to  Stockyards,  Packing  Plants, 
or  Marketing  Centers 

All  out-of-state  livestock,  except  swine,  consigned  to  a pub- 
lic stockyard,  packing  plant,  or  Marketing  Center  shall  be  ac- 
companied from  point  of  origin  by  a permit  issued  by  the  Divi- 
sion or  by  a consignment  issued  by  the  owner  or  shipper  of  the 
livestock  designating  the  name  of  the  owner  or  shipper,  place  of 
origin,  public  stockyard,  packing  plant,  or  Marketing  Center  of 
destination,  date  of  shipment,  number  and  description  of  live- 
stock, and  that  the  livestock  in  said  consignment  are  free  from 
visible  evidence  of  any  known  contagious  or  infectious  disease. 

The  consignment  shall  be  made  in  duplicate.  One  copy 
shall  be  forwarded  by  the  transportation  company  or  truck  op- 
erator to  the  Division  office  within  10  days,  and  one  copy  shall 
be  held  by  the  public  stockyard,  packing  plant,  or  Marketing 
Center  for  a period  of  not  less  than  6 months  for  inspection  by 
legally  authorized  officials  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture,  or  the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture,  or  other 
officials  having  police  powers. 

REGULATION  VII 
Feeding  or  Grazing  Cattle 

All  steers  and  spayed  heifers,  and  calves  of  the  beef  breeds 
under  8 months  of  age  may  enter  Illinois  when  accompanied  by 
health  certificate  issued  by  an  accredited  veterinarian  showing 
physical  inspection,  OR  by  a federal  inspection  certificate,  OR 
by  a permit  from  the  Division.  Steers  and  spayed  heifers  are  not 
subject  to  quarantine  restrictions. 

Heifers,  untested,  of  the  beef  breeds  over  8 months  of  age 
and  under  18  months  for  feeding  and  grazing  purposes  only  may 
enter  Illinois  when  accompanied  by  certificate  issued  by  a Fed- 
eral or  State  inspector  or  by  an  accredited  veterinarian  AND  a 
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permit  from  the  Division.  They  are  placed  under  quarantine  at 
destination  and  may  be  held  under  quarantine  for  a period  of 
feeding  not  to  exceed  12  months  with  extension  of  90  days 
granted  on  request  to  the  Division  office. 

The  owner  shall  report  to  the  Division  office  the  disposition 
of  heifers  that  are  under  quarantine  for  feeding  and  grazing 
purposes.  If  such  heifers  are  retained  longer  than  the  allowed 
feeding  period,  they  shall  be  tested  for  tuberculosis,  if  originat- 
ing from  a state  not  having  a reciprocity  agreement  with  Illi- 
nois, and  brucellosis  at  owner’s  expense.  All  brucellosis  blood 
tests  for  release  of  quarantine  shall  be  conducted  at  an  ap- 
proved laboratory. 

NOTE:  Cattle  originating  in  states  with  which  Illinois 

has  tuberculosis  reciprocal  agreement  are  not 
placed  under  quarantine  if  they  are: 

1.  Accompanied  by  negative  brucellosis  blood  test,  or 

2.  Calfhood  vaccinates  under  24  months  of  age  and  proper- 
ly identified. 


REGULATION  VIII 

Female  Cattle — Beef  Breeds — 18  Months  and  Over 

Female  cattle  of  the  beef  breeds  18  months  of  age  and  over, 
for  feeding  or  grazing  purposes  only,  may  enter  Illinois  or  may 
be  shipped  from  public  stockyards  within  the  State,  if  they  are: 

1.  Accompanied  by  official  certificate  of  health  showing 
negative  brucellosis  blood  test  conducted  within  30  days 
prior  to  entry,  or  that  they  are  under  24  months  of  age 
and  were  officially  calfhood  vaccinated  against  brucel- 
losis, and  showing  negative  tuberculin  test  conducted 
within  60  days  prior  to  entry;  except  that  tuberculosis 
test  is  not  required  for  cattle  originating  in  states  with 
which  Illinois  has  tuberculosis  reciprocal  agreement,  or 

2.  Accompanied  by  official  certificate  of  health  or  by  a 
federal  inspection  certificate,  showing  physical  inspec- 
tion, AND  a special  entry  permit  issued  by  the  Division 
permitting  entry  under  quarantine  subject  to  brucellosis 
blood  test  to  be  conducted  at  owner’s  expense  within  10 
days  after  arrival.  Report  of  such  test  shall  be  forward- 
ed to  the  Division  within  24  hours  of  completion  of  the 
test.  Brucellosis  reactors  found  on  test  shall  be  reactor 
tagged  and  branded  by  an  accredited  veterinarian  with- 
in 10  days  of  report  by  the  laboratory,  and  disposed  of 
within  15  days.  Such  reactors  are  not  eligible  for  in- 
demnity. Unless  such  cattle  originate  in  states  having 
tuberculosis  reciprocal  agreement  with  Illinois,  they 
shall  be  placed  under  quarantine  for  tuberculosis  and 
may  be  held  under  quarantine  for  a period  of  feeding 
not  to  exceed  12  months,  with  extension  of  90  days 
granted  on  request  to  the  Division  office. 

If  such  cattle  are  shipped  from  public  stockyards 
within  the  State,  brucellosis  blood  test  shall  be  conduct- 
ed prior  to  release  from  the  yards,  and  they  will  not  be 
subject  to  quarantine  for  tuberculosis. 

REGULATION  IX 

Sale  of  Quarantined  Feeding  or  Grazing  Cattle 

The  sale  or  transfer  of  feeding  or  grazing  cattle  in  quaran- 
tine is  permitted,  providing  that  such  transfer  of  quarantine 
shall  cover  at  least  5 animals  and  that  the  original  quarantine 
holder  shall  immediately  report  to  the  Division  such  transfer  of 
quarantined  animals,  giving  name  and  address  of  person  to 
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whom  animals  were  transferred,  date  of  transfer,  and  number 
of  animals  transferred.  There  may  be  one  transfer  of  ownership 
only;  no  second  transfer  of  quarantine  will  be  permitted.  The 
feeder  animals  which  were  transferred  will  be  quarantined  to 
the  new  owner  for  the  remainder  of  the  feeding  period  and  any 
extension  thereof  granted  by  the  Division. 

REGULATION  X 

Release  of  Feeding  or  Grazing  Cattle  from  Quarantine 

The  quarantine  on  feeding  or  grazing  cattle  is  released 
when: 

1.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the  shipment  of  the 
quarantined  animals  to  a public  stockyard  or  a licensed 
livestock  auction  market. 

2.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the  sale  of  the  quaran- 
tined cattle  for  immediate  slaughter  to  a person  regular- 
ly engaged  in  the  slaughter  of  cattle,  or  reports  the 
slaughter  of  the  cattle  for  his  own  use. 

3.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the  death  of  the  quar- 
antined animals. 

4.  The  Division  receives  a report  of  negative  tuberculin 
and/or  brucellosis  blood  tests  conducted  by  an  accredit- 
ed veterinarian  for  the  release  of  the  quarantine  on  the 
animals.  The  report  of  test  for  release  from  quarantine 
should  bear  a notation  that  the  test  is  conducted  for 
quarantine  release.  Such  tests  shall  be  at  owner’s  ex- 
pense. All  brucellosis  blood  tests  for  release  of  feeder 
quarantine  shall  be  conducted  at  an  approved  laborato- 
ry* 

5.  The  owner  reports  to  the  Division  the  transfer  of  no  less 
than  5 of  the  feeder  females.  Name  and  address  of  pur- 
chaser shall  be  furnished  for  transfer  of  quarantine  for 
remainder  of  feeding  period  and  any  extension  thereof 
granted  by  the  Division. 


REGULATION  XI 
Dairy  or  Breeding  Cattle 

All  dairy  or  breeding  cattle  transported  or  moved  into  the 
State  of  Illinois  or  from  public  stockyards  within  the  State,  un- 
less said  cattle  are  consigned  direct  to  and  delivered  by  the 
transportation  company  within  the  confines  of  the  public  stock- 
yards  or  specifically  approved  Marketing  Center,  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  an  official  certificate  of  health  showing  tubercu- 
losis and  brucellosis  status  of  the  cattle  as  follows: 

1.  Brucellosis — All  cattle  over  six  months  of  age  negative  to 
brucellosis  blood  test  within  30  days  of  shipment.  All 
official  tests  of  animals  which  are  intended  for  inter- 
state movement  shall  be  made  at  an  approved  laborato- 
ry, or 

Originate  in  a certified  brucellosis-free  herd.  Certi- 
fied herd  number  shall  be  given  and  the  cattle  shall  be 
identified  by  either  ear  tag  number  or  registration  name 
and  number,  or 

Cattle  shall  be  under  24  months  of  age  and  accom- 
panied by  a record  of  official  calfhood  vaccination  ap- 
proved by  the  Animal  Health  Official  of  the  state  of  ori- 
gin, positively  identifying  the  cattle  and  showing  that 
they  were  officially  vaccinated  against  brucellosis  with 
an  approved  vaccine. 

2.  Tuberculosis — Except  as  otherwise  provided,  such  cat- 
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tie  shall  be  negative  to  the  tuberculin  test  within  60  days 
previous  to  shipment,  or 

Originate  in  a modified,  tuberculosis-free  accredit- 
ed area  from  a herd  which  on  last  complete  tuberculin 
test  of  the  entire  herd  had  no  reactors  and  the  cattle  des- 
tined for  Illinois  were  tuberculin  tested  and  found  nega- 
tive within  one  year  of  date  of  shipment,  or 

Originate  in  states  with  which  Illinois  has  a tuber- 
culosis reciprocal  agreement. 

REGULATION  XII 
Bison 

Bison,  except  steers,  spayed  heifers,  and  calves  under  6 
months  of  age,  may  be  imported  into  Illinois  if  consigned  direct 
for  immediate  slaughter  to  an  approved  slaughtering  establish- 
ment and  accompanied  by  a consignment,  or,  if  accompanied 
by  an  official  health  certificate  indicating  the  bison; 

1.  Originated  from  a certified  brucellosis-free  herd,  or 

2.  Are  official  female  brucellosis  vaccinates  under  24 
months  of  age,  or 

3.  Passed  a negative  brucellosis  blood  test  within  30  days 
prior  to  importation. 

Steers,  spayed  heifers,  and  calves  under  6 months  of  age 
may  enter  Illinois  when  accompanied  by  an  official  health  cer- 
tificate, or  consigned  for  immediate  slaughter  to  an  approved 
slaughtering  establishment  accompanied  by  a consignment. 

REGULATION  XIII 
Goats 

Goats  imported  into  Illinois  shall  be  accompanied  by  an 
official  health  certificate  showing  them  to  be  free  from  visible 
evidence  of  communicable  and  infectious  diseases  and  includ- 
ing a report  of  negative  brucellosis  blood  test  conducted  within 
30  days  of  entry. 

All  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  of  animals  which 
are  intended  for  interstate  movement  shall  be  made  at  an  ap- 
proved laboratory. 


REGULATION  XIV 
Horses,  Mules  and  Asses 

All  horses,  mules  and  asses  transported  or  moved  into  Illi- 
nois shall  be  accompanied  by  an  official  interstate  health  certif- 
icate showing  such  animals  to  be  free  from  visible  evidence  of 
infectious  or  communicable  diseases  as  evidenced  by  veterinary 
examination  within  30  days  of  shipment,  except  those  horses 
consigned  to  a licensed  slaughterer. 

All  horses  consigned  to  a licensed  slaughterer  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  a consignment. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  THE 
HOG  CHOLERA  ERADICATION  PRO- 
GRAM 


Pursuant  to  Chap.  8,  Par.  515,  Section  15,  of  the  Illinois  Swine 
Disease  Control  and  Eradication  Act,  approved  effective 
July  1,  1972. 


1.  Herds  infected  with  or  suspected  of  being  infected  with 
hog  cholera  will  be  quarantined;  such  quarantine  to  be  issued 
by  the  attending  veterinarian,  a representative  of  the  Division, 
or  a representative  of  the  Animal  and  Plant  Health  Service. 

2.  When  hog  cholera  is  confirmed,  quarantine  remains  in 
effect  21  days  after  depopulated  premise  has  been  cleaned  and 
disinfected. 

When  hog  cholera  is  not  confirmed,  the  quarantine  is  re- 
leased at  the  direction  of  the  Hog  Cholera  Diagnostician. 

3.  Trucks  transporting  swine  or  carcasses  or  parts  thereof 
from  a herd  quarantined  because  of  hog  cholera  shall  be 
cleaned,  washed,  and  disinfected  under  supervision  immediate- 
ly following  unloading. 

4.  Quarantine  signs,  supplied  by  the  Division,  shall  be 
posted  at  the  entrance  of  each  infected  premise  by  the  attending 
veterinarian,  a representative  of  the  Division,  or  a representa- 
tive of  the  Animal  and  Plant  Health  Service. 

5.  Any  person  failing  to  report  suspected  outbreaks  of  hog 
cholera  or  who  is  responsible  for  the  spread  of  the  disease  shall 
be  subject  to  the  statutory  penalty  as  provided  by  law. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO 
HOG  CHOLERA  VACCINES 


Pursuant  to  Chap.  8,  Par.  515,  Section  15,  of  the  Illinois  Swine 
Disease  Control  and  Eradication  Act,  approved  effective 
July  1,  1972. 


REGULATION  I 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell  or  use  hog  cholera 
vaccines  or  other  hog  cholera  antigens  in  Illinois,  except  in 
emergency  by  special  order  of  the  Director  of  the  Illinois  De- 
partment of  Agriculture. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  FEEDER 
SWINE  DEALER  LICENSING  ACT 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Par.  10.35,  “An  Act  Providing  for  the 

licensing  of  feeder  swine  dealers,  regulating  such  business, 

and  providing  penalties  for  violations  hereof,”  approved 

July  31,  1961,  as  amended. 

Effective  January  27,  1972 

REGULATION  I 

Licensed  feeder  swine  dealers  shall  have  a permanent 
place  of  business  and  facilities  for  the  holding  of  swine  on  his 
premises,  subject  to  approval  of  the  Division. 

REGULATION  II 

A feeder  swine  dealer  may  upon  written  request  to  the 
Department  and  upon  payment  of  $5  (The  law  changed  this 
figure  by  amendment  to  the  law)  fee,  obtain  an  agent’s  card  for 
any  person  whom  the  dealer  wishes  to  represent  him.  The  De- 
partment may  refuse  to  issue  or  renew  or  may  suspend  or  re- 
voke an  agent’s  permit  on  the  same  grounds  as  are  specified  in 
the  Act  for  refusal  to  issue,  renew,  suspend  or  revoke  a dealer’s 
license.  A dealer  shall  be  responsible  for  feeder  swine  transac- 
tions conducted  by  his  agents. 

REGULATION  III 

Feeder  swine  imported  into  Illinois  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a health  certificate  and  permit,  in  compliance  with  regula- 
tions relating  to  importation  of  feeding  swine. 

REGULATION  IV 

Feeder  Swine  Originating — 

In  Illinois: 

1.  All  swine  shall  be  ear  tagged  in  right  ear  with  consecu- 
tively numbered  ear  tags  showing  state  of  origin  before 
being  sold  or  commingled  with  any  other  swine. 

Out-of-State: 

1.  Out-of-state  swine  must  enter  Illinois  accompanied  by  a 
health  certificate  and  a permit  and  be  ear  tagged  to 
show  state  of  origin.  Such  swine  must  move  directly  into 
Illinois  from  the  state  of  origin. 

REGULATION  V 

Duties  of  a licensed  swine  dealer: 

1.  Licensee  under  this  Act  shall  provide  suitable  facilities 
at  his  place  of  business  for  yarding,  feeding  and  water- 
ing of  swine,  and  shall  protect  swine  from  inclement 
weather  conditions  at  all  times  while  they  are  on  his 
premises. 

2.  Sanitation  of  feeding,  watering,  and  other  facilities  shall 
be  maintained  at  all  times. 

3.  All  floors  shall  be  concrete  or  other  hard  surface  as  ap- 
proved by  the  Department. 

4.  No  swine  showing  clinical  or  physical  evidence  of  dis- 
ease may  be  sold. 

5.  Premises  shall  be  opened  for  inspection  by  authorized 
Department  inspectors. 

6.  A feeder  swine  dealer  or  his  agent  shall  in  no  way  act  as 
a peddler  of  feeder  swine  by  traveling  about  from  place 
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to  place  with  feeder  swine  in  his  possession,  offering  to 
sell,  trade,  give  away,  barter,  exchange  or  dispose  of 
them  in  any  manner. 

REGULATION  VI 

Maintenance  of  Records: 

1.  Licensees  under  this  Act  shall  maintain  records  of  all 
feeder  swine  transactions  by  himself  and  each  of  his 
agents.  Records  shall  include  name  and  address  of  per- 
son from  whom  swine  were  purchased;  number,  kind 
and  breed  of  swine  purchased;  ear  tag  identification; 
and  name  and  address  of  purchasers  of  swine. 

2.  Records  shall  be  retained  for  at  least  12  months. 

3.  Records  shall  be  available  to  inspection  by  a representa- 
tive of  the  Division. 

REGULATION  VII 
Surety  Bonds 

Each  surety  bond  shall,  in  addition  to  the  requirements  of 
Section  16  of  the  Act,  contain  a provision  that  it  may  not  be 
cancelled  without  at  least  30  days  notice  in  writing  to  the  De- 
partment. 


REGULATION  VIII 

Cancellation  of  Surety  Bonds 

Companies  having  surety  bonds  filed  with  the  Department 
shall  use  the  following  procedure  in  regard  to  cancellation  of 
surety  bonds: 

1.  Notice  of  cancellation  shall  be  sent  by  certified  mail  to 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  State  of 
Illinois,  Springfield,  Illinois  62706. 

2.  Notice  must  contain  surety  bond  number,  amount  of 
surety,  name  of  principal,  and  any  other  matter  perti- 
nent to  the  subject. 

3.  The  date  of  the  notice  and  the  effective  date  of  the  ter- 
mination of  the  bond  shall  be  set  as  follows: 

a.  The  date  of  such  a notice  of  termination  shall  be  the 
date  the  notice  is  received  by  the  Department. 

b.  The  effective  date  of  termination  can  be  no  sooner 
than  the  date  of  notice  plus  the  required  notice  peri- 
od. 


REGULATION  IX 

Feeder  Swine  Purchase  and  Movement  Restrictions 

A feeder  swine  dealer  may  purchase  only  swine  from  the 
following: 

(1)  A farm  of  origin  and  cannot  move  swine  to  more  than 
one  concentration  point,  or 

(2)  A livestock  auction  market  and  transport  such  swine 
directly  to  a farm,  or 

(3)  A feeder  swine  dealer  and  transport  such  swine  directly 
to  a farm. 

(4)  Swine  may  move  through  a second  concentration  point 
(licensed  feeder  swine  dealer  premises  or  livestock  auc- 
tion market)  provided  that  such  swine  are  additionally 
individually  identified  by  inserting  a second  official 
ear  tag  in  the  right  ear.  Swine  shall  not  move  through 
more  than  2 concentration  points. 

The  definition  of  a “farm  of  origin”  for  the  purposes  of  this 
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regulation  is  a premise  maintained  for  one  or  more  of  the  follow- 
ing purposes: 

(1)  Where  feeder  swine  are  farrowed,  or 

(2)  Where  breeding  swine  are  bred  and  premises  are  main- 
tained for  breeding  purposes. 

The  definition  of  a “farm”  for  the  purposes  of  this  regula- 
tion is  a premise  where  feeder  swine  are  fed  and  premises  are 
maintained  for  such  feeding  purposes. 

When  considered  in  the  best  interest  of  the  livestock  indus- 
try, the  Director  of  the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture  may 
suspend  any  portion  of  this  regulation. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  THE 
LIVESTOCK  DEALER  LICENSING  ACT 


Pursuant  to  Chap.  8,  Par.  271-289,  especially  Sec.  15  of  “An  Act 

providing  for  the  licensing  of  livestock  dealers,  regulating 

such  business,  and  providing  penalties  for  violations  there- 
of,” approved  August  13,  1965,  as  amended. 

Effective  May  13,  1972 

REGULATION  I 
Entry  Requirements 

All  livestock  imported  into  the  State  shall  meet  Illinois 
entry  requirements.  Dealers  shall  submit,  on  Division  Form  M- 
106,  weekly  reports  of  all  out-of-state  animals. 

REGULATION  II 

Breeding  Cattle  Health  Requirements 

1.  All  Illinois  breeding  cattle  purchased  by  a licensed  live- 
stock dealer  shall  comply  with  one  of  the  following: 

a.  be  negative  to  a brucellosis  test  within  60  days  prior 
to  purchase;  test  valid  for  one  change  of  ownership  or 
premises,  except  that  such  cattle  may  change  owner- 
ship or  premises  one  or  more  times  in  the  14-day  pe- 
riod immediately  following  the  date  of  the  negative 
test,  or 

b.  be  officially  calfhood  vaccinated  and  under  24 
months  of  age,  or 

c.  be  consigned  direct  from  farm  of  origin  to  a livestock 
auction  market  and  shall  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  Livestock  Auction  Market  Law  and  regulations 
pursuant  thereto,  or 

d.  be  untested  but  subject  to  brucellosis  test  within  48 
hours  after  purchase  and  prior  to  commingling  with 
other  cattle. 

2.  All  breeding  cattle  sold  by  dealer,  except  direct  to 
slaughter,  shall  be  accompanied  by  a negative  brucello- 
sis blood  test  as  provided  in  the  Illinois  Bovine  Brucello- 
sis Control  Act  or  shall  be  official  calfhood  vaccinates 
under  24  months  of  age. 

3.  Any  cattle  which,  upon  being  tested  for  brucellosis  for 
the  dealer,  are  classified  as  reactors  or  suspects  shall 
automatically  come  under  jurisdiction  of  the  Illinois 
Bovine  Brucellosis  Control  Law  and  regulations. 

REGULATION  III 
Swine  Health  Requirements 

1.  All  Illinois  breeding  swine  4 months  of  age  and  over 
purchased  by  a licensed  livestock  dealer  shall  comply 
with  the  Illinois  Swine  Brucellosis  Law  and  regulations. 

2.  All  breeding  swine  sold  or  purchased  by  a licensed  live- 
stock dealer  through  a livestock  auction  market  shall 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  The  Livestock  Auction 
Market  Law  and  regulations. 

REGULATION  IV 

Prevent  Spread  of  Livestock  Diseases 

All  other  species  of  breeding  animals,  to-wit:  cattle  and 

sheep,  shall  comply  with  Department  laws  and  regulations  re- 
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lating  to  such  animals,  and  no  practice  or  condition  shall  be  al- 
lowed to  exist  which  shall  be  conducive  to  the  spread  of  infec- 
tious or  contagious  diseases. 

REGULATION  V 
Feeder  Cattle 

Dealers  purchasing  cattle  for  feeding  purposes  shall: 

a.  Keep  such  animals  separate  from  breeding  animals. 

b.  Submit  to  the  Division  a weekly  report  (on  Division 
Form  M-107)  of  the  sale  of  all  female  feeder  cattle  over 
6 and  under  18  months  of  age,  giving  the  date  of  each 
sale,  number  sold,  age,  breed,  and  the  name  and  ad- 
dress of  the  purchaser. 


REGULATION  VI 
Slaughter  Animals 

Dealers  purchasing  animals  for  slaughter  purposes  only 
shall: 

a.  Keep  slaughter  animals  isolated  from  all  breeding  ani- 
mals. 

b.  Animals  purchased  from  auction  markets  for  slaughter 
shall  be  sold  within  10  days  of  purchase  direct  to  a pub- 
lic stockyard  or  approved  slaughter  establishment  un- 
der State  or  Federal  supervision.  Slaughter  cattle  from 
farm  of  origin  may  be  consigned  direct  to  an  approved 
slaughter  establishment,  or  public  stockyard,  or  li- 
censed livestock  auction  market  under  State  or  Federal 
supervision  (except  the  type  of  cattle  mentioned  in 
Paragraph  c following). 

c.  Maintain  individual  records  on  all  livestock  purchased 
at  less  than  prevailing  market  price.  This  class  of  live- 
stock shall  include  “downer”  cows,  cows  with  epithe- 
lioma (cancer-eye),  crippled  animals,  and  animals 
whose  general  physical  appearance  would  indicate  they 
are  not  healthy  or  are  suffering  from  malnutrition.  Such 
animals  shall  be  consigned  directly  to  an  approved 
slaughtering  establishment  under  State  or  Federal  su- 
pervision. 


REGULATION  VII 

Care  of  Livestock 

Dealer  shall  provide  livestock  in  his  possession  with  suit- 
able feed,  water,  yarding,  housing,  and  protection  from  incle- 
ment weather  conditions  at  all  times. 

REGULATION  VIII 
Inspection 

Records  and  premises  shall  be  open  for  inspection  by  au- 
thorized Department  inspectors. 

REGULATION  IX 
Identification  Not  To  Be  Altered 

The  removal  or  altering  of  any  identification  of  animals 
such  as  ear  tags,  backtags,  tattoos,  etc.  is  prohibited. 
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REGULATION  X 

Comply  With  Market  Cattle  Identification  Program 

All  cattle  over  2 years  of  age  purchased  from  established 
herds  in  Illinois,  and  consigned  to  slaughter,  shall  comply  with 
the  Market  Cattle  Identification  Program  as  follows: 

a.  Each  animal  shall  be  backtagged  by  the  dealer  with  offi- 
cial market  cattle  backtags. 

b.  Reports  of  such  backtagging  shall  be  furnished  the  Divi- 
sion on  approved  forms  within  7 days  of  application  of 
the  backtag. 


REGULATION  XI 

Cancellation  of  Surety  Bonds 

Companies  having  surety  bonds  filed  with  the  Department 
shall  use  the  following  procedure  in  regard  to  cancellation  of 
surety  bonds: 

1.  Notice  of  cancellation  shall  be  sent  by  certified  mail  to 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  State  of 
Illinois,  Springfield,  Illinois. 

2.  Notice  must  contain  surety  bond  number,  amount  of 
surety,  name  of  principal,  and  any  other  matter  perti- 
nent to  the  subject. 

3.  The  date  of  the  notice  and  the  effective  date  of  the  ter- 
mination of  the  bond  shall  be  set  as  follows: 

a.  The  date  of  such  a notice  of  termination  shall  be  the 
date  the  notice  is  received  by  the  Department. 

b.  The  effective  date  of  termination  can  be  no  sooner 
than  the  date  of  notice  plus  the  required  notice  peri- 
od. 

REGULATION  XII 

Cancellation  of  Escrow  Agreements 
(Personal  Bonds) 

Livestock  dealers  having  an  escrow  agreement  (hereinafter 
referred  to  as  a personal  bond)  filed  with  the  Department  in 
lieu  of  a surety  bond  shall  use  the  following  procedure  in  regard 
to  cancellation  of  such  bond: 

1.  Notice  of  cancellation  shall  be  sent  by  certified  mail  to 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  State  of 
Illinois,  Springfield,  Illinois  62706. 

2.  Notice  must  contain  the  name  of  the  trust  company  or 
bank  holding  such  escrow  account,  the  account  number, 
the  amount  of  cash  or  list  of  securities  in  the  account, 
the  name  of  the  principal  of  the  escrow  account,  and  any 
other  matter  pertinent  to  the  subject. 

3.  The  date  of  the  notice  and  the  effective  date  of  the  ter- 
mination of  the  bond  shall  be  set  as  follows: 

a.  The  date  of  such  a notice  of  termination  shall  be  the 
date  the  notice  is  received  by  the  Department. 

b.  The  effective  date  of  termination  can  be  no  sooner 
than  the  date  of  notice  plus  the  required  notice  peri- 
od. 

The  Department  will  not  release  the  personal  bond  until 
the  principal  has  shown  proof  that  all  financial  obligations  cov- 
ered by  the  bond  have  been  satisfied. 

REGULATION  XIII 

The  Director  shall  be  named  as  Trustee  on  any  surety 
bond  issued  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO 
HATCHERIES,  POULTRY  FLOCKS, 
AND  THE  PRODUCE  THEREOF 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  131,  Section  1 of  “An  Act  in 
relation  to  hatcheries,  poultry  flocks,  and  the  produce 
thereof,”  approved  June  1,  1933,  as  amended. 

Effective  January  27,  1972 

REGULATION  I 

Shipments  of  Poultry  or  Hatching  Eggs 

All  shipments  of  poultry  or  hatching  eggs  must  be  accom- 
panied by  a label  or  invoice  stating  the  pullorum-typhoid  sta- 
tus. 


REGULATION  II 
Infected  Flock 

A flock  deemed  to  be  infected  with  pullorum-typhoid  shall 
be  quarantined  until  all  known  reactors  have  been  slaughtered, 
the  remaining  poultry  in  the  flock  or  in  the  hatchery  have  been 
tested,  and  the  flock  deemed  eligible  for  release  by  the  Depart- 
ment. All  or  part  of  a quarantined  flock  may  be  sold  for  slaugh- 
ter upon  written  permission  from  the  Department.  Flocks  may 
be  released  upon  being  tested  with  no  reactors  on  two  complete 
tests  no  less  than  21  days  apart. 

REGULATION  III 
Official  Classification 

If  a reactor  is  found  on  the  stained-antigen,  rapid,  whole- 
blood  test  for  pullorum-typhoid,  this  may  be  verified  by  sub- 
mitting the  reactor  bird  or  birds  to  a Division  diagnostic  labora- 
tory for  examination;  laboratory  results  will  constitute  the  offi- 
cial classification  of  the  flock. 

REGULATION  IV 

Breeding  Poultry 

All  breeding  poultry  20  weeks  of  age  or  more  must  be  test- 
ed according  to  rules  and  regulations  of  the  National  Poultry  or 
Turkey  Improvement  Plans. 

REGULATION  V 

Persons  Who  May  Perform  the  Test 

Persons  officially  approved  by  the  Department  may  per- 
form the  stained-antigen,  rapid,  whole-blood  test  for  pullorum- 
typhoid. 


REGULATION  VI 
Inspection 

All  reports  of  pullorum  and  typhoid  will  be  investigated  by 
a State  inspector  or  veterinarian.  Inspection  of  hatcheries  and 
flocks  may  be  performed  at  reasonable  times  by  the  Depart- 
ment. Pullorum-typhoid  testing  of  flocks  and  exhibition  birds 
may  be  performed  at  reasonable  times  by  the  Department. 
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REGULATION  VII 
Show  and  Exhibition  Birds 

All  entries  to  a show  or  exhibition  must  have  come  from  a 
U.S.  PULLORUM-TYPHOID  CLEAN  or  equivalent  flock;  or 
have  a negative  pullorum-typhoid  test  within  90  days  of  exhibi- 
tion. Birds  not  in  compliance  with  one  of  the  above  must  be 
submitted  for  test  at  the  show. 

Exhibitor  must  show  proper  information  as  to  name  and 
address  of  the  owner  or  exhibitor,  name  and  location  of  the  au- 
thorized testing  agent,  date  of  the  testing;  also,  the  number, 
breed,  and  species  of  those  tested. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO 
BOVINE  TUBERCULOSIS 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  104,  Section  18  of  “An  Act  in 
relation  to  the  eradication  of  Bovine  Tuberculosis.” 

Effective  December  21,  1971 

REGULATION  I 

Requirements  for  Illinois  Tuberculosis-Free 
Accredited  Herd 

A cattle  herd  may  qualify  as  a tuberculosis-free  accredited 
herd  when  it  meets  the  requirements  of  the  Uniform  Methods 
and  Rules  for  such  herds  as  recommended  by  the  United  States 
Animal  Health  Association  and  approved  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Animal  and  Plant  Health  Service, 
for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a tuberculosis-free 
accredited  herd  of  cattle. 


REGULATION  II 

When  Indemnity  Will  Be  Paid  on  Tests 
Made  at  Owner’s  Expense 

Indemnity  will  be  paid  to  owners  of  dairy  and  breeding 
cattle  which  react  to  the  tuberculin  test  administered  at  the 
expense  of  the  owner  by  accredited  veterinarians  provided: 

1.  The  entire  herd  is  tuberculin  tested.  Tuberculosis  reac- 
tors found  when  there  is  not  a complete  herd  test  are  not 
eligible  for  indemnity. 

2.  Feeder  cattle  and  steers  are  not  eligible  for  indemnity 
except  when  an  entire  herd  is  depopulated  due  to  tuber- 
culosis infection. 

3.  The  appraisal  is  made  by  a regularly  employed  State, 
Federal,  or  County  Veterinarian,  and  all  statutory  re- 
quirements governing  the  payment  of  indemnity  are 
observed. 


REGULATION  III 

Herds  Quarantined  Because  of 
Tuberculosis  Infection 

Herds  of  cattle  which  have  been  quarantined  because  of 
tuberculosis  infection  in  the  herd  may  be  released  from  quaran- 
tine when  the  herd  meets  the  requirements  as  recommended  by 
the  United  States  Animal  Health  Association  and  approved  by 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  Animal  and 
Plant  Health  Service,  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of 
a tuberculosis-free  accredited  herd  of  cattle  and  modified  ac- 
credited areas.  Such  requirements  may  be  secured  from  the 
Division  of  Meat,  Poultry  and  Livestock  Inspection. 

REGULATION  IV 
Sale  and  Distribution  of  Tuberculin 

All  persons,  companies,  partnerships,  or  corporations  en- 
gaged in  the  sale  or  distribution  of  biological  products  within 
the  State  of  Illinois  shall  report  to  the  Division  all  sales  of  bo- 
vine and  avian  tuberculin.  Sales  shall  be  made  only  to  accredit- 
ed veterinarians. 
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REGULATION  V 

Identification  Tags  Not  To  Be  Removed 

No  person  shall  remove  identification  tags,  numbers,  or 
brands  from  livestock  to  evade  the  provisions  of  the  law. 

REGULATION  VI 
Infected  Herd  Depopulation 

When  Mycobacterium  bovis  infection  is  confirmed  in  a 
cattle  herd,  through  examination  at  the  National  Animal  Dis- 
ease Laboratory  or  a comparable  accredited  laboratory,  the  en- 
tire herd  may  be  depopulated.  When  the  complete  herd  de- 
population procedure  is  followed,  the  State  shall  pay  to  the 
owner  of  cattle  destroyed  the  appraisal  value  of  such  cattle,  less 
any  salvage  value  received  and  less  any  indemnity  received 
from  the  Federal  government,  but  in  no  case  shall  the  State  in- 
demnity payment  exceed  $200  for  a grade  animal  or  $400  for  a 
purebred  animal. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO 
BOVINE  BRUCELLOSIS 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Parapaph  143,  Section  10  of  “An  Act  in 
relation  to  the  suppression,  eradication  and  control  of  Bo- 
vine Brucellosis  among  domestic  cattle,”  approved  July  12, 
1939,  as  amended. 

Effective  January  27,  1972 


REGULATION  I 

Official  Classification  of  the  Results  of 
the  Brucellosis  Agglutination  Blood  Test

All  official  brucellosis  tests  of  animals  which  are  intended 
for  interstate  shipment  shall  be  made  at  an  approved  laborato- 
ry- 


REGULATION  II 
Reports  Required 

The  veterinarian  is  required  to  report  in  writing  to  the  Di- 
vision all  brucellosis  blood  tests  and  all  brucellosis  vaccinations 
of  cattle. 

When  a tuberculin  test  or  a brucellosis  blood  test  and/or 
vaccination  is  conducted  on  animals  in  a county  in  which  there 
is  a County  Veterinarian,  the  veterinarian  conducting  the  test 
and/or  vaccination  shall  furnish  a copy  of  such  test  and/or  vac- 
cination report  to  the  County  Veterinarian. 
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REGULATION  III 

Tests  Conducted  at  State  Expense 
or  for  Interstate  or  Export  Shipment 

The  official  test  for  the  detection  of  bovine  brucellosis,  if 
tests  are  made  at  State  expense  or  for  interstate  or  export  ship- 
ment, shall  be  one  made  by  an  approved  laboratory.  The  test 
shall  be  reported  immediately  in  writing  to  the  Division  on 
forms  to  be  furnished  by  the  Division.  This  report  shall  contain 
the  date  of  the  test,  a statement  of  results  obtained,  the  name 
and  address  of  the  owner,  together  with  proper  identification  of 
each  animal  tested.  The  identification  of  a grade  animal  shall 
include  the  predominating  breed,  sex,  approximate  age,  and  ear 
tag  number,  A purebred  registered  animal  may  be  identified  by 
its  breed,  sex,  age,  and  registration  number  or  record  associa- 
tion approved  individual  tattoo. 

REGULATION  IV 

Tests  Conducted  at  Owner’s  Expense 
for  Intrastate  Movement 

The  official  test  for  the  detection  of  bovine  brucellosis  con- 
ducted at  owner’s  expense  for  intrastate  movement  of  cattle 
may  be  made  by  a veterinarian  who  has  received  a permit  from 
the  Division  to  conduct  a laboratory  for  the  purpose  of  making 
official  tests  for  bovine  brucellosis,  or  at  an  approved  laborato- 
ry. Tests  shall  be  reported  and  reactors  identified  as  outlined  in 
these  regulations. 


REGULATION  V 

When  Indemnity  Will  Be  Paid  on  Tests 
Made  at  Owner’s  Expense 

Indemnity  will  be  paid  to  owners  of  dairy  and  breeding 
cattle  which  react  to  the  official  test  for  the  detection  of  bovine 
brucellosis  administered  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  by  accred- 
ited veterinarians,  provided: 

1.  Tests  are  read  at  an  approved  laboratory. 

2.  A report  has  been  received  that  the  entire  herd  has  been 
officially  tested,  except  calves  under  6 months  of  age 
and  official  vaccinates  under  24  months  of  age. 

3.  Indemnity  forms  are  completed  by  a regularly  em- 
ployed State,  Federal,  County  or  accredited  veterinari- 
an and  all  statutory  requirements  governing  the  pay- 
ment of  indemnity  are  observed. 

Indemnity  will  not  be  paid  for  reactors  disclosed  on  tests 
for  release  of  feeder  quarantine  or  where  incomplete  herd  tests 
are  conducted. 


REGULATION  VI 
Identification  of  Cattle 

All  purebred  cattle  vaccinated  with  Brucella  abortus  vac- 
cine shall  be  identified  on  the  report  of  vaccination  by  their  reg- 
istration number,  or  dam’s  registration  number,  or  record  asso- 
ciation approved  individual  tattoo.  All  grade  or  not  permanent- 
ly identified  cattle  so  vaccinated  shall  be  ear  tagged  in  the  right 
ear  with  an  identification  tag.  In  addition  to  the  above  identifi- 
cation, all  animals  shall  be  identified  at  the  time  of  vaccination 
by  a tattoo  in  the  right  ear.  The  tattoo  shall  show  the  quarter 
and  year  of  vaccination  and  the  letter  “V”  in  the  Federal  shield. 
The  number  of  the  quarter  shall  precede  the  letter  “V”  in  the 
shield  and  the  last  figure  of  the  year  shall  follow  the  letter  “V” 
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in  the  shield,  as  for  example,  4V7 — “4”  means  the  last  quarter 
(Oct.,  Nov.,  Dec.)  of  the  year,  “V”  means  vaccinated,  and  “7” 
means  the  year  1957. 

All  livestock,  except  permanently  identified  purebred  ani- 
mals, tested  for  brucellosis  and  tuberculosis  in  the  State  of  Illi- 
nois shall  be  identified  by  an  ear  tag  placed  in  the  right  ear, 
which  tag  shall  bear  a prefix  number  or  letter  followed  by  the 
number  on  the  face  of  the  tag,  and  on  the  reverse  side  shall  bear 
the  word  “Illinois.” 

Purebred  registered  animals  may  be  identified  for  test  or 
vaccination  by  the  purebred  registration  number  or  individual 
registration  breed  tattoo. 

REGULATION  VII 
Herds  Revealing  Reactors 

The  entire  herd  shall  be  placed  under  quarantine  and  the 
reactor  animals  shall  be  immediately  isolated  from  the  remain- 
der of  the  herd.  Reactors  shall  be  shipped  direct  for  slaughter 
through  public  stockyards  or  directly  to  a State-Federal  ap- 
proved slaughtering  establishment  accompanied  by  Illinois 
Form  C-24  (Report  of  Cattle  Under  Brucellosis  Quarantine) 
and  shipment  reported  to  the  Division.  If  destination  of  ship- 
ment is  located  outside  of  Illinois,  ANH  Form  ADE  1-27  must 
be  used. 

Reactors  that  are  eligible  for  indemnity  shall  be  reactor 
tagged  and  branded  by  an  accredited  veterinarian  or  a veteri- 
narian in  the  employ  of  the  Division  or  the  Animal  and  Plant 
Health  Service  within  10  days  of  report  by  the  laboratory  and 
ADE  Form  1-23  (Indemnity  Claim  for  (battle  Slaughtered) 
shall  be  submitted  in  duplicate.  Such  reactor  animals  shall  be 
shipped  within  15  days  after  tagging  and  branding. 

REGULATION  VIII 

Release  of  Herds  or  Cattle  Under  Quarantine 

If  more  than  one  reactor  is  disclosed  on  any  test,  quaran- 
tine will  be  released  after  two  successive  negative  retests  of  the 
entire  herd  conducted  at  30-60  day  intervals.  If  not  more  than 
one  reactor  is  disclosed  on  any  herd  test,  one  negative  test  con- 
ducted not  less  than  30  days  following  date  of  test  on  which  the 
reactor  was  disclosed  is  necessary  to  release  quarantine.  Herd 
retests  for  release  of  quarantine  may  be  conducted  at  State- 
Federal  expense,  provided  funds  are  available.  Tests  for  release 
of  quarantine  are  to  be  read  at  an  approved  laboratory. 

REGULATION  IX 
Herds  Revealing  Suspects  Only 

Only  the  suspects  are  restricted,  using  State  Form  C-41, 
and  only  the  suspects  need  to  be  retested  at  30-day  intervals 
until  one  negative  test  is  obtained.  Retest  of  suspects  may  be 
conducted  at  State-Federal  expense,  provided  funds  are  avail- 
able. 


REGULATION  X 

Sale  of  Suspects  and  Negative  Animals 
From  Quarantined  Herds 

Negative  animals  from  herds  under  quarantine  may  be 
shipped  by  the  owner  direct  to  public  stockyards  or  through  a 
licensed  livestock  auction  market,  accompanied  by  State  Form 
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C-24,  to  be  sold  for  slaughter  only  and  shipment  reported  to  the 
Division. 

Suspects  from  herds  under  quarantine  may  be  shipped  by 
the  owner  direct  to  public  stockyards  or  through  an  approved 
marketing  center,  or  under  permit  from  the  Division  to  a li- 
censed livestock  auction  market,  accompanied  by  State  Form 
C-24,  to  be  sold  for  slaughter  only  and  shipment  reported  to  the 
Division. 


REGULATION  XI 
Identification  Tags 

No  person  shall  remove  identification  tags,  numbers, 
brands,  or  market  cattle  identification  program  backtags  from 
livestock  to  evade  the  provisions  of  the  law. 

REGULATION  XII 

Requirements  for  Establishing  and  Maintaining 
Certified  Brucellosis-Free  Herds  of  Cattle 

Section  I 

General  Requirements 

1.  Certified  brucellosis-free  herd  certificates,  which  shall 
be  valid  for  one  year,  unless  revoked,  are  issued  cooperatively 
by  the  Division  and  the  Animal  and  Plant  Health  Service. 

2.  Certification  may  be  extended  for  a period  of  one  year 
upon  evidence  of  a negative  herd  retest  and  compliance  with  Il- 
linois requirements  for  maintenance  of  a certified  brucellosis- 
free  herd. 

3.  All  blood  samples  for  certification  or  recertification  of 
herds  shall  be  submitted  for  diagnosis  to  an  approved  laborato- 
ry- 

4.  A “herd”  shall  be  considered  as  including  all  animals  6 
months  of  age  or  over,  except  steers  and  spayed  heifers. 

5.  A certified  herd  shall  consist  of  at  least  10  animals  and 
shall  include  all  animals  in  the  herd  6 months  of  age  or  over, 
except  steers,  spayed  heifers  and  officially  vaccinated  animals 
under  24  months  of  age  which  have  not  passed  a negative  test 
subsequent  to  vaccination.  (Testing  of  official  vaccinates  under 
24  months  of  age  is  optional,  however,  any  official  vaccinate 
under  these  ages  that  passes  a negative  test  may  become  a part 
of  the  certified  herd.) 

6.  All  purebred  animals  shall  be  identified  by  registration 
number,  dam’s  registration  number,  or  record  association  ap- 
proved individual  tattoo,  and  grade  animals  shall  be  identified 
by  ear  tag  numbers.  If  any  animal  is  retagged  between  annual 
tests,  the  identification  of  the  previous  year  shall  be  shown  on 
the  test  chart  opposite  new  retag  number.  Any  change  in  mem- 
bers of  the  herd  shall  also  be  accounted  for. 

Section  II 

To  Qualify  for  Certification 

1.  Requirements  to  initially  qualify  for  Certified  Brucel- 
losis-Free Herd  status,  for  annual  maintenance  of  Certified 
Brucellosis-Free  Herd  status  and  for  additions  to  Certified  Bru- 
cellosis-Free Herds  shall  be  as  included  in  Recommended  Uni- 
form Methods  and  Rules  for  Brucellosis  Eradication,  as  may  be 
revised  from  time  to  time,  by  the  United  States  Animal  Health 
Association  and  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  Animal 
and  Plant  Health  Service.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ESTABLISHING 
AND  MAINTAINING  VALIDATED 
BRUCELLOSIS-FREE  HERDS  OF  SWINE 

Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  148f  et.  seq.,  especially  Sec- 
tion 7 of  “An  Act  in  relation  to  the  suppression,  eradica- 
tion, and  control  of  brucellosis  among  swine  and  to  repeal  a 
certain  Act  therein  named,”  approved  July  10,  1953,  as 
amended. 


Effective  June  30, 1972 

REGULATION  I 
General  Requirements 

1.  Validated  brucellosis-free  herd  certificates,  which  shall 
be  valid  for  one  year,  unless  revoked,  are  issued  cooper- 
atively by  the  Division  and  the  Animal  and  Plant 
Health  Inspection  Service. 

2.  Validation  may  be  extended  for  a period  of  one  year 
upon  evidence  of  compliance  with  the  regulations  for 
maintenance  of  a validated  brucellosis-free  swine  herd. 

3.  All  blood  samples  for  validation  or  revalidation  shall  be 
collected  by  an  accredited  veterinarian,  or  by  a techni- 
cian at  a Market  Swine  Testing  approved  collection 
point  and  shall  be  submitted  for  diagnosis  to  an  ap- 
proved laboratory.  The  veterinarian  should  indicate  on 
each  test  chart  that  the  test  is  being  conducted  to  quali- 
fy a swine  herd  for  validation  or  revalidation. 

4.  Initial  tests  to  qualify  for  validation  shall  be  made  at 
owner’s  expense  except  as  specified  under  Section  2 of 
Regulation  II.  Annual  maintenance  tests  may  be  made 
at  State  expense,  provided  funds  are  available. 

5.  A “validated  herd”  shall  consist  of  at  least  5 animals 
and  shall  be  considered  as  including  all  animals  in  the 
herd  6 months  of  age  or  over.  All  swine  being  held  for 
feeding  purposes,  separate  and  apart  from  breeding 
swine,  are  exempted  from  herd  test  requirements. 

6.  All  purebred  animals  shall  be  identified  by  registration 
numbers,  registry  association  approved  individual  tat- 
too or  ear  notch  or  an  ear  tag.  Grade  animals  shall  be 
identified  by  an  ear  tag  or  tattoo.  If  any  animal  is  re- 
tagged between  annual  tests,  the  identification  of  the 
previous  year  shall  be  shown  on  the  test  chart  opposite 
new  retag  number. 

REGULATION  II 
To  Qualify  for  Validation 

1.  Herds  which  have  shown  no  previous  infection  may  be 
validated  upon  completion  of  one  negative  herd  test  of 
all  breeding  swine  6 months  of  age  and  over.  Validation 
is  effective  for  12  months  unless  revoked  and  applies  to 
all  offspring,  including  Specific  Pathogen-Free  (SPF) 
pigs  from  such  herds. 

2.  When  reactors  are  disclosed  in  a herd  in  the  process  of 
becoming  validated,  the  entire  herd  is  placed  under 
quarantine  and  the  reactors  shall  be  immediately  iso- 
lated from  the  remainder  of  the  herd.  The  reactor  ani- 
mals shall  be  tagged  in  the  left  ear  with  a reactor  identi- 
fication tag,  disposed  of  within  15  days  of  report  by  the 
laboratory,  a report  of  disposal  made  to  the  Division, 
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and  the  entire  herd  subjected  to  brucellosis  retests  at 
intervals  of  not  less  than  30  nor  more  than  90  days. 
Quarantine  will  be  released  upon  completion  of  one 
negative  complete  herd  test;  completion  of  two  consecu- 
tive negative  complete  herd  tests  will  qualify  a herd  for 
validation.  (Complete  herd  retest  for  release  of  quaran- 
tine may  be  at  State  expense,  provided  funds  are  avail- 
able.) 


REGULATION  III 
Maintenance  Requirements 

1.  Herds  may  be  revalidated  annually  by  either  of  the  fol- 
lowing methods: 

a.  A minimum  of  20  percent  of  the  adult  breeding 
swine,  6 months  of  age  and  over,  in  the  herd  must  be 
tested  during  the  year  under  the  Market  Swine  Test- 
ing (MST)  program,  with  at  least  one-half  of  the 
MST  coverage  obtained  during  the  last  6 months  of 
the  validation  period.  Individual  herd  records  for  the 
MST  results  to  support  this  method  of  revalidation 
shall  be  maintained  by  the  Division,  with  the  cooper- 
ation of  the  herd  owner. 

b.  By  a negative  herd  test  of  all  breeding  swine,  6 
months  of  age  and  over,  conducted  within  10  to  14 
months  of  the  last  validation  date. 

2.  REACTORS:  If  as  a result  of  any  retest  of  a validated 

herd  or  animals  from  a validated  herd: 

a.  One  reactor  is  disclosed,  the  entire  herd  is  placed 
under  quarantine  and  the  reactor  animal  shall  be 
immediately  isolated  from  the  remainder  of  the 
herd.  The  reactor  shall  be  tagged  in  the  left  ear  with 
a reactor  identification  tag,  disposed  of  within  15 
days  of  report  by  the  laboratory,  a report  of  disposal 
made  to  the  Division,  and  the  entire  herd  subjected 
to  a retest  not  less  than  30  nor  more  than  90  days  fol- 
lowing test  on  which  the  reactor  was  revealed.  A neg- 
ative test  will  qualify  the  herd  for  release  of  quaran- 
tine and  validation  will  be  restored  for  a period  of  12 
months.  (Complete  herd  retest  for  release  of  quaran- 
tine may  be  at  State  expense,  provided  funds  are 
available.) 

b.  More  than  one  reactor  is  disclosed,  the  herd  will  be 
considered  again  in  the  process  of  validation  as  under 
Section  2 of  Regulation  II. 

c.  If  reactors  are  disclosed  under  the  MST  program  the 
herd  will  be  quarantined  and  the  validated  herd  sta- 
tus suspended  until  a herd  test  is  conducted.  Such 
test  may  be  made  at  State  Expense,  provided  funds 
are  available.  The  herd  test  should  be  conducted 
within  30  days  of  disclosure  of  the  market  reactor.  A 
negative  test  will  qualify  the  herd  for  release  of  quar- 
antine and  validation  will  be  restored  for  a period  of 
12  months.  If  additional  reactors  are  disclosed  the 
herd  will  be  considered  again  in  the  process  of  valida- 
tion as  under  Section  2 of  Regulation  II. 

3.  ADDITIONS  TO  VALIDATED  BRUCELLOSIS- 
FREE  SWINE  HERDS: 

A.  NATIVE  ANIMALS: 

1.  Animals  originating  directly  from  a validated 
herd  in  good  standing,  without  test  (owner  shall 
furnish  proof  of  same  to  the  Department),  or 
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2.  Animals  from  non-validated  herds  provided  they 
have  passed  a negative  test  within  60  days  and 
are  held  in  isolation  from  the  validated  herd  until 
passing  a second  negative  test  at  least  60  days  but 
not  more  than  90  days  after  the  first  test  in  the 
case  of  boars,  or  open  gilts,  or  after  farrowing  in 
the  case  of  bred  sows  and  gilts. 

B.  ANIMALS  FROM  OUT-OF-STATE:  All  animals 
from  out-of-state  accompanied  by  an  approved  in- 
terstate health  certificate,  showing  compliance  with 
Illinois  entry  requirements,  may  be  added  to  a vali- 
dated herd,  if  they  qualify  as  follows: 

1.  Animals  originating  directly  from  a validated 
herd  in  good  standing,  without  test  (owner  shall 
furnish  an  official  health  certificate  to  the  De- 
partment), or 

2.  Animals  from  non-validated  herds  provided  they 
have  passed  a negative  test  within  30  days  prior 
to  addition,  and  are  held  in  isolation  from  the  val- 
idated herd  until  passing  a second  negative  test  at 
least  60  days  but  not  more  than  90  days  after  the 
first  test,  in  the  case  of  boars  and  open  gilts,  or 
after  farrowing  in  the  case  of  bred  sows  and  gilts. 

ADDITIONS  ARE  NOT  RECOGNIZED  AS  A PART  OF  THE 
VALIDATED  HERD  UNTIL  THE  REQUIRED  NEGA- 
TIVE RETESTS  HAVE  BEEN  REPORTED  TO  THE 
ILLINOIS  DIVISION  OF  MEAT,  POULTRY  AND 
LIVESTOCK  INSPECTION. 

REGULATION  IV 

1.  All  swine  brought  on  to  the  farm  for  feeding  purposes 
shall  be  segregated  from  the  breeding  herd.

REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  THE 
DISPOSAL  OF  DEAD  ANIMALS 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  160,  Section  12,  of  “An  Act 
in  relation  to  the  disposal  of  dead  animals,”  approved  July 
16,  1941,  as  amended. 

REGULATION  I 
Plant  Buildings 

If,  upon  first  inspection,  the  building  in  which  the  appli- 
cant for  license  intends  to  conduct  such  business  fails  to  meet 
statutory  requirements  and  rules  of  the  Department,  the  appli- 
cant shall  be  granted  a period  of  time  not  to  exceed  sixty  (60) 
days  in  which  to  remedy  the  defects  specified.  At  the  end  of  the 
period,  another  inspection  shall  be  made.  If  upon  inspection  the 
building  meets  the  requirements  of  the  Dead  Animal  Disposal 
Act  as  amended  to  include  poultry,  fish,  and  parts  thereof,  and 
the  rules  of  the  Department  issued  pursuant  thereto,  a license 
shall  be  issued. 


REGULATION  II 
Plant  Premises 

Plants  should  be  separated  and  apart  from  any  other  busi- 
ness. 

Proper  choice  of  location  for  a new  plant  is  very  important. 
Location  will  be  a factor  in  determining  class  of  license  issued  to 
an  applicant  for  first  license  where  plant  has  been  in  its  present 
location  for  some  time. 

REGULATION  III 
Annual  Truck  Permits 

Operators  of  all  trucks  used  in  conveying  the  bodies  of 
dead  animals,  poultry,  fish,  and  parts  of  bodies  thereof,  over  the 
highways  of  the  State  of  Illinois  shall  secure  an  annual  permit 
from  the  Department. 

Owners  or  operators  of  trucks  not  owned  by  licensed  ren- 
dering plants  in  Illinois  shall  secure  a permit  through  the  li- 
censed rendering  plant  or  plants  to  which  deliveries  will  be 
made. 

In  cases  where  delivery  is  not  routinely  made  to  an  Illinois 
licensed  plant,  permit  to  be  secured  through  plant  in  state  of 
destination;  or,  if  delivery  is  not  made  to  licensed  rendering 
plant  in  another  state,  permit  may  be  issued  directly  to  owner  of 
vehicle  by  the  Division. 

The  Department  shall  have  the  authority  to  decide  who 
shall  qualify  for,  and  receive  such  truck  permits;  may,  for 
cause,  revoke  any  operator’s  truck  permit;  and  shall  have  the 
authority  to  refuse  to  reinstate  a revoked  permit. 

Such  trucks  shall  meet  a standard  for  equipment  and  oper- 
ation as  specified  in  Sections  14,  15,  and  16  of  the  Dead  Animal 
Disposal  Act  as  amended  to  include  poultry,  fish,  and  parts  of 
bodies  thereof. 

Each  truck  granted  a permit  under  this  rule  for  the  purpose 
of  hauling  dead  animals  shall  have  the  inscription,  “Illinois 

Dead  Animal  Disposal  Permit  No ” and  each  truck 

granted  a permit  for  hauling  grease,  scrap  and  parts  of  bodies  of 
animals  shall  have  the  inscription,  “Illinois  Scrap  and  Grease 
Permit  No ” painted  in  a conspicuous  place  in  con- 

trasting color  on  the  left  side  of  the  bed  of  the  truck  in  letters  not 
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less  than  three  (3)  inches  high.  Truck  beds,  tanks,  and  barrels 
used  for  the  transportation  of  dead  animals,  poultry,  fish,  and 
parts  thereof,  when  loaded  or  partially  loaded,  shall  be  covered, 
if  not  a van  type  truck,  when  travelling  highways  of  the  State  of 
Illinois.  Truck  beds  shall  be  leak-proof  or  so  constructed  that  no 
drippings  or  seepage  can  escape. 

Collection  vehicles  used  for  transporting  dead  stock,  poul- 
try, fish,  or  parts  of  bodies  thereof  shall  be  thoroughly  scrubbed 
and  disinfected  after  hauling  each  load,  or  before  proceeding  for 
another  load.  All  truck  beds  shall  be  painted  as  necessary,  and 
kept  in  good  condition  and  repair  at  all  times. 

REGULATION  IV 
Truck  Operator’s  Records 

Drivers  of  collection  vehicles  used  for  the  transportation  of 
dead  animals,  poultry,  fish,  or  parts  of  bodies  thereof  shall  re- 
cord each  pick-up  setting  forth  the  date,  time  of  day,  and  de- 
scription of  items.  A duplicate  copy  of  such  record  shall  be  giv- 
en to  the  owner  or  his  authorized  agent.  The  original  copy  of 
such  record  is  to  be  retained  by  the  driver  or  his  employer  for  a 
period  of  6 months  and  shall  be  available  to  inspection  by  au- 
thorized personnel  of  the  Department. 

REGULATION  V 

Odors  and  Insects  Shall  be  Controlled 

The  operator  of  a rendering  plant  which  processes  bodies  of 
dead  animals,  poultry,  fish,  and  parts  of  bodies  thereof  shall 
maintain  the  plant  in  such  sanitary  manner  as  to  eliminate, 
insofar  as  possible,  all  odors  and  insects.  The  licensee  shall  pro- 
vide and  have  available  and  use  sufficient  chemicals  approved 
by  the  Department  to  control  the  odor  at  all  times,  as  well  as 
exercise  other  regular  procedures.  Especially  during  hot  weath- 
er, the  licensee  shall  provide  and  have  available  chemicals  ap- 
proved by  the  Department  or  use  other  effective  means  to  elimi- 
nate insects,  with  special  emphasis  on  sanitation  to  eliminate 
breeding  places  of  insects. 

REGULATION  VI 
Salmonella  Control 

1.  A separate  building  or  storage  area  shall  be  provided  for 
the  purpose  of  storing  the  finished  products  in  order  to  avoid 
contamination  after  completion  of  processing. 

2.  No  tools  or  equipment  used  in  handling  the  unfinished 
product  shall  be  used  in  storage  areas,  or  in  handling  of  finished 
product. 

3.  Licensee  shall  provide  toilet,  showering,  dressing,  and 
disinfecting  facilities  as  required  by  the  Department. 

4.  An  ample  amountof  live  steam  shall  be  provided  for 
scrubbing  and  cleaning  floors  and  equipment. 

5.  Rodent,  vermin,  and  insect  control  shall  be  diligently 
practiced.  Uncontrolled  animals  and  birds  shall  not  be  tolerat- 
ed on  the  premises. 

6.  Buildings  and  surrounding  grounds  shall  be  kept  clean 
and  free  from  refuse,  trash,  or  the  accumulation  of  product  or 
products  of  processing;  with  special  emphasis  on  paunch  ma- 
nure disposal  to  eliminate  insect  breeding  areas. 

7.  Any  authorized  representative  of  the  Department  shall 
be  allowed  access  to  inspect  inventory  and  to  take  reasonable 
samples  for  the  purpose  of  laboratory  diagnosis  to  determine  if 
salmonella  is  present. 
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REGULATION  VII 
Inspection  of  Premise 

Any  authorized  representative  of  the  Department  shall,  for 
the  purpose  of  making  an  inspection  for  compliance  with  the 
Dead  Animal  Disposal  Law,  be  permitted  to  enter  upon  any 
public  or  private  property  where  there  are,  or  where  there  is 
reason  to  suspect  there  are,  dead  animals,  poultry,  fish,  or  parts 
of  bodies  thereof. 


REGULATION  VIII 
Denaturing 

No  person,  firm,  or  corporation  shall  buy,  sell,  transport, 
or  offer  for  sale  or  transportation,  or  receive  for  transportation 
in  commerce,  or  import,  any  carcasses,  parts  thereof,  meat  or 
meat  food  products  of  any  animal,  which  are  not  intended  for 
use  as  human  food  unless  they  are  denatured  or  otherwise  iden- 
tified or  are  naturally  inedible  by  humans. 

All  barrels  used  for  transporting  and  storage  of  scrap  or 
grease  shall  be  clearly  marked  “inedible”  with  letters  of  such 
size  as  to  be  readily  distinguishable. 

REGULATION  IX 
Records 

All  persons,  firms,  or  corporations  shall  keep  records  as 
will  fully  and  correctly  disclose  all  transactions  involved  in 
their  business  and  shall  afford  any  representative  of  the  De- 
partment during  reasonable  hours  to  copy  any  records  neces- 
sary to  carry  out  the  duties  of  the  Department.  Such  records 
shall  be  retained  for  two  years. 

REGULATION  X 
Transportation  and  Transactions 

No  person,  firm,  or  corporation  engaged  in  the  business  of 
buying,  selling,  or  transporting  in  commerce,  or  importing  dead 
animals  or  any  parts  of  the  carcasses  of  any  animals  that  died 
other  than  by  slaughter  shall  buy,  sell,  transport,  offer  for  sale 
or  transportation,  or  receive  for  transportation  in  commerce,  or 
import  any  dead  cattle,  sheep,  swine,  goats,  horses,  or  other 
equines  or  parts  of  carcasses  of  any  such  animals  that  died  oth- 
erwise than  by  slaughter  unless  such  transaction,  transporta- 
tion, or  importation  except  as  provided  in  An  Act  in  Relation  to 
the  Disposal  of  Dead  Animals. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  LOADING 
PLATFORMS  OR  COLLECTION  CENTERS 
FOR  DEAD  ANIMALS,  POULTRY,  FISH, 
AND  PARTS  OF  BODIES  THEREOF 

Pursuant  to  Chapter  Paragraph  190,  Section  5 of  “An 

Act  in  Relation  to  Loading  Platforms  . . approved  July 

13,  1953,  and  amended  July  25,  1963,  to  include  collection 

centers  for  poultry,  fish,  and  parts  of  bodies  thereof. 

REGULATION  I 

Failure  of  Loading  Platform  or  Collection  Center 
to  Meet  Requirements  Upon  First  Inspection 

If,  upon  first  inspection,  the  platform  or  collection  center 
at  which  the  applicant  for  license  intends  to  conduct  the  busi- 
ness of  collecting  animals,  poultry,  fish,  and  parts  of  bodies 
thereof  for  loading  into  trucks  which  will  take  them  to  the  ren- 
dering plant  fails  to  meet  the  statutory  requirements  and  the 
regulations  of  the  Department,  the  applicant  shall  be  granted  a 
period  of  time  not  to  exceed  60  days  in  which  to  remedy  the  de- 
fects specified.  At  the  end  of  the  period,  another  inspection  shall 
be  made.  If  upon  such  final  inspection  the  platform  or  collec- 
tion center  meets  the  requirements  for  loading  platforrris  or 
collection  centers,  and  the  regulations  of  the  Department  issued 
pursuant  thereto,  a license  shall  be  issued. 

REGULATION  II 

Location  of  Loading  Platform  and 
Collection  Center  Shall  be  Approved 

No  loading  platform  or  collection  center  for  dead  animals, 
poultry,  fish,  and  parts  of  bodies  thereof  shall  be  licensed  until 
the  following  requirements  have  been  complied  with: 

1.  The  location  of  a loading  platform  or  collection  center 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Department. 

2.  The  loading  platform  or  collection  center  shall  be  cov- 
ered as  approved  by  the  Department.  The  building  shall 
be  equipped  with  louver-type  ventilators  which  are  so 
screened  as  to  prevent  rodents  and  other  animals,  birds, 
flies,  and  insects  from  entering. 

3.  Sufficient  water  shall  be  provided  to  thoroughly  clean 
the  platform  or  collection  center  premises. 

4.  The  platform  or  collection  center  equipment  and  prem- 
ises shall  be  disinfected  with  a product  approved  by  the 
Animal  and  Plant  Health  Service  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture. 

REGULATION  III 
Disposal  of  Unusable  Materials 

Paunch  manure,  quantities  of  hair,  feathers,  and  other 
unusable  materials  shall  be  routinely  disposed  of  by  burning, 
burying,  or  spreading  with  manure  spreader  on  cultivated 
ground  not  used  for  pasture  of  livestock. 

REGULATION  IV 

All  Insects  and  Odors  Shall  be  Controlled 

The  operator  of  a loading  platform  or  collection  center  for 
the  assembling  of  dead  animals,  poultry,  fish,  and  parts  of  bod- 
ies thereof  shall  maintain  the  platform  or  collection  center  in

such  sanitary  manner  as  to  eliminate  insofar  as  possible  all 
odors  and  insects.  The  licensee  shall  provide  and  have  available 
and  use  sufficient  chemicals  approved  by  the  Department  to 
control  the  insects  and  odor  at  all  times.  All  dead  animals,  poul- 
try, fish,  and  parts  of  bodies  thereof  to  be  processed  at  a render- 
ing plant  shall  be  picked  up  at  the  loading  platform  or  collection 
center  and  transported  to  the  rendering  plant  daily,  except  dur- 
ing extremely  cold  weather. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO 
DISEASED  ANIMALS 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  8,  Paragraph  169,  Section  2 of  “An  Act  to 
revise  the  law  in  relation  to  the  suppression,  prevention  and 
extirpation  of  contagious  and  infectious  diseases  among 
domestic  animals,”  approved  July  23,  1943,  as  amended. 


REGULATION  I 
Reportable  Diseases 

The  diseases  that  shall  be  reported  immediately  to  the 
Department  are: 

African  horsesickness 
African  swine  fever 
anthrax 

Aujeszky’s  disease 
bluetongue 

brucellosis — bovine,  swine,  and  caprine 
contagious  bovine  pleuropneumonia 
dourine 

equine  infectious  anemia 
equine  viral  encephalitis 
foot  and  mouth  disease  and  other 
vesicular  diseases 
fowl  plague 
fowl  typhoid 
glanders 
hog  cholera 
Newcastle  disease 
piroplasmosis 
psittacosis 
pullorum  disease 
rabies 
rinderpest 

salmonella  typhimurium — poultry 
scabies — cattle  and  sheep 
scrapie 
tuberculosis 

Venezuelan  equine  encephalomyelitis 
any  contagious  or  infectious  disease  not  now  known  to  exist 
in  Illinois 

Any  herd  owner,  flock  owner,  veterinarian  or  other  person 
having  knowledge  of  the  disease,  failing  to  report  a suspect  case 
of  any  of  the  above  diseases  immediately  after  discovery,  or 
who  is  responsible  for  the  spread  of  the  disease,  shall  be  subject 
to  penalty  as  provided  by  law. 

Reports  of  any  of  the  above  diseases  shall  be  made  to  the 
Division  of  Meat,  Poultry  and  Livestock  Inspection,  State  Fair- 
grounds, Springfield,  Illinois  62706.  Phone:  525-4944  (Area 

217). 


REGULATION  II 

Truck  Cleaning  and  Disinfection 

Any  truck  or  other  conveyance  in  which  diseased  livestock 
is  transported  shall  be  cleaned  and  disinfected  immediately 
after  the  diseased  livestock  is  unloaded. 
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REGULATION  III 

Disposal  of  Sick,  Diseased,  or  Crippled  Animals 
at  Stockyards 

No  person,  firm,  or  corporation  shall  remove  from  any 
public  stockyards  any  sick,  diseased,  or  crippled  animals  for 
the  purpose  of  producing  meat  to  be  sold  for  human  consump- 
tion, except  in  case  where  the  Division  releases  such  animals 
after  ante  mortem  inspection,  provided  that  this  restriction 
shall  not  apply  to  any  slaughter  house  where  Federal  or  State 
inspection  is  maintained. 

REGULATION  IV 

Sale  of  Livestock  Quarantined  Because  of  Disease 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  statute  and/or  regula- 
tion, the  sale  of  livestock  quarantined  because  of  disease  or 
exposure  to  disease  is  prohibited  unless  permission  of  the  Divi- 
sion is  first  obtained.  The  Division  will  then  prescribe  the  con- 
ditions under  which  such  sale  may  be  made. 


REGULATION  V 

Identification  Ear  Tags  for  Livestock 

All  livestock,  except  purebred  animals,  tested  for  brucel- 
losis and/or  tuberculosis  in  the  State  of  Illinois  shall  be  identi- 
fied by  an  ear  tag  placed  in  the  right  ear,  which  tag  shall  bear 
the  prefix  number  “33”,  followed  by  3 letters  and  then  by  4 
numbers,  and  on  the  reverse  side  shall  bear  the  word  “Illinois.” 

Purebred  registered  animals  may  be  identified  for  test  or 
vaccination  by  the  purebred  registration  number  or  individual 
registration  breed  tattoo. 

REGULATION  VI 

Identification  Tags  Not  To  Be  Removed 

No  person  shall  remove  identification  tags,  numbers, 
brands,  or  market  cattle  identification  program  backtags  from 
livestock  to  evade  the  provisions  of  the  law. 

REGULATION  VII 
Goats 

Dairy  goats  loaned,  traded,  exchanged,  or  sold  for  purposes 
other  than  immediate  slaughter  shall  be  accompanied  by  a re- 
port of  negative  brucellosis  blood  test  conducted  within  30  days, 
or  originate  in  a herd  which  had  a negative  complete  herd  bru- 
cellosis blood  test  within  one  year  of  date  of  such  transaction. 

All  brucellosis  agglutination  blood  tests  of  goats  shall  be 
made  at  an  approved  laboratory. 

REGULATION  VIII 
Test — Report  and  Quarantine  Required 

When  goat  reactors  to  the  brucellosis  blood  test  are  re- 
vealed, the  entire  herd  is  placed  under  quarantine.  The  reactors 
shall  be  immediately  isolated,  tagged  in  the  left  ear  with  a reac- 
tor tag,  and  disposed  of  only  for  immediate  slaughter.  When  a 
report  of  disposal  has  been  made  to  the  Division,  the  entire  herd 
shall  be  subjected  to  retests  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  30  days 
until  two  consecutive  negative  brucellosis  blood  tests  are  ob- 
tained, when  the  quarantine  may  be  released. 
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REGULATION  IX 

Disposal  of  Reactors  and  Herds  or  Animals 
Under  Quarantine 

Bovine  brucellosis  and  tuberculosis  reactors  shall  be 
shipped  direct  for  slaughter  to  stockyards  under  Federal 
inspection  or  direct  to  slaughtering  establishments,  accompa- 
nied by  State  Form  C-24,  and  shipment  reported  to  the  Divi- 
sion. If  stockyard  is  located  outside  of  Illinois,  they  shall  be 
accompanied  by  Federal  Form  ADE  1-27. 

Animals  from  herds  under  quarantine  may  be  shipped  by 
the  owner  direct  to  public  stockyards  or  through  specifically 
approved  marketing  centers  or  direct  to  slaughtering  establish- 
ments, accompanied  by  State  Form  C-24,  to  be  sold  for  slaugh- 
ter only  and  shipment  reported  to  the  Division. 

REGULATION  X 

Permit  for  Use  of  Anthrax  Vaccine  Required 

No  anthrax  vaccine  shall  be  used  within  the  State  of  Illi- 
nois unless  the  veterinarian  has  secured  a permit  from  the  Divi- 
sion for  its  use.  Permits  will  be  granted  for  the  use  of  anthrax 
vaccine  only  in  areas  where  the  disease  is  known  to  exist  or  has 
been  known  to  exist. 


REGULATION  XI 
Sale  of  Anthrax  Vaccine 

No  anthrax  vaccine  shall  be  sold  within  the  State  of  Illinois 
except  to  licensed  veterinarians  who  have  received  a permit 
from  the  Division  for  the  use  of  such  vaccine  on  designated 
premises  or  within  a specified  area. 

REGULATION  XII 

Quarantine  of  Animals  and  Premises  Required 

When  any  animals  are  vaccinated  against  anthrax,  the 
premises  and  all  animals  thereon  shall  be  placed  under  quaran- 
tine. 


REGULATION  XIII 
Scrapie 

No  sheep  which  are  known  to  be  infected  with  scrapie,  and 
no  progeny  of  sheep  known  to  be  infected  with  scrapie,  may  be 
transported  or  moved  into  the  State  of  Illinois. 

REGULATION  XIV 
Bluetongue 

No  sheep  infected  with  or  exposed  to  bluetongue,  and  no 
sheep  from  an  area  under  quarantine  because  of  bluetongue, 
may  be  transported  or  moved  into  the  State  of  Illinois. 

REGULATION  XV 

Livestock  for  Immediate  Slaughter 
Not  to  be  Diverted  En  Route 

All  livestock  for  immediate  slaughter,  from  public  stock- 
yards  within  Illinois,  shall  be  accompanied  by  slaughter  permit 
issued  by  the  Division.  All  such  animals  shall  be  delivered  di- 
rect to  the  approved  slaughtering  establishment  and  shall  not 
be  diverted  en  route. 
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REGULATION  XVI 
Cattle  Scabies 

1.  The  following  specified  procedures  and  acaricides  are 
recognized  by  the  Division  as  official  for  the  control  and  eradi- 
cation of  scabies  in  cattle,  and  when  reference  is  made  to  spray- 
ing or  dipping  in  these  Regulations,  one  of  the  following  proce- 
dures shall  have  been  followed: 

Sprayed  or  (a)  with  a recognized  toxaphene  spray,  or 
dipped  twice  (b)  with  a heated  lime  and  sulphur 
at  10-14  day  solution,  or 

intervals  (c)  other  acaricide  approved  by  the 

Animal  and  Plant  Health  Service. 

2.  No  cattle  infested  with  scabies  mites  shall  be  brought 
into  the  State  of  Illinois. 

3.  Cattle  recently  exposed  to  scabies  mites  may  enter  the 
State  of  Illinois  when  accompanied  by  an  official  interstate 
health  certificate  showing  that  the  cattle  meet  the  tuberculosis 
and  brucellosis  entry  requirements  and  are  free  from  visible 
evidence  of  contagious,  infectious  or  communicable  diseases, 
and  that  they  have  been  sprayed  or  dipped  twice  in  compliance 
with  official  procedures  as  mentioned  in  these  Regulations.  A 
copy  of  the  health  certificate  bearing  the  approval  of  the  Ani- 
mal Health  Official  of  the  state  of  origin  shall  be  filed  with  the 
Illinois  Division  of  Meat,  Poultry  and  Livestock  Inspection. 

4.  Illinois  cattle  exposed  to  scabies.  The  Department  may 
require  that  any  cattle  within  the  State  which  have  been  ex- 
posed to  scabies  mites  be  sprayed  or  dipped  in  compliance  with 
official  procedures.  Failure  by  the  owner  or  his  agent  to  comply 
with  this  requirement  will  result  in  a quarantine  of  the  animals 
on  the  premises  and  will  subject  the  owner  to  the  penalties  pro- 
vided by  law  for  failure  to  comply  with  State  regulations. 

5.  All  cattle  within  the  State  known  to  be  infested  with 
scabies  mites  shall  be  placed  under  quarantine  and  are  re- 
quired to  be  sprayed  or  dipped  in  compliance  with  official  pro- 
cedures; premises  shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  disinfected. 

The  quarantine  will  remain  in  effect  until  the  Division  re- 
ceives a report  from  a licensed  veterinarian  stating  that  upon 
examination  made  not  less  than  30  days  after  date  of  last  spray- 
ing or  dipping  cattle  were  found  free  of  scabies  mites  and  that 
the  premises  occupied  by  the  infested  cattle  were  properly 
cleaned  and  disinfected.  Failure  by  the  owner  or  his  agent  to 
comply  with  this  Regulation  will  subject  the  owner  to  the  penal- 
ties provided  by  law  for  failure  to  comply  with  State  regula- 
tions. 


REGULATION  XVII 
Sheep  Scabies 

1.  No  sheep  infested  with  or  exposed  to  scabies  shall  be 
moved  into  or  within  the  State  for  any  purpose,  except 
as  provided  in  these  Regulations. 

2.  Sheep  infested  with  or  exposed  to  scabies  may  be  sold 
for  immediate  slaughter  within  the  State  to  stockyards 
where  State  or  Federal  inspection  is  maintained,  or  to  a 
recognized  slaughtering  establishment,  to  be  slaugh- 
tered within  10  days,  after  owner  has  applied  for  and 
received  permission  from  the  Division.  The  request  for 
permit  shall  give  the  owner’s  name  and  address,  number 
and  kind  of  sheep,  the  name  and  address  of  commission 
firm  or  slaughtering  establishment  sheep  will  be  con- 
signed to,  date  of  shipment;  name  and  kind  of  carrier. 
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such  as  make  and  license  number  of  truck,  and  truck 
operator’s  name,  if  by  rail,  railroad  car  number  and 
name  of  carrier.  After  unloading  infested  or  exposed 
sheep,  conveyance  shall  be  immediately  cleaned  and 
disinfected. 

3.  Infested  sheep  will  be  permitted  movement  for  any  pur- 

pose after  quarantine  has  been  released.  Quarantine  will 
be  released  if  flock  is  found  free  of  scabies  after  follow- 
ing procedure:  sheep  dipped  twice  in  approved  dip 

and  with  approved  procedure  by  State  or  Federal 
inspector,  inspection  60  days  following  last  dipping. 

4.  All  sheep  in  a flock  or  shipment  in  which  the  disease  of 
scabies  is  present  shall  be  classed  as  infested  sheep,  and 
none  shall  be  offered  for  sale  or  movement  until  dipped 
as  provided  in  these  Regulations. 

5.  The  dipping  of  sheep  other  than  those  infested  with  or 
exposed  to  scabies  shall  be  according  to  these  Regula- 
tions and  at  the  owner’s  expense.  Those  flocks  found 
infested  with  or  exposed  to  scabies  will  be  dipped  in  the 
State-owned  portable  dipping  vats  or  other  approved 
dipping  vats  under  supervision  of  State  or  Federal  em- 
ployees and  only  the  material  used  to  dip  the  sheep  will 
be  supplied  at  the  owner’s  expense. 

6.  Permitted  dips: 

a.  Toxaphene — 3 quarts  to  100  gallons  of  water  which 
makes  a solution  of  0.5%  at  40°  to  80°  F.  tempera- 
ture. Sheep  dipped  in  this  material  shall  not  be  of- 
fered for  slaughter  within  30  days  of  dipping,  or 

b.  Other  dipping  preparations  recognized  by  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  Illinois  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture. 

REGULATION  XVIII 
Sheep  Entry  Requirements 

All  sheep  entering  Illinois  for  breeding  or  feeding  purposes 
shall  be  accompanied  by  an  official  health  certificate  issued  by 
an  accredited  veterinarian  or  a veterinarian  of  the  Animal  and 
Plant  Health  Service.  Health  certificate  shall  indicate  the  sheep 
have  been  examined  within  30  days  of  entry  and  found  free  of 
scabies  and  all  other  infectious  or  communicable  diseases,  and 
have  not  recently  been  exposed  to  such  diseases. 
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REGULATIONS  GOVERNING 
A MARKETING  CENTER 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  121  Yi,  Paragraph  215a,  Section  8a  of  “An 
Act  in  relation  to  the  licensing  and  regulation  of  livestock 
auction  markets,”  approved  July  15,  1941,  as  amended. 

REGULATION  I 

“Marketing  center”  means  a licensed  livestock  auction 
market  which  has  been  so  designated  by  the  Illinois  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  and  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture as  a marketing  center  after  having  qualified  under  regu- 
lations of  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

REGULATION  II 

All  out-of-state  livestock,  except  swine,  consigned  to  a 
marketing  center  shall  be  accompanied  from  point  of  origin  by 
a permit  issued  by  the  Division  or  by  a consignment  issued  by 
the  owner  or  shipper  of  the  livestock  designating  the  name  of 
the  owner  or  shipper,  place  of  origin,  marketing  center  of  des- 
tination, date  of  shipment,  number  and  description  of  livestock, 
and  that  the  livestock  in  said  consignment  are  free  from  visible 
evidence  of  any  known  contagious  or  infectious  disease. 

The  consignment  shall  be  made  in  duplicate.  One  copy 
shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Division  office  within  10  days,  and  one 
copy  shall  be  held  by  the  marketing  center  for  a period  of  not 
less  than  6 months  for  inspection  by  legally  authorized  officials 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  or  the  Illinois 
Department  of  Agriculture,  or  other  officials  having  police  pow- 
ers. 


REGULATION  III 

No  livestock  sold  at  a marketing  center  for  interstate  ship- 
ment shall  be  released  by  the  marketing  center  management 
until  the  shipment  complies  with  the  requirements  of  the  state 
to  which  the  livestock  is  to  be  shipped. 

REGULATION  IV 

The  veterinarian  shall  be  responsible  for  a report  to  the 
Division  of  all  tests  of  animals  that  are  sold  or  released  at  the 
marketing  center  following  each  day’s  sale,  and  a report  show- 
ing the  names,  addresses,  number,  description,  sex,  breed  of  all 
animals  that  are  subject  to  quarantine.  The  veterinarian  shall 
also  report  the  disposition  of  any  diseased  livestock,  giving 
name  and  address  of  the  owner  or  consignor  and  the  name  and 
address  of  the  recognized  slaughtering  center  to  which  the  dis- 
eased animals  were  moved,  and/or  other  disposition. 

REGULATION  V 

All  alleyways,  pens,  and  chutes  which  have  become  con- 
taminated shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  disinfected  immedi- 
ately following  the  removal  of  the  diseased  animals. 

REGULATION  VI 

The  floors  of  all  swine  pens,  alleys,  quarantine  pens,  and 
sale  ring  shall  be  concrete.  Floors  of  all  other  pens  may  be  either 
concrete,  blacktop,  or  other  impervious  material.  Such  floors 
and  pens  shall  be  provided  with  drainage  for  flushing.  Concret- 
ed pens,  alleys,  and  sale  ring  shall,  before  each  sale,  be  covered 
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with  tanbark,  sand,  or  other  material  to  remove  unnecessary 
hazard  to  livestock. 


REGULATION  VII 

A roofed  area  shall  be  provided  to  protect  the  livestock 
from  inclement  weather. 

REGULATION  VIII 

The  sale  ring  shall  be  properly  painted,  and  shall  be  kept 
in  a clean,  sanitary  condition  at  all  times. 

REGULATION  IX 

All  marketing  centers  shall  exercise  reasonable  care  and 
promptness  in  respect  to  unloading,  feeding,  watering,  weigh- 
ing, and  transporting  of  livestock  to  prevent  injury,  death,  or 
avoidable  losses. 


REGULATION  X 

Each  operator  of  a marketing  center  shall  keep  the  follow- 
ing records  for  each  lot  of  livestock  consigned  to  or  sold  through 
such  marketing  center: 

1.  Name  and  address  of  the  consignor; 

2.  Description  of  the  livestock,  including  the  kind,  approxi- 
mate age,  sex,  breed,  and  any  marks,  brands,  or  other 
distinguishing  or  identifying  marks; 

3.  The  method  by  which  such  property  was  delivered  to  the 
marketing  center,  and  in  the  case  of  property  delivered 
by  motor  vehicle,  the  name  of  the  operator,  make  or 
manufacture  of  vehicle,  and  state  license  number  of  such 
motor  vehicle; 

4.  Name  and  address  of  the  purchaser  of  said  livestock; 

5.  The  price  for  which  the  livestock  was  sold  or  exchanged, 
and  the  commission  or  other  fee  charged  by  the  market- 
ing center. 

Such  records  shall  be  kept  by  the  operator  of  the  marketing 
center  at  the  establishment  or  premises  or  such  other  conven- 
ient place  as  may  be  approved  by  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  and  the  Illinois  Department  of  Apiculture. 
Such  records  shall  at  all  reasonable  times  be  open  for  inspection 
by  legally  authorized  officials  of  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture  and  the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture  or 
other  officials  having  police  powers,  and  shall  be  retained  and 
preserved  for  a period  of  at  least  2 years. 

REGULATION  XI 

All  out-of-state  female  cattle  and  steers  may  be  shipped  or 
transported  to  a specifically  approved  marketing  center  in  the 
State  of  Illinois  when  accompanied  by  a consignment.  Such 
animals  shall  comply  with  Illinois  laws  and  regulations  before 
being  released  from  the  marketing  center. 

REGULATION  XII 

A report  of  the  receipts  of  all  out-of-state  cattle  or  other 
livestock  shall  be  made  to  the  Division  on  forms  to  be  furnished 
by  the  Division  (Form  M-106)  immediately  following  each 
day’s  sale,  or  at  the  end  of  each  week  if  the  marketing  center 
operates  more  than  one  day  each  week,  whichever  the  case  may 
be. 
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REGULATION  XIII 

The  marketing  center  shall  provide  a dial  system  scale 
which  shows  balance  and  weight,  or  a stamping  beam  scale  with 
balance  indicator  for  the  weighing  of  livestock  sold  by  weight  at 
such  marketing  center. 

REGULATION  XIV 

The  designation  of  a marketing  center  may  be  removed, 
after  a hearing  by  the  Director  of  Agriculture  or  his  designated 
representatives,  when  it  has  been  shown  that  such  marketing 
center  has  failed  or  refused  to  comply  with  the  laws  and  regula- 
tions pertaining  thereto. 
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REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  LIVE- 
STOCK AUCTION  MARKETS 


Pursuant  to  Chapter  121  '/2,  Paragraph  218,  Section  11  of  “An 
Act  in  relation  to  the  licensing  and  regulation  of  livestock 
auction  markets,”  approved  July  15,  1941,  as  amended. 

Effective  January  27,  1972 


REGULATION  I 

Fee  to  Accompany  Application  Not  To  Be  Refunded 

The  application  for  license  to  operate  a livestock  auction 
market  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  license  fee.  In  no  case  will 
this  fee  be  refunded. 


REGULATION  II 

Release  of  Livestock  for  Interstate  Shipment 

No  livestock  sold  at  a livestock  auction  market  for  inter- 
state shipment  shall  be  released  until  the  shipment  complies 
with  the  requirements  of  the  state  to  which  it  is  to  be  shipped. 


REGULATION  III 
Veterinary  Inspection 

The  official  livestock  auction  market  veterinarian  shall 
inspect  all  livestock  consigned  to  the  market.  No  animal  shall 
be  sold  or  released  until  approved  for  sale  or  release  by  the  vet- 
erinarian. Sale  or  release  of  livestock  through  a livestock  auc- 
tion market  shall  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the  Illinois  laws 
and  regulations. 

Livestock,  when  sold  or  released,  shall  be  accompanied  by 
proper  health  forms.  These  are  furnished  by  the  auction  market 
veterinarian. 

The  veterinarian  shall  remain  at  the  auction  market  until 
all  animals  are  sold  and  all  of  the  requirements  for  their  remov- 
al and  disposition  have  been  fully  complied  with.  The  veteri- 
narian shall  approve  or  disapprove  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
premises  at  the  time  of  sale.  No  sale  shall  be  permitted  until  the 
sanitary  requirements,  as  stated  hereinafter,  are  complied  with 
and  approved  by  the  veterinarian  in  charge. 

Except  as  provided  by  law  and  Departmental  regulations, 
no  livestock  showing  clinical  or  physical  evidence  of  disease 
may  be  sold  through  a livestock  auction  market  for  any  pur- 
pose. 


REGULATION  IV 
Veterinary  Office 

All  livestock  auction  markets  shall  provide  an  office  for 
their  official  veterinarian,  and  shall  keep  the  office  properly 
painted  and  cleaned.  It  shall  be  properly  lighted,  heated, 
screened,  ventilated,  and  shall  be  equipped  with  storage  space 
for  the  veterinarian’s  biological  products,  with  an  operating 
electric  refrigerator,  sink,  running  water  and  sewer  connections, 
and  shall  be  kept  at  all  times  in  a sanitary  condition.  The  veter- 
inarian’s office  or  laboratory  is  to  be  used  only  at  the  discretion 
of  the  veterinarian. 
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REGULATION  V 

Sick,  Diseased,  or  Crippled  Animals 

No  animal  exhibiting  evidence  of  a contagious  or  infectious 
disease  may  be  consigned  to  a licensed  livestock  auction  mar- 
ket. 

Diseased  animals,  not  detected  prior  to  unloading,  shall  be 
placed  in  the  quarantine  pen.  Such  animals  may  be  sold 
through  the  auction  ring  at  the  completion  of  the  regular  sale  for 
slaughter  only.  Each  animal  shall  be  identified  with  an  Illinois 
slaughter  tag,  and  the  information  recorded  on  Form  C-24a, 
which  shall  accompany  each  animal  to  slaughter.  All  animals 
from  the  quarantine  pen  shall  be  delivered  to  a Federal  or  State 
inspected  slaughtering  establishment  or  to  a public  stockyard  or 
to  a licensed  dead  animal  disposal  unit  or  may  be  quarantined 
back  to  the  original  owner. 

REGULATION  VI 

Bovine  Brucellosis  Reactors  Found  on  Test 
at  Livestock  Auction  Markets 

Cattle  which,  upon  being  tested  for  brucellosis  at  a live- 
stock auction  market,  are  classified  as  reactors  to  the  official 
test  shall  be  placed  in  the  quarantine  pen  and  sold  for  immedi- 
ate slaughter. 

The  animals  when  sold  shall  be  delivered  to  a public  stock- 
yard  or  approved  slaughter  establishment  and  be  positively 
identified  and  branded  as  provided  by  the  Illinois  Bovine  Bru- 
cellosis Control  Law,  and  the  purchaser  shall  sign  an  official 
Quarantine  and  Certification  of  Slaughter,  Form  C-24a, 
(Federal  regulations  require  that  brucellosis  reactors  moved 
interstate  be  accompanied  by  Federal  Form  ADE  1-27).  No 
known  reactors  may  be  consigned  to  any  auction  at  any  time. 

REGULATION  VII 
Quarantine  Pen 

Each  livestock  auction  market  shall  provide  a quarantine 
pen  which  shall  be  labeled  as  such.  Such  pen  shall  be  construct- 
ed with  concrete  floor  and  provided  with  drainage  to  prevent 
contamination  of  other  pens. 

All  alleyways,  pens,  and  chutes  which  might  have  become 
contaminated  shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  disinfected 
immediately  following  removal  of  the  animals  from  the  quaran- 
tine pen. 


REGULATION  VIII 

The  Sale  of  Livestock  for  Immediate 
Slaughter  or  Shipment 

The  purchaser  of  all  livestock  for  immediate  slaughter  or 
shipment  shall  sign  an  official  certificate  of  slaughter  or  ship- 
ment (Form  C-37)  or  purchaser’s  invoice.  If  slaughtered,  they 
shall  be  slaughtered  within  10  days  either  on  the  purchaser’s 
premises  or  taken  directly  to  a slaughtering  plant.  If  shipped, 
they  shall  be  shipped  by  the  purchaser  within  10  days  and  shall 
go  directly  to  an  approved  slaughtering  establishment  or  public 
stockyards  under  State  or  Federal  supervision. 

REGULATION  IX 
Test  Chute 

The  auction  market  shall  provide  an  approved  chute  to 
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restrain  all  animals  that  are  to  be  tested,  and  shall  provide  ap- 
proved pens  for  swine  that  are  to  be  vaccinated  or  treated. 

REGULATION  X 
Brucellosis  Test 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  these  regulations  no  fe- 
male cattle  or  bulls  more  than  6 months  of  age  shall  be  sold  un- 
less such  cattle  have  been  tested  for  brucellosis  and  were  found 
negative  within  60  days  prior  to  sale.  Such  test  shall  be  recog- 
nized for  one  change  of  ownership  or  premises  only  within  the 
60-day  period,  except  that  such  cattle  may  change  ownership  or 
premises  one  or  more  times  in  the  14-day  period  immediately 
following  the  negative  test. 

REGULATION  XI 

Sale  of  Officially  Vaccinated  Breeding 
Animals  Under  24  Months  of  Age 

Such  animals  shall  be  accompanied  by: 

1.  Official  vaccination  certificate,  or 

2.  ANH  Form  4-24  properly  completed  for  reestablishing 
vaccination  status. 

NOTE:  If  such  animal  has  lost  its  ear  tag,  but  has  official 
calfhood  vaccination  tattoo  in  the  right  ear,  it  shall 
be  retagged  in  the  right  ear  and  the  retag  number 
recorded  on  the  official  vaccination  certificate  or 
ANH  Form  4-24. 


REGULATION  XII 
Feeder  Cattle  Subject  to  Quarantine 

All  female  cattle  of  beef  breeds  over  6 and  under  18  months 
of  age  sold  or  released  from  a livestock  auction  market  for  feed- 
ing or  grazing  purposes  are  subject  to  quarantine  and  shall  be 
reported  on  Form  M-91  to  the  Division  following  each  sale,  or  at 
the  end  of  each  week. 

REGULATION  XIII 
Backtagging 

All  cattle  over  2 years  of  age  purchased  from  established 
herds  in  Illinois,  and  consigned  to  slaughter,  shall  comply  with 
the  Market  Cattle  Identification  Program  as  follows: 

1.  Each  animal  shall  be  backtagged  with  official  Illinois 
market  cattle  backtags. 

2.  Report  of  such  backtagging  on  approved  forms  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Division  within  7 days  of  backtag  ap- 
plication. 

REGULATION  XIV 

Sanitary  Standards 

1.  All  stalls,  pens,  alleyways,  and  sale  ring  shall  be  thor- 
oughly cleaned  and  disinfected  following  each  sale. 

2.  Windows  shall  be  provided  for  light  and  ventilation. 
Light  shall  be  sufficient  to  illuminate  all  pens  and  stalls. 

3.  Roofs  shall  be  kept  tight  at  all  times  so  as  to  prevent 
leakage  and  keep  out  moisture. 

4.  The  floors  of  all  pens,  alleys,  and  sale  ring  shall  be  of 
concrete  or  other  material  that  is  compact,  easily 
cleaned,  and  drained  in  all  kinds  of  weather. 
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5.  Dairy  and  breeding  cattle  shall  be  kept  separate  from 
all  other  cattle  and  not  allowed  to  intermingle. 

6.  All  pens  and  alleys  for  housing  swine  shall  have  floors 
that  are  made  of  concrete.  Such  floors  and  pens  shall  be 
provided  with  drainage  for  flushing. 

7.  All  auction  markets  shall  possess  an  approved  power 
pressure  sprayer. 

8.  All  auction  markets  shall  have  an  ample  supply  of  water 
under  pressure. 

REGULATION  XV 
Display  License 

Each  livestock  auction  market  will  display  in  a prominent 
place  a license  as  provided  by  law. 

REGULATION  XVI 
Special  Sales 

All  special  sales  or  changes  in  day  of  sale  must  be  reported 
to  the  Division  of  Meat,  Poultry  and  Livestock  Inspection  at 
least  5 days  prior  to  such  change  or  sale. 

REGULATION  XVII 
Swine 

1.  The  purchaser  of  swine  shall  be  furnished  a certificate 
of  inspection  (Form  H-52)  at  the  time  of  purchase.  The 
certificate  shall  identify  swine  by  breed,  color,  weight 
and  right  ear  identification  tag  number  or  other  perma- 
nent identification. 

2.  In  no  case  shall  swine  remain  on  the  auction  market 
premises  for  more  than  10  days. 

3.  Out-of-state  swine  must  enter  Illinois  accompanied  by  a 
health  certificate  and  a permit  and  be  ear  tagged  to 
show  state  of  origin.  Such  swine  shall  move  directly  into 
Illinois  from  the  state  of  origin. 

A report  of  sale  shall  be  made  within  48  hours  of 
the  time  of  sale  (on  Form  Z-5)  to  the  Division  of  Meat, 
Poultry  and  Livestock  Inspection,  stating  name  and 
address  of  purchaser  and  number  of  animals  purchased. 
Such  swine  shall  be  quarantined  to  the  purchaser  for  21 
days  by  the  Division. 

4.  Ear  tag  identification  of  swine,  together  with  the  name 
and  address  of  consignor  and  purchaser,  date  of  sale, 
breed  and  number  purchased,  shall  be  made  a part  of 
the  records  of  the  livestock  auction  market  before  swine 
are  removed. 

5.  All  breeding  swine  4 months  of  age  and  over  shall  be 
negative  to  an  official  test  for  brucellosis  within  60  days, 
or  originate  from  a validated  brucellosis-free  herd.  Such 
test  shall  be  recognized  for  one  change  of  ownership  or 
premises  only  within  the  60-day  period. 

REGULATION  XVIII 
Swine  Which  React  to  Test  for  Brucellosis 

Any  swine  which,  upon  being  tested  for  brucellosis  at  a 
livestock  auction  market,  react  to  an  official  brucellosis  test 
shall  be  placed  in  the  quarantine  pen  and  sold  for  slaughter 
only.  The  animal,  when  sold,  shall  be  delivered  to  State  or  Fed- 
eral inspected  slaughter  establishment  and  shall  be  identified 
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as  provided  in  the  Illinois  Swine  Brucellosis  Law.  Such  swine 
may  not  be  sold  for  feeding  or  breeding  purposes. 

REGULATION  XIX 
Sheep 

1.  Sheep  may  be  released  from  a livestock  auction  market 
without  dipping,  provided  no  sheep  are  consigned  to  the  market 
from  a state  or  area  that  is  not  scabies-free. 

2.  If  sheep  are  consigned  to  a livestock  auction  market  from 
a state  or  area  that  is  not  scabies-free,  all  sheep  consigned  to 
such  market  shall  be  dipped  except  those  for  immediate  slaugh- 
ter; this  shall  include  Illinois  sheep. 

3.  Livestock  auction  market  managers  are  required  to  keep 
a record  of  each  consignment,  and  also  to  keep  on  file  the  ac- 
companying health  certificate  or  federal  inspection  certificate 
for  each  consignment  for  at  least  one  year  from  date  of  sale. 

4.  Livestock  auction  market  veterinarians  are  required  to 
check  each  consignment  of  sheep  at  time  of  presentation  at  the 
sale  to  determine  that  to  the  best  of  their  knowledge  and  belief 
the  sheep  are  free  from  scabies  and  other  infectious  and  com- 
municable diseases  and  that  out-of-state  and  stockyard  sheep 
are  accompanied  by  proper  health  certificates  or  certificates  of 
federal  inspection. 

5.  When  diseased  sheep  are  found  at  a livestock  auction 
market  the  veterinarian  shall  immediately  place  the  diseased 
sheep  under  quarantine  and  order  the  owner  to  return  such 
sheep  to  his  premises  under  quarantine.  The  veterinarian  shall 
notify  the  Division  of  such  quarantine.  The  quarantine  will 
remain  in  effect  until  the  Division  receives  notice  of  the  death  of 
the  sheep,  or  receives  a report  from  a licensed  veterinarian  that 
the  animal  or  animals  have  recovered  and  are  in  a healthy  con- 
dition. 


REGULATION  XX 

Cancellation  of  Surety  Bonds 

Companies  having  surety  bonds  filed  with  the  Department 
shall  use  the  following  procedure  in  regard  to  cancellation  of 
surety  bonds: 

1.  Notice  of  cancellation  shall  be  sent  by  certified  mail  to 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  State  of 
Illinois,  Springfield,  Illinois  62706. 

2.  Notice  must  contain  surety  bond  number,  amount  of 
surety,  name  of  principal,  and  any  other  matter  perti- 
nent to  the  subject. 

3.  The  date  of  the  notice  and  the  effective  date  of  the  ter- 
mination of  the  bond  shall  be  set  as  follows: 

a.  The  date  of  such  a notice  of  termination  shall  be  the 
date  the  notice  is  received  by  the  Department. 

b.  The  effective  date  of  termination  can  be  no  sooner 
than  the  date  of  notice  plus  the  required  notice  peri- 
od. 


REGULATION  XXI 

Cancellation  of  Escrow  Agreements 
(Personal  Bonds) 

Operators  of  livestock  auction  markets  having  an  escrow 
a^eement  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  a personal  bond)  filed 
with  the  Department  in  lieu  of  a surety  bond  shall  use  the  fol- 
lowing procedure  in  regard  to  cancellation  of  such  bond: 
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1.  Notice  of  cancellation  shall  be  sent  by  certified  mail  to 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  State  of 
Illinois,  Springfield,  Illinois  62706. 

2.  Notice  must  contain  the  name  of  the  trust  company  or 
bank  holding  such  escrow  account,  the  account  number, 
the  amount  of  cash  or  list  of  securities  in  the  account, 
the  name  of  the  principal  of  the  escrow  account,  and  any 
other  matter  pertinent  to  the  subject. 

3.  The  date  of  the  notice  and  the  effective  date  of  the  ter- 
mination of  the  bond  shall  be  set  as  follows: 

a.  The  date  of  such  a notice  of  termination  shall  be  the 
date  the  notice  is  received  by  the  Department. 

b.  The  effective  date  of  termination  can  be  no  sooner 
than  the  date  of  notice  plus  the  required  notice  peri- 
od. 

The  Department  will  not  release  the  personal  bond  until 
the  principal  has  shown  proof  that  all  financial  obligations  cov- 
ered by  the  bond  have  been  satisfied. 


REGULATION  XXII 
Swine  Movement  Limitations 

Livestock  auction  markets  may  receive  only  swine  con- 
signed: 

(1)  and  transported  directly  from  a farm  of  origin,  or 

(2)  by  a licensed  feeder  swine  dealer  or  livestock  dealer 
and  such  swine  must  be  transported  directly  to  the 
market  from  a farm  of  origin. 

(Swine  may  move  through  a second  concentration 
point — licensed  feeder  swine  dealer  premises  or  live- 
stock auction  market — provided  such  swine  are  addi- 
tionally individually  identified  by  inserting  a second 
official  ear  tag  in  the  right  ear.  Such  tag  to  be  applied 
prior  to  movement  through  the  auction  ring.) 

The  definition  of  a “farm  or  origin”  for  purposes  of  this 
regulation  is  a premise  maintained  for  one  or  more  of  the  follow- 
ing purposes: 

(1)  where  consigned  feeder  swine  were  farrowed,  or 

(2)  where  consigned  breeding  swine  were  bred  and  premis- 
es are  maintained  for  breeding  purposes,  or 

(3)  where  consigned  slaughter  swine  are  fed  and  premises 
are  maintained  for  feeding  purposes. 

Any  person  who  sells  feeder  swine  that  he  has  not  produced 
himself  must  comply  with  the  Feeder  Swine  Dealer  Licensing 
Act  or  have  a special  permit  from  the  Department. 

When  considered  in  the  best  interest  of  the  livestock  indus- 
try, the  Director  of  the  Illinois  Department  of  Agriculture  may 
suspend  any  portion  of  this  regulation. 


REGULATION  XXIII 

Disposition  of  Rejected  Feeding  or  Breeding  Swine 

Animals  rejected  for  feeding  or  breeding  purposes  by  the 
official  livestock  auction  market  veterinarian  must  be  sold  for 
slaughter;  except  when  requested  by  the  owner  and  approved 
by  the  official  livestock  auction  market  veterinarian,  such  re- 
jected animals  must  be  identified  and  then  may  be  returned  to 
the  owner’s  premises  under  quarantine.  The  quarantine  must 
be  issued  by  the  official  veterinarian  on  forms  prescribed  by  the 
Department. 
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All  rejected  animals  to  be  sold  for  slaughter  must  be  so 
identified. 


REGULATION  XXIV 

The  Director  shall  be  named  as  Trustee  on  any  surety 
bond  issued  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 
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
